When  this  law  is  applied  to  the  field  of  HEAT- 
ING, it  gives  us  a  definite  answer  to  the  important 
problem,  "How  to  reduce  the  cost  of  heating." 


To  reduce  the  cost  of  heating,  your  Boiler  should 

normally  operate  at  less  than  maximum  capacity' 


GIVEN  normal  cold  weather  conditions,  it  follows, 
that  if,  in  order  to  heat  your  home,  you  have  to 
drive  your  boiler  at  top  speed,  you  will  burn  moye  fuel 
than  if  you  need  to  drive  it  at  less  than  top  speed.  And 
that  extra  fuel  you  bum  is  WASTED. 

The  part  of  a  boiler  that  determines  its  heating  ca- 
pacity is  called  the  Fire  Surface.  The  work  of  the  Fire

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THE      CARE      OF      THE 
CHRISTMAS     DOG 

By  ROBERT  S.  LEMMON 

AT  this  time  of  j'ear,  more  than  any  otlier,  many,  many 
X\.clogs  make  their  advent  into  homes  which  formerly 
knew  them  not,  for  the  world  is  fully  alive  to  the  merits 
of  the  canine  form  of  Christmas  gift.  It  is  appropriate 
that  a  few  facts  be  set  down  to  the  end  that  such  pups  shall 
enjoy  the  occasion  along  with  the  other  members  of  the 
households  into  which  they  come  and  set  out  upon  their  new 
careers  under  the  best  auspices. 

The  majority  of  dogs,  especially  puppies,  are  quite  as 
susceptible  to  homesickness  as  are  human  beings,  so  it  is 
small  wonder  that  the  first  few  days  in  strange  surround- 
ings and  with  unfamiliar  people  are  quite  likely  to  be 
marked  by  shyness  and  not  a  few  whimperings.  Though 
these  manifestations  are  natural,  they  can  and  should  be 
alleviated  by  extra  care  in  the  way  of  gentle,  quiet  han- 
dling, comforting  by  voice  and  action,  good  food  in  plent}", 
and  the  proxision  of  a  comfortable  sleeping  nook  as  undis- 
turbed as  may  be.  Attempt  no  discipline  during  these  first 
days  while  the  new  dog  is  becoming  accustomed  to  his 
changed  environment,  and  in  general  make  things  as  easy 
as  j'ou  can  for  him. 

Specificall)',  gi\'e  liim  sensible,  wholesome  food:  lean 
meat,  spinach,  raw  eggs,  carrots,  dog  biscuits  and  non- 
greasy  soups  and  broths  if  he  is  over  three  months  old;  stale 
brown  bread  and  milk,  broths,  cooked  cereals  and  a  trifle  of 
chopped  beef  if  he  is  below  that  age.  He  will  appreciate, 
also,  a  husky  beef  bone  on  which  to  gnaw  at  will.  All  food 
should  be  fresh  and  luke-warm — ne\'er  really  hot  or  cold. 
Greasy  stuff  should  alwajs  be  avoided,  along  with  sweets 
and  anything  which  is  heavy  or  indigestible  to  humans.  A 
bowl    of   fresh    water   should    be   available   at   all    times.

As  to  the  frequency  of  meals,  try  feeding  four  to  five 
times  a  day  if  he  is  under  four  months  of  age,  three  to  four 
between  the  ages  of  four  and  ten  months,  and  two  to  three 
above  that  period.  There  is  no  fixed  rule  as  to  quantity, 
for  some  dogs  are  naturally  hearty  eaters  while  others  are 
light.  The  best  guides  are  his  appetite  and  general  condi- 
tion. He  should  not  be  allowed  to  stuff  himself  and  will 
be  at  his  best  when  neither  overfat  nor  noticeably  thin. 

At  the  risk  of  being  branded  a  kill-joy,  I  would  ask  for 
moderation  in  the  enthusiasm  which  the  children  especially 
are  likely  to  show  over  the  latest  acquisition  to  the  house- 
hold. Juvenile  natures  are  not  usually  such  as  to  realize 
the  really  sensitive  character  of  a  pup  or  to  be  entirely  wise 
in  the  manifestations  of  interest  which  are  showered  upon 
him.  Petting  and  fondling  are  a  good  thing  and  welcomed 
by  a  dog  if  they  are  not  carried  too  far,  but  the  line  of 
demarkation  between  them  and  mauling  is  a  bit  slender. 
Every  dog  has  the  right  to  expect  freedom  from  physical 
abuse,  however  unintentional  and  unrealized  it  may  be. 
May  I  take  his  side  and,  in  fairness  to  him,  earnestly  urge 
that  the  younger  members  of  the  family  be  restrained  from 
treating  him  as  they  might  an  inanimate,  unfeeling  toy?

N   some   quarters   tlic   architect    Is 


buildings  and  large  houses  it  is  con- 
ceded that  his  ad\'ice  is  requireil,  but, 
when  it  comes  to  building  the  a\er- 
age  home,  some  people  have  the 
notion  that  they  can  get  along  with- 
out him.  One  glance  at  the  houses 
these  architect-less  people  build  is 
enough  to  con\ince  the  most  prej- 
udiced that  the  architect  is  a  neces- 
sity. .'\lmost  invariably  the  house 
Iniilt  without  his  aid  has  the  same 
ill-fitting  appearance  that  is  the  con- 
comitant of  a  tailored  suit  made 
without  the  aid  of  a  tailor.  It  may 
not  be  all  wrong,  but  it  is  usually 
wrong  in  so  many  essentials  that  the 
net  result  is  a  regrettable  mess. 

Since  we  live  in  an  age  of  speciali- 
zation, it  is  only  logical  that  we  hire 
for  special  work  the  talents  of  men 
trained  in  special  lines.  That  is  one 
of  the  things  we  command  when  we 
employ  an  architect.  We  enjoy  the 
benefit  of  his  years  of  training  anil 
study.  We  also  have  the  benefit  of 
his  experience.  A  man  who  has 
designed  and  superintendetl  the  build- 
ing of  many  houses  surely  is  better 
equipped  than  the  untrained  man 
who  ventures  forth  on  the  planning 
of  his  first  house.  We  also  command 
his  tastc-^and  there  we  encounter  an 
elusive  quality. 

There  may  be  saiil  to  be  two  kind' 
of  taste — that  which  is  born  of  long 
acquaintance  with  traditional  work, 
and  that  which  springs  native  from 
the  mind  of  the  designer.  The  fol- 
lower of  traditions  cannot  go  far 
wrong  so  long  as  he  follows  traili- 
tions;  where  he  usually  makes  his 
mistake  is  when  he  attempts  to  be  a 
free  spirit  and  "improve"  on   what

the  past  has  found  to  be  good.  On 
the  other  hand — and  rarely  do  we 
come  across  them — are  the  men  to 
whom  tradition  plays  a  minor  role.

BECAUSE  we  are  a  sentimental  "cuss"  we  have 
always  kept  a  garden  journal.  In  this  go 
the  records  of  what  happens  out-of-doors, — of 
what  is  planted  and  where  and  when,  of  how  the 
weather  stands,  of  the  people  who  come  there  and 
the  funny  things  they  say — for  it  is  a  miserable 
garden  as  gardens  go.  Then,  when  the  end  of 
the  gardening  year  is  reached,  and  we  note  down 
that  the  beds  were  all  finally  covered  and  the  last 
bill  paid,  we  search  around  for  something  espec- 
ially fancy  to  write  at  the  end  of  that  journal. 

Sometimes  it  is  poetry  and  sometimes  just  a 
couple  of  words.  This  year  our  search  led  us 
into  the  Book  of  Deuteronomy,  and  there  in  the 
thirty-third  chapter  we  encountered  this  thanks- 
giving: "For  the  precious  things  of  heaven,  for 
the  dew  and  for  the  deep  that  coucheth  beneath, 
and  for  the  precious  fruits  brought  forth  by  the 
sun  and  for  the  precious  things  put  forth  by  the 
moon,  and  for  the  chief  things  of  the  ancient 
mountains  and  for  the  precious  things  of  the 
lasting  hills." 


TEN  years  ago,  clinker  brick,  so  called  because 
it  frequently  came  out  of  the  kiln  with  the 
fused  appearance  of  a  real  furnace  clinker,  was 
a  total  loss  and  usually  was  chucked  into  the 
dump.  Today  clinker  brick  are  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  many  attractive  brick  houses  and  sell 
at  a  higher  price  than  the  run  of  kiln  brick.  The 
percentage  in  any  kiln  is  sinall  and  they  are  so 
difficult  to  obtain  that  inanufacturers  are  planning 
to  increase  their  clinker  brick  outpu*^

Away  up  yonder  in  the  tops  o'  the  biggest 
trees  they's  mebbe  a  deep,  slow  sigh  o'  wind,  but 
thet's  the  only  sound  'cept  now  an'  ag'in  the  soft- 
est, siftin'est  rustle  of  a  hatfull  o'  dry  snow 
slippin'  from  a  branch.  The  trunks  is  like  straight 
pillars  risin'  froin  a  clean  white  floor  to  a  roof 
thet's  all  worked  over  in  browns  an'  grays  an'  a 
thousand  shades  o'  green.

Ey\L^  before  tlu)se  graceful  davs  in 
Itah  when  I'allailid  began  treating 
^\inmetrv  with  such  tender  loveliness,  the 
ancestors  of  this  house  were  mellow  cot- 
tages on  the  English  countryside.  There, 
behind  the  hedgerows  of  lanes  and  bywavs, 
the\-  grew  up  from  the  soil  with  as  much  ar, 
air  of  belonging  as  the  Hawthorns  pillowed 
against  their  walls.  And  with  them  grew 
the  picturesque  tradition. 

The\-  were  f.ir  from  being  dependent 
upon  the  artifice  of  design.  They  fell 
naturally,  effortlessly,  into  all  those  affairs 
of  composition  and  balance  which  come  to 
harass  self-conscious  houses.  Only  three 
things  mattered:  usefulness,  protection, 
comfort;  and  when  these  were  provided  b\ 
combining  the  materials  of  the  site  with  the 
proud  craftsmanship  of  the  period,  it  was 
inevitable  that  charm  in  a  rather  fine  degree 
should  pervade  the  completed  work.  The 
sharply  pitched  roofs  to  cleave  the  weather, 
the    trcncrous   masonrv,   sturdy    timbering. 


the  small,  deep  windows,  the  sprawling 
plan,  were  characteristic  of  certain  neces- 
sities in  the  livelihood  of  these  houses  and 
of  the  men  whose  firesmoke  curled  from 
the  chimneys.  And  curiously  enough, 
though  all  these  qualities  are  as  noble  and 
na'fve  as  Oak  trees,  they,  have  survived. 
The  heritage  of  these  cottages  has  been 
handed  down  in  an  unbroken  mood  of  vil- 
lage and  meadow  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
new  ones  from  year  to  year  have  mingled 
more  and  more  with  classical  companions. 
Of  course,  this  mode  of  building  can  no 
lonsrcr  be  naive  except  under  the  most  prim- 
itive circumstances.  The  necessities  out  of 
which  it  grew  are  scarcely  ever  encountered 
today.  We  have  to  do  a  good  deal  of  pre- 
tending. But  that  is  why  successful  mod- 
ern examples  are  so  rare,  and  silly  attempts 
so  prevalent  in  every  suburban  community. 
Only  a  minority  of  even  the  more  gifted 
architects  whose  inclinations  lie  in  this 
direction    is    able    to    work    in    this    now 


\'ery  conscious  manner  without  exposing  th.e 
most  disturbing  incongruities  of  taste.  The 
style  requires  a  designer  who  is  at  heart  a 
real  romanticist,  yet  a  skillful  realist  in  the 
choosing  and  handling  of  materials.  Tr 
takes  an  artist  to  justify  all  the  antiquarian- 
isms  in,  say,  the  tiling  or  timberwork  of  a 
house  built  in  this  dav  and  age  after  so 
medie\al  a  model.  For  it  is  one  thins  to 
appl\'  the  Palladian  principles  or  adopt  the 
customs  of  a  Christopher  Wren,  and  a 
vastly  different  thing  to  carry  out  the  pic- 
turesque idea  with  an  air  of  sincerity.  Tlie 
first,  after  all,  is  the  essence  of  formality, 
and  the  other  of  informality — a  far  more 
precarious  undertaking. 

All  of  which  is  a  prelude  to  pointing 
out  not  only  the  delightful  success  of  this 
particular  house, — surely  one  of  the  finest 
examples  in  the  country  of  the  picturesque 
tradition — but  to  giving  Mr.  Lindcbero-, 
Its  author,  his  due.  Than  this  architect  no 
one  is  more  facile  or  more  engaging  in  the 
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T/ie  main  fart  of  the 
garden  lies  on  the  loiver 
level  of  the  living  room 
tuhose  multiple  case- 
ments open  upon  the 
herbaceous  borders  that 
surround  the  central 
paved  area.

manner  he  has  chosen.  All  his  houses  are 
distinguishable  at  a  glance;  not  because  of 
their  style  (for  it  is  anybody's  style  as  much 
as  the  Colonial  is  anybody's  style),  but  be- 
cause of  the  peculiar,  inescapable  quality 
with  which  his  work  is  imbued.  The  tone 
and  texture  of  every  surface,  the  treatment 
of  every  detail,  is  in  itself  honestly  beauti- 
ful; and  with  all  the  farflung  variety  in 
the  various  parts  of  his  architectural  per- 
formance, the  homogenity  of  the  thing  is 
as  perfect  as  that  of  a  fluttering  Debussy 
nocturne. 

This  house  is  a  very  special  thing.  It 
does  what  all  great  architecture  does.  It 
seems  to  glow.  And  yet  in  a  sense  it  is  not 
even  architecture.  It  might  have  been  laid 
up  with  exquisite  care  from  the  ground, 
and  its  builder  might  have  stood  back  at 
thoughtful  intervals  from  the  scene  to 
gauge  his  next  advance.  Something  inside 
might  have  controlled  its  size  and  shape 
to  an  extent,  but  even  these  requirements 
might  have  been  met  by  an  enlargement 
here,  a  small  addition  there.  Or  a  wave  of 
the  wand,  when  the  general  mass  was  in 
danger,  might  have  made  certain  require- 
ments seem  less  necessary.  Some  architects, 
it  is  said,  have  the  power  to  eliminate  the 
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-iiost  emphatic  ideas  of  their  clients  for  the 
ultimate  favor  of  the  work  involved.  At 
any  rate,  this  house  gives  the  impression  that 
it  was  done  this  way.  Bv  liand,  so  to  speak, 
tenderly. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was  planned  on 
paper.    Yet  nothing  about  it  is  reminiscent 
of  the  drawing  board.    Only  the  personal 
solicitude  of  its  architect  on  the  spot  could 
have   persuaded   rubble  masonry  to  be  so 
beautiful  or  pan  tile  roofs  to  cover  the  house 
like  carpets  of  coral.    In   matters  of  line 
and  measurement  blueprints  may  have  their 
value,  but  how  can  they  describe  with  what 
irregularity  to  let  red  bricks  into  stonework 
and  gain  a  certain  subtle  weave?     This  is 
a   matter   for  a   mason   of   parts,   and   the 
walls   disclose   the    handiwork   of    such    a 
person.     The   stone    (dug    from   the   site) 
has  been  cut  fairly  small  and  to  a  general 
uniformity  of  size  and  shape.    The  plaster 
joints  are  wide  and  pink,  so  that  the  stone 
walls  are   a  symphony   in   delicate   rouge. 
This  color  scheme  continues  over  all  the 
exterior  surface   of   the   house,   except  en 
certain  sections  where  weathered  oak  sid- 
ing interposes  relieving  are?.s   of   brown, 
"in  a  case  of  this  kind,  where  both  client

the  craftsman  and  a  longing  for  the 
mellowness  obtainable  only  by  the 
most  careful  choice  of  methods  and 
materials,  there  are  apt  to  be  few 
concessions  to  economy.  Roof  tiles 
will  come,  as  these  tiles  did,  from 
England,  where  they  will  have 
lain  for  a  century  or  so  gathering 
a  most  impatented  effect  in  that 
insinuating  weather.  Lintels  of 
okl  oak  and  sturdy  stone  will  ac- 
tually carry  the  spans  of  broad 
window  openings  and  will  not 
merely  pretend  to  be  doing  the  task 
of  a  hidden  length  of  steel  or  re- 
inforced concrete.  Ornamental 
plaster  work  will  be  done  with  the 
delicacy  it  deserves,  and  not  with 
the  crude  compromise  of  a  one-day 
job  in  Hollywood.  In  other  words, 
this  house  is  something  to  be  ex- 
amined for  the  thrill  contained  in

i\er)'  part.  And  it  must  stand 
(and  this  it  will  undoubtedly  ^\■■^ 
for  many  years)  as  an  enviable 
example  of  what  its  particular 
style  is  capable  of  at  its  very  best. 
The  photographs  give  some  idea 
of  the  setting:  a  thing  as  carefully 
inc!  thoughtfully  devised  as  tlie 
treat:ment  of  the  house  itself.  Dog- 
woods, l^oxw(K)d  and  Li  lacs,  mature 
and  hearty  specimens,  have  been  set 
snugly  against  the  walls  where  they 
will  best  overcome  the  sharpness  of 
the  angles  and  bring  the  house  into 
a  soft  association  with  its  surround- 
ing lawn.

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THE     SCENTS     OF     DOMESTICITY 

Memories  of  Old  Household  Perfuf?ies  That 
Tingled  the  Nostrils  of  the  Past 


ONE  day  last  autumn,  as  I  walked  into  the  front  door  of  a 
Long  Island  farmhouse,  there  assailed  my  nostrils  such  a 
savory  odor  as  to  transport  me  thousands  of  miles  away.  A 
symphony  of  spices.  From  Arabia.  From  Ceylon.  From  the 
islands  in  the  Indian  Ocean  and  the  islands  in  the  Caribbean  Sea. 
Ginger  and  cinnamon,  mace  and  citron,  orange  peel  and  nutmeg 
and  clove,  all  compounded  into  a  domestic  perfume  of  unbelievable 
sweetness.  As  I  went  deeper  into  the  house,  the  savor  gained 
strength.  I  trailed  it  through  Itving  room,  dining  room  and  pantry 
into  the  kitchen.  And  there,  on  the  altar  of  gastronomy — the 
stove — a  cook  was  tending  the  incense  of  his  culinary  devotion. 
He  was  making  Chili  Sauce. 

In  this  house,  which  has  an  ancient  and  interesting  lineage,  life 
is  lived  much  as  it  was  generations  ago.  It  is  self-contained.  The 
truck  garden,  the  berry  patch  and  the  orchard  provide  most  of 
the  food  the  owners  need  the  year  around.  The  domestic  arts  are 
preserved.  Bread  is  actually  baked  at  home.  And,  if  you  wish  it, 
the  housewife  can  mount  the  loom  and  weave  you  homespun  for 
)-our  clothes.  Down  in  the  cellar  are  cupboards  loaded  with  ail 
manner  of  preserves  and  good  things  to  eat  through  the  long 
winter  months. 

You  feel  an  air  of  security  about  such  a  house  and  about  such 
pcojile.  You  feel  that  their  eyes  ha\'e  waited  upon  the  Lord 
and  He  has  given  them  their  meat  in  due  season.  The  smell  of  the 
Chili  Sauce  was  only  one  indication  of  it.  A  dozen  other  sweet 
domestic  odors  assured  you  of  its  stability.  You  felt  that  the  tradi- 
tion of  the  housewifely  arts  had  been  carried  on  there  for  a  long 
time. 

DOCTORS  and  physiologists  and  men  who  dabble  in  sucli 
things  state  that  we  cannot  remember  odors.  We  remember 
only  the  associations  these  odors  bring  back  from  past  experiences. 
The  odor  of  newly-baked  bread,  for  example,  we  cannot  re- 
member; but  we  can  recall  (and  pity  the  man  who  can't)  a 
mother  or  a  sister  taking  the  loaves  from  the  o\'en  and  turning 
them  out  on  a  board  on  the  kitchen  table  to  cool.  Bacon  frying  is 
an  incense  worthy  of  men  and  gods.  To  some  it  means  a  camp  in 
the  north  woods,  to  others  the  awakening  household.  Coffee  is 
another — not  the  wishywashy  stuff  of  restaurants  but  the  lusty, 
full-flavored  coffee  of  home  that  made  your  eyes  blink  when  you 
drank  it. 

There  are  some  (and  absurd  people  they  are)  who  object  to  the 
smell  of  onions  cooking.  But  onions  have  a  piquant  perfume  all 
their  own.  They  seem  like  prophecies  of  good  things  to  come. 
In  fact  that  whole  gamut  of  pre-dinner  odors  is  one  which  modern 
inventions  are  fast  stealing  from  the  home.  Once  on  a  time  sweet 
savors  were  wafted  up  through  the  house,  whetting  the  appetite. 
Today,  with  ventilating  systems  in  use,  we  come  upon  our  meals 
abruptly.    A  door  is  flung  open  and  dinner  is  sprung  on  us  with- 


out warning.    No  wonder  we  have  to  drink  cocktails  to  create  an 
appetite. 

Except  in  large  houses  or  where  there  are  large  families,  many 
domestic  smells  that  enriched  the  past  are  completely  absent. 
There  was  the  storeroom,  for  example,  where  food  stuffs  were 
kept  in  quantity — barrels  of  flour,  coffee,  tea,  packages  of  raisins 
and  boxes  of  spices.  That  room  had  a  grocery  store  smell,  and 
blessed  is  the  memory  of  the  men  and  women  who  made  it. 

THERE  was  also  the  penetrating  odor  of  the  room  up  vmder 
the  eaves  where  clothes  were  kept — the  cedar  chest  or  cedar 
closet.  Some  households  had  a  camphor  room.  Now  camphor  is  a 
distinct  domestic  perfume.  Modern  substitutes  are  poor  imitations. 
And  whereas  camphor  kept  its  fragrance  until  the  end,  disinte- 
grating camphor  balls  today  remind  one  as  they  fade  of  cabbages 
and  drains.  A  piece  of  camphor  in  a  drawer,  laid  away  among  fine 
dress  goods,  will  make  the  most  jaded  domestic  nostril  tingle  with 
delight,  for  there  is  not  alone  the  odor  of  the  camphor  itself,  but 
the  odor  of  the  materials  as  well.  Small  children,  when  they  fall 
asleep  on  their  grandmother's  bosom,  know  this  odor  of  stiff  satin 
and  old  lace  that  lia\e  been  laid  away  in  drawers  full  of  dried 
lavender. 

Some  years  ago  Professor  Saintsbury,  an  eminent  English  au- 
thority, wrote  a  quaint  little  volume' called  "Notes  on  a  Cellar 
Book."  It  contained  the  record  of  all  the  wines  he  had  owned  and 
many  he  had  drunk.  Vo  the  arid  Prohibitionist  the  book  would 
be  anathema;  so  would  the  memories  some  of  us  have  of  old  wine 
rooms.  The  room  may  have  been  in  the  cellar  or  in  the  attic,  but 
wherever  located,  it  had  a  musty,  dusty  air.  Demijohns  and  syphons 
and  casks  and  corks  and  bottles  in  racks  ranged  round  the  wall. 
The  air  was  rich  with  the  perfume  of  Port  and  Sherry,  Madeira 
and  Malmsey.  Civilizations  older  and  saner  than  ours  have  found 
it  the  better  part  of  wisdom  still  to  keep  around  the  household 
these  sweet  fragrances  of  wine. 

NOT  all  domestic  scents  are  gastronomic.  There  was  an  old 
smell  that  will  remain  with  me  to  the  last  day;  a  library 
whose  windows  looked  out  on  a  quiet  country  town  main  street. 
It  was  lined  with  bookcases,  and  by  the  window  stood  a  big  flat  top 
desk.  The  ancient  gentleman  who  sat  at  that  desk  wore  a  stock 
and  swallow-tail  coat  long  after  they  had  become  a  memory  to 
most  old  gentlemen.  He  read  Robert  Burns  aloud  when  he  wasn't 
expounding  law.  He  also  smoked  what  were  called  "grandfather's 
stinking  stogies."  Deep  leather  chairs  were  in  that  library,  and  in 
one  corner  a  tall  clock  that  ticked  as  though  a  little  weary.  Men- 
tion libraries,  and  the  association  brings  up  that  old  gentleman, 
those  chairs,  those  leather-bound  books,  that  clock,  and  above  all, 
an  incense  compoimded  of  stogies  and  old  calf-skin.  And  the 
association  sanctifies  the  odors.

WHEN  on  April  9th,  1749,  Thomas 
Whieldon,  the  potter  of  Fenton, 
made  the  entry  of  his  new  apprentice,

time  to  Martelmas  next  2s.  3d.  or  2s.  6d.  if 
he  deserves  it,"  he  added  to 
the  ranks  of  the  potters  an 
artist  whose  work  was  to 
have  a  far-reaching  effect 
upon  the  porcelain  industry 
of  England.

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of  the  Spodc  porcelain  first  appeared  about 
1800,  when  bone  and  felspar  were  used  in 
'  the  manufacture,  and  resulted  in  greatly  in- 
creasing the  transparency.  The  pieces  of 
this  period  are  distinguished  by  the  pro- 
fusion of  gold  used  with  the  floral  designs 
as  a  decorative  motif,  while  the  burnished 
<ioId  jiatterns  which  are  slightly  raised  were 
the  work  of  Henry  Daniel,  an  artist  cm- 
ployed  at  the  Spode  works  early  in  the  19th 
Century.  Prohablv  no  other  decorative 
porcelain  L-mbodies  such  distinctive  char- 
acteristics as  that  which  was  produced  at 
this  factory  during  the  time,  for,  due  to  the 
costliness  of  the  material  used  to  attain 
these  effects,  many  factories  would  ob- 
viously be  precluded  from  copying  Spode's 
ilesi<rns  for  thtir  own  use.

digenous  to  that  country,  and  it  is  doubtless 
due  to  this  that  many  pieces  have  been  pur- 
chased in  the  smaller  towns  of  France, 
which,  while  sold  as  nati\'e  productions, 
are  actually  of  Spode  origin.  This  opaque 
porcelain  was  first  made  in  1805  and  was 
sold  at  that  time  as  ironstone  china,  being 
in  the  form  of  domestic  ware  rather  than 
decorati\'e    \'ases. 

Amontr  the  interestins;  works  of  the 
second  Josiah  Spode,  who  succeeded  his 
father,  were  four  corner  stones  which  he 
made  for  the  parish  church  at  Stoke.  Each 
of  these  was  composed  of  difi^erent  products 
of  his  pottery,  one  being  a  fine  porcelain 
slab  upon  which  appears  a  has  relief  of  the 
old  church  and  its  surroundings.  This  form 
of  perpetuation  of  the  art  of  this  famous 
pottery  is  probably  unique  both  in  the  history 
of  ceramics  and  in  that  of  architecture.

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THE     NEW     ERA     OF     GAS 

T/ie  Modern  Trend  Is  Lifti)ig  This  Familiar  Commodity  to  New  and 
Unexpected  Heights  of  Usefulness 

ETHEL  R.  PEYSER 


THERE  are  some  people  today  who, 
wheji  they  think  of  gas,  have  in  mind 
only  the  old-fashioned  gas  jet  in  a  hall 
room,  or  the  old-time  gas  range  which  re- 
placed the  more  dignified  coal'range  for  use 
'  in  a  cheap  flat. 

But  a  new  era  has  come  to  the  gas  situa- 
tion. Today  the  gas  commodity  belongs  to 
the  aristocracy  and  embraces  a  field  that  is 
tremendous  in  extent  and  in  importance. 

Of  all  the  things  that  are  familiar  to 
us,  probably  the  gas  range  comes  first. 
What  used  to  be  an  ugly  looking  affair  is 
today  a  graceful  object  of  convenience, 
making  the  kitchen  a  lovely  place  and  ren- 
dering cooking  simpler,  more  sure  and  more 
swift.  The  gas  range  comes  in  every  style 
that  ranges  are  heir  to:  open  tops,  closed 
tops,  white,  black,  grained  like  wood,  and 
even  with  painted  panels!  Thus  the  range 
will  fit  in  anywhere  from  studio  to  pro- 
fessional kitchen.  It  can  be  had  witii  coal 
or  oil  divisions  and  with  insulation  as  well ; 
it  can  cook  on  retained  heat  or  not,  just  as 
you  will.  It  is  made  for  natural  gas,  man- 
ufactured gas,  bottled  gas  and  vapor  gas. 
We  have  seen  some  which  cook  by  the  use 
of  both  gas  and  electricity. 

The  oven  regulators  have  brought  the 
gas  range  to  a  standard  of  efficiency  un- 
dreamed of  a  decade  or  so  ago.  Further- 
more, top  burner  temperature  regulators 
are  being  developed.  This  is  of  value  be- 
cause most  of  the  cooking  is  done  on  the 
top  of  the  range  and  will  be  taken  care  of 
with  the  same  efl'icacy  as  has  been  the 
pampered  oven's  good   fortune. 

GAS  BROILERS 

The  manufacturers  are  giving  much 
thought  to  the  broilers,  of  which  there  are 
newer  types  on  the  market  which  make 
broiling  swifter,  more  penetrative  and  bet- 
ter. For  a  long  time  the  broiler  has  just 
existed — and  that's  all — because  the  oven 
has  received  so  much  attention.  Now  its 
faults  are  rapidly  being  overcome  by  the 
manufacturers.  Some  of  the  broiler  par- 
titions have  the  burners  top  and  bottom, 
and  some  have  an  entirely  new  type  of 
burner.  This  goes  to  show  that  there  is 
nothing  static  in  the  range  problem. 

There  are  also  on  the  marketsafety  light- 
ers attachable  to  a  range,  obviating  matches, 
so  that  should  the  burner  blow  out  on  ac- 
count of  a  sudden  draught,  it  will  immedi- 
ately and  automatically  relight.  This  is 
valuable,  too,  because  children  cannot  en- 


danger the  house  if  they  tamper  with  the 
burners  when  Mother  or  Cook  is  not  aware 
of  their  pranks.  Some  of  these  lighters 
work  simply  by  turning  on  the  gas  cock 
with  no  extra  handling  of  anything.  The 
pilot,  too,  is  protected  and  cannot  fail  to 
work  with  these  newer  devices.  Of  course, 
the  ranges  with  automatic  lighters  are  well 
known  and,  although  they  may  hurt  the 
match  trade,  are  nevertheless  a  real  con- 
venience to  the  housewife.

The  manifold,  or  the  bar  outside  the 
top  of  the  range  wherein  the  gas  cocks  are 
situated,  is  about  to  disappear  on  one  range, 
making  the  installation  more  ship-shape  in 
appearance  and  resulting  in  one  less  thing 
to  clear  and  care  for. 

Manufacturers  of  ranges,  because  of  the 
tremendous  vogue  of  their  products,  are 
always  trying  either  to  improve  or  revolu- 
tionize them  in  order  to  make  them  not  only 
simpler  to  use,  but  easier  to  care  for.  Then, 
too,  inventors  continuously  try  to  make  cer- 
tain parts  of  a  range  better  and  their  patents 
are    used    bv    wide-awake    manufacturers. 


We  have  in  mind  a  new  oven  shelf  which, 
although  we  have  not  used  it  yet,  seems  to 
be  a  good  idea.  These  shelves  can  be  put 
into  any  oven.  If  you  have  an  old  range, 
they  will  make  the  oven  work  simpler  and 
basting  and  the  changing  of  dishes  from 
shelf  to  shelf  more  easy. 

Another  thing  that  is  being  done  in  the 
case  of  one  range  is  to  add  a  heating  device 
by  which  air  is  warmed  and  heats  the  room. 

No  effort  is  being  spared  by  the  makers 
to  make  perfect  ranges,  and  none  by  the 
gas  companies  themselves  in  making  thor- 
ough tests  of  ranges  and  all  gas  products 
before  they  go  on  sale.  Tests,  of  course, 
must  eventuate  in  a  happy  economy  in  the 
use  of  gas  plus  other  fundamental  (]ualifi- 
cations.  The  appliance  representing  an  ex- 
travagant use  of  gas  would  be  a  faithless 
product,  and  so  the  makers  are  interested  in 
saving  your  gas  bills  so  that  you  will  like 
gas  and  use  a  lot  of  it — but  legitimately. 
A  very  important  laboratory  has  been  es- 
tablished by  the  gas  industry  and  an  appli- 
ance which  passes  this  "third  degree" 
is  a  safe  and  sane  buy.  The  products 
passed  by  the  laboratory  are  marked  by  a 
blue  starred  label.  Watch  for  it  when 
purchasing. 

LEAK-PROOF  TUBING 

Before  we  go  further,  let  us  remind  you 
that  if  you  are  a  user  of  gas  tubing  you 
should  look  up  the  subject  of  the  newer 
flexible  metallic  or  metal  tubing  which  in- 
sures you  against  leaks  and  re-purchase. 
Much  has  been  done  along  this  line,  to 
make  tubing  fool-proof  and  durable.  If 
\ou  use  gas  irons  or  small  gas  stoves,  you 
probably  have  hoped  for  a  tubing  that  is 
strong  and  flexible  as  well. 

Gas  has  invaded  some  very  important 
fields.  For  example,  incineration.  The  gas- 
fired  incinerators  on  the  market  today  arc 
valuable  for  the  old  house  and  the  new; 
they  are  economical  and  simple  to  use. 
Cutting  down  the  fire  hazard,  checking  the 
advent  of  vermin  and  insects  and  conserv- 
ing health  are  some  of  the  main  things 
the  incinerator  does  by  ridding  the  house 
of  all  sorts  of  trouble  making  refuse,  at 
once  and  definitely. 

That  washing  machines  and  hot  water 
heaters  are  fueled  by  gas  is  too  old  a  story 
here  to  dilate  much  upon  it.  But  there  is 
little  excuse  for  a  hot  water  problem  any- 
where when  you  can  have  gas  simply  and

TRENDS      IN      RUGS      AND      CARPETS 

T/ie   New   Floor   Coverings   Revecil  an   Arresting 
Use  of  Both   Color  and  Design 

MARGARET  McELROY 


THE  desire  for  more  colorful  inte- 
riors, together  with  a  renewed  appre- 
ciation of  figured  surfaces,  is  having  its 
effect  on  the  new  floor  coverings.  Modern 
rugs  are  now  available  in  every  type  of  de- 
sign, from  the  rather  daring  modernist 
motif  to  the  restrained  and  delicate  decora- 
tion characteristic  of  Chinese  patterns. 

In  plain  carpeting  such  safe  and  sane 
shades  as  the  tan  and  beige  effects,  the  grays, 
and  the  ubiquitous  taupe  tones,  are  being 
replaced  by  colors  that  repeat  and  accent 
some  desired  note  in  the  decorative  scheme. 
Carpets  and  rugs  in  eggplant  color,  in 
prune,  bluc-^reen,  powder-blue  or  tawny 
gold,  in  addition  to  being  every  bit  as  prac- 


tical, are  \astlv  more  engaging  from  the 
color  standpoint  than  the  pallid  taupes  and 
tans  which  are  characteristic  of  so  man}'  of 
our  American  interiors. 

In  certain  types  of  interiors  nothing  is 
so  satisfactory  as  a  figured  rug.  A  small 
book  room,  for  instance,  in  which  the  back- 
ground is  dark  paneling,  or  a  large  hall 
lacking  definite  pattern  elsewhere,  needs 
the  wealth  of  design  and  the  varied  color 
values  that  only  a  figured  rug  can  supply. 
And  if  one  approaches  the  problem  from 
the  practical  standpoint,  the  floor  covering 
broken  up  by  an  all-over  pattern  is  the  most 
satisfactory  solution  for  the  dining  room,  as 
this  type  of  rug  best  resists  spots  and  the  hard 


wear  caused  by  constantly  moved  furniture. 

The  present  day  reproductions  of  ancient 
Oriental  rugs  go  far  towards  solving  the 
problem  of  a  dignified  and  at  the  same  time 
comparatively  inexpensive  floor  covering. 
Sketched  on  page  74  is  a  faithful  copy  of 
an  ancient  Persian  design,  a  rug  with  much 
the  luxurious  texture  and  arresting  color 
values  of  its  16th  Century  prototype.  This 
rug,  together  with  a  number  of  other 
authentic  Oriental  patterns,  comes  in  six 
sizes  and  a  variety  of  adaptable  color  com- 
binations. 

If  a  less  vigorous  effect  is  desired,  there 
are  Chinese  patterns  with  plain  centers  and 
scattered  flowery  motifs  around  the  border 
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Above  is  a  modern  French  rug  shoiu- 
hig  a  use  of  geometric  design.  T/ie 
pattern  is  in  black,  gray  and  ivhile 
on  a  soft  rose  ground.

In  striking  contrast  to  the  set  figures  of 
tile    J'ersian    patterns,    the    trailing    flowers 
and  dragons  of  Chinese  decoration,  are  ths 
modern  French  designs  in- 
spired by  last  year's  Exposi- 
tion des  Arts  Decoratifs  in 
I'aris.      W'liilc      many     of 
these  patterns  sliow  a  tend- 
ency   towards    angles    and 
ireometric  effects,  not  a  few 
arc  content  with  the  more 
livable     flower     and     leaf 
motifs.      The    flowers    se- 
lected are  usually  large,  im- 
posing blooms,   the   mod-.-st 
Violet   having   no  place   in 
these     modernist     gardens. 
And  to  further  accentuate 
the   effect,   the   designs  are 
developed  in  striking  color 
combinations,   such    arrest- 
ing  tones  as    purple,    jade, 
orange  and  magenta  being 
the  favored  hues.

With  a  more  con- 
servative ground  such  as  taupe  or  tan,  this 
rue:  would  be  effective  in  a  sun  room  or  a 
Spanish  interior  in  need  of  the  enlivening 
note  of  color. 

While  modern  rugs  of  this  type  are  per- 
missible in  Spanish  inte- 
riors because  of  their  \'igor- 
ous  patterns  and  colors,  a 
floor  covering  of  authentic 
Spanish  design  is  naturally 
more  conducive  to  a  har- 
monious decorative  scheme. 
The  popularity  of  Spanish 
interiors  has  created  a  de- 
mand for  Alpujarra  rugs, 
those  joyous  products  of 
Spanish-Arabian  art.  To 
meet  this  demand  there  is 
now  available  a  wide  range 
of  reproductions  of  these 
decorative  rugs  of  old 
Spain,  copies  that  compare 
favorably  with  the  originals. 
This  type  of  rug  is  made 
of  loops  of  wool,  giving 
much  the  effect  of  our  own 
hooked  rugs.

COLONIAL  architects  almost  invari- 
ably wore  calfskin  and  came  in  boxes 
from  London:  octavos  in  the  steerage, 
quartos  and  folios  in  the  cabins. 

You  may  be  sure  every  ship  that  billowed 
into  harbor,  from  Salem  to  Savannah, 
brought  its  burden  of  Ahy-aham  Swans  and 
JVilliam  Halfprn)i\s  (to  mention  only  two 
of  a  great  company);  all  stoutly  bound 
against  the  wear  and  tear  of  workmen's 
hands  and  weather,  and  all  ready  to  lie 
back  upon  a  bench  or  scaffolding  and  guide 
the  progress  of  a  wall  or  doorway,  a  mantel, 
rail  or  fine  entablature.  And  it  is  a  curious 
fact  that  in  the  hands  of  the  master-build- 
ers of  the  early  18th  Century  Colonies 
these  volumes  gave  up  certain  secrets  of  de- 
sign which  ever  since  have  managed  mvs- 
teriously  to  elude  many  actual  architects. 
At  any  rate,  you  now  see  the  Brice  house

SPAIN  is  a  country  tliat  tempts  us  to 
go  back  and  ever  back  mio  her  past, 
for  so  many  of  her  customs  remain  un- 
changed that  we  can  readily  visualize 
her  earlier  periods.  Lighting  the  old 
Spanish  house  was  as  simple  a  matter  as 
it  is  today.  Torch  holders,  candlesticks 
for  floor  or  table,  hand  lamps,  hanging 
lamps,  hanging  rings — coronas  for  can- 
dles— and  lanterns  were  all  that  early 
Spain  required.  These  were  usually  of 
iron  and  made  with  that  splemiitl  mas- 
tery so  typical  of  Spanish  ironwork  for 
hundreds  of  years.  The  more  pretentious 
houses  had  large  brass  lamps  hung  on 
chains,  and  crowns  of  light  in  the  form 
of  a  ring  or  hoop  to  hold  a  number  of 
candles.  But  few  houses  had  all  these. 
The  table  candlestick,  the  hand  lamp, 
and  the  lantern  were  generally  suffi- 
cient as  they  are  today  throughout  Spain. 
It  is  difficult  to  trace  just  how  far 
back  into  antic|uitv  goes  the  humble 
falmatoria,  a  small  candlestick  to  carry 
in  the  palm  of  the  hand,  as  the  name 
na'ivcly  informs  us,  and  the  still  more

hiunble  candil.  Today  many  a  Spanish 
student  learns  his  English  hopefully  by 
the  light  from  his  falmatnria — the  in- 
variable student's  light;  and  the  affairs 
of  many  a  household  are  successfully 
conducted  hi  toto  by  the  light  of  a  small 
oil  candil. 

The  word  itself  provokes  memories. 
A  certain  street  in  Seville  is  called  calle 
del  Candilrjo  from  "the  old  woman  of 
the  candil  "  who  long  years  ago  heard 
a  scuffling  and  came  peering  out  the 
window  with  her  candil  whose  faint 
rays  lit  on  the  murder  of  Peter  the 
Cruel,  that  terrible  king  who  prowled 
by  night  iiicognito.  He  met  the  fate  he 
deserved,  although  the  murderer  was 
recognized  and  punished  because  of  the 
old  woman's  candil. 

So  much  for  tlic  cnjidil,  a  sort  of  pan 
usually  of  iron  with  a  tall  liandle 
springing  straight  up  in  the  air  often 
turned  back  so  as  to  hook  here  and  there 
for  con\'enience.  It  is  sometimes  en- 
closed lantern-like  with  a  shade  of 
pierced    metal,    iron    for   tlie   stable   but 
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(rciuralh'  of  brass  when   found  in  the 
house. 

Period  styles  in  Spain  are  less  fa- 
miliar than  those  of  other  countries, 
though  they  are  distinct  and  impor- 
tant. Moorish  or  Saracenic  design  was 
in  its  glory  during  the  middle  of  the 
8th  Century  with  the  Caliph  at  Cor- 
dova. The  Moors  were  in  Spain  until 
1610,  about  900  years  in  all,  and  thor- 
oughly impressed  the  Spaniards  with 
their  Saracenic  design,  coloring,  and 
workmanship. 

Romanesque  art  forms  came  into 
Spain  from  France  during  the  period 
lasting  from  the  1  1th  to  the  1  5th  Cen- 
tury, and  with  this  period  begins  the 
era  of  Spain's  mighty  conquest  of  iron, 
that  stubborn  metal  which  her  smiths 
compelled  to  take  on  the  splendid 
outstanding  character  of  the  Gothic 
work  of  France,  about  tlic  middle  of 
the  13th  Century;  and  later  blended 
with  the  Saracenic  work  of  her 
Mitdrjtir  (Ctiristianized  Moor)  smit!is 
in  the  15th  Century;  and  fmall\-  flow- 
ered into  tlie  Gotico-floritlo  (riower\ 
or  flamboyant  Gothic)  which  reached 
well  into  the  Renaissance  period. 

Tlien  came  tlie  Renacimicnto — the 
Renaissance  itself,  but  slowly:  the 
early  Renaissance — rst'ilo  pla- 
ffrrsco,  cliaractcristic  of  the  fine 
v\()rk  of  the  platrro — tlie  silver- 
smith, first  lialf  of  the  16tii 
Centur\  ;  /sti/o  drsornamrntnflo

— without  ornament,  sponsored  by  the 
architect  Herrera,  who  built  the  Es- 
corial  at  Madrid  in  its  severe  Greco- 
Roman  style,  in  the  second  half  of  the 
16th  Century.  El  cst'ilo  Churrigue- 
rcsco — named  after  Churriguera,  an 
architect  of  Salamanca, — with  its  riot 
of  color,  really  the  Barroco  or  Spanish 
Baroque,  with  its  deep  shadows  and 
high  lights,  a  style  peculiarly  expres- 
sive of  the  deep  and  sudden  contrasts 
of  Spain, — persisted  in  its  1  7th  Cen- 
tiu-y  manner  well  into  the  I  8th  Cen- 
tury, when  the  main  streams  of  the 
Rococo,  the  Neo-classic,  the  Direc- 
toire,  and,  in  the  19th  Century,  that 
of  the  Empire  trickled  in,  but  never 
o\Trwlielmingly. 

In  any  country  an  imported  foreign 
style  is  interpreted  in  a  national  man- 
ner; and  it  is  just  this  interpretation, 
witli  its  unexpected  and  individual  va- 
riants, that  is  most  interesting  in  Spain's 
lighting  fixtures.  Whether  from  the 
northern  Goths,  from  the  Italians  far- 
ther east,  from  the  Moors  during  their 
occupancy,  or  finally  from  France  as 
she  assumed  the  role  of  fashion  dic- 
tator, each  of  Spain's  period  styles  is 
distinctly  Spanish.  In  a  sense  they  are 
provincial.  Even  in  the  Renaissance 
during  her  world-wide  suprem- 
acy, Spain  never  achieved  a 
great  metropolis  like  Rome  or 
Paris  or  London,  and  was  will-

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CONSIDER      THE      GARDEN      OF      FRUITS 

Thoughtful   PLi)iiiiiig  and   Wise    Seh'ctioii    Arc  the  ■  Fouudcition   of  a    Good 
Combhuition   of  Tree,    Bush   ciiid  Cane    Fruits 

M.  G.  KAINS 


WHEN  the  area  we  can  devote  to  fruit 
growing  is  limited  to  half  an  acre 
and  we  want  to  plant  as  large  a  variety  of 
kinds  as  possible,  careful  planning  becomes 
the  order  of  the  day.  We  are  wise  if  we 
divitle  the  fruits  into  four  or  five  groups 
and  apportion  the  space  so  that  ultimately 
each  group  shall  have  its  allotted  section 
even  though,  wliile  the  orchard  is  develop- 
ing, the  groups  of  smaller  plants,  except 
Grapes  and  Dewberries,  may  be  set  between 
the  trees. 

We  cannot  expect  to  have  either  as  many 
trees,  as  adequate  a  supply  of  tree  fruits, 
or  as  complete  an  assortment  as  if  we  could 
utilize  more  space.  Yet  by  planting  only 
a  little  more  than  half  the  available  space, 
leaving  the  balance  blank  temporarily  or 
planted  to  vegetables,  we  can  have  thirty- 
five  trees,  including  three  Sweet  and  three 
Sour  Cherries,  six  Apple,  six  Pear,  seven 
Plum  and  ten  Peach  if  the  trees  are  planted 
twenty  feet  apart;  or  in  the  same  area  we 
might  have  nine  Apple,  three  Sweet  Cherry, 
two  Sour  Cherry,  six  Pear,  five  Plum  and 
ten  Peach.  Should  we  wish  more  Plums  or 
Sour  Cherries,  we  may  substitute  them  for 
five  of  the  Peach  trees.  Then  if  we  want 
more  Peaches  we  can  plant  a  row  twenty 
feet  from  the  Sweet  Cherry  trees,  thus 
making  a  total  of  forty  trees.  The  advan- 
tage of  this  arrangement  is  that  when  the 
Peach  trees  fail,  the  area  occupied  by  this 
last  row  may  be  devoted  to  berries,  a  much 
larger  area  than  if  Sweet  Cherry,  Apple  or 
Pear  trees  occupied  this  row. 

THE  RESERVE  SECTION 
If  we  don't  want  to  plant  vegetables  in 
the  remaining  space  we  may  reserve  this 
area  for  an  orchard  of  Peaches,  Plums  and 
Sour  Cherries  to  be  planted  ten  to  twenty 
years  later — when  the  trees  in  the  original 
orchard  are  failing  and  the  Apples  and 
Sweet  Cherries  need  all  the  space.  The 
main  objection  to  such  a  plan  is  that  in  time 
the  trees  will  crowd  out  the  berries.  There- 
fore it  is  advisable  to  ha^'e  the  reserve  area 
planted  to  berries  when  the  original  orchard 
needs  all  the  space.  In  ten  or  fifteen  years 
the  Peaches,  Plums  and  Sour  Cherries  will 
either  fail  or  be  crowded  out  by  the  Sweet 
Cherries,  Apples  and  Pears.  So  it  is  only  a 
matter  of  preference  which  group  of 
fruits  shall  ultimately  be  discarded.  The 
probable  way  the  decision  will  be  made  is 
to  let  the  future  take  care  of  itself  and  to 
get  the  greatest  assortment  of  fruits  possi- 
ble for  five,  ten,  or  more  years. 


Bush  and  cane  fruits  may  be  grown  for 
from  five  to  ten  years  in  the  spaces  between 
trees.  However,  the  plants  nearest  the 
trees  should  be  removed  by  the  fourth  to 
the  sixth  year,  because  they  will  probably  be 
too  shaded  by  the  trees  to  bear  well.  The 
plants  so  removed  need  not  be  destroyed,  as 
they  can  be  readily  transplanted  to  form 
a  new  plantation. 

If  our  area  is  100  by  200  feet  we  can 
have  five  rows  of  trees  twenty  feet  apart 
each  way,  with  a  margin  of  ten  feet  on 
each  side;  and  if  we  adopt  five  feet  as  the 
distance  between  the  berry  and  bush  plants 
we  can  get  three  rows  between  each  pair 
of  tree  rows.  If  the  distance  between  trees 
is  twenty-five  feet,  we  will  increase  the 
distance  between  the  rows  of  berry  plants 
rather  than  put  in  an  extra  row  at  five  feet. 
Thus  the  same  number  of  plants  will  oc- 
cupy a  larger  space.  This  will  favor  culti- 
vation, enhance  size  and  quality  of  the 
fruit  and  lengthen  the  time  plants  may  be 
allowed  to  remain  between  the  trees. 

THE    BUSH    FRUITS 

As  our  use  for  Currants  and  Gooseber- 
ries is  much  less  than  for  the  cane  fruits, 
and  as  these  bushes  when  properly  managed 
generally  bear  heavily,  we  will  need  only 
say  six  bushes  of  each;  or  we  can  get  nine 
of  each  by  placing  them  between  the  trees 
lengthwise  of  the  field  instead  of  cross- 
wise. Again,  if  we  want  still  more  we  may 
place  them  as  a  center  row  lengthwise  of 
the  field  and  have  twelve  of  one  and  thir- 
teen of  the  other. 

With  the  Raspberries  we  may  have  red, 
black,  purple  and  yellow  varieties,  and 
with  the  Blackberries  both  black  and  white 
kinds.  However,  the  white  varieties  of 
both  groups  may  as  well  be  ruled  out,  as 
they  are  in  no  way  superior  to  the  other 
colors.  The  purple  Raspberries,  which  are 
hybrids  between  the  red  and  the  black 
species,  are  not  popular  in  the  market  be- 
cause of  their  unattractive  color  and  greater 
acidity,  but  they  are  highly  desirable  for 
home  use  because  the  best  of  them,  espe- 
cially Columbian,  are  wonderfully  prolific, 
and  are  superior  to  many  of  the  reds  for 
canning  and  jam. 

There  are  se\'eral  adN'antasjes  in  grow- 
ing  our  own  bush  and  cane  fruits.  We  can 
have  fruit  of  much  finer  quality  varieties 
than  we  can  buy  in  the  market;  we  can  be 
sure  that  the  fruit  is  fully  ripe  and  there- 
fore most  delicious,  a  condition  seldom 
found   in   berries  bbught   from   the   stores. 


especially  in  the  case  of  Blackberries,  which 
for  the  market  are  always  gathered  while 
they  are  firm  enough  to  ship.  At  this  stage 
the  fruit  is  always  immature,  sour  and  de- 
ficient in  flavor.  Again,  we  can  always 
have  our  fruit  in  prime  condition,  each 
berry  perfect  and  separate  from  the  others 
— not  a  sodden  mass  of  pulp  and  seeds  from 
which  juice  is  trickling.  If  the  space  that 
we  can  devote  to  fruit  be  so  limited  that 
we  cannot  find  space  for  trees  we  should 
still  find  it  to  our  advantage,  for  the  above 
reasons,  to  grow  Blackberries  and  Rasp- 
berries. 

Whether  or  not  we  would  include  Cur- 
rants and  Gooseberries  should  depend  upon 
our  fondness  for  them  and  the  available 
space.  Currants  for  jelly  can  usually  be 
bought  without  difficulty;  but  Currants 
and  Gooseberries  ripe  enough  or  of  varieties 
suitable  for  dessert  are  never  seen  for  sale. 
So  universal  is  this  condition  that  very  few 
people  know  that  certain  varieties  of  Cur- 
rants, stripped  from  their  stems  (with  a 
fork),  sprinkled  with  powdered  sugar,  and 
allowed  to  stand  a  few  hours,  are  every 
whit  as  delicious  as  Grapefruit.  And  so 
generally  is  the  Gooseberry  sold  while  hard 
and  green  that  most  people  shun  it  under 
the  assumption  that  acidity  and  greenness 
arc  its  only  characteristics.  But  when  the 
large  fruited  varieties  are  allowed  to  reach 
golden  or  rosy  ripeness,  they  treat  the  pal- 
ates of  such  people  to  a  new  and  delightful 
sensation,  for  they  are  delicious  raw  and 
when  made  into  jam  or  jelly  ha\'e  no  equal ; 
no,  not  even  the  famous  Gua\'a  can  com- 
pare with  them.  Every  home  garden  should 
have  several  bushes  to  furnish  this  treat. 

FOR  THE   BEST  CHOICE 

In  making  a  choice  of  bush  and  cane 
fruit  varieties  we  will  select  several  in 
each  group  so  as  to  determine  which  do 
best  under  our  conditions  of  soil,  etc.  Some 
kinds  are  happiest  in  heavy  clay  loam,  others 
in  lighter  soils.  Others  "run  to  wood"  or 
"make  plants,"  produce  puny  fruits,  or  are 
otherwise  disappointing.  Hence  the  advis- 
ability of  testing  several  kinds  and  our- 
selves increasing  the  number  of  plants  of 
the  ones  that  do  best  under  our  conditions. 
Such  a  test  is  in  feasible  with  the  tree  fruits, 
yet  it  is  easily  workable  with  bush  and  cane 
fruits. 

While  none  of  the  so-called  "ever-bear- 
ing"  Raspberries  are  commercially  profit- 
able, Ranere,  Erskine  and  La  France  occa-

BLUE    FLOWERS    FOR 
ROCK    GARDENS

THERE  seems  little  doubt  that  blue  is 
the  favorite  flower  color  among  gar- 
deners and  flower-lovers  generally.  Few 
can  resist  the  appeal  of  a  blue  blossom  how- 
ever simple  and  common  it  may  be.  The 
modest  Cornflower  has  held  its  own  with- 
out improvement  or  advertisement  among 
far  more  resplendent  flowers  since  long  be- 
fore the  day  of  that  great  gardener  of  the 
1 7th  Century,  John  Parkinson,  who  in- 
cluded it  among  the  "chiefest  choyce  of 
nature's  beauties  and  delights."  Today  we 
feel  almost  as  warmly  toward  it,  though  its 
form  is  not  of  great  beauty  nor  does  fra- 
grance add  to  its  charm.  In  its  gentle  blue 
color  lies  the  secret  of  its  perennial  popularity.

the  Hepaticas.  We  strive  for  a  "true  blue" 
Iris  and  welcome  the  blue  Primroses  as  gifts 
from  Heaven.  Among  herbaceous  plants 
today  the  Delphinium  holds  the  eye  of  tlic 
gardening  world  with  its  azure  aspirations, 
and  blue  borders  and  whole  blue  gardens 
iia\e  sprung  up  around  the  accent  points  of 
its  slim  cerulean  spires. 

And  so  it  is  among  the  eminences  and 
royalties  of  the  rock  garden — those  dyed 
with  this  gentle  hue  seem  to  lay  an  especial 
claim  upon  our  affections;  and  nc\er  do  the 
hills  and  valleys  appear  so  radiant  as  when 
blue  flowers  predominate  in  their  furnish- 
ings. Moreover,  some  of  the  rarest  and 
most  coveted  Alpines  wear  the  celestial 
hue,  among  them  the  Gentians,  the  finest

OF  trees  and  herbs  man  down  the  ages 
has  taken  heavy  toll,  but  shrubs  and 
vines,  with  few  noteworthy  exceptions, 
have  served  him  in  a  minor  degree.  The 
fact  is  curious,  for  shrubs  and  vines  are 
numerous  enough  throughout  the  world, 
but  in  general  they  would  appear  not  to 
possess  economic  properties  of  fundamental 


importance  to  the  human  family.  The  bev- 
erages tea  and  coifee,  the  wine  and  dried 
fruits  of  the  Grape,  and  the  staple  textile, 
cotton,  rank  as  indispensables;  the  world 
would  be  much  poorer  without  the  Rose, 
but,  outside  of  these  few,  the  rest  of  the 
shrubs  and  \ines  rank  comparatively  low 
in  their  importance  to  mankind. 


Of  the  select  ten,  Cassava  only  is  pe- 
culiar to  the  New  World.  Certain  im- 
portant species  of  Cotton,  Grapevine  and 
Raspberry  are  also  American.  The  Tea 
plant  is  native  of  Assam  and  possibly  of 
soutli western  China:  Coffee  is  African  as 
probably  is  the  Castor  Oil  plant.  Cotton 
is  Indian  and  African  as  well  as  America;i

Castor-bean  plants 
produce  the  tnost 
useful  of  vege- 
table oils.  In  the 
tropics  they  grow 
to  almost  tree-like 
dimensions.  Prob- 
ably they  came 
originally  fr  o  m 
northeast  Africa 
or   souther)!

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in     origin.      The     Vine     and 

Quince  are  Trans-Caspian  and 

Persian.    The  garden   Rose  is 

probably  Asiatic,  though  to  be 

liberal     it    may     be     counted 

Eurasian.     Tlie    Hazel-nut   is 

European  and  west  Asian,  and 

the  Raspberry  and  Blackberry 

belong  to  the  northern  regions 

of  both  hemispheres.    All  have 

been  carried  far  afield  by  man 

and     liave    served     his     needs 

from  the  dim  and  distant  past. 

Nowadays  they  are  all  widely 

cultivated     and     some     thrive 

better   in    foreign   lands   than 

in  their  home  country.    Brazil 

dominates  the  coffee  supply  of 

the    world    and    this    country 

that  of  cotton,  so  if  the  New 

World  has  not  contributed  much  from  its 

wild   store    of   shrubs   and    vines    it    makes 

amends    by    skillful    cidtixation    of    those 

introduced  from  otiier  continents. 

Man's  great  breakfast  beverages  are  tea 
and  coffee,  both  the  product  of  shrubs  na- 
tive of  the  Old  World.  Any  attempt  at 
stating  which  is  tlie  most  popular  of  the 
two  might  tend  to  controvcrsv.  In  this 
country,  continental  Pairopc,  and  in  South 
America,  coffee  undoubtedly  is  first  favor- 
ite. England  and  the  British  Empire  in 
general,  China,  Japan  and  India  favor  tea. 
But,  leaving  the  question  of  which  is  the 


In  flotver  as  ivell  as  fruit  tJie  Coffee 
plant  is  extremely  frodicctive.  Its  blos- 
soms are  pure  ivliite,  i<:liile  the  fully 
ripe   fruit   is   crimson   and   Cherry-like 


most  popular,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  through- 
out the  civilized  world  one  or  the  other  and 
often  both  arc  consumed  daily  by  every 
adult.  The  value  of  tea  and  coffee  has 
been  known  to  the  Chinese  and  Abyssinians 
respectively  from  early  times,  but  it  is  dur- 
ing the  last  three  centuries  that  the  knowl- 
edge has  spread  to  western  peoples  at  large. 
Tea  is  the  product  of  an  evergreen  bush, 


closely  related  to  the  familiar 
Camellia  of  our  greenhouses 
and  known  as  Thca  sinensis. 
It  has  been  cultivated  in  China 
from  immemorial  time.  A 
Chinese  author  who  lived 
about  2700  B.  C.  is  said  to 
have  referred  to  it  in  his  writ- 
ings, and  a  Chinese  commen- 
tator of  this  author,  writing  in 
the  4th  Century  B.  C,  calls 
attention  to  the  mention  of  the 
plant  and  adds  tliat  a  bever- 
age could  be  obtained  from  the 
leaves  by  adding  hot  water. 
It  appears,  however,  that  the 
plant  was  used  entirely  as  a 
medicine  until  500  A.  D., 
when  an  infusion  of  its  leaves 
became  popular  as  a  beverage. 
Curiously  enough,  Marco  Polo  makes  no 
mention  in  his  writings  of  the  Tea  plant 
in  China  where  he  traveled  extensively  in 
the    l,)th  Century. 

It  was  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
of  England  that  tea  was  first  introduced 
into  that  couiitr)'.  In  Pcp\s'  Diary  under 
date  of  September  28,  1660,  we  read:  "I 
did  send  for  a  cup  of  tea  (a  Chinese  drink) 
of  which  I  liave  never  drunk  before,"  and 
"home  and  find  my  wife  making  of  tea, 
a  drink  which  Mr.  Pelling,  the  Pothicary, 
tells  lier  is  good  for  her  cold  and  de-

BEGONIAS       FOR 

THE    GARDEN 
AND      INDOORS 

F.  F.  ROCKWELL 


FEW  flowers  possess  as  many  good  poinls 
as  do  the  Begonias.  They  are  easily 
grown;  they  will  thrive  in  full  sun  or 
partial  shade;  they  flower  continuously  for 
months  at  a  time;  they  are  free  from  insect 
and  disease  troubles.  They  adapt  them- 
selves with  equal  grace  to  the  outdoor  gar- 
den, the  greenhouse  or  conservatory,  and 
the  more  or  less  trying  conditions  of  the 
winter  window  garden. 

It  is  true  that  Begonias  are  fairly  "popu- 
lar": but  they  would  be  a  hundred  times 
more  so  if  it  were  not  for  the  unfortunacc 
handicaji  that  they  do  not  happen  to  com- 
ply with  the  purely  physical  requirements 
of  modern  merchandizing  methods,  ft 
they  could  be  liandletl  in  a  dormant  state 
like  Dahlia  roots  or  Giaih'oli,  no  garden, 
indoors  or  out,  would  be  without  them. 
In  this  respect  thev  are  like  the  unfortunate 
Geranium,  which  in  its  great  range  ot 
varieties,  colors  and  different  types,  is  a 
comparatixelv  unknown  flower  despite  the 
fact  that  evervbodv  knows  it! 

Botanicallv,  the  two  distinct  groups  of 
Begonias  are  the  fibrous  rooted,  which  must 
be  kept  growing  continuallv,  and  the  tuber- 
ous rooted,  which  form  bulbs — or  more 
properly,  corms — requiring  a  rest  period  of 
several  months  each  year  during  which  they 
are  entireh'  (hirmant.  The  tuberous  rooted 
section  forms  a  class  bv  itself,  so  important 
that  we  shall  not  attempt  to  include  it  in 
the  present  discussion.  This  article  deals 
solelv  with  the  wealth  of  material  avail- 
able among  the   fdiroiis  rooted   Begonias. 

Of  these  there  are  four  distinct  types: 
the  winter  flowering;  the  ornamental- 
leaved  flowering  sorts;  the  Rex  varieties; 
and  the  bedding  kinds.  The  Rex  and  the 
ornamental-leaved  flowering  varieties  held 
a  most  prominent  place  in  the  house  plant 
gardening  of  Grandmother's  da)'.  Then 
their  popularit\'  waned;  but  of  recent  years 
they  ha\e  been  coming  back  and  seem  to 
be  again  welcome  in  polite  society,  after  a 
period  of  temporary  ostracism,  as  so  many 
other  good  old  plants  have  been  after  a 
similar  period  of  partial  eclipse.  The  bed- 
ding kinds  have  always  been  and  still  re- 
main more  or  less  popular,  though  never 
used  as  largely  as  they  deserve.  For  the 
last  few  years,  the  more  recently  developed 
winter  flowering  type  has  been  the  vogue. 

The   first  of  the  winter  flowering  tviv 

to  gain  wide  popularity  was  the  old  Gloir;

PRESERVING       OLD        HOUSES 

A  Phase  of  Town  Betterment  Worth  the  Consideration 
of  Civic  and  Historical  Societies 


FIFTY  years  ago  in  London  a  group  of 
people,  alarmed  by  the  wholesale  demo- 
lition of  fine  old  houses,  and  annoyed  by 
the  unsympathetic  treatment  that  other  old 
houses,  just  as  fine,  were  receiving  at  the 
hands  of  "restorers,"  organized  the  Society 
for  the  Protection  of  Ancient  Buildings. 
This  was  done  with  the  hope  that  sentiment 
might   be    aroused    against    the  ^ ' 

more  vandalous  practices  which 
were  causing  to  disappear,  and 
which  were  rapidly  disfiguring, 
one  landmark  after  another  at 
an  astonishing  rate.  It  was  the 
j)lan,  and  the  sanguine  expecta- 
tion, of  this  Society,  to  raise 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  cer- 
tain structures  which  were 
tlireatened  in  some  way  and 
which,  for  the  beauty  of  their 
architecture  and  for  the  associ- 
ations which  surrounded  them, 
deserved  a  kinder  fate.  And 
how  satisfactory  it  would  be  to 
report  now  that  because  of  the 
praiseworthy  impulses  of  those 
people  many  a  delightful  and 
historic  building  had  been  saved. 
A  few  have  been — but  only  a 


few,  in  the  fifty  years  that  have  passed. 
We  do  not  rush  to  credit  an  immediately 
preceding  period  with  quite  our  own  com- 
petence. But  we  must  admit  it  speaks  well 
for  the  progressive  spirit  of  fifty  years  ago 
that  almost  as  many  historic  buildings,  rich 
in  the  beauties  of  age  and  architecture, 
were  being  disfigured  then  as  now.     Of 


London  in  those  days  it  is  said  that  only 
the  more  substantial  and  Victorian  edifices 
were  safe,  so  eager  were  men  to  bring  the 
city  up  to  date — even  though  that  date  were 
1876.  The  countryside  was  threatened, 
too.  Cottages  that  had  grown  through  cen- 
turies to  be  an  integral  part  of  the  charm 
for  which  English  landscape  is  famous 
were  being  transformed  into 
"villas"  for  the  benefit  of  that 
alert  civilization.  Those  mel- 
low monuments  of  the  past 
were  being  dissolved  in  what 
then  must  have  seemed  the  much 
more  important  present. 

All  this  was  and  still  is  rather 
far  away  from  home.  We  can- 
not be  excessively  touched  by  the 
unspectacular  misfortune  of  a 
country  in  which  we  do  not  live. 
But  of  course  the  same  thing  is 
happening  here;  and  while 
notln'no;  much  will  ever  be  done

about  it  (people  always  caring 
more  to  sentimentalize  over 
something  tliey  have  lost  than 
to  scurrv  about  saving  some- 
thing that  is  merely  threat- 
ened), there  have  been  put 
forward,  and  even  into  prac- 
tice, both  here  and  in  Eng- 
land, certain  schemes  for  sal- 
vage which  may  appeal  to  that 
sentimental  minoritv  wln'cli 
hates  to  watch  the  old  entirely 
disappear. 

For  instance,  that  English 
Society  for  the  Protection  of 
Ancient  Buildings,  after  mov- 
ing ineffectuallv  along  for 
fiftv  vears,  with  only  here  and 
there  a  mark  of  its  progress, 
has  fallen  into  an  association 
with  the  Roval  Society  of  Arts 
and  has  laid  plans  for  the  par- 
ticular task  of  saving  the  Eng- 
lisli  cottage.  These,  as  de- 
scribed by  Mr.  A.  R.  Powvs 
in  the  London  Mercurv,  are 
(  1 )  to  lend  money  at  easy 
rates  to  those  who  cannot 
without  this  help  maintain  in 
the  manner  they  deserve  the 
fine  old  cottages  in  their  care; 
(2)  to  make  a  grant  in  some 
cases  where,  by  such  means 
alone,  some  particularlv  noble 
e.xample  of  this  kind  of  archi- 
tecture may  be  preserved;  and

(3)  to  buy  the  deserted  houses 
of  farmers  of  the  old  days,  and 
put  them  into  such  order  and 
condition  as  will  make  them 
suitable  to  be  let  or  sold  to 
that  class  of  town  dweller 
who  likes  well  to  have  a  cot- 
tage where  he  can  enjoy  at 
intervals  the  quiet  pleasures  of 
tlie  country.  In  all  these  trans- 
actions the  Association  would 
receive  assurances  that  the 
cottages  would  not  suffer 
afterwards  from  alterations 
or  neglect,  and  further  that 
all  repairs  should  be  done  on 
the  principles  advocated  by  the 
Society  for  the  Protection  of 
Ancient  Buildings. 

This  program  seems  to  have 
tremendous  possibilities  for 
numberless  neighborhoods  in 
this  country.  Almost  every 
tov/n  in  sections  settled  before 
1850  has  within  or  near  it 
many  old  houses  whose  style 
or  workmanship  or  history 
contains  that  essential  glamour 
to  which  we  like  to  cling. 
Yet  the  existence  of  the  ma-

BEFORE    THE    WINTER    FIREPLACE 


The  establishment  of  a  garden  is  a  sequence  of  pleasurable 
labors  that  never  end.  None  can  reach  the  point  of  saying  that 
this  planting  or  that  is  complete,  perfect  for  all  time.  Ahvays 
there  is  the  spur  of  a  greater  perfection  toivard  which  to 
strive,  a  fillip  to  the  imagination  and  a  challenge  to  ingenuity. 


In  this  lies  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  appeal  of  garden  plan- 
ning as  an  indoor  winter  sport.  Dealing  in  futures  always 
holds  a  pecidiar  fascination,  but  here  it  attains  the  dignity  of 
necessity.  If  our  plantings  are  to  move  steadily  toward  per- 
fection, they  must  be  in  our  minds  and  actions  the  year  around. 


speciesofOakwhich 
hold  their  leaves  all 
winter  are  a  good 
protection  for  Rhodo- 
dendrons and  other 
broad-leaves  in  situa- 
tions exposed  to  sun 
and  wind.

in  what  degree  the  men  who  made  the 
houses  were  responsible  for  this  charm 
and  beauty. 

It  is  difficult  to  learn  just  where  the 
honor  should  lie.  The  Swans  and 
Halfpennys,  the  William  Pains,  Robert 
Morrises,  Batty  Langleys,  the  Prices, 
Salmons,  Campbells,  Gibbs  and  Kents, 
who  prepared  the  books  in  England 
from  which  so  many  of  the  Colonial 
carpenters  worked,  were  themselves  in- 
liebted  to  Palladian  sources,  to  the 
dyspeptic  Inigo  Jones,  to  the  amiable 
Christopher  Wren  and  to  the  elegant 
Robert  Adam.  For  that  matter,  every 
house  whose  style  in  any  way  emanated 
from  the  architecture  of  the  English 
Renaissance,  and  this  would  include 
most  Colonial  houses  of  distinction, 
with  the  exception  of  some  in,  say, 
St.  Augustine  and  New  Orleans,  which 
were  obviously  derived  from  Spanish 
and  French  strains,  and  others,  like 
the  cottages  on  Cape  Cod,  which  were 
done  in  the  mediaeval  tradition,  owed 
the  essence  of  its  architecture  to  one 
or  more  of  that  celebrated  trio  of 
geniuses:  to  Jones  for  vigorous  in- 
\entions  on  Classical  themes,  to  Wren 
for  mellow  renderings  of  the  Italian 
Renaissance  into  the  brick  and  wood 
of  English  domesticity,  and  to  Adam 
for  delicate  facades  and  exquisite  in- 
teriors, of  course,  these  three  men 
were  greater  than  they  may  have  been 
made  to  seem  in  the  preceding  sen- 
tence; their  fields  of  action  broader 
than  the  laws  of  house  design  with 
which  we  are  concerned  here  .  .  .  the 
point  is  merely  that  but  for  them  and 
their  disciples  the  carpenter-architect- 
authors  of  1 8th  Century  England 
would  lia\-  been  hard  put  to  publish 
the  books  which  the  skillful  workmen 
of  the  Colonies  used  with  such  sym- 
pathy and  extraordinary  success.  And 
while  the  contents  of  these  books  were 
by  no  means  confined  to  the  work  of 
Jones  and  Wren  and  Adam;  while, 
in  fact,  many  of  them  failed  to  in- 
clude any  of  that  actual  work,  its 
presence  can  be  felt  just  as  plainly  as 
we  feel  in  the  display  of  a  Fifth 
Avenue  dressmaker  the  presence  of 
Poiret,  Worth  and  Chanel. 

Jones,  nor  Wren,  nor  Robert  Adam 


ever  came  to  America.  Jones  workec 
early  in  the  1 7th  Century  and  Wren 
following  him,  did  most  of  his  houses 
churches  and  public  buildings  in  anc 
about  London  during  the  1660's  an( 
'70's;  so  it  is  highly  improbable  tha 
either  gave  more  than  a  passing 
thought  to  the  Colonies.  It  is  possibh 
that  Adam  may  have  sent  over  design; 
for  some  particular  work,  but  it  i 
more  likely  that  the  Adam  rooms  ir 
this  country  which  were  contemporar] 
with  the  London  practice  of  tho5( 
brilliant  brothers  during  the  latte: 
half  of  the  18th  Century  were  carriic 
out  from  published  designs.  In  spiti 
of  all  this,  and  in  spite  of  the  fac 
that  there  is  nothing  to  prove  tha 
more  than  two  or  three  professiona 
architects  practiced  in  the  Colonies— 
and  these  few  very  inextensively  anc 
then  only  in  connection  with  churchei 
and  public  buildings,  many  of  th( 
houses  are  just  as  admirable  as  thougl 
Jones  or  Wren  or  Adam  or,  at  least 
their  ablest  assistants,  had  designee 
them  and  supervised  their  construction 
One  could  name  five  or  six  in  An- 
napolis, a  dozen  in  Virginia,  and  ai 
many  more  in  the  neighborhoods  ol 
Philadelphia,  New  York,  Boston  anc 
Portsmouth  of  which  this  is  unde- 
niably  true. 

Perhaps  a  large  share  of  the  credi' 
for  all  this  excellence  should  go  tc 
the  producers  of  these  silent  calfskir 
architects  that  arrived  in  such  pro- 
fusion  when  the  need  for  their  ser- 
vices was  so  great.  It  is  a  pity  thej 
have  disappeared  into  obscurity;  foi 
we  would  like  to  know  more  abou 
William  Pain,  that  carpenter-autho: 
in  London,  who  published  seven  vol 
umes  widely  used  from  Maine  tc 
Georgia,  and  about  William  Half 
penny  and  Abraham  Swan.  Of  Batt^ 
Langley,  the  architect-author  of  Treas 
ury  of  Designs,  we  do  know  that  h( 
went  Gothic  in  the  17Sd's  after  ; 
decently  Georgian  career.  His  tw( 
books  show  the  break  in  his  taste — 
a  break  that  can  be  laid,  no  doubt,  a 
the  doorstep  of  Strawberry  Hill,  tha 
foolish  and  fantastic  "Gothic"  vilh 
with  which  Horace  Walpole  antici-

So  original  and  beautiful  were  the 
models  made  at  this  factory,  and  so 
artistic  were  the  decorative  designs 
added  by  the  artists,  that  Spode  ranks 
among  the  most  important  workt  of 
England;  it  is  in  no  way  hyperbolic 
to  suggest  that  many  of  the  finer 
examples  excelled  even  those  of  the 
Sevres  artists,  who  were  doubtless 
among  the  greatest  that  the  craft  has 
ever  known.  At  the  same  time  Spode 
refused  to  become  interested  in  that 
form  of  classicism,  which  was  the 
outcome  of  the  influence  exerted  by 
the  Brothers  Adam  over  the  interior 
decorations  of  the  homes.  Possibly 
Spode  never  understood  this  form  of 
ornamentation,  but  certain  it  is  that 
he  remained  faithful  to  those  tradi- 
tions, with  which  he  had  become  in- 
bued  in  his  earlier  life. 

This  is  typified  by  that  curious 
cane-colored  ware  lined  with  a  vivid 
blue,  which  style  Spode  probably  bor- 
rowed from  the  Dunderdale  ware. 
Similarly  it  is  evident  that  he  was  not 
always  original  in  his  designs,  this 
being  exhibited  by  those  bas-reliefs  in 
white  on  a  blue  ground.  These  were 
obtained  from  the  molds  made  by  John 
Turner  of  Lane  End,  with  whom 
Spode  had  an  agreement  which  per- 
mitted his  use  of  Turner's  designs. 
The  same  type  was  also  produced  by 
Wedgwood  and  Davenport,  who  like- 
wise used  the  molds  made  by  Turner. 
The  hunting  scene  which  appears  on 
the  Spode  stoneware,  however,  is 
original  in  that  pottery,  and  it  was 
not  at  any  time  used  by  other  makers. 


Occasionally,  in  the  pieces  decorated 
by  the  white  subjects,  only  the  handle 
and  neck  are  blue,  while  in  one  ex- 
ample, which  is  now  in  the  Notting- 
ham Museum,  the  pattern  appears  on 
a  green  ground. 

Among  the  earliest  innovations  in- 
troduced by  Spode  was  the  underglaze 
blue  printing.  He  soon  realized  also 
that  the  Chinese  motifs  were  ainong 
the  most  suitable  as  a  medium  for 
adding  beauty  to  porcelain,  a  belief 
which  is  illustrated  by  those  early 
pieces  on  which  the  Chrysanthemum  in 
the  circular  panel  is  used.  Another 
design  which  he  adopted  was  the  blue 
and  white  Nankin,  which  he  obtained 
from  the  ware  imported  from  Canton ; 
while  that  known  as  the  parrot  pat- 
tern, with  its  delicate  mesh  work  back- 
ground and  brilliant  yellow,  consti- 
tutes one  of  the  most  beautiful  forms 
of  ornamentation  appearing  on  early 
porcelain. 

Departing  from  the  traditional  cir- 
cular plate  and  oval  dish,  Spode  made 
many  pieces  of  table  porcelain  in  vari- 
ous and  attractive  shapes.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  these  were  produced  as 
separate  pieces  rather  than  as  part  of 
a  service,  for,  while  they  are  found 
today,  it  is  infrequently  that  more 
than  a  few  are  discovered  at  any  time. 
On  these  Spode  often  made  use  of  the 
Chinese  emblems  or  "trophies,"  as  they 
were  called,  usually  in  a  bright  yellow 
combined    with    two   shades    of    blue. 

Several  years  later,  while  there  was 
an  attempt  to  depart  from  the  Oriental

motifs,  the  Chinese  influence  was  dis- 
tinctly evident  in  the  designs  after 
the  manner  of  Hizen,  whose  flowers 
and  shrubbery  in  vibrant  coloring  sur- 
rounded by  exquisite  gilt  tracery  are 
undoubtedly  borrowed  from  the  East. 
Many  of  the  vases  display  almost 
Moorish  characteristics  in  the  richly 
gilt  arabesque  patterns  which  are 
added  to  the  bleu  de  ro'i  ground,  in- 
variably appearing  on  those  splendid 
pieces  which  bear  a  landscape  panel 
painted  in  natural  colors.  But  even 
these  cannot  surpass  the  sets  of  three 
vases  which  were  produced  by  Spode 
early  in  the  1 9th  Century.  The  sets 
usually  comprise  one  central  vase  and 
two  potpourri  jars,  the  artistic  deco- 
ration of  which  is  both  splendid  in  its 
design  and  unexcelled  in  its  applica- 
tion. The  daring  combinations  of 
colors  which  appear  are  such  that  only 
a  true  artist  could  successfully  employ 
them  in  so  small  a  space  and  avoid 
a  garish  result.  Many  of  the  wonder- 
ful conceptions  are  executed  in  blu'-, 
red,  green  and  gold,  while  at  times 
a  brilliant  yellow  is  added.  There  is 
no  instance  where  the  toning  of  these 
panels  is  other  than  perfect. 

In  the  evolution  and  changes  which 
took  place  in  table  etiquette  during 
this  time,  Spode's  works  undoubtedly 
made  considerable  impression.  This  is 
evidenced  not  only  in  the  increasingly 
luxurious  table  appointments  of  the 
aristocracy  and  nobility,  but  to  a  like 
degree  in  the  homes  of  the  prosperous 
merchants  and  those  who  represented 
the  middle  class  of  England  in  that 
era.  Many  of  the  sumptuous  dinner 
services  which  have  found  their  way 
across  the  Atlantic  were  the  produc- 
tions of  this  factory,  which  at  one 
))eriod  began  to  displace  the  porcelain 
from  the  Worcester  works,  th"n 
famous  for  the  superb  services  whicli 
were  supplied  to  the  more  wealthy 
homes.  One  of  these  also  was  brought 
to  New  York  recently  from  Stowe 
Palace,  where  for  a  number  of  gen- 
erations it  had  been  a  hereditary  pos- 


session of  the  Dukes  of  Buckinghan 

Much  of  the  tea  ware  of  Spode 
that  delicate  and  thin  bone  porcelai 
which  was  in  use  in  the  drawin 
rooms  of  the  early  Georgian  day 
and  which  when  found  in  complei 
services,  today,  commands  high  price 
A  study  of  these  tea  sets  will  reve: 
£e\eral  types  of  cups,  one  of  whic 
is  the  mug  shape  or  "coffee  can. 
Rarely,  however,  are  these  beautifi 
tea  sets  found  in  their  entirety,  fo 
having  been  in  general  use,  they  wei 
exposed  to  that  damage  to  which  fin 
china  is  always  liable.  Occasionallj 
having  been  carefully  tended  by  th 
owner  and  handed  down  from  mothe 
to  daughter,  they  are  found  in  the  01 
World  homes,  decorating  the  shelve 
of  some  fine  Chippendale  cabinet  onl 
to  be  used  at  events  of  sufficient  im 
)iortance  to  warrant  their  beauty  be 
ing  displayed.

Cope 
land  also  attained  much  celebrity  fo 
tlie  splendid  parian  figures  and  at  th 
present  time,  under  the  title  of  Cope 
land  and  Sons,  this  old  pottery  is  re 
sponsible  for  a  large  quantity  of  beau 
tiful  porcelain.

On  the  earlier  produc 
tions  the  word  "Spode"  is  usualh 
impressed,  although  in  some  instance 
it  is  painted  on  in  minute  letters 
After  Copeland  purchased  the  fac 
tory  we  find,  "Copeland  late  Spode" 
"Copeland  and  Garrett  late  Spode" 
and  several  devices  in  which  th( 
names  of  these  partners  appear,  atnonf 
them  a  crown  and  wreath  with  thi 
initials,  "C  and  G."

that  things  so  inconsiderable  should 
bum  with  such  fierce  intensity. 

In  the  following  notes,  however,  my 
desire  is  not  by  any  means  to  inspire 
the  creation  of  blue  rock  gardens. 
Rock  gardens  devoted  to  plants  of  a 
single  color  would  be  absurd  to  the 
last  degree  and  without  point  or  in- 
terest. Mj-  aim  is  simply  to  give  to 
those  who  care  for  blue  flowers  es- 
pecially a  choice  among  the  best  of 
them. 

First  of  course  come  the  blue- 
flowered  bulbs  of  spring — Scilla, 
Hyacinthus,  Chionodoxa  and  Muscari. 
Of  these  the  earliest  to  bloom,  follow- 
ing close  upon  the  cold  little  Snow- 
drops and  often  mingling  with  them, 
are  Scilla  bifolia,  S.  siberica,  Hya- 
cinthus  azureus,  Chionodoxa  sardentis 
and  C.  luciliae.  Then  come  the  Grape 
Hyacinths  (Muscari)  with  their  beaded 
blue  spikes.  Muscari  Heavenly  Blue 
is  a  bit  too  rampageous  for  small 
rock  gardens  and  its  autumn  growth 
too  untidy  to  be  tolerated,  but  it 
should  always  be  near  by  where  its 
superb  color  will  count  in  the  general

effect    of    the    rock    garden 
delicious   fragrance   regale    us   as 
prowl  about.    The   English   Bluel 
Scilla  festalis  (nutans),  with  its  1 
hung    shepherd's    crook,    and    5t; 
campanulata  (hispanica),  the  Span* 
Bluebell,   bloom    in    May.     They  a: 
not    so    richlj-    endowed     with    bit 
pigment    as    are    the    bulbs    of    t 
earlier  year,  but  are  delightful  noii 
the-less. 

Latest  of  the  Scillas  to  bloom  is  . 
italica.  Hyacinthus  amethystinus  al 
blooms  late.  A  charming  little  pla 
and  yet  little  grown,  it  has  slend 
arched  stems  hung  with  small  sapphi] 
bells.  A  closely  planted  colony  o 
them  makes  a  fine  patch  of  blue  cole 
at  a  season  when  we  have  almost  givi 
up  looking  for  beauty  from  the  sinall 
bulbs.  All  these  bulbs  will  grow  chee, 
fully  and  increase  in  the  soil  of  t^ 
rock  garden  either  in  sun  or  parti 
shade;  the  Scillas,  indeed,  will  stai 
quite  hea\y  shade.  They  all  appear 
their  best  when  planted  in  rather  cIoj 
colonies  rather  than  scattered  abou

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Before  the  blue-flowered  bulbs  ha\e 
retired  from  the  scene  herbaceous 
plants  in  the  same  delightful  livery 
beg-in  to  make  themselves  felt.  Happily 
tiiere  are  many  of  these,  for  blue  i; 
an  ardent  peace-maker  and  enables 
ninny  a  fiery  little  mountaineer  to  live 
on  amicable  terms  with  his  no  less 
belligerent  neighbor.  It  is  here  pos- 
sible to  speak  only  of  the  most  out- 
standing beauties  but  at  the  end  of 
the  article  is  a  more  comprehensive 
list  of  blue  flowers.  The  intention  has 
been  to  keep  fairly  strictly  to  varieties 
tliat  might  justly  be  characterized  as 
true  blue,  a\oiding  the  pure  lavenders 
and  purples  or  \-iolet-blues.  But  the 
borderland  is  misty  and  exactness  in 
this  matter  of  no  especial  benefit. 

The  most  prolific  contributor  to  our 
azure  delight  is  the  Borage  tribe.  From 
tliis  great  stock  we  derive  plants  whose 
flowers  are  of  the  purest  and  most 
exquisite  blue — Omfhalode$  (Navel- 
wort),  Cyno  gloisum  (Hound's- 
tongue),  Borago,  Anchusa,  Pidmon- 
ar'ia  (Lungwort),  MyoiOtis  (Forget- 
me-not),  Mertem'ia  (American  Lung- 
wort), and  Lit/iospermum  (Gromwell ) . 

Of  the  Na\clworts  we  have  three 
sjiecies  designed  to  warm  the  heart  of 
any  rock  gardener.  Omfhalodes  I'eriia, 
known  affectionately  as  Blue-eyed- 
Mary,  is  the  most  amiable  of  thj 
family.  It  has  rambling  propensities 
and  loves  to  spread  about  among  stones 
in  a  partially  shaded  place  where  the 
sprays  of  blue  stars  shine  with  in- 
credible brilliance.  O.  cappadocica 
grows  in  a  neat  little  tuft  and  sends 
aloft  in  early  summer  and  onwards 
for  several  weeks  airy  sprays  of  blue 
flowers  like  large  Forget-me-nots.  O. 
litcil'me  is  a  bit  of  a  miff.  It  loves 
lime  and  a  crevice  and  sometimes  then 
will  take  itself  off  for  no  accountable 
reason,  but  when  it  tarries  there  is  re- 
ward enough  for  any  trouble  expended 
upon  keeping  it. 

Cvnoglossum  ainabile  is  perhaps  a 
bit  large  for  the  rock  garden  though 
it  is  in  tlie  spirit  of  things  grown 
there.  C.  iicrz-osiDii  is  reported,  how- 
e\er,  as  growing  but  a  foot  tall  with 
hairy  stems  and  leaves  and  a  great 
shower  of  large  intensely  blue  flow- 
ers. Borago  laxiflora  is  a  bit  coarse 
and  sprawling  and  has  not  with  me 
pro\-ed  of  iron  hardiness.  But  some 
in  milder  cliniates  will  care  to  grow 
it  for  the  sake  of  those  constellations 
of  blue  stars  that  terminate  the  lax 
branches. 

.A.   SELK-SOVVER 

Of  tlie  Anchusas,  myosotidiflora  is 
the  only  one  suitable  for  the  rock 
garden.  It  grows  eighteen  inches  tall 
and  bears  in  early  spring  great  sprays 
of  Forget-me-not-like  blossoms  that 
continue  for  more  than  a  month.  In 
the  summer  the  leaves  grow  large  and 
lush  and  must  often  be  cut  off  to  save 
the  life  of  some  more  fragile  plant. 
This  lovely  Alkanet  self-sows  with  en- 
tliusiasm  once  it  is  happily  established 
and  for  all  its  good  qualities  may 
easily  become  a  menace  in  a  small  rock 
garden. 

Earlier  still,  often  by  the  first  of 
April,  flowers  the  Lungwort,  Pul- 
monaria  an gusti folia  (azurea),  with 
pink  buds  and  large,  round,  clear  blue 


blossoms.    This  plant  loves  a  sunshad 
but   seems   not    to   mind    whether    tl: 
ground   in   which   it  grows  be   dry   ■ 
moist;   and   it   increases  so   rapidlv 
to  invite  frequent  division,  thus  piu 
viding    easily    for    wider    and    v\icli] 
stretches  of  its  heavenly  color.     It   i 
one    of    the    best    of   spring-flowerlu' 
plants  for  border  or  rock  garden,  \ 
it  seems  little  known  or  grown. 

Mertensia  vtrginica,  with  its  pen, I 
ent  turquoise  blossoms  and  bright  )iiiik 
buds,  is  a  native  plant  enjoyed  in  nn*  : 
gardens.  It  is  somewhat  large  wli 
the  rockwork  is  of  no  great  exti.n  , 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  tlicr. 
are  dwarf-growing  Mertensias  that  re-l 
peat  the  grace  and  the  especially 
ravishing  color  of  this  beautiful  plant. I 
M.  lanceolatd  from  the  plains  and' 
open  hills  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming 
is  a  delightful  small  thing.  M. 
cc/iioides  and  M.  pri?}iuloides  are  en- 
chanting exotics  from  the  high  Hima- 
layas that,  like  all  Mertensias,  miv 
easily  be  raised  from  seed. 

.\    QUARANTINED    ELOWER 

Due  to  the  machinations  of  tlv 
Plant  Quarantine  one  of  the  most 
splendid  of  blue-flowering  plants, 
Lithospermiim  proitralmn,  is  now  so 
scarce  among  us  as  hardly  to  be  found 
at  all.  Let  us  hope  that  anyone  so 
lucky  as  to  possess  this  charmer  will 
endeayor  to  work  up  a  stock  of  It 
in  order  that  it  may  once  more  il- 
lumine the  declixities  found  in  our 
rock  gardens. 

From  the  West  come  two  plants  of 
inestimable  worth  that  thus  far  are 
little  known.  These  are  Synt/tyris 
rotund'ij ol'ia  and  S.  reniformh.  Thsy 
are  charming  tufted  things  blooming 
very  early  in  the  year,  with  rounded, 
leathery  leaves  and  spikes  of  fluffy 
blue  blossoms,  pale  and  deep  blue  re- 
spectively. They  like  fairly  cool  con- 
ditions and  a  soil  rich  in  leafmold. 
Otherwise  they  are  no  trouble.  If  you 
do  not  know  them  let  me  tell  you 
where  they  may  be  secured. 

.American,  too,  are  the  Polemoniunis 
(Jacob's-ladder)  with  their  pale  pend- 
ent bells  and  golden  stamens.  F.  rep- 
tans  is  wild  in  woodsy  places  of  New 
York  and  other  Eastern  States  and 
there  are  numerous  fine  species  to  be 
had  out  of  the  West.  Of  these  P.  con- 
jertum  is  probably  the  choicest  jewel, 
but  not  one  to  be  treated  lightly.  It 
has  proved  with  me  a  difficult  subject, 
though  it  is  as  easy  to  raise  from  seed 
as  any  Pink.  Hope  is  not  yet  aban- 
doned, however.  Continued  experi- 
ment will  some  day  find  a  way  to 
making  it  happy.  Quaker  Ladies  or 
Bluets  (Houstonia)  must  ever  be 
found  where  blue  flowers  are  beloved, 
and  what  others  are  more  dainty  and 
engaging:  But  do  not  be  satisfied  to 
know  the  familiar  little  H.  coeridea 
alone.  iMake  the  acquaintance  as 
well  of  H.  serpyllifolia  whose  pros- 
trate creeping  stems  and  tiny  leaves 
reach  over  the  ground  to  form  a  close 
green  mat  from  which  spring  the 
larger  flowers  of  a  deeper  blue. 
These  plants  love  a  slightly  moist 
situation  and  if  the  soil  be  a  bit  sour- 
ish so  much  the  better. 

Among  American  plants,  however,

the  cerulean  possibilities  of  the  Pent- 
stenion  family  make  the  lover  of  blue 
flowers  fairly  dizzy.  It  is  a  vast  race 
rising  to  heights  of  inspired  beauty 
but  descending  to  depths  of  no-account 
weediness  as  well.  The  best  of  them 
live  in  the  West — in  the  mountains, 
foothills  and  plains  of  Colorado, 
Utah,  Wyoming,  Idaho,  Montana, 
Arizona.  Thus  far  they  are  little 
seen  in  gardens  save  those  of  collec- 
tors or  specialists;  few  are  listed  by 
the  trade,  and  their  nomenclature  is 
ill  confusion.  Nevertheless  they  are 
dawning  upon  the  horizon  of  the 
gardening  world.  Seeds  of  them  are 
to  be  had  in  one  way  and  another  and 
plants  of  several  kinds.  P.  alpinus 
and  P.  coendeus  (angustifoUus)  are 
of  quite  transcendent  beauty.  It  is  a 
pity  that  any  gardener  should  not 
know  them.  Pentstemons  are  for  the 
most  part  summer  blooming  and  re- 
quire a  light,  perfectly  drained  soil 
in   full  sunshine. 

The  Veronicas,  too,  belong  to  the 
long  blue  days  of  summer — a  vast 
host  of  them,  mostly  prostrate,  with 
spikes  of  small  blossoms  ranging  over 
all  the  scale  of  blue.  And  Campa- 
nulas bring  many  blue  flowers  to  the 
summer  garden.  The  quality  of 
their  color  is  chill — what  the  old  hor- 
ticultural writers  called  bleak  blues, 
with,  however,  a  wide  range  from  pale 
to  a  fairly  deep  violet-blue  that  is 
very  satisfying  in  the  heat  of  summer 
suns. 

From  the  Flaxes  (L'lnum)  we  de- 
rive the  deep  pure  blue  of  summer 
skies.  L.  alfiiium  is  the  best  for  tiie 
rock  garden  as  its  stature  is  low,  but 
all  are  charming  where  there  is  suf- 
ficient space.  They  self-sow  with 
freedom  and  though  they  are  short- 
lived in  some  gardens  keep  them- 
selves  going   by   this   means. 

Forget-me-nots     are     multitudinous 


in  any  garden  once  they  are  estab-' 
lished  for  they  are  all  joyous  self- 
sovvers  and  if  not  rooted  out  by  over^ 
orderly  souls  establish  themselvei! 
along  path  edges,  under  and  around 
the  little  shrubs  and  in  all  sorts  of 
places.  A  word  concerning  the  differ- 
ent kinds  may  be  of  interest.  Mxosoth 
alfestris  is  an  Alpine  of  tight  tufted 
habit  with  a  huge  head  of  blossoms 
down  close  to  the  tuft.  It  has  given 
rise  to  many  fine  varieties  much  used 
for  bedding.  If  these  plants  are  to 
be  left  outside  over  the  winter  they 
require  to  be  given  rather  high  and 
well-drained  situations.  M.  Jissiti- 
flora  is  also  an  Alpine  and  the  earliest 
to  flower.  It  is  a  charming  kind,  low 
and  tufty  with  a  delightful  spray-like 
flowering.  M:  sylvalka,  the  Wood 
Forget-me-not,  once  planted  will 
always  be  a  present  delight  along  the 
shaded  ways  of  the  rock  garden  or 
in  the  adjoining  wood  or  shrubberies. 
It  is  taller  and  looser  in  habit  than 
those  before  spoken  of.  M.  falustr'n 
is  the  Water  Forget-me-not,  delight- 
ful to  plant  between  stones  along  the 
pool  or  stream  where  it  soon  makes 
fine  masses.  Its  variety  semferflorens 
is  everblooming,  low  and  prostrate,  a 
lovely  plant  for  shaded  places  and  a 
reliable  perennial.  M.  azoriais,  whose 
dark  rich  blue  blossoms  appear  later 
in  the  year,  should  be  planted  by  gar- 
deners whose  climatic  conditions  are 
less  severe  than  those  that  obtain  in 
the  neighborhood  of  New  York  Citv. 
It  is  a  little  tender,  but  quite  lovely. 
The  latest  blue  flower  to  light  tlie 
garden — and  this  takes  us  almost  to 
November — is  Ceratostlgaia  plumb, i- 
g'lnoides,  recently  known  only  slightly 
less  tongue-twistingly  as  Plumbago 
larpentae.  It  is  a  gorgeous  plant  and 
in  full  sunshine  spreads  most  satisfac- 
torily. Its  display  makes  a  fitting  end 
to  our  pageant  of  blue  flowers.

IKited  hv  a  luiiidred  years  the  mid- 
\'i(.ti)rian  pci-ioii.  Then  there  were 
authors  like  Colin  Campbell:  archi- 
tects of  real  ability,  whose  books  were 
written  less  for  the  carpenter-builder 
than  for  the  scholar  or  the  cultured 
Colonist  who  was  to  supervise  the 
construction  of  his  own  house.  Camp- 
bell's contribution  to  this  type  of 
literatui-c  was  a  translation  and  adapta- 
tion of  J'alladio — as  fine  a  thin>i'  as 
his  own  beautiful  copy  of  Palladio's 
villa,  at   Meieworth. 

OLD    JIANDBOOKS 

Most  of  these  books  may  still  be 
found  lurking-  in  the  shelves  of  old 
bookshops,  while  here  and  there  are 
fairly  complete  groups — as  at  the 
New  \'ork  Public  Library  and  the 
Ogilen  Codman  collection  at  the 
Metropolitan  Museum.  Their  quaint 
titles  ha\-e  a  curious  something  in  coni- 
nuin  with  tlieir  fine  old  pages  and 
their  so  strictly  drawn  details  and 
diagrams.  ^'ou  will  find  several 
Bril'ii/i  Carpenters,  a  Palladio  Loit- 
dhicmjs,  or  the  London  Art  of  BiulJ- 
iiig;  a  tiny  but  all  too  plainly  a  once 
invaluable  volume  called  MhUudi  /:i 
Parvo ;  a  Treasury  of  Designs;  The 
Carpenter^s  and  Joiner's  Repository  i 
The  Practical  Builder,  or  Workman's 
General  Assistant;  The  Builder's 
Pocket  Treasure;  The  Practical  Hoii<c 
Carpenter;  or,  Youth's  Instructor,  and 
all  kinds  of  Hints  and  Assistants. 

Their  plates  were  generally  made 
with  fine  precision.  Doorways,  man- 
tels and  faijades  were  so  carefully 
drawn  and  their  proportions  so  clearly 
indicated  tiiat  an  intelligent  workman 
would  ha\e  had  no  difficulty  in  re- 
producing them — as  indeed  was  the 
case.  And  not  only  did  these  books 
contain  page  after  page  of  actuil 
details,  plans  and  elevations,  but  com- 
plete courses  in  elementary  architec- 
ture, \\  ith  fidl  explanations  of  the 
t)rdei-s,  and  practical  resntncs  of  tlie 
essentials  of  plain  and  solid  geometry. 
One  could  gather  from  them  all  sorts 
of  information  on  the  intricate  afFair-s 
of  joinery  and  stair-building,  which 
latter,  by  the  way,  was  a  specialty  for 
only  the  most  skillful  artisans.  Now 
anil  then  would  be  included  a  car- 
penter's encyclopeilia,  and  so  typical 
of  the  times  were  these  particular 
sections  that  a  few  excerpts  are  re- 
jirlnted  here  to  indicate  the  flavor  or 
the  period. 

"Anchors,  in  Architecture,  is  a  cer- 
tain fort  of  Carving,  fomewhat 
refembling  an  Anchor,  or  Arrow- 
head; 'tis  commonly  part  of  enrich- 
ments of  the  Boultins  of  Capitals 
of  the  Tufcan,  Doric,  and  Ionic 
Orders;  and  alfo  of  the  Boultins  i,f 
Bed-mouldings,  of  the  Doric,  Ionic, 
and  Corinthian  Cornices.  Thcfe 
Anchors  and  Eggs  being  alternately 
carxeil  througiuuit  the  whole  Build- 
ing. 

"Batter,  a  Term,  ufed  by  Work- 
men, to  fignify  that  a  wall,  a  piece 
of  Timber,  or  the  like,  doth  not 
ftand  upright,  but  leans  from  you- 
ward,  when  you  ftand  before  it; 
but  when  it  leans  toward  you,  tluy 
fay  it  over-hangs,  or  hangs  over. 
"Cabinets,  trictiv  taken,  is  the 
the  moft  retired  place  in  the  Houfe. 


But  a  Cabinet  in  Palaces,  and  Grea 
Houfes,  confifts  of  an  out-Cham 
ber,  and  a  Cabinet  with  a  Galler 
on  the  fide. 

"Drip',  tiiis  is  called  Larmier  i 
French,  ant!  is  the  bottom  of  th 
Corona;  becaufe  the  Rain-water  1 
by  means  thereof  forced  to  fal 
drop  by  drop  on  the  Ground,  drip 
ping  like  Tears. 

"Frigeratory,  a  Place  to  make  o 
keep  Things  cool  in. 

"Glafs,  a  transparent  Body  mad 
by  Art  of  Flints,  Sand  and  Ashe 
and  of  this  there  are  many  Serf- 
as  Crown  Glafs,  French  or  Nor 
mandy  Glafs,  German  Glafs,  BristM 
Glafs,  Looking  Glafs,  and  Jealou 
Glafs,  which  last  is  of  the  Natur 
that  it  cannot  be  feen  thro',  yet  at' 
mits  of  the  Light  thro'  it. 

^•'Gothic,  Architecture,  is  th, 
which  is  far  removed  from  tl' 
Antique,  ha\  ing  its  Ornaments  wil 
and  chimerical,  anil  its  Profiles  ir 
correct. 

"Kerf,  the  fawn  awa\  flit  in 
])iece  of  Timber,  or  Board,  the  w.i 
made  by  the  Saw,  is  called  a  Kerf 
"Rtistick,  a  manner  of  Building 
quite  rude,  rather  in  Imitation  (J 
Nature,  tiian  according  to  the  Rul 
of  Art. 

"Stairs,  are  of  \arious  forts,  a 
Strait-Flyers,  Square-Flyers,  Tri 
angular-Flyers,  French -Flyers 
Winding-Stairs,  and  Mixt-Stairs. 

"Stuff ,  tlie  wood  that  Joiners  wor 
upon,  tiiev  call,  in  general.  Stuff. 
If  you  are  at  all  susceptible  to  tii 
glamor  of  workmanship  in  woO' 
wliich  has  li\ed  through  two  centurie 
of  botli  care  anil  neglect,  and  is  a 
sound  and  beautiful  today  as  it  wa 
fifty  ve.irs  bid'ore  the  Revolutior 
then  you  would  find  it  easy  to  h 
thrilled  as  you  turned  the  yellowei

You  might  rccop 
ni/e  a  manttd  or  a  molding  wit 
wiiich  you  are  familiar,  and  iniaginj 
some  joiner  taking  off  the  measurJ 
ments,  transferring  them  at  full  si:'

incst  cliarming  pink,  this  made  a  show 
in  a  florist's  window,  as  a  winter  plant, 
which  no  lover  of  flowers  could  possi- 
bly resist  wishing  to  possess.  Within 
a  few  years  after  its  introduction,  it 
was  being-  grown  by  the  scores  of 
thousands  for  the  florists'  trade,  and, 
of  course,  found  its  way  into  thousands 
of  homes.  Gloire  de  Lorraine  was  not, 
however,  a  satisfactory  plant  for  the 
house  under  a%'erage  conditions.  Its 
beauty  was  so  great,  nevertheless,  that 
its  popularity  continued  in  spite  of 
this  drawback  until  other  varieties  such 
as  Gloire  de  Cincinnati,  Turnford 
Hall,  a  white  form  of  Lorraine,  and 
Mrs.  Peterson  were  introduced.  The 
variety  now  universally  grown  is 
Melior.  The  winter-flowering  type 
almost  invariably  produces  no  seed, 
and  therefore  new  varieties  are  rare. 
Exquisite  is  one  of  the  few  developed 
during  recent  years. 

No  one  who  has  a  greenhouse  or  a 
conservatory,  no  matter  how  small, 
should  forego  the  opportunity  of  pos- 
sessing at  least  a  few  of  these  beautiful 


plants  which  cheerfully  flower  pro- 
fusely during  the  midwinter  season 
when  many  other  plants  have  to  be 
coaxed  to  bloom  at  all. 

The  winter  flowering  Begonias  are 
not  difficult  of  culture,  provided  they 
can  be  given  a  fairly  warm  tempera- 
ture— 55  to  60  degrees  at  night — and 
an  atmosphere  which  is  not  too  dry. 
They  are  best  if  not  exposed  to  full 
sun,  a  light  shading  of  some  sort  being 
desirable.  They  resent  any  sudden 
change  of  temperature  or  treatment, 
and  under  such  a  shock  will  be  likely 
to  drop  their  flowers  or  even  their 
foliage,  where  the  ordinary  Begonias 
would  not  be  noticeably  aff^ected. 
Ordinary  potting  soil  to  which  an  ad- 
ditional amount  of  humus  or  of  peat 
— one-quarter  to  one-third  in  bulk — 
has  been  added,  suits  them  perfectly. 

Propagation  is  accomplished  by 
means  of  leaf  cuttings  as  shown  in 
one  of  the  illustrations.  The  leaves 
with  the  entire  stem  intact  are  re- 
moved from  the  plant.  As  they  are

Good  Hardware 
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somewhat  soft  and  limber  to  handle 
on  the  cutting  bench,  it  is  best  to  sup- 
port each  leaf  with  a  short  piece  of 
wire  to  which  the  stem  is  attached  by 
a  tie  of  raffia,  the  end  of  the  wire 
being  thrust  up  through  the  leaf. 
They  may  then  be  rooted  readily  when 
placed  in  peat,  the  latter  being  kept 
moist  without  getting  water  on  the 
leaves  by  plunging  small  pots  into  the 
peat  and  watering  through  the  pots. 
.'\fter  rooting,  the  small  plants  may 
be  potted  off  into  a  soil  consisting 
of  half  or  more  of  peat,  adding  more 
soil  as  they  are  shifted  to  larger  pots. 
Whether  or  not  one  has  the  facilities 
for  growing  the  beautiful  winter 
flowering  Begonias,  at  least  a  few  of 
the  old-fashioned  ornamental  leaved 
flowering  kinds  should  be  grown. 
Some  time  ago  I  chanced  to  be  visiting 
one  of  the  largest  priA-ate  estates  in 
the  East,  and  after  viewing  the  winter- 
flowering  Begonias  which  had  a  sec- 
tion of  a  small  house  to  tliemselves, 
I  came  across  a  group  of  that  old- 
timer  Begonia  coralUna  lucerna.  They 
were  in  magnificent  condition,  with 
great  trusses  of  coral  red  flowers  and 
buds  standing  out  from  the  mottled, 
oIi\e-green  leaves,  with  here  and  there 
a  red  under  surface  showing. 

I  paused  in  admiration,  and  the 
superintendent  of  the  place,  who  was 
with  I71C,  asked  "Don't  you  know  what 
that  is.'" 

"Yes,"  I  answered,  "but  one  schhim 
sees  it  any  more,  particularly  in  a 
place  like  this." 

"It  is  too  bad,"  he  answered  "that 
such  beautiful  plants  have  to  suffer 
by  being  out  of  fashion.  Those  Be- 
gonias are  admired  more  than  almost 
anything  else  we  have  in  these  houses. 
Just  the  other  day  the  members  of  a 
Garden  Club  were  here  on  a  tour  of 
inspection.  They  simply  raved  over 
these  plants  and  wanted  the  name  to 
put  down  in  their  note  books,  think- 
ing it  must  be  something  new  and 
wonderful.  When  I  told  them  that 
probably  their  Grandmothers  had  grown 
the  same  thing  in  their  winter  windo.w 
gardsn,  a  good  many  of  them  im- 
mediately lost  interest.  Some  of  the 
others  thought  I  was  joking." 

The  plants  we  were  looking  at  were 
all  of  six  or  seven  feet  tall.  Under 
ordinary  living  room  conditions  the 
Coral  Begonia  (B.  corallina)  will 
reach  a  height  of  three  feet  or  so  if 
well  cared  for.  It  is  quite  stiff  and 
upright  in  growth  and  requires  little 
or  no  support. 

OF  CORAL  RED   COLOR 

Another  fine  Begonia  for  house  or 
greenhouse  is  the  variety  Otto  Hacker. 
This  has  very  large  pointed  leaves, 
attaining,  in  good  specimens,  nearly  a 
foot  in  length,  and  is  of  sturdy  up- 
right growth.  The  great  panicles  of 
bright  coral  red  flowers  stand  out  in 
fine  contrast  against  the  lustrous  dark 
green  foliage.  This,  along  with  the 
coral  Begonia  mentioned  above,  is 
worthy  a  place  in  any  collection  of 
plants,  and  fortunately  both  may  be 
enjoyed  by  the  lover  of  flowers  who 
has  but  a  single  sunny  window,  as  well 
as  bv  the  owner  of  a  range  of  private 
greenhouses. 

Among    the     other     Begonias     with 


strikingly  handsome  foliage  and  more 
or  less  worth-while  flowers,  may  be 
mentioned  such  old  favorites — still 
well  worth  growing — as  argentea  gut- 
tata, with  the  silvery  markings  which 
give  it  its  name  conspicuous  against 
the  rich  purplish  brown  pointed  leaves, 
and  with  white  flowers;  alha  picta, 
with  white  flowers,  and  the  rose  col- 
ored form  (rosea)  both  of  which  have 
silver  spotted  long  glossy  green  leaves; 
metaUica,  a  lustrous  metallic  bronze 
in  color,  with  conspicuous  high  lights 
on  the  foliage,  is  one  of  the  freest 
blooming  of  all,  with  small  clusters 
of  flowers  held  well  above  the  foliage; 
and  sandersoni,  with  its  bright-colored, 
heart  shaped  flowers  in  drooping  clus- 
ters; t/mstoni,  of  imposing  vigorous 
growth,  leaves  of  a  metallic  bronzy 
green  with  shadings  of  crimson  and 
olive  and  rich  red  under  surfaces,  and 
rosy  white  flowers  produced  freely 
in  very  large  clusters. 

THE    STAR    VARIETIES 

For  something  a  bit  out  of  the 
ordinary  in  this  class,  there  are  the 
Star  Begonias  (ricincefolia),  with 
deeply  lacinated  star  pointed  leaves  and 
rosy  flowers;  and  Marjorie  Daw,  of 
trailing  habit,  with  clusters  of  lovely 
salmon  pink  flowers  on  long  stems 
that  hang  down  under  the  leaves, — a 
most  pleasing  variety  for  a  plant  stand 
or  a  bracket. 

While  it  is  not  possible  to  get  all  of 
these  Begonias  from  every  seed  house, 
there  are  many  which  list  a  number  of 
them,  and  at  least  several  which  have 
them  all,  and  a  number  of  other  va- 
rieties besides.  There  are  few  green- 
house plants,  and  certainly  no  house 
jilants,  which  will  give  more  continu- 
ous satisfaction. 

For  the  passing  of  the  Rex  Begonias, 
once  a  conspicuous  part  of  every  col- 
lection of  winter  plants  either  in  the 
home  or  in  the  conservatory,  I  con- 
fess I  cannot  feel  v-ery  deeply  stirred. 
Certainly  they  are  as  handsome  as 
many  of  the  foliage  plants  which  are 
still  largely  grown,  but  they  soon  get 
rather  cumbersome  and  unwieldy  at 
best,  and  unless  they  are  handled  where 
space  is  not  at  a  premium,  and  where 
they  can  be  arranged  for  display  with 
other  plants,  the  space  which  they  take 
up  may  better  be  used  for  other  things. 
Some  of  the  old  favorite  named  va- 
rieties, such  as  Fire  King,  Siher 
Queen,  and  Mrs.  Rivers,  are  still  a\ail- 
able  from  florists  who  deal  in  betiding 
and  house  plants;  but,  for  the  most 
part,  the  larger  seed  houses  offer  the 
Rex  type  only  in  mixture.  If  you  want 
several  kinds,  they  will  be  all  different 
but  not  under  name.  The  most  satis- 
factory way  to  get  any  foliage  plant 
with  which  one  does  not  liappen  to  be 
familiar  is  actually  to  see  the  different 
\arieties  before  making  a  selection. 

The  culture  of  all  Begonias  men- 
tioned above  is  comparatixely  easy. 
One  of  the  essentials  is  very  thorough 
drainage.  Plenty  of  sand  and  leaf 
mold  or  humus,  therefore,  should  be 
used  in  the  soil.  The  Rex  Begonias 
like  plenty  of  moisture,  but  the  others 
do  better  when  kept  rather  on  the  dry 
side.  The  most  vigorous  growth  will 
be  made  in  the  early  spring  months

and  this  is  the  time  for  repotting-  tlu' 
plants  or  f oi  propagating.  Soft  wood 
cuttings  will  root  readily,  the  tiny 
plants  beginning  to  flower  even  in 
thumb  pots.  Some  of  the  varieties 
which  form  long  rizomes  on  the  sur- 
face of  the  soil  may  be  readily  in- 
creased by  cutting  these  up  into  sections 
about  two  inches  long,  and  barely 
covering  them  in  the  rooting  medium. 
Rex  Begonias  are  propagated  by  cut- 
ting the  ripened  leaves  into  triangular 
pieces,  making  the  narrowest  point  at 
the  section  of  one  of  tlie  main  ribs, 
and  inserting  these  into  the  cutting  bei.1. 

The  bedding  Begonias,  as  the  phrase 
would  suggest,  include  those  varieties 
which  may  be  used  out-of-doors  for 
planting  in  the  open  garden.  All  of 
the  other  varieties  mentioned  above 
can  be — and  in  fact  are  much  better 
— placed  outdoors  during  the  summer 
months;  but  they  should  be  put  in  a 
sheltered  and  at  least  partly  shaded 
place  such  as  on  the  veranda  or 
plunged  up  to  the  rims  of  the  pots 
near  the  house  foundations,  along  the 
north  or  west  side  of  a  wall,  or  under 
a  tree.  The  bedding  Begonias,  on  the 
other  hand,  will  almost  without  ex- 
ception make  excellent  house  plants 
during  the  winter  months,  so  that,  to  this 
extent,  the  two  types  are  interchange- 
able, so  far  as  their  use  is  concerned. 

Semferfiorens,  or  Everblooming, 
which  is  the  type  used  for  bedding, 
is  a  compact  plant  of  dense  sturdy 
growth  from  about  a  foot  to  a  foot 
and  a  half  in  height.  The  varieties 
are  easily  raised  from  seed  and,  after 
they  once  get  large  enough  to  pot, 
grow  with  the  greatest  rapidity.  Even 
if  sown  thinly,  and  left  in  the  pots 
or  boxes,  they  will  make  plants  suit- 
able for  setting  out  by  May  if  planted 
in  February  or  March.  It  is,  of  course, 
very  much  better  to  transplant  them. 
The  disadvantage  of  raising  them 
from  seed  is  that  there  will  be  some 
variation  in  the  color  of  the  flower, 
and  for  this  reason  they  are  generally 
propagated  by  cuttings. 

Gloire  de  Chatelaine,  usually  re- 
ferred to  merely  as  Chatelaine,  Chate- 
laine Supreme  and  Mrs.  M.  A.  Pat- 
ton,  similar  excepting  in  color,  are 
three  of  the  finest  of  the  bedding 
Begonias;  all  are  of  comparative  re- 
cent   introduction    but   are    now    gen- 


erally available  c\erywherc.  C'ha 
laine  is  a  brilliant  pink;  Chatclai 
Supreme  is  more  intense  and  Mrs.  P: 
ton  is  a  very  deep  bright  pink,  w: 
a  conspicuous  yellow  center.  Pride 
New  Castle  is  similar  but  with  i 
flowers.  All  of  these  varieties  t 
extremely  free  flowering,  and  i 
very  uniform,  e\en  in  growth,  a 
dependable. 

For  a  distinctly  delicate  and  chari 
ing  efi^ect  in  bedding,  either  Duch 
of  Edinburgh  or  Picotee  may  be  use 
they  are  very  similar,  if  not  identic 
with  pure  white  flowers  broadly  b( 
dered  with  pink.  The  effect  of  thi 
flowers,  til  masse,  is  indescribal 
charming. 

Older  but  still  popular  forms 
Semperfioreiis  include  Luminosa, 
very  bright  brilliant  scarlet  (the  m 
intense  of  all  until  the  introduction 
Burpee's  Vulcan)  ;  Prima  Donna, 
beautiful  clear  rose,  darker  at  1 
center  and  extremely  free  flowerin 
Salmon  Queen,  the  most  brilliant  n 
colored  of  all;  White  Queen,  an  t 
cellent  pure  white,  with  clean,  gre 
foliage;  and  Vernon,  with  very  de 
bronzy  red  foliage  and  orange  tint 
flowers. 

Whether  grown  from  seeds  or  ci 
tings  the  Semperjioreus  type  tends 
make  a  rather  tall  spindling  pla 
with  only  a  few  branches,  and  shou 
be  pinched  back  vigorously  while 
is  still  small  in  order  to  get  thic 
bushy  plants.  This  type  of  Begor 
will  stand  the  full  sunshine,  but  w 
succeed  equally  well  in  ])artial  shac 
Even  in  quite  dense  shade,  they  w 
make  satisfactory  growth,  except  th 
the  plants  will  tend  to  be  much  tall 
and  longer  jointed,  and  the  coloring 
both  flowers  and  foliage  less  inten: 

The  use  of  these  outdoor  growii 
Begonias  is  by  no  means  limited 
bedding;  they  are  equally  pleasii 
used  in  small  groups,  or  as  individu 
plants;  or  they  may  be  used  in 
mixed  border,  for  edging,  in  vases 
in  flower  boxes,  and  for  nuniero 
other  purposes. 

Consider  the  Begonia  for  indoc 
and  out  in  making  your  garden  pla 
for  the  coming  year.  Try  at  least 
few;  and  the  chances  are  you  w 
find  you  have  made  a  great  discnve 
where  you  least  expected  it.

better  by  waiting  for  these  men  to 
emerge  from  what  is  now  the  pale 
mist  of  oblivion. 

Somebody  'will  certainly  sec  their 
ghosts  someday  and  listen  to  the  secret 
of  their  baffling  prowess.  Then  we 
will  know  by  what  scheme  of  things 
it  was  possible,  long  before  there  were 
schools  of  architecture  and  trades 
unions,  for  these  men  to  have  achieved 
their  masterpieces.  For  it  is  not  enough 
to  know  that  the  Swans  and  Half- 
pennys  gave  them  delectable  hints  of 
Wren  and  Robert  Adam.  There  will 
have  to  be  evidence  of  something  less 
vague  and  more  direct,  howsoever  fine 
this  assistance,  to  satisfy  our  curiosity 
as  to  iust  how  the  Brice  house  wa~ 
born. 

Of  how  some  of  the  best  Colonial 
houses  were  designed  and  built  we 
haven't  the  slightest  idea.  In  their 
various  details  there  is  scarcely  a  clue 
as  to  their  direct  origin.  We  do, 
however,  know  a  few  names  and  a 
few  dates.  We  know  that  a  man 
named  John  Kirk  is  identified  in  some 
capacity  with  Graeme  Park  at  Hor- 
sham in  Pennsylvania;  we  know  that 
Benjamin  Wyatt  and  Richard  Mun- 
day  built  the  Challoner  and  Ayrault 
houses,  respectively,  at  Newport;  that 


David  Minitree,  a  "masterbuilder" 
was  brought  from  England  in  1751 
to  build  Carter's  Grove,  that  splendid 
residence  in  James  City  County,  Vir- 
ginia, and  that  in  the  same  fashion 
John  Hawks  was  imported  in  1767 
by  Governor  Tryon  to  build  his 
"Palace"  at  Newbern,  North  Caro- 
lina. It  is  on  record  that  an  Ezra 
Waite  built  the  Miles  Brewton  house 
in  Charleston,  that  another  named 
Peter  Banner  did  the  Eben  Crafts 
house  in  Roxbury,  Massachusetts, 
that  some  long  forgotten  William 
Buckland  did  the  unforgettable  Har- 
wood  house  in  Annapolis.  And  so 
the  list  grows  from  year  to  year,  as 
old  planks  are  replaced  by  new  ones 
and  an  almost  undecipherable  bill  or 
letter  is  uncovered  between  joists  that 
are  still  warm  and  ruddy  from  the 
smarting  blows  of  the  adz  two  cen- 
turies ago.  And  so  it  will  keep  on 
growing  until  someday,  when  one  of 
our  more  assiduous  investigators  will 
dig  up  a  chest  under  an  old  Virginia 
cellar  and  there  discover  irrefutable 
documents  which  will  prove  that  Sir 
Christopher  Wren  didn't  die  at  all, 
but  instead  came  incognito  to  the  Col- 
onies where  he  lived  happily  ever 
after.

not  too  expensively.  Many  types  are 
made  to  suit  the  need  of  home  or 
family:  the  automatic,'  storage  and 
instantaneous.

fluxions."  In  1657  a  regular  tea- 
house was  opened  in  London.  Gradually 
tea  gained  in  popularity,  but  it  was 
not  until  the  middle  of  the  18th  Cen- 
tury that  it  became  really  popular. 
The  greatest  tea-drinking  people  in 
the  world  are  those  of  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  where  the  average 
amount  consumed  per  year  exceeds  1  0 
jiounds  per  capita.

The  infusion  prepared  from  the 
leaves  owes  its  value  solely  to  the 
presence  of  an  essential  oil,  to  an  al- 
kaloid known  as  thein,  and  to  tannin.

The  flower  of  the  Tea  bush  is  realiy 
very  beautiful,  being  white  in  color, 
about  1  inch  across  with  a  mass  of 
gold  stamens  in  the  center,  and  pro- 
duced abundantly  from  the  leaf- 
axils. 

FOR  OUR   BREAKFASTS 

Unlike  tea,  fragrant  coffee  is  ob- 
tained from  roasted  seeds — the  fa- 
miliar cofi'ee-beans  which  are  really 
the  kernels  of  cherry-like  fruits. 
Coffee  came  originally  from  Abyssinia 
and  adjacent  regions  and  is  the  prod- 
uct of  a  shrub  known  as  Coffea  ara- 
bica.  During  the  last  hundred  years 
more  than  80  other  species  of  Coffee 
have  been  discovered,  chiefly  in  Africa, 
but  only  one  or  two  of  these  have 
economic  value. 

The  Coffee  plant  is  a  shrub  at- 
taining a  height  of  15  to  IS  feet.  It 
has  large,  dark  green,  lustrous,  six- 
incli-long  leaves,  arranged  in  oppo- 
site pairs  on  branches  horizontally 
spreading.  The  flowers  are  pure 
white,  in  stalked  clusters  from  the 
leaf-axils.  These  flower  clusters  are 
produced  in  extraordinary  abundance 
and  in  blossom  the  Coffee  plant  is 
extremely  lovely.  A  plantation  with 
row  upon  row  of  bushes  in  full  blos- 
som, not  to  mention  fruit  in  various 
stages  of  development,  is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  sights  of  the  tropics. 
The  flowers,  unfortunately,  are  very 
fugitive,  lasting  only  a  couple  of  days 
when  fruit  begins  to  form.  No  plant 
could  fruit  more  abundantly  and,  as 
a  rule,  all  stages  from  the  crimson, 
cherry-like,  fully  ripe  fruit  through 
red  and  yellow  to  the  nascent  green 
berry  are  present  on  every  bush.  The 
Coffee  plant  is  precocious  in  flowering 
and  fruiting  qualities,  commencing 
to  blossom  the  third  year  from  seed. 
Coffee  is  now  grown  in  all  the 
tropical  parts  of  the  world,  but  more 
than  half  of  the  world's  supply  comes 
from  Brazil,  the  principal  districts 
being  Sao  Paulo  and  Rio  de  Janeiro. 
The  equatorial  regions  of  Africa 
produce  excellent  coffee;  so,  too,  do 
India  and  Java. 

When  the  Abyssinians  and  Turks 
first  used  coffee  is  unknown  but  it  is 
only  during  the  last  250  years  that 
it  has  become  an  important  beverage 
among  the  western  peoples.  Coffee 
was  introduced  into  Constantinople 
about  the  middle  of  the  16th  Century 
and  in  1652  the  first  coffee-shop  was 
established  in  London.  The  value  of 
the  world's  coffee  industry  is  esti- 
mated at  about  three  hundred  million 
dollars,  and  nearly  half  of  the  world's 
supply  is  consumed  in  the  United 
States. 

Nowadays,  silk,  real  and  artificial, 
is  all  the  fashion  with  the  gentle  sex 
of  all  ages,  and  cotton  is  relegated 
to    the    background.     Nevertheless,    to 


the  world  at  large  it  is  still,  and 
probably  always  will  be,  the  mo^t 
important  textile  fiber.  The  Cotton 
plant  is  a  shrubby  cousin  of  the  fa- 
miliar Hollyhock  and  Mallow  of 
gardens.  It  has  similar  but  smaller 
leaves,  yellow  blotched  with  dark 
red  flowers  and  a  capsule  containing 
black  seeds  immerged  in  the  wliite 
hairs  we   know  as   cotton. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  spe- 
cies, some  native  of  the  Old  World 
and  some  of  the  New,  but  so  long 
have  they  been  cultivated  that  author- 
ities cannot  agree  to  their  limits  nor 
to  their  actual  home.  Cotton  was 
common  in  India  long  before  the 
Christian  Era,  and  in  a  book  written 
about  800  B.  C.  the  plant  is  referred 
to  in  such  manner  as  to  show  that  it 
was  a  very  familiar  thing.  Nearchus, 
the  admiral  of  Alexander  the  Great, 
who  took  part  of  his  army  along  thj 
shores  of  the  Arabian  Sea  and  Persian 
Gulf  about  327  B.  C.  says,  "There 
are  in  India  trees  bearing  as  it  were 
bunches  of  wool.  The  natives  make 
linen  garments  of  it,  and  the  linen 
made  by  them  from  this  substance  is 
finer  than  any  other."  Indeed,  India 
was  the  center  of  Cotton  cultivation 
and  manufacture  in  very  early  times 
and  for  long  afterwards.  Our  word 
Calico  was  originally  given  to  cotton 
cloth  because  it  came  from  the  Indian 
port  of  Calicut. 

Unknown  voyagers  may  have  car- 
ried the  Cotton  plant  to  America  long 
before  its  discovery  by  western  people, 
or,  as  most  authorities  consider,  maybe 
species  of  the  Cotton  plant  are  com- 
mon to  both  hemispheres.  At  any  rate, 
in  1492,  Columbus  noted  that  it  grew 
abundantly  in  parts  of  the  West 
Indies  and  the  neighboring  coasts  of 
America,  and  that  the  natives  had 
considerable  skill  in  making  it  up  into 
garments.  In  Mexico,  Peru  and 
Brazil,  cotton  was  well-known  and  in 
Mexico  was  the  chief  article  of  cloth- 
ing. 

THE    COTTON    PLANT 

The  Cotton  plant  belongs  to  the 
genus  Gossypimn,  and  the  Indian  cot- 
tons are  generally  referred  to  G. 
herbaceum,  a  shrubby  annual  which 
has  short  fuzz  on  the  seeds  in  addition 
to  long  hairs.  This  plant  is  widely 
cultivated  in  China,  .'\frica  and  else- 
where in  the  Old  World.  American 
or  Upland  Cotton,  the  kind  in  great- 
est demand,  is  from  G.  hiniitum, 
originally,  perhaps,  native  of  Mexico. 
The  seed  in  this  species  bears  both 
long  and  short  hairs,  the  latter  re- 
maining attached  to  the  seed  after  the 
long  ones  are  removed  so  that  the 
seeds  present  a  fuzzy  appearance. 
The  most  valuable  of  all,  however, 
is  Sea  Island  Cotton,  G.  barbademe. 
In  this  the  seed  bears  long  hairs,  each 
often  2  inches  in  length,  which  when 
pulled  off  leave  the  seed  quite  clean 
and  smooth.  It  derives  its  common 
name  from  the  Sea  Islands,  situated 
off  the  coast  of  Georgia  and  South 
Carolina,  where  it  is  largely  culti- 
vated. Another  species  known  as  Tree 
Cotton  (G.  arboreum)  is  an  African 
shrub  growing  14  to  20  feet  tall. 
Cotton  is  one  of  the  major  agri-

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cultural  crops  of  the  world,  its  total 
annual  value  being  estimated  at  bil- 
lions of  dollars.  This  country  has  a 
monopoly  of  the  industry,  but  other 
lands  are  striving  to  make  themselves 
self-supporting.  The  British  Empire 
in  particular  is  laboring'  to  that  end, 
and  Egypt  and  other  parts  of  Africa 
yearly  see  increasing  areas  placed 
under  the  Cotton.  Apart  from  its 
great  use  as  furnishing  clothing  ma- 
terial, its  pure  cellulose  fibers  enter 
\ery  largely  into  the  manufacture  of 
high  explosives.  The  seeds  of  tlie 
Cotton  plant  are  rich  in  a  sweet  oil 
which  is  used  as  a  substitute  for  lard 
and  in  the  manufacture  of  marga- 
rine, while  the  cheaper  qualities  are 
used  in  making  soap.  The  waste  from 
cotton  seed  is  pressed  into  cakes  for 
cattle   food. 

FRUIT   OF    THE    VINE 

Of  all  the  climbing  plants  the  vege- 
table kingdom  boasts,  none  in  associa- 
tionship  with  man  can  compare  with 
the  Grapevine  (Vitis  vhiifera).  Its 
longevity  is  remarkable,  its  fruitful- 
ness  a  proverb  and  a  symbol  of  fe- 
cundity. The  Book  of  Books  records 
that  Noah  planted  a  vineyard  and 
drank  freely  of  the  potent  wine  there- 
from; also,  that  he  lived  to  the  ripe 
old  age  of  950  years. 

The  fermented  juice  of  the  Grape 
has  cheered  the  heart  of  man  from 
immemorial  time  and  will  continue 
so  to  do  as  long  as  man  inhabits  the 
earth.  When  first  its  cultivation  was 
begun,  or  even  where  the  plant  has 
its  actual  home,  is  not  known  with 
certainty.  The  heart  of  Asia,  the 
region  about  the  Caspian  Sea  and 
that  of  the  Caucasus  are  given  as  its 
birthplace.  As  people  migrated  across 
these  regions  they  carried  the  Grape- 
\ine  with  them  and,  in  addition,  it  has 
been  disseminated  through  the  agency 
of  birds.  It  was  cultivated  and  the 
value  of  its  wines  appreciated  by  the 
Pharaohs  of  Egypt  6000  years  ago. 
Knowledge  of  the  principles  of  viti- 
culture and  the  making  of  wine  spread 
but  slowly  from  the  home  of  the 
early  industry.  Greece  and  Italy  were 
the  first  countries  to  copy  the  methods 
of  eastern  wine-growers;  under  the 
Greeks  viticulture  made  great  strides, 
the  wine  of  Candia  and  Smyrna  being 
largely   exported   to   the   Romans. 

The  Grapevine  was  early  carried  to 
France  by  the  Phoenicians  when  the 
Ionian  colonists  fled  from  the  power 
of  Cyrus  and  founded  the  city  of 
Marseilles  about  540  B.  C.  The 
Romans  took  it  to  Britain  where  they 
found  the  climate  unpropitious.  From 
Europe  it  was  early  carried  to  South 
Africa,  to  this  country,  to  Australia 
and,  indeed,  to  all  the  temperate  lands 
where  man  has  settled.  Wherever  it 
has  been  planted  the  main  purpose  has 
been  the  making  of  wine,  but  the 
wines  of  Europe  are  not  equalled  by 
those  of  any  other  land.  If  wine  be 
the  great  product  of  the  Grapevine, 
its  dried  fruits  in  the  form  of  raisins, 
sultanas,  and  currants  are  but  little 
less    appreciated. 

The  Grape  is  a  vigorous  vine  with 
light  green  foliage,  and  fruit,  very 
rich  in  sugar,  both  greenish  white 
and  black.    Many  varieties  have  orig- 


inated as  the  result  of  long  cultiva^ 
tion  in  many  lands.  The  fruit  w( 
know  in  shops  as  currants  is  namec 
for  the  Greek  city  of  Corinth,  anc 
is  the  product  of  a  variety  bearing 
small  fruit.  Sultanas  are  the  driec 
fruits  of  a  seedless  Grape. 

The  genus  Vitis  itself  is  a  larg( 
one  wide-spread  in  the  temperatf 
regions  of  Old  and  New  Worlds.  Ir 
this  country  we  cultivate  various  form; 
of  the  native  Vitis  labrusca,  V.  cordi- 
folia  and  others  valuable  on  accoiml 
of  their  great  hardiness.  They  pro- 
duce fruit  abundantly  and  are  alsc 
valuable  as  stocks  on  which  to  graft 
the  less,  hardy  V.  vinifera. 

The  most  famous  plants  are  those 
which  have  so  long  and  faithfully 
served  the  daily  needs  of  the  human 
family,  but  there  is  one  at  least  of 
this  galaxy  whose  claims  are  esthetic 
rather  tTian  utilitarian.  This  is  the 
Rose,  queen  among  flowers.  The 
modern  Rose  is  of  mixed  parentage, 
the  result  of  mating  certain  Roses  of 
the  Orient  with  others  of  Eurasian 
origin.  It  combines  the  rare  beauty 
of  several  species  and  in  form  and 
color  is  the  very  quintessence  of  love- 
liness wrought  by  untiring  patience 
and  skill  exercised  through  centuries. 

The  Oriental  parents  have  been 
favorites  with  the  Chinese  from  far- 
off^  times,  and  the  Eurasian  grand- 
parents from,  perhaps,  an  even  more 
remote  period.  The  wild  types  of  the 
Damask,  Cabbage,  Provence,  Gallic 
and  York  Roses  are  unknown ;  prob- 
ably they  had  a  common  ancestor. 
They  adorned  western  gardens  and 
held  unchallenged  sway  until  about 
a  century  and  a  half  ago  when  China, 
Tea,  Polyantha  and  Rambler  Roses 
were  introduced  and  interbred.  The 
old  favorites  lacked  the  continuous 
blooming  qualities  of  the  modern  Rose 
but  excelled  in  fragrance.  For  their 
delicate  attar  they  have  been  for  many 
centuries  cultivated  in  India,  parts  of 
the  Turkish  Empire,  and  in  the  Balkan 
Peninsula.  By  the  Turks  and  others 
the  petals  are  made  into  a  kind  of 
preserve  and  from  them  Rose  Water 
is  distilled. 

THE    FAVORITE    FLOWER 

Rose  growing  is  a  great  industry 
in  every  civilized  land.  The  value  of 
the  blooms  sold  annually  in  this  coun- 
try alone  amounts  to  a  huge  sum. 
Transcending  far  the  monetary  value, 
vast  though  it  be,  is  the  delight  this 
wonderful  flower  gives  to  young  and 
old.  No  flower  has  just  the  same  ap- 
peal and  no  flower  holds  such  undis- 
puted sway  in  human  affections. 

In  poetry  and  prose  its  beauty  has 
been  extolled  in  many  tongues.  The 
old  Persian  poet,  Omar  Khayyam,  in 
the  1  1th  Century,  sang  its  praises  and 
a  Damask  Rose  now  grows  on  his 
grave.  In  English,  French,  German, 
Danish  and  Norwegian  its  name  is 
Rose;  in  Italian,  Spanish,  Portuguese, 
Russian  and  Latin  it  is  Rosa;  in 
Swedish  it  is  Ros,  in  Dutch  Roos,  in 
Bohemian  Ruze,  in  Hungarian  Rozsa 
and  in  Greek  Rhodon.  It  is  the  na- 
tional flower  of  one  great  race;  it  is 
loved  by  all  and  is  the  monopoly  of 
no  one  race  or  creed.

Garbage   and  Waste  Disposal 
ivithout  Leaving  the  Kitchen 
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and  fragrance  the  modern  Rose  is 
favored  abo\e  other  flowers  and  the 
ambition  of  all  who  garden  is  to 
possess  this  queen. 

The  Quince  {Cydonia  ■vulgaris)  is 
a  typical  New  England  'fruit  and  one 
of  the  very  first  introduced  by  the 
Pilgrim  Fathers.  On  Cape  Cod  in  par- 
ticular, quince  jelly  and  preserve  are 
still  famous.  It  is  not  peculiar  to  New 
England  but  is  commonly  cultivated 
in  the  colder  parts  of  this  country 
and  in  Canada.  It  is  a  much-branched 
bush  with  solitary  white  blossoms  and 
large,  fragrant  apple-like  fruits.  In 
Europe,  except  perhaps  the  south- 
eastern region,  it  is  now  less  appre- 
ciated than  formerly,  but  the  fruit 
has  a  venerable  history,  older  tlian 
that  of  the  Apple. 

A    CLASSIC    I  RLII' 

The  nati\e  home  of  the  Quince  ap- 
pears to  be  northern  Persia  adjacent 
to  the  Caspian  Sea.  Thence  it  spread 
westward  through  the  region  of  tlie 
Black  Sea  into  Europe  in  general  antl 
it  is  now  naturalized  in  Algeria.  Its 
antiquity  in  Giecce  may  be  gathereti 
from  the  superstition  mentioned  by 
Pliny  and  Plutarch  that  the  fruit  of 
the  Quince  was  a  talisman  against  evil 
influences.  As  a  symbol  of  fecundity 
it  was  revered  by  the  Greeks  and  it  was 
a  prominent  feature  at  marriage  rites. 
Some  authors  maintain,  and  appar- 
ently with  good  reason,  that  the  Apple 
disputed  by  Hera,  Aphrodite,  and 
Athene  was  really  a  Quince. 

Although  cultivated  for  some  thrje 
thousand  years  or  more,  the  Quince 
fruit  has  been  little  modified  by  the 
hand  of  man.  It  is  as  harsh  and 
acid  when  fresh  as  in  the  time  of  the 
ancient  Greeks.  The  name  marmalaiie 
is  said  to  be  derived  from  "Marmelo," 
tlie  Portuguese  name  for  Quince. 

One  of  the  most  important  economic 
plants  in  South  America  is  Cassava 
(Mail  I  hot-  ut'Uissima),  native  of  Bra/.il 
and  adjacent  regions,  but  now  culti- 
vated throughout  the  tropics  of  botli 
liemispheres.  It  is  valued  for  its  starcli 
which  we  of  the  North  know  in  the 
form  of  tapioca.  It  is  a  shrub  of  the 
Spurge  family,  not  far  removed  from 
the  Castor  Oil  plant,  grows  from  6  to 
8  feet  tall,  and  has  erect,  knotty  stems 
and  deeply  divided  foliage.  Tlie 
roots  are  fleshy,  cylindrical  and  tuber- 
like in  appearance,  aiul  it  is  these  that 
contain  the  starch.  The  roots  are  dug 
up,  grated  into  fine  meal,  then  washed 
and  heated  to  get  rid  of  the  prussic 
acid  which  is  present.  The  inspissated 
product  is  pure  white,  granular,  very 
nutritious  and  is  known  in  its  different 
forms  as  cassava,  Manioc,  and  tapioca. 

The  threat  of  a  dose  of  castor  oil 
is  still  a  potent  weapon  in  mothers' 
hands,  especially  around  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas  time.  This  indispensa- 
ble if  nauseous  laxative  is  expressed 
from  the  pretty  bean-like  seeds  of 
R'lciiins  commim'is,  a  member  of  the 
Spurge  family.  In  the  North  we  know 
it  as  a  summer  bedding  plant  with 
handsome    green    or    bronze    palmate 


leaves.  In  the  tropics  it  is  a  casual 
weed  of  rank  growth  and  often  tree- 
like dimensions.  Associated  with  man 
from  early  time,  its  home  is  not 
known  with  certainty  though  it  is 
generally  considered  to  be  northeastern 
Africa  or  southern  India.  The  fruit 
is  not  unlike  that  of  the  Horsechestnut 
but  smaller.  It  splits  down  the  side 
and  liberates  its  polished,  spotted  seeds. 
The  chief  use  of  the  oil  is  in  medicine, 
but  in  India  it  is  used  as  an  illuminant. 

The  Hazelnut  has  the  distinction 
of  being  the  only  native  plant  con- 
tributing to  the  winter  provender  of 
the  good  people  of  Scotland,  not  so 
much  the  present  as  those  who  in- 
habited the  hills  and  dales  of  that 
fair  land  a  thousand  years  ago.  But 
the  Hazelnut  is'not  confined  to  Scot- 
land; it  is  widespread  through  Eu- 
rope and  kindred  species  grow  wild 
in  western  Asia.  It  is  much  grown 
in  the  Levant,  Italy,  France,  Spain, 
and  in  the  countv  of  Kent  in  Ensr- 
land. 

llie  bulk  of  the  liazelnuts  in  com- 
merce is  shipped  from  the  Spanish 
port  of  Barcelona.  According  to 
French  authorities  the  nuts  of  Pro- 
\ence  and  Italy  are  preferable  to  those 
of  Spain  and  the  Levant.  A  number 
of  varieties  are  grown  and  in  France 
the  better  kinds  are  called  "Avelenes." 
The  best  are  known  as  fuUbeards  or 
filberts,  and  cobnuts.  The  filberts 
have  a  long  nut  enclosed  within  a 
long,  tubular  husk  which  is  con- 
tracted above  the  apex  of  the  nut. 
The  filbert  was  first  known  from 
Pontus  on  the  shores  of  the  Black  Sea, 
and  was  to  the  ancient  Greeks  the 
"Nux  pontica."  Cobnuts  are  short 
and  roundish  and  have  a  thick  shell, 
the  most  familiar  being  the  Barcelona- 
nuts  of  commerce.  A  form  with  large 
nuts  is  known  as  the  "Kentish  Cob." 

Such  bush  fruits  as  the  Gooseberry, 
Red  and  Black  Currants  and  even  the 
Cranberry  Vine  have  strong  claims  to 
rank  among  the  ten  most  useful  shrubs 
and  vines.  On  the  whole,  however,  I 
am  tempted  to  give  preference  to  the 
Raspberry  and  Blackberry  and  their 
offspring.  In  this  country,  at  any 
rate,  these  berries  are  most  popular. 
The  Raspberries  of  gardens  are  prin- 
cipally derived  from  Rubiis  idaeus, 
R.  strtgosus,  and  hybrids  of  the  two. 
The  first-named  is  native  of  northern 
Europe  and  northern  Asia,  while  R. 
strtgosus  belongs  to  the  colder  parts 
of  North  America.  The  fruits  of  both 
have  been  appreciated  from  the  dawn 
of  history. 

NORTHERN    BERRIF.3 

There  are  many,  manv  Blackberries 
in  the  northern  hemisphere,  but  per- 
haps the  most  important  is  the  Euro- 
pean Rubiis  fnilicosus  in  its  many 
forms.  As  descendants  of  this  ami 
associate  species  we  have  the  Logan- 
berry, Veitchberry  and  others.  The 
Dewberry  (Rubus  caesius)  and  the 
Japanese  Wineberry  (R.  pJioenico- 
lasiits)  are  also  worthy  of  mention 
for  their  fruits.

ing  to  follow  the  lead  of  the 
fashionable  world  rather  than 
to  supplant  it. 

We  are  not  surprised, 
therefore,  to  find  well-known 
foreign  models  in  Spanish 
lighting  fixtures,  but  always 
made  in  her  own  way.  As  in 
her  furniture,  the  lack  of 
artists  and  master  craftsmen 
often  required  a  simplifying 
of  the  ornament  which  re- 
sulted in  real  dignity  and 
vigor.  This  is  peculiarly  true 
of  Renaissance  models  like 
the  large  candelabros  which, 
though  less  ornate,  are  occa- 
sionally more  dignified  in 
their  restraint  than  their  su- 
perlative Italian  models. 

Abundant   silver   and   gold 
from     America     so     enriched 
Spain  in  return  for  Isabella's 
jewels  that  she  was  the  fore- 
most  nation    in    Europe   dur- 
ing the  1  6th  Century,  and  her 
conscious     supremacy     is     re- 
flected   in    her    striking    and 
individual     interpretation     of 
Renaissance       and       Baroque 
styles.     But   with   her  loss   of 
prestige,     she     fell     back     on 
French   fashions  in   the    17th, 
18th  and   19th  Centuries,  and 
echoed   these  styles   somewhat 
feebly  though  with  a  sort  of 
bravado    that    is    still 
Spanish.    Throughout 
these  periods  the  Moor- 
ish    touch     is     rarely 
lacking,  and  beautiful 
pierced    metal    lamps 
in   the   modes   of   the 
Saracens  are  quite  at 
home  even  in  the  Spanish  Renaissance 
interiors. 

In    the    Moorish    period,    exquisite 
and    fantastic    hanging    lamps    were

made  of  pierced  brass,  bronze 
and  silver.  Typical  examples 
still  hang  in  Spanish  palaces. 
The  Romanesque  period 
was  prolific  in  superb  wrought 
iron  candeleros — candlesticks, 
and  candelabros — candelabra, 
profusely  decorated  with 
Lilies  skilfully  and  naturally 
wrought.  Such  fixtures  were 
typical  of  the  1  1th,  12th,  and 
1 3th  Centuries.  Candelabros 
attained  majestic  heights  in 
the  1  Ith  Century.  Catalan 
was  noted  for  this  type  of 
work,  purely  Spanish  without 
any  foreign  influence.  So 
skilled  were  Catalan  iron 
workers  that  two  of  them, 
Blay  and^  Suiiol,  were  called 
to^  Paris  to  work  on  Notre 
Dame;  and  even  today  a  fine 
iron  is  made  by  what  is  called 
the    Catalan    process. 

In    the    Gothic   period,    the 
corona     de     luz     (corona     or 
crown      of      lights)      became 
prominent    in    both    standing 
and  hanging  fixtures.    There 
were     many      fantastic      and 
some  extremely  beautiful  iron 
candelabros     of    this    period. 
The    14th    Century    was    rich 
in    both    types    and    designs. 
Feet  are  usually  tripod,  with 
or  without  underbracing,  and 
their  variety  and  char- 
acter are   remarkable. 
Some       tripods       run 
high      up     on      the 
standards,    some    flat- 
ten    and     spread 
broadly  near  the  floor. 
Some  have  a  sort  of 
auxiliary    tripod    inside    a    tall    slen- 
der tripod.    Some  have  multiple  sup- 
ports,   possibly    ten    or    more.     They

Some  are  for  a  large  single  candle 
with  a  large  grease  pan  below  the 
socket.  This  pan  is  supported  by  va- 
rious kinds  of  brackets,  those  that 
point  or  pinch  outward  in  the  middle 
being  the  most  characteristic,  often 
ornamented  with  trefoils  or  Daisy- 
like flowers.  Another  type  is  the 
corona  de  litz  with  its  ring  of  lights. 
Often  the  pricket  is  the  pistil  of  a 
Lily.  The  crowns  are  either  plain 
edged  or  indented  on  one  or  both 
edges.  The  candelabra  forntando 
lirioi  has  a  riot  of  Lilies  springing  up 
naturally  from  shaft  and  base,  or 
rising  in  three  tiers.  The  dragon, 
a  fetching  little  animal  very  simply 
formed,  ornaments  much  Gothic  iron- 
work. With  its  gaping  threatening 
jaws  it  is  full  of  animation  and  char- 
acter. 

The  hanging  lights,  hung  by  chains, 
were  enriched  by  innumerable  designs. 
To  the  three-tiered  rings  might  be 
added  a  mosque-like  dome  of  open 
iron  supports.  They  take  on  an  even 
greater  complication  in  the  araha  Cat- 
alana  of  the  14th  Century,  really  an 
elaborate  chandelier.  In  the  middle 
of  the  suspending  rod,  in  one  exam- 
ple, the  supports  form  a  crown  above 
a  bowl  ornamented  with  applied  flow- 
ers; and  below  this  is  a  scalloped 
arrangement  of  the  flat  supports  fro;n 
which  spring  the  candle  branches  with 
sockets  and  scalloped  grease  pans. 
But  most  delightful  of  all  is  the 
winged  griffin  which  tops  the  piece 
and  gives  it  its  unmistakable  Spanish 
character. 

The  15rh  Century  added  volutes, 
or  extra  curves,  to  the  tripod  feet  and 
more  sophistication,  but  the  Gothic 
character  was  still  evident  in  the  mag- 
nificent  candelabra   de   corona  de  luz 


witli  its  elaborate  leafage,  splendid 
jiierced  crowns,  fine  scrolls  and  griff os 
— those  chimerical  winged  griffins  be- 
loved of  Spain,  with  their  menacing 
jaws  and  sometimes  with  gnashing 
teeth  and  spiked  tails.  We  find  plenty 
of  griffins  in  Italian  ornament,  but 
the  Spanish  griffin  is  especially  nai\e, 
vivacious  and  entertaining. 

The  corona  or  crown  form  was  in 
quite  general  use  throughout  western 
Europe  in  the  Middle  .'Vges,  whenever 
a  large  number  of  lights  was  required 
in  great  halls  and  in  churches.  There 
are  notable  examples  of  hanging 
coronas  in  France,  England,  and  Ger- 
many. That  at  Aix-la-Chapelle, where 
Charles  V.  of  Spain  was  crowned  Em- 
peror in  1520,  is  famous.  We  are 
reminded  how  closely  this  Charles 
links  Spain  with  Flanders,  for  he  was 
born  in  Ghent  in  1500  and  came  to  the 
throne  in  1515.  But  this  is  taking  us 
into  the  16th  Century  and  the  Renais- 
sance, when  Flemish  bronze  work  in 
her  famous  chandeliers  must  have  been 
well  known  at  least  in  the  Court  of 
Spain  if  not  throughout  the  country. 

In  the  gran  candelabra — the  great 
candelabrum — we  begin  to  see  a  tran- 
sition between  the  Gothic  and  Renaij- 
sance  types.  The  standard  takes  on  a 
column-like  form,  even  rectangular; 
and  in  the  16th  Century  beautiful 
Renaissance  models  appear  in  the 
Spanish  candelabros.  The  candelabra 
arquitectural  of  the  17th  Century  is 
lithe  and  gracious  in  outline  with  its 
vase-like  members.  Typical  Italian 
designs  appeared.  But  with  all  their 
ornate  Renaissance  decoration  we  are 
reminded  that  these  fixtures  are  of 
iron,  not  wood  or  marble,  by  some 
open  scroll  work  above  the  base 
frankly  showing  the  curved  supports.

LIGHTING     FIXTURES     OF     SPAIN 

{Coiuiiiued  from  page  154) 


Crowns  of  light  in  the  Gothic  style 
persisted  in  the  candelabros  of  the 
Renaissance  period,  but  these  took  on 
an  extra  ornamental  motif  above  the 
tripod  feet.  Many  are  beautiful,  some 
are  merely  naive.  Both  Gothic  and 
Renaissance  designs  were  worked  in 
iron  at  this  time,  and  even  the  lam- 
fara — chandelier  in  one  or  two  tiers 
— and  the  -velon,  of  Roman  type — a 
lamp  set  up  on  a  tall  upright  rod 
with  scissors,  snuffers,  etc.  suspended 
by  chains — were  made  of  iron  and 
exquisitely  fashioned.  Renaissance 
ironwork  in  el  estilo  flateresco  is 
worked  as  finely  as  a  precious  metal, 
uith  gold  leaf  beaten  in  or  gold  ap- 
]ilied  in  liquid  form.  Color  is  rarely 
found  on  Spanish  ironwork,  unlike 
the  Italian,  except  in  heraldic  orna- 
ment where  color  is  essential;  but 
iron  fixtures  were  often  partially  or 
wholly   gilt. 

POST  RENAISSANCE  WORK 

The  17th  Century  estilo  Chur- 
r'lgueresco,  which  followed  the  clas- 
sical Renaissance,  produced  those  can- 
delabros and  lamfaras  with  a  riot  of 
decoration  which  usually  come  to  mind 
when  the  average  person  thinks  of 
anything  Spanish.  With  the  18th  Cen- 
tury, ironwork  lost  its  peculiarly 
Spanish  character  except  where  it  re- 
peated  the   older  models. 

Bronze,  brass,  tin,  copper,  silver, 
wood  and  glass  went  into  the  mak- 
ing of  Spanish  lighting  fixtures,  as 
well  as  iron,  though  iron  is  charac- 
teristically Spanish.  Bronze  was  used 
in  the  Renaissance  period,  !6th  Cen- 
tury, but  in  the  Italian  manner.  There 
are  notable  bronze  candelabros  in  el 
estilo  flateresco,  but  bronze  work 
never  equaled  that  of  silver  or  iron 
in  Spain  and  declined  in  the  1  7th  Cen- 
tury. Silver  was  lavishly  used  after 
America  was  discovered.  Juan  de 
Alpha,  the  great  I  6th  Century  silver- 
smith, lias  left  among  his  flateresco 
designs  beautiful  candeleros,  can- 
delabros and  lamfaras.  The  sister  of 
Philip  II  had  a  silver  balustrade 
weighing  1  2  1  pounds  around  her  bed 
and  most  of  her  kitchen  utensils  were 
of  silver.  There  was  much  splendid 
silverware  in  the  houses  of  the  Span- 
ish grandees  because,  with  the  enor- 
mous influx  of  this  precious  metal, 
silversmiths  flocked  to  Spain  from 
France,  Italy,  and  Germany. 

When  the  French  looted  the  Es- 
corial  Palace  in  1810,  they  despoiled 
it  of  the  largest  number  of  silver  and 
gold  objects  then  in  Europe,  among 
them  many  lamps.  They  filled  ten 
camp  wagons  from  the  Escorial.  From 
one  cathedral  alone  they  took  10,000 
pounds  of  old  silverware.  Since 
Spain's  loss  of  so  much  of  her  silver- 
smiths' work  we  are  apt  to  look  upon 
her  brass  sanctuary  lamps  as  typical, 
as  silver  ones  are  of  Italy.  These 
brass  lamps  follow  Italian  models 
pretty  closely  but  in  a  Spanish  way. 
Their  open-work  scrolled  chains  are 
highly  ornamental  and  hint  of  the 
Saracens,  as  do  their  domes  which  sug- 


gest the  old  mosque  lamps.  Brass  anil 
even  iron  velons  of  Roman  type,  with 
large  shades  in  the  form  of  shells  up- 
held by  cupids,  are  typically  Spanish. 
The  shell  is  the  emblem  of  Spain's 
patron  saint  San  Diego,  and  appears 
constantly  in  decoration,  as  do  the 
crown  and  Lily,  emblems  of  the  Vir- 
gin. These  were  used  on  lighting 
fixtures  for  the  home  as  well  as  the 
church,  for  they  were  similar. 

Wood  is  especially  adapted  to 
Baroque  ornament,  and  16th  and  17th 
Century  candelabros  are  carved  with 
heavy  scrolling,  cartouches,  cherubs, 
and  paw  feet,  characteristic  of  her 
estilo  Chiirrigueresco.  Candlesticks 
upheld  by  kneeling  figures  in  the 
Italian  manner  were  also  used  In 
Spain.  Some  16th  Century  examples 
are  rather  crude  but  very  effective. 
One  pair  has  cornucopias  that  curve 
dangerously  but  still  keep  their 
prickets  upright.  Lamfaras — chande- 
liers of  wood,  or  of  wood  with  iron 
branches  in  one  or  two  tiers,  with  as 
many  as  a  dozen  branches — were  made 
in  the  16th  Century,  but  came  into 
more  frequent  use  during  the  !7th. 
Wood  was  both  silvered  and  gilded. 

Glass  was  made  into  lamps  in  the 
1  6th  and  1  7th  Centuries,  for  the  Bar- 
celona glass  makers  imitated  Venetian 
work  at  this  period.  There  is  a  bold 
character  to  Spanish  glass  that  dis- 
tinguishes it,  and  it  is  often  decorated 
with  that  wavy  milk-white  line  so 
frequent  in  ancient  Roman  glass. 
These  lamps  are  of  plain  or  colored, 
often  pale  amber,  glass  in  the  antique 
Roman  form.  As  in  France  and  Italy 
during  the  18th  Century,  glass  chan- 
deliers were  in  vogue,  and  many 
beautiful  chandeliers  as  well  as  splen- 
did candlesticks  were  made  in  the 
Venetian  manner  with  colored  flowers 
and  leaves.  Their  workmanship, 
however,  has  a  heavier  touch  than  the 
Venetian.  The  superb  17th  Century 
Italian  crystal  chandelier  of  the  Es- 
corial, with  its  elaborate  pendants, 
garlands  and  peacocks  proves  that  such 
models  can  be  domiciled  within  Span- 
ish walls  as  successfully  as  a  purely 
Moorish  lamp. 

Spain's  own  interpretations 

With  the  18th  Century  Spain  came 
under  the  general  influences  common 
to  other  European  countries,  but  her 
interpretation  of  these  types  is  bold 
and  outstanding,  a  combination  of 
naivete  and  sophistication  that  makes 
them  Spanish.  But  chandeliers,  gi- 
randoles and  sconces  in  the  French  style 
were  only  for  the  ultra-fashionable, 
a  small  world  in  Spain,  and  she  is 
still  far  from  giving  up  her  fal- 
inatoria  and  her  candil.  Her  lanterns 
deserve  and  shall  have  special  consid- 
eration. •

jority  of  these  houses  is  more  or  less 
precarious.  Their  days  are  numbered; 
and  when  they  lie  right  upon  the 
property  line  separating  lots  32A  and 
32B  in  the  latest  rigid  real  estate  de- 
T,elopment,  or  when  they  have  been 
altered  and  remodeled  out  of  all  their 
prior  personality,  there  will  arise  a 
great  cry  of  complaint  at  the  ruthless 
behavior  of  Progress.  But  the  cry 
will  come  too  late. 

The  most  notable  example  of  any 
concerted  effort  in  this  country  to 
protect  fine  old  houses  is  that  of  the 
Society  for  the  Preservation  of  New 
England  Antiquities.  Tliis  Society 
was  organized  in  1910  "for  the  pur- 
pose of  preserving  for  future  genera- 
tions the  rapidly  disappearing  archi- 
tectural monuments  of  New  England 
and  the  antiquities  connected   with   its 


people."  We  learn  that  already  it  "owns 
and  maintains  ten  houses  built  between 
1651  and  1809  and  located  in  various 
parts  of  New  England;  the  'Quincey 
Memorial,'  Litchfield,  Connecticut ;  and 
the  reversion  of  a  house  built  in  1720. 
It  maintains  a  Historical  Museum 
and  Library  at  its  lieadquarters  in  the 
Harrison  Grey  Otis  House  (built 
1795),  at  2  Lynde  Street,  Boston." 

This  Society  is  continually  on  the 
lookout  for  historical  houses,  taverns, 
public  buildings,  old  houses  of  artistic 
worth,  and  homes  of  famous  people. 
Its  aim  is  to  "preserve  the  most  inter- 
esting of  these  buildings  by  obtain- 
ing control  of  them  through  gift, 
purchase,  or  otherwise,  and  then  to 
restore  them,  and  finally  to  let  them 
to  tenants  iiiulcr  wise  restrictions,

unless  local  conditions  suggest  some 
otlier  treatment.  It  is  anticipated  that 
arrangements  can  be  made  by  which 
members  of  the  Society  may  inspect 
each  building  at  stated  times.  This 
plan  has  the  merit  of  continuing  the 
property  in  the  use  for  which  it  was 
intended,  making  it  accessible  to  mem- 
bers, and  finally  of  leaving  the  cstare 
on   the  local   tax  list." 

One  of  the  most  interesting  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  New  England  So- 
ciety is  its  excellent  little  quarterly, 
called  Old-Time  New  England.  This 
contains  illustrations  and  descriptions 
of  the  houses  and  other  accessions  of 
the  Society,  as  well  as  of  the  various 
antiquities  whose  purchase  it  is  con- 
sidering. 

A  typical  example  of  the  Society's 
work  is  shown  in  the  Browne  House, 
illustrated  here.  From  what  was  an 
almost  hopeless  condition  it  was  reco\-- 


ered,  tenderly  and  intelligently,  with 
an  amazing  amount  of  its  original 
charm   intact. 

Of  course,  other  houses,  elsewhere, 
have  been  preserved  with  taste  and 
keen  appreciation  of  their  original 
character,  as  was  the  case  with  the 
Dyckman  House,  in  New  York,  turned 
over  by  descendants  of  the  elder  Dyck- 
man to  the  city.  Historical  Societies 
have  done  a  bit  in  this  direction;  the 
D.  A.  R.;  park  departments,  and 
private  individuals;  but  to  save  the 
mass  of  American  houses  of  the  sev- 
enteenth, eighteenth  and  early  nine- 
teenth century,  quick  and  earnest 
action  is  becoming  more  and  more 
necessary.  The  results  of  such  a  gen- 
eral movement  would  certainly  be 
profitable  sentimentally.  If  the  game 
is  not  worth  that  particular  candle, 
then,  by  using  some  of  our  ingenuity, 
we  might  try  to  make  it  pay — in  cash.

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sionally  bear  enough  fruit  in  tlie  fall 
to  make  it  worth  while  to  plant  a  few. 
But  it  is  best  to  place  tlepenclence 
upon  varieties  that  ripen  in  the  normal 
season.  Most  of  them  bear  larger  fruit, 
more  abundantly  and  of  higher  qual- 
ity.   Standard  varieties  are: 

Flarly:  Early  June,  Marlboro. 
Late:  t'uthbert,  Herbert.  Purple: 
Columbian,  Cardinal,  Shaffer.  Early 
Black:  Farmer,  Kansas.  Late:  Cum- 
berland, Gregg,  Gault. 

Blackberry  varieties  rijK-n  r.ither 
close  together,  though  some  have 
longer  seasons  than  others.  Generally, 
Early  Harvest  and  Blowers  are  a 
little  in  advance  of  the  others,  and 
Kathbun  often  extends  well  into  the 
fall.  Other  varieties  of  value  offered 
widely  are  Eldorado,  Mersereau  and 
Ward   Dewberries. 

i)f,wbi:rries 

Dewberries  are  trailing  Black- 
berries, some  of  which  begin  to  ripen 
with  late  Strawberries,  a  month  be- 
fore the  bush  Blackberries.  They  can- 
not be  grown  in  orchards  in  the  same 
\\ay  as  the  other  cane  and  bush  fruits 
because  of  their  sprawling  habit  of 
growth.  The  best  way  to  handle  them 
is  to  grow  them  like  grapes  on  posts 
or  trellises.  The  half  dozen  varieties 
offered  by  nurserymen  are  all  worthy 
of  trial.  Lucretia  is  the  most  popular, 
hut  unfortunately  the  stock  is  gen- 
1  rally  badly  mixed,  so  one  cannot  tell 
whether  or  not  he  has  the  genuine 
until  after  his  plants  have  borne  fruit. 
In  order  to  be  fairly  sure  of  getting 
genuine  stock  of  this  variety  it  will 
be  well  to  purchase  say  a  dozen  plants 
from  each  of  four  or  more  sources; 
and  then,  after  fruiting,  to  encourage 
tlie  development  of  new  plants  by 
those  that  bear  the  best  berries.  These 
new  plants  may  then  be  set  in  a  new 
))lantation  and  the  inferior  origin,'.! 
plants   destroyed. 

In  some  sections  of  the  country 
Currants  and  Gooseberries  must  be 
destroyed  because  they  spread  blister 
rust,  which  is  a  disease  that  kills  cer- 
tain species  of  Pine  trees.  Most  nurs- 
erymen are  posted  as  to  these  areas 
and  will  not  sell  plants  to  be  shipped 
there.  Before  ordering  it  will  be  well 
to  determine  whether  or  not  your  gar- 
den is  in  one  of  these  sections. 

Among  Currant  varieties.  White 
Grape,  White  Imperial,  Wilder,  Red 
Cross  and  Perfection  are  eminent  be- 
cause of  high  quality  and  mild  acid- 
ity. They  ripen  at  so  nearly  the  same 
time  and  may  be  allowed  to  remain 
on  the  bushes  so  long  that  the  terms 
early  and  late  apply  with  little  force 
to   them. 

The  European  varieties  of  Goose- 
berries demand  much  more  care  than 
do  our  American  kinds.  They  resent 
our  hot  sun  and  "dry  air.  Heavy 
mulching  and  planting  in  partial 
shade  help  toward  success  with  them. 
The  large  size  of  their  fruits  (some- 
times two  ounces  each)  and  their  high 
quality  and  dessert  value  as  raw,  ripe 
fruits  warrant  this  extra  attention. 
The  only  difficulty  is  to  get  plants; 
few  nurserymen  carry  them. 

Among  the  varieties  suitable  for 
.\merica,  Chautauqua  and  Columbus 
are    probably    the    best    white    kinds. 


though  Downinrj  is  more  frequentl 
planted,  especially  for  market.  Of  th, 
red  varieties,  Red  Jacket  has  doubt: 
less  been  the  leading  variety,  thoug 
Poorman,  a  newer  kinil,  is  said  to  I) 
the  best  of  more  than  sixty  varietiei 
tested  side  by  side  at  the  New  Yorl 
Experiment  Station,  where  it  wa 
grown  on  heavy  clay  loam.  Thi;

The  best  time  to  plant  Goosebi.i;\ 
and  Currant  plants  is  after  they  lup 
dropped  their  leaves,  say  in  early  Nol 
vember.  The  reason  for  this  is  thail 
the  plants  usually  become  fully  li^r 
mant  by  that  time  and  may  be  trans 
planted  without  risk;  but,  more  iin 
portant,  being  in  place  when  sjirin;; 
opens,  they  are  not  disturbed  and  d< 
not  suffer  the  loss  of  new  roots,  as  i;, 
the  case  when  transplanting  is  done  in 
spring.  Dormant  stock  held  by  nurs- 
erymen should  be  planted  as  early  as 
possible  to  take  advantage  of  the  root! 
forming  habits  of  these  plants.  Fall 
planted  stock  generally  gets  such  al 
splendid  start  that  not  only  during] 
the  first  season  but  in  later  years  they 
maintain  the  lead  over  equally  good 
stock  planted  in  the  spring.  How- 
e\er,  such  gains  are  not  pronounced 
enough  to  warrant  postponing  plant- 
ing from  spring  to   fall. 

Red  Raspberries  and  Blackberries, 
both  of  which  produce  new  plants 
from  their  roots,  may  be  planted  in 
the  fall  if  set  rather  deeply,  say  at 
five  inches.  But  black  and  purple 
Raspberries  and  Dewberries,  which 
make  new  plants  from  the  tips  of  the 
young  canes,  should  always  be  planted 
in  the  spring.  Otherwise  they  may  be 
heaved  out  of  the  ground  by  frost 
and  thus  destroyed.  Except  as  a  means 
of  saving  time  in  spring,  nothing  is 
to  be  gained  by  planting  the  former 
group  in  the  fall.  Both  groups  may 
as  well  be  planted  in  the  spring. 

FOR  AMAIICUR  PLANTING 

For  amateur  planting,  two-year- 
old  Currant  and  Gooseberry  plants 
are  more  satisfactory  than  one-year- 
old  stock.  The  latter,  being  some- 
what cheaper,  is  used  largely  by  com- 
mercial planters.  Most  Red  Rasp- 
berry and  Blackberry  plants  are  sold 
as  sucker  or  root  cutting  plants, 
whereas  black  and  purple  Raspberry 
and  Dewberry  plants  are  sold  as  "tip" 
plants,  or  "tip  layers."  In  all  these 
classes  some  nurserymen  offer  "trans- 
plants," which  are  plants  that  have 
been  grown  one  year  from  tips,  root 
cuttings,  or  suckers,  respectively. 
These  plants  are  always  higher  priced 
than  the  others.  Whether  they  are  as 
satisfactory  as  the  cheaper  grades  is 
a  question.  The  writer's  experience  is 
that  during  the  first  season  they  bear 
more  fruit,  but  a  larger  proportion 
of  them  die  before  the  season  is  ended. 

Before  planting  bush  and  cane 
fruits  the  ground  inust  be  well  pre- 
pared by  plowing  and  harrowing. 
The  preparation  for  the  orchard  will 
be  sufficient.  In  planting  Currants, 
Gooseberries,  red  Raspberries  and 
Blackberries,  the  plants  should  be  set

rather  deeply,  say  two  or  three  inches 
lower  than  they  stood  in  the  nursery 
rows  as  indicated  by  the  soil  marks 
on  the  stems.  Tip  plants  of  black  and 
purple  Raspberries  and  Dewberries, 
however,  must  be  planted  very  shal- 
low, because  the  buds  from  which 
new  shoots  develop  must  not  be  cov- 
ered more  than  half  an  inch  and  the 
earth  must  be  packed  very  firmly 
around  them. 

All  bush  and  cane  fruit  plants  are 
shallow  rooted.  Hence  cultivation 
must  be  shallow.  Again,  as  the  roots 
of  Currants  and  Gooseberries  espe- 
cially become  active  often  before  the 
ground  is  fully  thawed  out,  it  is  ad- 
visable to  do  any  necessary  plowing 
between  the  established  plants  in  the 
fall,  the  furrow  slices  being  leveled 
immediately  thereafter.  In  early  spring 
we  will  remove  all  weeds  and  grass 
from  the  bases  of  the  plants.  This  is 
easily  done  then  because  the  ground 
is  soft  and  new  roots  have  not  formed. 

In  order  to  retain  as  much  moisture 
as  possible  in  the  soil,  the  surface  may 
be  either  kept  loose  by  shallow  culti- 
vation or  it  may  be  heavily  mulched 
with  straw,  leaves,  buckwheat  stems 
or  any  other  available  material  that 
will  readily  break  up  and  decay. 
When  such  a  mulch  is  applied  annually 
in  early  June  and  plowed  under  in 
late  October,  it  saves  both  moisture  in 
the  soil  during  the  growing  season 
and  by  its  decay  and  incorporation 
tends  to  make  the  soil  more  retentive 
of  moisture  each  year.  The  effects  are 
improved  size,  quality  and  quantity 
of  fruit.  For  this  reason  it  is  better 
than  cultivation  where  the  plants  are 
placed  in  areas  by  themselves  and 
away  from  trees — provided  the  weeds 
are  cut  down  while  small  and  allowed 
to  decay  where  they  fall. 

GOOD    FERTILIZER 

Phosphate  fertilizers  such  as  bone 
meal  and  acid  phosphate,  and  potash 
fertilizers,  for  instance,  unleached 
wood  ashes,  may  be  applied  at  any 
time  during  the  growing  season  with- 
out fear  of  loss  or  damage.  But  nitrog- 
enous fertilizers  such  as  nitrate  of 
soda  and  sulphate  of  ammonia  must 
be  used  sparingly — only  in  spring, 
and  only  when  the  plants  have  been 
making  puny  growth  or  have  yellow- 
ish foliage.  They  are  stimulants  and 
may  be  overdone.  An  ounce  or  two 
to  a  bush  is  usually  sufficient  for  one 
application.  It  is  better  to  make  two 
applications  a  few  weeks  apart  than 
to  give  the  total  amount  in  only  one 


dose,  because  these  materials  are  very 
soluble  and  may  be  washed  out  of  the 
soil  before  the  roots  can  utilize  them. 
While  these  plants  all  have  insect 
and  fungous  enemies,  most  of  them  are 
either  easy  to  combat  or  are  seldom 
troublesome.  Orange  rust  of  black 
Raspberries  and  Blackberries  is  first 
apparent  as  sickly  looking  plants 
which  soon  have  yellow  growths  on 
the  undersides  of  the  leaves.  Digging 
out  and  immediate  burning  is  the 
only    remedy. 

A    PLANT  DISEASE 

"Blue  Stem"  attacks  black  Rasp- 
berries in  some  sections.  No  remedy 
is  known.  The'  affected  plants  look 
sickly  and  have  unnaturally  blue  stems. 
It  is  best  to  dig  up  the  diseased  plants 
and  burn  them  immediately. 

Currant  and  Gooseberry  foliage 
sometimes  wilts  as  the  result  of  borer 
attack,  or,  in  the  case  of  Currants,  be- 
cause of  a  fungous  disease.  Cut  and 
burn  the  affected  parts. 

Currant  and  Gooseberry  leaves  are 
almost  always  attacked  by  worms  in 
early  spring  and  summer.  If  taken 
in  time  these  need  do  no  appreciable 
damage,  but,  if  neglected,  will  strip 
the  bushes.  In  such  cases  they  not 
only  destroy  the  foliage  and  prevent 
the  development  of  the  fruit,  but  they 
so  weaken  the  plants  that  little  or  no 
fruit  will  set  the  following  year. 
After  two  or  three  years  of  neglect 
the  plants  will  have  died.  Few  in- 
sects are  easier  to  destroy.  The  eggs 
are  laid  in  early  spring  along  the 
under  sides  of  the  lower  leaves.  A 
few  minutes*  search  will  discover 
them.  The  worms  soon  hatch  and  at 
first  eat  the  lower  leaves  on  the  in- 
terior of  the  bushes.  When  this  food 
gives  out  they  climb  higher.  When 
numerous  they  may  seem  to  destroy  the 
upper    foliage    almost    suddenly. 

The  sure  remedy  is  to  spray  the 
lower  parts  of  the  bushes  with  ar- 
senate of  lead  or  white  hellebore,  the 
former  preferred  for  the  early  spray- 
ing, the  latter  when  the  fruit  is  near- 
ing  maturity,  because  it  is  not  a  poison 
to  human  beings.  The  spray  should 
always  be  directed  upwards  from  the 
lowest  points  so  as  thoroughly  to  cover 
the  under  sides  of  the  leaves.  Control 
of  the  first  brood  will  lessen  damage 
by  later  ones.  By  this  method  the 
writer  has  often  had  abundant  and 
perfect  foliage  all  season  long  and 
excellent  fruit  each  year,  even  when 
all  his  neighbors  have  lost  foliage 
before  the  middle  of  June.

THE  problem  of  keeping  Canna  roots  in  good  condition  while 
they  are  stored  indoors  during  the  winter  months  is  most 
easily  solved  by  treating  them  as  if  they  were  Dahlia  tubers.  By 
placing  them  in  boxes  and  covering  with  dr\  sand  to  exclude  the 
air  they  will  remain  healthily  dormant  pro\iilcd  that  the  cellar  or 
other  room  where  they  are  is  moderately  Q^<(^  A  temperature  of 
about  50°  is  the  best.

Those  who  know  Cannas 
only  as  rather  garish,  crude  flowers  will  he  •surprised  and  pleased 
by  the  really  lovely  blossoms  of  some  of  the  modern  named  varie- 
ties.

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be  satisfactory,  but  the  flats  should  be  covered  with  glass  to  prevent 
undue  evaporation  from  the  soil.  As  soon  as  the  tiny  plants  appear 
the)-  will  nc-c-d  air,  sunlight  and  close  attention  to  watering.  By 
the  end  of  February  they  should  be  ready  for  their  first  transplant- 
ing into  other  flats  or  to  thumh  pots.  Late  May  should  find  some 
of  them  in  bloom.

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trees  which,  if  you  live  south  of  New  York,  may  be  planted  around 
the  grounds  to  live  and  grow  for  years. 

It  takes  from  one  to  two  years  for  Holly  seeds  to  germinate 
after  they  have  been  planted  about  a  quarter-inch  deep  in  pots  of 
moderately  light,  leaf-moldy  soil.  During  this  period  the  pots 
are  stored  in  a  cellar  or  coldframe  and  watered  often  enough  to 
keep  the  soil  in  them  from  completely  drying  out.  As  soon  as  the 
seeds  sprout  they  will,  of  course,  need  light  and  fresh  air.  Despite 
the  long  wait  for  germination  to  take  place,  growth  is  quite  rapid 
after  it  once  starts. 


INCREASING   THE   QUALITY  OF  GRAPES 

THE  average  Grapevine  that  is  allowed  to  grow  more  or  less 
at  random  soon  covers  a  good  deal  of  space  and  may  carry 
many  bunches  of  fruit  during  the  season.  Almost  invariably, 
however,  the  size  of  these  clusters,  and  of  the  individual  grapes 
which  comprise  them,  is  much  below  par. 

Just  as  disbudding  Dahlias  leads  to  fewer  but  finer  flowers,  so 
will  intelligent  pruning  of  these  rambling  vines  make  a  vast  dif- 
ference in  the  quality  of  the  Grapes  they  bear.  If  a  good-sized 
vine  is  cut  back  to  from  two  to  three  dozen  buds,  as  the  points  from 
which  new  wood  growth  starts  are  called,  larger  and  better  fruit 
will  follow  the  next  year.  It's  just  the  old  story  of  concentrating 
the  plant's  energy  instead  of  letting  it  be  scattered  in  too  many 
directions. 

Grape  pruning  is  seasonable  now,  and  up  to  the  latter  part  of 
February.  If  deferred  until  early  spring  it  is  likely  to  be  followed 
by  harmful  "bleeding"  of  the  vines  as  the  sap  begins  to  rise.

tionably  messy  to  handle.  And  because  it  does  not  need  drainage, 
it  makes  possible  the  use  of  decorative  pottery  bowls  in  place  of 
the  necessarily  leaky  flower-pot.  This  last  is  a  decided  advantage 
in  an  apartment  of  which  the  drapery  fabrics  and  floor  covering? 
are  of  such  a  nature  that  water  will  injure  them.  The  use  of  fiber 
obviates  this  danii:er  to  the  room's  decoration. 


FOR  the  proper  setting  out  of  Lilies-of-the-valley,  the  fiber  is 
soaked  in  water,  squeezed  out  and  placed  in  a  bowl,  preferably 
one  of  some  depth.  Into  this  the  pips  are  set  and  given  a  daily 
sprinkling  with  water — just  enough  to  keep  the  fiber  moist.  It 
is  not  necessary,  as  in  the  case  of  bulb  forcing,  to  keep  the  bowl 
in  the  dark  until  growth  is  established;  Lily-of-the-valley  pips 
start  to  sprout  healthily  in  full  light  on  the  third  or  fourth  day 
after  planting.  Then  for  twenty-one  days  development  is  rapid, 
and  the  end  of  that  period  generally  sees  the  slender  green  stalks

in  our  own  homes. 

At  the  shop  of  Max  Schling,  seedsman,  all  the  necessary 
materials  for  the  process  are  procurable.  A  small  glass  bowl, 
much  like  the  familiar  fish-globe  of  fond  memory,  is  the  garden 
bed.  This  is  filled  with  chemically  charged  water,  into  which 
are  emptied  the  contents  of  several  mysterious  vials,  one  of  them 
containing  small  pellet-like  seeds. 

Then  the  magic  begins  to  work.  Slender  spires  mount  before 
our  eyes  from  the  pellets,  which  have  sunk  to  the  bottom.  Rain- 
bow spirals  twist  their  way  up  through  the  clear  water,  spread- 
ing fan-like  into  flower  forms,  until  when  full  development 
is  attained  we  have  within  our  glass  bowl  a  Bermuda  sea-garden 
in  miniature. 

The  whole  procedure,  from  the  moment  the  pellets  are  thrown 
into  the  water  to  their  achievement  of  full  growth,  takes  about 
twentj'-five  minutes,  and  the  results  will  last  indefinitely  unless 
the  bowl  is  violently  disturbed.  This  is  the  sort  of  thing  that 
makes  an  enforced  stay  in  the  nursery  on  a  wet  day  less  trying  to 
the  disposition  of  everyone  concerned.

By  ROBERT  S.  LEMMON 

Specific  questions  on  dog  subjects  will  gladly 
be  answered  by  The  Dog  Mart  of  House  ii 
Gardeti.

THE  old  saying  that  a  dog's  bark  is  worse  than  his  bite 
is  capable  of  another  interpretation  than  the  one  usu- 
ally placed  upon  it:  to  the  ears  of  the  surrounding  com- 
munity at  large  the  yapping  of  a  chronic  barker  is  far  more 
annoying  than  any  hypothetical  proclivity  he  may  have  for 
closing  his  jaws  on  something  more  animate  than  a  chop 
bone  or  a  dish  of  soup  meat.  In  other  words,  the  habitually 
noisy  dog  is  a  nuisance. 

If  it  were  possible  to  classify  barking  dogs,  they  miglit 
be  grouped  under  two  general  heads:  those  that  raise  a  row 
over  some  real  or  fancied  intrusion  upon  their  masters' 
domains,  and  those  that  bark  extravagantly  from  scatter- 
brained cx'citement,  imaginary  spooks  of  varied  genera,  or 
simply  because  they  have  nothing  else  to  do.  The  first  class 
of  noise  is  legitimate  and,  in  many  circumstances,  highly 
desirable.  The  second  has  no  logical  excuse  for  existence, 
and  it  is  with  the  purpose  of  mitigating  it  that  the  follow- 
inir  suiTijestions  arc  offered.

THE     DOG     MART 


First  as  to  the  dog  that  barks  from  pure  excitement.  In 
many  cases  the  habit  is  traceable  to  his  bringing  up.  Perhaps 
the  tendency  is  inborn,  but  has  it  not  been  aggregated  by 
playing  boisterously  with  him,  teaching  him  to  "speak" 
until  he  does  it  on  all  occasions,  encouraging  hiin  to  rush 
madly  out  of  the  opened  door  in  pursuit  of  some  imaginary 
foe,  and  a  dozen  other  actions  calculated  to  develop  his 
vocal  propensities? 

Whether  or  not  any  of  these  things  is  the  case,  the 
remedy  is  the  same  in  principle:  calm  him  doivn  by  word 
and  act.  Let  him  realize  by  your  own  quiet  behavior  that 
life  is  not  intended  to  be  one  prolonged  bark,  and  if  this 
does  not  effect  a  cure,  resort  to  the  light  switch  or  whatever 
other  form  of  punishment  you  prefer  to  employ.  In  a  few 
cases,  particularly  those  of  large  dogs,  the  "force"  collar  is 
advisable,  inasmuch  as  it  is  an  adequate  punishment  which 
acts  directly  on  the  dog's  throat.  It  should  be  used,  however, 
only  with  great  discretion,  as  it  is  capable  of  too  severe 
results. 

The  dog  that  barks  to  pass  the  time  presents  a  different 
problem  for  solution.  With  him  it  is  chiefly  a  question  of 
justice  and  punishment.  Supposing  he  is  confined  in  a  yard 
or  on  chain  and  is  habitually  noisy.  First  make  sure  that 
the  cause  is  not  hunger  or  thirst  or  insufficient  exercise,  and 
then  punish  him  lightly  while  you  order  him  to  ^'be  still  f 
A  few  repetitions  should  teach  him  the  meaning  of  com- 
mand, and  thereafter  it  is  merely  a  question  of  catching 
him  in  the  act  and  punishing  accordingly.  Often  a  sound 
switching  or  two  is  necessary  to  eft'ect  a  cure,  especially  if 
the  habit  is  of  long  standing,  but  perseverance  will  count 
here  as  in  all  dog  handlino-. 

The  third  type — the  dog  who  is  forever  challenging 
ghosts  to  come  and  do  battle  with  him — is  the  hardest  of 
all  to  handle.  This  brand  of  barking  usually  arises  from  an 
extremely  nervous,  faltering  character,  and  about  the  only 
thing  you  can  do  is  to  try  and  build  up  confidence  by  keep- 
ing the  dog  with  you  as  much  as  possible  and  showing  him 
that  his  suspicions  are  all  foolishness. 

In  the  final  analysis,  the  cases  of  really  incurable  bark- 
ing habits  are  rare  indeed  if  you  apply  sensible  reasoning 
to  their  treatment.

Suggestions  for  using 
Forged  Iron  Hardware 

Hinge  straps  for  entrance  doors  may  be  in  any  one 
of  the  several  master  designs:  Heart,  Tulip,  Curley 
Lock  or  Etruscan.  For  a  V-groove  batten  door,  straight 
straps  are  called  for.  Offset  straps  find  their  natural 
use  with  panel  doors  in  order  that  the  straps  may 
avoid  the  panels.  Usually,  the  panel  door  requires 
straps  only  at  top  and  bottom,  while  with  the  batten 
door  three  straps  may  be  used,  the  center  strap 
being  shorter. 

Forged  iron  entrance  handle  sets  are  approved  even 
without  forged  iron  hinge  straps.  On  the  outside  there 
is  customarily  a  thumb-latch,  and  the  inside  reveals  a 
drop  ring  handle  or  knob.  This  should  naturally  agree 
in  master  design  with  hinge  straps,  where  both  are 
to  be  used. 

Such  items  as  knockers,  foot  scrapers  and  mail 
boxes  of  forged  iron  may  be  added  as  your  own  good 
taste  may  dictate,  without  fear  of  breaking  con- 
ventions. 

The  Dutch  Split  Door  presents  an  interesting  prob- 
lem calling  for  four  hinge  straps  and  a  drop  ring  handle 
and  bolt  to  match.  For  interior  doors  and  for  windows 
the  opportunity  foi  adding  a  touch  of  "atmosphere" 
is  almost  unlimited.  The  stately  old  H  &  L  hinge 
plate  design  comes'into  its  own  on  interior  doors,  in 
various  combinations.  Perhaps  the  most  usual  is  the 
H  &  L  plate  combination  at  top  and  bottom  (avoid- 
ing the  door  panels),  and  the  H  plate  in  the  center. 
Colonial  knobs  may  be  used  instead  of  rim  latches. 
For  French  doors,  the  lever  handle  is  appropriate. 
McKinney  provides  two  designs,  one  suited  for  use 
with  any  of  the  three  master  Colonial  designs,  the 
other  made  after  the  Etruscan  pattern. 

If  you  have  casement  windows,  a  beautifully 
scrolled  Casement  Fastener  is  the  thing,  and  a  grace- 
ful surface  bolt  is  placed  on  the  inactive  leaf  of  the 
casement. 

The  construction  of  Louver  shutters  calls  for  the  use 
of  offset  hinge  straps  at  top  and  bottom  with  a  straight 
strap  at  the  center  rail.  The  pleasing  solid  batten 
shutters  are  greatly  enhanced  in  appearance  when 
straight  straps  are  applied.

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HOUSE  ^  GARDEN 


DCTRING  Marrh  and  for  several 
montlis  afterwards  there  will 
be  displayed  at  the  New  York  Public 
Library  a  remarkable  collection  of 
old  and  new  {garden  books.  This 
exhibition,  jjiven  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Garden  Club  of  America, 
and  the  New  York  Horticultural 
Society,  is  desig-ned  to  show  what  a 
vast  rang-e  of  literature  is  available  on 
this  subject.  From  ancient,  vellum- 
bound  herbals  to  the  new  and  richly 
illustrated  fjardcn  books  of  today, 
this  exhibition  will  afford  a  compre- 
hensive view  of  garden  writing. 
Looking  at  the  schedule  for  it,  we 
marvel  at  the  number  and  variety  of 
books  this  pleasant  hobby  has  evoked. 

Even  when  garden  lore  was  mere- 
ly medicinal,  men  were  inspired  to 
set  down  their  thoughts  and  obser- 
vations about  plants,  and  we  have 
them  today  in  rare  manuscript  herb- 
als. Then  came  in  printing  and  the 
printed  herbal  appeared.  And  from 
that  time  on  to  this  the  volume  of 
books  about  horticulture  and  gar- 
dening have  been  increasing  apace. 

Who,  one  wonders,  buys  all  these 
books?  Gardeners,  of  course,  for 
theirs  is  a  hobby  that  can  never  reach 
satiety;  constantly  they  are  searching 
for  new  truths,  new  experiences,  new 
enlightenment,  and  when  they  finil 
them,  they  needs  must  set  them  down 
for  others  to  read.  That  is  the 
beautiful  camaraderie  about  gar- 
dening— one  finds  secrets  only  to 
publish   them   abroad. 

Of  course,  there  are  gardeners  and 
gardeners.  Some  are  content  to 
raise  a  few  Zinnias  and  Asters — 
and  let  it  go  at  that.  Others — and 
these  comprise  the  aristocrats  and 
intelligentsia  of  the  gardening  world 
— seem  never  to  be  satisfied.  Year 
after  year  they  try  to  acquire  or  raise 
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difficult  and  rare  plants;  they  experi- 
ment with  this  method  and  that  and, 
in  their  work  and  study,  they  soon 
learn  to  appreciate  the  authorita- 
tive voice  when  it  speaks.  Too 
many  of  the  garden  books  and  gar- 
dening articles  produced  today  are 
based  on  copied  information;  too 
few  of  them  speak  with  first-hand 
authority. 

Glancing  over  the  books  that  ap- 
pear in  this  display  at  the  New  York 
Public  Library,  we  are  pleased  to 
find  what  a  large  number  of  the 
modern  American  works  are  by 
men  and  women  who  ha\'e  been 
or  are  contributors  to  House  & 
Garden.  Many  of  the  books  are 
composed  of  articles  that  first  ap- 
peared in  the  pages  of  this  magazine. 
There  were  good  reasons  why  these 
articles  should  be  preserved  in  the 
permanent  form  of  a  book — because 
they  were  intelligently  and  authori- 
tatively presented.  They  weren't 
merely  copied  from  other  books. 

While  gardening  is  only  one  of 
many  subjects  to  which  the  editorial 
pages  of  House  &  Garden  are  de- 
voted, it  is  a  highly  important  one. 
Working  on  the  theory  that  its  read- 
ers are  people  of  intelligence  and  ap- 
preciation, our  gardening  articles 
are  written  onlv  by  authorities.

THERE  are  many  ways  in  wiiicii  a  man  may 
seek  immortality  and  one  of  the  nicest  is  to 
plant  trees.

And  now,  gradually,  he 
is  assembling  a  collection  of  which  he  can  be 
proud.  Because  he  wants  to  see  his  work  com- 
pleted, he  is  putting  in  large  trees,  but  they  will 
outlive  him  for  many  a  decade.  Ami  in  that  he 
has  found  his  immortality. 


OLD  DOC  LEMMON  .?^y5'— "Ev'ry  ye;ir, 
'bout  this  time,  some  o'  the  city  folks  thet's 
bought  houses  'round  the  township's  purty  sure 
to  meet  me  on  the  road  an'  say, 

"'Hello,  Doc — seen  any  signs  o'  spring  yet?' 
An'  if  the  partic'lar  ones  thet  asks  me  is  wu'th 
it,  I  answer  'em  somethin'  like  this: 

"  'Sure,  plenty  o'  signs- — Pussywillers  openin' 
in  the  swamps.  Skunk-cabbage  pokin'  up  through 
the  muck  beside  Perkins's  spring,  Maple  buds 
swellin'  just  a  mite.  But  if  ye're  lookin'  fer  a 
real  thrill,  Ma'm — the  kind  thet  gits  ye  right 
where  ye  live,  as  the  feller  said — ye'll  find  it  in 
the  sounds  o'  spring  more'n  in  the  signs. 

"  'I  tell  ye,  Ma'm,  they's  more  of  a  real  kick 
in  the  song  o'  the  fust  Bluebird  er  Song  Sparrer 
than  in  all  the  Pussywillers  in  the  county.  A 
Woodpecker  hammerin'  on  a  dead  limb,  too — 
thet  sound  hes  got  Skunk-cabbage  licked  to  a 
frazzle.  But  fer  real,  honest-to-grandad  proof 
o'  spring,  ye've  got  to  wait  till  the  peeper  frogs 
git  a-goin'. 

"  'We're  li'ble  to  hear  'em  any  day,  now — a 
kind  o'  hesitatin'  leetle  trill  'round  noontime 
wlien  the  sun's  warmest.  One  er  two  starts  it, 
an'  in  a  while  they's  a  dozen  tryin'  out  their 
voices.  They  ain't  right  sure  o'  themselves,  yet ; 
if  the  sky  clouds  over  from  the  nor'west  an'  a 
chilly  wind  comes  along,  they'll  shut  up  like 
clams.  Funny  leetle  tads,  shy  as  a  girl.  But 
they've  got  the  real  message  o'  spring  in  their 
throats.'  " 


OXE  of  our  particular  dislikes  is  the  type  of 
house  that  is  decorated  with  ecclesiastical 
furniture  and  vestments.  Ladies  of  the  stage  and 
of  the  cinema  seem  given  to  this  sort  of  thing.  If 
they  find  a  blank  space  on  their  walls  they  im- 
mediately cover  it  with  a  cope.  Over  chairs  and 
tables  go  chasubles.  Mantels  are  draped  with 
altar  frontals,  stoles  and  maniples.  A  little  of 
this  may  be  all  very  well,  but  the  excess  of  it  is 
very  bad  taste. 

Except  from  the  point  of  taste  there  is  no  ob- 
jection to  using  beautiful  ecclesiastical  vestments 
in  decoration.  They  usually  are  made  of  ex- 
quisite fabrics- — in  fact,  among  ladies  in  Italy, 
France  and  Spain  it  is  the  custom  to  send  their 
first  communion,  ball  and  marriage  gowns  to 
convents  where  they  are  made  up  into  vestments 
and  embroidered  usually  (so  our  Catholic  au- 
thority informs  us)  by  over-conscientious  Flem- 
ish and  German  nuns.  Before  all  these  vestments 
are  blessed.  Then,  after  a  time,  if  the  convent  or 
the  church  wishes  to  dispose  of  them,  they  can 
be  secularized  and  sold.  There  is  a  special  office 
appointed  whereby  these  sacred  objects  are,  as 
it  were,  unblessed  before  they  go  out  into  the 
world   again. 


IN  THE  business  of  antiques  in  London  there 
are  strange  figures  which,  apparently,  are  pe- 
culiar to  that  city.  They  are  called  "Runners." 
Their  official  and  self-appointed  costume  con- 
sists of  top  hats  and  Prince  Albert  coats,  although 
the  age  and  condition  of  these  garments  need  not 
be  expatiated  upon.  Their  business  is  to  scour 
both  London  and  the  adjoining  countryside  or 
country  towns  for  whatever  antiques  may  be 
available.  They  go  from  house  to  house  blandly 
begging  for  antiques.  And  when  one  is  acquired, 
off  they  trot  to  the  dealers  with  their  prize.  Men 
of  rare  discernment,  these,  and  their  knowledge 
of  antiques  and  antiquities  is  almost  profound. 
Some  of  these  runners  today  represent  the  second 
and  third  generation  in  the  business.  Where  they 
live,  and  how  they  manage  to  exist  no  one  knows, 
but  their  colorful  Cockney  and  sly  ways  give  a 
picaresque  tang  to  London's  antique  underworld. 


DIPPING  into  some  old  books  recently  we 
found  two  quaint  references  to  maid  ser- 
vants. One  was  a  law  of  the  time  of  James  I, 
wherein  it  was  enacted  that  "no  servant  may  toy 
with  the  maids  under  pain  of  fourpence."  Not 
a  staggering  fine  for  such  domestic  trifling!  The 
other  reference  was  in  a  book  of  devotion  writ- 
ten during  the  plague  of  London  by  Thomas 
Dekker,  the  dramatist,  and  called  "Foure  Birds 
of  Noah's  Arke."  Some  of  the  petitions  are  quite 
moving,  for  example:  "Crown  my  Virgin-state 
with  chaste  and  religious  thoughts:  and  so  tem- 
per my  desires,  that  the  wanton  pleasures  of  the 
flesh  may  not  drown  in  mee  the  heavenly  treas- 
ures of  the  Spirit.  ...  So  thou  accounted  me 
fair,  I  care  not  how  ugly  I  appeare  to  the  world. 
And  for  that  I  am  put  poore,  so  blesse  mee,  that 
I  may  preserve  my  fame :  for  an  honest  reputa- 
tion is  to  a  maiden  an  ample  dowry." 


SINCE  there  is  no  end  to  the  making  of  gar- 
den books,  may  we  suggest  your  looking  into 
the  possible  delight  and  benefit  awaiting  those 
who  purchase  House  &  Garden's  Second  Book  of 
Gardens.

1ET  no  one  be  dismayed.  I  propose  to  be 
■Jon\\  a  partial  iconoclast.  It  would 
ne\er  do  to  have  gardening  or  any  other 
human  pursuit  reduced  to  completely  settled 
facts,  for  without  enough  "hokum"  to 
flavor  the  things  we  do,  much  of  life  would 
be  as  unpalatable  as  potatoes  without  salt. 
We  feel  very  superior  in  this  20th  Cen- 
tury, and  we  smile  at  the  old  herbals  with 
their  weird  tales  of  plant  life.  When 
Linnaeus,  in  1753,  published  his  "Species 
Plantorum"  we  began  to  be  successful  and 
scientific,  and  not  half  so  delightful  in  our 
garden  literature  as  during  the  period  of 
these  same  old  herbals.  Best  of  all  was  that 
of  John  Gerarde,  who  lived  in  the  last  half 
of  the  16th  Century,  and  whose  chatty  style 
and  convenient  spelling  matched  his  de- 
lightful plant  creations,  not  a  great  deal 
more  useless  or  improbable  than  many  of 
those  attributed  to  the  late  Burbank.  He 
gave  us  the  Goose  Tree,  with  a  picture 
showing  how  the  fruits  of  a  tree  of  that 
particular  species,  conveniently  planted  on 
the  edge  of  a  water  course,  were  most  ac- 
commodating, for  those  that  dropped  into 
the  water  became  fish,  while  those  dropping 
on  the  land  promptly  developed  into  geese 
and  then  ran  away! 

GAROEN    ROMANCERS 

Another  of  these  fine  old  romancers  was 
Bauhin,  who  in  1650  described  the  Scythian 
Lamb,  even  yet  dignified  by  a  plant  known 
as  C'tbot'tum  barometXy  which,  according  to 
the  herbalist,  "had  wool,  flesh  and  blood, 
and  a  root  attached  to  the  navel.  The  plant 
was  said  to  resemble  a  lamb  in  every  respect, 
but  grew  on  a  stalk  abv^ut  a  yard  high,  and 
turning  about  and  bending  to  the  herbage 
consumed  the  foliage  within  re-  h,  and 
then  pined  away  with  the  failure  of  the 
food  until  it  died."    Not  until  seventy-five 


years  of  more  or  less  belief  in  this  par- 
ticular bit  of  bunk  did  an  investigator,  in 
1  725,  carefully  examine  the  museum  speci- 
men of  the  Scythian  Lamb  in  Danzig.  He 
found  it  was  only  the  root  of  a  large  fern 
put  on  the  shelf  upside  down! 

The  modern  forms  of  this  hokum  are 
dccreasingly  found  in  the  catalogs  issued 
by  horticultural  tradesmen,  who  either  have 
been  asleep  for  a  third  of  a  century  or  who 
rest  on  the  old  statement  that  "there  is  a 
sucker  born  every  minute",  willing  to  buy 
plants  from  descriptions,  statements  and 
pictures.  The  magazines  and  the  camera 
have  conspired  to  make  this  form  of  bunk 
hard  to  put  over,  although  we  do  have  mail- 
order Rose  catalogs,  issued  right  in  this 
year,  which,  through  picture  and  word,  tell 
tales  quite  as  weird  as  those  which  were 
told  by  Bauhin  and  Gerarde. 

I  don't  want  to  interfere  too  deeply  with 
any  of  the  more  or  less  humorous  and  not 
very  disastrous  survivals  of  superstition  and 
hokum.  But  there  are  some  of  the  bunk 
items  that  ought  to  be  disposed  of,  or  at 
least  challenged.  First  among  them  I 
might  mention  the  soil  in  which  plants 
grow.  One  does  not  have  to  read  back  very 
far  into  the  books  on  gardening  to  have 
contact  with  remarkable  prescriptions  by 
which  it  would  appear  that  for  every  plant 
a  particular  soil  mixture  was  absolutely  es- 
sential. Who  has  not  wondered  where  he 
could  get  "peat"  or  "friable  loam,"  or 
some  other  of  the  ingredients  by  which 
alone  the  plants  he  wanted  could  be  brought 
to  prosperity? 

The  truth  seems  to  be  that  the  arable 
earth  is  covered  with  a  layer  of  soil  of 
varying  thicknesses,  most  of  which  con- 
tains all  ot  the  elements  necessary  for  plant 
growth.  Soil  authorities  tell  us  that  no  plant 
uses  nny  large  portion  of  the  potential  fer- 
tilit\  _  f  the  soil,  and  that  it  is  less  a  question 


of  what  is  actually  in  the  soil  than  of  its 
mechanical  condition,  and  as  to  what  we 
put  in  to  make  its  source  of  elemental  fer- 
tility available  for  plants. 

Any  persistent  reader  of  House  &  Gar- 
den will  remember  that  I  am  devoted  to 
Roses,  and  he  will  understand  the  process 
of  wonder  and  eventual  disillusionment  by 
which  I  grew  out  of  the  belief  that  Roses 
could  be  grown  only  in  heavy  soil,  or  in 
light  loam,  or  in  fertile  sand.  If  the  victim 
lived  in  a  sandy  locality  he  had  to  have  clay; 
if  he  lived  where  bricks  could  easily  be 
made  from  the  soil,  he  had  to  have  sand; 
if  he  was  between  the  two  extremes,  he  had 
to  have  something  difi^erent  from  what  was 
the  most  convenient  to  him. 

PROPER   SOIL   TEXTURE 

As  a  matter  of  cold  fact,  all  were  right 
and  all  were  wrong.  Soil  texture  is  tre- 
mendously important,  and  satisfactory  tex- 
ture is  given  by  humus  of  some  form — 
vegetable  if  it  is  obtainable  from  rotted 
vegetation,  and  animal  if  it  is  obtainable 
from  animal  manures.  This  humus,  I  ven- 
ture to  guess,  though  I  am  not  a  soil  physiol- 
ogist, not  only  makes  the  soil  easier  for  the 
roots  to  work  in  and  for  the  water  to  pene- 
trate and  for  the  soil  factory  to  operate, 
but  influences  chemically  in  the  marvelous 
laboratory  of  the  earth  the  transfusion  of 
the  different  soil  constituents  into  the  avail- 
able items  of  plant  food. 

We  know  now  that  these  old  soil  pre- 
scriptions are  virtually  negligible.  I  have 
said,  and  do  again  say,  that  a  man  can  have 
a  good  climbing  Rose  anywhere  he  has  ac- 
cess to  a  square  yard  of  arable  soil  reached 
by  the  sun  for  half  of  the  day. 

Soil  bunk  can  be  disregarded  by  using 
common-sense  and  experience  in  equal  pro-

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IN     A    MICHIGAN     GARDEN 


T//e  problem  of  tlie  largish  suburban  lot  is  solved  luith 
a  remarkable  degree  of  success  in  the  garden  of  Mrs. 
Murray  Sales,  at  Grosse  Pointe,  Michigan.  A  flat  alley 
of  turf  is  flanked  by  a  deep,  double  herbaceous  border 
in  luhic/i  a  'wide  range  of  colorful  fiozvers  and  shrubs 
was  used.     Ellen  Shipman,  landscape  architect 
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JUST  as  it  is  the  pn)\  incc  of  the  painter 
to  compose  upon  a  barren  square  of 
canvas  an  illustration  complete  and  sat- 
isfying, so  is  it  often  the  landscape  archi- 
tect's task  to  build  beauty  upon  unpromising 
beginnings.  The  one  works  with  paints 
and  brushes,  the  other  with  pencil  and  scale- 
rule  and  the  unmatched  beauties  of  leaf 
and  flower.  Tlie  aim  of  both  is  to  create  a 
loveliness  that  did  not  before  exist  and  to 
assure  its  continuance  in  a  form  which  can 
be  enjoyed. 

To  realize  what  such  an  achievement 
may  demand  of  vision  and  plant  knowl- 
edge, imagine  the  garden  pictured  on  these 
pages  before  the  first  spade-thrust  started 
it  on  its  way  to  becoming  a  complete  com- 
position. Think  of  the  main  section  as  it 
was  then — a  fiat,  uninteresting  space  120 
feet  long  by  half  as  broad,  sandwiched  in 
between  a  vegetable  garden  and  the  street 
sidewalk  and  relieved  only  by  a  few  scat- 
tered fruit  trees.  An  unpromising  situation, 
indeed,  to  convert  into  a  real  garden  where- 
in a  sense  of  seclusion  should  predominate 


On  either  side  of  the  terrace,  and  di- 
rectly ad  joining  it,  is  a  tiny  garden  gay 
'u:ith  blossoms  against  an  Arborvitae 
background.  Each  is  a  complete  com- 
position  in  a   sface   only    15'   by   25' 


and  a  galaxy  of  flowers  reign  almost  un- 
brokenly  from  frost  to  frost. 

At  the  outset  it  was  determined  that  a 
straight  tapis  vert  should  extend  from  the 
house  to  a  tier  of  slender  Cedar  spires  close 
to  the  adjoining  property  line,  as  photo- 
graphed on  page  88.  Deep  borders  should 
flank  the  panel  and,  half  hidden  behind 
each  of  them,  a  narrower,  more  intimate 
walk  should  linger  along  invitingly.  As  an 
enclosing  screen  for  all,  thrusting  back  the 
encroaching  street,  tall  shrubbery  and  trees 
should  serve.  The  existing  fruit  trees  pro- 
A'ided  a  ready  solution  of  the  problem  of 
occasional  shade  and  accent  points  within 
the  garden  proper,  so  it  was  decided  to  leave 
them  as  they  were. 

Upon  such  a  basic  conception  the  general 
mass    and    detail    of    the    planting    were 


worked  out  simply  and  logically  with  some 
shrubbery,  a  foimdation  of  perennials,  and 
many  biennials  and  annuals.  Since  the  aim 
was  to  provide  an  unbroken  abundance  and 
variety  of  bloom  for  practically  the  entire 
season,  it  proved  advisable  to  include  all 
three  of  these  flower  classes.  Thus  there 
resulted  an  interesting  and  wholly  success- 
ful combination  of  Delphiniums,  Fox- 
gloves, Canterbury  Bells,  Sweet  Williams, 
Pinks  and  Columbines,  to  mention  but  a 
few.  The  rapidity  with  which  tliis  selec- 
tion of  plant  material  produced  a  finished 
and  settled  effect  is  proved  by  the  fact  that 
the  photographs  on  these  pages  show  the 
garden  when  it  was  only  six  months  old. 
They  were  taken  in  June,  at  the  height  of 
the  biennial  flower  season,  when  the  leafy 
screen  was  so  dense  that  anyone  in  the  gar- 
den was  completely  hidden  from  the  view 
of  passersby  on  the  street.  By  late  August 
and  on  through  September  the  annuals 
were  in  full  swing  and  carrying  on  the 
color  masses.  Each  season  brings  the  neces- 
sity of  renewals  among  the  annuals  and 
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biciiiiials,  to  be  sure,  but  the  loveliness  and 
continuity  of  the  display  far  more  than 
compensate   for  the  extra  labor  involved. 

As  one  looks  out  now  from  the  house 
windows,  or  follows  the  vistas  of  the  walks 
between  graded  masses  of  bloom,  one  real- 
izes with  difficulty  that  it  has  not  always 
been  thus.  And  the  longer  one  lingers  there 
the  stronger  becomes  the  conviction  that 
garden  perfection,  after  all,  can  be  enjoyed 
to  the  full  only  when  provision  has  been 
made  for  secluding  it. 

But  the  charm  of  the  place  is  not  con- 
fined to  this  main  garden;  on  the  other  side 
of  the  house,  flanking  a  paved  terrace,  are 
two  miniature  flower  areas  which  in  their 
way  are  qiute  as  interesting  as  their  larger 
companion.  With  unusual  effectiveness 
they  demonstrate  how  much  can  be  accom- 
plished in  really  restricted  space  by  intel- 
ligent study  antl  the  application  of  sound 
landscaping  principles. 

Each  of  these  little  plantings  measures 
but  15'  by  25',  and  yet  they  are  complete 
gardens — grass  walks,   vistas,   beds,   foun-

tains  and  all.  One  of  them  is  illustrated 
on  page  89;  the  other  is  almost  a  duplicate, 
yet  is  sufficiently  different  to  forestall  the 
thought  that  it  is  a  copy.  To  step  down  into 
either  of  them  from  the  terrace  is  as  nat- 
ural and  pleasurable  an  impulse  as  one 
could  well  find. 

In  these  gardenettes,  too,  has  been 
followed  the  plan  of  using  perennials,  bien- 
nials and  annuals  in  order  to  assure  con- 
tinuous bloom.  For  each  a  background  of 
Arborvitae  has  been  provided,  its  trim,  dark 
fronds  a  fit  setting  for  the  statuettes  and  an 
agreeable  foil  for  the  softer  color  tones  of 
the  foreground.  Only  the  main  central 
walk  shows  in  the  photograph,  but  it  is 
flanked  by  two  other  narrower  ones  of 
equal  length  so  that  every  detail  of  the 
planting  can  be  enjoyed  to  the  full.    When 


leaf  and  flower  and  trim  grass-blade  are  at 
their  best  the  harmony  and  peace  of  these 
little  nooks  are  complete  and  their  display 
of  color  really  surprising. 

To  the  front  of  the  terrace  is  a  third 
and  larger  area,  enclosed  with  shrubbery 
and  trees,  where  smooth  turf,  a  pool  and 
curved  benches  in  the  corners  provide 
charm  of  a  quite  different  character.  Here 
too  are  simplicity  and  restfulness,  and  a 
certain  ease  of  design  that  comes  from  a 
skilful  combining  of  straight  and  curving 
boundaries.  Lest  there  be  too  great  a  feel- 
ing of  detachment  from  the  rest  of  the 
grounds,  steps  at  either  side  give  access  to 
the  main  lawn  beyond. 

Here  beside  this  Michigan  street,  then, 
are  object  lessons  which  devotees  of  the  gar- 
den may  study  with  more  than  usual  inter- 
est. They  demonstrate  to  an  exceptional 
degree  the  value  of  simplicity  and  good 
taste  applied  to  the  transformation  of  a 
type  of  landscaping  problem  that  frequently 
arises  and  which  is  too  seldom  gi\'en  a 
really  satisfactory  solution.

THE     COMING     AND     GOING     OF     CLOCKS 

Ati  Attempt  to  Rxplaiii  Their  Apparent  Absence  From 
Positions  of  Prominence  in  Modern  Rooms 


SEVERAL  years  ago  L.  P.  Jacks,  the  English  philosopher  and 
editor,  wrote  a  story  about  the  effect  of  time  on  people  of  vari- 
ous ages.  Two  playful  lads  went  forth  into  the  byways  of  London 
asking  men  they  encountered  the  time.  Young  men  gave  the  in- 
formation quickly  and  without  question;  middle-aged  men  fum- 
bled with  their  watches  and  made  no  haste  to  say  what  o'clock  it 
was;  old  men,  however,  were  downright  stubborn  about  it — they 
wanted  to  know  why  these  youths  should  be  seeking  the  hour,  what 
would  they  do  with  the  information  when  it  was  given  them  and 
finally,  when  pressed,  they  reluctantly  displayed  their  watches. 
To  the  younger  fry  the  passage  of  time  meant  nothing;  to  the 
middle-aged  it  was  a  matter  for  concern  but  not  for  fear;  to  the 
old  men  it  was  a  fighting  affair — they  refused  to  recognize  that 
time,  which  would  soon  see  them  gone,  was  passing  at  all;  by 
foul  means  or  fair,  they  were  determined  to  halt  its  course. 

This  story  was  located  in  London.  What  would  be  the  effect 
were  the  experiment  tried  in  New  York  or  Boston  or  Chicago  or 
'Frisco.''  What  attitude  have  we  Americans  toward  time  and  its 
passage?  Like  as  not,  we  would  all  be  moving  so  speedilj  that  we 
couldn't  be  bothered  to  stop  and  answer.  For  Americans  appar- 
ently do  not  keep  the  time;  they  seem  to  keep  ahead  of  the  time. 

ALL  this  perambulation  is  by  way  of  introducing  a  question 
-tjLthat  came  in  to  us  recently.  A  worried  and  evidently  per- 
fectly sincere  reader  asked:  "Are  clocks  being  used  less  today 
than  they  used  to  be?"  Our  first  answer  was,  "Nonsense!"  Then 
we  stopped  to  think  it  over.  Are  clocks  going  out,  and,  if  so, 
why?    And  then,  what  are  we  going  to  do  about  it? 

There  was  a  time  when  the  mantel  clock  was  a  sine  qua  non. 
No  bride  felt  that  she  had  been  completely  married  unless  her 
gifts  included  a  clock;  no  living-room  or  library  was  adequately 
furnished  unless  there  was  a  clock  on  the  mantel;  no  hall  was  self- 
respecting  unless  it  boasted  a  tall  or  grandfather's  clock  and  no 
kitchen  could  be  run  without  its  clock  with  a  glass  face.  To  own 
a  clock,  at  one  time,  was  a  mark  of  affluence  and  progress.  Yankee 
clock  peddlers  out  of  Connecticut  saw  to  it  that  no  home,  however 
humble,  went  clockless.  The  respectability  of  our  early  American 
life  and  the  pride  of  the  frontier  household  as  well  were  centered 
in  the  owning  of  a  clock.   The  American  people  became  time-wise. 

For  a  long  while  this  pride  of  clock  held  its  place  in  American 
domestic  life.  Then,  with  the  growth  of  a  hectic  industrialism, 
of  swift  transportation,  and  of  flickering  movies,  we  Americans 
started  on  a  pace  that  finds  us  today  living  almost  breathlessly.  We 
have  a  notion  that  time  passes  by  with  quick  jerks,  and  we  try  to 
live  up  to  this  false  assumption.  Whereas,  as  any  clock  will  prove, 
time  passes  hv  slow  and  regular  beats. 

Sit  still  in  a  room  and  listen  to  a  clock.  Tick-tock,  tick-tock, 
slowly,  inexorably  the  seconds  pass.    In  a  deliberate  and  graceful 


arc  the  pendulum  swings;  almost  haltingly  do  the  hands  creep 
along  their  appointed  path  around  the  dial.  That's  the  way  time 
passes,  my  masters,  not  with  a  hectic  rush,  but  slowly.  Because 
we  Americans  do  not  want  to  acknowledge  the  fact  may  be  one 
of  the  reasons  why  clocks  are  apparently  not  so  common  as  hereto- 
fore. Or,  to  put  it  another  way;  they  may  be  just  as  commonly 
used  but  they  evidently  are  no  longer  given  the  position  of  promi- 
nence that  they  used  to  have. 

Go  into  any  smartly  decorated  living  room,  and  a  clock  no 
longer  occupies  the  focal  point  on  the  mantei  shelf.  You  may  find 
a  small  clock  obscurely  placed  on  a  side  table.  Li  the  hall  may  still 
be  a  grandfather's  clock,  but  if  this  type  is  absent,  no  other  seems 
to  have  taken  its  place.  In  bedrooms  the  small  boudoir  clock  is  evi- 
dent and  in  kitchens  it  is  still  indispensable. ,  If  we  want  to  know 
the  time,  we  glance  at  a  wrist  watch — male  and  female  alike. 
Therein,  perhaps,  is  also  an  answer  to  our  problem:  the  skill  of  the 
watchmaker  in  reducing  the  size  of  watches  and  putting  them 
within  the  reach  of  everyone  has  also  reduced  the  demand  for 
clocks.  This  is  the  penalty  exacted  by  progress.  If  the  watch  gets 
out  of  order  it  can  he  left  at  the  jeweler's,  Ijut  when  a  clock  gets 
balky  and  we  tinker  unsuccessfully  with  it,  we  either  have  to  call 
in  a  clock  repairer  or  lug  the  clock  to  his  shop. 

BUT  it  can  never  jje  supposed  that  clocks  will  long  remain  in 
disfavor.  If  at  present  they  are  not  prominently  displa)ed, 
the  banishment  is  not  forever.  Tastes  in  decoration  change:  the 
next  decade  will,  like  as  not,  see  the  clock  back  on  the  mantel 
again.  But  before  it  gets  there  our  clockmakers  will  have  to  make 
more  than  mechanical  progress.  Not  alone  should  a  clock  be  me- 
chanically dependable;  it  must  also  add  to  the  sum  total  of  the 
beauty  of  a  room. 

The  reason  why  today  18th  Century  French  clocks  are  in  such 
demand  among  the  discerning  is  because  they  were  and  are  still 
intrinsically  beautiful.  The  Georgian  tall  or  grandfather's  clock 
had  the  dignity  of  a  man  of  ripe  years  and  good  living.  Even  the 
banjo  clock  of  Simon  Willard  and  the  noisy  little  "wag-on-walls" 
justified  their  existence  by  being  amusing.  Until  the  designers  of 
cases  and  of  clock  dials  improve  these  features  in  the  general  run 
of  clocks  they  must  not  be  surprised  if  people  give  clocks  no 
exalted  position. 

Likewise,  not  until  we  Americans  attain  a  re-valuation  of  time 
can  we  be  brought  to  appreciate  the  companionship  of  clocks. 
What  we  really  need  is  not  clocks  with  a  silencer  on  the  tick,  but 
clocks  with  the  tick  throttled  wide  open.  We  need  to  be  reminded 
that  time  passes  slowly  and  deliberately  and  that,  if  we  would 
know  the  richness  of  life,  we  must  live  with  equal  deliberation. 

A  ticking  clock  does  this  for  us;  it  lays  a  hand  on  our  arm  as  we 
speed  by  and  says,  "Not  so  fast,  old  boy,  not  so  fast!"

THERE  came  a  time  when  the  floral 
repertory  of  the  Northeastern  States 
seemed  to  me  to  be  practically  exhausted  as 
far  as  my  wildflower  garden  was  con- 
cerned. After  taking  an  inventory  and 
checking  my  collection  with  Gray's  Botany, 
I  found  that  very  few  really  desirable  spe- 
cies were  unrepresented.  Yet  there  were 
many  spots  in  the  garden  that  were  still 
unoccupied,  and  by  thinning  out  a  number 
of  plant  groups  which  had  become  too 
densely  populated,  much  additional  room 
could  be  made  available.  So,  as  I  was  ready 
to  welcome  and  care  for  hundreds  of  new- 
comers, my  eyes  naturally  turned  to  fresh 
fields  and  pastures  new. 

Dr.  Edgar  T.  Wherry,  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  mv 
gracious  neighbor,  Louise  Beebe  Wilder, 
gave  me  the  names  of  wildflower  enthusi- 
asts and  collectors  all  over  the  land,  and  I 
at  once  busied  myself  by  writing  to  them 
of  my  longing  for  beautiful  strangers.  The 
responses  were  uniformly  cordial  and  en- 
couraging and  the  correspondence  became 
more  and  more  frequent  and  exciting.  Soon 
the   stransrers  themselves  be<ran   to  arrive. 


They  came  in  cartons,  crates  and  cases. 
Express  and  parcel  post  deliveries  were  part 
of  the  daily  routine.  At  one  time,  I  even 
had  to  buy  a  flashlight  and  plant  far,  far 
into  the  night  to  keep  up  with  the  flower 
procession. 

The  survivors  of  this  influx  have  been 
admired  and  cherished  residents  of  my  gar- 
den for  over  two  years.  I  wrote  scores  of 
letters  the  first  season,  asking  for  cultural 
information,  and  the  invaluable  advice  thus 
obtained  was  faith fidlv  followed.  It  was 
a  case  of  survival  of  the  fittest.  To  my 
great  jov,  many  kinds  flourished  and  proved 
lovely  beyond  expectation;  on  the  other 
hand,  some  quickly  perished,  perhaps  of 
homesickness;  and  some  seemed  so  hope- 
lessly unattractive,  to  me  at  least,  that  they 
were  soon  cast  into  the  discard.  Yet,  I  can

BROOMS       AND       THEIR       KINDRED 

A   Race  of  Remarkable  Shrubs    That  Is    Unjustly 
Neglected  by   American    Gardeners 

ERNEST  H.  WILSON,  V.  M.  H. 


WHY  are  the  Brooms  and  their  kin- 
dred    so     much     neglected     in     our 
American  gardens? 

Go  to  Kew's  Royal  Garden,  and  you  will 
hunger  for  these  lovers  of  sunshine,  which 
King  Sol  has  painted  yellow  and  gold  as 
a  reflection  of  his  own  hrilliancv. 


They  are  shrubs  of  good  habit,  abundant 
of  blossom  and  bright  colored  flowers 
which,  so  far  as  I  know,  possess  no  bad 
traits.  At  least  a  couple  of  dozen  are  per- 
fectly hardy  in  the  Arnold  Arboretum, 
and  on  Long  Island  and  southward  the 
number   could    be    doubled. 


It  is  true  that  a  sprig  of  Genista  was  the 
badge  of  the  Plantaginet  kings  of  Eng- 
land, but  this  ought  not  to  cause  their 
banishment  from  the  gardens  of  even  the 
most  thorough-going  Democracy.  The 
Dyer's  Weed,  Genista  tinctoria,  which  sup- 
plied the  early  Britons  with  a  yellow  dye

and,  mixed  witli  Woad,  Isatis  ttnctor'ui,  a 
green  dye,  is  a  had  pest  in  parts  of  Massa- 
chusetts near  the  sea,  but  this  should  not 
prohibit  its  better-looking  and  better-be- 
haved brothers  and  cousins  from  brighten- 
ing our  gardens  with  yellow,  white  and 
pink  from  spring  until  September.  Taking 
a  census  of  the  catalogs  I  find,  including 
tender  sorts,  only  sixteen  species  listed  for 
sale,  so  I  fear  it  is  merely  the  old  story  of 
— shall  I  call  it  ignorance  or  indifference? 
At  any  rate,  our  nurserymen  whose  busi- 
ness it  is  to  supply  not  only  our  garden's 
needs  but  to  instruct  us  in  the  knowledge 
(it  greater  variety  must  slioulder  the  blame. 
The  Brooms  and  their  immediate  rela- 
tives are,  indeed,  a  very  useful  class  of 
rioriferous  shrubs  and  subshrubs  much  too 


little  known  in  American  gardens,  and  I 
can  think  of  no  reason  aside  from  neglect 
for  this  scarcity.  When  rock  gardens  come 
into  their  own,  these  plants  will  be  in  great 
request.  Those  familiar  with  the  British 
Isles  know  how  Broom  and  Gorse  glorify 
common,  moor  and  wayside  with  golden 
blossoms  for  a  goodly  portion  of  the  year. 
Some  will  recall  that  "When  Gorse  is  out 
of  flower  kissing  is  out  of  fashion,"  which 
adage  conveys  the  perennial  character  of 
tliis  shrub's  blossoming. 

The  whole  group  is  essentially  Euro- 
pean witli  a  few  members  creeping  east- 
ward into  Asia  Minor  and  southward  into 
North  Africa  and  the  islands  off  the  coast. 
The  species  are  widespread  in  Europe  but 
most  abundant  in  the  southern  and  south- 


western parts.  Altogether  the)'  are  the 
largest  and  most  important  class  of  shrubs 
and  subshrubs  that  Europe  has  given  to 
our  gardens.  Cytlsus  and  Gejusta  are  the 
two  largest  genera  and  to  these  for  our 
purpose  may  be  added  JJleXy  Gorse,  and 
Spartinmy  Spanish  Broom. 

There  is  a  very  strong  family  resem- 
blance among  them  in  habit  of  growth,  in 
general  appearance  and  in  their  flowers, 
so  much  so,  in  fact,  that  the  generic  dis- 
tinctions are  not  at  all  clear  to  the  layman. 
They  are  plants  of  twiggy  broom-like 
habit  with  a  multitude  of  slender  branches 
which  bear  in  profusion  yellow,  white, 
pink  or  red-purple,  but  mostly  yellow,  blos- 
soms. These  blossoms  are  shaped  like  those

A  Public  E,x ample  of  How  Lilium  Regale  Can  Be 
Grown  in  Satisfying  Abundance

FOR  untold  ages  the  Regal  Lil}"  has 
been  growing  on  the  wild  and  stony 
banks  of  the  Min  River  in  the  province 
of  Szech'uan,  China,  close  to  the  Alps  of 
Thibet.  Like  enchanted  princesses  the  Lilies 
were  waiting  for  the  prince  to  come  and  set 
them  free.  Meanwhile  the  natives  were 
not  indifferent  to  their  beauty  and  planted 
them  in  the  mud  on  the  roofs  of  their 
iuits.  E.  H.  Wilson  was  the  fortunate  man 
to  find  them  and  bring  them  to  their  do- 
main, for  this  Lily  so  aptly  named  "Re- 
gale" is  destined  to  queen  it  over  the  parks 
and  gardens  of  many  countries.  Not  only 
is  this  royal  flower  endowed  with  a  strik- 
ing and  extraordinary  beauty,  but  it  is  also 
the  possessor  of  a  most  hardy  and  vigorous 
constitution. 

Mr.     Wilson,     the     disco\erer    of    this 
golden  hearted  beauty,  very  kindly  told  me 


that  it  could  be  seen  in  all  the  glory  of 
ro)al  panopl)',  at  the  Roger  Williams  Park 
in  Providence.  So  one  cool  and  drizzh' 
Jul)-  morning  I  wonderingly  journeyed 
out  there.  Unaware  of  the  feast  of  beauty 
awaiting  me,  I  descended  from  a  prosaic 
troUe)-  car  at  the  entrance  to  the  park  and 
soon  found  mjself  in  fair\land.  !■  Or 
bordering  the  drives  and  walks  and  en- 
circling the  lawns,  instead  of  the  usual 
Cannas,  Geraniumsor  other  dreadful  plant- 
ings, are  the  most  lovel)'  borders  of  low, 
dark,  mostly  e\'ergreen  shrubs  through 
which  were  interspersed  thousands  of 
climips  of  cream\'  swaying  Lilies.    Trulv  ;i 

At  Roger  Williams  Park  in  Providence, 
R.  I.  is  a  planting  of  some  40,000 
Lilium  regale  bulbs,  all  of  them  having 
come  from  t-Mclve  bulbs  planted  in  19 IS. 
Their  increase  is  amazing 


breath-taking  sight  to  stop  and  wonder  at. 
The  dark  green  shrubs  are  the  perfect  foil 
for  the  Lilies  which  rise  above  them  on 
slender  stems  clothed  in  fine  pointed  lance- 
like drooping  leaves.  The  gray  light  of  the 
rainy  morning  gave  a  harmony  and  unity  to 
the  scene  and  the  Lilies  rose  like  ghostly 
torches  through  the  mist.  In  the  sunshine 
against  a  bright  blue  sky  their  rose  and  gold 
markings  and  their  gleaming  texture  make 
a  glorious  color  scheme. 

The  paths  with  their  lovely  borders  lead 
to  a  beautiful  Rose  garden  laid  out  on  a 
flat  greensward,  surrounded  on  three  sides 
by  a  wide  pergola  of  climbing  Roses.  Here 
are  a  great  number  of  the  newest  Roses 
clearly  marked  by  the  good  labels.  The 
supports  of  the  pergola  are  so  completely 
hidden  by  the  flowers  that  I  had  to  push

A  Plea  for  Names  that  Are  Dignified,  Brief  and  Charming  and 
Harmonious  u-ith  the  Beauty  They  Entitle 


MRS.  EDWARD  HARDING 


TO  the  gardener  whose  ideal  is  com- 
plete beauty,  the  names  of  the  flowers 
in  his  garden  ;;re  of  importance.  In  looking 
over  my  garden  note-books,  I  am  impressed 
by  the  charm  of  most  of  the  flower  names 
which  are  there,  and  so  T  have  been  making 
a  brief  sui"\e\'  of  plant 
names  generally  I  refer 
to  the  names  given  to  vari- 
eties to  identify  them  from 
other  varieties  of  the  same 
plant,  not  to  their  botani- 
cal names  which  is  en- 
tirely another  matter. 

Names  of  people,  of 
places  and  of  flowers  have 
always  meant  a  great  deal 
to  me.  Both  mv  ear  and 
my  appreciation  of  con- 
notation demand  to  he 
pleased,  although  the  re- 
quirL-nicnt  is  perhaps  sub- 
conscious as  it  undoubtedly 
is  with  many  people.  In 
looking  o\er  catalogues  I 
find  that  I  alwavs  read  first 
the  descriptions  of  flowers 
which  have  been  given  at- 
tractive names. 

The  subject  of  naminir 
flowers  continuallv  raises 
more  or  less  discussion,  but 
it  does  not  seem  to  be  taken 
with  sufl'icient  seriousness 
by  all  the  horticulturists 
v.  lio  are  producing  new  \'a- 


rieties,  and  vvh.o  have  literally  the  power  readily  extended.  If  you  could  have  hut 
of  life  and  death  over  their  originations.  one  Dahlia  and  were  obliged  to  go  about 
To  give  a  fine  flower  a  pleasing  name  selecting  it  from  a  catalog  listing  dozens, 
is  to  endow  it  with  a  charm  comparable  to  which  name  would  attract  )()U  more, 
good  manners  in  a  child.

Neither  puns, 
nor  slang,  nor  food  would 
seem  to  offer  a  suitable 
fiL-ld  for  the  selection  of 
names  for  flowers.  Is  it 
not  a  fair  cliance  that  the 
person  who  exercises  good 
taste  in  naming  a  seedling 
also  has  good  judgment  in 
the  matter  of  the  seedling's 
worthiness  to  be  named  at 
all?  Upon  examination  of 
the  facts  this  seems  to  be 
exactly  the  case.  Certain 
growers  have  both  discrim- 
ination and  the  facult)'  of 
naming  their  seedlings 
with  charm  and  signifi- 
cance.

^  Method  of  Growing  Flowers  and  Ve get  a  hies  JVhich 
Provides  Many  Gratifying  Opportunities

IN  America  frames  are  looked  upon 
rather  as  a  substitute  for  a  greenhouse 
than  as  a  supplement  to  the  garden.  Most 
American  amateur  gardeners  do  not  realize 
that  tlicre  is  such  a  thing  as  gardening  in 
frames. 

In  England,  on  the  contrary,  frames  are 


much  colder  than  those  in  England.  Even 
when  we  allow  for  this  difference,  however, 
and  without  taking  into  consideration  that 
through  large  sections  of  our  country  the 
winters  are  sufficiently  mild  to  permit  here 
the  same  type  of  gardening  under  glass 
which  is  carried  on  over  there,  the  fact  re- 


taken for  granted,  as  being  practically  an  mains  that  it  is  a  state  of  mind  rather  than 
integral  part  of  the  garden  itself.  Garden  any  difference  in  climatic  conditions  which 
operations  are  planned  with  the  frame  in 


mind;  and,  as  a  consequence,  frames  render 
a  much  wider  service  than  we  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  getting  from 
them  over  here.  On  most 
places  of  any  size  on  the 
other  side,  in  fact,  the  "cold 
house"  or  unlu-ated  green- 
house— which  is  merely  a 
cold-frame  on  a  much  larger 
scale — plays  a  prominent 
part.  Unheated  glass  struc- 
tures in  the  United  States  are 
practically  unknown. 

Why  this  difference  in  the 
attitude  towards  frames  and 
frame  gardening  should  ex- 
ist it  is  difficult  to  say.  Cli- 
mate, of  course,  accounts  for 
it  in  part.  In  our  Northern 
States,  where  gardening,  so 
far,  has  been  most  developed, 
the    winters,   of   course,   are 


has  held  back  gardening  in  frames  in 
America.  We  as  a  nation  have  not  yet 
acquired   the    frame   gardening   habit. 


There  are  at  least  four  distinct  lines  of 
garden  activity  which  can  be  carried  on  in 
the  frames,  in  addition  to  their  usual  func- 
tion of  serving  as  a  means  for  starting  early 
crops  of  vegetables  and  flowers.  These  are 
the  growing  of  vegetables  to  maturity; 
the  production  of  flowers  for  cutting  in 
autumn,  winter  and  early  spring;  the  start- 
ing of  an  abundance  of  seedling  plants, 
particularly  hardy  perennials,  during  late 
spring  and  summer;  and  the  carrying  over 
winter  of  young  plants  and  of  semi-hardy 
perennials  and  bulbs  for 
spring  planting.  All  of  these 
will  add  greatly  to  the  scope 

I     and    wealth    of   the   average 

I  garden,  and  none  of  them 
j  invol\L-s  either  a  great  deal 
of  time  or  more  expert  care 
than  the  average  amateur 
gardener  may  acquire  wit'i 
two  or  three  seasons'  experi- 
ence, just  as  he  learned  the 
things  which  at  first  he  could 
not  do  in  his  outdoor  garden.

IN  WALKING  westward 
along  the  Lilac-bordered  path 
of  the  upper  or  trial  garden  at 
Orchard  House,  it  is  a  surprise 
to  find  between  the  crossing  of 
the  gravel  walks  in  this  garden 
and  the  tea  house  at  the  west 
end,  a  small  two-foot  wide 
path  of  grass  at  right  angles 
to  the  main  walk.

Plant  in  rich  hills;  if  space  is  limited,  put  near  edge  of 

garden,  or  train  where  vines  can  run  along  fence.

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COLOR    SCHEMES     FROM    A    K'ANG-HSI    VASE 

Inviting  Suggestions  for  Four  Rooms  Inspired  by  the  Seven 
Colors  in  a  Piece  of  Chinese  Porcelain 

CHAMBERLIN  DODDS 


THE  dominant  impression  on  entering 
a  room  is  one  of  color.  The  propor- 
tions may  be  perfect,  the  furniture  in  ex- 
cellent taste  and  the  whole  composition  of 
the  room  delightful,  but  if  the  color 
scheme  is  undistinguished,  no  amount  of 
fine  furniture  will  obviate  the  common- 
place appearance  caused  bv  an  imintelligent 
use  of  color  values. 

In  laying  out  the  color  scheme  of  a 
house,  the  professional  decorator  or  the 
amateur  house  furnisher  should  get  the 
"primary"  color  of  the  owner  and  play  on 
that.  If  you  have  a  hobby — flowers,  old 
books,  china,  paintings,  or  ship  models — 
so  much  the  better,  as  the  color  scheme  can 
be  planned  around  a  collection  and  used 
as  a  back  drop  for  treasures.  A  Japanese 
print  may  be  the  color  inspiration  for  an 
entire  house,  as  well  as  a  bit  of  Italian 
pottery,  or  a  piece  of  old  Persian  brocade. 

For  example:  take  an  old  Chinese  por- 
celain vase  (K'ang-Hsi,  famillc,  vrrt) 
either  in  one's  possessions  or  regarded  at 
a  museum.  From  this  plan  the  colors  for 
the  hall,  living  room,  dining  room  and 
master's  chamber,  adhering  in  the  main  to 
this  inspiration  for  your  several  schemes. 
Cream  white,  both  jade  and  apple  green, 
powder  blue,  lac  rouge,  egg-plant  and 
black  all  appear  on  the  vase  in  various 
shades  of  these  seven  colors. 

In  the  entrance  hall  the  walls  and 
Vv'oodwork  might  be  painted  a  medium 
shade  of  powder  blue,  with  the  ceiling  a 
pale  egg-plant  tone.  Egg-plant  color  ap- 
pears again  in  the  plain  hangings  which 
are  edged  with  multi-colored  fringe.  The 
sash  curtains  are  cream  white  casement 
cloth  or  gauze,  edged  with  powder  blue 
fringe.  The  carpet  may  be  either  dark  egg- 
plant or  beige,  and  the  same  color  of  carpet 
is  used  throughout  the  main  rooms  of  the 
house. 

The  hall  gi\cs  into  a  living  room  witli 
creamy  white  walls,  rubbed  to  the  texture 
of  faience,  with  ceiling,  door  and  window 
moldings  striped  in  jade  green  and  gold. 
Here  the  hangings  are  darkish  jade  green 
moire  over  draw  curtains  of  glazed  chintz 
in  suitable  color  and  design.  The  chintz 
is  scalloped  with  a  picot  edge  in  white, 
and  the  sash  curtains  next  to  the  window 
arc  of  cream  white  silk  edged  with  green. 
Green  should  predominate  in  the  furniture 
coverings  of  the  large  pieces,  relieved  here 
and  there  with  a  small  chair  upholstered 
in  blue  or  beige,  either  a  plain  material  or  a 
fabric  in  a  small  variegated  design.    Plenty 


of  green  leaves  are  important  in  this  color 
scheme,  the  lovely  Laurel  and  formal 
Arizona  leaves,  as  well  as  the  strange  cult 
of  the  Cacti,  and  the  austere  Sansaveria 
and  Bromelia,  now  casting  a  mysterious 
spell  and  used  in  many  withdrawing  rooms 
of  today.  A  final  note  of  interest  is  pro- 
vided by  a  red  Coromandel  screen  or  one 
done  in  richly  colored  tempora.  With  a 
black  marble  or  marbleized  mantel,  the 
baseboard  and  possibly  the  floor  as  well 
should  be  marbleized. 

In  the  dining  room  the  walls,  woodwork 


and  ceiling  are  the  same  cream  white  as  in 
the  living  room  with  the  exception  that  the 
moldings  are  not  striped.  The  mullions  on 
the  windows  are  striped  in  egg-plant  color. 
Hangings  of  blood  orange  lacquer  velvet 
edged  with  silver  are  used  over  draw  cur- 
tains of  silver  tissue.  The  sash  curtains  are 
cream  white  "-auze  edged  with  silver.  Eijg- 
plant  satin  covers  the  chairs  and  another 
color  note — powder  blue — appears  in  a 
pair  of  vases  on  the  mantel  or  in  the  floral 
arrangements  (always  in  crystal  or  old 
porcelains)  for  the  table.  A  plain  Japanese 
silver  screen  banded  in  ebony  could  be  em- 
ployed to  hide  the  butler's  serving  door. 
Red  or  black  framed  sporting  prints,  with 
silver  or  black  mirrored  mats,  relieve 
the  bareness  of  the  plain  walls.  The 
lighting  is  supplied  b)'  old  plate  or  pewter 
fixtures. 

An    unusually   interesting   treatment  of 


the  background  is  a  feature  of  the  master's 
chamber.  Here  the  walls  and  woodwork 
are  pale  egg-plant  color  glazed  in  light 
apple  green,  with  an  overglaze  of  soft 
powder  blue  on  the  moldings  and  wood 
trim.  The  ceiling  is  powder  blue  with 
silver  stars,  or  flecked  with  silver.  If  the 
walls  are  not  paneled,  a  scalloped  painted 
valance  to  match  the  ceiling  might  be  u:ied 
around  the  top  of  the  room.  The  furniture 
is  covered  in  various  shades  of  powder  blue, 
relieved  with  touches  of  apple  green.  The 
hangings  of  pale  -powder  blue  taffeta  or 
satin  are  bordered  with  apple  green  ribbon 
and  are  used  over  sash  curtains  of  fine 
Brussels  net  trimmed  with  narrow  shaded 
velvet  ribbon  in  pale  egg-plant  color.  If 
a  more  practical  window  treatment  is  de- 
sired, hand  painted  roller  shades  can  be 
used  in  a  soft  green  tone  edged  with  blue 
fringe  and  tassels.  The  carpet  is  in  powder 
blue  and  has  a  fringe  around  it  of  silver 
and  green. 

So  much  for  a  color  scheme  taken  from 
a  K'ang-Hsi  vase.  The  colors  ma}'  be 
shuffled  and  dealt  again  for  the  different 
rooms  according  to  their  size,  exposure,  and 
one's  individual  preferance. 

A  collector  of  ship  models  has  done  his 
country  place  in  the  most  amusing  manner, 
the  decorations  inspired  by  his  collection  of 
picturesque  small  boats.  Here  the  living 
and  dining  rooms  are  paneled  in  wood 
ornamented  with  many  carvings  from  old 
ships.  The  colors  of  the  hangings  and  fur- 
niture coverings  are  olive  green,  yellow, 
black  and  gray,  with  touches  of  vermillion. 
The  bedrooms  are  paneled  to  suggest  a 
yacht,  their  main  colors  being  sea  green, 
white  and  sky  blue  to  repeat  the  spirit  of 
the  sea.  On  the  walls  hang  old  marine 
prints  and  documents. 

In  a  country  house  old  chintzes  were 
selected  to  dominate  the  decorative  scheme 
and  the  effect  obtained  was  most  gay  and 
colorful.  In  all  interiors  save  the  dining 
room,  two  patterns  of  the  same  general  de- 
sign and  coloring  were  used  from  necessity 
as  enough  of  one  print  could  not  be  found. 
Combined  with  these  were  plain  or  striped 
fabrics  for  furniture  coverings,  with  plain 
curtains  used  in  some  of  the  rooms  hung 
from  old  chintz  valances  and  tiebacks. 
The  color  for  the  walls,  woodwork  and 
ceiling,  however,  was  produced  not  from 
the  principal  or  secondary  color  in  the 
blocks  but  from  the  color  most  sparingly 
employed  in  the  print,  thus  giving  the

GARDEN        BREAKFAST        ROOM 


Colorful  Landscape   Panels   Alternate   with   Long   French    Windows, 
Creating  a   Successful  Illusion   of  the    Out-of- Doors 


I  IKE  breakfast  itself,  a  breakfast  room 
-'is  an  amenity  of  civilization,  not  a 
bare  necessity.  The  too  languid  and  the 
too  hustling  take  tlieir  breakfasts  either 
secretly  or  hastily,  without  regard  for  the 
setting.  Those  who  care  deeply,  however, 
for  what  is  appropriate  to  one  of  the  in- 
essential felicities  of  life  will  insist  on 
charming,  sunlit  surroundings  in  which  to 
spend  the  trj'ing  first  moments  of  the  day. 
The  purpose  in  furnishing  the  breakfast 
room  illustrating  this  article  was  to  achieve 
an  illusion  of  the  outdoors.  To  this  end 
wall  paper  panels  in  colorful  landscape 
scenes  were  chosen  to  alternate  with  the 
long  French  windows  through  which  are 
glimpses   of   an    unusuallv    lovely   garden. 


The  background  and  the  main  color  note 
in  all  these  panels  is  blue,  varying  all  the 
way  from  the  pale  azure  tint  of  the  skv 
to  the  deep  green-blue  of  the  foliage.  In 
addition  to  a  decorative  design  of  tall  trees, 
some  of  the  panels  show  engaging  scenes 
of  bridges  and  architectural  views,  with 
here  and  there  a  winding  road  leading  to 
a  house,  red  roofed  and  set  amid  airy,  pale 
pink  clouds.  This  unexpected  note  of  red 
inspired  the  use  of  red  lamp  shades,  chair 
seats  and  sofa  cushions. 

To  complement  and  accentuate  the 
dominant  color  in  the  panels,  the  surround- 
ing walls  and  woodwork  were  painted  a 
light  bluish  green — a  lovelv  note  in  con- 
nection  with   the   dark  trreen  of   the   trees 


outside.  Against  this  restful  background 
hang  curtains  of  blue-green  sun  fast  fabric, 
shades  deeper  than  the  walls.  The  cover- 
ing of  the  overstuffed  chairs  and  sofa  is  a 
rough  greenish-blue  material  that  tones  in 
delightfully  with  the  panels.  The  rug 
on  the  black  marble  floor  is  egg-plant  color. 
In  addition  to  the  overstuffed  pieces, 
there  is  a  set  of  old  Directoire  chairs  in 
black  and  gold,  with  dark  Venetian  red 
cushions,  and  a  console  table  back  of  the 
sofa  painted  in  the  same  manner.

Timely   Matters    Which   Should  Be   Considered  in    Order   That  the   Housekeeper 
Shall  Not  Pass   a   Summer  of  Discontent 

ETHEL  R.  PEYSER 


NOW  is  the  time  to  suggest  things  to 
think  about  for  summer  and  even 
winter  comfort,  for  in  the  spring  the  house- 
wife's fancy  rightly  turns  to  thoughts  of 
the  future. 

Renovation  and  cleaning  arc  not  as  popu- 
lar as  they  were  once  with  our  ancestors. 
Most  people  today  take  a  lease  from  month 
to  month  and  often  but  from  week  to  week 
— and  responsibility  for  such  domains  is 
lightly  held.  But  unlike  us  our  ancestors  re- 
mained in  the  same  house  from  generation 
to  generation,  and  the  home  was  of  utmost 
interest  to  them.  Furthermore,  in  the  olden 
days,  woodwork,  bathrooms,  kitchens  and 
all  the  rest  were  not  built  to  save  labor  be- 
cause service  was  inexpensive  and  easily 
available. 

Today,  every  builder  and  manufacturer 
of  worth  conspires  to  thwart  vermin  aiul 
they  make  cleaning  so  easy  that  the  idea  iii 
many  instances  is  not  sufficiently  con- 
sidered. However,  there  is  one  thing  that 
has  maintained  its  need  for  care,  and  that  is 
the  bed. 

FOILING    THE  FAUNA 

Spring  is  usually  tlic  best  time  to  thwart 
the  insistent  fauna  of  the  home.  It  is  (re- 
gardless of  furnishings  or  furniture)  a 
necessary  precaution  to  search  and  to  lay 
an  insecticidal  track  to  prevent  any  unseen 
onslaughts  or  summer  hatchings.  This  is 
especially  warrantable  in  the  bedrooms  of 
those  who  are  not  regular  members  of  the 
family;  in  the  garage,  servants'  hall  and 
rooms  used  by  guests  and  their  maids  and 
valets. 

There  are  brushes  made  that  get  into 
the  interstices  of  old  beds — though  many 
new  beds  are  so  made  as  to  make  such  in- 
vestigation almost  unnecessary.  Should 
danger  dawn  there  are  many  remedies  to 
use,  and  should  these  remedies  fail  one  may 
call  upon  the  agencies  whose  duty  it  is  to 
go  gunning  for  this  sort  of  wild  life.  Ail 
this  is  not  poetic  but  it  is  licensed  in  a  home 
discussion.  Of  course,  beds  should  be  cared 
for  every  few  weeks  during  the  year — but 
in  the  springtime  when  all  things  gain  and 
multiply,  the  sources  of  this  multiplication 
table  must  be  annihilated. 

The  proper  care  of  surfaces  throughout 
the  home  and  through  the  year — varnish- 
ings,  paintings,  oiling,  waxing  and  enamel- 
ings — will  save  the  careful  housewife 
much  heart-burning  when  spring  arrives. 
The  surfaces  in  the  home,  when  continu- 


ous and  whole,  smooth  and  unreceptive  to 
germs  and  alien  intruders,  make  a  fairer 
summer. 

This  is  a  good  time,  then,  to  see  that 
all  cracks  and  crevices  into  which  the  do- 
mestic fauna  may  enter  are  closed  up.  Old 
floors  abdicate  to  new  ones,  broken  tiles  give 
way  to  whole  ones  and  deteriorated  cement 
and  porcelains  are  renewed;  poor  table  tops 
mended ;  shelves  repaired  in  case  they  do 
not  fit  but  breed  dust  in  cracks  between 
tliem  and  side  walls. 

BREEDERS  OF  GERMS 

Cracks  and  breaks  are  excellent  breed- 
ing spots. 

If,  for  example,  your  linoleum  has  been 
faultily  installed,  get  an  expert  to  form  a 
better  alliance  between  wall  bases  and  floor 
and  between  each  strip  of  linoleum. 

If  you  have  a  floor  that  has  caused 
tiouble,  consider  those  of  cork,  tile,  compo- 
sition, well  made  and  laid  wood  and  others. 
These  construction  factors  in  a  home  can  be 
destructive  or  constructive  of  hygienic  and 
sanitary  conditions.  This  is  particularly 
true  if  you  have  an  old  house  which  should 
be  renovated. 

Springtime,  too,  is  the  moth's  advent.  In 
this  season,  before  closing  the  home,  or 
when  preparing  one  for  summer,  the  moth 
is  a  consideration  of  importance.  In  late 
spring  the  clothes  should  be  cleaned  thor- 
oughly with  the  vacuum  cleaner  you  have, 
or  with  the  small  ones  lately  made  for  this 
purpose  and  for  motor  cars.  Brushings  are 
excellent  but  vacuum  cleaning  is  more 
puniti\e  to  dust. 

MOTH -PROOFING 

The  moth-proof  bags  in  which  a  gar- 
ment is  hung  up  are  most  comforting  agents 
of  moth  prevention  and  protection.  They 
obviate  folding  and  packing  away  clothes 
in  remote  places,  and  if  for  any  reason  a 
garment  should  be  needed  out  of  season,  it 
is  at  once  easily  available.  We  know  of  no 
wiser  invention  of  late  years  than  this  of 
the  moth-proof  paper  garment  bags.  The 
moth  ball  and  treated  papers  for  other 
things  such  as  furs,  rugs,  curtains  and  bed- 
dine  are  familiar  to  everyone.  The  cedar 
chests  which  roll  conveniently  under  beds 
are  most  advantageous  to  the  small  house 
or  apartment  and  keep  their  charges  from 
moth  attacks. 

Baking  out  moths  is  being  done  to  great 


advantage  in  the  new  heated  laundry  dry- 
ers. After  such  a  baking,  the  clothes  can 
be  stored  in  any  of  the  above  methods  or 
modifications. 

Of  course,  no  closets  should  be  neglected 
in  the  spring,  especially  if  the  house  is  to  be 
closed.  Moths  and  ants  and  other  aliens 
will  breed  in  wardrobes  and  clothes  presses 
if  their  larvae  are  not  destroyed.  It  is  easier 
to  prevent  the  advent  before  birth  than 
chase  them  when  winged  or  legged.  A 
winged  victory  in  this  case  is  a  hard-won 
triumph. 

This  is  the  time,  above  all,  to  have  the 
screens  put  into  condition  if  they  were  not 
conditioned  when  put  away  last  fall.  It 
is  also  the  time  to  have  new  ones  made  if 
}ou  need  them,  for  a  good  set  of  screens 
takes  a  few  weeks  to  make.  Have  them 
fitted  carefully  and  made  by  the  best  mak- 
ers. They  must  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
your  vicinity  and  be  of  rustless  make 
throughout.  Above  all  they  must  fit  exactly 
and  work  easily.  The  whole  house  or  apart- 
ment should  be  screened,  for  one  un- 
screened place  creates  defeat. 

PORCHES   AND    SCREENS 

If  your  porches  were  not  screened  last 
year,  add  another  room  to  vour  house  by 
screening  one  at  least.  Electric  lights  in 
such  an  enclosure  have  naught  but  pleasure 
in  their  train.  But  remember  that  the  mesh 
of  your  screen  must  take  into  consideration 
the  size  of  the  attacking  gnats  and  punkies 
and  mosquitoes.  Many  a  home  is  beauti- 
fully screened  for  flies  but  admits  most 
hospitably  the  annoying  smaller  fly. 

Many  folks  leave  the  porch  furnishings 
to  summer  time,  when  shopping  is  loath- 
some and  dispositions  are  far  from  what 
they  should  be.  Why  not  think  in  spring 
of  the  porch  rugs,  new  cretonne  coverings, 
chairs  and  tables  and  pick  them  with  care 
while  there  is  plenty  of  time.?  This  method 
saves  nerves  and  purse  and  allows  for  that 
resultant  effect  commonly  called  "taste." 

Furthermore,  don't  wait  until  the  heat 
and  glare  of  summer  to  order  awnings  or 
have  the  awnings  put  up.  Attack  these 
before  everyone  thinks  about  them — and  a 
man  is  free  to  help  you.  If  you  do  con- 
sider awnings,  consider  the  best  you  can 
buy — or  buy  none.  Non-fading,  substan- 
tial material  on  frames  that  do  not  go  lame 
after  a  fortnight's  use.  Sparing  a  few  cents 
on  an  awning  is  foolish  economy.  Awn-

THE  ceramic  wares  of  Corea  are  al- 
most as  mysterious  in  their  origin  as 
is  the  famous  Faience  d'Oiron  of  P" ranee. 
We  know  little  about  them,  but  we  can 
guess  a  great  deal.  Fortunately  it  seems 
likely  that  our  guessing  does  not  lead  us 
astray  of  their  probable  story. 

Many  fine  pieces  of  Corean  pottery  arc 
available  for  study,  American  collections, 
both  private  and  public,  being  exceptionally 


rich  in  them.  Although  they  present  their 
problems,  they  are  not  like  the  mystery  of 
the  Chinese  pottery  called  Clival  so  extrava- 
gantly praised  by  early  Chinese  writers, 
one  of  whom  tells  us  it  was  made  for  the 
Emperor  Shih  Tsung  (A.D.  954-959) 
who  directed  the  Imperial  Potters  to  make 
this  ware  the  color  of  "the  blue  of  the  sky 
after  rain,  as  seen  in  the  rifts  of  the 
clouds,"  while  another  writer  describes  it

as  being  "blue  like  the  sky,  brilliant  like  a 
mirror,  thin  like  paper,  and  resonant  as  a 
musical  stone"  and  still  another  tells  us  it 
was  thick  and  had  a  coarse  yellow  clay 
clinging  to  its  foot,  which  conflicting  testi- 
mony is  of  little  comfort  since  no  au- 
thentic example  of  this  mythical  ware  is 
known  to  us  at  the  present  time!

IT  IS  interesting  to  thiiik 
backward  to  Caesar's  days 
when  he  wrote,  "All  Gaul  is 
divided  into  three  parts,"  but 
France  was  not  really  France 
until  the  9th  Century.  In  the 
Middle  Ages,  Roman  and 
Christian  art  influences  min- 
gled producing  what  the  French 
call  le  style  Roman  and  we  call 
by  the  French  word  Roman- 
esque. From  the  12th  Century 
the  Gothic  style  held  sway, 
until  the  Renaissance  influences 
from  Italy,  16th  Century,  de- 
veloped into  le  style  Louis 
QuatorxCy  17th  Century,  when 
France  found  herself  magnifi- 
cently her  own  mistress  and 
dictated  both  styles  and  man- 
ners for  the  Western  world. 

But  we  cannot  so  lightly  step 
into  those  gorgeous  days  of  le 
grand  monarque.  Even  in  the 
Dark  Ages,  the  houses  in  that 
part  of  the  world  had  a  little 
oil  lamp  and  perhaps  added  a 
little  candlestick  to  the  fire- 
light. We  can  be  sure  that 
daylight  never  sufficed  the  inde- 
fatigable warrior  Charle- 
magne, surrounded  by  learned 
men  at  nightfall,  investigating 
astronomy,  music,  logic,  gram- 
mar, literature  and  natural  his- 
tory, and  himself  learning  to 
write — an  unusual  accomplish- 
ment for  Ju's  day. 

Early  French  lighting  fix- 
tures were  either  purely  utili- 
tarian or  bore  the  mark  of  other 
countries.  Southern  France 
bordering  on  the  Mediterran- 
ean was  familiar  with  Italy 
and  Byzantium,  and  traders 
brought  thither  foreign  wares 
and  ornament.  Northern 
France  knew  little  of  luxury. 
France  that  bordered  Spain  and 
the  Pyrenees  was  at  one  with 
Spain  in  the  kingdom  of  Na- 
varre which  straddled  the 
mountains.       Here     were     the

great  iron  mines  and  here  we 
may  expect  to  find  and  do  still 
find  primitive  lighting  fixtures 
of  the  same  type  on  both  sides 
of  the  Pyrenees.  The  Spanish 
candll  and  the  French  candilr 
are  similar  today;  both  remin- 
iscent of  the  Roman  lamp  in 
the  covered  types,  but  as  primi- 
tive as  possible  in  the  uncovered 
examples — a  little  pan  with  a 
bent  edge  to  hold  the  oil  and 
keep  the  wick  out  of  it,  the 
handle  sticking  straight  up  in 
the  air  with  hook  and  spike  at- 
tachment. Lamps  were  also 
permanently  suspended,  better 
to  light  the  room,  as  for  a  cele- 
bration when  thirty-six  lamps 
might  be  hung  from  a  single 
beam  of  wood  or  metal.  Can- 
dlesticks were  used  at  least  as 
early  as  the  8th  Century;  can- 
delabra in  the  11th.  This 
brings  us  to  the  interesting 
time  of  the  dinandcrie^  late

group  of  workers  in  bronze  and 
copper  whose  work  was  con- 
spicuous in  Europe  until  the 
14th  Century,  reaching  as  far 
as  Italy  and  Spain.  Candle- 
sticks of  their  making  in  va- 
rious forms,  mostly  curious, 
are  known  as  d'lnanderie.  The 
low  squat  candlesticks  with 
scrolls,  animals'  feet,  or  ani- 
mals for  feet,  are  as  vigorous 
and  active  in  design  as  the 
squirming  dragons,  curious 
quadrupeds,  and  birds,  which 
either  carry  human  figures 
holding  prickets  or  have  prickets 
mounted  on  their  own  backs. 
Their  vigorous  quality  is  char- 
acteristic of  late  Romanesque 
sculpture  and  their  workman- 
ship deserves  its  fame.  These 
chimerical  animals  became 
highly  sophisticated  in  the  days 
of  Francois  I  but  early  exam-

pies  were  primitive  aiul  crude.  Candle- 
sticks were  called  chandeliers  and  those 
from  Dinant,  chandeliers  de  dinanderie. 

The  art  of  the  lighting  fixture  was  in 
its  infancy.  The  torch,  candle,  or  wick 
in  oil  were  merely  accommodated  in  a 
practical  or  whimsical  way.  The  fixture 
itself  developed  in  size  throughout  the 
Gothic  period  and  finally  reached  what  art 
critics  delight  in  calling  monumentalitv, 
in  the  great  Gothic  crowns  of  light. 

This  couronne  de  liimiere — the  glory 
of  the  Gothic  period — was  fitted  for  lamps 
or  candles  and  usually  hung  with  three 
chains.  With  lamps,  and  called  a  lamplery 
it  gave  little  light;  with  multiplied 
candleli<j;ht  it  was  brilliant,  and 
when  doubled  or  tripled  in  dimin- 
ishing rings  or  hexagons,  as  on  the 
floor  lights,  it  produced  what  was 
thought  in  that  da}'  to  be  a  mar\el- 
ous  cone  of  flame. 

Hanging  coronas  were  of  wood, 
bronze,  copper,  silver,  or  silver-gilt; 
sometimes  elaborately  decorated  in 
enamel,  ivory,  crystal  and  coral. 
Of  bronze  dori' — gilt  bronze,  be- 
fore the  13tli  Centurv,  they  were 
later  of  fer  forge — wrought  iron, 
during  France's  period  of  splendid 
Gothic  ironwork.  The  use  of 
bronze  preceded  iron,  as  in  Italy 
and  Spain,  but  more  closely,  and 
followed  it  even  more  permanently. 
The  large  coronas  of  Rheims  and 
Aix-la-Chanelle     were     world     fa-

mous.  Iron  coronas  were  not  so  large,  and 
in  the  14th  and  15th  Centuries  were  lobed. 
Candlesticks  were  chandeliers  a  foint  or 
a  broche — pricket,  or  a  hobeche — socket 
or  nozzle,  with  or  without  a  grease  pan; 
with  solid  base  or  feet;  taller,  and  with 
knobbed  stems,  they  were  ingeniously  made 
in  openwork  bronze,  iron,  silver,  ivory, 
enamel,  crystal,  and  gold.  In  the  15th 
Century  the  tlge  a  bague  or  ringed  stem 
came  into  vogue.  Bobeche  was  a  socket 
with  or  without  a  grease  pan,  and  a  chan- 
delier designated  any  candle  fixture  until 
the*  18th  Century.  Candlesticks  were  of 
iron  for  the  kitchen,  of  decorated  wood 
for  the  great  hall,  of  bronze  or  cop- 
per for  other  rooms  in  fine  houses, 
and  brass  in  the  cottage — a  distinc- 
tion common  until  the  1 7th  Cen- 
tury. 

Dinanderie  was  in  vogue,  so  was 
chamfcleve  enamel — that  is  colored 
enamels  set  in  desiains  gouged  out 
of  metal,  as  in  the  chandeliers 
Limousins  of  Limoges,  about 
twelve  to  eighteen  inches  high. 
Bougeoirs,  little  flat  candlesticks — 
the  bougie  was  the  candle — were 
called  fallete,  esconcCy  crassety

FOR  centuries  Sweden  has  been  known  as 
the  iron  coiintr}'  of  Europe  and  it  was 
partly  because  of  its  mineral  resources  that 
during  the  17th  Century  it  became  one  of 
the  great  military  powers  of  Europe.  War 
munitions  also  constituted  a  regular  part  of 
its  exports.  Swedish-made  siege  guns  opened 
many  a  breach  in  continental  city  walls, 
while  chain  balls  of  Swedish  cast  iron 
whizzed  across  the  battlefields,  mowing 
down  infantry  and  cavalry  alike.  All  the 
iron  artillery  pieces  used  in  the  Prussian 
army  prior  to  1779,  for  instance,  were 
made  in  Sweden  and  to  a  country  like  Hol- 
land, lacking  mineral  resources  of  its  own, 
the  Swedish  iron  works  furnished  cannon 
and  shot  regularly.  It  is  probable  that  artil- 
lery pieces  of  Swedish  origin 
figured  in  the  Dutch  period 
of  New  York's  history. 

One  of  the  Swedish  iron 
foundries  that  for  nearly 
200  years — from  1623  to 
180S  to  be  exact — special- 
ized in  making  guns  for  the 
Swedish  go\ernment  as  well 
as  for  export,  was  that  of 
Niifveqvarn  on  the  country's 
east  coast,  south  of  Stock- 
holm. Originally  only  an 
ordinary  grist  and  saw  mill, 
on  the  Nafve  River,  it  be- 
longed during  the  middle 
ages  to  Vadstena  Cloister, 
the  home  of  St.  Bridgit, 
Sweden's  great  medieval 
leader,  and  as  early  as  1447 
the  church  records  show  that 
Niifveqvarn  paid  its  "in  nn- 
tura"  taxes  in  some  form 
of  iron. 

But  the  first  regular  smel- 
ter at  Nafveqvarn  was  built 
in  1623  by  two  Walloon 
Brothers,  Gillis  and  Hubert 
De  Beschc,  who  with  their 
father  had  fled  from  Liege 
in  present-day  Belgium  to 
Sweden  in  order  to  escape 
the  religious  persecutions 
then  raging  in  their  native 
land.  These  immigrants  had 
learned  the  art  of  mining 
in  the  Meuse  district  at  home 
and  they  were  amone  the 
first  to  develop  Sweden's 
mineral  resources  on  a  larsje 
scale,  first  as  partners  of 
their  countryman,  Louis  Dc 
Geer,  a  business  statesman, 
who   became   known   as   the 


father  of  Swedish  industries,  antl  later  as 
independent  operators  and  war  contractors. 
The  Swedish  government  soon  became 
their  customer  for  the  guns  used  in  the 
Thirty  Years'  War  and  through  their  ac- 
quaintances in  Holland  they  obtained  war 
contracts  from  the  Dutch  Government. 
To  this  day  there  is  a  battery  of  eight  siege 
guns  at  Nafveqvarn,  the  largest  cast  in 
1657,  from  which  an  annual  salute  is  fired 
at  six  A.M.  every  Midsummer's  Day 
Morning,  the  Swedish  National  Holiday, 
corresponding  to  the  American  July  Fourth. 
Besides  artillery  pieces  the  Nafveqvarn 
works  also  cast  such  useful  articles  as  stoves, 
cooking  utensils,  plows,  mileposts,  and 
during  the  18th  Century  dabbled,  like  many 


other  Swedish  iron  works,  in  "objet  d'art" 
such  as  handsome  parlor  stoves,  park 
benches,  garden  urns  and  watering  vats, 
sun  dials,  fountains,  etc.,  mostly  over  ornate 
in  the  manner  of  the  "age  of  enlightening". 
But  during  the  "machine  era"  of  the  19th 
Century,  this  practice  fell  into  disuse  and 
Nafveqvarn  made  more  steam  engine 
frames,  trip  hammers,  threshing  machines, 
and  reaper  parts  than  industrial  art  g(!ods. 
"By  1916",  writes  a  Swedish  art  specialist, 
Sixten  Strombom,  "it  would  probably  have 
been  impossible  to  find  in  a  Swedish  iron 
foundry  the  molds  for  a  decent  garden 
seat  or  a  decorative  urn  of  this  material 
(cast  iron)". 

But  it  was  also  in  1916,  or  tliereabout, 
that  a  new  movement  broke 
through  in  Swedish  indus- 
trial art  generally.  The  old 
imitations  were  declared  ta- 
boo, and  new  styles,  suitable 
to  the  material  in  hand, 
demanded  from  the  manu- 
facturers. "Why,  for  in- 
stance", asked  the  rebels, 
banded  together  in  the  Na- 
tional Handicrafts  Associa- 
tion, "should  a  cast  iron  gar- 
den sofa  be  made  in  imitation 
of  wicker  work,  or  why 
should  this  relatively  brittle 
material  be  asked  to  ser\'e  as 
a  medium  for  delicate  fili- 
gree work,  requiring  a 
tougher  medium  such  as  sil- 
\'er  or  brass? 

"More  beautiful  things 
for  every  day  use"  was  the 
slogan  of  the  new  movement 
which  also  required  that  for 
each  raw  material  special 
forms  should  be  worked  out, 
giving  both  strength  and 
beauty.  Abo\e  all  things  war 
was;  declared  on  machi'ne- 
made  imitations  of  the  old 
and  usually  over-decorated 
designs  for  the  handicrafts 
of  bygone  ajjes. 

On  paper  and  in  public  de- 
bates,  this   matter   had   been 
discussed     for     some     years,

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PROGRESS      IN      THE      USE      OF      STUCCO 

During  the  Past  Decade  Cement  and  Stucco  Have  Achieved  a  High 
Position  Among  Dependable  Bui/ding  Materials 

O.  A.  MALONE 


THE  use  of  plastics  as  an  exterior  finish 
on  the  walls  of  man's  ahode  appears 
to  date  from  the  time  he  ceased  to  live  in 
caves  and  began  the  art  and  science  of  con- 
struction. Mud  made  through  the  admix- 
ture of  clay  or  clayey  soils  with  water  was 
doubtless  the  first  material  used  as  mortar 
to  hold  together  boulders  or  slabs  of  stone, 
and  later  to  chink  logs,  used  in  wall  con- 
struction. It  is  safe  to  presume  that  be- 
cause of  its  protective  value  to  the  under 
structure  and  because  of  its  appeal  to  his 
primitive  and  developing  art  sense,  coin- 
cident with  improving  intelligence,  he  be- 
gan to  apply  the  only  plastic  known  to 
him — mud — to  the  outer  walls  of  his 
dwellings. 

That  he  should  find  gritty  or  sandy 
loams  to  shrink  less  than  rich  loams,  would 
lead  him  naturally  to  add  sand  to  the  latter 
when  chiefly  clays  or  rich  loams  were  avail- 
able. It  was  doubtless  to  reduce  shrinkage 
that  the  use  of  aggregates,  saiul  and  rocks, 
began. 

STUCCO  OR  FRAME  WALLS 

In  the  minds  of  many,  stucco  is  errone- 
ously thought  to  be  a  cheap  and  poor  wall 
covering,  and  for  that  reason  I  am  going 
to  tell  briefly  of  the  difi^crent  methods  in 
which  stucco  has  been  tried  luitil,  finally,  a 
successful  method  of  laying  up  a  stucco 
wall  was  found.  As  I  pass  through  the 
different  stages,  I  wish  it  clearly  under- 
stood that  it  is  in  generalities  I  speak,  and 
principally  on  general  field  practice. 

The  first  stucco  work  on  frame  con- 
struction that  came  under  my  observation 
was  plastering  on  wood  lath  with  lime 
mortar.  This  stucco  seemingly  developed 
little  strength,  and  from  the  swelling  and 
shrinking  of  the  lath,  naturally  broke  the 
keys  causing  the  stucco  to  fall  off  in  sheets. 
Recently  a  system  of  using  wooden  keys 
to  support  stucco  has  been  offered  in  which 
the  obstacles  mentioned  above  seem  to  be 
overcome.  By  this  system  the  stucco  is  ap- 
plied upon  the  face  of  a  waterproofed  fibre 
board  which  has  damp-  and  fireproofed 
wooden  lath  affixed  to  it. 

Experimenting  with  metal  lath,  how- 
ever, the  lath  was  coated  with  a  plaster  of 
lime  mortar,  containing  a  considerable 
amount  of  hair  in  the  first  coat,  the  second 
coat  being  possibly  half  lime  and  half 
cement  with  of  course  the  proper  amount 
of  sand  and  aggregate.  The  finish  coat,  in 
manv  instances,  was  all  sand  and  cement. 


This  made  the  outer  coats  the  strongest. 
These  because  of  their  greater  shrinkage 
developed  cracks  and  allowed  moisture  to 
get  to  the  metal  thereby  causing  it  to  be  de- 
stroyed by  rust,  and,  naturally,  caused  a 
loosening  and  falling  off  of  the  whole 
stucco  sheet. 

Our  next  step  was  to  use  the  same  metal 
lath,  plastered  with  what  we  know  and 
admit  to  be  correct  today  as  the  cement 
lime  mixture — usually  about  one  part  of 
cement  to  which  has  been  added  ten  per- 
cent of  lime  hydrate  and  three  parts  of 
sand.  We  continued  to  use  more  or  less 
hair  or  fibre  in  the  first  coat,  troweling  it 
onto  the  metal  lath  and,  after  the  first  coat 
became  dry,  applying  a  second  coat  of  the 
same  mortar  without  the  hair,  and  then  the 
finishing  coat.  It  required  some  time  t(;  de- 
velop the  fact  that  this  metal,  not  being 
fully  covered  on  the  back,  had  a  tendency 
to  more  or  less  rust  out,  leaving  in  many 
cases  only  a  stain  of  the  rust.  This  brought 
about  a  demand  for  galvanized  metal  lath 
which  proved  to  be  more  of  a  success.  We 
found  that  if  we  used  an  open  mesh  metal, 
first  covering  our  buildings  with  water- 
proof paper,  and  furred  this  open  mesh  lath 
out  from  the  backing  from  34  '"ch  to  3/^ 
inch,  and  then  applied  our  first  coat  of 
cement  plaster  with  sufficient  force  to  drive 
it  thoroughly  through  the  mesh,  filling  in 
all  the  space  solidly  between  the  back  of  the 
metal  and  the  paper  covering  the  wall  we 
would  thoroughly  protect  the  metal  from 
corroding.  On  top  of  this  the  usual  second 
and  finishing  coats  were  applied. 

PROPER    USE    OF    LATH 

While  a  great  improveme.nt,  vet  witli 
this  s)'Stem  there  was  still  a  weakness  to 
overcome,  for  since  we  had  to  use  furring 
strips,  placed  about  eight  inches  on  center 
to  space  out  the  metal,  the\'  weakened  the 
slab  to  the  extent  of  whatever  thickness  the 
strips  happened  to  be,  causing  cracks  to  de- 
velop. However,  this  method  of  construc- 
tion taught  us  that  we  had  been  entirely 
wrong  in  using  any  type  of  metal  lath  as 
something  to  plaster  on,  and  that  the 
proper  use  to  be  made  of  the  metal  was  to 
get  it  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  center  of 
the  stucco  slab,  thoroughly  encasing  it  on 
either  side  with  the  cement  mortar;  in 
other  words,  to  use  it  in  the  same  sense  as 
reinforcement  in   reinforced  concrete. 

As  soon  as  cement  used  as  stucco  showed 
a   tendency  to   check   or  crack,   substitutes 


minieiiiatel\-  made  their  appearance.  But 
cement  had  the  indispensable  qualities  of 
permanenc}  and  durability,  and  experi- 
enced stucco  men,  knowing  that  these 
qualities  were  indispensable,  contiiuied  dif- 
ferent methods  of  application  until  a  solu- 
tion was  found.  Proper  reinforcement  was 
the  answer. 

In  preparing  a  frame  building  to  be 
stuccoed  there  is  still  a  question  in  the 
minds  of  many  as  to  whether  it  is  better 
to  sheathe  the  building  or  attach  the  stucco 
directl)'  on  the  studding.  This  is  a  point  of 
contention  that  I  do  not  care  to  enter  into. 
I  will  first  describe  the  application  of  stucco 
o\er  a  sheathed  buikling.  Over  the  sheath- 
ing must  be  applied  a  fifteen  pound  water- 
proof building  paper,  starting  at  the  bottom, 
lapping  all  vertical  joints  by  at  least  six 
inches  and  all  horizontal  joints  at  lea^t 
three  inches.  In  other  words,  the  paper 
should  be  applied  in  shingle  or  weather- 
hoard  fashion,  and  held  in  place  with  large 
headed  roofing  nails.  This  paper  imme- 
diately waterproofs  the  building  and  pre- 
\ents  moisture  from  the  wet  mortar  coats 
getting  to  the  super-structure  and  thereby 
swelling  and  shrinking  the   framework. 

APPLICATION   OF   REINFORCEMENT 

Reinforcement  should  consist  either  of 
expanded  metal  cut  from  sheets  not  less 
than  20-gauge  in  thickness  with  openings 
no  less  than  ^  by  2  inches,  nor  greater 
than  1  34  by  4  inches  in  size,  the  fabric  to 
weigh  not  less  than  1.8  pounds  per  square 
yard,  or  wire  fabric  composed  of  wires 
not  smaller  than  I8-gauge  used  with  open- 
ings not  less  than  Vj^  inch  square  or  with 
wires  not  smaller  than  14-gauge  used  with 
openings  not  greater  than  2  inches  square. 
All  reinforcement  to  be  furred  out  from 
the  sheathing  at  least  J4  inch.  The  aim  in 
using  furring  is  to  locate  and  securel) 
fasten  the  reinforcement  as  near  the  center 
of  the  stucco  slab  as  possible,  without  using 
a  type  of  furring  which  by  its  nature  woidd 
materially  decrease  the  thickness  of  the 
stucco  slab  at  this  point  ami  cause  it  to 
crack.  There  are  several  metal  furring 
nails  with  metal  spacers  on  the  market  that 
will  fully  meet  these  requirements.  Rein- 
forcement should  be  placed  horizontally, 
fastened  with  furring  nails  not  less  than 
eight  inches  apart  over  the  entire  surface. 
All  vertical  joints  should  be  lapped  four  to 
six  inches,  and  all  horizontal  joints  should

JUST  liow  many  million  motors  there 
are  in  America  can  scarcely  matter 
nearly  so  much  at  the  moment  as  the  prob- 
lem of  keeping  them  from  freezing  up 
traffic  on  our  Fifth  Avenues  and  colliding 
blindly  at  our  country  crossroads.  For  towns 
and  villages,  as  much  as  for  cities,  these 
affairs  of  orderliness  and  safety  have  be- 
come within  the  past  few  years  the  great, 
important  problems  of  the  automobile;  and 
while  the  solutions  have  been  effective  and 
have  kept  motor  traffic  from  being  a  men- 
ace, the  devices  brought  into  play  have  been, 
of  necessity,  so  frantically  considered  that 
hardly  one  of  them  can  be  said  to  produce 
in  the  beholder  a  sense  of  pleasure  gained 
by  viewing  its  attractive  appearance. 

Perhaps  beauty  is  never  born  overnight, 
and  perhaps  it  is  perfectly  natural  that  we

shoukl  just  now  begin  to  think  about  the 
looks  of  these  devices.  At  any  rate,  we  do 
jiotice  that  they  are,  as  a  rule,  disturbingly 


less  ornamental  than  useful.  And  that  be- 
ing the  case,  they  seem  a  fit  subject  in  this 
Town  Betterment  series. 

Each  design  shown  here  is  an  adaptation 
of  some  existing  type  and  is  an  effort  to  im- 
prove its  appearance.  The  idea  in  each  case, 
also,  has  been  to  produce  a  traffic  signal 
structure  which  would  cost  but  little  more 
than  the  ordinary  quickly  made  compro- 
mise, for  it  is  fairly  easy  to  make  a  grace- 
ful gesture  when  there  is  not  the  handicap 
of  strict  economy  or  a  close  financial  limit. 
Estimates  would  show  how  reasonably  any 
of  the  devices  here  shown  might  be  built. 

Three  of  them  are  of  the  type  used  at 
roadway  intersections  in  rural  and  suburban 
districts.  They  are  designed  to  afford 
shelter  to  a  traffic  officer,  to  give  him  a  clear 
\'iew  in  all  directions  and  put  him  in  com- 
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plcte  control  of  his  post.  The}- 
are  treated  in  tliree  distinct 
architectural  styles:  the  first  in 
half-timber  and  stucco  for  a 
neighborhood  where  that  par- 
ticular manner  has  been  em- 
phasized, the  second  in  the 
Colonial  idea  for  a  town  or 
community  where  there  are 
1 8th  Century  or  early  19th 
Century  houses  or  where  this 
type  of  architecture  predomi- 
nates, and  a  third  in  tlu-  Spanish 
style  for  Florida  or  the  lowci' 
coast  of  California.  By  giviiig 
these  tiny  structures  this  con- 
sideration they  will  fall  natu- 
rall}'  into  their  surroLuulinus 
and  attain  a  feeling  of  belon;:- 
ing  to  their  situation  which  the 
plain,  bare  sentry  box  affair  can 
never  hope  to  have. 

Each  one  of  the  three  is 
equipped  with  a  set  of  four- 
way  signal  lights  which  may  bj 
operated  from  a  separate,  o\- 
central,  station  when  the  officer 
is  not  on  duty.  They  are  sub- 
stantially built  and  have  the 
quality  of  permanence,  which  is 
usually  not  one  of  the  out- 
standing (|ualities  of  signal  sta- 


tions   of    this    particular    type. 

A  feature  that  cannot  be 
lightly  regarded  in  structures  of 
this  sort  is  the  sturdy  protection 
which  has  been  given  their 
bases.  In  the  first  design  a  stone 
foundation  prevents  the  de- 
struction of  the  station  by  any- 
thing but  the  head-on  impact  of 
a  swiftly  moving  five-ton  truck, 
while,  on  the  other  two,  corner 
posts  of  stone  or  concrete  reduce 
to  almost  nothinfj  the  dan<rer  of 
damage  by  careless  drivers. 

The  traffic  tower  on  page  136 
is  designed  for  a  city  or  large 
town  where  it  is  necessary  to 
control  traffic  for  a  considerable 
distance  in  four  directions  and 
where  the  volimie  of  traffic  is 
unusually  heavy.  It  has  the  ^ir- 
tues  of  simplicity  and  style.  Al- 
though it  is  high,  it  covers  but 
little  area,  and  is  adequately 
protected  at  its  base  by  heavy 
foundations  and  corner  posts. 
The  main  part  of  the  tower 
is  constructed  of  steel,  to  be 
painted,  and  the  "crow's  nest" 
is  roofed  with  sheet  copper.

1  Trellises,  arbors  and

predecessors  and  contemporaries,  ap- 
pear to  have  had  an  art  that  was  more 
inspirational  than  that  of  the  later 
Chinese  potters  of  the  17th  and  of  the 
ISth  Centuries,  although  the  Coreans 
(lid  not  reach  to  the  technical  refine- 
ments shown  in  the  fine  Chinese  porce- 
lains of  K'ang-  Hsi  and  Ch'ien  Luny. 
Theirs  was  ever  truly  the  potter's  art 
in  its  most  natural,  most  inspired 
form,  and  although  the  Corean  pot- 
ters were  alive  to  the  value  of  deco- 
ration and  applied  it  with  a  rare  in- 
stinct, they  were  little  given  to 
deliberately  developing  it  as  a  chief 
quality  in  their  products. 

In  describing  the  extraordinarily 
fine  examples  of  early  Corean  pottery 
in  the  collection  of  Mr.  Sentaro 
Vamaoka,  a  Japanese  connoisseur  of 
Mikage,  a  collection  almost  unrivalled, 
the  Japanese  critic,  Harada-Jiro  set 
forth  as  the  opinion  of  a  gifted  Japan- 
ese potter,  Kanji  Kawai,  that  the 
Corean  potters  gave  little  or  no 
thought  to  creating  wares  with  any 
deliberate  notion  of  making  them 
beautiful,  but  that,  "they  were,  by  the 
force  of  life,  driven  to  produce  as 
many  as  they  could  with  the  least  cost 
to  them  as  possible.  In  the  ardour  of 
their  work,  they  forgot  themselves. 
Stripped  of  their  conscious  selves,  they 
allowed  their  true  subconscious  selves, 
coinmon  to  the  rest  of  their  race,  to 
assert  themselves.  Thus  the  potter  be- 
came, as  if  in  a  trance,  a  medium  of 
his  race  in  producing  his  ceramic 
wares,  a  branch  of  work  best  suited 
for  such  a  purpose." 

In  a  distant  age  when  craftsmen 
worked  leisurely,  and  when  the  pot- 
ter could  not,  at  any  moment,  have 
felt  the  pressure  of  commerce  as  the 
workers  in  the  arts  today  feel  it,  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  Corean  potter  did 
work  with  conscious  intent  to  attain 
standards  set  by  himself,  but  that  in- 
stead of  taking  his  pattern  from  some- 
one else,  (as  we  mostly  do,  nowadays), 
he  created  his  own  as  he  went  along, 
conscious  of  his  aspiration,  yet  finding 
satisfaction  in  doing  his  best.  It  was 
not  an  accident  that  molded  a  wine- 
pot  in  the  form  of  a  Bamboo-sprout, 
or  which  traced  exquisite  flower-sprays 
on  another;  nor  was  it  completely  sub- 
conscious art,  although  it  was  some- 
what ingenuous  and  unartful  art,  as 
against  the  sophistication  of  Ch'ien 
Lung. 

EARLV    COREAN    HISTORY 

Let  us  turn,  for  a  moment,  to  the 
story  of  the  land  where  dwelt  the  pot- 
ters of  Korai.  Early  in  the  Christian 
Era,  Corea  comprised  three  kingdoms: 
Korio,  Pekche  and  Silla.  This  last, 
then  the  most  important,  absorbed  the 
other  two  and  all  three  then  became  a 
single  kingdom  but  under  Chinese 
suzerainty.  Some  centuries  later,  (A.D. 
918),  Korio  successfully  revolted, 
conquered  the  land  and  gave  its  own 
name  to  the  kingdom.  From  this  the 
European  name  Corea  (or  Korea)  is 
deri\ed. 

In  the  year  924,  Ouang  (Wang), 
the  Founder,  established  the  Korai 
Dynasty  and  made  Songdo  ("Pine 
Capitol")  on  the  west  coast  the  seat 
of  go\ernment. 


As  Corea  formed  the  highway  of 
communication  between  China  and 
Central  Asia,  Chinese  influence  was 
from  an  early  period,  \cry  marked. 
The  Krai  Dynasty  was  overthrown 
in  the  year  1392,  and  the  Yi  Dynasty, 
which  followed,  renamed  the  kingdom 
Chosen  ("Morning  Calm";  and  es- 
tablished  its  Capitol  at  Seoul.  Thence 
onward  Corea  was  well  under  Chinese 
domination,  and  Buddhism,  which  had 
been  brought  into  Corea  as  early  as 
A.D.  3  72  by  a  Chinese  monk,  was 
now  replaced  as  a  state  system  by  Con- 
fucianism. 

POTTERY    FRO.M    TO.MBS 

As  the  Corean  dynasty  of  Korii 
covered  the  Sung  Dynasty  of  China, 
the  culture  of  Korai  reflected  to  a 
great  degree  the  culture  of  Sung,  .is 
one  would  expect  it  to.  But  although 
we  have  rich  art  treasures  of  Sunj, 
we  have  practically  of  Korai  only 
the  specimens  of  the  potter's  art,  and 
even  these,  until  comparatively  recent 
years,  were  unknown  to  the  Western 
world. 

Nearly  all,  if  not  all,  of  the  ex- 
amples of  the  ceramic  wares  of  Coreai 
which  have  come  down  to  us  ha\e  beeni 
unearthed  from  tombs.  In  the  Korai 
period  it  was  customary  with  the 
Coreans  to  place  all  sorts  of  articles 
in  small  stone  chests  and  to  bury  these 
with  the  dead,  in  the  belief  that  the 
departed  would  need  them  in  their 
after  life.  With  the  passing  of  dynas- 
ties came  changes  in  burial  customs,. 
and  in  later  centuries  this  practice 
was  discontinued  and  pottery  no 
longer  formed  part  of  the  paraplier- 
nalia  of  the  tomb. 

As  inay  be  imagined,  a  \ery  large, 
number  of  wine  \essels  and  other 
ceramic  pieces  were  produced  by  the 
Corean  potters  for  funereal  purposes. 
The  fact  that  these  went  practically 
direct  to  the  funeral  chests  from  the 
kilns  and  were  then  placed  under- 
ground where  they  remained  for  cen-' 
turies,  protected  from  molestation,  ac- 
counts for  the  fine  and  remarkably 
fresh  condition  of  such  pieces  as  havej 
been  brought  to  light  by  excavation.; 

Already  in  the  days  of  Silla's  su-l 
premacy  the  potter's  wheel  had,  in  allj 
likelihood,  come  into  Corea  from^ 
China,  together  with  the  \arious 
forms  of  earthenware  \essels  then  im 
vogue  in  the  neighboring  Empire, 
The  very  earliest  pottery  found  in 
Corea  seem  to  suggest  that  they  were 
sent  thither  from  China,  although 
Japanese  collectors  long  held  them  to 
be  native  Corean  productions.  Later 
Corean  wares  seem  certainly  to  have 
a  Corean  origin. 

Assuming  Corean  pro\enance  for 
the  Korai  wares,  it  seems  likely  that 
they  would  have  been  manufactured  at: 
Songdo  or  in  the  vicinity,  but  nc 
traces  of  early  potteries  have  been 
disco\ered  there.  It  is  significant, how- 
ever, that  the  finest  Korai  pieces  have 
been  found  in  the  neighborhood  of 
that  ancient  capital  city.  Perhaps  one: 
can  do  no  better  than  to  place  Corear 
pottery  in  the  three  groups  suggestet, 
by  European  collectors:  (\)  Those  of 
undoubted  Corean  origin;  (2)  ThoK

as  having  been  imported  from  China; 
and  (  3  )  Tliose  of  undoubted  Chinese 
origin,  although  found  in  Corea. 

Tile  well-known  English  critic, 
Bernhard  Rackham,  gi\es  as  the  char- 
acteristics Oi  the  \ery  early  pieces  of 
j)ottery  found  in  Corea,  a  body  hard 
and  resonant  of  dark  ash-grey  hue, 
surface  devoid  of  glaze,  close-grained 
and  even ;  shapes  wheel-thrown  ami 
carefully  finished,  with  simple  dignity 
of  line  and  sometimes  decorated  wit!i 
incised  lines  or  wavy  comb-marks  or 
with  impressions  arranged  in  bands 
from  wooden  stamps  cut  with  trans- 
verse grooves,  circles  or  more  elabo- 
rate devices.  Some  rest  on  high  cylin- 
drical supports  pierced  w  ith  triangular 
or  ret'tangular  notches  and  perfora- 
tions. The  best  pieces,  however,  are 
the  later  Korai   wares. 

In  the  finest  group  of  Corean  ce- 
raim'c  wares,  tliat  which  appears  to  have 
been  the  work  of  native  potters,  (al- 
though still  exhibiting  the  distinct  in- 
fluence of  Chinese  ceramic  art),  we 
find  what  seem  to  be  marked  local 
characteristics  and  technical  peculiari- 
ties. Rackham  points  tjiese  out  to  be : 
the  whole  base  of  a  piece,  including 
the  foot-ring,  is  often  entirely  cov- 
ered with  glaze;  the  rim  of  the  vessel 
is  left  unglazed;  little  piles  of  sand, 
wliich  leave  irregular  patches  of  grit, 
adhere  to  the  surface.  Such  sand  piles 
were  employed  by  Corean  potters  in 
place  of  "stilts"  or  "cockspurs,"  such 
as  are  more  generally  used  in  kilns  as 
firing  supports.  Rackham  also  points 
out  certain  shapes  as  being  peculiar  to 
Corean  pottery:  A  cup  having  a  high 
foot  and  its  accompanying  stand  or 
saucer  having  a  more  or  less  promi- 
nent elevation  in  the  center  on  which 
the  cup  stands, — examples  of  this  are 
shown  in  the  illustration  of  cups  in 
the  collection  of  Mr.  Russell  Tyson 
of  Chicago  exhibited  as  a  loan  in  the 
Chicago  .■\rt  Institute;  in  certain  ves- 
sels following  in  form  certain  vege- 
table motives, — such  as  Mr.  Tyson's 
Bamboo-sprout  wine  pot,  also  here 
illustrated. 

EARLV    COREAN    ART 

The  pottery  of  the  Korai  period  ir 
simple  and  dignified  in  form  and 
shows  a  remarkable  sense  of  propor- 
tion and  harmonious  design  in  the 
mind  of  the  potter.  I  think  that  close 
study  reveals  in  the  Corean  potter's 
art  of  the  dynasty  a  distinct,  though 
subtle,  emphasis  in  form  that  we  may 
believe  to  be  distinctly  Corean.  The 
Bamboo-sprout  wine  pot  I  have  just 
mentioned  is,  it  seems  to  me,  evidence 
of  this. 

Apropos  wine  pots,  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  in  the  whole  range  of 
this  Corean  pottery  one  does  not  come 
across  teapot  or  teacup.  This  is  ac- 
counted for  by  the  fact  that  te.i- 
drinking  was  unknown  in  Corea  even 
at  a  time  when  it  had  become  popular 
in  China  and  in  Japan.  But  we  do 
find  the  wine  pots,  wine  cups,  bowls, 
fish  bowls,  pigment  boxes,  bottles, 
narrow-necked  flower-vases,  ewers  and 
plaques. 

In  the  decoration  of  Corean  pot- 
tery, plant  motives  predominate;     the 


Lotus,  Pruiuis,  Peony,  Clirysanthc- 
mum.  Bamboo,  Gouard-vine,  Willow 
and  aquatic  plants.  Flower  units  arc 
generally  placed  in  circular  medal- 
lions in  rows  of  closely-set  discs,  (oc- 
casionally the  discs  are  plain j,  and 
there  are  also  the  more  formal  border 
designs  of  petals  and  leaves,  rows  of 
the  "Wish-granting  Sceptre,"  heads, 
fret-pattern,  wicker-pattern,  etc.  Then 
we  have  also  the  flower-sprays  and 
such  birds  as  cranes,  ducks,  geese  and 
other  water-fowl  and  the  mythical 
Phoenix,  as  well  as  the  dragon.  Rarely 
human  figures  enter  the  design.  The 
symbolic  motives  are  taken  from  those 
of  Taoist  and  Buddhist  lore.  The  only 
example  -of  a  piece  of  Corean  waie 
bearing  a  potter's  name  is  one  in  the 
LeBlond  Collection,  Victoria  and  Al- 
bert Museum,  a  small  box  inscribed 
Cli-'en  Shi-i  in  'relief  (molded)  on 
the   base.    This  appears  to  be   unique. 

TINTS   AND    ni.AZIS 

The  majority  of  the  Korai  ware  is 
of  the  Celadon  glaze  type, — greyish 
or  brownish  sea-green.  The  tint  varies 
greatly.  Rackham  gives  as  its  two 
main  types:  (l)  A  very  close  and 
hard  opaque  porcellaneous  body  of 
light  ash-grey  color  with  a  faint  violet 
cast,  generally  burnt  red  when  the  sur- 
face is  exposed;  (2)  A  fairly  hard 
but  friable  brick-red  earthenware. 
Corean  celadon  is  perhaps  the  pottery 
referred  to  in  an  allusion  contained 
in  a  Chinese  treatise  written  in  A.D. 
I3S7,  the  Ko  Kn  Yao  Lnn  ("Essential 
Discussions  of  the  Criteria  of  Antiqui- 
ties"), but  of  this  we  cannot  be  certain. 
Korai  pottery  resembles  jade  in  texture 
and  has,  in  the  finer  pieces,  a  soft 
satiny  "feel."  Its  color  is  a  grey-blue 
generally,  although  one  meets  with 
pieces  having  a  greenish-brown  or 
nearly  mouse-color. 

The  decoration  of  many  of  the 
pieces  was  accomplished  by  means  of 
incising  the  pattern,  drawing  it  in  the 
j)aste  with  a  pointed  instrument,  or  cut- 
ting it  out  in  countersunk  relief.  The 
glaze  was  then  applied.  Projecting 
relief  decoration  was  also  accomplished 
by  applying  molded  pressed  forms  oi- 
by  buililing  up  the  surface  with  slip 
(fluid  clay)  ;  detail  was  then  added 
by  cutting  or  engraving.  Examples  of 
incised  pattern  may  be  seen  in  the 
Gallipot-shaped  Vase  and  in  the  cups 
with  stands  in  the  Tyson  Collection 
and   here   illustrated. 

Other  Korai  pieces  have  what  is 
known  as  Mis/i'ima  decoration.  It  has 
been  said  that  this  name,  applied  by 
the  Japanese,  is  derived  from  the  nam-i 
of  the  town  of  Mishima,  Japan,  fa- 
mous for  its  almanacs,  as  early  Japan- 
ese connoisseurs  were  pleased  to  think 
the  decoration  resembled  that  of  the 
ideographs,  set  in  vertical  rows,  found 
in  these  almanacs!  This  m'n/iima  type 
of  decoration  seems  to  have  been 
known  to  the  Chinese  potters  as  early 
as  the  T'ang  Dynasty.  In  this  type, 
the  decoration  is  first  impressed  in 
the  soft  body  clay  with  small  stamps 
or  is  incised  and  then  filled  in  with 
white  clay,  with  greenish-black  clav 
or  both  clays  may  be  employed  in  con- 
trast. The  celadon  glaze  is  then  run 
over  it,  although  there  are  som  •

be  lapped  one  mesh  of  the  metal  rein- 
forcement, but  in  no  case  less  than  one 
inch.  Joints  should  never  occur  at  cor- 
ners, or  at  breaks  over  opening^?.  The 
end  to  be  sought  is  a  continuous  rein- 
forcement over  the  whole  surface  to 
be  stuccoed. 

In  furring-  and  lathing  directly  on 
studding  the  same  recommendations 
should  be  followed,  except  that  the 
waterproof  building  paper  and  metal 
reinforcement  should  be  attached  c'i- 
rectly  on  the  studding.  This  makes  it 
necessary  that  all  the  nailing  points  be 
on  the  studding,  and  lapping  joints  of 
the  metal  reinforcement  should,  in  all 
cases,  have  at  least  one  tie  with  No. 
1  8  annealed  tie-wire  in  the  center  be- 
tween the  studding. 

APPLYING    STUCCO 

The  first  and  second  coats  shoukl 
be  uniformly  mixed  and  composed  of 
one  part  of  cement  to  which  may  be 
added  ten  percent  of  hydrated  lime 
and  three  parts  of  clean,  sharp  sand. 
Dry  mixing  should  be  carried  on  un- 
til color  is  uniform ;  wet-mixing,  un- 
til consistency  is  uniform.  The  first 
coat  must  be  forced  through  the  metal 
reinforcement  until  all  space  between 
the  metal  and  the  paper-covered  wall 
is  solidly  filled,  thus  completely  en- 
casing the  metal.  In  other  words,  first 
coating  should  become  the  act  of  pour- 
ing into,  around  and  behind  the  metal 
reinforcement.  The  surface  of  this 
coat  should  be  heavily  cross-scratched 
and  kept  wet  for  at  least  twenty-four 
hours,  and  then  be  allowed  to  dry  for 
at  least  seven  days. 

Before  starting  to  put  on  the  sec- 
ond coat  the  surface  of  the  first  coat 
should  be  evenly  dampened,  but  not 
saturated.  Apply  the  second  coat  to 
a  thickness  of  Yz  inch  over  the 
face  of  the  first  coat,  rodding  straight 
and  true  in  every  direction,  or  leaving 
untrue,  giving  a  wavy  effect,  as  the 
desired  finish  would  suggest.  In  eitlier 
case,  it  should  be  well  roughened  in 
order  to  give  a  good  bonding  surface 
to  receive  the  finishing  coat. 

All  of  the  information  herein  con- 
tained has  been  compiled  with  the 
most  careful  consideration  of  data 
that  I  have  been  able  to  procure.  This 
includes  the  findings  of  the  Bureau  of 
Standards  and  other  authorities,  as 
well  as  my  own  experience  of  thirty 
years,  and  the  observation  of  millions 
of  yards  of  stucco  work. 

In  explaining  the  finishing  coat  of 
stucco,  it  is  well  to  understand  its 
functions.  In  our  under-coats  we  have 
provided  amply  for  strength  and  dur- 
ability. Hence  we  may  say  that  the 
finishing  coat  has  no  structural  value 
except  as  a  seal  to  the  under-coats, 
which  is  very  essential.  Its  other  func- 
tions, then,  must  be  surfacing  and 
decorating.  Therefore  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  prescribe  any  particular  thick- 
ness for  this  coat,  since  that  must  nec- 
essarily vary,  but  in  no  case  should  it 
be  less  than  one-eighth  of  an  inch. 
And,  too,  I  might  conclude  it  all  by 
simply  saying  that  since  the  material 
is  plastic,  the  textures  that  may  be 
obtained  are  only  limited  by  the  imag- 
ination and  ingenuity  of  those  apply- 
ing the  material  or  directing  the  work. 


Any  number  of  tools  may  be  used, 
from  bare  hands  to  special  tools.  In 
the  greater  number  of  cases  it  is  only 
necessary  to  vary  the  manipulation  of 
an  ordinary  trowel.  However,  this 
article  might  be  disappointing  unless 
I  specifically  described  at  least  several 
of  the  more  popular  textures. 

The  throwing  on  of  a  finishing 
coat  with  a  dash  brush  or  small 
broom;  also  the  applying  of  a  thin 
coat  with  the  trowel  and  grinding  or 
rubbing  it  down  with  the  tool  com- 
monly known  as  a  "float,"  are  of 
such  common  knowledge  that  I  deem 
it  unnecessary  to  mention  them  fur- 
ther. There  seems  to  be  more  or  less 
of  a  desire  to  apply  a  finishing  coat, 
representing  different  textures  that  we 
might  call  English,  Moorish,  Spanish 
or  Mexican,  with  the  supposition  that 
we  are  truly  representing  some  of  the 
old  work  that  stands  in  these  different 
countries  today.  From  my  observa- 
tion, we  are  not  altogether  correct  in 
this,  for  unless  my  information  is  at 
fault,  many  of  these  old  textures  in 
all  of  the  different  countries  were 
created  by  the  mason  with  a  tool 
similar  to  what  we  know  as  the 
mason's  pointed  trowel,  and  it  seems 
to  be  very  evident  that  the  men  who 
built  the  old  stone  walls  also  plastered 
them,  using  the  same  tools  they  used 
to  handle  mortar  in  laying  up  the 
wall.  And  since  the  stucco  that  we 
find  on  a  base  of  reeds  has  the  same 
a[)pearing  surface,  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  it  was  accomplished  with 
the  same  tools. 

Today  the  plastering  trowel  that 
is  in  general  use  is  what  we  know  as 
the  "square  trowel"  and  if  we  will 
take  this  trowel  and  grind  it  off  until 
it  takes  on  a  shape  similar  to  the 
mason's  trowel  and  use  that  to  apply 
our  finish  coat  of  stucco,  we  will  find 
that  a  very  charming  texture  will  re- 
sult, and  one  almost  identical  with 
the  textures  seen  on  some  of  the  old 
work  in  England,  France  and  parts  of 
Mexico. 

OETAININf;  TFXTURFS 

Again,  we  may  secure  a  charming 
■  texture  or  wall  surface  by  applying 
the  finish  coat  of  colored  stucco  with 
our  present  tools  and  then  rubbing  it 
down  with  a  burlap  sack  or  a  piece 
of  sheepskin  with  the  wool  still  on  it. 
This  method  of  finishing  allows  the 
hand  to  follow  the  natural  contours 
of  the  wall,  leaving  soft  lines,  similar 
to  the  free  hand  drawing  of  an  artist. 
This  same  method  was  undoubtedly 
used  on  much  of  the  old  work  still 
standing  in  Mexico. 

Another  texture  which  is  very 
charming  is  created  by  throwing  the, 
material  on  the  wall  with  a  dash 
brush  or  broom  and  then  slightly 
troweling  it  down.  This  gives  a, 
porous  effect  similar  to  the  Tufa' 
stones  of  Italy. 

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  in- 
terest in  a  texture  that  is  called 
"travertine."  This  is  obtained  by. 
covering  the  wall  with  a  highly  plastic, 
material  and  then  stippling  in  close; 
rows  with  a  very  stiff  thin  brush.] 
When  this  surface  is  slightly  troweled.

THE  NEW  CAST  IRON  OF  SWEDEN

wliL'n  ciiiring  the  World  War,  came  an 
opportunity  to  put  the  new  ideas  into 
practice.  Certain  manufacturers  had 
made  extra  profits  from  the  war  which 
they  were  willing  to  gamble  on  a 
new  venture  and  the  country  also  had 
a  surplus  of  artists  and  designers  who 
had  been  forced  by  the  war  to  come 
back  from  their  usual  haunts  in  the 
European  art  centers.  Through  the 
intervention  of  the  Swedish  Handi- 
ciafts  Association  of  Stockholm,  many 
of  these  artists  were  engaged  by 
makers  of  glass  ware,  pottery,  furni- 
ture, jewelry,  electrical  household  fix- 
tures, etc.,  to  create  new  forms  and 
nut  of  this  novel  collaboration  grew 
the  new  industrial  art  that  won  the 
majority  of  first  prizes  for  Sweden 
at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  Decorative 
Art  in    1925. 

In  this  creation  of  a  new  industrial 
art,  as  well  as  in  the  revival  of  the 
old,  one  foundry  of  Niifveqvarn  took 
a  part.  It  had  never  become  wholly 
"industrialized."  For  200  years,  or 
until  1805,  the  ownership  had  re- 
mained in  the  hands  of  the  original 
DeBesche  family,  and  for  the  next 
century  in  those  of  the  Sederholm  fam- 
ily. Most  of  the  workmen  belong  to 
families  that  have  been  employed  in 
the  foundry  for  generations,  and  part 
of  their  wages  is  still  paid  in  the  form 
of  housing,  fuel,  milk  and  meat, 
while  each  workingman's  cottage  has 
its  own  vegetable  garden. 


The  real  initiative  to  the  new  ven- 
ture into  art  goods  of  cast  iron  was 
taken  about  ten  years  ago  by  the 
present  manager  of  the  works,  A. 
Dybso.  At  hand  he  had  a  fine  ore, 
charcoal  fuel,  a  well  equipped  foun- 
dry, and  skilled  workmen.  Through 
the  special  bureau,  set  up  by  the  Swed- 
ish Handicrafts  Association,  and 
managed  by  Mrs.  Elsa  Gullberg,  he 
obtained  the  cooperation  of  artists 
such  as  Ivar  Jonsson  and  Eric  Grate 
for  the  creation  of  new  forms  in  gar- 
den urns,  park  benches,  fountains, 
flower  borders,  fences,  water  vats  and 
other  heavy  objects  for  which  the  cast 
iron  is  a  suitable  material.  Gradually 
more  and  more  Swedish  architects  have 
come  to  Niifveqvarn  for  their  dec- 
orative objects,  such  as  the  urns 
mounted  on  the  roof  of  the  new  City 
Hall  of  Stockholm,  recognized  as  the 
supreme  achievement  of  the  new 
Swedish  building  art.  New  art  models 
have  been  added  from  time  to  time 
and  casts  made  as  required,  alongside 
of  such  prosaic  objects  as  cast  iron 
spiders,  kitchen  stoves  and  kettles, 
for  which  the  foundry  had  bt'en 
known  for  generations  in  thousands 
of  Swedish  homes.  The  cannon 
making  is  now  merely  a  memory 
revived  annually  by  the  salute  find 
at  Mid-summer  from  the  ornate 
old  muzzle  loaders  lying  "en  bat- 
terie"  behind  the  "corps  de  logis"  if 
the   plant.

Candlesticks  with  lobed  stems  were 
convenient  for  candles  of  varying 
sizes.  The  ftambcini  or  torch  was 
placed  in  the  floor  fixture — the 
lorfier.  The  can  de  lab  re  earned  its 
name  at  times  by  its  form  of  a  tree — 
arbre,  or  it  was  a  tripod  with  or  with- 
out crowns;  of  many  types  and  ma- 
terials, enamel,  gold,  silver,  copper, 
or  iron.  Torcheres  with  round  or 
iiexag-onal  crowns  were  called 
coiironnes  de  lumieres  fed'iciilees,  that 
is  with  feet. 

German  mounted  animal  horns  with 
iron  candle  brackets,  sometimes  with 
carved  and  painted  wooden  figures, 
were  popular  in  the  14th  and  15th 
Centuries  in  northern  France.  14th 
Century  hanging  chandeliers  had  six 
or  eight  candle  branches  of  elaborate 
Gothic  foliage,  sometimes  incorporat- 
ing a  gallant  horseman;  of  iron, 
brass,  copper,  wood  decorated  in 
azure,  rose,  and  gold;  or  of  silver. 
15th  Century  types  were  more  com- 
l)licated  with  one  or  more  tiers  of 
lights;  copper  and  bronze  preferred; 
rilver  for  the  sanctuary.  Chandeliers 
d^ipplique — bracket  candlesticks  or 
appliques  came  into  use  in  the  14th 
Century.  They  were  of  iron,  occa- 
sionally of  enamel  and  gilt  metal, 
tin  or  silver.  The  bras  de  lumiere — 
a  human  arm  grasping  a  candlestick, 
a  very  ancient  form,  was  of  wood, 
gilt,  and  polychromed  with  candle- 
sticks,     of      copper,      iron,      or      tin. 

Hanging  lamps  were  of  various 
metals,  of  primitive  or  classic  types. 
Little  lamps  were  shaped  to  fit  into 
candle  sockets.  Lanterns — lanternes, 
v/ere  used  as  night  lights  especially  in 
bedrooms.  Hand  lanterns,  hanging 
and  processional  lanterns  were  of  iron 
or  precious  metals,  often  architectura- 
lized.  Architecture  influenced  light- 
ing fixtures  from  the  12th  Century. 
Perfumes  were  burned  in  lanterns  and 
perfumed  candles  burned  at  festivals. 

Such  consummate  Italian  Ren- 
aissance artists  as  Leonardo  da  Vinci 
and  Benvenuto  Cellini  were  tempted 
to  the  Court  of  Francrois  I,  a  devoted 
1  6th  Century  patron  of  art.  The  two 
Italian  queens,  Catherine — grand- 
c!aughter  of  Lorenzo  de  Medici  and 
wife  of  the  French  Henri  II,  1547-59, 
besides  Marie — wife  of  Henri  IV, 
1589-1610,  had  not  a  little  to  do  with 
the  popularity  of  furnishings  in  the 
Italian   style. 

RENAISSANCE  DESIGNS 

As  the  great  halls  of  the  Middle 
Ages  gave  place  to  smaller  living 
rooms,  lighting  fixtures  lost  their 
monumental  character.  Beauty  of  out- 
line and  proportion  was  enriched  by 
finely  worked  ornament  in  typical 
Renaissance  designs.  France  made 
fuller  use  of  floral  and  conventional 
forms  than  of  the  mythological  and 
whimsical  motifs  prolific  in  Italy. 
Certain  types  of  fixtures  were  per- 
fected :  the  wall  bracket — applique, 
the  hanging  chandeliers,  and  the 
candelahre.  Torcheres,  hougeoirs  with 
mouchettes — snuff^ers,  and  other  can- 
dlesticks were  beautified  with  Renais- 
sance ornament.  A  lovely  candle 
holder  of  silver-gilt  and  red  enamel 
to  fasten  to  the  headboard  of  a  bed 
was    made    in    the    same    style.     The 


typical  candlestick  and  candelabra  ( 
the  period  had  the  Renaissance  outlir 
i^i  foot,  stem,  and  socket;  usual! 
turned,  and  of  bronze.  Prickets  wei 
still  used  however.  The  chandelier 
la  romaine  in  vogue  at  the  end  of  tl 
1 6th  Century  was  designed  like 
Roman  column  with  base  and  capita 
All  the  metals,  including  pewter,  wei 
requisitioned.  Wood  was  carve( 
silvered,  gilded,  and  polychrome 
especially  in  red,  green,  and  blu 
Altar  candlesticks  increased  in  heigl 
from  the  16th  to  the  18th  Centur; 
Superb  candlesticks  of  glazed  an 
colored  pottery  with  elaborai 
Renaissance  ornament  were  made  cj 
Oiron  ware  known  as  Henri  Deu 
ware. 

OIL    LAMPS 

Cardan  invented  a  lamp  that  cou! 
be  raised  and  lowered  and  whic 
regulated  the  flow  of  oil,  a  point  ri 
ceiving  much  attention  in  the  follow 
ing  periods.  Oil  lamps  were  sti 
mounted  on  candlesticks — cliandelie) 
a  huile,  and  had  the  oil  regulated  i 
a  primitive  way  during  the  reign  0 
Henri  III,  15  74-89.  Fragrant  oi] 
were  burned  by  the  rich;  olive  0 
was  in  more  common  use  as  in  Itah 
Spain,  and  the  Orient. 

Hanging  fixtures  were  beautifull 
made  in  Renaissance  branch  work  dt 
signs  in  wood,  bronze,  and  silvei 
Carved  and  gilded  wooden  chandelici 
with  four  or  five  branches  highl 
ornate  with  leafage  and  Renaissanc 
scrolling,  masks,  and  vase  forms  wei 
used  in  the  queen's  chambers  and  i 
fine  houses,  and  were  in  special  favc 
for  dining  rooms  from  the  16th  t 
the  early  18th  Century.  The  appliqu 
or  bras  de  luftiiere  was  designed  i 
the  same  manner.  Copper  and  bronz 
were  elaborately  worked  in  tw 
tiered  chandeliers,  and  by  the  end  o 
the  16th  Century  metal  chandeliei 
especially  bronze  were  in  current  ust 
Chandeliers  of  animal  horns  and  iro 
from  Germany  were  still  in  fashio 
as  in  Gothic  days,  but  coronas  wer 
little  seen  except  for  temporar 
festival  lighting.  Bronze  was  th 
Renaissance  metal  as  iron  had  been  th 
Gothic.  Diiianderie  was  still  in  vogue 
and  we  find  those  whimsical  piece 
noted  as  "ces  belles  pieces  de  diiian 
derie."  Crystal  was  used  in  some  de 
gree  to  ornament  hanging  lights- 
forerunners  of  the  marvelous  crysta 
lustres  of  the  Louis  XIV  period 
Lanterns  received  great  attention  an< 
Vi-ere  splendidly  designed  either  archi 
tectually  or  in  the  well  known  rec 
tangular  model  which  slopes  a  littl 
toward  the  bottom.  Their  workman 
ship  was  as  fine  as  their  designs,  whicl 
were  frequently  resplendent  witl 
elaborate    Renaissance    motifs. 

Richelieu  under  Louis  XIII  brough 
magnificence  to  a  point  of  great  ex 
pectation,  so  that  it  remained  fo 
artists  in  France  under  the  patronag 
of  Louis  XIV  to  crystalize  the  firs 
of  the  distinctly  national  Frencl 
styles — le  style  Louis  Ouatorze 
This  is  the  great  period  of  Frencl 
lighting  fixtures,  as  the  Renaissanc 
was  in  Italy,  and  the  Gothic  in  Spain

enormous  importance  and  even  the 
candlestick  became  a  distinguished 
decorative  furnishing  accessory. 

While  economic  ideas  went  into 
the  making  of  lamps  in  the  early  1  7tli 
Century,  art  still  spent  itself  in  the 
making  of  candle  holders,  from  the 
.•:])lendid  crystal  chandeliers  of  Louis 
XlV's  palace  at  Versailles  to  the 
appliques  of  bronze  dore  or  or7uoI:i, 
perhaps  with  crystal  pendants,  the 
g'fandoles,  lanterns,  and  above  all  the 
baluster  candlesticks  which  then  held 
sway  as  they  do  to  this  day  among 
ourselves.  The  little  bongeotr  was  a 
necessity,  from  the  humble  one  of 
iron  and  that  of  silvered  bronze — 
bronze  argenle  to  the  superb  bou- 
geoir  held  at  the  bedside  of  the  king 
— a  ceremony  of  rigid  observance 
under  the  strict  rules  of  etiquette 
which  were  formulated  at  the  Court 
of  Louis  Quatorze. 

CANDLESTICKS   AND    CIIANDF I.IERS 

Candlesticks  were  now  called  flam- 
beaux. There  were  flambeaux  de 
salle,  de  table,  and  de  c/iambre,  made 
in  precious  metals  or  silvered  bronze. 
Three  hundred  and  twenty-four  of 
the  flambeaux  at  Versailles  were  of 
silver,  argent  blanc — white  silver, 
that  is,  not  gilt,  mostly  baluster 
forms;  older  ones  were  round,  square, 
or  octagonal.  But  the  silverware  of 
Louis  XIV,  with  that  of  all  France 
went  into  the  melting  pot  of  war  in 
16X9  so  that  little  remains.  Designs 
for  candlesticks,  torcheres,  girandoles, 
etc.,  by  Berain,  Germain,  Ballin, 
Marot,  Blondel,  and  Stella  have  left 
us  models  seldom  equaled  and  rarely 
surpassed;  foliage  and  figures  were 
supremely  handled — nudes,  loves, 
satyrs,  masks,  etc.,  with  the  acanthus 
scrolling.  Louis  XIII  fixtures  showed 
the  mingling  of  Flemish  and  Italian 
ornament  characteristic  of  the  period. 
Louis  XIV  types  employed  trophies 
of  \ictory,  horns  of  plenty,  and 
arms,  with  insistence  on  the  a77iours 
— little  cupids,  which  the  King 
l()\ed.  The  chandelier  a  la  flnanc'iere 
had  a  slitle  to  raise  and  lower  the 
caiulle,  a  common  contrivance  since 
that  day.  Candelabres  and  girandoles 
were  elaborated,  both  with  two  or 
more  sockets,  the  girandole  for  wall, 
table,  or  elaborate  flat-topped  pedes- 
tal called  torchere;  the  girandole 
usually,  was  more  simple  than  the 
candelabre. 

The  hanging  lights,  called  cande- 
labres in  the  17th  Century,  were 
sumptuous.  They  are  known  as 
lustres  today,  a  name  given  them  in 
the  18th  Century.  The  Louis  XIII 
preference  was  for  those  chandeliers 
of  brass  from  the  Netherlands  which 
gained  such  a  vogue  in  Europe  that 
they  were  as  much  at  home  in  English 
rooms  as  in  French.  They  were  of 
enorinous  weight,  for  the  central 
shaft  of  vase  forms,  or  a  series  of 
large  balls  connected  by  turned  inem- 


bers,  was  solid.  From  this  shaft 
sprang  the  bold  candle  branches  with 
admirable  vigor  and  decision.  Wood- 
en chandeliers  were  often  extremely  1 
beautiful,  but  they  were  rarer  than 
the  metal  ones.  Both  were  made  in 
small  and  large  sizes.  French  artists 
like  Berain  and  Boulle  made  won- 
derful designs  for  chandeliers:  fly- 
ing cupids  bore  the  candles;  canopies 
and  swags  adorned  them;  huge  globes 
were  surmounted  by  women's  figures; 
splendid  scroll  branches  swung  out- 
ward ornate  with  acanthus  leaves, 
and  they  were  often  topped  by  great 
crowns.  These  fixtures  were  usually 
of  bronze  dore  though  a  few  were 
as  ornately  conceived  in  iron,  and 
some  in  silver.  This  was  the  age  of 
the  silk  cord  and  tassel  which  tlie 
Moors  brouglit  so  lavishly  to  Spain, 
and  we  are  not  surprised  to  find  tiii-se 
chandeliers  hung  magnificently.  7"his 
type  of  garnishment  is  called  a  car- 
tisane,  the  tassel  itself  is  called  a 
gland,  and  the  elaborated  silk  canopy 
that  holds  the  cord  against  tlie  ceiling 
■ — a    pavilion. 

THE   USE   OF   CRYSTAL 

This  too  was  the  age  of  the  crystal! 
lustres,  which  Italy  inspired.  The 
superb  examples  in  the  Galerie  ties 
glaces  at  Versailles  are  well  known. 
The  variety  in  cutting  the  pendants  on 
a  single  piece  is  delightful,  and  prized 
by  the  inodern  antiquarian  happy 
enough  to  possess  one  of  these  rare 
early  pieces.  By  165  7  crystal  chande- 
liers— chandeliers  de  cristal  were 
found  in  many  homes. 

Chandeliers  d^applique  receiveii  the 
same  minute  attention  from  the  great- 
est designers  as  did  the  other  fixtures. 
Prior  to  the  reign  of  Louis  XIII,  these 
wall  brackets  were  largely  utilitarian, 
now  the  back  plates  were  highly  elabo- 
rated and  beautifully  made  of 
wrought  iron,  bronze  or  other  metals 
and  wood.  Mirror  backs — plaques  en 
miroir  were  precious  things.  Many 
applique's  were  simple,  some  highly 
ornate  with  candle  branches  held  by 
figures  terminating  in  acanthus  scroll- 
ing; satyrs,  heads,  inasks,  and  other 
typical  Louis  Quatorze  inotifs.  Some 
appliques  had  movable  branches.  Lan- 
terns were  no  less  magnificent  in  typi- 
cal period  designs,  some  of  Renaissance 
types  but  with  outside  branches  for 
candles.  Glittering  gold  and  glass 
were  always  in  evidence,  skilfully 
calculated  to  symbolize  the  reign  of 
the  Louis  who  delighted  in  the  titie 
of  "le  roi  soleil."

each  man  after  the  thing;  he  loves  best. 

Some  of  us  love  gardens  and  gar- 
dening. To  us  it  means  a  great  deal 
when  the  first  Crocus  peeps  out  of  the 
icy  soil,  when  the  first  Rose  unfolds  its 
silken  petals,  when  there  is  rain  or 
wind  or  heat  or  cold- — these  matters 
tiiat  ha\-c  to  do  with  the  thing  we  love 
mean  nuicli  to  us,  and  we  set  them 
down  in  little  books  at  which,  doubt- 
less, no  other  eye  will  look  or  care  to 
look. 

Many  years  ago,  when  first  I  started 
gardening,  I  began  to  keep  a  garden 
journal;  and  from  that  day  to  this  my 
trafficking  with  green  growing  things 
and  the  circumstances  of  the  weather 
which  affected  them,  have  been  set 
clown.  The  first  journal  was  a  little 
account  book  bought  in  a  shop  back  of 
the  Madeleine  one  day  when  I  was 
roaming  the  Paris  streets  in  search  of 
a  seed  store.  Another  was  bought  in 
Naples,  and  still  a  third  in  London. 
Merely  copy  books,  these,  for  I  have 
no  sympathy  with  ready-made  garden 
diaries.  In  them,  Sunday  by  Sunday, 
the  garden  observations  of  the  week 
are  written,  together  with  whatever 
sentiments  come  to  me  at  the  time. 
Oddly  enough,  when  I  started  writing 
in  that  first  journal  the  opening  words 
were  those  that  Pepys  used — "Blessed 
be  God!",  and  ever  since,  quite  by 
habit  (although  I  do  not  blush  to  tell 
it),  that  phrase  begins  and  ends  the 
record  of  each  gardening  year. 

I  am  presuming  now  to  print  some 
of  the  observations  scrawled  down  in 
those  polyglot  copybooks.  They  may 
(or  may  not)  be  of  interest.  Anyhow, 
they  were  written  con  amore,  and  here 
they  b.-gin.     So  "Blessed  be  God!" 

Hoiv  To  Look  A  Seed  Catalog  in 
tlie  Eye — There  was  once  a  very  wise 
man,  versed  in  such  matters,  who  said 
(Scupoli  was  his  name,  Laurence 
Scupoli)  that  some  temptations  we 
should  flee  from  as  from  the  plague, 
and  others  that  we  should  stand  up  and 
look  squarely  in  the  eye.  Into  the  lat- 
ter category  fall  those  annual  garden 
temptations,  the  seed  catalogs. 

After  several  seasons  of  gardening, 
most  of  us  know  them  by  heart;  in 
fact,  if  some  wise  and  enterprising 
seedsman  should  write  a  new  kind  of 
catalog,  he  will  make  his  everlasting 
fortune.  We  read  the  descriptions  over 
and  over  again,  the  way  children  re- 
peat Peter  Rabbit.  We  never  seem  to 
tii-e. 

And  each  Spring,  catalog  by  catalog, 
we  order  far  more  seed  than  we  need 
or  can  use  or  even  can  afford.  This  is 
silly  of  us  and  wasteful.  We  buy 
alleged  "novelties"  that  are  no  novel- 
ties at  all ;  we  load  up  on  annuals  and 
plunge  in  perennials,  and  when  we  are 
called  to  account  for  it  by  the  economi- 
cal member  of  the  family,  our  excuses 
are  lame  indeed. 

Last  year  I  vowed  I  would  be  stern 
about    it.     I    promised    myself    that    in 


192  7  I  would  stand  up  like  a  man, 
square  my  shoulders  and  stare  that 
temptation  of  seed  catalogs  out  of 
countenance.  .  .  .  Well,  the  catalogs 
have  arrived.  I  have  read  them  all. 
I  have  braced  my  shoulders.  I  have 
looked  them  squarely  in  the  eye.  Then 
I   winked. 

Gardening  Clothes- — I  am  beginning 
to  believe  that  you  can  tell  a  real  gar- 
dener by  the  clothes  he  wears.  For  a 
long  time  now  my  horticultural  ap- 
pearances have  been  commented  on  ad- 
\ersely  by  the  family,  the  female  of 
the  species  especially.  They  say  I  am 
not  presentable — that  those  trousers  are 
a  disgrace,  that  the  shirt  should  he 
buried,  in  short,  that  a  man  in  my 
alleged  position  should  never  be  seen 
in  such  clothes.  What,  I  ask  you,  do 
they  want?  Do  they  expect  me  to 
garden,  in  a  derby  hat,  like  the  old 
gentleman  in  the  back  of  the  catalogs 
who  spreads  mats  over  cold-framesf 
Do  they  expect  me  to  push  a  wheel-hoe 
dressed  as  though  I  were  a  movie  hero? 
Do  they  think  I  can  garden  gloved  as 
for  a  ride?  No,  the  real  gardener  has 
no  special  clothes  to  work  in,  he  in- 
variably wears  out  old  clothes.  He 
never  deliberately  goes  to  a  store  ancf 
buys  brand  new  shirts  and  trousers  and 
boots  for  this  purpose.  If  he  does,  hej 
isn't  much  of  a  gardener.  J

u  as  caught  with  the  urge  of  Spring  to 
go  out  and  dig.  A  city  man  this,  very; 
meticulous  about  his  appearance.  .'\ll 
his  suits  are  made  in  London  and  his 
shirts  built  especially  for  him.

Daffodils  showed — and  show — them- 
selves each  May  above  the  Myosotis; 
and  all  the  loveliness  is  but  enhanced 
by  the  exquisite  Lilacs  from  France 
or  Eastern  lands  in  full  bloom  above 
them  each  year — Leopold  II,  the 
gorgeous  Syr'inga  reflexa,  Syringa 
fiibescens. 

Having  made  the  grassy  path,  it 
had  to  be  given  some  sort  of  flanking 
or  border  planting.  Daffodils  were 
set  in  groups  along  the  walk;  many 
fine  Irises  were  divided  and  trans- 
planted as  border  plants  also,  among 
these  Lord  of  June,  Archeveque, 
Monsignor,  Lent  A.  Williamson  and 
some  of  Mrs.  McKinney's  lovely 
small  things  for  corners,  Black 
Midget  and  others.  Where  the  curved 
edges  of  the  beds  occur  on  the  plan 
given,  stand  in  fine  order  double 
rows  of  Iris  sihirica,  the  deep  violet. 
At  the  angles  of  the  curve  and  path- 
edge  are  fine  groups  of  /.  sibirica 
Perry's  Blue;  and  these  curves  of 
violet  flowers,  accented  by  the  very 
bluish  ones  at  one  end  of  each  cur\e, 
give  a  distinguished  effect  in  their 
time. 

BEHIND  THE  IRIS 

Well  grown  plants  of  Peonies 
stand  here  and  there  back  of  the 
Irises,  principally  Mme.  Emile  Galle, 
that  matchless  late  variety,  and  these 
are  all  intermingled  with  two  or 
three  dozen  four-year-old  plants  of 
Wrexham  Delphiniums.  On  either 
side  of  the  grass  walk,  in  about  the 
middle  of  each  space,  stands  one 
young  bush  of  Vihiirniini  carles:-, 
here  and  there  are  young  Lilacs  which 
will  have  to  be  transplanted  later 
to  places  where  they  can  more  read- 
ily spread  their  boughs;  a  few  plants 
of  Veronica  stibsessilis  are  modestly 
making  their  way  up  while  Irises  en- 
gross the  attention  and  will  suddenly 
show  their  lavender  spikes  on  some 
hot  July  day,  a  surprise  and  a  plea;- 
ure  to  the  garden's  owner;  while 
seedlings  of  the  lovely  pink  Zinnia 
Exquisite  have  been  set  before  the 
curves  of  Iris  sibirica  next  the  grass, 
for  August  and  September  colors. 
Also,  all  unnoticed  till  their  flower- 
ing time  are  several  good  examples 
of  such  hardy  Asters  as  Hon.  Edith 
Gibbs,  the  dwarf  pale  pink,  Maggie 
Perry  with  its  wonders  in  large  lav- 
ender-pink flowers,  and  King  of  the 
Belgians,  much  taller,  and  set  of 
course  among  the  Delphiniums  whe;-e 
its  violet  blue'  haze  will  suit  the 
autumnal  season  which  is  its  own.  A 
film  of  cool  pink  from  the  persistent 
Silciie  orieiitalii,  Sutton's  Salmon 
Queen,  covers  the  very  infrequent 
bare  spaces  of  this  little  extra  gar- 
den; while  here  and  there  are  self- 
sown  double  pink  Poppies. 

At  the  moment  of  writing,  the 
glorious  Wrexhams,  those  towering 
Delphiniums,  are  in  full  beauty,  and 
lift  on  high  their  spires  of  turquoise, 
of  rich  violet,  of  silver  blue,  of 
mauve  and  of  the  combinations  of  all 
these  colors.  They  are  well  staked 
against  winds,  partly  with  wooden 
rtakes,  green  painted,  partly  with 
the  lightest  bamboo  rod  or  cane.  Oc- 
casionally— no,  often — a  spike  of 
bloom,    itself    two    or    three    feet    in 


height,  has  to  be  spliced  with  one  of 
these  light  bamboos,  for  its  very 
weight  of  flowers  breaks  it  over. 
Throughout  this  part  of  the  little 
garden,  these  blue  flowers  shine  like 
jewels  against  the  dark  e\ergreen, 
the  smooth  clipped  hedge  of  Spirea 
or  the  dark  richness  of  the  Lilac  fo- 
liage. Only  the  Veronica  blooms  when 
they  do.  No,  beyond  the  hedge  is  a 
hoop  of  the  bright  pink  of  rambler 
Hiawatha  on  a  high  wooden  arch. 
No  ground  is  to  be  seen  here.  All 
is  thickly  covered  with  good  green 
foliage  or  with  well  grown  blooming 
flowers.  All  is  hedged  in  by  ever- 
green anct  Lilac.  It  is  a  perfectly  se- 
cluded spot.  There  is  more  shade 
than  sun  here  on  the  whole,  and  little 
care  is  given  to  this  garden.  It  i:, 
kept  weeded;  the' grass  of  the  walk 
and  curved  space  is  mown ;  tiead 
foliage  is  taken  out;  but  practically 
no  cultivating  is  done  here;  and  the 
object  in  describing  it  is  to  suggest 
such  treatment,  such  a  place  are  flow- 
ers for  any  backyard  garden  in  a 
cooler  climate  where  soil  is  good  or 
can  be  made  so.  Here  is  really  a  re- 
markable succession  of  bloom  through 
bulbs,  flowering  shrubs,  per'ennials 
and  annuals.  There  is  something  new 
each  week  during  early  and  mid- 
summer. The  contrasts  in  foliage  j 
of  trees  and  shrubs  are  good;  the  \-.i-  | 
jious  greens  of  plants,  shrubs  and 
trees  are  harmonious,  giving  a  rich  j 
and  tranquil  effect;  and  when  some- 
thing superb,  such  as  a  great  Iris  of 
quality,  a  rare  Lilac  such  as  S.  pubes- 
cens,  a  Delphinium  of  striking  blue 
or  \i(ilet  breaks  unexpectedly  into 
full  flower,  the  effect,  because  of  the 
plenteous  green  of  the  background, 
is  entirely  delightful. 

FOR  A  FOCAL  POINT 

Where  the  little  grass  walk  of  the 
plan  runs  into  the  grass  border  of 
the  main  garden  w-alk,  a  seat  should 
be  placed  as  a  focal  point  from  the 
house — in  case  this  simplest,  easiest 
of  plans  should  be  adopted  by  any 
reader  of  these  words.  Tall  Lilacs 
should  surround  the  seat  and  form  an 
embrasure  to  seclude  the  loiterer 
there  with  tea,  book  or  friend.  The 
mere  semblance  of  design  as  shown 
in  the  two  curves  would  give  a  cer- 
tain interest  as  the  garden  is  se^-n 
from  the  house,  and  I  like  too,  the 
planting  of  a  colony  of  Hejnlock- 
Spruce  in  the  left  foreground,  to 
break  the  formality  of  the  garden's 
semi-circular  front  and  form  a  sort 
of  transition  from  a  designed  to  a 
perhaps  informal  planting  just  be- 
fore that  side  of  the  house  toward 
the   garden. 

The  discouraging  part — and  th? 
only  one — of  this  advice  is  that  it  has 
taken  full  twenty  years  for  this 
planting  to  mature  and  to  develop. 
But  there  should  really  be  no  discour- 
agement in  that.  Always  we  plant  for 
the  future.  We  put  in  a  seed  gaily, 
knowing  that  we  shall  not  see  the  first 
flower  till  the  next  year.  In  this  spirit 
then  should  all  permanent  things  be 
set — shrubs  and  trees  and  fine  climbers, 
and  e\eryone  who  has  done  this  knows 
that  the  process  of  growth  after

many  years  turns  to  an  almost  be- 
wildering surprise  to  the  planter,  and 
gives  that  pleasure  as  well  as  the 
ecstatic  one  of  creation  itself. 

Though'  the  illustration  here  hap- 
pens not  to  be  of  the  little  garden 
under  discussion,  it  shows  so  simple 
and  beautiful  a  use  of  a  bit  of  land 
of  the  same  proportions  as  to  be  an- 
other guide  worth  following.  How 
easy  it  would  be  to  make  such  a  tiny 
garden  picture  as  this.  By  planning 
a  high  clipped  hedge,  with  its  em- 
brasure for  the  seat,  against  a  nearby 
orchard,  (this,  of  course,  on  a  farm) 
with  one  fine  tree  in  the  distance, 
planting  smaller  trees  to  the  right  and 
left  to  frame  in  the  final  picture; 
Birches,      Laurel-leaved      Willows, 


young  Elms,  with  the  path  of  gra\  •! 
or  brick  to  one  side,  a  three  or  four 
foot  border  of  turf  on  the  other  and 
the  Pinks,  Nepeta,  Lavender  of  tlie 
border's  edges  grown  along  these,  the 
thing  is  done.  Hollyhocks  are  seen 
here  at  the  back,  flowers  of  inter- 
mediate height  such  as  summer 
Chrysanthemums,  Irises,  Delphinlii'ii 
belladonna  next,  and  then  the  lines 
along  the  walk.  There  is  good  reason 
ror  the  position  of  the  seat,  for  from 
this  is  seen  a  lovely  flowery  perspec- 
ti\e.  Yet  the  up-keep  of  a  space, 
planned  and  planted  almost  exactly 
as  in  this  delightful  picture,  would 
be  smaH  indeed.  The  cost  of  its  be- 
ginnings would  not  be  large,  and  the 
returns  in  beauty  past  the  telling.

ing  is  shown  a  signal  lamp  designed 
for  an  intersection  where  high  visibility 
is  desired.  It  may  be  operated  from 
the  roadside  or  from  a  central  station. 
The  lamp  and  the  standard  are  of  steel, 
cast  iron  and  bronze,  while  the  base 
may  be  of  either  stone  or  cast  concrete, 
preferably  the  former.  The  lamp  in 
this  case  has  been  given  a  bronze  hood 
with  such  a  deep  projection  that  the 
lights  shine  from  under  its  shadow 
with  remarkable  brilliance,  even  in  the 
daylight.  A  powerful  white  light  shines 
tlirough  the  bottom  of  the  lamp  so 
as  to  illuminate  the  standard  and 
the  ground  in  its  vicinity.  At  the  right, 
abo\e,  this  same  lamp  is  shown  in  a 
larger  scale  to  show  not  only  its  de- 
sign in  detail  but  to  indicate  that  it 
may  be  used  either  suspended  from  a 
(.ible  spanning  the  intersection  or  held 
by  an  arm  projecting  from  a  stand- 
aiii  at  the  roadside. 


The  "silent  policeman"  in  the  draw- 
ing is  made  of  cast  iron  and  is  set  on  a 
base  of  stone  or  concrete.  Its  purpose  is 
less  to  direct  traffic  than  to  serve  as  a 
warning  with  its  fluctuating  light — 
a  light  controlled  by  a  mechanism  in- 
side the  cast-iron  box  and  fed  by  a 
gas  tank  also  within.  A  door  in  one 
tide  of  the  box  allows  this  tank  to  be 
removed  at  intervals  and  replaced  by 
one   freshly   filled. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  im- 
portance of  these  specially  designed  de- 
vices lies  not  only  in  their  permanence 
as  substantially-built  structures  and  in 
the  attractiveness  of  their  appearance, 
hut  just  as  much  in  the  feeling  of 
pleasure  both  these  qualities  give  to 
the  passing  motorist,  and  in  the  pride 
with  which  citizens  of  the  community 
must  take  in  something  which  stands 
for  self-respecting  beauty  of  design  as 
well  as  mere  utility.

yellow  flowers  with  care,  but  liavinj; 
thus  chosen  we  shall  have  acquired 
some  of  the  brightest  and  most  in- 
dispensable of  rock  garden  orna- 
ments. It  is  a  happy  fact  that  most 
yellow  flowers  love  to  grow  in  full 
sunshine  for  it  is  thus  that  they  appear 
to  best  advantage. 

Yellow  is  a  favorite,  perhaps  one 
night  say,  t/ie  favorite  color  of  the 
spring.  White  flowers  at  that  season, 
as  at  all  others,  are  plentiful,  but  for

struc'tible  of  its  kind.  There  are  other 
yellow  Crocuses,  but  these  with  the 
little  Daffodils  will  have  later  a  chap- 
ter to  themselves  and  so  no  more  of 
them  now.  Several  yellow-^wered 
Troutlilies,  Erythron'tum,  blooi'i 
early,  but  best  and  earliest  is  E.  grand- 
iftorum,  wearing  a  fine  and  unfading 
tone  of  pure  yellow.  Very  gay,  also, 
among  bulbous  plants  are  the  wild 
Tulips  with  blossoms  of'  various  tones 
of  yellow ;  sylvestris,  fersica,  aiistralii, 
batalini,  the  primrose  form  of  kaiif- 
maiiniana,  kolpakoivsk'uDia,  that  sohk  - 
times  has  a  reddish  flush. 

CONCERNING  CORVDALIS 

One  of  the  earliest  herbaceous 
plants  to  bloom  is  Corydalis  c/ieila)!- 
t/iefolia.  Its  broad  tuft  of  beautiful 
fern-like  leaves  would  adorn  any 
garden  lacking  even  the  sheaf  of  stiff 
little  spikes  close  set  with  yellow 
flowers.  They  come  with  the  Daffo- 
dils but  are  best  not  set  near  them 
because  of  their  greenish  cast.  It  is 
a  fine  subject  for  walls,  in  the  crev- 
ices or  at  the  top,  and  thrives  in  the 
shade,  seeding  itself  about  but  never 
becoming  a  nuisance.  C.  lutea  is  a 
filmy  mass  of  delicate  foliage  and 
slender  stems  sprouting  loose  clusters 
of  yellow  flowers  all  through  tlie 
season  until  fall.  It  is  not  at  all  a 
plant  for  borders  but  finds  itself  at 
home  in  crevices  of  walls  or  steps 
which  it  veils  in  a  charming  manner. 

The  Drabas,  for  many  of  them  are 
true  Alpines,  would  seldom,  I  think, 
be  called  choice.  They  belong  to  a 
vast  race,  among  which  flourish  many 
undoubted  weeds,  but  search  among 
them  will  reveal  a  number  of  not 
very  striking  but  good  and  amiable 
little  rock  plants.  Draba  aizoida 
blooms  in  April,  its  tiny  hillocks  of 
spiky  bright  green  rosettes  stuck  over 
with  thread-like  stems  bearing  heads 
of  bright  yellow  flowers;  the  whole 
very  small  and  neat.  Other  worthy 
kinds  are  D.  aizoon,  somewhat  like, 
but  fatter  and  slightly  taller  than  the 
last;  D.  olympica  and  its  variety,  or 
close  kin,  bruniaefolia,  spread  out  into 
little  green  mats  pricked  over  with 
yellow  flowers  on  short  stems;  D. 
refens  "from  grassy  slopes  of  th^^' 
Caucasus"  is  rather  a  weed  but  an  in- 
gratiating one.  All  these  are  so  small 
as  to  require  a  ledge  or  a  little  slope 
to  themselves  lest  they  be  entirely 
outshone  and  overcome  by  their  bolder 
neighbors.  They  all  love  lime  and 
sunshine  and  dry  feet. 

Lovely  and  more  showy  arc  the 
Alyssums,  and  early-flowering,  too. 
That  generous  friend,  the  old  Basket 
of  Gold,  Alyssum  saxatile  compactuiu, 
is  seen  in  most  gardens,  but  its  pale 
sister,  citrinum,  so  much  more  lovely 
in  its  delicate  Naples  yellow  coloriuLS 
is  seldom  seen.  It  cannot  be  said  th.it 
this  superior  plant  is  so  perfectly 
steady-going  and  reliable  as  the  older 
form,  but  it  is  easily  to  be  had  from 
seeds  and  it  is  well  worth  the  high 
and  dry  position  in  full  sunshine  that 
seems  most  likely  to  insure  its  per- 
manence. A  fascinating  trio  of 
smaller  Alyssums  is:  A.  alpestre,  A. 
serpvUifolium,  A.  montaniim.  These 
are  no  more  than  three  or  four  inches 
high   and    must    be    given    \ery    well- 


drained  positions  in  sandy  soil  where 
tlie  sun  shines  continuously.  These, 
too,  may  be  easily  had  from  seed,  but 
thereafter  the  dryness  of  their  feet 
must   be  a   constant   care. 

The  Hypericums  boast  some  real 
aristocrats  for  the  rock  garden.  Nor 
are  they  generally  difficult  to  grow 
in  sunny  rocky  places  in  well-drained 
soil,  though  I  have  known  one  and 
another  of  them  go  oflF  in  the  pride 
of  its  luxuriance  for  no  accountable 
reason.  They  are  especially  sensitive 
to  the  searing  winds  of  early  spring 
and  should  be  kept  covered  with  some 
wisps  of  salt  hay  for  some  time  after 
the  heavier  blanket  has  been  removed. 
They  are  Jate  spring  and  summer 
blooming  and  a  number  of  them  con- 
tinue on  into  the  fall.  The  blossoms 
are  gorgeous  shining  suns,  large  for 
the  size  of  the  plants.  H.  coris  is  an 
appealing  -gray-blue  bushling  perhaps 
six  inches  tall,  the  foliage  heath-like, 
with  corymbs  of  bright  gold  blos- 
soms sometiiTies  touched  with  red.  H. 
reptans  is  a  prostrate  desirability  from 
the  Himalayas  that  veils  the  rocks 
about  it  in  a  dense  mat  of  bright  green 
shoots  clothed  in  small  evergreen 
leaves  upon  which  sit  the  great  aur- 
eate blossoms.  H.  olywpica  has 
shrubby  stems  and  small  glaucus  ever- 
green leaves  and  the  characteristic 
large  golden  blossoms. 

When  we  come  to  the  Euphorbias 
we  are  very  close  to  the  doubtful 
company  of  weeds;  yet  E.  myrsinites, 
with  its  fleshy  gray  branches  and 
green-gold  flower  heads  spreading 
over  a  rock  is  really  effective  and  its 
crop  of  self-sown  seedlings  is  al- 
ways carried  away  gladly  by  visitors. 
E.  epithymoides  and  E.  polychroma, 
though  often  offered  as  individuals, 
seem  to  me  one  and  the  same  thing. 
They,  or  it,  are  nice  for  a  high  roomy 
space  in  the  rock  garden  or  a  front 
place  in  dry  sunny  borders.  The  little 
Cypress  Spurge,  E.  cyfariss'ias,  is  defi- 
nitely on  the  weed-list,  I  am  afraid, 
yet  I  dare  say  that  most  of  us  are 
winking  at  the  presence  of  this  small 
\andal  in  some  out-of-the-way  cor- 
ner of  our  gardens. 

THE   ERYSIMUMS 

Erysimum  gives  us  several  easily 
grown  and  delightful  rock  plants, 
two  of  which  should  be  mentioned 
here.  The  little  Hedge  Mustard,  E. 
ptdc/iellum  (rupestre)  is  such  a  pretty 
and  fragrant  and  easy  thing  that  it 
finds  a  place  in  most  rock  gardens.  It 
is  a  cousin  of  the  Wallflowers  and 
resembles  them,  witli  its  heads  of  soft- 
yellow  flowers  and  pleasant  scent. 
With  me  it  is  not  long-lived,  and  m:iy 
lie  biennial  in  habit  but  self-sows  and 
is  always  on  hand.  A  very  lovely  and 
much  more  rare  sister  is  E.  pumiliun 
found  in  high  places  in  the  European 
Alps.  Steins  a  few  inches  long  spring 
from  a  fragile  rosette  carrying  heads 
of  yellow  blossoms  so  large  as  to  be 
out  of  all  proportion  to  the  size  of  the 
plant.  It  must  be  given  a  high  place, 
dry  and  well  drained,  or  it  will  grow 
out  of  its  tufted  neatness  and  so  lose 
much  of  its  charm. 

In  Potentilla  we  find  innumerable 
yellow-flowered  plants,  many  of  them 
(Continued  on  page   172)

the  coniiiioncst  weeds,  but  out  of  the 
\'ast  aggregation  emerge  a  few  verita- 
ble treasures.  A  conservative  choice 
among  them  would  be:  P.  nevardemis, 
a  dweller  in  our  high  Sierra  Nevadas, 
where  it  forms  neat  tufts  of  gray- 
green  leaves  emitting  short  sterns 
carrying  large  blossoms  of  a  full  fine 
yellow;  P.  calabra,  which  Mr.  Far- 
rer  calls  a  "dullness  of  little  value," 
but  which  I  enjoy  for  the  sake  of  its 
ample  tuft  of  silver  leaves.  P.  verna 
is  well  worth  while  and  its  diminutive 
form,  nana,  is  a  real  treasure.  This 
type  makes  flat  mats  of  charming 
leaves  with  many  yellow  blossoms. 
A  few  of  the  yellow-ffowered  Poten- 
tillas  are  enough  for  any  rock  garden 
as  they  do  not  offer  great  diversity. 
There  are  some  good  white  flowered 
forms  and  the  pink  nlt'ula  is  a  real 
sensation.  Most  of  the  race  put  little 
difficulty  in  the  way  of  cultivation. 
They  are  usually  satisfied  with  sun- 
shine and  a  well-drained  situation. 

Clie'iranthus  allioiii  is  one  of  the 
most  splendid  of  yellow-flowered 
plants  and  should  be  grown  in  quan- 
tity though  it  is  only  a  biennial.  Its 
color  approaches  orange,  indescrib- 
ably rich  and  glowing,  and  it  is  very 
striking  used  among  the  early-flower- 
ing Tulips,  Forget-me-nots  and  their 
contemporaries.  Seed  of  it  may  be 
started  any  time  in  the  late  spring  and 
the  plants  will  be  ready  to  be  put  in 
their  appointed  places  by  September. 
If  allowed  to  go  to  seed  there  will  be 
plenty  of  young  hopefuls  to  gather 
up  and  distribute  where  they  are 
needed.  This  fine  member  of  the 
Wallflower  family  blooms  nearly  all 
summer  if  kept  from  seeding,  and 
has  a   pleasant   fragrance   as   well. 

The  little  European  Buttercup  il- 
lustrated, Ranunculus  montanus,  is  a 
fine  tufted  little  plant  with  golden 
yellow  blossoms  borne  generously  in 
the  late  spring.  From  Inula  and 
Oenothera  and  Sedum  we  derive 
goodly  plants  for  the  rock  garden 
that  flower  in  the  summer  and  autumn. 
A  selection  will  be  found  in  the  fol- 
lowing list.

The  path  led,  at  the  end  of  a  few- 
steps,  to  a  fairy  palace  which  mu<t 
have  been  a  pergola  in  daytime,  a 
bower   of    green    vines    covered    with 


gi-eat,  still,  pale  flowers  turned  to  the 
moon — Moonflowers,  splotches  of 
white  fragrance  in  the  green  of  the 
vines  like  single  notes  of  music  in  a  . 
dim,  silent  room. 

There  was  a  pool  somewhere  under  , 
the  vines,  a  little,  almost  round  pool, 
just  big  enough  to  hold  a  few  dark 
Waterlily  pads  and  to  attract  the  little 
frog  creatures  that  racket  at  night. 
.■\t  the  end  of  a  bench  and  a  little 
away  from  the  fragrance  of  the 
Moonflowers,  a  straggling  little  bed 
of  Four-o'clocks  grew  around  an  old 
stump,  their  pink  and  yellow  odors. 
clean  in  the  night.  Down  a  slope, 
between  an  Apple  tree  with  twisted 
limbs  and  a  wall  that  enclosed  an- 
other garden,  grew  Night-blooming 
Cercus.  The  great  moths  gathered, 
poising  with  their  pale  green  wings  on 
the  white  flowers,  sinking  their  long  ; 
beaks  into  the  hearts  of  the  blossoms, 
and  shunning  the  Cactus  stems  hidden 
in  the  dark. 

There  were  other  flowers  in  the 
garden — flowers  as  lovely  as  night 
itself   and   as  perishable   as   mornin^

of  the  Sweet  Pea  with  a  more  boat- 
shaped  keel,  gay  wings  and  flaunting 
standard.  No  plants  could  be  more 
free-flowering  than  these  Brooms. 
The  leafage  is  small,  often  scant;  hi 
many  it  is  quite  wanting  when  the 
green  shoots  function  in  their  stead. 
They  are,  truly  speaking,  evergreen 
plants  and  this  should  warn  those  who 
wish  to  grow  them  in  New  England 
tliat  protection  from  the  sun  in  late 
February  and  March  is  essential. 

Several  of  the  sorts  are  prostrate  in 
habit  forming  neat  hummock-likc 
masses  sprawling  over  the  ground. 
These  are  ideal  for  planting  on  boul- 
ders or  in  the  rockery.  Some  are  large 
twiggy  shrubs  from  twelve  to  fifteen 
feet  tall  and  as  much  through,  but  the 
majority  are  compact  bushes  from 
two  to  four  feet  high,  neat  in  appear- 
ance throughout  the  year.  They  are 
in  abundant  bloom  from  early  spring 
until  August  and  most  of  them  set 
seed  freely. 

PROPAGATION 

Seed  is  an  excellent  means  of  in- 
creasing these  plants  but  some,  like 
Cytistis  Ardoinii,  are  very  susceptible 
to  foreign  pollen  and  hybridize  freely. 
As  will  be  shown  later,  some  of  the 
very  finest  garden  sorts  have  origi- 
nated this  way  as  chance  hybrids. 
These  hybrids  must  be  propagated 
from  cuttings  and  this  is  a  good 
method  to  practise  with  all  of  them. 
Firm,  nearly  ripe  wood  inserted  in 
early  August  is  best.  They  do  not 
transplant  readily  and  this  should  b  • 
done  when  the  plants  are  small. 
Nurserymen  should  maintain  a  stock 
in  pots,  for  they  can  then  be  planted 
with  success  at  any  season  when  the 
ground  is  not  frozen. 

Brooms  and  their  kindred  are  sun- 
loving  plants  and  perfect  air  and  root 
drainage  is  essential  to  their  well- 
being.  A  sandy  loam  from  which  the 
water  can  seep  freely  away  is  ideal. 
They  do  not  object  to  the  best  of 
loam,  provided  the  subsoil  is  gravelly, 
but  are  happy  in  quite  poor  gardi'n 
soil.  Their  roots  are  furnished  with 
nodules  rich  in  nitrifying  bacteria  and 
so  they  do  not  exhaust  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, tend  to  enrich  the  soil  in  which 
they  grow.  They  are  excellent  ground 
covers  and  nurses  for  the  choicer 
shrubs  but  are  impatient  of  overhead 
shade  except  of  a  very  light  char- 
acter. Drought  they  really  enjoy 
but  a  waterlogged  condition  spells 
death. 

On  account  of  their  floriferous  char- 
acter many  of  them  are  short  lived. 
The  taller  sorts  are  apt  to  become 
straggly  and  untidy  in  appearance  if 
not  severely  pruned.  They  bear  the 
knife  most  kindly  and  so  soon  as 
flowering  is  over  can  be  cut  hard  bark 
to  maintain  the  desired  shape  and  size. 
Pro\ided  they  be  given  full  exposure 
to  sun  and  wind  and  good  root  drain- 
age all  of  them  can  be  grown  some- 
where on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  from 
Georgia  to  Massachusetts,  and  in  Cali- 
fornia the  most  tender  sorts  flourish 
like  the  proverbial  Fig-tree.  Of  course, 
not  all  can  be  grown  in  any  one 
locality,  but  experience  in  the  Arnold 
.Arboretum  has  shown  manv  supposed!  v 


tender    species    to    be    hardy    enough 
when  rightly  placed. 

For  planting  on  sunny  banks  or  on 
top  of  exposed  rocks  Cytisus  Ardoinii, 
C.  Beanii,  C.  decmnbens,  C.  scoparius 
pendiilus  and  C.  keivensis  are  ad- 
mirably suited.  All  five  are  prostrate 
with  very  numerous  slender  radiating 
branches  which  form  from  yard  to 
fathom-wide  masses  hugging  the 
ground.  The  best  of  the  lot,  I  think, 
is  C.  Beanii,  a  chance  hybrid  between 
C.  Ardoinii  and  C.  furgans  with 
large  deep  golden-yellow  flowers  borne 
;ingly  or  in  pairs  from  each  joint  of 
tile  previous  year's  growth.  So  freely 
does  this  plant  blossom  that  scarcely 
anything  is  visible  but  sprays  of  flow- 
ers. It  is  quite  hardy  in  the  Arnold 
Arboretum.  Its  part  parent,  C.  Ar- 
doiiiii,  has  similar  flowers  but  is  less 
liardy.  This  is  native  of  the  Maritime 
.'\lps  and  is  a  singularly  pretty  plant 
which  hybridizes  freely  and  must  be 
propagated  from  cuttings  to  keep 
pure.  C.  decumhens  has  bright  yellow 
flowers  clustered  in  sprays  along  the 
shoots.  It  is  perhaps  the  most  thor- 
oughly prostrate  of  all  the  Brooms 
and  in  May  and  June  is  gay  with  blos- 
som. For  growing  on  shelves  in  the 
rockery  nothing  is  better  than  C. 
kewensis  with  cream  to  sulphur-yellow 
blossoms.  It  is  a  hybrid  between  C. 
Ardoinii  and  C.  albus  which  flowers 
in  May.  The  Dalmatian  Broom, 
Genista  dalmatica,  is  also  splendid  for 
bank  and  rockery  and  will  tolerate 
moderate  shade.  It  grows  only  a  few 
inches  high  and  forms  dense  tufts  a 
couple  of  feet  through.  In  June  and 
July  each  shoot  terminates  in  two-inch 
long  racemes  of  golden-yellow  flow- 
ers. It  is  a  very  dainty  and  charming 
plant.  A  prostrate  plant  with  flattened 
winged  stems  and  racemes  of  yellow 
blossoms  in  June  is  G.  sagittalis,  which 
is  both  hardy  and  accommodating. 
.\nother  pleasing  little  plant  which 
forms  neat  spreading  tufts  is  Do- 
rycnitim  liirsntum.  Though  scarceK- 
woody  it  is  very  hardy,  has  hairy  steins 
and  leaves,  and  clustered  heads  of  white 
tinged  with  pink  flowers.  It  has  proved 
(|uite  hardy  in  the  Arnold  Arboretum 
and   is   a   very   attractive   little    plant. 

MF.DIfM-SlZKD    SPECIES 

Forming  tufted  masses  of  stems 
from  ten  to  twenty-four  inches  tall 
and  a  foot  or  more  through  there  are 
several  species  of  Cylisus  and  half  a 
dozen  of  Genista.  All  are  neat  in  ap- 
jiearance  and  furnished  in  season  witli 
abundance  of  blossom.  A  splendid 
member  of  the  group  is  the  Purple 
Broom,  C.  purpureas,  which  in  May 
is  alive  with  rose-purple  blossoms. 
Its  stems  are  a  foot  and  a  half  tall, 
spreading  into  irregular-shaped  mats 
a  fathom  wide.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  useful  as  well  as  most  hardy  of 
all  Brooms.  A  very  distinct  plant  is 
C.  leucantlius  with  close  packed  heai.ls 
of  cream-colored  flowers  terminating 
foot-long  erect-spreading  stems.  It 
is  one  of  the  hardiest  of  the  Brooms 
being  at  its  best  in  June  and  July  but 
blooming  intermittently  until  October. 
Two  other  hardy  sorts  are  C.  Iiirsutus 
and  C.  Heuffelii  with  yellow  flowers.

In  the  last-named  they  are  borne  in 
dense  terminal  heads;  in  C.  Inrsutiis 
they   form   axillary   racemes. 

The  Genistas  of  this  lovv-growini,^ 
group — G.  angUca,  G.  anxaiiticay  G. 
filosa,  G.  tinctoria,  G.  horrida  anil 
G.  Iihfanica — all  have  yellow  flowers. 
Perhaps  the  best  is  the  Spanish  Gorse, 
G.  hhfanica,  whose  wealth  of  yellow 
blossoms  makes  a  gorgeous  display  in 
late  May  and  June.  It  is  a  green, 
spiny  plant  of  dense  compact  habit 
whose  every  twig  terminates  in  a  head 
of  flowers.  Planted  several  together, 
it  will  form  drifts  of  yellow  yartis 
across.  Similar,  but  of  silvery  gray 
hue,  is  the  cushion-like  G.  /lorriJn, 
which  also  hails  from  Spain.  The 
Neajiolitan  Broom,  G.  anxantica,  and 
the  Woad-wax,  G.  tinctoria,  are  closely 
related  plants  of  less  value  in  the 
garden  than  others.  The  same  remark 
applies  to  the  Needle  Furze,  G. 
anglica,  but  G.  pilosa  is  a  pretty  little 
plant  which  forms  tangled  masses  of 
bright  yellow  a  foot  or  more  tall. 

SOME    TALL     KINDS 

Coining  to  the  next  group,  whicli 
grow  into  Broom-like  masses  from 
two  to  six  feet  tall,  there  are  several 
of  surpassing  merit.  The  hardiest  is 
C.  iiigricam,  a  neat  shrub  from  three 
to  five  feet  tall  of  compact  habit  witli 
every  shoot  in  late  July  and  August 
terminating  in  six-inch  long  erect 
racemes  of  bright  yellow  flowers.  In 
C.  furgans  and  C.  ratisbonensis  the 
flowers  are  produced  in  pairs  from  the 
joints  of  the  previous  season's  growth 
during  May.  So,  too,  are  they  in  the 
hybrid  C.  versicolor  which  has  yellow 
suffused  with  purple  blossoms.  In  C. 
supiniis  the  yellow  flowers  are  clus-  ' 
tered  at  the  ends  of  the  shoots.  Full 
half  a  dozen  Genistas  belong  in  this 
group  of  which  G.  radiata,  with 
spiny,  opposite  branches  and  heads  of 
yellow,  and  G.  germanica,  with  race- 
mose flowers,  are  perhaps  the  most 
hardy.  Both  are  round-topped  bushes 
seldom  more  than  three  feet  tall. 
Better  than  either  of  the  above  is  G. 
glahrescens,  which  forms  a  dense  mass 
and  produces  its  yellow  blossoms  freely 
from  the  clustered  joints  of  last  year's 
shoots.  It  is  often  known  as  Cytisns 
glahrescens,  and  is  quite  hardy  in  the 
Arnold  Arboretum.  All  these  medium- 
sized  Brooms  are  good  subjects  for 
the  open  border  and  for  massing  to 
gi\e  broad  masses  of  color. 

The  taller  growing  Brooms  range 
from  eight  to  fifteen  feet  in  height 
and  naturally  suffer  more  from  March 
suns  than  their  dwarfer  relatives. 
Moreover,  more  constant  pruning  is 
necessary  or  they  become  straggly  and 
untidy.  Like  all  their  clan  they  are 
best  planted  several  together  to  form 
bold  clumps.  The  hardiest  of  this 
group  is  the  old  favorite  White  Broom, 
Cytisns  albiis,  of  which  there  are  sev- 
eral forms.  This  has  a  multitude  of 
very  slender  branches  which  cover 
themselves  in  late  spring  with  white 
blossoms.  A  supposed  hybrid  of  this 
and  C.  furgans  is  the  Warminster 
Brooin,  C. />ra^coA',  which  has  a  similar 
besom-like  habit  but  sulphur-yellow 
flowers  abundantly  produced  in  May. 
The  fragrance  of  the  Broom  is  rather 


heavy  and  unpleasant  and  the  plant  i^ 
best  kept  at  some  distance  from  the 
house. 

The  common  Broom,  C.  scopariw, 
makes  the  moors,  commons  and  road- 
sides of  Britain  glow  with  yellou- 
through  May  and  July  and  is  well 
known  and  appreciated.  Here  and  then 
on  the  Atlantic  coast  it  is  naturalized. 
There  are  several  varieties  including 
the  Moonlight  Broom  var.  sulpliurein 
of  lower,  more  compact  habit,  an<l 
lovely  sulphur-yellow  flowers.  TIil' 
aristocrat  of  all,  however,  is  the  Pan- 
dise  Broom,  var.  Andreanus,  which 
was  discovered  wild  in  Normands' 
about  1  8  84.  This  has  the  wings  of  the 
flower  tinted  a  brownish  crimson  and 
the  standard  petal  yellow  striped  and 
stained  with  the  same  rich  color.  There 
are  several  forms  of  this  handsome 
Broom  and  one  named  Firefly  has  veiv 
highly  colored  blossoms.  The  Para- 
dise Broom  is  a  twiggy  mass  of  green 
some  five  or  six  feet  tall  and  as  much 
in  diameter  and  about  as  hardy  as  the 
common  Broom.  It  should  be  in- 
creased by  cuttings  or  by  grafting,  as 
it  does  not  come  true  from  seed. 

A  beautiful  hybrid  of  Andre's 
Broom  and  C.  albus  is  C.  Dalliinorei, 
which  was  raised  in  the  Royal  Gar- 
dens, Kew,  in  1900.  This  has  abundant 
flowers  suffused  with  lovely  shades  of 
rosy  pink  deepening  in  the  wings  to 
crimson.  Of  erect  twiggy  habit  it 
grows  from  six  to  eight  feet  tall, 
blossoms  in  May  and  is  probably  the 
most  beautiful  of  all  the  Brooms.  Un- 
fortunately, it  has  thus  far  not  proved 
hardy  in  the  Arnold  Arboretum  but 
on  Long  Island  and  south  it  should 
be  happy.  I  do  not  find  this  handsome 
shrub  listed  by  American  nurserymen 
but  it  is  high  time  the  plant  was  avail- 
able to  garden  lovers  of  this  broad 
land. 

I-OR    SU.MMER.    FLOWERS 

Jimc-flowering  is  the  vellow  race- 
mose blossomed  C.  sessHifloriis  which 
grows  about  six  feet  tall  and  is  among 
the  hardiest  sort  listed  by  our  nursery- 
men. Beautiful  is  the  Aetna  Broom, 
Genista  aetnensis,  which  is  the  tallest 
of  all  the  species,  being  sometimes 
twenty  feet  high,  and  flowers  in  July 
and  August.  The  flowers  are  golden 
yellow  and  very  showy.  It  ought  to 
be  hardy  along  the  coast  as  far  north 
as  Massachusetts  but  we  have  failed 
with  it  in  the  Arnold  Arboretum. 
.\nother  Broom,  which  has  disap- 
pointed us  in  hardiness,  is  G.  cineren, 
which  grows  some  ten  feet,  late  with 
masses  of  whip-like  branches  and 
bright  yellow  flowers  in  late  June  and 
July.  For  climates  warmer  than  that 
of  New  England  the  Madeira  Broom, 
G.  maderiensis  or  G.  virgata,  is  to  be 
jtrongly  recommended.  This  is  a  wide- 
spreading  bushy  plant  some  twelve 
feet  tall  with  short  racemes  of  clear 
yellow  flowers  in  great  plenty  through- 
out late  June  and  July  and  inter- 
mittently until  October.  It  bears  shade 
moderately  well,  will  grow  among 
rough  grass  and  benefits  from  hard 
jiruning. 

For    California    and    other    warm 
states  the   fragrant  blossomed   Cytisus

racemosus  and  C.  caiiariensis,  so 
much  grown  in  tile  conser\atories  of 
New  Eng-land  and  elsewhere,  an.' 
splendid  and  well  appreciated  shrubs. 
These  sun-loving-  plants,  with  warn.' 
honeyed  fragrance,  have  plenteous 
foliage  which  is  lacking  in  most  of  the 
Brooms  mentioned  in  this  article. 

Rather  gaunt  of  habit  is  the  Spanish 
Broom,  Sfart'iiim  jiniceiir?!,  with  erect, 
rush-like,  smooth,  dark  green  stems 
de\'oid  of  leaves.  It  grows  from  six 
to  twelve  feet  high  and  on  the  cur- 
rent seasons  shoots  in  July  and  August 
produces  glowing-  yellow  fragrant 
blossoms  in  terminal  foot-tall  racemes. 
The  flowers  are  larger  than  those  of 
other  Brooms  and  the  plant  continues 
to  pour  them  forth  until  Septembei-. 
Unfortunately,  it  requires  a  clijnate 
warmer  than  that  of  New  England. 
For  the  warmer  states  it  is  splendid 
for  massing  in  dry  hot  places,  but  the 
knife  should  be  freely  used  every 
spring  before  growth  starts.  A  natixi' 
of  southern  Europe,  it  has  been 
cultivated  since  the  midille  of  the  16rh 
Century  but  it  could  to  advantage  be 
more  freely  used  in  American  gardens 
where  climate  admits. 

The  common  Gorse,  Ulex  europae- 
us,   is   too   coarse   and   spiney  a   plant 


for  ordinary  gardens  but  in  the  wild 
garden  and  for  keeping  out  un- 
desirables it  has  its  uses.  When  in 
blossom,  which  is  from  February  un- 
til early  May,  it  provides  one  of  the 
floral  sights  of  Europe,  where  it  cov- 
ers hundreds  of  square  miles  of  moor- 
land, connnon  and  heath.  Sheep  and 
cattle  fatten  on  its  young  shoots  and 
in  the  hot  days  of  summer  the  pop- 
ping of  its  fruits  as  they  explode 
scattering  the  seeds  startles  the  unin- 
formed. A  better  plant  for  the  \icinitv 
of  houses  is  the  double-flowered 
Gorse,  var.  plenus,  which  is  splendid 
for  ai'id  hungry  soils  and  for  cover- 
ing dry  banks.  It  is  more  slow  grow- 
ing than  the  connnon  Gorse  and  iIk' 
flowers  last  longer.  Gorse,  like  its 
relatives  the  Brooms,  should  be  planted 
from  pots  since  it  transplants  with 
difficulty   from   open   ground. 

The  dwarf  Gorses,  Ulex  nanus  and 
U.  Galtii,  are  autumn-flowering 
shrubs  and  on  this  account  valuable. 
Neither  of  them  exceed  two  feet  in 
height  and  are  of  low,  dense  habit. 
The  flowers  are  rich  yellow,  about 
half  the  size  of  those  of  the  common 
Gorse  and  freely  produced.  Both  are 
useful  garden  plants  which  are  much 
too   infrequently  seen.

it  creates  a  texture  which,  when  seen 
from  a  little  distance,  closely  re- 
sembles Roman  travertine  stone. 

Attempts  to  blend  colors  in  stucco 
are  sometimes  made.  If  we  take  two 
or  more  colored  stuccos  and  pile  them 
on  the  plasterer's  hawk  one  over  the 
other,  and  then  apply  the  hawk  to  a 
wall,  we  will  gain  a  pleasing  result. 
Even  after  colors  are  applied  to  a 
wall,  they  may  be  blended  still  more 
by  rubbing  with  a  brush  or  some  other 
tool.  This  allows  the  color  to  blend 
naturally  without  being  controlled  by 
the  mind,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  an  artist 
could  create  a  more  charming  result. 

It  is  fortunate  for  the  general  pub- 
lic that  there  are  reputable  concerns 
manufacturing  colored  cement  stuc- 
cos. Fortunate,  because  I  feel  how 
utterly  impossible  it  would  be  to  give 
directions  for  obtaining  satisfactory 
colored  pigment  and  the  proper  ad- 
mixtures that  would  give  any  certainty 
of   permanent   color   blends.     Besides, 


\\\xh  colored  stucco  factoi-y  mixed, 
and  measured  under  the  direction  ofj 
experts,  we  have  the  assurance  of' 
uniformity  and  are  given  the  oppor- 
tunity of  choosing  exact  colors.  ThiS' 
is  of  great  value  because,  as  a  rule, 
neither  the  architect  nor  the  owner  h,is : 
the  time  or  specialized  knowledge  to 
attempt  mixing  on  the  job  with  the 
uncertainty  of  unstandardized  colors,  j 
Another  thing  that  is  necessary  to; 
ensure  the  continuous  use  of  stucco  for  i 
exterior  treatments,  is  in  some  legiti-j 
mate  way  to  induce  the  architect  and, 
owner  to  decline  to  be  led  off  on  the 
uncertain  by-paths  of  experimentation. 
On  the  other  hand,  effort  must  be' 
made  to  convince  architects  and  owners' 
that  they  may,  with  entire  confidence, 
depend  on  the  cement  lime  mixes  as 
fulfilling  every  demand  for  a  satis- 
factory stucco  beyond  which  nothing 
is  required.  In  brief,  that  they  should 
cease  further  search  for  something 
which  has  already  been  found.

tastf  anJ  culture  in  the  naming-  of 
horticultural  originations  is  the  house 
of  Lenioine.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say 
that  the  appropriateness  of  their 
names  doubles  my  pleasure  in  the 
])Ossession  of  Lemoine's  wonderful 
plants.  Consider  Boule  d'.A.rgent, 
Bouquet  Blanc,  and  Virg-inale  as 
names  for  their  lovely  Philadelphus. 
In  Voie  Lactce  they  touch  poetry. 
Descriptions  fanciful  and  truly  mu- 
sical are  these.  Think  for  a  moment 
how  delightfully  "juste"  are  the 
names  Congo,  Negro,  Zanzibar,  Tiin- 
buctou,  I'Oncle  Tom  and  Toussaint 
I'Ouverture,  for  the  darkest  of  their 
Lilacs.  Then,  too,  the  naming  of  x :- 
markably  fine  Lilacs  for  men  of  dis- 
tinction, philosophers,  scientists  ancl 
statesmen,  was  the  expression  of  an 
elevated  spirit. 

LTndoubtedly  a  large  number  of 
garden  lovers  can  instantly  tell  you 
at  least  something  about  Lamarck, 
Condorcet,  Diderot  and  Cavour,  to 
mention  but  a  few  of  the  famous  men 
thus  immortalized.  It  is  meet  as  well 
as  pleasant  that  a  most  exquisit.'  Lilac 
recalls  Paul  Thirion,  that  fine  and 
able  gardener  so  lately  gone  from  his 
devoted  labor,  while  the  rare  Lilac 
Victor  Lemoine  keeps  fresh  before  us 
the  genius  that  struck  out  in  a  new 
path  of  plant-breeding  and  the  pa- 
tience that  placed  all  this  loveliness 
in  our  possession.  So  throughout  the 
long  list  of  originations  from  this 
remarkable  house,  father  and  son 
have  kept  faith  with  their  high  stand- 
ards in  naming  their  plants.  Euphony, 
dignity  and  culture  have  added  value 
to  the  beautiful  things  they  have 
placed  before  us. 

Another  horticulturist  who  has  ex- 
hibited fine  feeling  in  the  naming  of 
his  seedlings  is  Sir  Arthur  Hort,  who 
has  drawn  largely  upon  Shakespear- 
ean   names    for    his    new    Irises.     Mr. 


Bliss'  explanation  of  tlie  names  of  his 
Irises  shows  felicitous  thoughtf ulness 
and  the  avoidance  of  the  common 
and  obvious.  In  our  own  country  Mr. 
Farr's  use  of  American  Indian  names 
was  delightful,  while  for  imagina- 
tion and  musical  sound  nothing  could 
exceed  .Mr.  ShuU's  Morning  Splendor 
and  Tropic  Seas. 

Well  in  order  and  vastly  appro- 
priate as  names  for  flowers  are  places 
of  origin  and  things  which  the  flow- 
ers themselves  suggest,  either  directly 
or  by  a  train  of  thought  not  always 
obvious  to  the  ignorant.  Indeed  tlK•^L■ 
subtle  suggestions  are  even  more 
pleasing  in  that  they  make  demands 
upon  one's  wit. 

I  have  read  and  have  heard  ex- 
[iressed  criticism  of  the  naming  of 
flowers  after  the  family  and  friends 
of  originators.  It  seems  a  little  sweep- 
ing to  condemn  all  such  naining. 
After  a  man  has  worked  hard  and 
lovingly,  waited  patiently,  and  finally 
succeeded  in  producing  something 
well  worth  while,  in  mj'  opinion  he 
is  entitled  to  dedicate  that  success  to 
his  wife,  his  mother  or  his  children, 
or  even  to  himself  if  he  be  so  minded, 
providing  always  that  his  name  is  not 
in  itself  a  shock  to  the  ear.  But  mod- 
eration is  a  beautiful  thing,  and  the 
reckless  inclusion  of  outlying  cousins, 
uncles  and  aunts  is  not  to  be  admired. 
I  have  in  mind  a  certain  originator 
who  has  offered  at  least  eight  Peonies 
bearing  his  surname.  It  is  more  than 
enough. 

The  dedication  of  a  flower  to  a 
dear  friend  is  no  doubt  a  pleasing 
tribute.  But  outside  of  the  truly  fa- 
mous, only  persons  who  are  known 
for  their  horticultural  work  or 
achievements  can  with  reason  be  so 
honored.  Furthermore,  names  that 
are  bizarre  or  hideously  unmusical

ON    THE    NAMING    OF    FLOWERS 

{CoiitinncJ  from  piii^e  186) 
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should  be  barred  irrespective  of  the 
owner's  accomplishments.  Such  names 
are  unfair  handicaps  to  flowers. 
In  inany  cases  they  actually  hurt  the 
sale  of  the  plant.  One  dealer  has 
openly  complained  in  his  catalog 
about  the  name  of  a  certain  Peony. 
In  this  matter  of  naming  plants  for 
people  Mr.  R.  S.  Sturtevant  has  made 
the  criticism  that  "few  varieties  of 
of  any  flower  that  is  in  an  active  state 
of  development  can  hope  to  remain 
in  the  front  rank  for  long-."  True  in- 
deed. The  dust  heap  will  get  them 
all  some  day  no  doubt.  But  so,  too, 
shall  we  ourselves  return  to  dust  in 
the  end.  A  little  time  more  or  less 
should  not  be  considered  a  drawback. 
A  beautiful  flower  is  to  be  enjoyed 
at  least  until  it  is  surpassed.  Therefore 
it    should    be    well-named. 

NAMES  INDICATING  ORIGIN 

The  denomination  of  flowers  with 
sonic  reference  to  one  or  both  parents 
is  an  excellent  idea  when  it  is 
deftly  possible,  much  as  colts  are 
named  in  certa,in  racing  stables.  I 
do  not  refer  to  names  compounded 
of  divers  syllables,  such  as  Ibma- 
crantha,  Tewar,  Doubract,  Longsib, 
and  others,  which  are  frequently  cum- 
bersome and  awkward  to  pronounce. 
I  refer  to  a  less  obvious  and  more 
interesting  technique.  Mr.  Dykes 
named  his  seedling  of  Black  Prince, 
Richard  the  II.  Recently  a  seedling 
of  Opera  was  named  Sonata,  and  a 
seedling  of  Archeveque  was  chris- 
tened His  Eminence. 

Again  a  certain  group  of  names 
might  be  used  to  advantage  by  a  cer- 
tain grower  exclusively,  so  that  any 
seedling  named  from  that  group 
would  automatically  give  the  name 
of  that  particular  grower.  Sir  Arthur 
Hort  has  done  this  to  some  extent 
with  Shakespearean  names  for  Irises, 
Lemoine  with  the  Presidents  of 
France  for  Lilacs,  and  Waite  with 
his  "Jersey's"  series  for  Dahlias.  With 
a  whole  world  of  art,  music  and  lit- 
erature to  draw  upon,  there  are  of- 
fered countless  opportunities  for  dis- 
tinction in  nomenclature,  and  the  de- 
lightful  play   of  perception   and   wit. 

By  looking  over  catalogs,  lists, 
and  letters  for  the  last  two  or  three 
years,  I  have  selected  the  following 
names  as  illustrative  of  the  points 
here  presented.  The  names  belong 
principally  to  Dahlias,  Peonies  and 
Irises,  although  the  simple  Gladiolus 
and  the  helpless  Pansy  have  also  suf- 
fered. I  have  advertisements  extol- 
ling "Mastodon  Pansies."  Why  not 
go  a  step  further  in  absurdity  and 
declare  the  beauty  and  possible  fra- 
grance of  "Mastodon  Baby's  Breath?" 
The  paleontological  touch  adds  to 
the  joyous  surprise  of  contrasted  pro- 
portions. Unconscious  humor  is  plen- 
tiful in  the  usually  serious  horticul- 
tural world  if  one  but  pays  atten- 
tion. I  recall  a  note  by  a  grower  upon 
the  Iris  Zouave  as  "strictly  a  ladies' 
type  of  Iris." 

Little  Jennie,  Little  Dear,  Little 
Sweetheart,  Rollo  Boy,  Little  Bugler, 
Girlie  and  Little  Aristocrat,  clearly 
show  the  pure  influence  of  childhood. 
Aunt  Rachel,  Aunt  Ellen  and  Sisters 
Annie   might   si<rnifv   a   family   com- 


plex, if  any  meaning  at  all  can  be 
read  into  the  third  name,  while 
Daddy  Butler  and  Pop  Stewart  take 
one  into  the  intimate  home  circle  of 
the  originator  upon  terms  of  easy 
and  overwhelming  familiarity.  Hity- 
Tity,  Cracker  Jack,  Lily  Blotch  and 
Giant  Nymph  simply  wreck  the  dic- 
tionary, and  I  fall  back  upon  Pen- 
rod's  immortal  and  adequate  "per- 
fectly gassly." 

Compare  with  these  the  following: 
Agla'ia,  Semirafnis,  Archeveque,  Al- 
cazar, Kalif,  El  Granada,  Delice,  In- 
nocenza,  Medrano,  Shalimar,  Amun 
Ra,  Polar  Star  and  Priscilla  Alden; 
all  are  musical  and  connotative;  all 
present  enticing  possibilities  of  beauty 
to  the  mind's  eye. 

Quaint  and  amusing  names  are 
many  among  the  Japanese  flowers.  I 
use  the  word  amusing  in  careful  dis- 
tinction frpm  absurd  and  ridiculous. 
But  for  us  in  this  country  the  names 
should  be  always  translated.  For  al- 
though the  imagery  is  droUy  de- 
licious, the  Japanese  tongue  is  an  ac- 
complishment beyond  most  of  us. 
Besides,  not  all  the  words  are  musical 
when  rendered  in  the  original.  There 
is  for  instance  Nabunishiski.  In  a 
letter  from  a  fellow-gardener  with 
whom  I  had  some  correspondence  re- 
garding names,  he  wittily  remarks 
that  this  geisha  probably  had  a  Polish 
lover  who  was  much  intoxicated  when 
he  addressed  her.  In  the  same  letter 
he  says  he  will  never  weary  of  Tur- 
tle's Holiday  Attire.  Nor  shall  I. 
Painted  Fawn,  Departing  Sun  and 
Heavenly  Sleeves  of  a  Garment  are 
all  fascinating  names  of  very  lovely 
flowers. 

It  may  be  protested  by  some  that 
the  names  I  have  quoted  or  suggested 
are  not  readily  grasped  by  everyone. 
But  why  should  that  be  expected?  A 
little  intellectual  effort  would  benefit 
the   mentally   lazy. 

BAD  TASTE   IN   NAMES 

There  is  a  manner  of  naming 
which,  while  not  subject  to  adverse 
criticism  on  the  score  of  bad  taste, 
is  yet  objectionable  because  it  may 
cause  confusion.  The  use  of  the  spe- 
cific name  of  one  flower  as  the  appel- 
lation for  an  individual  of  another 
genus  is  misleading.  As  illustrations 
there  are  the  following  examples:  An 
Iris  named  Orchid,  a  Dahlia  named 
Daisy,  a  Canna  christened  Poppv, 
and  a  Peony  actually  called  Opal  Iris. 
It  matters  not  that  Daisy  and  Poppy 
may  possibly  be  the  names  of  people. 
The  fact  remains  that  such  nomen- 
clature lacks  discrimination. 

The  horticultural  societies  ha\'ing 
committees  to  pass  upon  registration 
of  new  varieties  might  empower 
these  committees  to  refuse  the  consid- 
eration of  names  that  are  vulgar, 
trifling,  and  unmeaning.  Some  such 
step  will  have  to  be  taken  to  preserve 
dignity  in  nomenclature.  One  well- 
known  American  originator  has 
frankly  said  that  to  him  the  name  of 
a  plant  is  a  matter  of  entire  indiffer- 
ence, and  that  he  uses  names  merely 
as   a    means   of   identification. 

Since   it   is   true,   as   Emerson   said, 
that  "the  perception  of  the  ludicrous

is  a  pledge  of  sanity,"  we  shall  un- 
doubtedly continue  to  have  more 
well-chosen  names  than  absurdities. 
We  have  at  least  that  comfort.  The 
offending  names  which  we  run  across 
in  catalogs  are  almost  entirely  of 
-Vmerican  origin.  If  we  can  success- 
fully point  out  to  breeders  that  friv- 
olous and  inane  names  cause  repulsion 
in  the  buyer,  a  keen  sense  of  business 
alone  may  be  a  sufficient  influence 
towards  the  better  christening  of 
flowers.  As  it  is,  the  distaste  aroused 
by  unfortunate  names  has  precluded 
many  a  purchase. 

A  good  name  for  a  flower  should 
ha\e,  in  my  opinion,  several  of  the 
following    qualities: 


1.  Dignity. 

2.  Euphony. 

3.  Appropriate    connotation. 

4.  Reasonable   brevity.

5.  Interest  or  charm. 

6.  Allusion    to   appearance.

aside  the  vines  to  see  what  they  were 
made  of  and  found  they  were  of  iron 
jiipes,  while  the  cross  pieces  were  of 
wire.  A  clever  and  inexpensive  way 
of  building  a  pergola.  The  path  un- 
der the  pergola  is  of  turf  and  all  the 
Rose  beds  in  the  garden  are  planted 
in  turf.  The  vigor  and  health  of  the 
Roses  and  the  condition  of  their 
foliage  is  remarkable,  especially  for  a 
public  garden.  No  matter  how  skill- 
fully a  Rose  garden  is  planned  nor 
how  beautifully  arranged  architectur- 
ally, if  the  plants  are  not  clean  and 
healthy  the  whole  effect  is  lost. 

But  a  lover  of  Lilies  cannot  spend 
too  much  time  with  the  Roses  and 
almost  the  most  interesting  thing 
about  the  Roses,  here,  is  the  way  they 
are  combined  with  the  Lilies.  Along 
the  whole  length  of  the  outside  of  the 
Rose  pergola  is  a  very  wide  border. 
At  the  back  of  this,  against  the  sky 
are  pink,  yellow  and  white  climbing 
Roses  and  in  front  of  them,  at  inter- 
vals, are  tall  tree  Wistarias  with  their 
summer  crop  of  lavender  flowers, 
then  come  low  evergreens  planted  far 
enough  apart  to  see  the  earth  around 
them  and  to  show  their  pyramidal  or 
circular  forms  without  crowding,  at 
the  front  were  clumps  of  lavender- 
flowered  Fuschias  and  all  through  the 
middle  of  the  border  were  groups  of 
Regal  Lilies.  It  was  a  perfect  place 
for  them  to  be;  the  Roses  enhanced 
the  rosy  tones  of  the  Lilies,  the  laven- 
der of  the  Wistarias  and  Fuschias 
were  a  contrast  in  form  as  well  as 
color,  and  the  dark  evergreens  formed 
the  needed  strong  background  and 
setting  to  make  the  Lilies  stand  out 
prominently. 

Some  people  get  their  intensest  thrill 
from  music,  others  from  pictures  or 
plays  or  books,  or  some  from  love 
affairs  or  in  dashing  about  the  coun- 
try in  automobiles  or  in  trying  to 
out-shine  their  neighbors.  For  the 
kindred  souls  who  derive  their  joy 
of  life  from  gardening,  I  heartily 
recommend  a  trip  to  the  Roger  Wil- 
liams Park  in  July.  Just  as  pilgrim- 
ages are  made  to  Bethlehem,  Pa.  to 
hear  the  Bach  chorals  and  to  Bayreuth 
to  hear  the  Wagner  operas,  so  de- 
voted gardeners  can  go  to  Providence 


to  see  the  symphony  of  Regal  Lilies. 
If  this  were  a  newspaper  article 
it  might  have  been  captioned  in  large 
type  "40,000  Lilies  from  Six  bulbs  in 
Eight  Years."  Mr.  Trigg,  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  park  told  me  that  the 
30  to  40,000  Lilies  all  came  from 
12  bulbs  bought  in  1918.  All  of 
them  have  been  raised  from  seed,  they 
have  not  yet  divided  any  of  the 
clumps.  A  perfectly  astounding  feat, 
showing  the  possibilities  for  growing 
this  Lily.  The  seeds  are  borne  in  large 
seed  capsules  and  when  these  split 
open  at  the  top,  the  seeds  are  ripe  and 
ready  to  be  gathered.  The  seeds  can 
be  planted  equally  well  if  they  are 
being  grown  out  of  doors  in  October 
or  in  April,  there  is  no  difference  in 
the  growth  of  the  plant.  If  planted 
in  April,  they  should  be  shaded  for 
three  weeks.  The  seedlings  come  up 
like  grass  and  the  germination  seems 
to  be  one  hundred  percent.  The  Spring 
following  the  first  summer,  the  stronger 
plants  can  be  transplanted  into  an- 
other frame  and  the  weaker  ones  left 
where  they  are  for  another  year.  They 
can  be  moved  to  the  flower  beds  be- 
fore the  third  summer  when  they  will 
flower.  They  will  bear  one  or  two 
flowers  the  first  year  and  grow  stronger 
and  taller  each  succeeding  year  until 
they  bear  from  twelve  to  twenty  blos- 
soms on  one  stem  which  may  be  six 
feet  or  more  high.  At  about  the 
seventh  or  eighth  year  if  the  plant  has 
many  stems  coming  from  the  same 
root,  the  clump  will  need  dividing. 
For  the  soil  in  which  to  raise  the 
seedlings  most  growers  use  one-third 
sand,  one-third  loam  and  one-third 
leafmold.  Some  use  loam  and  leaf- 
mold,  one  part  of  each,  and  cover  the 
seedlings  with  peat  moss.  I  have  never 
heard  of  a  disease  on  Regal  Lilies  and 
at  the  Park  all  the  plants  look  marv  4- 
lously  healthy.  This  Lily  is  hardy  in 
all  parts  of  the  United  States. 

Amateurs  ought  to  study  the  bulbs 
of  Lilies.  For  one  needs  to  understand  ■■ 
the  character  of  the  bulbs  to  grow 
them  successfully.  On  the  whole,  the  j 
Regal  bulbs  are  small  in  comparison  > 
with  those  of  other  Lilies,  they  are  ■ 
narrower  than  high,  with  pointed  ;

scales  tightly  folded  over  one  another 
:uid  are  not  very  fleshy  nor  in  the  least 
brittle.  They  should  be  planted  so  as 
to  be  six  to  eight  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground  to  the  top  of 
the  bulb.  The  green  stem  rises  straight 
from  the  ground  and  has  stem  roots 
and  does  not  need  support.  It  is  al- 
ways swaying  and  bending  forward 
with  the  weight  of  the  flowers  as  if 
acknowledging  your  homage.  The 
waxy  white  flowers  are  shaped  like  a 
flaring  vase  and  are  disposed  on  the 
stem  in  an  umbel  and  bend  outward. 
They  are  quite  wide  and  big.  When 
you  look  into  the  flower  you  see  that, 
like  all  good  rulers,  it  has  a  heart  of 
gold.  The  three  inner  segments  are 
wider  and  broader  than  the  three  outer 
ones  and  this  makes  the  mouth  of  the 
flower  look  like  a  star.  When  raised 
from  seed  the  flowers  vary  very  much, 
some  having  a  slightly  frilled  textuie 
and  others  being  smooth  and  waxy. 
The  color  of  the  outside  varies  too, 
for  some  are  flushed  quite  deeply  with 
rose  and  others  are  almost  white.  It 
has  a  pleasant  heady  fragrance  of  the 
same  quality  as  Auratum  but  not 
nearly  as  intense.  It  is  a  strong  vigor- 
ous looking  plant  and  like  the  tall 
Campanulas  or  Foxgloves  looks  best 
amongst  plants  of  sufficient  breadth 
and  height  to  balance  it.  It  does  not 
look  well  when  planted  with  delicate 
and  dainty  flowers  and  it  needs  to  be 
in  the  sun.  In  the  United  States  it 
requires  some  protection  from  the  late 
frosts  and  either  herbaceous  or  shrub- 
bery planting  or  a  light  mulch  will 
give  this. 

When  speaking  of  the  soil  require- 
ments of  this  royal  individual,  Mr. 
Wilson  said,  "Treat  'em  rough,"  and 
that  they  do  best  in  poor  soil.  How- 
ever, at  the  Roger  Williams  Park  the 
soil  for  them  is  dug  out  two  feet 
and  at  the  bottom  of  the  bed  six 
inches  of  well-rotted  manure  is  put 
and  then  the  bed  is  filled  to  the  top 
with    loam.     The    results   speak    well 


for  this  method.  Another  successful 
grower  plants  them  in  good  garden 
loam  and  fertilizes  them  with  bone 
meal  and  leaf  mold.  My  own  experi- 
ence has  been  that  they  do  well  in  any 
garden  soil  and  that  well-rotted 
manure  applied  about  eight  to  twehe 
inches  below  the  bulbs  increases  the 
size  of  the  plant  ami  the  number  of 
the  flowers. 

M  uch  has  been  written  about  the  valui' 
of  forcing  the  Regal  Lily  for  Easter. 
On  the  whole  this  has  not  proven 
satisfactory.  It  forms  roots  very  late 
along  the  winter,  after  it  has  been 
brought  into  the  greenhouse.  In  or- 
der to  get  it  to  flower  it  has  to  be 
put  into  a,  small  pot  and  subjected  to 
great  heat  which  does  not  perinit  it 
to  use  its  stem  roots  and  causes  it  to 
produce  small  flowers  with  very  little 
color.  Thus  its  two  greatest  charms, 
its  color  and  size  are  lost  and  it  looks 
like  a  weakened  sickly  example  of 
itself.  Although  golden  hearts  may 
be  symbols  of  generosity  and  kind- 
ness they  are  not  appropriate  as  sym- 
bols of  purity  for  Easter.  This  lus- 
cious sensuous  looking  flower  with  its 
disturbing  fragrance  is  more  truly  a 
symbol  of  the  present  day  philosophy 
of  taking  all  the  joy  one  possibly  can 
from    this   wonderful   world   of   ours. 

It  will  hinder  the  popularity  of  the 
Lily  to  dwell  upon  its  value  for  forc- 
ing as  disappointments  are  bound  to 
ensue;  but  stressing  its  merits  as 
planting  material  in  public  parks  and 
squares  and  for  private  gardens,  bor- 
ilers  and  shrubberies  will  increase  its 
\'ogue.  Only  to  look  at  it  is  to  desire 
to  possess  it.  The  way  Regal  Lilies 
are  grown  at  the  Roger  Williams  Park 
is  an  example  of  how  to  handle  them 
in  the  best  way  both  horticulturally 
and  artistically,  and  fortunately  every- 
one can  go  to  see  them  there.  All  new 
things  are  not  good,  attractive  or 
practical  but  here  is  a  new  Lily  which 
has  all  these  qualities  and  in  addition 
is  superlatively  beautiful.

ings,  frame  and  rope  must  be  the  best, 
or  next  year  you  will  have  to  repeat 
your  eff^ort.  Awnings  in  the  right 
colors  are  a  delightful  addition  to  a 
home,  we  feel,  even  as  are  its  shutters 
and   chimneys. 

This  almost  leads  us  into  the  gar- 
den, but  we  leave  that  "lovesome  spot" 
to  garden  makers.  Oh,  the  happy  souls ! 

Should  you  be  leaving  your  home 
in  the  summer,  and  be  going  to  dis- 
tricts where,  ice  delivery  is  uncertain 
and  food  storage  nearby  on  the  knees 
of  the  Gods,  thinking  about  proper 
refrigeration,  gas,  electric  or  ordinary 
iced — might  be  a  wise  and  proper 
inspiration.  Your  summer  may  be 
made  or  marred  by  inadequate  or 
faulty  icing  facilities.  If  you  have  a 
proper  iceless  or  iced  refrigerator  in 
your  home,  city  or  country,  you  have 
treasure  and  are  spared  much  endless 
unhappiness. 

The    summer    following    spring    so 


surely  and  swiftly  reminds  us  that 
often  we  forget  the  ventilation  factor 
in  real  comfort.  Of  course,  here  we 
have  little  space  to  discuss  the  volumi- 
nous subject,  save  to  say  that  there  are 
some  excellent  devices  today  which  in- 
sure better  ventilation  throughout  the 
home  and  particularly  in  the  kitchen. 
Some  of  these  systems  are  of  the  blower 
type  or  the  fan  type  and  are  of  electric 
motivation  and  very  convenient  and 
healtliful.  So  may  you  banish  odors, 
keep  air  moving  (the  essence  of  mod- 
ern ventilation)  and  get  the  proper 
humidification  when  these  devices  have 
humidifiers  in  their  train.  The  simple 
electric  fan  itself  will  prove  a  blessing 
in  any  summer  (or  even  winter) 
dwelling. 

Another  question  that  probably  has 
been  bothering  you  is  garbage  disposal. 
Don't  let  it  worry  you.  Look  into  the 
subject  of  garbage  incinerators  and 
burn   up   vour   troubles.

portions,  save  as  the  latter  gains.  Tt 
does  not  require  a  gigantic  intellect 
to  consider  that  when  one  has  seen  a 
plant  flourisliing  in  a  particular  kind 
of  soil  something  similar  ought  to  ije 
provided  if  the  plant  is  moved  and 
the  flourishing  is  to  be  continued. 
Yet  every  one  of  us  has  discovered 
that  not  infrequently  a  total  change 
in  environment  means  added  vigor  to 
the  plant.  There  is  at  this  moment  no 
proof,  to  make  an  example,  that  many 
of  the  plants  peculiar  to  the  tropics 
are  not  hardy  in  the  Temperate  Zones, 
because  they  have  not  been  tried,  just 
as  there  is  no  proof  that  any  soil  will 
not  grow  any  plant  until  there  has 
been  trial. 

L.WERS    OF    SOIL 

One  of  the  most  interesting  bits  of 
soil  bunk  was  that  which  was  worked 
out  about  a  dozen  years  ago,  when  the 
late  Frederick  W.  Taylor  of  "effi- 
ciency" fame  was  really  and  materially 
advancing  industrial  production.  He 
liad  a  garden,  and  being  possessed  of 
an  envious  profusion  of  means,  he  ex- 
perimented in  it.  He  tried  diagonal 
layers  of  this,  that  and  the  other  kind 
of  soil  so  that  the  plants  he  tried  might 
penetrate  these  layers,  and  these  "spe- 
cial beds"  did  give  prosperity  to  some 
Roses  and  other  plants  not  amenable 
to  ordinary  conditions.  To  be  sure, 
this  soil,  even  In  those  cheaper  days, 
cost  about  $1.50  per  running  foot  for 
a  three- foot  bed,  and  the  assumed  need 
for  it  discouraged  both  those  who 
liadn't  the  money  and  those  who  had 
it  and  didn't  know  how  to  go  after  the 
special  beds.    They  are  no  more! 

Much  bunk  has  been  hung  on  to  the 
Rose,  defeating  its  progress.  For  ex- 
ample, I  long  believed  in  the  desirability 
of  exceedingly  deep  preparation  of  the 
Rose-beds.  To  go  down  four  feet  was 
the  summit  of  heavenly  perfection,  to 
jirepare  to  a  depth  of  three  feet  was 
reasonable  virtue,  and  anything  less 
than  two  feet  was  to  invite  failure. 
Yet,  being  of  a  somewhat  critical  turn 
of  mind,  and  having  dug  up  many 
Roses  dead  and  alive,  I  could  not  get 
to  understand  what  was  the  use  of 
great  stores  of  manure  and  other  de- 
lightful garden  fertility  adjuncts 
buried  three  or  four  feet  down,  when 
I  was  never  able  to  find  a  Rose  root 
that  got  much  below  eighteen  inches, 
save  an  occasional  one  of  a  hardy 
climber  that  had  worked  its  way  into 
some   hard   ground   below   that  level. 

Now  the  futility  and  useless  expense 
of  tleep  soil  preparation  is  being  rather 
rapidly  recognized.  Independent  of 
drainage  which  may  be  required  (for 
Roses  will  not  ever  be  happy  with  wet 
feet,  being  quite  human  in  that  re- 
spect) ,  a  thorough  preparation  of  two 
spades  deep,  which  means  under  ordi- 
nary conditions  about  eighteen  inches, 
seems  to  provide  just  what  Roses  need, 
and  they  grow  beautifully  under  such 
preparation. 

Just  here  it  occurs  to  me  to  mention 
some  conversation  with  an  able  Aus- 
tralian Rose-grower,  Dr.  Tom  Guth- 
rie, who  visited  the  United  States  this 
vear.  Independently  arriving  at  an 
heretical  theory  in  relation  to  deep 
preparation,  he  tried  it  out  by  plant- 
ing Roses  in  beds  of  eighteen   inches 


depth  vvliicli  he  caused  to  cross  other 
beds  of  three-foot  preparation.  He 
found  that  where  the  Roses  were  over 
the  deeply  prepared  spots  at  intersec- 
tions, they  did  not  do  nearly  so  well 
as  in  the  intervening  eighteen-inch 
portions,  and  his  deduction  was  not 
only  that  the  deep  preparation  was 
useless,  but  worse  than  useless,  because 
it  does  seem  to  be  a  definite  fact  that 
Rose  roots  like  something  firm  to 
work  in  and  that  it  was  impossible  to 
get  the  deeply  prepared  bed  in  a  con- 
dition of  firmness  which  invited  the 
penetration  of  the  roots. 

Another  bad  bit  of  Rose  hokum  has 
been  prevalent  for  many  years  in  the 
recommendation  that  budded  Roses  be 
planted  an  inch  or  two  below  the  level 
in  which  they  grew  in  the  nursery,  on 
the  theory  that  while  depending  on  the 
understock  upon  which  they  were 
budded,  they  would  also  develop  their 
own  roots  and  thus  do  better  because 
they  had  a  double  set  of  roots.  The 
theory  has_  a  fine  sound,  but  mighty 
little  basis  of  fact.  It  is  true  that  roots 
will  develop  near  the  surface  when  a 
Rose  is  thus  planted,  but  it  is  true  that 
at  the  same  time  the  real  roots — those 
of  the  understock — are  either  dead, 
dying  or  dormant,  and  therefore  use- 
less. 1  have  seen  this  demonstrated 
frequently  and  conclusively  not  only 
in  the  digging  up  of  the  Rose  corpa-s 
that  resulted  from  the  deep  planting, 
but  in  raising  Roses  that  were  half 
buried  to  the  ground  line  where  they 
belonged,  even  when  in  full  leaf,  and 
in  seeing  them  thereafter  show  their 
approval  of  the  restoration  of  normal 
conditions  by  growing  off  freely. 

This  deep  planting  is  related  to  the 
deep  preparation,  but  neither  is  either 
necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  objec- 
tion that  may  be  made  that  "suckers" 
are  more  likely  to  develop  with  normal 
planting  I  reply  that  there  is  very 
little  in  the  statement,  and  that  the 
Rose  grower  who  can't  tell  the  usual 
seven-  or  nine-leaved  bright  green 
Manetti,  Multiflora,  Brier,  Ragged 
Robin  or  Odorata  suck^'r  when  it 
shoves  itself  up  beside  the  main  stem, 
from  the  five-leaved  plant  he  is  grow- 
ing, does  not  deserve  a  Rose,  and  will 
do  better  with  the  suckers  anyway. 

FOR   PLANTING   ROSES 

Reference  to  the  books  on  Rose- 
growing — my  own  included,  I  sorrow- 
fully admit — will  suggest  that  Roses 
be  planted  "not  less  than  eighteen  inches 
apart  for  the  average  Hybrid  Tea  and 
about  two  feet  for  the  Hybrid  Per- 
petual Roses.  Some  of  the  Polyanthas 
can  go  a  little  closer,  though  I  would 
not  advise  it.  .  .  .  Any  new  Rose  beds 
will  be  three  feet  wide,  the  plants  set 
in  nine  inches  from  each  side,  and  then 
eighteen  inches  apart  in  all  directions.'* 
I  really  believed  this,  because  I  read  it 
somewhere  else.  As  I  traveled  I  found 
others  to  believe  that  they  were  being 
kind  to  the  Rose  in  often  giving  it  two 
feet,  and  more,  for  the  average  Hybrid 
Tea,  on  the  theory  that  a  Rose  needed 
open  air  and  much  space.  Yet  items 
of  experience  seem  to  show  that  as 
soon  as  a  Rose  got  big  enough  to  ac- 
tually cover  the  ground  with  its  extent 
so  that  the  ground  was  shaded,  it  did

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better,  and  out  of  this  observation,  plus 
the  crowding  of  my  garden  which 
made  me  want  to  get  more  Roses  in 
the  same  space,  grew  the  determination 
to  set  them  closer.  This  has  been  done, 
and  with  literally  admirable  results,  so 
that  T  have  now  no  respect  for  hard 
figures  as  to  Rose  planting,  but  rather 
a  desire  to  make  the  Rose  beds  green 
all  over  when  they  are  not  all  over  set 
with  lovely  bloom.  The  Polyanthas 
shove  up  to  a  foot  apart,  or  something 
like  that,  and  the  Teas  and  Hybrid 
Teas  inch  in  on  each  other  with  rea- 
sonable consideration  of  the  growth 
liabit  of  each,  so  that  after  the 
"maiden"  plants  luue  begun  growing 
they  will  shade  all  of  the  ground. 

WHEN    GHOVVINC;    ROSES 

Even  strong-growing  Roses  like 
Gruss  an  Teplitz,  Radiance,  Hermosa, 
Ecarlate,  Beauty  of  Rosemawr,  Birdie 
Blye,  Lady  Ursula,  Willowmere,  Lady 
Pirrie,  seem  to  be  happier  if  they  can 
touch  elbows,  as  it  were.  At  Breeze 
Hill  I  now  cover  the  Rose-beds  like- 
wise with  granulated  peat  moss,  keep- 
ing the  soil  moist  and  cool,  checking 
the  growth  of  weeds,  and  giving  a  far 
better  appearance  than  possible  where 
a  little  quart-size  plant  has  been  set  in 
a  bushel-size  space  of  ground,  looking 
lonesome  and  sorrowful. 

Dig  into  the  Rose  books  again,  and 
you  will  discover  that  Roses  positively 
cannor  be  grown  in  shrubbery  borders 
or  in  shady  places.  Various  reasons  are 
assigned,  but  none  of  them  seem  to 
matter,  because  none  of  them  are  ap- 
parently true.  Two  years  ago,  having 
acquired  a  wholesome  distrust  of  this 
particular  item  of  bunk,  I  jilanteil 
some  Roses  in  pockets  along  a  shrub- 
bery border,  scattered  with  beautifully 
developing  specimens  of  Philadelphus, 
Taxus  and  Pseudotsuga,  to  say  nothing 
of  some  Viburnums  and  other  strong- 
growing  shrubs  and  many  \Igorous 
perennials.  One  side  of  this  border 
faced  mostly  to  the  north,  the  other 
side  to  the  south,  receiving  the  shade 
of  the  opposite  border  as  well  as  its 
own.  All  of  the  Roses  have  done  bet- 
ter there  than  anywhere  else,  and  I 
know  now  that  the  only  reason  we 
ha\e  not  had  pockets  of  free-blooming 
Hybr'd  Teas  in  shrubbery  openings  is 
because  we  have  been  misled  by  an- 
other inherited  item  of  bunk. 

I  don't  want  to  be  misunderstood  as 
intlicating  that  Hybrid  Tea  Roses  are 
ready  to  take  roughhouse  conditions  in 
a  shrubbery  border  where  they  must 
fight  the  roots  of  the  shrubs.  They 
must  have  ground  to  grow  in,  properly 
prepared  and  liberally  fertilized,  and 
they  must  have,  as  Hybrid  Teas  ought 
to  have,  additional  liquid  fertility 
many  times  during  .the  season,  if  tliey 
ha\e  behaved  well  enough  in  the  mat- 
ter of  early  blooms. 

We  are  told  by  the  books  and  by  our 
friends  that  transplanting  is  a  difficult 
and  dangerous  operation,  to  be  under- 
taken only  under  particular  conditions 
of  dormancy.  When  one  gets  into  con- 
tact with  a  real  plantsman,  however, 
he  will  hear  the  statement  I  once  heard, 
which   was   that   "You   can   move   an\' 


jilant  any  tinie  if  you  take  trouble 
enough."  I  have  found  that  to  be 
literally  true,  and  I  constantly  do  it. 
Not  long  ago  I  became  enamored  of  a 
new  Chinese  Elm  being  grown  in 
Texas.  Being  by  nature  impatient,  I 
disliked  to  wait  for  the  dormant  si'a- 
son,  so  finding  the  nurseryman  to  be 
also  of  a  sporting  tiisposition,  I  had 
him  dig  up  a  six-foot  Elm  in  full  leaf, 
take  off  the  leaves,  prune  the  tree 
sharply,  and  send  it  to  me.  I  planted 
it  promptly  and  carefully,  and  in  just 
a  little  more  than  four  weeks  from  the 
time  it  was  deprived  of  its  Texas 
leaves  by  force  of  fingers  it  was  begin- 
ning to  provide  itself  with  a  nice  new 
set,  fifteen  hun tired  miles  away  in 
Pennsylvania. 

Among  my  cherished  correspondents 
is  an  American  woman  who  is  also  an 
Italian  countess.  A  letter  comes  from 
this  successful  and  brilliant  Rose- 
growing  friend  wliich  tells  of  her 
current  experience-  under  difficult  con- 
ditions. She  has  gone  to  her  summer 
home  in  the  hills  some  distance  from 
Rome,  near  which  is  her  permanent 
residence.  There  she  found  her  gar- 
dener had  completely  disregarded  or- 
ders and  had  planted  Roses  where  they 
ought  not  to  have  been  planted.  Her 
whole  plan  for  the  garden  (and  she 
knows  how  to  garden  and  how  to  make 
a  plan)  was  interfered  with,  so  she 
simply  transplanted  the  Roses  in  full 
leaf  and  bud  to  the  positions  where 
they  were  to  go.  She  writes:  "Some 
came  out  of  the  ground  with  no  ball 
of  earth  at  all  and  the  delicate  new 
roots  exposed.  But  some  strange  things 
happened.  A  plant  of  Angele  Pernet 
with  half-open  flowers  continued  to 
open  I  hem  as  slowly  and  deliberately 
as  if  it  had  not  been  touched,  and 
whereas  I  had  started  as  a  matter  of 
course  to  take  off  the  buds,  for  they 
always  droop  and  wither,  I  stopped 
when  I  saw  Betty  Uprichard  and  others 
proceed  to  open  as  normally  as  pos- 
sible. Then  the  Heavens  opened  and 
it  began  to  rain  for  a  week,  so  that 
now  the  hundred  or  more  plants  so 
violently  moved  in  July  do  not  show 
any  signs  of  disturbance." 

MOVING    ROSES 

When  I  thus  refer  to  the  possibility 
of  nioving  any  plant  at  any  time  I  lay 
emphasis  on  the  rest  of  the  statement — 
that  I  must  be  willing  "to  take  trouble 
"enough,"  which  is  that  I  must  look 
out  for  the  plant  carefully.  If  I  do, 
I  can  feel  assured  that  it  will  reward 
me  by  going  on  as  if  it  had  not  bee-i 
moved. 

Now  I  have  just  touched  upon  this 
subject  of  garden  bunk,  giving  some 
experiences  and  some  evidence.  My 
thought  has  been  and  is  that  those  who 
read  may  use,  in  all  similar  cases,  the 
common  sense  and  intelligence  of 
which  they  stand  possessed,  and  cheer- 
fully challenge  precedent,  hokum, 
bunk,  authority,  procedure,  with  a 
sporting  disposition  to  adventure  in 
probabilities.  Those  who  do  will  have 
the  enjoyment  I  have  had  and  expect 
to  continue  to  ha\e,  and  I  wish  them 
much  of  it.

tlowi-ring  bulbs  such  as  Cannas,  Callas, 
Calatliuin,  Dahlias,  Tuberous-rooted 
Begonias  and  Tuberoses,  so  that  strong 
growing  plants  may  be  available  for 
setting  out  in  the  open  after  danger 
of  frost  is  past.  Tender  vegetables, 
to  mature  in  the  frame,  may  also  be 
sown  at  this  time,  such  as  Beans  (Mas- 
terpiece is  the  best  variety  for  this 
jjurpose),  Cucumbers  and  Summer 
Squash;  a  few  Tomato  plants  set  out 
along  the  back  of  the  frame  may  be 
staked  up  later  on,  when  the  glass 
sashes  are  removed,  to  give  some  extra 
early  fruit. 

As  the  last  of  the  vegetables  and 
flower  plants  are  removed  from  the 
frames  to  the  open  garden  in  May, 
there  will  be  space  available  for  start- 
ing perennials.  The  ones  to  sow,  par- 
ticularly, are  those  which  bloom  very 
early  in  the  spring,  and  of  which  you 
will  want  strong,  fully  grown  cluinps 


to  set  out  in  the  fall  in  order  to  obtain 
an  abundance  of  bloom  the  following 
March  or  April.  These  include,  of 
course,  such  things  as  Alyssum  saxa- 
tile,  Arabis  and   Iberis. 

Late  in  May,  or  very  early  in  June, 
is  the  best  time  to  sow  seeds  of  the 
general  run  of  perennials  which  are 
often  suggested  for  summer  sowing. 
Early  sowing  enables  them  to  get  a 
good  start  before  the  sweltering, 
growth-checking  weather  which  we 
are  pretty  sure  to  get  in  this  country  in 
July  and  August.  Furthermore,  sow- 
mg  them  early  saves  the  trouble  of 
shading  and  extremely  careful  water- 
mg,  which  are  necessary  to  get  the 
little  seedlings  safely  started  in  mid- 
summer. 

Late  in  July  or  in  early  August  the 
fust  sowing  of  vegetables  may  be  made 
for  the  fall  frame  crops,  including

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mch  thing's  as  Lettuce,  Cucumbers, 
String  Beans  and  also  Carrots  and 
Hects.  A  late  planting  of  Cauliflower, 
made  two  or  three  weeks  after  the 
garden  crop  is  set  out,  will  usually 
liead  to  perfection  under  glass.  This 
is  also  the  time  to  start  biennials,  like 
l:!ellis,  Primulas  and,  above  all,  Wall- 
flowers, to  be  carried  over  in  the  frame 
for  early  spring  planting  out-of-doors. 
Partial  shade,  supplied  by  lath  or  cloth 
screens  supported  two  feet  or  so  above 
the  frame,  will  aid  greatly  in  getting 
a  good  germination. 

FLOWERS    FOR    CUTTING 

Flowers  for  cutting,  which  may 
easily  be  grown  in  the  frames  up  until 
liard  freezing  weather,  may  be  set  out 
in  September.  These  may  be  started 
from  seed  sown  for  the  purpose,  or 
from  plants  taken  from  the  garden, 
cut  back,  and  set  out  in  the  frame. 
They  include  such  things  as  Pansies, 
Carnations,  Dwarf  Snapdragons,  Ver- 
lienas,  Stocks  and  Violets;  the  last, 
with  some  protection  o\'er  the  glass, 
will  bloom  more  or  less  throughout 
the  winter,  even  in  quite  severe  cli- 
mates. Vegetables  such  as  Beans,  Rad- 
ish, Spinach  and  Mustard  may  still  be 
sown  and  transplanted  to  mature 
under  glass.  Seedlings  of  plants  to  be 
carried  through  the  winter,  sown  in 
July  or  August,  may  now  be  trans- 
j/lanted  to  stand  a  few  inches  apart 
each  way,  so  that  they  will  make 
strong,  stocky  plants  for  setting  out- 
doors next  spring. 

October  is  bulb  planting  time,  and 
there  is  no  better  way  of  using  a 
quantity  of  the  early  Dutch  bulbs  such 
as  Tulips,  Narcissus,  Crocuses  and 
Grape  Hyacinths,  than  to  plant  a 
quantity  of  the  best  varieties  for  cut- 
ting in  a  frame.  They  may  be  left 
i:nco\ered,  except  for  a  mulching  of 
straw  or  leaves,  until  next  February. 
These  bulbs  will  bloom  several  weeks 
ahead  of  the  ones  started  out-of-doors 
and  will  develop  perfectly  under  the 
protection  of  the  glass  sash.  Some  half- 
hardy  bulbs,  such  as  the  Bulbous  Irises, 
may  also  be  grown  to  perfection  in 
this  way.  Bulbs  for  forcing  indoors 
during  the  winter,  in  bulb  pans  or 
flats,  may  also  be  started  in  the  frames, 
covered  with  soil  or  cinders  for  their 
preliminary  freezing  before  flowering 
indoors.  Roots  of  vegetables  for  early 
spring  forcing — Rhubarb,  Asparagus, 
Whitloof — and  also  Strawberries  in 
pots,  may  -well  be  put  in  the  frame 
now.  Tomatoes,  Melons  and  Peppers, 
stored  in  clean  straw,  may  be  kept 
under  glass  for  several  weeks,  if 
rescued  before  Jack  Frost  gets  them  in 
the  open.  Toward  the  end  of  the 
month,  such  vegetables  as  Beets,  Car- 
rots, Parsnips  and  Salsify,  stored  in  a 
frame  and  covered  with  soil,  and 
mulched  so  that  they  will  not  freeze, 
will  keep  to  perfection  and  be  easy  to 
get  at  during  the  winter. 

During  November,  December  and 
Tanuarv  the  franies  will  require  little 
c-ttention  excepting  occasional  ventila- 
tion on  warm,  sunny  days,  and  water- 
ing at  intervals  of  two  weeks  o"  so  if 
the  soil  seems  to  be  getting  drv. 

In  February,  see  that  the  sash  are  in 
good  repair  and  everything  snug  and 
tight  so  as  to  get  the  soil  thawed  out 


and  warmed  up  as  quickly  as  possible, 
and  ready  for  the  earliest  planting  of 
vegetables  and  flower  seeds  for  the 
new  year. 

The  suggestions  given  above  con- 
stitute but  a  skeleton  outline  of  the 
gardening  which  may  be  carried  on  in 
the  frames,  in  addition  to  what  is  done 
in  the  open.  They  are  susceptible  of 
any  subtractions  or  adtlitions  which 
one  may  care  to  make,  according  to 
personal  desires  or  requirements;  but 
they  do  indicate  how  far  the  average 
American  gardener  is  from  taking  full 
aiKantage  of  the  possibilities  of  frame 
gardening. 

The  frame  equipment  is  by  no 
means  so  expensive  as  many  persons 
assume  it  to  be. 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  not  essential 
to  ha\e  glass  sash  for  all  of  the 
frames.  Much  of  the  frame  garden- 
ing carried  on  during  spring  and  fall — 
"  hich  are  the  periods  when  the  frames 
will  be  most  extensively  utilized — 
may  be  done  under  sash  covered 
A\ith  one-  of  the  several  glass  sub- 
ttitutes  now  available.  Sash  covered 
with  these  materials  are  much  cheaper, 
less  likely  to  be  damaged  and,  being 
a  great  deal  lighter,  are  much  easier 
to  handle.  Bulbs  and  roots  planted  in 
frames,  or  ke|H  in  a  frame  in  cold 
storage  until  wanted  for  flowering 
indoors,  and  also  such  plants  as  most 
of  the  hardy  perennials,  which  are 
carried  through  the  winter  in  the 
frame  in  a  wholly  dormant  condition, 
do  not  require  any  glass  over  them, 
but  merely  a  mulch  of  leaves,  cocoa- 
liut  fiber  or  soil,  with  the  addition,  in 
'.  ery  cold  sections,  of  wooden  shutters 
(-r  covers  in  place  of  the  glass  sash. 
Standard  glass  sashes,  ()X(>  feet,  cost 
from  five  to  eight  dollars  each.  It 
is  excellent  to  have  also  a  few 
"liouble-glazed"  sash ;  these  have  two 
layers  of  glass  with  an  air  space  be- 
iween  them  which,' as  it  is  a  non-con- 
ductor, acts  as  a  blanket  or  covering 
!nit  at  the  same  time  lets  through  the 
sunlight.  These  are  especially  valu- 
able for  use  during  the  winter,  over 
plants  to  be  kept  in  a  growing  con- 
('ition  such  as  extra  late  or  extra 
early  vegetable  crops,  Violets,  and  so 
forth.  One  double-glazed  sash  to  each 
two  or  three  standard  glass  sash,  makes 
a  good  proportion  for  average  use. 
The  number  of  glass  substitute  sash 
may  well  be  the  same  as  the  glass  sash. 

PROTFCTI.NC    GLASS    SASH 

For  covering  the  glass  sash  in  win- 
ter, straw  or  burlap  mats  should  be 
provided.  Burlap  mats,  waterproofed 
on  one  side,  cost  more  but  are  the  most 
satisfactory  to  use  and  are  in  the  end 
the  cheapest.  A  waterproof  mat 
slightly  over  six  feet  each  way  will 
cover  two  glass  sash  and  costs  about 
five  dollars.  Wooden  shutters  are 
good  both  for  winter  protection  and 
for  summer  sliade;  and  they  also 
make  excellent  wind-breaks  when 
stood  up  on  edge,  and  secured  by 
stakes,  along  the  north  sides  of  the 
frames  during  March  and  April.

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kind  of  a  frame  to  build.  But  it  is 
also  the  most  expensive.  A  frame  con- 
structed of  1"  plank,  tongued  and 
g^roovcd  to  get  tight  joints  and  sup- 
ported by  3"x4"  posts,  will  lastsolong 
that  it  is  probably  cheaper  than 
concrete,  even  if  it  will  have  to  be 
replaced  after  many  years.  At  least 
the  posts,  and  preferably  the  plank 
as  well,  should  be  of  Cypress.  All 
joints  should  be  thickly  painted  with 
white  lead  as  the  frame  is  built.  This 
is  more  important  than  painting. 

Where  not  more  than  half  a  dozen 
sash  will  be  used,  and  one  expects  to 
build  the  frame  himself,  probably  the 
most  satisfactory  method  is  to  buy  a 
factory-made  frame.  This  can  be  set 
up  ready  for  use  within  an  hour's 
time,  or  less,  by  merely  putting  in 
place  the  iron  corner-pieces  and  bolts 
supplied  with  it.  Such  a  frame  is  es- 
pecially serviceable  where  there  ex- 
ists a  possibility  of  its  luu'ing  to  be 
moved  later. 

The  hotbed  is  merely  a  heated  cold- 
frame.  By  having  even  a  very  mod- 
erate amount  of  heat  available,  the 
usefulness  of  a  frame  is  greatly  ex- 
tended. Formerly,  fermenting  manure 
was  universally  used  for  this  purpose, 
but  it  is  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain. 
As  a  more  than  satisfactory  substitute, 
a  f  raine  built  near  the  residence  cellar 
or  a  heated  garage  may  have  a  coil 
of  hot  water  or  steam  pipe  run  along 
the  back,  across  one  end,  and  back 
along  the  front  wall.  This  distri- 
butes the  heat  much  more  evenly  than 
having  the  pipe  run  on  the  back  wall 
alone,  as  is  sometimes  done. 

Good  drainage  is  vitally  important 
to  successful  frame  gardening.  If  the 
frames  must  be  built  on  low  ground, 
there  should  be  paths  several  inches 
below  the  level  of  the  soil  in  the 
frame,  so  constructed  that  they  will 
carry  off  surplus  water  from  hea\-y 
rains  and  melting  snows. 

The  soil  used  in  the  frame  should 
be  more  light  and  friable  than  the 
a\erage  good  garden  soil.  Garden 
soil,  with  the  addition  of  a  quarter  to 
a  third  of  its  bulk  of  humus  or  peat, 
and  ten  percent  or  so  of  medium 
coarse  sand,  makes  an  excellent  mix- 
ture for  cold-frame  gardening.  It 
should  be  very  rich,  but  there  is 
danger  of  getting  too  much  nitrogen. 
Such  manure  as  is  used  should  be  old 
and  thoroughly  decomposed  and 
broken    up.    h.\\   abundance   of    potash 


should  be  i)r()\'ided  by  applying  wood 
ashes  or  tobacco  fertilizer,  which  mav 
be  used  in  generous  amounts  without 
danger.  More  limited  quantities  of 
nitrogenous  fertilizer,  such  as  tankage 
or  dried  blood,  are  also  desirable,  but 
these  are  best  applied  to  the  individual 
crops  as  they  are  planted.  Additional 
nitrogen  may  be  readily  supplied  to 
the  plants,  at  any  time  it  is  needed, 
by  the  application  of  nitrate  of  soda, 
using  a  pound  dissolved  in  ten  or 
twelve   gallons  of   water. 

Additional  winter  protection  can  be 
given  the  frames  in  cold  climates  by 
setting  up  boards  outside,  supported 
by  stakes,  about  a  foot  away  from  the 
outside  of  the  frames,  and  filling  in 
the  intervening  space  with  manure, 
leaves  or  straw.  Horse  manure,  if  it 
is  available,  is  the  best  material  to 
use  for  this  purpose. 

Ventilation  and  watering  are  things 
which  will  have  to  be  learned  by  ex- 
perience, just  as  one  has  to  study  under 
that  same  teacher  in  the  garden  out- 
of-doors.' As  a  general  rule,  the  more 
fresh  air  which  can  be  given  the 
plants  the  better,  provided  the  tem- 
perature within  the  frames  does  not 
fall  below  that  required  for  the  crops 
being  grown.  An  ordinary  brick 
which  has  dimensions  of  2",  4"  and 
8"  is  convenient  for  supporting  the 
sash  at  the  different  elevations;  but 
a  notched  stick  made  for  this  purpose 
is  better.  The  amount  of  water  re- 
quired for  crops  in  frames  varies  very 
greatly  at  different  seasons  of  the  year. 
In  late  April,  May  and  early  June 
plants  making  rapid  growth  will  re- 
quire a  daily  soaking  in  dry  weather; 
less  will  l>e  required  during  mid- 
summer for  plants  that  are  thoroughly 
established  in  the  frame,  or  for  small 
plants  that  are  being  grown  in  partial 
shade.  During  the  autumn,  only 
moderate  watering  will  be  required; 
and  through  the  winter  months  little 
or  none.  I  examined  today,  in  one 
of  my  frames,  seedling  plants  of 
Pansies  and  Wallflowers,  which  ha\'e 
received  no  water  in  over  two  months, 
and  they  are  not  yet  in  need  of  it.  A 
line  of  overhead  irrigation  so  placet! 
that  it  can  cover  all  parts  of  the 
frames  with  the  greenhouse  type  of 
nozzle,  which  throws  a  much  finer 
spray  than  the  outdoor  nozzles,  will 
be  found  to  be  the  greatest  labor  sa\er 
in  gardening  in  frames  that  one  can 
possibly  install.

miiliinia  pieces,  earlier  than  those  of 
the  celadon  type.  A  few  pieces  show- 
ing a  dull  crimson  have  been  found; 
these  are  of  great  rarity.  Mishima  is 
employed  with  moulded  and  with 
modelled  relief. 

Again  the  decoration  of  Korai  is 
accomplished  with  thick  brown  or 
white  clay  slips,  or  both.  To  this  type 
the  Japanese  have  given  the  name 
Yegorai  C'Tainted  Corean").  Perhaps 
this  somewhat  coarser  yegoraJ  is  of 
later    fabrique    than    the    other   wares. 


We  need  not  here  dwell  upon 
the  other  two  groups  of  pottery 
found  in  Corea, — those  resembling 
Chinese  types  and  thought  to  be  im- 
portations, and  those  which  seem 
certainly  Chinese. 

.•Although  so  much  mystery  attends 
the  history  of  these  ceramic  wares  of 
Corea,  it  does  not  detract  from  our  :

number  of  these  newly-acquired 
treasures,  most  of  them  entirely 
unknown  in  American  gfardens.  In- 
cidentally, as  many  of  them  are  sum- 
mer bloomers,  the  display  of  color  in 
my  garden  from  June  until  late  Sep- 
tember now  equals  in  brilliancy  and 
\-ariety  the  glory  of  my  Northeastern 
wildflowers  during  April,  May  and 
October. 

There  are  several  species  of  wild- 
flowers  native  to  the  Rocky  Mountain 
region  that  I  believe  will  ultimately 
find  their  way  into  our  flower  beds 
and  borders.  The  Beard-tongues  or 
Pentstemons,  and  the  Fleabanes  or 
Erigerons,  are  both  bewilderingly 
beautiful.  The  Pentstemons  of  the 
Colorado  foothills  are  of  stately, 
sturdy  habit  and  bear  long  spikes  of 
tubular  blossoms,  resembling  those  of 
the  Foxglove,  but  somewhat  smalhr 
and  more  refined  in  aspect.  The  pre- 
vailing color  is  a  bright,  clear  blue, 
and  the  throat  and  reverse  of  the  flow- 
er show  dainty  opalescent  shadings — a 
blending  of  hues  and  tints  not  sur- 
passed by  the  finest  Delphiniums.  In 
the  numerous  Alpine  and  sub-Alpine 
species,  the  opaline  tints  are  usually 
lacking,  the  blues  are  deeper  and  rich- 


ei-  and  the  color  range  is  extended  to  pur- 
ples, pinks-,  crimsons,  and  in  the  Torrey 
Pentstemon,   to   a   glowing   scarlet. 

I  have  been  growing  several  species 
of  Pentstemon  in  my  garden  of  late 
years  and  find  them  wonderfully  beau- 
tiful and  not  in  the  least  fastidious, 
culturally  speaking.  They  thrive  lus- 
tily in  any  fairly  fertile  soil,  in  both 
sunny  and  shady  exposures. 

Prior  to  my  exploring  trip  through 
Colorado,  the  only  Fleabane  with 
which  I  was  at  all  familiar  was  the 
rather  pretty  and  often  useful  Robin's 
Plantain  so  common  here  in  the  East. 
So  my  surprise  and  delight  were  un- 
bounded when  I  found  myself  in  a 
region  where  other  kinds  of  Flea- 
banes  were  to  be  seen  by  the  million, 
covering  the  plains,  parks  and  moun- 
tain meadows  with  a  gay  carpet  into 
which  every  tint  of  the  rainbow  was 
woven. 

Those  who  know  and  admire  the 
garden  Pyrethrum  or  Persian  Daisy 
can  perhaps  imagine  the  marvelous 
picture  spread  before  me,  that  after- 
noon in  early  August  when  I  descend- 
ed into  North  Park  from  Cameron 
Pass.  I  had  never  before  seen  nor  had

I  ever  heard  of  so  extensive,  so  ex- 
uberant, so  dazzling'  a  display  of  bril- 
liant color.  An  equally  vast  expanse  of 
Pyrethrums  might  simulate  the  gor- 
geous scene,  but  could  not  pretend  to 
rival  its  glory.  For  the  color  range 
of  the  Erigerons,  while  including  all 
the  hues  of  the  Pyrethrums — from 
white  through  pinks  and  reds  to  crim- 
son— also  embraces  delicate  lavenders, 
sparkling  azure  blues  and  rich,  royal 
purples  unknown  to  the  Persian.  And 
this  bewildering  flowerscape  (no  land 
was  visible)  stretched  away  unbroken, 
three  miles  north  and  ten  miles  west 
to  the  bases  of  the  encircling  moun- 
tains. 

My  soil  tests  and  observations  made 
in  numerous  localities  where  thev 
abound,  indicate  that  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain Erigerons  will  thrive  anywhere 
in  good  enriched  loam  that  is  neither 
acid  nor  alkaline  in  any  marked  de- 
gree. I  brought  home  five  clumps 
each,  of  ten  species,  chosen  for  pu- 
rity of  color  and  the  way  all  have 
flourished    is    extremely    encouraging. 

PLANTS     OF     THE     "ROCKIF.S" 

Any  comprehensive  descriptive  and 
cultural  list  of  the  plants  of  the  Rocky 
Mountain  region  that  will  thrive  and 
prove  themselves  worthy  of  a  place 
among  the  really  desirable  garden 
perennials,  would  fill  a  very  sizable 
book.  I  must  therefore  content  myself 
here,  with  brief  references  to  a  few 
other  species  that  I  have  grown  suc- 
cessfully and  found  to  be  nearly,  if 
not  quite  as  beautiful  and  as  easily 
managed  as  are  my  particular  favor- 
ites, the  Pentstemons  and  the  Er- 
igerons. 

Among  the  true-blue-flowering 
sorts,  the  foothill  or  Geyer  Larkspur, 
with  its  showy  spikes  and  grayish  foli- 
age, and  its  close  and  constant  com- 
panion, the  graceful  Blue  Flax,  may 
be  counted  upon,  during  the  summer 
months,  for  a  continuous  display  of 
the  purest  azures  and  ultramarines. 
Both  are  easily  grown  in  any  neutral 
soil  and  are  accustomed  to  going  for 
long  periods  without  moisture.  If  it 
is  desired  to  have  a  good  showing  of 
real  blue  in  late  August  and  Septem- 
ber, there  is  nothing  that  will  answer 
the  purpose  as  well  as  the  two  Salvias 
— the  Azure  Sage  and  the  later  bloom- 
ing Dark-azure  Sage.  Those  who  have 
grown  these  western  Salvias  in  the 
liardy  border  and  have  been  disgrunt- 
led because  of  their  weak,  sprawling 
habit,  should  try  them  in  poor  soil 
and  a  dry  locality.  Their  stiff,  erect 
stems  and  clouds  of  un-muddicd  blos- 
soms will  be  a  revelation. 

The  Rocky  Mountain  Iris  makes 
good  sized  clumps  a  foot  tall  with 
lavender  or  pale  blue,  long-petaled 
flowers  that  are  distinctive  and  showy. 
Mr.  D.  M.  Andrews,  in  his  Rock- 
mont  Gardens  at  Boulder,  Col.  has 
developed  two  very  fine  varieties  of 
this  Iris  named  Bluebird  and  Snow- 
bird. The  former  has  violet  standards 
and  lighter  veined  falls,  and  Snow- 
bird is  pure  white,  without  veining. 
In  its  natural  haunts,  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain Iris  grows  where  the  ground  is 
wet  until  after  the  flowering  season 
in  May. 

No  wildflower  lover   who   explores 


the  caiions  of -the  Colorado  Rockii  s 
during  July  can  fail  to  notice,  on  tli 
dry  steep  slopes,  numerous  colonies  ot 
a  slender-stemmed  but  upstandiii;^ 
plant,  with  foliage  like  that  of  th  ■ 
Cypress  Vine  and  quantities  of  bril- 
liant  scarlet  or  pink  tubular  blossom 
It  appears  to  be  practically  identical 
with  the  Standing  Cypress  of  the  Mid- 
dle West  and  South,  and  might  b- 
called  the  Western  Standing  Cypres^, 
if  the  Committee  on  Nomenclaturt 
had  not  changed  that  excellent  com- 
mon name  to  Texasplume.  However, 
the  plant  is  a  perfect  gem  and  should 
be  in  every  garden,  wild  or  tanu. 
While  it  is  biennial,  it  self  sows,  or  can 
be  grown  from  collected  seed. 

The  Tufted  Primrose,  which  grows 
abundantly  on  dry,  sandy  slopes, 
throughout  the  West,  makes  a  stun- 
ning display  when  comfortably  lo- 
cated in  a  gritty,  somewhat  alkaline 
soil  in  full  surr.  The  large  blossoms, 
two  to  three  inches  across,  have  petals 
like  crinkled  satin.  Some  open  white 
and  soon  change  to  a  bright  rose-pink. 
Others  open  pink  and  become  deeper 
colored  with  age.  This  species  is  said 
to  be  biennial  occasionally,  but  mine 
are   undoubtedly   perennial. 

One  of  my  recent  cultural  triumijhs 
ivas  the  successful  growing  and  bloom- 
ing in  my  wildflower  garden  of  Par- 
ry's Primrose.  I  received  three  plants 
in  September,  1925.  Knowing  noth- 
ing of  its  cultural  needs,  I  experi- 
mented by  putting  one  in  neutral  soil, 
another  in  well-limed  soil  and  the 
third  in  acid  soil  and  part  shade. 
Number  three  was  the  one  that 
bloomed.  The  other  two  perished. 
A  year  later,  while  in  Colorado,  I 
saw  hundreds  of  the  clustered  ox-blood 
red  blossoms  just  below  timber  line 
near  the  Milner  Pass  (about  9,000 
feet  up)  all  on  plants  growing  in 
\'ery  acid  soil. 

FROM     MONTANA 

A  perfectly  gorgeous  flower,  the 
State  flower  of  Montana  by  the  way, 
came  to  me  that  same  year.  It  is  known 
out  West  as  the  Bitterroot.  The  blos- 
soms are  of  the  most  brilliant  rose- 
pink  and  it  revels  in  a  sandy,  some- 
what alkaline  soil  and  full  sun.  I 
brought  home  a  dozen  roots.  They 
will  live  several  years  without  soil 
or  moisture;  then  when  planted  will 
soon    develop    their    superb    blossoms. 

Few    Eastern    gardeners    have   suc- 
ceeded    in     growing     the     American 
Pasqueflower,  or  Spreading  Anemone. 
I  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
reason   for  failure  is  the  practice  of 
planting  this  lovely  flower  in  soil  that  i 
is  too  strongly  alkaline.    I  made  over  : 
one  hundred  soil  tests  in  as  many  local-  ; 
ities  in  Colorado,  where  it  was  grow- 
ing vigorously,  and   found  the  reac- 
tion was  decidedly  acid  on  mountain 
sides,  diminishing  in  intensity  at  lower 
levels  and  becoming  neutral  to  slightly' 
alkaline   on   the  plains.    I  also   noted 
that   the    most   vigorous   plants   were  . 
those    that    flourished    in    acid    mold 
under   the   Pines  and   Spruces   of   the 
higher  foot  hills.    So  it  looks  to  me  as 
if  this  beautiful  flower  of  early  spring 
belongs  in  the  circumneutral  class,  but 
is  more  tolerant   of   excessive   acidity

than  of  even  moderate  alkalinity. 
It  should  also  be  given  well  drained 
quarters  with  much  coarse  gravel  in 
the  soil  and  a  modicum  of  sunshine 
during  the  morning  or  late  afternoon. 
The  Rocky  Mountain  region  is  not 
the  only  part  of  America  that  teems 
with  unknown  floral  treasures.  Among 
the  Alleghany,  Blue  Ridge  and  Great 
Smoky  Mountains  of  the  Appalach- 
ian Chain,  there  are  vast  forested 
slopes  and  summits,  innumerable  val- 
leys and  extensive  upland  meadows, 
that  remain  at  best  only  partly  ex- 
plored. Every  year  something  new 
and  interesting  comes  out  of  this  prim- 
eval wilderness  and  it  would  be  fool- 
ish to  think  that  its  plenitude  of 
plant  marvels  is  even  beginning  to 
be  exhausted. 

southern  blooms 

Among  these  beautiful  strangers 
from  the  Southland  there  are  seven 
for  which  I  have  formed  an  intense 
liking — a  feeling  that  is  evidently 
cordially  reciprocated,  for  they  have 
made  themselves  entirely  at  home  in 
the  cozy  nooks  provided  for  them 
and  show  their  appreciation  by  a  lav- 
ishness  of  growth  and  a  profusion  of 
bloom  that  is  really  astonishing. 

The  Creeping  Bluet,  a  fascinating 
little  first  cousin  of  our  northern  Bluet 
or  Quaker  Ladies,  hails  from  western 
North  Carolina,  and  excites  rapturous 
admiration  from  everyone  who  sees 
it.  Imagine  a  wee  tufted  plant,  barely 
three  inches  in  diameter,  that  spreads 
so  rapidly  as  to  cover  the  ground  for 
from  ten  inches  to  a  foot  in  every 
direction  within  three  months!  That 
is  how  it  grows.  And  each  bright 
green  mat  of  tiny-leaved  stems  snug- 
gles closely  to  the  ground  and  is  liter- 
ally covered  during  its  long  blooming 
season  with  myriads  of  dainty  blue, 
golden-centered  blossoms.  It  is  not  at 
all  fastidious  culturally  but  seems  con- 
tented wherever  planted,  if  the  soil 
is   light,    moist   and    reasonably    rich. 

I  am  also  an  ardent  admirer  of  the 
Trailing  Phlox,  another  excellent 
coverplant  from  the  Blue  Ridge.  While 
not  so  low-growing  nor  so  densely 
foliaged  as  the  Creeping  Bluet,  it 
spreads  rapidly  and  festoons  itself 
pleasingly  over  nearby  rocks  that 
should  be  half-concealed,  anyway. 
When  in  bloom,  it  is  mighty  good  to 
look  at.  The  individual  blossoms  at 
the  end  of  erect,  three-inch  stems, 
are  as  large  as  silver  quarters  and  of 
a  soft  old-rose  color  that  is  unique  and 
altogether    lovely. 

The  Southern  Pink  Trillium  and 
the  Vernal  Iris,  both  Blue  Ridge  deni- 
zens, are  charming  companions  in  the 
riot  of  bloom  that  comes  in  early 
spring.  The  blossoms  of  the  Tril- 
lium are  bright  rose-pink  when  they 
open  and  the  color  does  not  fade  until 
the  petals  wither  and  fall.    The   Iris 


tlisplays  clear  ,  lavender  flowers, 
marked  with  golden  blotches  near 
the  center.  I  have  had  this  delightful 
Iris  in  mj'  garden  for  years,  so  it  can 
hardly  be  called  a  beautiful  stranger 
l)y  me.  I  include  it  here  because  it 
goes  so  beautifully  with  the  pink 
Trillium.  Tlie  Trailing  Phlox  and 
the  Southern  Pink  Trillium  are  sat- 
isfied with  any  woodsy  mold,  but  the 
Vernal  Iris  is  one  of  the  finicky  wild 
flowers  and  demands  a  very  acid  soil 
for   its  best   development. 

The  Blue  Ridge  Harebell  is  heart- 
ily commended  to  everyone  who  likes 
lacy,  filmy  plants  with  clouds  of  tiny 
blossoms.  When  mature  it  presents  a 
rounded  bush-like  aspect,  its  numerous 
narrow-leaved  stems  carrying  innum- 
erable little  purple  bells  scarcely  one- 
third  of  an  inch  long,  that  nod  and 
swing  merrily  in  the  slightest  breeze. 
It  likes  a  dryish  woods  soil  among 
shaded  rocks. 

The  Clambering  Monkshood  is  a 
beautiful  -near-vine  that  is  native  to 
rich,  shaded  soil  along  mountain 
streams  from  Pennsylvania  south- 
ward. I  have  several  thrifty  specimens 
that  were  planted  close  to  Hemlocks 
and  the  stems  permitted  to  clamber 
among  the  evergreen  branches.  The 
numerous  bright  blue  helmets  develop 
consecutively  for  weeks  in  late  sum- 
mer and  are  strikingly  beautiful 
against  their  dark  green  background. 
This  Monkshood  is  well  named:  it  is 
not  a  climbing  vine,  but  a  weak-stem- 
med herb  that  needs  support  to  dis- 
play its  charms  to  the  best  advantage. 

recent    ACQUISITIONS 

The  Fire-Pink  of  the  open  South- 
ern upland  woods  is  indispensable 
in  the  wild  flower  garden,  because  of 
its  fiery  scarlet-crimson  blossoms  that 
are  equaled  in  intensity  and  purity  of 
color  only  by  the  Cardinalflower.  It 
should  be  given  a  perfectly  drained  lo- 
cality in  half  shade  and  the  soil  should 
be  very  sandy,  or  gravelly,  but  rich 
in  woods  loam.  It  blooms  during 
July  and  August. 

Other  recently  acquired  treasures 
in  my  wild  garden  are  the  following: 

A  pure  white  Shootingstar,  from 
near  the  Mammoth  Cave  in  Ken- 
tucky, that  is  greatly  admired  by  my- 
self and  all  my  visitors;  a  white 
Crested  Iris  from  the  Ozark  Moun- 
tains, that  is  glorified  by  brilliant 
orange  crests;  a  Texas  Bluebell,  a 
wonderful  plant  of  the  Gentian  fam- 
ily with  upright  royal  purple  blossoms 
of  the  same  shape  but  larger  than 
Canterbury  Bells;  the  lovely  copper 
Iris  in  shades  of  bright,  ruddy  brown 
and  the  showy  Southern  Flag  Iris 
with  enormous  purple  flowers.  The 
three  last  named  are  from  the  north- 
west corner  of  the  Lone  Star  State, 
but  have  prosed  perfectly  hardy  here 
in    Southern    New    York.

The  Potters  &  Potteries  of  Ben- 
nington. By  John  Spargo.  Limited 
edition.  Boston:  Houghton  Mifflin 
Company  &  Antiques  Incorporated. 

THE  old  adage  which  asserts  that 
it  is  indeed  an  ill  wind  that  blows 
nobody  good  is  again  vindicated  by 
the  publication  of  Mr.  John  Spargo's 
"The  Potters  and  Potteries  of  Ben- 
nington." For  if  the  state  of  the 
author's  health  had  not  compelled  hiiri 
to  cease,  for  a  time,  troubling  about 
matters  of  a  graver  social  interest,  he 
might,  perhaps,  never  have  retired  to 
the  peaceful  shades  of  Bennington 
where  he  became  interested  in  the 
tjuaint  old  pottery  and  porcelain  that 
was  made  there  in  the  middle  of  the 
19th  Century.  The  "good"  blown  by 
the  "ill  wind"  was  the  opportunity 
afforded  to  Mr.  Spargo  for  investiga- 
tion and  study,  with  the  consequent 
production  of  an  authoritative  treatise 
on  a  subject  hitherto  more  or  less 
neglected. 

Mr.  Spargo  gathered  on  the  spot  all 
the  first-hand  information  available, 
considered  and  compared  it  in  the  light 
of  previous  knowledge  and  record,  and 
.Tpplied  to  his  presentation  of  the  facts 
those  analytical  and  literary  talents 
which  had  already  placed  him  among 
the  foremost  of  our  sociological  ex- 
jiounders. 

The  opening  chapter  of  the  book 
consists  of  an  historical  record  of  the 
development  of  the  Bennington  pot- 
teries, and  of  the  men  who  built  them 
up.  The  delineation  of  the  characters 
of  these  early  potters  and  the  sympa- 
thetic narrative  of  their  efforts  and 
tribulations  add  greatly  to  an  appre- 
ciation of  the  results  they  achieved 
and  to  an  understanding  of  the  wares 
they  produced.  For  the  Bennington 
]iotteries  were  one  of  the  most  famous 
of  our  early  American  art  industries 
and,  as  was  to  be  expected,  much  mis- 
information, false  tradition  and  mis- 
understanding of  what  the  actual 
products  were  have  developed  and 
spread  since  the  discontinuation  of  the 
potteries  at  about  the  time  of  the  Civil 
War. 

Perhaps  the  most  valuable  contribu- 
tion that  Mr.  Spargo  makes  to  our 
knowledge  of  ceramic  art  is  his  accu- 
rate classification  and  precise  definition 
of  the  various  types  of  pottery  and 
porcelain  produced  at  Bennington.  As 
lie  so  truly  tells  us,  much  is  designated 
as  Bennington  ware  which  never  bakf'd 
in  any  Vermont  kiln;  while,  on  the 
other  hand,  many  interesting  speciiriens 
of  Bennington  craftsmanship  repose 
misbranded  and  unrecognized  in  the 
cabinets  of  collectors  and  on  the 
shelves  of  our  museums. 

One  of  the  principal  types  produced 
at  Bennington  was  "Rockingham 
ware,"  a  name  adopted  because  of  the 
general  resemblance  of  this  kind  of 
|)ottery  to  the  brown  glazed  ware 
made  at  the  Rockingham  works  in 
England.  But  so-called  "Rockingham 
ware"  was  also  made  (and  still  is  be- 


ing made)  at  many  other  American 
potteries,  and,  to  add  to  the  confusion, 
inuch  genuine  English  Rockinghain 
ware  was  imported  from  England, 
after  the  Bennington  potteries  closed, 
and  was  sold  in  America  as  "Benning- 
ton ware"  to  take  advantage  of  the 
created  demand  for  that  type  of  Ver- 
mont crockery.  As  few,  if  any,  of  the 
English  or  American  Rockinghain 
products  were  ever  marked,  it  is  ex- 
tremely difficult,  except  for  the  very 
expert,  to  differentiate  between  them. 
This  confusion  applies  particularly  to 
cow-creamers,  which  were  a  popular 
product  of  Bennington.  Mr.  Spargo 
asserts  that,  so  far  as  he  is  aware,  no 
marked  example  is  known  to  exist. 
Such  pieces  were  made  at  Bennington 
and  at  other  Airierican  potteries  from 
1845  to  1885.  Large  quantities  were 
also  made- in  England.  Therefore  the 
purchaser  or  collector  of  these  amusing 
creamers  should  be  exceedingly  wary, 
"It  does  not  make  the  slightest  differ- 
ence" writes  Mr;  Spargo,  "that  the 
cow-creamer  is  known  to  have  come 
from  'an  old  Bennington  family'  .  .  . 
Once,  to  my  knowledge,  a  good  many 
years  ago,  a  consignment  of  Rocking- 
ham cow-creamers  was  imported  from 
England  and  sold  in  and  around  Ben- 
nington." 

Mr.  Spargo  gives  much  space  to  the 
discussion  of  the  "flint  enameled  ware" 
and  "tortoise  shell  ware"  which  are, 
to  the  general  mind  typical  of  Benning- 
ton. He  explains  away,  very  fully, 
the  confusions  which  have  enshrouded 
previous  discussions  of  Bennington 
pottery,  and  makes  quite  clear  the 
differences  and  peculiarities  of  the 
enamels  and  glazes.  He  dispels  the 
illusion  that  the  Bennington  glaze  is 
a  lost  art.  These  pages  in  particular 
will  be  of  great  service  to  collectors. 

The  chapter  on  "Parian  and  other 
Porcelains"  is  likewise  most  valuable 
and  complete,  and  should  greatly  help 
to  dissipate  the  curious  popular  mis- 
apprehension concerning  the  limita- 
tions of  Bennington  products. 

The  book  is  richly  illustrated  with 
plates,  eight  of  which  are  in  full  color, 
but  it  is  most  unfortunate  that  the 
publishers  should  have  been  so  lax  and 
uninspired  in  their  arrangement  of 
these  valuable  illustrations.  Instead 
of  being  inserted  in  the  text,  ap- 
proximate to  the  discussion  of  the 
subjects,  they  are  bunched  at  the  back 
of  the  book  and  not  one  of  the  pictures 
has  any  caption  indicating  what  it  may 
be.  The  forty-four  pages  of  plates  are 
separately  nuinbered  and  preceded  by 
four  pages  containing  a  "List  of 
Plates," — which  makes  it  necessary  for 
the  reader  to  turn  and  flounder  back 
and  forth  in  order  to  identify  what 
he  inay  be  looking  for.  The  publishers, 
rather  than  the  author,  should  no 
doubt  be  blamed  for  this  fault  in  so 
excellent  a  text  book,  where  the  read- 
ers' study  of  the  subject  should  have 
been  facilitated  rather  than  made  irk- 
some and  laborious.

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TAKING  OFF  THE  MULCHES 

IN  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  and  other  sections  where  the 
season's  progress  is  similar  March  is  usually  the  month  for  re- 
moving the  protective  winter  mulches  from  the  Strawberry  and 
Asparagus  beds  and  the  herbaceous  perennial  borders.  Earlier  than 
this  would  be  premature,  and  to  uncover  the  plants  at  a  later  date 
would  mean  an  unwise  and  unnecessary  retarding  of  their  natural 
development. 

The  principal  object  of  the  winter  ground  mulch,  of  course, 
is  to  stabilize  the  condition  of  the  soil  after  it  has  once  become 
frozen  and,  by  preventing  alternate  freezing  and  thawing,  to 
forestall  heaving  and  damage  to  the  plants.  It  is  logical,  therefore, 
to  continue  to  avoid  this  heaving  as  spring  opens  by  removing  the 
heavier  mulches  a  little  at  a  time.  To  take  them  off  all  at  once 
and  expose  solidly  frozen  ground  to  a  warm  sun  often  means 
the  creating  of  exactly  the  situation  you  have  been  working 
against. 

Do  the  job  in  two  instalments,  therefore,  taking  off  the  bulk  of 
the  mulch  the  first  time  and  leaving  perhaps  1"  of  it  until  several 
days  later.  In  this  way  the  ground  beneath  will  have  a  chance  to 
thaw  out  more  gradually  and  the  dangers  of  too  sudden  exposure 
of  plant  crowns  and  shoots  will  be  escaped. 

THE   SPRING   ROCK   CROP 

GARDENERS  in  regions  where  the  soil  contains  many  stones 
are  often  surprised  by  the  annually  replenished  crop  of  rocks 
that  greets  the  early  spading  and  plowing.  Planting  areas  which 
strenuous  effort  last  season  had  made  virtually  free  from  stones 
to  a  depth  of  a  foot  or  so  have  by  now  acquired  a  fresh  supply.

Furthermore,  the  same  situation  will  recur  for  several  years  after 
the  soil  has  been  put  under  cultivation. 

The  explanation  of  the  mystery  is  found  in  the  action  of  soil 
moisture  during  the  winter.  Freezing  weather  followed  by  a 
thaw  results  in  a  heaving  action  which,  repeated  often  enough, 
gradually  works  the  rocks  toward  the  surface.  As  they  rise  the 
soil  closes  again  beneath  them  so  that  they  cannot  sink  back  to 
their  original  level. 

The  process  is  a  slow  one,  of  course,  but  sufficiently  rapid  to 
■lie  troublesome  to  a  conscientious  gardener.  There  is  some  comfort 
in  the  knowledge  that  stones  lying  below  the  greatest  frost  depth 
will  remain  there  and  that  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  before  all 
those  above  them  will  have  made  themselves  evident  by  climbing 
to  a  point  where  they  can  be  removed.

IT  is  a  well  established  fact  that  fertilizers  which  can  be  counted 
on  to  produce  a  sustained  effect  on  the  plants  to  which  they  are 
applied  are  not  particularly  quick-acting.  Most  of  them  take  sev- 
eral weeks  at  least  to  get  really  started,  and  some  of  the  best 
and  longest-lasting  do  not  become  of  full  effectiveness  for  at  least 
six  months. 

Where  such  stimulants  are  to  be  applied,  therefore,  do  the 
work  well  ahead  of  time.  Just  as  growth  starts  in  the  spring  is  a 
good  time,  for  the  plants  will  be  able  to  derive  the  needed  benefit 
at  the  time  of  their  greatest  effort. 

Finely  ground  bone-meal  is  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  stimulant 
for  this  early-season  application,  especially  in  the  hardy  border.  If

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it  is  sprinkled  around  the  individual  plants  and  clumps — a  handful 
to  each — and  raked  or  lightly  forked  into  the  upper  inch  or  so 
of  soil,  the  rains  will  quickly  carry  it  down  to  the  root  area.  Such 
treatment  will  effect  a  really  surprising  change  in  somewhat  im- 
poverished plantings  and  bring  still  finer  results  from  those  which 
are  already  doing  well. 

Bone-meal  is  good  as  a  top-dressing  for  the  lawn,  too.  Scatter 
it  by  hand  as  you  would  grass  seed,  and  let  the  spring  rains  do  the 
rest.  While  you're  about  it,  a  good  rolling  of  the  turf  will  help 
a  lot  as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground.  It  will  compact  the 
roots  of  the  grass  and  eliminate  the  harmful  air  spaces  around 
them  which  the  action  of  the  vanishintj  frost  has  left. 


CONCERNING    LABELS 

EVERY  well  managed  garilen  is  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  a 
labeled  garden.  We  may  know  the  characteristics  and  exact 
locations  of  most  of  its  heterogeneous  plant  family  so  well  that 
they  need  no  labeling,  even  among  the  permanent  residents.  As 
for  the  transients — the  annuals  and  biennials,  vegetables  as  well 
as  flowers — their  positions  should  always  be  marked  indubitably 
at  the  time  the  seeds  are  sown,  lest  confusion  and  blunders  should 
follow. 

For  temporary  labeling  the  ordinary  thin  wooden  markers  in 
lengths  of  4"  to  8"  are  satisfactory.  Often,  however,  the  com- 
bined action  of  soil,  sun  and  moisture  renders  them  so  brittle  after 
a  few  months  that  a  slight  pressure  will  snap  them  oft".  If  they 
are  dipped  in  creosote  and  allowed  to  dry  before  using  they  will 
last  considerably  longer.  A  better  and  cleaner  plan  is  to  give

where  name,  date  and  other  details  are  to  be  written  with  an 
indelible  pencil. 

Stake  labels  which  are  intended  to  last  for  more  than  one 
season  should  be  of  zinc  or  other  non-rusting  metal,  and  of  such 
length  that  they  can  be  inserted  really  firmly  in  the  ground. 
Metal,  too,  may  be  well  used  for  those  which  are  attached  to  the 
trunks  or  branches  of  woody  growths,  though  for  this  purpose 
wood  will  last  for  a  surprisingly  long  time.  Excellent  tags,  too, 
are  made  of  celluloid.  Only  the  best  of  copper  wire  proves  satis- 
factory as  a  means  of  attachment,  whether  the  label  is  of  metal  or 
wood.  It  should  always  be  loose  enough  to  allow  plenty  of  room 
for  the  growth  of  the  branch  which  it  encircles. 

SPRING   PLANTING   PRINCIPLES 

WHEREAS  autumn  is  the  ideal  time  for  planting  the  ma- 
jority of  herbaceous  perennials  and  hardy  woody  plants, 
nevertheless  such  work  can  usually  be  done  successfully  in  the 
spring  if  you  go  about  it  right  and  at  the  proper  time.  Indeed,  it 
is  even  better  for  the  pit  fruits  (Peaches,  Plums,  etc.)  and  for 
coniferous  evergreens. 

In  spring  planting  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  get  the  job 
done  before  the  shrub,  tree  or  whatever  the  subject  may  be  has 
started  active  growth.  It  is  difhcult  at  any  season  except  one  of 
absolute  dormancy  to  accomplish  such  a  move  without  disturbing 
a  good-sized  plant's  food-gathering  system,  and  if  the  subject  is 
making  real  growing  effort  this  disturbance  is  going  to  give  it  a

the  ground  can  be  worked. 

Where  it  is  a  case  of  planting  pot-grown  subjects  the  situation 
is  somewhat  different.  Such  plants  can  be  turned  out  of  their  con- 
tainers and  set  in  the  open  ground  with  virtually  no  root  disturb- 
ance, so  if  they  have  already  made  considerable  new  growth  there 
need  be  no  great  harm  done.  Roses  are  especially  successful  under 
such  a  system,  as  are  also  those  kinds  of  nursery  stock  which  are 
dug  early  and  shipped  to  you  "balled  and  burlapped" — a  method 
of  preparation  which  has  many  of  the  practical  advantages  of 
pot-growing. 

In  every  case,  freshly  planted  perennials,  shrubs,  vines  or  ti'ces 
should  be  firmly  bedded  in  their  new  sites  and  amply  watered 
until  their  roots  have  really  taken  hold.  If  they  are  in  a  position 
exposed  to  Strong  winds  it  is  often  advisable  to  protect  them  for  a 
while  with  some  sort  of  screen  to  prevent  their  upper  growth  dry- 
ing out  unduly.

"/^UR  true  American  Southern  Colonial  is 
\J  an  architecture  of  brick  or  masonry  as 
distinguished  from  Northern  Colonial,  which 
was  usually  executed  in  wood."  So  says 
Lewis  A.  Coffin,  Jr.,  who  is  a  recognized 
authority  on  this  style. 

"The  distinguishing  marks,"  he  continues, 
"besides  the  use  of  quiet  red  brick,  are  tall 
chimneys  on  the  gable  ends;  dignified  and 
rather  rich  doorways  and  cornices;  the  fre- 
quent use  of  quoins;  and  in  the  later  exam- 
ples, of  the  two-story  portico.  Ceilings  are 
usually  quite  high.  The  entrance  hall  with 
stairs  along  one  wall  carries 
through  the  house,  with  the 
main  rooms  accessible  from 
this  hall. 

"Details  of  wood  cornices, 
ofdoorways,  and  of  interiors 
are  bold,  often  even  crude 
and  lacking  in  delicacy.  But 
they  are  in  proportion  to 
masonry  walls  and  to  the 
larger  scale  indicated  by 
this  style. 

"In  designing  a  Southern 
Colonial  house  it  is  well  to 
keep  the  following  in  mind: 
The  brick  should  be  simple 
red,  without  much  color  va- 
riety; the  wood  trim  painted 
a  light  cream;  the  design 
should  have  symmetry  and 
dignity;  the  mass  should  be 
simple  with  most  richness 
confined  to  cornices  or  door- 
ways; roof  slopes  should  be 
kept  between  30°  and  45°  in 
angle  with  the  horizontal; 
gutters  are  best  boxed  into 
the  cornice.  Windows  should 
be  chiefly  double  hung,  with 
the  window  casings  nearly 
flush  with  the  outside  brick 
wall.

even  tawdry,  this  little  building,  with  its  air  of  quiet  distinction, 
was  an  oasis  of  delight.  Here  was  beauty  of  proportion,  of  simple 
masses,  of  clean  lines.  The  deep-set  porch,  reflecting  in  a  garden 
pool  its  slender  twin  columns  between  flanking  pilasters,  recalled 
classical  precedent;  but  the  elements  derived  from  the  antique 
were  so  transformed  that  the  design  as  a  whole  represented  an 
original  creation,  fully  in  keeping  with  the  modern  trend.

of  a  similar  public  display  of  Swedish  contemporary  decorative 
arts  was  ine\itable.  From  January  18  to  February  27  of  this  year, 
the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  was  the  scene  of  an  exhibition  of 
modern  applied  art  of  such  pronounced  beauty  and  distinction  as 
to  provoke  favorable  comment  from  every  critic.  The  exhibition 
was  most  complete;  no  decorative  art  was  without  representation 
in  some  form.  There  were  exhibits  of  furniture,  textiles,  stone  and 
metal  work,  glassware,  ceramics,  even  of  book  bindings — each  of 
them  complete  in  itself,  and  each  revealing  a  delightful  mixture 
of  the  classic  influence  with  the  modernist  idea  in  decoration. 

In  every  group  there  was  evidence  of  a  marked  nationalism. 
Sweden  is  not  a  rich  country,  and  there  is,  accordingly,  little 
demand  for  articles  of  luxury  even  in  the  larger  cities.  With  a 
few  exceptions,  such,  for  instance,  as  some  of  the  glass  work, 
contemporary  Swedish  decorative  art  is  far  from  expensive  or 
luxurious  in  character.  It  reflects,  on  the  contrary,  the  tastes  and 
needs  of  the  comfortable  middle  class  for  which  it  is  made. 

The  exhibition  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  should  prove  a  spur 
to  the  ambitions  of  our  own  decorative  artists  and  craftsmen.

SHORTLY  before  the  French  Revolution,  many 
noblemen  left  France  and  came  to  Louisiana, 
where  they  established  fine  homes,  becoming 
substantial,  loyal  citizens  of  the  South.

ONE  cannot  live  for  any  length  of  time  in  a  commun- 
ity where  an  average  number  of  dogs  is  kept  without 
noticing  the  tendency  of  some  of  the  animals  to  seek  battle 
with  whatever  other  canines  they  meet  on  the  street.  Even 
when  the  warlike  one  is  restrained  by  a  leash  he  manages  to 
stir  up  considerable  commotion  and,  sometimes,  cause  a  deal 
ol  ill-feeling.  That  his  owner  usually  does  little  to  abate 
the  nuisance  does  not  help  the  situation  in  the  least. 

Now,  a  certain  amount  of  belligerency  in  a  dog  is  rather 
a  good  thing,  for  it  shows  tliat  he  has  the  courage  of  his 
convictions  and  believes  in  standing  on  his  own  feet.

If  proper  rebukes  had  been  atiministered   when  the  trait 
first  began  to  appear  there  would  be  less  trouble. 

Should  you  have  a  dog  that  starts  unprovoked  battles 
you  owe  it  to  him,  to  yourself  and  others  to  take  him  very 
firmly  in  hand.  Don't  think  that  you  can  cure  him  merely 
by  holding  his  leash  and  letting  him  rage  and  snarl  at  the 
other  end  of  it.  Give  him  a  first-class  scolding  and,  if  this 
does  not  suffice,  punish  him  with  a  switch  or  strap.  There 
is  no  earthly  excuse  for  his  not  behaving  in  a  reasonably 
gentlemanly  manner,  and  you  are  more  than  justified  in 
resorting  to  stern  measures  to  impress  this  fact  upon  him. 
I  am  not  recommending  brutality — that  is  never  to  be 
condoned.  But  force  must  be  met  with  force,  particularly 
when  it  comes  to  handling  the  dog  that  fights.

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SOME  of  these  days,  when  the 
time  hangs  heavy  on  his  hands 
and  he  craves  new  theories  to  con- 
quer, one  of  those  inexplicable  souls 
who  love  to  prove  and  prophesy  the 
world's  fate  by  means  of  statistics 
will  turn  his  attention  to  houses, 
furniture  or  gardens.  With  charts 
md  graphs  and  a  worried  expression 
iie  will  go  into  the  silences  of  his 
forecasting  shop,  to  emerge  months 
later  with  strange  proclamations.  We 
will  learn  from  him,  perhaps,  that 
the  cliff-dwelling  habits  of  the  an- 
cient Aztecs  clearly  indicate  that  the 
year  3,000  will  fintl  the  entire  western 
world  discarding  the  use  of  steam 
heat;  that  all  furniture  will  be 
built-in  after  the  close  of  the  present 
century,  because  the  mission  style  is 
now  de  trof;  or  that  the  seventeen- 
year  recurrence  of  the  locust  infalli- 
bly proves  the  unpopularity  of  Arti- 
chokes in  195  5. 

Now,  it  is  our  notion  that  this  pe- 
riodic cycle  theory  upon  which  sucli 
prognostications  are  based  may  be  all 
right  for  wars  and  comets'  courses 
and  possibly  even  for  the  weather, 
but  that  it  has  no  application  to  the 
way  Man  lives  or  the  things  he  lives 
with.  It  is  so  much  more  pleasant  to 
believe  that  variations  in  essentially 
human  things  like  architecture  and 
furniture  and  tastes  in  gardening  are 
merely  the  results  of  the  intensely 
human  desire  for  changes.  That 
the  popularity  of  certain  styles 
in  them  sometimes  shows  a  ten- 
dency to  recurrence  fails  to  dis- 
prove this  belief;  rather  does  the 
fact  strengthen  the  contention,  for 
who  docs  not  like  to  live  more  and 
more  in  the  past  as  he  grows  older? 
If  that  be  characteristic  of  the  in- 
dividual, why  not  also  of  the  race? 

We  are  witnessing  now  a  decided 
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rc\'ersion  of  interest  to  the  Federal 
Era  in  interior  decoration — to  that 
period  when  the  simplicity  of  the 
Early  American  began  to  give  way 
to  altered  conditions  of  life  and 
trade.  Material  matters  in  the  young 
republic  were  shifting,  and  a  new 
complexion  came  to  many  things. 
Across  the  intervening  three-quar- 
ters of  a  century  or  so  we  can  look 
back  now  and,  in  that  act,  prove 
again  that  history  can  repeat  itself 
even  in  people's  preferences. 

How  long  the  Federal  trend  may 
last-  is  not  to  be  foretold — statistics 
certainly  could  prove  nothing  here. 
The  vogue  of  the  Colonial  is  passing 
after  years  of  leadership ;  the  Span- 
ish and  Italian  have  had  their  day. 
Each  in  turn  has  served  a  purpose, 
gratified  for  long  or  short  periods 
the  American  love  of  change.  Their 
waxings  and  wanings  have  left  us 
richer  by  the  extent  of  their  con- 
tributions to  our  progress  toward  a 
truly  national  style. 

A  puzzling  subject,  these  changes 
of  fashion  in  the  physical  things  of 
home.  Complex,  too,  and  strangely 
subtle.  Their  beginnings  are  secret, 
induced  by  no  apparent  cause.  Keep- 
ing step  with  them  calls  for  an  ear 
held  close  to  the  ground  which  sig- 
nals their  approach. 

It  is  one  of  House  &  Garden's 
provinces  to  watch  such  tendencies 
as  these,  to  report  and  interpret  and 
evaluate  them  at  their  very  outset.

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THE  making  of  House  &  Garden  is  a  constant 
process  of  looking-  ahead — very  specifically 
as  regards  the  next  two  or  three  issues,  and  more 
speculatively  where  their  successors  are  concerned. 
Thus,  in  February  we  were  working  in  terms  of 
the  April  number  which  is  now  in  your  liands, 
and  long  before  you  read  tliis  we  will  be  busy 
as  bees  with  the  May  issue. 

The  keynote  of  May  is  summer  furnishing, 
and  there  will  be  featured  timely  curtains,  colored 
linens  and  damasks,  and  other  fabrics  especially 
appropriate  for  the  house  in  hot  weather.  Seasonal, 
too,  are  the  articles  on  log  cabins,  remodeled  barns 
and  camp  kitchens,  to  say  nothing  of  the  garden 
features — collecting  wild  plants,  rock  garilens, 
shrubs,  arranging  potted  plants  effectively,  and  an 
assemblage  of  garden  photographs.

PKEPARIXG  a  garden  club  program  to  cover 
the  whole  year's  meetings  is  sometimes  a  rather 
pu/zling  task,  for  outside  lecturers  are  not  al- 
ways easy  to  obtain,  and  too  many  talks  by  club 
members  are  not  good  for  the  soul  of  the  organ- 
ization. To  counteract  these  tendencies  there  is 
needed  the  stimulating  spice  of  variety. 

Why  not,  for  example,  enliven  a  summer 
meeting  with  a  surprise  questionnaire  which  pro- 
pounds three  or  four  explicit  questions  of  garden 
lore,  and  have  the  members  answer  them  orally- 
One  club  that  we  know  of  tried  this  with  markeil 
success  and  aroused  a  spirit  of  decidedh'  whole- 
some competition. 

Another  idea,  perhaps  best  adapted  to  fall  or 
winter  meetings,  would  provide  selected  readings 
from  the  works  of  prominent  garden  authors. 
Popular  jilant  families  should  be  chosen  for  this 
— Lilies,  Dahlias,  Iris,  Roses  and  the  like — only 
one  at  each  meeting.  An  opportunity,  this,  for  a 
member  with  a  flair  for  exploring  libraries  to  do 
some  compiling  that  will  b,-  of  real  \-alue. 
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THE  cause  of  better  architecture  more  -ividely 
appreciated  sustained  a  distinct  loss  in  the 
passing  of  John  Wallace  Gillies  late  in  January. 
He  died  of  pneumonia  at  his  Long  Island  home 
after  an  illness  of  only  a  week,  at  the  age  of 
forty-three. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Gillies'  architectural 
photographs  have  been  a  prominent  feature  of 
House  &  Garden.  He  brought  to  his  work  an  ap- 
preciation of  design  and  a  rare  faculty  for  the 
selection  of  artistic  compositions  which  ga\-e  to 
his  pictures  a  remarkable  effectiveness.  Coupled 
with  these  qualities  was  a  technical  skill  which 
caught  the  most  minute  detail  of  his  subject  in  its 
proper  relative  importance.  As  a  result  his  photo- 
graphs were  of  inestimable  value  alike  to  archi- 
tect and  layman.  It  will  be  long  indeed  before 
his  place  can  be  taken  by  another. 
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REPORTS  from  many  sections  of  the  country 
indicate  that  a  great  increase  of  interest  in 
rock  gardening  has  followed  upon  the  series  of 
lectures  which  M.  Henri  Correvon,  the  eminent 
Swiss  authority  on  Alpine  plants,  delivered  a 
year  ago.  E\-en  California,  w-hich  at  first  blush 
miglit  seem  too  nearly  a  tropical  region  to  be 
adapted  to  this  type  of  horticultural  work,  has 
joined  the  procession. 

There  are  perfectly  good  and  sufficient  reasoi-. ; 
for  this  situation.  Our  distinguished  visitor  from 
overseas  presented  his  case  delightfully,  and  be- 
fore capacity  houses.  That  had  its  influence,  and 
a  powerful  one  it  was.  But  it  may  well  be  that 
an  equally  in-iportant  factor  lies  in  the  charm  of 
the  plants  themselves,  for  the  true  Alpine  re- 
markably combines  beauty  and  refreshing  novel- 
ty. Its  appeal  is  blended  of  minuteness  and  sturdy 
strength,  of  a  prodigality  of  showy  blossoms  and 
a  love  of  exposure  that  seem  strange  companions. 
Once  known,  the  lure  of  rock  plants  is  not  to  be 
escaped,  for  these  small  jewels  possess  a  strange 
power  to  impress  their  personalities  upon  us. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  American  garden- 
ers are  turning  to  the  rockery  with  a  more  in- 
telligent interest  than  ever  before. 


THE  month  of  April  is  scheduled  to  bring  to 
i\ew  ^'ork  an  event  that  promises  to  interest 
all  lovers  of  flowers,  when  the  local  chapter  of 
the  American  Society  of  Landscape  Architects 
holds  its  fourth  annual  exhibition  of  garden  photo- 
graphs at  the  Arden  Gallery.  The  work  of  some 
of  the  finest  landscapists  in  the  country  will  be 
represented,  and  the  exhibit  as  a  whole  can  be 
counted  upon  to  furnish  plenty  of  practical  ob- 
ject lessons  as  well  as  pictorial  quality. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  time  will  come  when 
displays  of  this  sort  will  be  seen  in  more  of  our 
large  cities.  They  would  help  immensely  in  bring- 
ing about  a  better  public  understanding  of  an  art 
which  is  of  steadily  increasing  importance. 


OLD  DOC  LEMMON  SAYS— ''I  dunno  how 
it  is  with  other  folks,  but  to  me  spring 
wouldn't  be  half  as  welcome  if  she  didn't  bring 
back  a  lot  o'  things  thet  I've  knowed  an'  liked 
for  so  many  years  thet  they're  mighty  near  a  part 
o'  me.

"I'd  feel  sort  o'  lonesome,  for  instance,  if  the 
fust  real  warm  spell  didn't  bring  out  them  two 
green  frogs  in  my  spring-house.  They're  old 
friends,  ye  see ;  I  calc'late  thet  they,  or  two  others 
just  like  'em,  hev  been  around  ever  since  we 
started  coolin'  the  milk  there  overnight — an' 
mebbe  sometimes  pourin'  just  a  snitch  o'  water 
into  the  cans  to  fill  'em  right  up! — an'  thet's  a 


long  while.  Tame,  they  are,  so  ye  can  even  tickle 
their  backs  with  yer  finger  without  their  leppiii' 
off  the  damp  stones  into  the  water. 

"An'  then,  they's  the  Marsh  Marigolds  fillin' 
the  woods  swamp  with  yaller;  an'  the  white  stars 
o'  the  Bloodroot  sprinkled  along  the  roadside 
over  Cooky's  Mounting;  an'  the  pale  green  mist 
thet  creeps  over  the  Apple  orchard  'long  toward 
the  end  of  April.  Ev'ry  year  them  things  come 
back  in  the  same  old  way,  no  matter  whut  the 
winter's  been,  an'  ye  feel  like  goin'  out  an'  talkin' 
to  'em  same  as  if  they  was  yer  ow-n  kin. 

"But  most  of  all  I'm  glad  to  see  the  phoebe- 
bird  thet  builds  her  nest  under  my  piazza  ev'ry 
spring.  She  an'  her  mate  come  up  from  the  South 
in  the  night,  I  reckon,  'cause  the  fust  I  know  of 
'em  is  when  I  go  out  some  mornin'  an'  there  they 
be  on  the  fence  by  the  barn,  teeterin'  their  tails 
an'  lookin'  mighty  perky.  'Hello,  how  be  ye?'  I 
says  to  'em.  An'  by  jing,  it  seems  like  they  under- 
stood, the  way  they  answers  right  back:  ^Fee-be, 
fi-e-bee!'" 


IT  IS  our  notion  that  a  garden  club  should 
primarily  promote  better  plantings  in  the  com- 
munity which  it  serves.  That  its  ends  are  only  half 
served  if  it  fails  to  provide  its  members  with 
abundant  practical  information  that  they  can 
ai)ply  to  their  own  acres. 

Now,  there  are  degrees  of  practicality  in  garden 
talks.  A  speaker  can  be  so  minutely  utilitarian  as 
to  verge  closely  upon  boredom,  or  so  general  that 
his  words  have  small  value  to  a  lay  audience. 
Between  these  extremes  lies  the  ideal,  the  human, 
understanding  presentation  of  fundamentals  in 
horticulture — soils,  planting,  care.  It  is  well  to 
enthuse  over  the  beauty  of  flow-ers,  for  the  pro- 
duction of  that  loveliness  is  the  real  end  and  aim; 
but  the  wise  chairman  of  a  program  committee 
knows  that  perfect  appreciation  of  the  result 
above  ground  can  be  built  only  upon  familiarity 
with  the  fundamentals  that  lie  below  the  surface. 


IT  WAS  our  privilege  recently  to  examine  a 
collection  of  photographs  wherein  the  archi- 
tectural details  of  the  French  Norman  farm- 
house were  portrayed  with  remarkable  effective- 
ness. Old  slate  roofs  so  innately  lovely  that  they 
seemed  as  artful  as  a  fine  tapestry,  odd  dormers 
whose  grace  a  modern  architect  would  strive  for 
weeks  to  attain,  cornices,  eaves  and  wall  patterns 
as  harmonious  as  they  are  individual — the  list  is 
varied  and  \MStly  interesting.  One  could  study  the 
prints  many  times  and  still  be  able  to  find  some 
new-  feature. 

Details  such  as  this  collection  affords  offer  a 
fertile  field  for  study  by  those  who  see  in  the 
French  farm  cottage  a  style  that  can  be  well 
adapted  to  American  life.  They  are  the  features 
that  give  finish  and  atmosphere  to  a  design  with- 
out conflicting  with  any  of  the  conditions  which 
transplanted  architecture  frequently  encounters. 
Their  incorporation  -would  give  the  discerning 
owner  a  keener  satisfaction  in  his  abode  and  add 
n-iuch  to  the  visual  worth  of  his  community.

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MAKING   THE   DINING  ROOM    MORE  LIVABLE 

Being  (1  Plea  For  a  More  Informal  Type  of  Decoration  to  Create  An 
Atmosphere  of  Leisure  and  Comfortable   Living 

FRANCIS  H.   LENYGON 


THE  maiority  of  thinking  Englishmen 
who  have  liwd  any  length  of  time  in 
America  marvel  at  what  there  is  to  learn 
here.   The   architectural   and   engineering 
achievements  alone  are  something  to  cause 
wonder  and  amazement,  and  the  general 
method  and  xolume  of  business  are  bewil- 
dering. On  the  other  hand,  a  great  number 
of  Americans  who  have  visited   much   in 
England    also    sec    something    to    admire. 
Esp^ecially  do  they  seem  to  appreciate  and 
desire  to  bring  back  to  tlieir 
nati\c    land    something   of 
the    intangible    and    subtle 
atmosphere   of  leisure  and 
comfortable    living   typical 
of  so   many   English   inte- 
riors. It  has  been  remarked 
that  in  no  one  place  is  the 
sense  of  leisure  more  marked 
than    in    the    English    din- 
ing   room.     The    English 
famih'  considers  tin's  inte- 
rior one  of  its  living  rooms, 
and    attaches   more   impor- 
tance to  its  comfort  than  to 
that  of   a   reception   room, 
which  is  onlv  used  in  pass-  ' 
ing  and  not  lived  in  to  the 
extent  of  the  dining  room. 
One  should  really  live  in 
the    dining   room    and    not 
merely     partake     of     food 
there  for  so  many  minutes 
at    regular    intervals    each 
da\-.  There  is  surely  no  rea- 
son  why  all  repose  should 
he    absent    from    the    cere- 
mony    of     lunching     and 
dining.   The   mad   rush  of 
servants  working  on  a  rail- 
road   type    of    schedule    is 
uncomfortable  and  regret- 
table from  the  fact  that  it 
tends      towards      irritation 
and  indigestion.  It  is  not  so 


much  the  detail  of  the  food  and  drink 
that  is  so  different  in  the  two  countries  as  it 
is  the  method  of  expression,  or  the  halo  of 
atmosphere  in  all  the  ceremonies  associated 
with  the  dining  room. 

One  often  wonders  why  a  dining  room 
is  laid  out  in  the  mathematical  manner 
characteristic  of  so  many  houses.  Enough 
formality  is  shown  in  the  general  working 
arrangement  of  this  type  of  interior,  in 
the  stiff  and  set  examples  of  specified  furni- 


ture  such   as  center   table   and    chairs  and 
sideboard,  without  prolonging  the  agony  in 
the  decorative  treatment  of  the  room.  In 
reality,  the  decoration  and  furnishing  of  a 
dining    room    provide    an    opportunity    of 
introducing  much   variety  if  we  are  only 
courageous  enough  to  forget  habit  and  con- 
vention and  consider  charm  and  comfort. 
Beginning  with  the  matter  of  wall  treat- 
ment,  the  mantel  and  overmantel  in   this 
room   may   be    treated   in   much   the   same 
manner  as  the  living  room. 
Select,  for  instance,  a  man- 
tel having  merit  instead  of 
the    usual    plain,    undistin- 
guished     frame      wrongly 
thought  to  be  necessary  to 
dignity.    Rather    let    it    be 
something        giving        out 
domesticated      friendliness. 
Cabinets  for  fine  china,  with 
or  without  glazed  doors,  or 
cupboards  built-in  with  the 
paneling   are   another   way 
of   adding   charm   and   in- 
formality to  the  decorative 
scheme.  Large  ornamental 
paintings,  in  all  their  inter- 
esting variety,  recesses  cut 
into     tlie     walls     spacious 
enough  for  large  vases  of 
flowers,  and  mirrors  used  in 
panel  effect  add  further  in- 
terest to  the  background.

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COLOR  SUGGESTIONS   FOR   DIRECTOIRE    ROOMS 


Distinguished  Schemes  for  the  Four  Main  Literiors  of  A 
Country  House  or  Small  Apartment  in  Town

THE  influence  of  color  and  color  com- 
binations is  nowhere  so  apparent  as  in 
interiors  furnished  in  the  Directoire  man- 
ner. This  delightful  method  of  decoration 
— a  treatment  that  grows  increasingly  im- 
portant owing  to  the  charming  grace  of  the 
furniture,    the    decorative    nature    of    the 
background    and    the    strict    adherence    to 
correct    scale    and    classic    proportion,    re- 
quires a  careful  selection  of  colors  in  order 
to    preserve    the    sense    of    order    and 
symmetry  so  essential  in  rooms  of  this 
character.  The  employment  of  wrong 
contrasts  or  a  too  insistent  use  of  one 
hue  is  apt  to  destroy  the  entire  scheme, 
the  classic  simplicity  of  the  furniture 
lines  and  the  architectural  feeling  of 
the  background  demanding  a  balanced 
arrangement  of  colors,  together  with 
the  use  of  certain  hues  that  reflect  and 
accentuate  the  main  characteristics  of 
this  period — a  style   which  is  notable 
for  its  chaste  simplicity,  elegance  and 
formal  grace. 

Followintr  are  color  sugg-estions  for 
the  four  main  rooms  of  a  country 
house  or  city  apartment.  As  the  dining 
room  is  apt  to  present  decorative  diffi- 
culties on  account  of  its  semi-formal 
character,  I  am  giving  two  schemes 
for  this  interior. 

A     HALL     UECORATED     IN     AMERICAN 
DIRECTOIRE 

Ceiling:  white. 

Cornice,  frieze,  trim  and  pilasters, 
in  a  design  of  the  period,  are  painted 
white. 

Walls:  white. 

Doors:  mahogany. 

Floor:  black  and  white  marble. 

Winilow  Curtains:  red  damask  with 
metal  curtain  pulls. 

Wall    Mirror:   black   and    gold    frame. 

Li<rhtin<r  Fixtures:  sjold  with  cream 
colored  shades. 

Portraits:  dark  backgrounds  with  blue 
and  red  predominating. 

Furniture :  a  walnut  sofa  covered  in  black 
and  gold  haircloth;  several  mahogany 
chairs  with  seats  done  in  deep  red  leather; 
console,  and  a  commode  with  gray  marble 
top,  in  mahogany. 

Ornaments:  Accessories  in  an  interior  of 
this  kind  should  be  chosen  with  care  in  re- 
gard to  color.  To  echo  black  and  gold  notes 
in  the  furnishings,  small  objects  are  mainly 
in  tlicse  tones. 


A     LIVING     ROOM      INFLUENCED     BY     THE

Ceiling:  cream. 

Walls:  old  yellow  and  glazed. 

Trim  and  Baseboard:  should  be  dark  in 
value  and  marbleized  to  imitate  rouge 
royal  marble.

THIRTY  }'cars  ago  interior  decoration 
in  this  country,  in  its  modern  inter- 
pretation of  the  phrase,  was  in  its  infancy. 
Professionally,  it  was  non-existent.  Com- 
mercially, there  were  good  shops  and  poor 
shops,  with  the  better  grade  of  store  giving 
advice  tinctured  primarily  by  the  sales 
element  or  else  suggesting  the  period  suite 
of  furniture  as  the  last  word  in  decoration. 
Women  in  the  field  as  friendly  consultants 
were  rare.  A  few  daring  beginners  were 
introducing  the  novel  notion  of  giving  ad- 
vice and  making  selections  without  carry- 
ing a  large  stock  of  merchandise  which  had 
to  be  turned  over  every  so  often.  They 
bought  furniture  here,  fabrics  there,  cov- 
ering many  sources  in  their  quest  for  dis- 
tinguished furnishings  suitable  to  the  gen- 
eral scheme  they  had  worked  out  for  the 
room  as  a  whole. 

With  the  constantly  increasing  appre- 
ciation of  the  entire  subject  of  interior 
decorati\c    art,   and    with    the    shifting   of 


interest  from  mere  furnishing  to  the  larger 
vision  of  a  complete  decorative  scheme, 
there  arose  a  demand  for  an  individual 
with  a  knowledge  of  proportion,  furniture 
styles,  color,  textiles,  and  the  ability  to  as- 
semble these  various  elements  so  as  to 
create  a  harmonious,  livable  room.  It  was 
at  this  point  that  the  woman  decorator 
stepped  in.  She  hunted  and  she  searched,- — - 
first  for  furniture  that  was  interesting,  and 
then  for  pieces  that  would  fit  into  the 
previously  planned  scheme  of  the  room  as 
a  whole  and  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  people 
who  lived  in  it.  Sometimes,  in  the  case  of 
wealthy  clients,  she  went  to  Europe  and 
browsed  among  the  furniture  of  an  older 
civilization  for  unusual  articles  that  would 
create  the  needed  atmosphere.  These  she 
combined  with  fabrics  in  keeping,  with 
wall  paper,  rugs,  and  possibly  an  occasional 
painting,  accenting  the  whole  by  a  selection 
of  well-chosen  accessories  to  give  the  room 
its  final  note  of  indi\idualit\'  and  charm. 


So  passed  the  drab  period  interior,  along 
with  pompadours  and  long  skirts,  pufired 
sleeves  and  high  collars,  chair-tidies  and 
rocking  chairs.  In  its  place  came  an  infi- 
nitely more  pleasing  result,  a  room  notable 
for  its  arresting  color  values  and  for  its  in- 
genious use  of  the  related  furniture  styles 
of  several  countries  as  opposed  to  the 
strictly  period  interior  so  prevalent  thirty 
or  forty  years  ago.  And  it  is  unquestionably 
in  great  measure  the  work  of  the  little  band 
of  women  now  grouped  together  as  the 
Decorators'  Club  of  New  York  City — 
and  their  affiliated  Chicago  branch — that 
has  been  responsible  for  this  tremendous 
change  from  mere  furnishings  to  the 
larger  vision  of  the  room  when  seen  as  a 
decorative  whole.

LIGHTING     FIXTURES     OF     LOUIS     QUINZE 

During  the  i8th  Century  Restraint  in  Decoration  Was  Cast  Aside 
And  Rococo  Ornament  Became  the  Fashion 

MR.  and  MRS.  G.  GLEN  GOULD 


THE  18th  Century  was  supreme  on 
both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  for  comfort 
combined  with  beauty  in  the  homes  of  the 
English  speaking  race.  How  much  of  that 
beauty  and  comfort  was  inspired  by  French 
taste  and  ingenuity  becomes  evident  when 
we  inspect  the  interiors  and  furnishings 
that  France  has  had  the  discernment  and 
ability  to  preserve  for  her  own  good  and 
the  good  of  the  world.  This  conservation,- 
in  spite  of  the  ravages  of  wars,  has  kept  in- 
tact much  to  delight  all  who  are  interested 
in  what  constitutes  good  interiors. 

Of  all  the  period  styles,  that  of  Louis 
Quin%r  (1715-1774)  has  perhaps  the 
greatest  fascination  for  those  deeply 
learned  in  interior  decoration,  while  the 
very  word  rococo,  with  which  it  has  been 
labeled,  often  provokes  contempt  from 
those  who  take  their  taste  in  art  second- 
hand. The  style  was  not  actually  confined 
to  the  years  during  the  reign  of  Louis  XV. 
The  insatiable  human  craving  for  variety 
and  change  swings  the  pendulum  forward 
and  back  from  the  extreme  of  formality, 
stateliness,  and  pomp,  which  in  time  grow 


stereotyped,  to  that  individual  expression 
which  tends  to  break  bounds  and  become 
whimsical  and  extravagant.  The  dom- 
inance of  Louis  XIV's  great  minister,  Col- 
bert, perfected  such  organized  artistic  ac- 
tivities as  western  Europe  had  never  seen. 
But  it  was  under  this  very  dominance  that 
the  chafing  at  restraint  actually  showed 
itself  in  the  beginnings  of  le  style  Louis 
Quinze,  growing  more  pronounced  during 
the  Regence  (1715-1723) — the  Regency 
of  Louis  XV's  childhood — and  coming  to 
florescence  in  the  supreme  achievements  of 
the  rococo  style  during  his  reign. 

This  was  the  period  when  the  French 
people,  after  their  splendid  tutelage  under 
Colbert,  developed  that  indescribable  qual- 
ity of  choice  we  call  "good  taste,"  for 
which  they  are  still  world-famous.  This 
taste  was  built  along  no  single  line  of 
achievement,  but  had  the  inspiration  of  the 
most  gifted  and  skilfull  artists  and  de- 
signers working  in  every  material  and  with 
every  object,  from  the  walls,  ceilings, 
lighting  fixtures,  furniture,  and  textiles,  to 
the    panel    of    my   lady's   sedan    chair,   her 


exquisite  little  fan,  and  the  very  lace  that 
beruflled  her  dress.  Just  as  a  French  cos- 
tume is  perfected  by  minute  attention  to 
each  detail — not  one  point  neglected — so 
a  French  period  interior  is  achieved.  The 
lighting  fixtures  become  organic  elements 
in  the  ensemble  and  can  be  comprehended 
only  when  so  considered.  This  does  not 
mean  that  Louis  Quinze  lighting  fixtures 
cannot  be  used  in  any  room  but  one  in  strict 
period  style.  They  can  be  introduced,  just 
as  other  French  accessories  and  furniture 
are  discriminatingly  introduced,  so  that 
they  add  that  element  of  gaiety,  that  elan, 
that  delicate,  occasionally  humorous  touch 
inseparably  connected  with  this  period  of 
social  life  in  France,  when  a  Du  Barry 
might  use  a  little  pickaninny  for  her  foot- 
stool, and  a  woman  ruled  king  and  Court 
by  the  tap  of  her  tiny  fan. 

While  much  thought  was  at  this  time 
being  given  to  the  economic  use  of  oil  in 
lamps,  the  lamp  itself  never  inspired  the 
artist  as  it  did  in  the  days  of  ancient  Rome. 
Vase  forms  were  used  for  hanging  lamps, 
and  candlestick  shapes  for  table  lamps,  but 
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these  were  often  ugly  and 
made  of  varnished  and  dec- 
orated tolc  (sheet  tin).  Sim- 
ple ancient  types  like  the 
veilleuse  (night  lamp)  were 
occasionally  bejeweled  and 
of  gold,  making  a  luxurious 
ornament  for  the  mantel. 
The  accepted  lighting  of  the 
period,  however,  was  still 
candle  light;  therefore  ex- 
quisite workmanship  and 
joyful  designing  were  lav- 
ished on  candle  fixtures. 

The  kinds  of  fixtures 
were  much  the  same  as  in  the 
reign  of  Louis  XIV — hand 
candlesticks,  table  candle- 
sticks, ceremonious  table  and 
occasionally  floor  candela- 
bra, chandeliers,  wall  lights, 
lanterns,  and  the  practical 
and  homely  lamp.  But  there 
were  variations  of  these  fix- 
tures, and  a  delightful,  even 
affectionate,  adaptation  of 
them  to  the  social  habits  of 
the  times.  One  such  adapta- 
tion was  the  use  of  candle 
brackets  attached  to  various 
articles  of  furniture,  par- 
ticularly writing  desks  and 
mirrors.  Supported  on  pedes- 
tals and  wall  brackets,  the 
g'lrajidoles  appear  as  an  inte- 
gral part  of  the  design  of 
these  decorative  accessories. 
Charming  little  tables — can- 
dle stands — were  in  vogue, 
and  these  trifles  became  in- 
dispensable to  every  well 
conducted  household  just  as 
they  did  in  England  and 
America.

It  has  the  typical  Louis 
Ouinze  lyre-shafed  bronze  supports, 
the  Daisies  and  interestingly  slumped 
fiat  crystal  pendants 


A  highly  decorative  applique  of 
carved  and  gilded  ivood.  Formal 
scrolls  distinctly  outlined  amid  the 
rococo  leafage  distinguish  it  as 
a  Regence  piece 
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might  carry  about  the  room, 
or  from  room  to  room,  was 
ordinarily  quite  simple,  of 
tin,  iron,  brass,  pewter,  plain 
bronze,  broivzc  (lore  (gilt 
bronze),  brotfzc  argente 
(silvered  bronze),  silver  or 
gold.  It  had  a  flat  saucer-like 
base,  a  socket  or  nozzle  set 
directly  on  this  base,  and  a 
convenient  handle.  But  this 
object  of  convenience  was 
also  made  to  conform  to  its 
surroundings,  and  workman- 
ship no  less  artistic  than  that 
expended  on  the  finest  jew- 
elry went  into  its  making. 
The  bougeoir  de  lit,  bed 
candlestick,  was  a  mechan- 
ical contrivance  of  cu'ivre 
dorc  or  ormoluy  usually  with 
an  oval  flateau,  plate,  a 
shade,  garde-vue,  and  an  ex- 
tinguisher, eteignoir. 

The  chandelier^  the  can- 
dlestick of  older  days,  now 
known  as  fla??iheai(,  also  re- 
ceived minute  attention.  Bal- 
uster stems, — those  symmet- 
rical shapes  we  connect  with 
old  stair  balusters,  took  on 
infinite  variety  in  the  Louis 
Ouatorze  period  only  to  be 
neglected  for  shapes  known 
as  dissymmetrical,  where  the 
outline  of  one  side  is  not  ac- 
tually repeated,  as  in  a  vase 
or  urn,  but  each  side  is  va- 
ried as  in  a  whimsically 
shaped  leaf.  This  type  of 
outline  accorded  with  the 
decorative  ornament  known 
as  rocaillc  or  rococo — a 
handful  of  swirling  curves 
and  crimps  twisted  this  way

THE      RETURN      OF      THE      FRUIT      PIECE 

T/iis  Type  of  Decorative  Painting  Has  Again  Been  Given 
an  Honorable  Place  Upon  Our  Walls 

GARDNER  TEALL 


THE  later  years  of  tlic  19th  Century 
welcomed  Sunflowers  in  decoration 
and  banished  paintings  of  fruit.  It  affected 
an  a-sthetic  discrimination  so  acute  as  to 
feel  it  had  made  an  epochal  discovery  when 
it  pronounced  that  some  of  the  Lares  and 
Penates  were  vulgar,  others  not.  It  was 
then  that  Bunthorne  invaded  our  dining- 
rooms  and  pointed  with  finger  of  scorn  to 
the  painted  fruit-pieces  decora- 
ting our  walls.  Strawberries  and 
Peaches  on  our  tables  were  all 
very  well, — everything  in  its 
place, — but  on  our  walls?  — 
Never!  So  declared  Bunthorne. 
We  might  have  Daisies  and  But- 
tercups, (preferably  the  Helian- 
thus),  by  Paul  de  Longpre,  al- 
most certainly  bv  Paul  de  Long- 
pre; and  we  might  have  Missis- 
sippi steamboat  lithographs  bv 
Currier  and  Ives;  Washington's 
Family  at  Mount  Vernon,  steel- 
engraved;  cows  by  Trovon; 
horses  by  Rosa  Bonheur;  pink 
and  blue  Morning-glories  painted 
on  black  japanned  tin;  snow- 
scenes  with  effects  heightened  by 
generous  sprinkling  of  mica,  or 
cravon  portraits  of  the  lamented 
President  Garfield  lowered  by 
red  plush  frames;  but  as  for 
fruit-pieces, — never,  no  never! 
And  how  callous  were  our  af- 
fections,— out    went    the    fruit- 


pieces  at  the  first  word  from  Bunthorne. 
Well,  Bunthorne  is  gone  from  the  theatre 
of  the  world's  agonies;  we  are  beginning  to 
do  a  great  deal  as  we  please.  We  really 
missed  our  fruit-pieces, — not  the  ridiculous 
ones,  perhaps,  but  the  beautiful  ones, — 
and  there  was  regret  that  we  had  not 
stopped  to  consider,  stopped  to  separate  the 
wheat  from  the  tares;  regret  that  most  of 


the  Daisies  and  Buttercups  did  not  go  out 
with  all  the  fruit-pieces.  But  we  are  now 
making  amends  for  our  folly:  again  we 
are  giving  place  to  the  fruit-piece  on  our 
dining  room  walls,  and  we  have  discarded 
the  opinion  of  Bunthorne's  council  that 
vulgarity  and  the  gods-of-the-household 
have  half  so  much  to  do  with  one  another 
as  we  were  led  to  think,  so  ingenious  has 
good  taste  become  in  this  pres- 
ent era  of  our  enlightenment. 

I  have  no  idea  what  Queen 
Victoria  thought  of  painted  fruit- 
pieces,  but  in  her  reign  they  mul- 
tiplied prolifically,  to  reach,  in 
company  with  Prunes,  their 
zenith;  then  came  their  fall. 
Just  here  one  notes  the  curious 
fact  that  so  soon  as  Prunes  were 
restored  to  respectability,  fruit- 
pieces  were  no  longer  taboo. 

Queen  Mary  is  credited  with 
aiding  the  return  of  the  fruit- 
piece.  At  Christie's  in  London 
there  was  sold  a  picture  which 
later  came  into  the  Queen's  pos- 
session :  "John  Rose  Presenting  a 
Pine-apple  to  King  Charles  II."

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SOCIAL    ASPECTS     OF    THE    FEDERAL    ERA 

T/it'  Backgroufuls  of  Life  lUid  Society  in  America  Which  Rnriched  the  Close  of  the 
Eighteenth  Century  and  the  Early   Years  of  the  Nineteenth 

CLAUDE   G.    BOWER 


IT  is  not  remarkable  that  a  stranger, 
meandering  through  America  in  the  ear- 
lier days  of  the  Republic,  without  entree  to 
the  homes  of  the  cultivated  and  the  wealthy, 
should  have  written  us  down  as  crassly 
crude  and  not  a  little  vulgar.  The  bestof  the 
smaller  towns  were  drab  and  dull  appearing, 
as  viewed  from  the  streets,  and  the  villages 
and  countryside  were  downright  dismal. 
Jolting  along  through  the  mire,  hub- 
deep,  over  the  ruts,  in  the  torturous  stage- 
coaches to  which  the  ordinary  traveler  was 
doomed  until  the  Thirties,  it  was  a  de- 
pressing scene  that,  for  the  most  part,  pre- 
sented itself  to  view.  Near  the  towns  of 
the  older  settlements  in  New  England  and 
Pennsylvania,  the  farms  began  to  show  evi- 
dence of  civilization  early,  with  their 
cultivated  fields  and  orchards,  albeit  the 
barns  were  apt  to  loom  impressively  above 
the  prosy  houses.  The  smaller  one-street 
towns  were  mostly  colorless,  though  Lian- 
court,  Warville,  and  other  early  tourists 
found  something  of  pastoral   charm. 

Cramped  by  the  crowded  coach,  the 
traveler,  listening  to  the  conversation  of 
the  natives,  heard  much  profanity,  vulgar- 
ity and  boasting,  and  was  vastly  entertained 
by  the  freedom  of  manners,  born  of  an 
early  misconception  of  equality.  The  com- 
monest laborer  blatantly  challenged  the 
judge,  and  the  most  uncouth  rustic  jeered 
boisterously  at  the  professor.  Nor  did  the 
night  relieve  the  wearied  stranger,  for  the 
taverns  of  the  time  were  dominated  by  the 
tap-rooms,  and  barroom  debates  continued 
far  into  the  night. 

IN   THE    EARLY    EIGHTEEN    HUNDREDS 

These  conditions  did  not  greatl}'  alter 
during  the  first  forty  years.  The  tourist  of 
the  generation  of  Washington  found  con- 
ditions little  worse  than  did  young  Elbridge 
Gerry  in  1813  when  he  made  his  equestrian 
jaunt  from  New  England  to  Pittsburg, 
and  thence  down  through  Ohio  and  Vir- 
ginia into  Washington  City;  and  when 
Harriet  Martineau  came  in  the  Thirties, 
a  cursory  survey  from  the  streets  and 
muddy  roads  revealed  much  of  the  same 
intolerable  conditions. 

Even  so,  an  American  journeying 
through  the  country  in  England,  France 
or  Italy  would  have  found  something  of 
crudity,  of  ignorance  and  vulgarity  in  the 
villages,  despite  the  picturesque  touch  im- 
parted by  time  to  the  most  filthy  peasant's 
hut.  It  was  not  impossible  for  the  Old 
World  tourist  to  find  in  the  America  of 


T/:e  craze  for  frimiti-ve  Awencan  an- 
tiques lias  about  reached  its  apex.  Already 
a  great  many  feople  are  tiring  of  it;  tliey 
are  beginning  to  realize  that  tlie  crude 
pieces  of  our  earliest  days  tiave  been  very 
mucli  overrated.  And,  naturally,  they  turn 
their  eyes  to  an  era  in  Americds  history 
luhen  dignity  and  luxury  characterized 
home  life.  Perhaps  tlie  richest  period  in 
our  past  ivere  those  early  days  of  the  Re- 
public, known  as  the  Federal  Era.  They 
date  from  1780  to  1820.  As  a  contrast  to 
tlie  primitive  pieces  of  the  earliest  days, 
<we  are  undertaking  a  study  of  the  furniture 
used  in  this  Federal  Era.  To  begin  the 
study  vie  have  asked  Mr.  Boiver  to  ivrite 
on  the  social  aspects  and  background  of 
those  glorious  thirty  years.  Mr.  Bovoer  is 
the  author  of  "Hamilton  and  Jefferson" 
and  an  authority  of  note.  In  May  the  ar- 
ticles on  the  furniture  ivill  start.  These 
are  being  vjritten  by  Edviard  Stratton 
Holloivay,  v)ho  is  luell  knovin  for  his 
books  on  furniture  of  this  and  other  eras. 


the  first  forty  years  an  aristocracy,  with 
pretentious  houses  in  the  midst  of  orna- 
mented grounds  and  gardens,  in  which  he 
could  have  met  polished  men  and  women 
and  listened  to  clever  conversation.  In  the 
Philadelphia  of  the  earlier  days,  the  most 
fastidiousof  the  exiles  from  Versailles  found, 
in  the  luxurious  homes  of  the  wealthy, 
all  the  convenience,  comfort  and  cul- 
ture that  their  tastes  required.  Liancourt 
found  the  atmosphere  congenial  enough  to 
linger,  and  the  martyr  of  the  Gironde, 
Warville,  afltecting  a  partiality  for  sim- 
plicity, complained  of  too  much  elegance  in 
a  land  of  democracy.  The  elegant,  cynical 
Talleyrand  was  impressed,  albeit  his  un- 
conventional liaison  with  a  Philadelphia 
lady  of  color  excluded  him  from  most  of 
the  more  desirable  drawing  rooms.  Later, 
Louis  Philippe  was  to  appreciate  the  hospi- 
tality of  the  "mansions",  and  Jerome 
Bonaparte  was  to  find  a  society  no  less  ap- 
pealing in  romance,  and  ladies  no  less  en- 
ticing in  beauty,  than  those  across  the  sea. 
And  why  not.''  Had  not  more  than  one 
of  those  in  Philadelphia  moved  in  the 
circles  of  the  highest  nobility  in  France 
and  England?  There  was  the  fascinating 
Mrs.  Bingham  with  her  town  and  country 
houses,  furnished  as  the  finest  in  Europe 
and  patterned  after  the  mansions  in  Eng- 
land, who  had  captivated  the  gallants  of 
Versailles,  the  diplomats  of  the  Hague,  and 
the  nobility  of  England.  Indeed,  it  was  her 
intimacy  with  Georgiana,  Duchess  of 
Devonshire,  that  had  added  not  a  little  of 
the  spice  of  naughty  profanitv  to  her  spar- 


kling conversation.  She  had  returned  to 
grasp  the  sceptre  of  social  leadership — to 
establish  a  court  of  her  own  in  the  ereat 
house  on  Third  Street,  her  furniture  from 
Seddons  in  London,  her  carpets  the  most 
expensive  patterns  of  Moore,  her  walls 
hung  with  pictures  discriminatingly  selected 
from  Italian  galleries,  her  chef  from  Paris. 
And  such  a  garden,  shut  in  from  the  vulgar 
gaze  by  a  high  brick  wall  and  odorous  with 
flowers  and  rare  "shrubbery,  with  Lem- 
on, Orange  and  Citron  trees!  Hers  the 
smart  ambition  to  "please  both  the  fop  and 
the  philosopher",  after  the  fashion  of  the 
ladies  of  the  Parisian  salons  of  the  1 8th 
Century.  And  about  her  moved,  in  imita- 
tion, the  Powells  and  Mrs.  Walter  Stewart 
who  most  resembled  her  in  manners  and 
ambition.  But  it  was  Mrs.  Bingham  who 
set  the  pace  while  others  followed.  Had 
not  the  bailiffs  prematurely  stopped 
the  carpenters,  the  Robert  Morrises 
would  have  overshadowed  the  house  on 
Third  Street  with  something  like  a  palace. 
This  preeminence  Philadelphia  contin- 
ued to  hold  in  the  North  throughout  the 
first  forty  years,  for  a  little  later  came  the 
Nicholas  Biddies  and  their  circle  to  com- 
pete with  one  another  in  the  elegance  of 
their  houses  and  the  beauty  of  their  gardens. 

THE  NEW  YORK  BACKGROUND 

After  Philadelphia  in  the  North,  came 
New  York.  The  early  landed  aristocracy 
here,  with  its  town  and  manor  houses  imi- 
tated, not  unsuccessfully,  that  of  England, 
and  the  wealthier  merchants  and  bankers 
had  their  dignified  homes  with  delightful 
gardens  very  early  in  the  region  bounded  by 
Broadway  and  Greenwich  and  by  Bowling 
Green  and  Reade  Street.  Thence  the  ladies 
of  quality  drove  to  their  shopping  on  Nas- 
sau and  William  Streets  and  Broadway  in 
the  mornings,  and  walked  for  the  matching 
of  their  charms  in  the  promenade  in  Battery 
Park  in  the  late  afternoons.  Very  soon  the 
newspapers  of  all  the  principal  cities  were 
advertising  importations  of  the  "latest 
styles."  One  enterprising  woman  shop- 
keeper announced  "to  the  ladies  of  the 
metropolis"  that  she  had  "just  returned 
from  Paris  with  a  most  splendid  assortment 
of  millinery  and  goods";  and  another  that 
she  had  "just  received  from  Paris  an  ele- 
gant assortment  of  caps  and  pelerines  direct 
from  Mademoiselle  Minettes,  the  first 
Milliner  of  Paris,  French  Dresses  for 
balls,  French  jewelry."  These,  with  the

WHERE      A      MAN      CAN      BE      HIMSELF 

S/wwing  the  Decorative  Possibilities  of  Interiors  Devoted 
Solely  to  the  Male  Mem  hers  of  the  Family

UNDER  the  old  code  of  war  between 
"vapors"  and  cheroots,  show  and  com- 
fort, tea  and  port,  a  man's  room  was  a  re- 
treat, a  place  with  a  confessed  element  of 
regained  privilege — to  smoke,  to  sprawl,  to 
guzzle  and  to  get  away  from  current  de- 
cencies. But  who  has  anything  like  that  to 
regain  in  private  today?  We  do  all  in  the 
living-room  and  he  who  would  retreat  for 
any  of  these,  steps  not  into  another  room 
but  into  a  remote  past.  We  make  visits  to 
the  past  in  any  gallery  or  collection — the 
ship  model  room  and  the  library  of  first 
editions — our  little  promenades  in  the  pret- 
erite. But  we  live  in  none  of  them  and 
they  cannot  be  called  our  rooms. 

What  I  should  like,  then,  to  single  out 
as  an  ideal  setting  for  the  masculine  mem- 


ber of  the  family  is  neither  a  cabinet  nor  a 
retreat  but  a  comfortable,  dignified  interior 
where  a  man  may  retire  for  a  fugitive 
hour  and  feel  at  ease,  the  motive  be- 
hind the  decoration  being  peace  to  the  male 
heart  and  comfort  to  the  male  frame.  If  a 
woman  is  bringing;  to2:ether  such  a  room, 
she  must  shun  the  touch  that  "makes  a  man 
of  him,"  and  avoid  any  feature  in  the  fur- 
nishing scheme  that  gives  him  a  role  to 
play  alien  to  his  own  personality. 

A  gentleman's  room  should  meet  and 
give  order  to  the  chief  outwardness  of  his 
habits.  A  man  with  a  private  golf-course 
expands  the  wash-up  room  of  his  house  to  a 
little  smoker  and  trophy-room,  with  tables 
for  numerous  drinkers,  a  billiard-table  on 
the  large  adjacent  sun  porch,  and  a  corridor 


off  it  for  bags.  He  has  localized  the  country 
club  in  what  was  his  study.  It  is  beautifully 
his.  Another,  who  loves  working  in  his 
garden,  has  given  his  garden-house  a  fire- 
place, a  drafting  table  for  his  lay-out  work, 
great  lounging  chairs  in  the  windows  over- 
looking his  brook  and  water  garden, — and, 
best  touch  of  all,  a  shower  and  a  wardrobe- 
room  entered  from  outdoors,  where  the 
grime  is  removed  before  he  passes  to  the 
order  and  cleanliness  upstairs. 

The  country  develops  such  traits,  but 
in  town  a  man's  roomsmustwear  less  specif- 
ic characters  and  must  help  pass  the  vague 
agreeable  hours  between  business  and  dress- 
ing. They  must  read  well,  and  be  bridge- 
able,  and  must  receive  friends  hospitably. 
With  the  marvels  of  a  high  outlook  they 
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The  individuality 
apparent  in  the 
room  above,  the 
study  of  Richardson 
Wright  in  Neiv 
York  City,  is  due  to 
a  combination  of 
dignified  furniture 
and  engaging  acces- 
sories indicative  of

need  cling  very  little  to  the  ancient  and 
stereotyped  fireplace  grouping,  for  the 
windows  that  sweep  the  sunsets  and  moon- 
lights of  our  modern  Babylon  are  infinitely 
more  social  than  the  meditative  loe  fire.  I 
like  to  see  the  floor  in  a  man's  room  shininp; 
between  good  rugs,  and  the  wall  spaces  free 
around  good  pictures  placed  low,  or  level 
with  the  eye.  And  I  should  avoid  furniture 
or  curtains  whose  way  suggests  the  collec- 


tion of  dust.  Above  all,  there  should  be  no 
pretentions  to  a  style  of  decoration  not  ex- 
pressive of  the  owner. 

I  saw  lately  in  the  room  of  an  English- 
man some  interesting  results  of  personal 
experience.  The  room  had  no  novel  form 
but  a  curious  and  interesting  old-fashioned 
coloring — copper  or  terra  cotta  walls,  with 
an  olive  gray  tone  on  the  woodwork,  and  a 
dark  polished  oak  floor.  Every  other  fea- 


ture in  the  room  was  a  trophy  of  residence 
in  the  Dominions.  The  rugs  were  embroid- 
ered camel's  hair — sharp  color  lines  on 
dark  green  covering  the  whole  surface — 
cheap,  warm  and  soft.  On  the  walls  hung 
only  three  fine  Ming  paintings,  almost 
monochrome  in  value.  Iron  giants  from 
China,  brandishing  their  faintly  gilded 
arms,  and  a  few  objects  of  Chinese  bronze 
and  ivory,  gave  distinction  to  the  mantel. 
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T/ie  dignified  din- 
ing rootn  above, 
luith  its  fine  old 
jurmture  and  china, 
and  its  effective  tiled 
floor,  has  a  rather 
austere  background 
relieved  by  bright 
checked  curtains.  In

The  smoking  boxes  were  of  Kashmir  lac- 
quers covered  with  fine  gay  flowers,  and  the 
dark  green  flowered  material  on  a  sofa  in 
the  room  turned  out  to  be  a  Breton  petti- 
coat. It  was  quite  at  home  with  Indian 
lacquers.  The  curtains  were  almost  banal 
— cold  green  needlework  on  white  linen — 
but  blazing  near  them  stood  scarlet  leather 
arm  chairs  and  a  deep  chair  done  in  clear 
yellow.   Nothing  could   have  shown   more 


completely  the  history,  habits  and  fastid- 
iousness of  their  owner.  Color,  I  think, 
must  follow  thus  the  logic  of  character, 
and  I  would  hesitate  to  say  a  man's  room 
might  not  be  pink,  so  important  is  the  use 
of  warm  color  in  present  day  decoration. 
No  color  comes  amiss  if  surrounded  well 
and  used  in  the  right  quantity. 

Illustrating   this  article   are   several   in- 
teresting   samples    of    men's    rooms.    The 


farm-like  interiors  of  Mr.  Caleb  Bragg's 
charming  house,  the  dining-room  of  which 
is  shown  on  this  page,  and  the  living-room 
on  page  140,  give  you  a  sense  of  ample, 
informal  ease  under  an  aspect  of  graceful 
simplicity  which,  if  not  actually  farm-like, 
shows  at  least  the  niceties  of  fine  people 
sojourning  in  a  farm-house.  He  gives  you 
the  corner  by  the  fire  next  a  good  window

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The  harmonious  -placing  of 
the  units  'which  make  a  modern 
hoftte  are  illustrated,  by  the 
fhotograph  above.

The  entrance  on  this  house  is 
reminiscent  of  those  seen  on 
Colonial  houses  in  Hadley 
and  Deerfield,  Mass.

The  Colonial  style  is  excel- 
lent as  a  basis  from  which  to 
design  modern  residences.

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LEADERS       OF      THE      CLEMATIS      CLAN 

Prominenf  Mem  hers  of  a  F lower  Family  that  Has  Many 
Virtues  for  Gardens  of  the  World 

E.  H.  WILSON,  M.  V.  H. 


THE  Clematis  family  is  one  of  cosmo- 
politan plants  rich  in  ^virtues  of  sur- 
passing merit.  A  few  of  the  members  are 
little  more  than  herbaceous  perennials,  but 
the  vast  majority  are  plants  which,  climb- 
ing by  means  of  twining  leafstalks,  grow 
from  6'  to  60'  tall.  In  general  they  are 
free-flowering,  many  sorts  extraordinarily 
so.  Some  blossom  in  the  spring,  quite  a 
number  in  the  autumn,  liut  by  far  the  great- 
est number  bloom  continuously  throughout 
the  summer  to  early  fall. 

No  other  group  of  climbing  plants  pro- 
duces as  large  blossoms  and  none  boasts 
such  a  wide  range  of  color.  The  flowers 
vary  in  size  from  about  \"  ( Clematis fanic- 
idata)  to  8"  (C.  Henryl),  in  form  they 
may  be  tubular  ( C.  davidiana) ^star-hkc  (C. 
afiifolia)  y  platter-like  (C.  Jackmanll) , 
or  urn-shape  (C.  V'torna).  The  colors 
range  from  bright  red  (C.  texensis),  clear 
yellow  fC.  tangiitica)  and 
pure  blue  (C.  fatens) 
through  varying  shades  of 
red  and  magenta  to  rich 
purple  tones  (C .  vlt'icella). 
In  a  great  number  the 
flowers  are  white,  (C. 
recta),  in  some  they  are 
pure  pink  (C.  montana 
riihcns),  and  in  others  lilac 
to  lavender  (C.  lanugi- 
nosa). What  many  species 
lack  in  size  of  blossom  they 
make  up  for  in  quantity, 
whilst  a  pleasant  fragrance 
is  an  attribute  of  the  rank 
and  file.  Some  are  ever- 
green (C.  Arniandi  and 
C.  indiv'tsa)  but  the  great- 
est number  lose  their  leaves 
in  tlie  autumn.  Certain  spe- 
cies are  handsome  when 
past  flowering  on  account 
of  the  large  fluflFy  silken 
heads  of  fruit.  The  com- 
mon name  Virgin's  Bower 
portrays  their  graceful 
habit  of  growth  and  wealth 
of  wreathing  blossoms,  that 
of  Old  Man's  Beard  de- 
notes their  characteristic 
appearance  when  in  fruit, 
but  that  of  Traveller's  Joy 
symbolizes  them  best  since 
It  conjures  up  the  pleasure 
they  give  in  decking  way- 
side    bushes,     tree-trunks, 


boulders  and  stone  walls  with  a  multitude 
of  pretty  flowers  and  fruits. 

They  are  indeed  joyous  plants  and  as 
befitting  such  they  demand  that  their  upper 
parts  at  least  bask  in  the  sun's  full  presence. 
In  planting  it  is  best  to  place  them  on  the 
west  or  north  side  of  wall  or  tree-stump 
so  that  they  may  enjoy  some  protection  in 
early  spring,  but,  as  they  burst  into  growth, 
they  should  not  lack  free  air  and  sunlight. 
One  other,  and  a  very  important  point,  in- 
deed: Clematises  are  lime-loving  plants. 
When  this  mineral  is  not  naturally  present 
in  the  soil  it  should  be  added.  Some  of  the 
sorts  grow  well  in  ordinary  garden  soils 
but  all  are  benefited  by  a  dressing  of  lime. 

Nurserymen  should  grow  Clematis 
plants  in  pots  for  sale  since  they  are  more 
easily  and  successfully  transplanted  this 
way.  When  once  established  leave  the 
plants  severely  alone  for  they  resent  root 
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interference.  When  pruning  is  done  it 
should  have  relation  to  controlling  the 
plants  within  the  space  available.  In  the 
spring-flowering  sorts  the  necessary  trim- 
ming should  be  done  immediately  after 
they  have  blossomed.  The  large-flowered 
kinds  should  wait  until  the  plants  com- 
mence to  sprout  into  growth  in  the  spring 
when  all  dead  wood  can  be  removed  and 
straggling  shoots  shortened  to  a  healthy, 
vigorous  bud.  The  rampant  growing 
autumn-flowering  species  can  be  more  se- 
verely dealt  with  in  the  spring  as  growth 
shows  signs  of  commencing. 

Clematis,  like  human  beings,  object  to 
draughts  about  their  feet  and  ankles.  They 
are  best  accommodated  against  walls,  tree- 
trunks,  or  trellises  attached  to  buildings, 
also  they  make  a  glorious  tangle  over  rocks 
or  old  tree-stumps  and,  aided  by  twiggy 
branches,  form  hummock-like  masses  in 
borders.  In  nature  they  are 
mostly  denizens  of  thickets 
and  margins  of  woods; 
some  court  the  shelter  of 
boulders  and  cliflFs  whilst  a 
few  luxuriate  midst  screes 
in  high  alpine  meadows. 
They  are  gross  feeders,  de- 
lighting in  rich,  well- 
drained  loam  and  abun- 
dance of  leaf-mold.  To 
this,  farmyard  manure 
should  be  added  as  a  mulch 
against  summer's  drought 
and  winter's  cold.  Bone- 
meal  is  an  excellent  food 
for  Clematis  since  to  them 
lime  is  so  essential.  Thev 
are  propagated  readily  and 
simply  from  seeds;  also  by 
cuttings  and  by  grafting  on 
root  pieces,  but  these  meth- 
ods demand  professional 
knowledge  and  equipment. 
Apart  from  the  ubiqui- 
tous C.  faniculata,  whose 
ubiquity  is  warranted  by  its 
floriferous  qualities,  its 
fragrance  and  graceful 
beauty,    very    few    of    the

the  printed  stories  concern- 
ing them  have  foundation 
in  fact.  The  original  Cle- 
matis of  this  class  is  sup- 
posed to  be  C.  Hender- 
son'i'ty  which  is  said  to  have 
been  obtained  about  1830 
by  crossing  C .  viticella  and 
C.  intcgrifoUa.  It  is  still 
a  popular  plant  which 
grows  from  6'  to  8'  tall, 
and  produces  from  July  to 
September  bluish  purple 
flowers  each  from  2"  to  3" 
across  and  borne  singly  on 
4"-long  stalks.

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ARRANGING     FLOWERS     FOR     EXHIBITIONS 

Definite  Suggestions  Which  Bear  Upon  the  Choice  and  Grouping  of  Plant 
Materials  in  Such  a  Way  as  to  Win  the  Judges'  Award 


FOR  years  we  have  all  wondered,  in 
viewing  so  called  artistic  arrangements 
at  flower  shows,  why  judges  placed  ribbons 
on  certain  spots  they  saw  fit  to  honor: 
whether  they  liked  to  arouse  vehement  dis- 
sent, or  if  they  saw  something  in  these  ar- 
rangements which  was  entirely  hidden 
from  the  layman's  eye.  By  literally  "listen- 
ing in"  at  these  judges'  discussions,  and 
sometimes  filling  a  judge's  place,  some 
blue  ribbon  reasons  are  gradually  becoming 
clearer  and  are  here  set  down  for  the  bene- 
fit of  brother  and  sister  exhibitors. 

In  the  first  place,  flower  ar- 
rangements made  for  an  exhibi- 
tion are  far  diflFerent  creations 
from  the  quiet  vase  made  for 
home  consumption.  The  moment 
a  judge  arrives  at  the  flower  show 
he  or  she  wanders  down  the  line 
of  waiting  floral  beauties  looking 
eagerly  for  something  "distin- 
guished". Oh,  that  heart  breaking 
word  "distinguished" — how  many 
tears  and  sleepless  nights  are  you 
responsible  for!  In  a  few  minutes 
the  judge  has  the  distinguished 
gems  checked  in  his  book  for  fur- 
ther study  and  final  placing.  These 
may  be  distinguished  by  perfect 
arrangement,  originality  of  color 
combination,  original  use  of  ma- 
terial, perfection  of  bloom  or  un- 
usualness  of  flower  form.  Some- 
times all  these  qualities  are  found 
in  one  happy  combination,  when, 
of  course,  the  blue  ribbon  is  as- 
sured. Unfortunately  most  arrangements 
having  one  or  two  of  these  qualities  are 
lacking  in  the  others,  because  there  are  so 
few  known  rules  in  the  game  that  it  is 
diflncult  to  check  oneself  up. 

In  buying  for  winter  exhibitions  I  would 
suggest  looking  for  unusual  color  or  flower 
form  at  the  florist's,  and  then  selecting  the 
receptacle  which  is  becoming  to  your 
scheme.  Greenhouse  plants  are  convention- 
al, and  not  as  adjustable  as  our  summer 
garden  flowers,  but  with  an  interesting 
color  combination  we  can  always  find  a 
harmonious  receptacle.  In  summer  it  seems 
best  to  select  quite  the  other  way:  decide 
upon  an  inspiring  bowl  and  rummage  about 
the  garden  for  something  crying  to  go  in  it. 

Pottery,  pewter  and  copper  carry  strong, 
hard  color  better  than  glass.  Types  of 
flowers  such  as  Roses,  Gypsophila,  etc.  go 
well  in  glass  or  delicate  porcelain.  Many 
good  arrangements  are  made  by  hinting  at 
the  color  of  the  receptacle  in  the  color  of

the  flower  combinations,  to  make  the  color 
of  the  bowl  "carry  up"  into  the  flower 
scheme.  Do  not,  however,  copy  all  the 
colors  in  a  bowl,  as  this  is  unoriginal  and 
monotonous.  A  frequent  fault,  too  often 
seen,  is  to  show  the  whole  straight  line  of 
the  container.  This  margin  line  should  be 
broken  on  the  side  or  front  by  a  grouping 
of  leaves  or  flowers,  to  feel  that  the  con- 
tainer is  united  with  and  blends  into  the 
arrangement.  The  stem  holder  or  "turtle" 
should    not   be    obvious.    Even    when    this 
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a  flower  arrangement 

holder  is  bronze  and  part  of  the  container 
scheme  it  should  not  draw  the  eye  constant- 
ly from  the  flower  picture  above  it,  nor 
allow  the  public  to  see  the  mechanics  by 
which  your  delicate  stems  are  made  to 
stand  upright.  Dark  receptacles  are  more 
becoming  to  flower  arrangements  than 
light  ones,  except  with  delicate  flowers, 
or  when  working  out  a  color  scheme  where 
a  strong  colored  bowl  must  complement  or 
supplement  the  whole  plan. 

Flower  arrangements  seem  naturally  to 
divide  into  two  types.  Type  1,  the  purely 
realistic  or  naturalistic  which  purposes  to 
reproduce  a  growing  plant  of  varying 
heights,  with  buds,  flowers  and  leaves  in 
difi^erent  states  of  development  according 
to  their  age  on  the  plant;  and  Type  2, 
which  makes  a  pattern  or  composition  of 
flower  and  leaf,  more  artificial,  perhaps, 
but  always  interesting  because  more  per- 
sonal. This  type  is  produced  by  using  plant 
material  to  form  a  picture  after  a  design 


from  one's  own  imagination,  and  is  more 
difficult  for  amateurs  to  carry  out,  but 
worth  every  effort  to  learn.  Even  in  this 
picture  some  knowledge  of  plant  growth 
must  be  kept  in  mind,  but  the  interest  is 
centered  far  more  in  color  balance,  scheme, 
proper  filling  of  spaces  and  the  effect  of 
light  and  shade  than  in  accurate  knowledtre 
of  how  the  plant  grows. 

The  Japanese  use  Type  1 ,  much  elabor- 
ated. Their  great  art  is  one  of  elimination 
and  the  scissors  play  the  important  role. 
All  crossing  and  interfering  lines 
are  removed,  leaves  and  flowers 
are  turned-  and  twisted  to  display 
their  best  side  to  the  world,  until 
the  picture  is  quiet  and  simple  to 
look  upon  but  always  keeps  the 
character  of  the  growing  plant. 
Rarely  more  than  three  varieties 
are  placed  together,  and  these 
selected  because  they  grow  in  the 
same  season  or  locality.  We  cannot 
go  into  Japanese  arrangement  here, 
as  it  is  a  lifetime  study  and  means 
little  in  our  crowded  houses,  but  we 
must  know  one  or  two  basic  prin- 
ciples which  are  the  fundamentals 
of  our  own  arrangements  and 
should  be  mastered  before  any  type 
of  flower  arrangement  is  attempted. 
Let  us  start  with  form  and  pick 
out  a  strong  fine  stalk  for  the  main 
central  line  or  backbone  about 
which  all  the  other  stalks  are  to 
be  grouped.  This  primary  line 
must  have  a  firm  stance,  if  you 
will  forgive  golf  language,  and  the  stem 
must  come  straight  out  of  the  holder,  al- 
though it  may  have  a  curve  about  halfway 
up  the  stem,  to  break  its  stiffness.  The  top 
of  the  main  stalk  ends  in  a  line  with  the 
middle  of  its  own  stem  so  that  it  feels 
properly  balanced.  The  secondary  stems, 
which  in  real  Japanese  art  are  about  half 
the  length  of  the  primary,  may  be  many, 
and  are  arranged  on  the  outer  side  of  the 
curve  of  the  primary  stalk.  They  may  vary 
in  height  but  always  start  from  the  same 
base  with  the  main  stalk  and  seem  to  be  a 
part  of  it.  The  third  stalk,  in  Japanese  ar- 
rangements,, is  about  Y\  of  the  primary 
stalk  in  length  and  need  not  come  out  of  the 
same  base,  or  may  be  much  separated  from 
the  two  higher  stems  to  give  variety.  This 
third  stalk  is  arranged  inside  the  curve  of 
the  first  long  stalk.  Naturally  we  do  not 
follow  these  rules  exactly,  but  they  give 
valuable  suggestions.  As  we  all  know,

CONCERNING     THE     AIR     IN      THE      HOUSE 

Proper  Conditioning  of  the  Air  Indoors  Is  an  Important  Matter 
For  Which  Special  Devices  May  Be  Obtained 

ETHEL  R.  PEYSER 


OUR  education  in  matters  of  hygiene 
sometimes  shows  strange  omissions. 
Time  after  time  we  are  prey  to  throat  and 
nose  diseases  due  to  air  with  too  much,  too 
little  or  no  moisture  (humidity),  and  these 
colds  attack  the  bronchial  and  lung  regions. 
Yet  we  persist  in  being  antediluvian  in  the 
matter  of  good  air,  even  though  we  insist 
on  proper  heating,  laundering,  cooking  and 
other  essentials. 

We  have  known  little  or  nothing  of  the 
facts  of  ventilation.  We  have  not  known 
that  actual  climates  can  be  made  indoors, 
that  dry  air  can  be  moistened,  dusty  air 
dusted,  cold  air  evenly  warmed,  warm  air 
evenly  cooled,  and  that  air  can  be  changed 
with  the  constancy  and  evenness  of  a  clean 
water  supply.  Those  of  us  who  have  hard 
or  impure  water  rush  immediately  to  de- 
vices insuring  us  against  the  evils  resulting 
from  such  conditions.  But  still,  we  think 
had  air  an  inevitability  and  too  expensive 
to  change — or  give  it  no  thought  at  all. 

Of  course,  any  device  costs  money,  but 
ventilation  devices  are  not  any  more  expen- 
sive than  other  things  and  probably  pay 
more  on  the  investment  than  all  the  rest. 
For  air  is  the  staff  of   life,   even  though 


bread  has  been  given  that  place  in  the  past. 
Consider  these  astounding  facts: 

You  might  live  forty  days  or  more  with- 
out food  and  a  long  time  without  water,  but 
only  about  four  minutes  without  air!  Now 
where  does  bread  come  in  ?  You  can  wrap 
up  and  keep  warm,  and  you  can  do  without 
ice  for  awhile;  yet  heating  and  icing  appli- 
ances are  everyday  possessions  to  all  of  us. 

In  the  new  tunnels,  subways  and  cellars, 
wc  have  often  better  air  and  healthier  air 
than  in  our  homes,  and  the  majority  of 
factories  have  better  breathing  facilities 
than  the  finest  homes.  This  may  astound 
\ou.  Yet  it  is  true,  because  in  these  places 
there  are  functioning  \'entilating  systems  so 
perfect  that  the  intake  and  outgo  of  air  are 
suited  to  the  human  being  and  the  proper 
amount  of  humidity  is  maintained  con- 
stantly, making  for  more  healthful  con- 
ditions and  infinitely  higher  efficiency. 

Of  course,  these  systems  are  installed 
in  part  because  it  raises  production,  for 
production  is  based  on  health.  Don't  let  us 
make  light  of  industrial  improvements  be- 
cause we  are  interested  in  the  home,  for  it 
is  pretty  nearly  true  that  every  valued  home 
improvement  has  emanated  from  industrial 


sources.  The  factories  were  the  first  to 
have  mechanical  refrigeration,  insulation, 
washing  machines,  dish  washers,  vacuum 
cleaners  and  so  on. 

On  the  market  today  are  devices  for  the 
conditioning  of  air  that  range  from  the 
little  pan  of  water  set  on  the  radiator  or 
heater  to  throw  off  moisture  into  the  air 
to  the  installed  blowers  and  humidifiers 
occupying  the  cellar  with  outlets  and  air 
intakes  situated  in  proper  places.  Between 
these  come  the  fans  by  themselves,  fans  in 
combination  with  humidifiers  (or  pans  of 
water),  humidifiers  in  connection  with 
furnaces  and  the  ozonators  which  split  up 
the  immediate  air  into  ozone  (oxygen)  and 
hydrogen  and  more  or  less  kill  odors  and 
germs.  All  these  things  are  good  in  their 
way.  But  to  have  perfect  ventilation  these 
factors  must  be  covered  : 

Sufficient  air  change  per  hour;  adequate 
intake  of  air;  adequate  outlet;  proper  mois- 
ture or  humidity;  proper  temperature;  dust 
control  and  air  cleaning. 

Now,  as  the  proper  temperature  of  our 
homes  is  68°  F.,so  the  proper  relative  humi- 
dity ranges  from  42-46%.  When  the  mois-

FROM        GEORGIAN        TO       VICTORIAN 

Some  Strange  Phenomena  of  Fashion  in  American  Houses  as  Sho-ioti  in 

the  Works  of  Asher  Benjamin  and  Minard  Lafever

A  RATHER  peculiar  thing  happened  to 
houses  in  this  country  during  the  first 
fifty  years  of  the  last  century.  It  was  as 
though  a  breeze  had  blown  a  cloud  of  vaga- 
bond seeds  into  the  trim  beds  of  a  garden 
filled  with  Pinks  and  Phlox  and  Colum- 
bine ;  and  it  was  as  though  the  gardener  had 
found  these  strange  seeds  (when  in  due 
season  they  grew  and  flowered)  a  sort  of 
weird  relief  from  his  long  familiar  fa- 
vorites, and  had  turned  his  attention  to 
their  cultivation  at  the  expense  of  those 
previous  perennials. 

For  in  a  way  it  was  as  though  the  time 
of  the  Colonies  had  been  a  trim  delightful 
o-arden  of  architecture,  with  the  phantom 
of  Christopher  Wren  still  fluttering  about 
its  borders  of  rooms  and  doorways,  seeming 
to  guide  in  a  sunnily  vaporous  fashion  neat 
and  graceful  arrangements  of  warm  red 
brick  and  cool  white  woodwork.  And  while 
nothing  lovelier  has  since  bloomed  in 
America  (nor  it  is  likely  ever  shall),  the 
phenomenon  of  fashion  and  change  is  a  so 
common  occurrence  in  all  aflfairs  of  life 
that  no  one  of  the  world  will  wonder  that 
people  began  to  prefer  outlandish  things, 
because  they  were  new,  to  even  quite  beau- 
tiful things  which  had  worn  out  their  wel- 
come. 

So,  it  may  not  have  been,  after  all,  such 
a  very  peculiar  thing  to  have  happened — 
this  revolution  in  taste  which  from  being 


barely  noticeable  in  1  <S00  had  become  over- 
whelming by  the  Fifties.  Still,  there  were 
men  like  Jefferson,  in  Virginia,  and  Bul- 
finch,  in  Boston,  who  were  architects  in 
spirit  as  well  as  practice  and  who  must  have 
felt  the  beauty  of  that  fine  tradition  of 
the  1 8th  Century,  recognized  its  tender, 
robust  possibilities,  and  cared  that  it  might 
remain  healthily  alive  as  though  it  were  a 
bed  of  trimly  flourishing  Pinks  and  Phlox 
and  Columbine.  At  least,  either  of  these 
two  men,  if  any  at  the  moment  had  been 
able,  could  have  kept  the  Georgian  spirit 
ascendant  in  American  architecture.  Per- 
haps, however,  it  was  doomed  to  die;  to  be 
smothered  out  of  existence  by  a  crop  of 
rank  invaders,  and  perhaps  even  these  two 
brilliant  amateurs  would  have  failed  in  an 
attempt  to  preserve  it,  howsoever  powerful 
their  inclinations. 

At  any  rate,  neither  one  tried.  What  they 
■did  do  was  to  turn  their  hands  to  architec- 
ture with  a  capital  A.  This  had  never  been 
done  before  in  America,  for  the  Colonies 
had  been  content  with  a  colloquial  render- 
ing of  the  English  Renaissance,  which  was 
a  style  altogether  sympathetic  to.  the  tastes 
and  abilities  of  their  carpenter  craftsmen ; 
and  as  it  had  never  before  been  considered 
that  ambition  was  an  essential  ingredient 
of  beauty,  the  nearest  approach  to  grandeur 
that  the  Colonies  had  produced  was  a  public 
building  or  so,  like  Independence  Hall  and 


a  dozen  or  more  rather  magnificent  manor 
houses  like  Whitehall  and  Westover.  But 
as  our  national  pride  swelled,  such  modesty 
could  no  longer  accommodate  it.  Jefferson 
remembered  that  Rome,  too,  had  been  a 
young  republic,  and  it  was  only  the  matter 
of  a  moment  to  convince  himself  that  this 
identification  more  than  justified  the  adop- 
tion of  her  architecture.  After  Washington 
he  was  our  most  popular  figure  in  the  early 
days  of  the  nation,  and  as  such  his  influence 
could  be  felt  as  plainly  as  a  change  in  tem- 
perature. He  was  essentially  a  statesman, 
but  he  had  a  passion  for  architecture  which 
can  be  compared  only  with  the  passion,  let 
us  say,  some  great  financiers  have  for  col- 
lecting postage  stamps.  He  approached  the 
profession  as  a  man  of  taste  and  as  a  scholar 
but  not  as  a  great  original  artist.  His  Mont- 
icello  is  rather  poor  Palladio,  though  it  must 
he  said  that  his  University  of  Virginia  as  it 
stands  today,  mellow  and  mossy  with  age, 
is  a  piece  of  Classic  design  as  satisfying  in 
"quality"  as  any  to  be  seen  in  the  United 
States. 

But  the  object  here  is  neither  Jefferson 
nor  Bulfinch;  it  is  to  show  the  downfall, 
the  crumbling,  or  whatever  could  be  called 
the  eccentric  misbehaviour,  of  taste  in  the 
first  fifty  years  of  the  19th  Century.  There 
are  many  points  of  view  from  which  to 
watch  this  ill-fated  parade,  but  to  choose

MEMORIALS       FOR      TOWN      BETTERMENT 

How  Monuments  in  Memory  of  Fa?nous  Persons  and  Historical  Incidents 
May  Be  of  Real  Service  to  the  Community 


THE  ending  of  the  war  was  the  signal 
for  a  season  of  memorials,  and  it  is 
pleasant  to  observe  with  what  finer  reuse 
of  beauty  and  fitness  than  was  the  practice 
on  previous  similar  occasions  these  testi- 
monials have  been  planned  and  executed. 
It  was  natural  that  the  Civil  War,  ending 
when  it  did,  should  have  inspired  an  enor- 
mous number  of  monuments  and  statues, 
dedicated  with  howsoever  deep  devotion, 
but  of  dubious  artistic  merit;  and  so  it  is 
natural  now  that  this  being  a  far  more  for- 
tunate era  for  the  fine  arts  than  that  earlier 
one  of  the  sixties  and  seventies,  our  modern 
memorials  should  brighten  rather  than 
darken  the  land. 

We  have  done  more  than  improve  our 
designs;  we  have  so  widened  the  scope  of 
architecture  in  this  field  that  a  memorial 
need  no  longer  be  merely  a  shaft,  or  some 
sculptured  device  on  a  suitable  base,  but 
may  take  almost  any  form  from  a  tablet 
to  a  temple.  We  have  discovered  that  too 
many  statues  and  monuments  have  been 
set  up  only  to  be  forgotten;  for  only  the 
truly  great  ones  and  the  spectacular  ones 


(and  it  must  be  admitted  that  only  a  com- 
parative few  can  be  really  great  or  spectac- 
ular) continue  to  beautify  and  enliven 
their  surroundings. 

We  can  honor  and  preserve  the  memory 
of  a  person  or  an  event  with  just  as  much 
dignity  and  devotion  by  building  a  memo- 
rial library,  a  commimity  house,  a  civic  hall, 
a  playground  shelter,  a  drinking  fountain 
even,  as  we  can  by  erecting  a  statue  or  a 
cenotaph.  For  the  usefulness  of  any  one  of 
these  structures  can  only  heighten  its  me- 
morial value.  The  fact  that  it  embraces  the 
life  of  a  community  in  a  pleasant,  practical 
way  gives  it  a  permanent  vigor  and  signif- 
icance which  cannot  for  long  be  the  at- 
tributes of  a  mediocre  monument. 

Any  moniunent  that  hopes  to  live  on  its 
esthetic  appeal  alone  must  be  the  product  of 
something  very,  very  close  to  genius.  The 
mere  fact  that  it  is  abstract  architecture  or 
a  fair  piece  of  sculpture  will  no  more  suf- 
fice than  would  the  name  Mischa  or  Jascha, 
and  even  a  certain  resemblance,  give  to  any 
fiddler  the  power  of  an  Elman  or  a  Heifetz. 
A   monument  of  this  sort  is  a  solo  per- 


former, and  the  part  cannot  be  played  by 
someone  from  the  orchestra.  And  yet  when 
the  part  is  played  by  a  virtuoso  the  effect  is 
unforgettable — which  is  what  makes  cer- 
tain things,  like  that  gigantic  Obelisk  in 
Washington,  so  thrilling,  and  others  like 
the  Lutyens  Cenotaph  in  London,  so  beau- 
tiful and  moving. 

In  a  later  installment  of  the  Town 
Betterment  series  a  group  of  small  memo- 
rial buildings  will  be  shown,  together  with 
some  of  the  finest  small  monuments  that 
have  recently  been  done.  In  this  issue,  we 
are  concerned  with  what  may  be  called 
intermediate  types — memorials  which  are 
neither  buildings  for  a  special  purpose  nor 
monuments  of  purely  abstract  architecture 
or  sculpture. 

One  of  the  most  delightful  examples  of 
this  type,  and  one  well  suited  for  many 
situations,  is  the  design  shown  at  the  top 
of  the  page.  Here  a  pergola,  with  its  pair  of 
curving  benches,  forms  the  background 
and  embrasure  of  the  plot  itself.  Maples, 
Cedars,  Rhododendrons  and  a  clipped  ever- 
green hedge  provide  a  deep  and  shady  foil

for  the  simple  white  archi- 
tecture, and  a  long  path  of 
flagstones,  laid  in  a  regular 
pattern,  makes  the  approach 
to  it  an  open  lawn.  The 
whole  thing  is  so  modest  in 
scale  and  treatment  and  so 
softened  hy  thoughtful 
planting  that  it  is  as  charm- 
ing as  a  cjuiet  garden,  and 
just  as  inviting.  It  shows 
with  how  little  effort  and 
confusion,  and  at  what 
comparatively  small  ex- 
pense, a  dignified  memorial 
can  be  made  which  would 
add  to  the  loveliness  and 
interest  of  any  park,  how- 
soever large  or  small. 

The  same  might  be  said 
for  the  monument  shown 
on  this  page,  which  has 
been  planned  along  some- 
what similar  lines.  In  place 
of  a  ]iergola,  two  sculp- 
tured figures  arc  in  this 
instance  the  focal  point  of 
the  design.  The  semi-circu- 
lar stone  seat  will  soon  be 
shaded  bv  the  young  Oaks 


T/ie  pleasant  approach  to 
the  Coykendall  memorial 
is  a  splendid  suggestion  as 
to  hoiv  similar  edifices  may 
be  merged  into  park  and 
playground  schemes 
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that  have  been  placed  be- 
hind it,  and  evergreen  trees 
and  shrubs  will  form  an 
eflrective  background.  The 
importance  of  shade  and 
abundant  foliage  cannot 
be  overestimated  in  connec- 
tion with  memorials  of 
this  sort,  for  they  not  only 
bring  out  the  beauty  of 
sculpture  and  architecture 
but  make  of  the  spot  a  pleas- 
ant place  to  visit.  And  in 
almost  every  case  it  will  be 
found  the  wiser  plan  to  use 
a  few  large-sized  trees  than 
to  wait  many  years  for  the 
full  development  of  even 
a  great  number  of  the 
smaller  ones. 

The  Dudley  Memorial 
o-ates  at  Harvard,  which 
are  shown  above,  are  an- 
other example  of  this  inter- 
mediate type.  These  partic- 
ular gates  have  been 
designed  to  harmonize  with 
the  architecture  of  the  col- 
lege buildings,  and  for

The  exhibition  of  photographs 
showing  the  work  of  the  members  of 
this  Club  held  recently  at  the  Grand 
Central  Art  Galleries  in  New  York 
City,  revealed  in  a  remarkable  man- 
ner how  great  has  been  the  progress 
in  interior  decorative  art  during  the 
last  twenty  years.  Not  only  was  the 
amount  of  work  astonishing,  and  the 
character  stimulating,  but  it  was  also 
apparent  that  the  high  standard  which 
has  been  consistently  followed  by  this 
club  justly  places  the  work  of  its 
members  in  the  strictly  professional 
class.  These  photographs  represented 
technical  skill  in  the  various  ramifi- 
cations that  constitute  the  profession 
of  interior  decoration — a  skill  vastly 
removed  from  the  ability  to  throw  a 
few  pretty  colors  together  or  make  an 
attractive  pair  of  curtains.  There  was 
apparent  the  finish  which  comes  only 
from  sound  knowledge  and  long 
training. 

True,  we  have  been  seeing  the 
work  of  these  leaders  in  just  such 
magazines  as  this  for  a  good  many 
years,  but  this  exhibition  was  the  first 
public  showing  of  it  eit  masse.  It 
served  to  accentuate  the  fact  of  how 
completely  our  ideas  of  furnishing 
have  changed  during  the  past  decade 
and  how  completely  these  professional 
workers  are  filling  the  present  needs 
with    their    sane    ad\'ice    and    sound 


artistry.  It  also  proved  that  these 
women,  representing  much  of  the  fin- 
est decorative  work  that  is  being  done 
in  this  country  today,  have  earned 
the  right  to  the  title  of  artist.  They 
are  artists  of  the  interior  of  a  room 
in  precisely  the  same  sense  that  the 
architect  is  artist  of  the  construction. 

These  are  the  people  you  and  I 
engage  to  plan  and  carry  out  the  in- 
terior furnishings  of  our  rooms.  Why 
do  we  employ  a  decorator?  For  econ- 
omy, mainly,  as  it  means  the  saving 
of  time,  worry  and,  in  the  end,  money. 
The  architect  buys  better  than  the 
client  because  he  knows  the  market 
and  can  tell  with  surety  which  items 
will  best  lend  themselves  to  the  pre- 
determined scheme.  The  decorator 
can  do  the  same  for  us  inside  of  the 
house.  We  see  details;  she  sees  the 
whole  effect.  We  guess  how  the  cur- 
tains will  look;  she  knows.  We  try 
to  save  fifteen  dollars  on  a  point 
where  it  would  be  wisdom  to  pay 
four  tiines  that  amount  to  avoid  re- 
penting for  ever  after.  And  last,  but 
by  no  means  least,  the  decorator 
knows  how  to  lift  an  uninteresting, 
though  perhaps  comfortable  room, 
into  a  place  equally  delightful  in  its 
comfort  and  vastly  more  pleasing 
from    the    standpoint    of    decoration. 

It  is  false  saving  not  to  use  a  dec- 
orator when  one  considers  how  ex- 
perience and  training  can  save  both 
time  and  money,  and  how  completely 
the  skill  of  the  experienced  worker  is 
necessary  to  interpret  our  individual 
requirements.  Mistakes  are  always 
costly  and  poor  judgment  is  never  an 
economy.  Even  if  the  problem  seems 
to  be  simple,  it  is  well  to  consider  the 
fact  that  here  is  a  body  of  people  who 
have  been  willing  to  make  a  large 
investment  of  their  own  timo  and 
money  in  training  and  study  in  order 
that  they  might  efficiently  take  over 
the  problems  of  others  and  handle 
them  with  knowledge,  fairness,  and 
the  skill  necessary  to  insure  genuine 
distinction.

In  a  letter  to  the  Reverend  William 
Cole,  written  March  6,  1780,  Horace 
Walpole  says:  "Mr.  Pennicott  has 
shown  me  a  most  curious  and  delight- 
ful picture.  It  is  Rose,  the  Royal  gar- 
dener, presenting  the  first  pine-apple 
raised  in  England  to  Charles  II.  They 
are  in  a  garden,  with  a  view  of  a 
good  private  house,  such  as  there  are 
several  at  Sunberry  and  about  Lon- 
don. It  is  by  far  the  best  likeness  of 
the  King  I  ever  saw;  the  countenance 
cheerful;  good-humoured,  and  very 
sensible.  He  is  in  brown,  lined  with 
orange,  and  many  black  ribbons,  a 
large  flapped  hat,  dark  wig,  not  tied 
up  nor  yet  bushy,  a  point  cravat,  no 
waistcoat,  a  tasselled  handkerchief 
hanging  from  a  low  pocket.  The 
whole  is  of  smaller  landscape  size, 
and  extremely  well  coloured,  with 
perfect  harmony.  It  was  a  legacy 
from  London ;  grandson  of  him  who 
was  partner  of  Wise." 

The    Reverend    William    Pennicott 
presented  this  picture  to  Walpole,  and 


in  the  catalog  of  Walpole's  treasures 
at  Strawberry  Hill,  we  read  that  "the 
house  seems  to  be  Dawney  (Dorney) 
Court,  near  Windsor,  the  villa  of  the 
Duchess  of  Cleveland,"  and  the  piece 
described  as  "probably  by  Dankers," 
(Hendrik  Danckertz  or  Dankerts), 
a  Dutch  artist  employed  by  Charles  II. 
This  picture  finally  came  into  pos- 
session of  Sir  Philip  Sassoon,  M.  P. 
There  are  two  other  versions  of  it: 
one  in  the  possession  of  the  Queen, 
and  the  other  in  the  collection  of  the 
Earl  of  Dysart  at  Ham  House,  Peter- 
sham. 

An  entry  in  John  Evelyn's  Diary 
for  August  9,  1661,  would  indicate 
the  year  165  7  as  that  in  which  the 
Pineapple  was  introduced  into  Eng- 
land. August  19,  1668  he  wrote:  "I 
saw  the  magnificent  entrie  of  the 
French  Ambassador  Colbert,  received 
in  the  Banqueting  House.  I  had  never 
seene  a  richer  coach  than  that  in  which 
he  came  in  to  White-hall.  Standing

THE  RETURN   OF  THE   FRUIT   PIECE

by  His  Majesty  at  dinner  in  the  Pre- 
sence, there  was  of  that  rare  fruit 
call'd  King-Pine,  growing-  in  the 
Barbados  and  the  West  Indies,  the  first 
of  them  I  had  ever  seene.  His  Majesty 
having  cut  it  up,  was  pleas'd  to  give 
me  a  piece  off  his  owne  plate  to  taste 
of,  but  in  my  opinion  it  falls  short 
to  those  vanishing  varieties  of  deli- 
ciousness  describ'd  in  Capt.  Ligon's 
'History,'  and  others;  but  possibly  it 
might,  or  certainly  was  much  impair'd 
in  coming  so  far.  It  has  yet  a  grate- 
ful acidity,  but  tasts  more  like  the 
quince  and  melon  than  of  any  other 
fruite  he  mentions." 

While  the  "John  Rose  Presenting  a 
Pine-Apple  to  King  Charles  II"  paint- 
ing in  Queen  Mary's  possession,  (now 
in  Kensington  Palace,  I  believe),  is 
not  strictly  a  fruit-piece  of  the  sort 
which  I  have  mentioned  as  going  out 
of  fashion  but  to  come  in  again,  it 
has,  as  an  antecedent,  connection  with 
the  pineapple  fruit-piece  shown  on 
page   128. 

In  Samuel  Pepy's  day  fruit-pieces 
were  fashionable,  and  he  seems  to 
have  liked  them  as  much  as  he  seems 
not  to  have  cared  for  landscapes. 
March  23,  1665-1666  we  find  in  his 
Diary  this  entry:  "Anon  comes  my 
wife  and  Mercer  and  little  Tooker, 
and  having  done  with  me,  we  all  to 
a  picture  drawer's  hard  by,  Hales 
carrying  me  to  see  some  landskipps  of 
a  man's  doing.  But  I  do  not  like  any 
of  them,  save  only  a  piece  of  fruit, 
which  indeed  was  very  fine."  I  have 
often  wondered  if  a  fruit-piece  was 
among  the  pictures  referred  to  by 
Pepys  in  his  early  entry, — "Came  Mr. 
Savill  with  the  pictures,  and  we  hung 
them  up  in  our  dining-room.  It  comes 
now  to  appear  very  handsome  with  all 
my  pictures."  Certainly  Pepy's  Eng- 
land did  not  lack  for  still-life  sub- 
jects for  the  horticultural  limner. 
We  can  get  an  idea  of  the  models  an 
English  garden  would  furnish  as  early 
as  1612  from  Peacham's  Emblems: 

"The   Persian   Peach,  and    fruitful 
Quince; 
And  there  the  forward  Almond  grew, 

With    Cherries    knowne    no    long 
time  since ; 
The  Winter  Warden,  orchard's  pride; 


The  Philibert  that  loves  the  vale, 
And  red  Queen-apple,  so  envide 

Of  school-boies,  passing  the  pale." 

The  Dutch  painters  of  the  17th 
Century  were  masters  in  still-life 
painting.  The  practical  Hollander 
took  definite  satisfaction  in  food  and 
in  flowers.  Tulips  or  tripe,  (or  both), 
seemed  worthy  the  artist's  brush;  fish 
or  Figs,  Grapes  or  grouse  inspired 
his  brush.  There  is  nothing  much  love- 
lier than  a  beautiful  flower-piece  by 
Jan  Da\idsz  de  Heem,and  many  Dutch 
fruit-pieces  of  the  century  are  as  love- 
ly. In  the  old  Dutch  fruit-pieces  il- 
lusive reproduction  of  actual  textures 
was  not  attempted,  or  if  it  was,  mer- 
cifully fell  just  short  of  it,  thus  pro- 
ducing art  as  against  artifice.  The 
French  painter,  Chardin  (1699- 
1779),  arrived  at  more  "luscious"  a 
quality  in  his  painting  of  fruit,  but 
this  quality  in  his  color  did  not  desert 
that  particular  harmony  which  true 
art  determines  to  preserve.  Perhaps 
French  fruit-painting  may  be  said  to 
have  culminated  with  Vollon  (l833- 
1900),  although  we  have  to  reckon 
with  Paul  Cezanne  (1839-1905)  and 
his  modernity. 

Within  the  past  year  I  have  seen 
in  antique-shops  and  in  picture-shops 
in  America,  in  England  and  on  the 
Continent  fruit-pieces  of  interest  and 
beauty  well  deserving  places  on  one's 
walls,  paintings  which  were  not  held 
at  prohibitive  prices  by  the  dealers, 
although  I  hasten  to  remark  that  I 
failed  to  find  a  de  Heem  lurking 
around  ready  to  give  itself  up  for  a 
guinea,  a  guilder,  or  a  golden  eagle. 
Still,  the  collectors'  realm  is  eternally 
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Of  the  painters  of  fruit-pieces  in 
the  17th  Century,  the  members  of  the 
Dutch  de  Heem  family  take  front 
rank,  as  likewise  they  do  in  flower- 
pieces.  It  used  to  be  the  fashion  to 
attribute  all  the  early  17th  Century 
Dutch  fruit-pieces  to  Jan  Davidsz  de 
Heem,  son  of  David  de  Heem  the 
Elder.  But  there  were  two  more 
Davids  in  the  de  Heem  family,  and 
three  who  bore  the  name  of  Jan ; 
all  were  painters,  and  all  appear  to 
have  painted  fruit-pieces.  We  know

little  of  the  elder  de  Heem,  but  there 
is  a  very  fine  picture  by  him  in  the 
National  Gallery  in  London,  a  pyra- 
mid of  three  oysters,  a  blood  orange 
and  various  fruits  and  flowers,  and, 
below,  a  snail.  It  is  painted  on  wood, 
measuring  only  13/4  x  9/4  inches. 

Jan  Davidsz  de  Heem  was  born  in 
Utrecht  in  1606  and  died  in  Leyden 
in  1684-.  He  was  so  successful  and 
so  popular  that  his  works  commanded 
extraordinary  and  even  exorbitant 
prices.  His  purse  was  kept  filled  by  ad- 
mirers of  nature  morte  pieces,  while 
these  same  "connoisseurs"  left  Ver- 
meer  and  Rembrandt  to  starve!  Ac- 
cording to  Sandrart,  he  went  to  live 
in  Antwerp  because  there  he  could 
obtain  finer  and  rarer  specimens  of 
the  fruits  he  so  loved  to  paint.  It  is 
characteristic  of  his  painting  that 
some  particularly  bright  bit  of  color 
is  placed  in  every  dark  space  of  his 
pictures,  the  yellow  ear  of  corn  be- 
ing a  particular  favorite  with  him. 
I  suppose  the  Dutch  of  de  Heem's 
day  whetted  their  appetites  with  his 
fruit-pieces,  and  thus  originated  the 
popularity  of  such  pictures  for  din- 
ing-room walls,  a  popularity  that  last- 
ed until  it  was  declared  inelegant  to 
be  hungry,  ignoble  to  neglect  Pha- 
raoh's Horses  and  enjoy  Emilie  Prev- 
er's  Plums. 

De  Heem  delighted  in  minute  de- 
tail,— a  dewdrop  or  a  Pomegranate, 
each  was  rendered  with  complete 
fidelity  to  Nature,  and  to  a  Raspberry 
or  a  snail  he  appeared  to  give  as  much 
attention  as  another  painter  might 
have  given  to  a  portrait.  I  can  imag- 
ine the  futurist  considering  it  all  a 
lost  labor  of  unworthy  love,  but  at 
least  .'Apples  in  painting  were  not 
then  given  the  form  of  crippled  and 
decrepit  tin  cans.  There  is  a  splendid 
honesty  and  a  splendid  integrity  about 
the  oldtime  fruit-pieces  by  the  Dutch 
masters  and  the  best  of  their  followers 
that  is  soothing  to  those  who  have 
suffered  much  from  the  new  art  of 
this  20th  Century  of  experimental 
merry-go- rounding. 

i)i:  uiim's  pupils 

The  smaller  works  of  de  Heem  are 
liis  best.  Perhaps  in  the  larger  ones 
liis  pupils  may,  now  and  then,  have 
had  a  hand;  at  any  rate  these  larger 
pieces  are  "ot  so  successful.  De  Heem 
luid  many  pupils.  Among  them  were 
his  sons,  Davidsz,  Jan  and  Cornells, 
and  Abraham  Mignon  (1639-1697). 
In  the  paintings  by  Cornelis  de  Heem 
we  find  a  greater  breadth  in  handling 
than  in  the  paintings  by  his  fatiier, 
yet  they  lack  the  brilliant  quality  of 
style  exhibited  by  Jan  Davidsz. 

There    is   a    very   important    fiuit- 


piecc  by  Franz  Snyders  (1579-1657), 
"The  Fruit  Woman,"  to  be  seen  in  the 
Prado  in  Madrid.  It  is  an  interesting 
and  characteristic  work,  and  it  is  a 
relief  to  find  in  it  that  Snyders  could 
turn  from  his  torn  stags  and  torn 
hounds  to  such  harmless  and  palatable 
subjects  as  this,  depicting  a  large  long 
table,  covered  with  a  red  cloth,  on 
which  repose  plates  of  Delftware  con- 
taining a  variety  of  fruit  and  also 
a  large  basket  filled  to  o\-erflowing, 
while  a  parrot  perching  on  one  of 
the  fruit  twigs  is  nipping  at  a  cluster 
of  white  Cherries.  At  the  extreme 
light  is  a  monkey  resting  one  paw  on 
a  dish  of  Cherries  and  with  the  other 
holding  a  Carnation  whose  fragrance 
i-'eems,  for  the  moment,  to  entertain 
him.  Standing  back  of  the  table,  is  a 
well-dressed  woman  who  has  just 
placed  a  gilt  dish  of  Figs  on  the  board 
before  her.  Artichokes,  Plums,  Melons 
and  other  fruits  are  skillfully  disposed 
on  the  table.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  fruit-pieces  to  be  seen  in 
the  galleries  of  Europe. 

OlHI  R,   DUTCH    PAINTERS 

Willem  Kalf  (c.  1622-169  3)  is 
another  Dutch  painter  whose  work  in 
still-life  is  remarkable.  In  the  Rijks- 
museum  in  .'Vmsterdam  is  one  of  his 
finest  fruit-pieces,  a  painting  of  a 
golden  ewer,  a  tall  Venetian  glass  and 
a  Delft  dish  of  Lemons  and  Oranges. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
fruit-pieces  ever  painted.  Fortunately 
excellent  reduced-size  reproductions 
in  full  color  of  this  and  of  some  of 
de  Heem's  fruit-pieces  may  be  obtain- 
ed in  the  Seeman  Prints,  published  in 
Leipzig,  but  obtainable  in  .'Vmerican 
art-shops. 

Three  other  and  later  Dutch  paint- 
ers of  fruit-pieces  may  here  be  men- 
tioned, Jan  van  Os  T 1744-1 808), 
who  was  also  a  poet,  his  son,  Geor- 
gius  Jacobus  Johannes  \an  Os  ('1782- 
1861)  and  P.  T.  van  Brussels  (l754- 
1795).  This  by  no  means  includes  all 
the  names  of  the  Dutch  painters  of 
note  who  have  given  particular  at- 
tention to  the  painting  of  fruit-pieces. 

In  our  own  day  Cezanne  and  his 
followers  found  the  painting  of  fruit 
an  absorbing  problem.  Their  works 
are  well  represented  in  .American  col- 
lections, both  private  and  public.  One 
of  Cezanne's  most  important  fruit- 
pieces  is  in  the  Helen  Busch  Memorial 
Collection  in  the  Chicago  .\rt  Insti- 
tute, "La  Borbeille  de  Pommes." 
Childe  Hassam,  Sigurd  Skov  and 
many  other  20th  Century  artists  have 
shown  us  that  true  beauty  can  be 
developed  in  the  fruit-piece  and  have 
also  shown  us  with  what  reason  we 
:hould  welcome  its  return. 
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For  Gifts  That  Brides  Will  Treasure  :  :  Solid  silver  expresses 
finely  the  sense  jor  socicil  tradition.  As  the  gift  for  the  bride,  it  brings  the  amenity  of  other 
days,  with  all  the  fine  associations  that  go  ivith  ujhite  napery  and  crystal,  candles,  floivers  and 
gracious  hospitality. 

From  parents  the  bride  usuall)'  receives  a  chest  of  silver  flatware,  planned  to  accord  ivith 
her  needs.  For  the  house  which  requires  somewhat  more  of  dignity  and  ceremonial,  solid  silver 
hollowware  should  be  added.

wines  for  dinners  and  the  exorbitant 
prices  of  the  hair  dressers,  the  rivalry 
in  house  furnishings  and  the  keen 
competition  in  carriages,  strained  the 
credit  of  many  a  substantial  citizen. 
Then,  as  now,  New  York  was  Vanity 
Fair — its  dinner  tables  scintillating 
with  silver  and  silver-tongued  con- 
versationalists all  the  way  from  that 
of  Burr  at  Richmond  Hill  to  that  of 
Philip  Hone  on  Broadway  in  the 
Thirties. 

Passing  on  to  Boston  and  the  older 
towns  of  New  England,  we  note  a 
little  more  conservatism  in  the  com- 
petitions of  Vanity  Fair,  with  more 
houses  built  to  live  in  rather  than  to 
entertain  in,  with  fewer  of  the  exotic 
luxuries  and  more  of  the  home  made 
comforts,  with  less  wealth  and  more 
general  culture.  One  need  but  saunter 
through  the  historic  streets  of  these 
old  cities  to  understand  that  these 
people,  too,  had  mastered  the  art  of 
living,  for  the  houses  still  stand,  mel- 
lowed into  romance  by  age  and  mem- 
ories. A  little  less  ostentation,  a  little 
more  emphasis  on  the  cultural  side,  a 
little  more  sobriety  in  entertaining,  the 
library  a  bit  more  important  and  the 
ballroom  a  little  less  so.  Here  we  find 
a  greater  number  of  pretentious  homes 
in  the  small  towns — like  that  of  Fisher 
Ames  at  Dedham. 

THE    SOUTHERN    ARISTOCRACY 

But  let  us  hurry  South.  The  tourist 
riding  through  this  section  during  the 
first  forty  years  found  ample  compen- 
sation for  the  wicked  roads  in  the 
princely  hospitality  of  the  plantation 
houses  of  the  aristocracy  in  Virginia 
and  South  Carolina.  Not  all  of  these 
were  as  romantic  as  they  sounded  in 
the  distance,  for  all  planters  with  an 
army  of  slaves  were  not  "gentlemen", 
and  many  a  porticoed  veranda  prom- 
ised more  than  was  found  within. 
Many  of  these  mansion  houses  were 
the  last  word  in  stateliness  and  taste, 
and  symbolized  a  real  aristocracy  of 
combined  wealth  and  culture.  Libra- 
ries of  well-thumbed  classics,  furni- 
ture fresh  from  Paris  and  London, 
with  some  of  early  American  design- 
ing, great  dining  halls  with  tables 
sparkling  with  silver  and  china,  and 
on  the  walls  portraits  of  patrician- 
featured  men  and  beautiful  men  and 
beautiful  patrician  women  bearing  the 
signatures  of  well  known  artists.  "The 
finest  house  in  America"  was  that  of 
Jefferson  on  a  Virginia  hilltop,  reach- 
ed by  a  well  worn  path — a  house  de- 
signed by  its  versatile  master  and 
noted  for  the  artistry  of  its  outlines 
and  the  rare  beauty  of  its  interior. 
There  was  more  than  a  touch  of  Old 
England  in  the  Virginia  of  those  days 
with  its  fox-hunting,  high-living 
country  gentlemen,  its  open  houses,  its 
reminiscences  of  the  golden  days  of 
chivalry. 

To  find  Southern  aristocracy  in 
full  flower  it  was  necessary  to  push 
on  to  Charleston,  for  nowhere  else 
was  it  quite  so  exclusive  and  elegant 
as  in  the  Palmetto  State.  Woe  there  to 
the  man  "in  trade",  or  he  who  walked 
in  the  quaint,  quiet  streets  because 
of  the  lack  of  carriage,  or  who  ap- 
peared as  a  stranger  without  the  best 
of  social  credentials.  There  the  town 


houses  imposing  and  romantic,  sat  bat 
with  an  air  of  aloofness,  with  the 
exquisite  gardens,  presided  over  h 
proud  ladies  who  imparted  somethin 
of  their  courtly  charm  to  tht 
abodes.  Nowhere  was  the  social  clca\ 
age  more  distinct,  despite  that  Jacobi 
club  that  had  craved  affiliation  wit 
the  "mother  society"  in  Paris.  Hen( 
young  men  of  the  best  families  re;, 
ularly  went  forth  to  their  educatin 
in  European  universities  and  to  mak 
the  "grand  tour",  and  hither  shi| 
brought  back  the  latest  books  froi 
England  and  France,  for  here  cultuiir- 
was  the  blossom  of  wealth.  Th 
through  the  early  days  of  the  Ri 
public,  despite  the  general  crudity  o 
manners  and  the  poverty  of  archite^ 
tural  beauty,  there  was  a  real  aristoc 
racy  that  made  much  of  the  art  o 
living.  The  great  houses  in  city  an 
country  were  veritable  halls  of  ho; 
pitality  to  which  ladles  and  gentl 
men  of  quality  made  their  ways  in  sf 
dan  chairs  or  carriages  or  on  horst 
back.  It  was  possible,  as  one  touri 
found,  to  meet  along  a  road  of  ru' 
and  gullies  in  an  undeveloped  countr 
district  of  South  Carolina,  an  el 
gant  equipage  drawn  by  four  horse 
with  footman,  coachman  and  oui 
riders,  and  with  a  lady  of  fashio 
leaning  back  among  the  cushioi 
while  a  black  slave  coaxed  breezes 
her  cheeks  with  a  fan  that  woul 
have  satisfied  a  coquette  of  the  cou 
of  Louis  XV.  There  was  much  visi 
ing,  and  in  the  cities  a  round  of  diss 
pations.  The  wife  of  Justice  Iredel 
sojourning  in  New  York,  was  drive 
to  a  nervous  frenzy  by  the  imposs: 
bility  of  meeting  all  her  social  obi 
gations.  Did  not  Abigail  Adams  writ 
her  daughter  from  Philadelphia  of  be 
ing  swamped  with  invitatitms,  an 
was  not  Harrison  Gray  Otis,  who  wj 
something  of  a  r'lsgue  beau,  thoug 
married,  dated  a  month  ahead?  Mot 
than  one  fortune  was  wrecked 
hospitality  in  the  early  days, — that  o 
Jefferson  in  Virginia  whose  hill-to 
house  was  never  without  a  guest  an 
often  found  lodging  for  as  many 
forty,  and  that  of  Henry  Knox  in  th 
wilderness  of  Maine  who  often  ei 
tertained  as  many  as  thirty  for  da; 
at  a  time. 

ELABORATE   ENTERTAINING 

It  was  a  period,  these  forty  year 
of  elaborate  dinners  when  the  tabl 
did  literally  groan  under  a  supe 
abundance,  when  the  host  prided  hirr 
self  on  the  quality  and  variety  of  h 
wines  and  liquors,  and  when  convei 
sation  to  suit  every  taste  and  mind  w, 
to  be  found.  All  the  ladies — let 
believe — were  fascinating  and  bea' 
tiful,  but  some  preferred  the  sol 
conversation  to  be  heard  at  Mon 
icello,  and  some  the  rakish  stories  thz 
amused  the  fast  set  at  Mrs.  Binj 
ham's;  and  while  some  could  tal 
political  philosophy  with  Calhoun  i 
Mrs.  Bayard  Smith's  drawing  roon 
others,  quite  as  fashionable,  like  Mr 
Tayloe,  whose  house  still  stands  o 
Lafayette  Square  in  Washingtor 
could  simperingly  inquire  if  Harrid 
Martineau  wrote  "stories"  and  ai 
if  they  were  "pretty".

ENGLISH    COUNTRY    COTTAGES 
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WITH  the  gradual  growth  of  our 
large  cities,  space  within  metro- 
politan areas  suitable  for  home  sites 
became  out  of  reach  of  the  great  mass 
of  city  workers.  For  a  time  the  prob- 
lem of  homes  for  these  people  was 
solved  by  the  development  of  huge 
apartment  houses.  Rooms  in  these  were 
so  small,  however,  and  privacy  was 
so  much  at  a  premium,  that  to  obtain 
more  space  many  families  moved  to 
the  suburbs  and  thus  developed  the 
network  of  suburban  communities 
which  can  be  seen  fringing  the  out- 
skirts of  all  of  our  large  cities. 

Life  in  the  suburbs,  where  space 
abounded,  bred  an  interest  in  gardens 
and  in  all  sorts  of  outdoor  life  and  ac- 
tivities, therefore  when  new  homes  were 
contemplated,  architects  were  requested 
to  design  ones  which  would  reflect 
the  spirit  and  the  informality  of  this 
rugged  life. 

For  this  reason  the  English  cottage 
and  small  house  type  of  architecture 
grew  into  favor.  These  old  English 
houses  from  which  their  modern  rep- 
licas were  designed  reflected  their 
surroundings.  They  were  built  of  na- 
tive  materials   witli   local   labor,   and 


so  seem  to  be,  and  in  fact  are,  part 
of  the  landscape  which  they  so  charm- 
ingly grace.  Whether  constructed  of 
half-timber  and  brick  or  entirely  of 
stone,  they  have  a  naturalness  which 
is  the  arrtithesis  of  anything  artificial. 
Because  their  materials  are  sound,  they 
grow  old  gracefully.  Varying  styles 
of  architecture  are  reflected  in  them 
but  in  a  secondary  sort  of  way.  For 
the  past  three  hundred  years  their  out- 
standing features  have  remained  the 
same.  Their  differences  are  purely 
local.  Each  section  of  England  devel- 
oped individual  characteristics  in  its 
domestic  architecture,  although  fun- 
damentally they  are  all  very  similar. 

The  original  cottages  were  quite 
small  and,  accordingly  as  the  needs  of 
their  occupants  grew,  they  were  added 
to.  In  time  many  of  them  grew  be- 
yond the  cottage  stage  and  became 
large  houses.  Additions  were  always 
made  in  the  same  spirit,  although 
many  examples  may  be  found  where 
different  materials  were  used  from 
the  ones  on  the  original  structure.

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record  these  eight  books  make  of  that 
famous  half  century!  For  it  should 
be  known  that  neither  Benjamin  nor 
Lafever  was  nearly  so  adept  at  an 
original  design  as  he  was  clever  at 
reproducing  and  adapting  to  his  own 
purpose  the  (not  always  original)  de- 
signs of  others.  This  was  a  trait  in 
common  with  most  of  the  so-called 
architects  of  the  period,  but  it  had  the 
virtue  of  making  these  books  veritable 
mirrors  of  that  romantic  epoch. 

We  find  Asher  Benjamin  turning 
author  in  the  midst  of  the  Jcffersonian 
period.  But  as  he  was  hardly  moie 
than  a  very  special  type  of  country 
carpenter,  working  along  at  his  trade 
in  the  little  country  towns  of  Mass- 
achusetts, there  was  probably  not  a 
great  deal  he  could  have  known  of 
the  new  idea  of  Classicism  which  was 
springing  up  in  the  few  big  cities  of 
the  land.  At  any  rate,  the  engravings 
in  his  first  book,  T lie  Country-Build- 
er's Assistant,  (Benjamin  at  his  by  far 
most  fascinating),  show  that  he  was 
still  unaware  of  anything  except  Wren 
and  the  Georgian  Colonial  manner. 
In  this  book  he  gives  for  the  benefit 
of  how  many  country  builders  the 
Orders,  a  little  geometry,  pages  of 
crisply  and  gracefully  fashioned  de- 
tails, and  a  few  full  designs  for 
houses  and  churches.  It  lies  within  tlie 
old  tradition,  but  it  has  in  common 
with  all  of  Benjamin's  books  to  come, 
and  all  of  Lafever's,  this  significant 
feature,  that  with  comparatively  few 
exceptions  the  plates  are  beautifully 
drawn.  Of  course,  neither  Benjamin 
nor  Lafever,  whatever  were  their 
capabilities   as   carpenters    or    even    as 


designers,  could  ever  have  done  that. 
They  were  not  immaculate  draftsmen 
in  any  sense  of  the  word,  and  it  is  a 
l)oint  on  which  to  ponder  as  to  how 
mucli  they  owed  to  their  engravers 
the  seeming  loveliness  of  their  line, 
and  even  how  much  they  might  ha\e 
owed  to  them  the  beauty  of  their 
adaptations  and  designs. 

The  Country-Builder's  Assistant 
went  through  several  editions  beyond 
its  first  appearance  in  1797.  After  the 
Greenfield  edition  of  1797,  there  was 
the  Worcester  one  of  1798  and  two 
otiiers  at  Greenfield  again,  in  1800  and 
1805.  This  e\idence  of  a  real  demand 
is  not  the  only  sign  of  its  popularity; 
its  influence  can  be  traced  with  com- 
parative ease  in  many  of  the  surviv- 
ing fragments  of  New  England  coun- 
try architecture  of  its  period.  Benja- 
min must  have  been  encouraged  by  its 
success,  for  in  1806  appeared  The 
American  Builder's  Companion,  and 
in  18  14  The  Rudiments  of  Architec- 
ture. These  two  books,  while  they 
clung,  for  economy's  sake  no  doubt,  to 
many  of  the  plates  in  the  first  vol- 
ume, do  begin  to  stress  the  Classic  idea 
in  their  pages.  Taste  was  running 
away  from  the  Colonial  spirit.  It  was 
getting  farther  and  farther  away  from 
what  men  could  design  with  their 
own  heads  and  hands  and  hearts,  and 
was  becoming  bewitched  by  what  men 
had  done  at  certain  times,  as  long  ago 
as  possible,  and  under  the  most  ap- 
proved circumstances.  That  is  to  say 
it  was  inclined  for  the  moment  to- 
wards Roman  architecture,  not  so 
much  because  of  an  artistic  apprecia-

casi-s  artifices  which  are  best  usctl  tn 
create  cflects  obtained  by  the  old 
houses.  Although  as  a  general  thing 
such  artifices  are  scorned  by  reputa- 
ble architects,  the  advantages  of  mod- 
ern construction  and  the  high  cost  of 
labor  makes  them  advisable. 

The  use  of  solid  timbers  for  half- 
timber  wall  construction  has  been  re- 
jected today  as  being  too  expensive 
and  not  in  accordance  with  modern 
construction.  If  narrow  timbers  are 
applied  correctly,  the  effect  of  half- 
timbering  is  gained. 


The  same  is  true  with  thatch  roofs. 
TJiey  give  a  very  beautiful  effect,  but 
have  been  found  to  be  not  as  satisfac- 
tory in  America  as  in  the  old  country. 
Other  types  of  roofing  have  been  used 
which  simulate  the  picturesque  appear- 
ance of  thatching  but  withstand  the  hot 
sun  and  the  winter's  snow  with  better 
advantage. 

There  are,   however,  many  pitfalls 

in  the  way  of  the  designer  of  modern 

homes    in    the    English    manner.    The 

most   prominent   of   these   is   the   ten-

long  enough  for  a  green  slioot  to  break 
through  the  surface  of  the  earth,  they 
want  to  pull  it  out  further  and  hasten 
the  process.  Aparticular  country  neigh- 
bor of  mine  has  a  household  of  young 
people.  Were  they  interested  in  flow- 
ers? I  asked.  Yes,  but  not  to  any  great 
extent.  What  they  relished  was  a 
brook  nearby,  for  the  brook  meant 
ceasless  action,  and  by  damming  the 
water  a  brook  was  in  a  way  subject 
to  child  will.  Leaves  could  be  floated 
on  its  surface.  And  there  was  always 
a  possibility  that,  if  you  dug  long 
enough  near  the  brook,  another  rill 
might  gush  forth.  To  these  youngsters 
there  was  not  half  the  fun  in  a  gar- 
den that  there  was  in  running  water. 
A  child  has  no  continuous  sense  of 
brooding  mystery,  and  that  is  tlie 
heart  and  soul  of  a  garden,  in  high 
noon   or   in  midnight  nioonliglu. 

tri:asuri;s  in  gardkns 

The  delight  of  a  child  in  a  garden 
is  suddenness.  The  moment  is  a 
precious  thing  for  youth.  There  is 
also  much  to  be  said  for  secrecy.  These 
are  the  elements  I  shall  bear  in 
mind  when  I  plan  my  garden.  And 
the  plan — there's  interest  for  you, 
marking  thereon  the  hidden  trea- 
sures of  flowrs,  the  bend  of  a  path 
which  leads  to  a  host  of  dancing 
Daffodils,  the  trail  of  another  path 
into  the  woods  where  there  is  a 
hidden  bower.  To  wander  through 
the  woods,  across  streams,  past  fallen 
logs,  up  banks  at  slippery  angles, 
through  underbrush,  until  suddenly 
the  way  is  barred  by  a  branch,  and 
one  sees  beyond  a  fairy  circle  of  green 
moss.  Here  it  is  that  one  has  a  ren- 
dezvous with  thrushes.  Such  things 
outside  of  a  formal  garden  are  as 
much  the  life  of  gardening  as  though 
they  were  in  it.  I  like  the  casual  way 
in  which  Poppies  greet  you  every- 
where. If  birds  did  not  scatter  the 
Poppy  seeds,  I  would  furtively  wan- 
der forth  and  plant  them — a  mine  of 
beauty  to  explode  where  least  expect- 
ed. Those  formalists  who  believe  in 
having  everything  just  right  in  a  gar- 
den— banks  of  white,  curves  of  purple 
shaded  as  though  with  a  painter's 
brush — how  startled  they  are  if  strag- 
glers of  orange  or  white  peep  from 
the  forbidden  circle !  In  sequestered 
nooks,  I  would  hide  flowers  to  be 
found.  And  the  child  in  my  house 
should  be  one  of  the  acolytes  to  fol- 
low the  high  priestess  who  attended 
the  flowers.  It  is  the  hour  of  Tulips, 
of  Peonies,  of  Asters — the  child  should 
know  it  by  daily  service  to  the  vases. 

A  garden  should  be  full  of  such 
surprises.  There  should  be  a  wall  in 
it,  because  there  are  so  many  climbing 
things  to  be  planted,  and  children 
have  sympathv  with  climbing  things. 
I  want  a  wall  because  Hollyhocks 
would  not  be  Hollyhocks  without  one 
to  peep  over.  1  want  to  come  sudden- 
ly upon  Lilies-of-the-valley  in  shady 
nooks.  All  of  these  things  should  be 
marked  upon  the  plan,  and  the  plan 
should  be  made  exciting.  I  can  see 
such  a  drawing  framed  as  though  it 
were  an  ancient  map,  and  hung  above 
the  hall  table,  and  the  child  made 
guardian  of  the  vases  that  flank  its 
sides — tall    vases    that    hold    a    single 


flower — like   a    flame    of    life    in 
seasons. 

We  become  unfortunately  oversenti- 
mental  when  we  consider  gardens  and 
children.  We  call  the  latter  our  little 
flowers!  "Come  here,  my  Pansy," 
exclaimed  a  Johnsonian  friend  of 
mine  to  a  small  girl  who  looked  a; 
though  she  had  taken  a  day  off  from 
Queen  Mab's  train.  "I'm  not  a  Pansy," 
she  retorted,  stamping  her  foot,  "they 
are  ugly!"  It  was  her  protest,  not  so 
much  against  Pansies  as  against  false 
sentiment.  Is  there  a  fear  of  ugliness 
in  the  garden?  Not  unless  grown-ups 
sentimentalize.  You  might  just  as  well 
cultivate  a  fear  in  childhood  which 
would  send  them  screaming  through  a 
field  of  Ox-eyed  Daisies! 

I  know  many  who  spend  hours  jilan- 
ning  the  flower  decoration  of  their 
homes.  Yet  they  care  nothing  for 
the  actual  garden.  As  the  seasons  flow 
into  one  another,  you  can  tell  the  fact 
in  the  changes  of  the  co^'erlets:  the 
lilac  rbom,  the  rose  morning  room 
have  blossomed  under  the  decorator's; 
cultivation.  You  peep  from  garden 
flower  curtains,  you  wipe  your  face 
upon  towels  of  arboreal  design.  You 
are  made  to  feel  you  are  in  a  garden 
all  the  time  you  are  in  the  house,  but 
you  are  never  once  invited  to  go  out 
side  and  pick  flowers.  Apple  green 
walls,  with  raspberry  taffeta  on  the 
dressing  table.  There  is  a  perfect 
chorus  of  Houses  that  Bloom  in  the 
Spring,  tra  la.  There  is  thus  great 
thought  given  to  seasonable  interiors, 
But  when  it  comes  to  making  a  gar- 
den appealing  to  childhood,  neither 
you  nor  your  gardener  nor  your  archi- 
tect have  given  a  thought  to  the  mat- 
ter. Never  have  I  found  such  confus- 
ion of  mind  as  on  that  subject,  and  T 
ha\e  asked  and  asked  and  asked  for 
enlightenment.  There  are  those  who 
remember  when  they  were  young  sit- 
ting patiently  on  the  lawn  watching 
the  grass  grow;  one  kindly  old  lady 
declared  that  for  many  mornings  she

o'clocks.  But  nowhere  do  I  find  the 
diary  that  should  be  next  the  guest- 
book,  the  diary  kept  in  childish  hand 
of  things  seen,  the  entry  to  note  the 
arrival  of  the  latest  bud.  Extra,  Ex- 
tra !  !  On  such  a  morn  the  sap  awoke, 
a  live  pulse  stirred  the  Rose  bushes. 
Says  Thoreau  of  February  28,  1861, 
"The  air  was  full  of  bluebirds  yester- 
day." This  is  the  exciting  sense  of  a 
garden  which  should  be  awakened  in 
childhood,  which  is  so  different  from 
the  dreariness  of  learning  a  floral 
motto  for  school. 

Wild  cultivators  of  a  garden  they 
may  be,  but  surely  gentle  observers  of 
a  garden's  beauty.  One  of  my  treas- 
ured stories  as  a  youngster  was  in  Irv- 
ing's  "Knickerbocker  History":  of  that 
Dutch  Governor  who  imagined  his 
Sunflowers  massed  together  as  his 
enemy.  Forth  he  would  go  into  the 
garden  with  his  drawn  sword  and 
mow  them  down,  and  strut  in  bravery. 
How  often  have  I  seen  an  overtall 
plant  in  the  garden,  and  with  a  stick 
have  felled  it  with  accurate  aim. 
How  often  have  I  taken  the  garden 
hose  and  aimed  it  at  a  flaming  red 
blossom  and  deluged  it  to  destruction, 
imagining  it  to  be  a  fire!  Such  antics 
of  childhood  must  be  reckoned  with 
in  a  garden — they  are  not  unnatural 
activities.  For  such  restlessness  beauty 
in  a  garden  is  a  thing  en  passant.  But 
the  more  beauty  one  passes  the  more 
sensitive  one  becomes  to  beauty,  the 
more  considerate  one  becomes.  I  would 
have  children  each  day  place  one 
flower  in  a  vase,  picked  with  an  eye 
to  the  color  of  the  glass.  Then  I  care 
not  how  often  seed  poils  are  popped, 


how  many  Daisies  are  sacrificed  to 
"She  loves  me,  she  loves  me  not," 
how  many  petals  are  shaken,  though 
I  would  rather  that  Violets  and  Rose 
leaves  were  candied  than  wastefuUy 
sacrificed. 

It  is  a  new  subject,  this,  of  chil- 
dren and  gardens,  though  they  have 
been  associated  in  sentimental  minds 
since  flowers  began.  Education  in  the 
garden  is  merely  an  effort  to  shackle 
wild  cultivators — not  a  wise  way  tO' 
ward  love  of  flowers.  The  little  flower 
girl  at  a  wedding  carries  her  basket 
of  feathery  bloom,  but  her  mind  is 
on  the  rosebud  bowlets  on  her  dress. 
She  didn't  "gather  ye  rose  buds  while 
ye  may."  And  I  doubt  whether,  as  you 
sit  at  dinner,  in  the  light  of  napery 
and  delicate  china  and  profusion  of 
cut  flowers,  your  hostess  has  given  a 
thought  to  it.  There  are  Lilies  in  the 
bowl  of  runn^ing  water  at  the  bottom 
of  the  flight  of  stairs;  the  living 
room,  the  dining  room,  each  bedroom 
has  its  quota  from  the  garden.  "How 
thoughtful,"  we  say.  But  the  maid 
has  done  it  all.  The  house  is  well  or- 
ganized. The  garden  is  outside  with 
all  its  wealth  of  beauty.  You  are  even 
told  about  it  and  of  the  prizes  of 
which  the  gardener  is  proud.  Your 
hostess  stands  smiling  to  greet  you. 
Long  stemmed  flowers  are  in  her  arm. 
"I  see  your  garden  is  in  bloom,"  you 
say.  Upstairs  the  child  is  making  a 
house  out  of  the  florist's  box  from  the 
city.  It  is  such  spirit  that  keeps  the 
child  from  understanding  the  real 
flower  garden.  Such  over-cultivated 
society  creates  the  wild  cultivators  of 
which   we  write.

usually  stiff  dining  room.  Let  us 
take  a  small  apartment  where  the  very 
moderately-sized  dining  room  has  the 
usual  center  table,  sideboard  and 
chairs.  The  one  window  in  this  room 
faces  east,  a  window  of  fair  size, 
but  not  recessed  and,  therefore,  not 
spacious  enough  for  a  breakfast  table. 
This  space  can,  however,  accommodate 
two  comfortable,  overstuffed  chairs 
and  a  small  table.  On  the  table,  in  ad- 
dition to  a  bowl  of  flowers,  there 
might  be  smoking  equipment,  there- 
by providing  an  excellent  retreat  in 
which  to  read  the  morning  paper. 
When  not  in  use,  this  friendly  furni- 
ture group  gives  an  added  attraction 
to  the  room. 

One  can  readily  imagine  the  com- 
fort of  a  medium  sized  room  having 
the  usual  complement  of  dining  table 
and  chairs  and,  in  place  of  the  stereo- 
typed sideboard,  a  large  cabinet  suit- 
able for  holding  china  in  the  upper 
part,  its  cupboard  with  projecting 
shelf  in  the  lower  section  doing  the 
duty  of  a  sideboard.  At  one  end  is  a 
bay  window  in  which  is  a  breakfast 
table  commodious  enough  for  a 
family  of  four,  surrounded  by 
a  comfortable  settee  and  two  chairs. 
This  simple  change  from  the  usual 
method  of  furnishing  a  dining  room 
is  enough  to  dispel  anything  approach- 


ing the  customary  set  appearance. 

In  almost  any  of  the  17th  and  18th 
Century  houses  in  Englaml,  one  may 
find  abundant  proof  of  the  efforts 
made  to  avoid  stiff  or  formal  rooms, 
the  formality  generally  hiding  under 
a  mistaken  idea  of  imparting  dignity. 
In  many  of  the  interiors  which  have 
to  be  used  for  state  functions  it  is  not 
unusual  to  find  settees  and  comfort- 
able chairs  placed  near  windows  or 
fireplaces  so  as  to  impart  a  sense  of 
friendliness  and  comfort. 

In  other  similarly  correct  estab- 
lishments secretaries  and  odd  book- 
cases holding  reference  books  and 
old  documents  have  been  met  with. 
Surely  there  is  a  happy  medium  in  this 
all  important  matter  of  giving 
greater  coinfort  and  restfulness  to  our 
guests,  as  well  as  ourselves,  while  in- 
dulging in  the  pleasant  routine  cere- 
mony associated  with  the  serving  of 
food. 

To  sum  up,  whether  one  remains 
in  the  dining  room  after  the  hurried 
meal  or  passes  quickly  on,  the  decora- 
tion of  this  interior  should  suggest 
leisure  and  graceful  living.  Avoid 
stereotyped  pieces  and  arrangements 
and  select  comfortable  furnishings 
that  contain  an  invitation  to  linger 
for  a  time  after  the  real  business  of 
the  meal  is  done.

ture  in  our  rooms  falls  below  this  our 
throats  get  dry  and  our  membranes  be- 
come irritable  and  easy  prey  to  dis- 
integrating- dust  maladies — one  of 
which  is  sinus  trouble. 

Ventilation  is  not  theory;  it  is  a 
fact.  More  exact  experiments  are  be- 
ing made  today  showing  the  evil  ef- 
fects of  bad  air  and  the  good  cfFects 
of  healthy  air  than  probably  in  any 
other  field.  This  is  due  to  the  indoor- 
ness  of  American  life  and  the  under- 
ground building  projects  that  are  in 
progress. 

The  biologists,  doctors,  physicists, 
architects,  psychologists  and  health 
departments  are  united  and  agreed 
that  improper  ventilation  is  the  root 
of  most  health  and  efficiency  prob- 
lems. It  affects  blood  pressure,  bodily 
temperature,  pulse  rate  and  of  course 
the  general  health.  In  New  York 
State  alone,  about  $200,000  a  year  is 
wasted  in  faulty  ventilation.  "If  this 
were  all,"  says  Dr.  C.  E.  A.  Win- 
slow  of  the  Yale  School  of  Medicine 
and  Chairman  of  the  New  York  State 
Ventilation  Commission,  "if  the  harm 
done  by  faulty  theories  of  ventilation 
(and  we  add  "or  no  ventilation") 
were  limited  to  the  pocketbook,  the 
matter  might  be  dismissed  as  one  to 
be  settled  between  public  appropriat- 
ing bodies  and  their  own  consciences." 
And  then  he  goes  on  to  stress  the  fact 
that  health  is  the  main  consideration. 

Ideal  ventilation,  then,  increases  ra- 
diator or  heating  efficiency.  It  must 
be  dependable  every  day  and  all  day, 
summer  and  winter,  fall  and  spring. 
It  must  permit  uniform  distribution 
and  diffusion  of  fresh  air  in  all  parts 
of  the  ventilated  areas.  It  must  work 
without  noise  or  hurricaning.  It  must 
have  with  it  proper  humidity  of  mois- 
ture controls.  It  must  also  be  backed 
by  proper  temperature  control.  It 
should  have  an  air  dust  control  device. 

Where  there  is  poor  circulation  of 
air  and  the  temperature  is  low,  heat 
making  must  be  greater  in  winter. 
Therefore  there  is  a  saving  of  about 
one  third  on  fuel  hills  when  a  house  is 


properly  ventilated.  The  throwing  up.l 
of  windows  to  let  in  cohi  air  wastesi 
millions  of  dollars  in  fuel  yearly.! 
Weatherstrips,  be  it  remembered,  arel 
one  of  the  wisest  accompaniments  of  1 
all  ventilation  projects,  as  are  also 
inter-walls  and  celling  and  roof  in- 
sulation. 

You  will  be  told  that  a  house  ven- 
tilates itself  from  cracks,  windows, ; 
doors  and  so  forth  a  certain  number 
of  times  a  day,  so  you  really  do  not 
need  insulation,  weatherstrips  and 
humidifiers  and  ventilation  installa- 
tions. But,  if  you  were  told  there  is 
enough  heat  in  your  body  to  warm 
your  bed,  you  would  still  install  a 
furnace,  would  you  not.' 

Each  one  of  us  consumes  six  times 
as  much  air  as  food.  Does  it  not  stand 
to  reason  that  such  devourings  should 
be  controlled — or  at  least  cleaned.'' 

Furniture  of  ancient  vintage  can- 
not live  in  steam  heated  homes  and 
rapidly  falls  apart — but  perfectly 
\entilated  and  humidified  air  will  not 
affect  it.  Museums  and  furniture 
houses  know  this  and  have  proper  air 
conditions  for  furniture.  Yet  we  go 
on  suffering  with  throats  and  lungs, 
high   blood   pressures  and  so  forth. 

An  acquaintance  glowed  with  pride 
about  some  furniture  she  had  brought 
here  from  an  old  chateau  in  France. 
Later  we  met  and  asked  her,  "How  is 
the  glorious  furniture.?"  "Gone  to 
pieces,"  quoted  she.  "Ventilate  cor- 
rectly and  save  the  pieces.'"  we  said — 
and  then  elucidated. 

In  a  brick  house  the  air  changes 
about  every  two  hours;  in  an  apart- 
ment the  air  changes  about  twice  a 
day.  This  is  not  enough,  especially  if 
many  human  bits  of  furniture  are 
about. 

Before  building  a  pri\ate  dwelling 
it  should  be  a  part  of  the  bond  to  in- 
clude a  ventilation  system,  as  well  as 
it  is  included  in  banks  and  factories. 
This  would  be  another  factor  of  use- 
fulness of  space,  because  inside  rooms, 
cellars  and  windowless  spaces  could 
then  be  kept  airy  and  healthy.

the  Japanese  do  not  search  for  unu- 
sual or  striking-  materials  as  we  do, 
but  take  flower  branches  and  leaves 
with  which  they  are  intimately  famil- 
iar, and  by  bending-  and  clipping 
work  up  their  twigs  and  berries  until 
they  are  the  delight  of  every  artist 
soul.  They  use  no  poor  flowers,  no 
weak  bases,  or  bends,  but  full,  strong 
curves.  A  fine  curve  of  a  branch  re- 
peating the  curve  of  its  vase  gives  har- 
mony and  pleasure,  but  always  with 
the  necessary  feeling  of  balance,  both 
in  line  and  color.  Straight  leaves  and 
opened  flowers  are  considered  strong 
and  are  placed  near  half-opened 
flowers  or  curled  leaves  which  are  weak, 
while  small  flowers  are  grouped 
in  masses,  and  larger  flowers  are 
used  sparingly  and  are  separated  to  give 
each  its  full  effect.  These  few  may 
be  in  different  states  of  development 
— fully  open,  half  blown  or  in  bud — 
and  are  placed  in  any  position,  even  to 
profiles  or  a  back  turned  to  the  audi- 
ence, if  that  is  the  most  becoming  view. 
You  may  notice  that  I  stress  these  differ- 
ing positions,  for  we  too  often  use 
e\-ery  flower  in  the  same  size  and  age. 

CONSIDER   THE   LIGHT 

It  is  always  wise  to  imagine  where 
your  finished  arrangement  is  to  be 
placed  in  reference  to  the  light.  If  you 
are  doing  it  for  a  dark  hall,  where  the 
light  is  artificial  and  from  above,  all 
the  lower  half  will  be  in  shadow  and 
you  may  wish  to  put  bright  oranges 
or  red  in  these  shadows  to  lighten  the 
dark  place,  or  you  may  place  a  flower 
having  an  exquisite  texture  where 
light  will  come  through  the  petals, 
or  shine  directly  on  them,  to  give  it 
full  color  value.  Often  by  turning 
an  arrangement  from  the  light  you 
throw  a  too  prominent  color  into 
shadow,  and  give  it  all  mystery. 

Strong,  hard  or  dark  color  is  often 
placed  in  front  of  the  stems  at  the 
point,  or  above,  where  the  rim  of  the 
bowl  crosses  the  stems.  In  this  position 
a  flower  or  leaf  will  obstruct  the  view 
into  the  bowl  and  hide  the  many  lines 
of  the  stems,  thereby  focusing  the 
center  of  interest.  Blue,  purple  and 
dark  red  are  often  used  in  this  posi- 
tion as  they  throw  the  rest  of  the 
composition  into  relief,  while  light 
flowers  are  used  at  the  top  where  the 
sun  would  naturally  fall,  to  keep 
the  plan  from  looking  top-heavy. 

Two  great  dangers  into  which 
amateurs  fall  are  overcrowding  and 
making  too  many  centers  of  interest. 

Of  color  there  is  much  to  be  said  and 
much  to  be  written,  and  always  there  are 
experiments  to  be  made.  White,  cream, 
gray  and  greens  are  used  to  pull  un-

and  tliat  with  the  whim  of  nature  in 
forming  the  rocks  and  shells,  rocaille 
sig-nifying  a  mingling  of  water-worn 
rockery  and  shell  forms.  But  through 
all  this  inorganic  and  fantastic  scroll- 
ing emerged  the  more  natural  leaf 
forms  of  the  Acanthus,  which  few 
artists  can  abandon  when  once  their 
pencils  begin  to  dally  with  its  fas- 
cinating possibility  of  scroll  and 
swirl  and  curve.  Because  of  our  in- 
terest in  this  subject  of  the  Acan- 
thus, beloved  of  designers  since  the 
days  of  Greece,  we  actually  grew 
an  Acanthus  plant  and  so  fell  com- 
pletely under  its  spell. 

The  reign  of  Louis  XV  was  the 
era  of  bronze  dore  and  crystal.  We 
find  the  most  beautiful  conceptions 
of  the  period  worked  out  in  these 
materials  and  sold  by  jewelers  as 
precious  things.  Silver  and  gold  were, 
of  course,  used  by  royalty  and  the 
very  rich,  but  artists  of  the  period 
made  some  of  their  most  delightful 
designs  in  cuivre,  copper,  or  bronze 
argente  or  dore,  and  in  crystal.  Steel, 
ornamented  with  bronze  dore,  was 
also  popular.  Some  bougeoirs  were 
exquisite  fantasies,  capriciously  set 
with  brilliants  and  were  much  more 
ornamental  than  practical. 

Porcelain  candlesticks  were  made 
in  the  Chinese  style.  The  mantel  and 
console  table  garnitures  of  the  18th 
Century  doubtless  had  their  inspira- 
tion in  vases,  covered  urns,  and  can- 
dlesticks imported  from  China  at  this 
time.  Their  origin  goes  back  thou- 
sands of  years  to  the  time  when  bronzes 
in  similar  shapes  formed  the  garni- 
ture for  the  altar  in  ancient  Chinese 


worship.  This  idea  of  arranging  orna- 
mental vases,  urns,  or  clock  and  candle- 
sticks to  compose  a  garniture  is  charac- 
teristic of  the  18th  Century  interior. 
The  vogue  for  cuivre  dore  or  ormolu 
mountings  was  carried  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  costly  Chinese  porcelain 
vases  were  elaborately  mounted  with 
base  and  cover  and  often  encased 
more  or  less  completely  in  decorati\e 
metal  swags  and  scrolls.  Fine  furni- 
ture was  often  almost  covered  in  the 
same  way,  abandoning  wood  carving 
for  the  resplendence  of  metallic 
iTiounts.  On  the  corners  of  writing 
desks  these  mounts  often  terminated 
in  candle  branches  of  practical  light- 
ing aid.  The  designs  were  either 
rococo  branch  work  and  leafage,  or 
were  figures  of  women  or  cupids  up- 
holding branch  work  or  simple  candle 
cups. 

Table  candlesticks  with  stems,  and 
Lcindelabres  with  several  branches  for 
candles  were  not  the  only  forms.  The 
iurtout  de  table  for  the  center  of  the 
dining  table,  charmingly  elaborated, 
became  a  decorative  necessity  in  e\ery 
important  household.  Of  silver  if 
possible,  merely  silvered  if  not.  The 
typical  design  was  based  on  some 
\ersion  of  a  large  jar  or  vase  incor- 
jiorated  in  an  elaborate  curvilinear 
structure  set  up  on  feet  and  support- 
ing scrolled  candle  branches.  These 
were  made  in  silver  or  in  some  other 
metal,  silvered.  Designs  such  as  those 
by  Meissonier  included  human  fig- 
ures, satyrs,  nymphs,  etc.  The  scrolled 
candle  branches  were  often  an  integral 
part  of  the  ornament  and  not  super-

imposed,  and  the  feet  variously 
shaped,  often  merely  a  scrolled  leaf. 

The  chandelier  bnile-botits,  a  can- 
dlestick with  a  mechanical  contrivance 
to  keep  the  candle  flame  at  a  certain 
height  and  still  burn  the  very  last 
of  the  candle,  was  invented  by 
Duchateau. 

Girandoles  in  culvre  argente  were 
used  on  dining  tables  where  candle- 
sticks and  the  usual  small  hanging 
lustres  were  insufficient.  To  these 
might  be  added  a  pair  of  low  candle- 
sticks from  three  to  eight  inches  in 
height  holding  one  or  two  candles. 
Because  they  were  placed  at  the  end 
of  the  table  such  candlesticks  were 
called  bout  de  table  or  table-end  can- 
dlesticks. Girajidoles  were  beautifully 
designed  with  fantasies  as  delectable 
as  the  greatest  artists  of  the  day  could 
conceive:  satyrs'  heads  peered  through 
ivy  festoons;  cymbals,  Pan's  pipes, 
cupids,  and  scrolled  Acanthus  leafage 
adorned  them.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  the  girandole,  as  the  French  use 
the  word,  referred  to  the  branched 
light,  whether  a  wall  light  or  de- 
tached like  a  candelabra.  It  was  often 
placed  on  the  torchere  of  that  day, 
a  highly  ornate  carved  and  gilded 
pedestal  with  a  flat  top,  or  on  top 
of  a  small  carved  wall  bracket  de- 
signed for  the  purpose.  Monumental 
candelabra,  like  the  floor  lights  of 
earlier  days,  were  rare.  Girandoles 
usually  carried  the  candle  sockets  dis- 
symmetrically on  different  levels  and 
reversed  in  pairs.  Figures  might  hold 
branch  lights.  The  typical  model  was 
a  child's  figure  mounted  on  a  short 
column  and  bearing  a  branch  of 
flowers  in  which  were  candle  sockets. 
Cabinet  pieces  were  made  of  groups 
of  porcelain  figures,  especially  those 
from  Saxony,  sometimes  mounted  in 
ormolu. 

The  applique,  the  bras  or  branch 
light  of  the  period,  was  particularly 
charming.  The  bras  de  cheminee  on 
either  side  of  the  mirror  over  a  fire- 
place was  as  interesting  as  the  garni- 
ture de  cheminee  which  decked  the 
mantel,  incorporating  porcelains  and 
brilliants  and  other  extraneous  ma- 
terials in  many  capricious  designs. 
Although  there  were  some  distinctive 
models  of  fixtures,  like  the  surtout, 
developed  in  the  Louis  Ouinze  style, 
the  ornamenting  of  the  fixtures  was 
the  important  thing.  This  became  at- 
tenuated, delicate,  less  any  one  single 
thing  except  the  sprightly  swirling  of 
rococo  curves,  giving  the  silhouette 
typical  of  the  period  which  imposed 
itself  upon  candlestick,  candelabra, 
bracket,  and  chandelier. 

CLASSIC    TO    ROCOCO 

The  transition  from  the  classical 
character  of  Louis  Ouatorze  fixtures 
to  the  rococo  of  Louis  Ouinze  in 
le  style  Regence  has  many  admirers. 
Freed  from  restraint  and  not  yet 
effeminate,  it  is  vigorous  yet  indi- 
vidual; neither  so  dainty  nor  so  for- 
mal; but  regal  and  handsome. 
Regence  designs  may  be  recognized 
by  their  mingling  of  well  defined 
formal  curved  outlines  and  swirls, 
reminiscent  of  the  baroque  character 
of  Louis  Ouatorze,  with  rococo  leaf 
ornament;  while  Louis  Ouinze  designs 


worked  out  the  entire  branchwork 
irregular  rococo  swirls  or  leaf  fori 
amid  which  cupids,  grotesques, 
other  figures  playfully  regarded  ea 
other  and  trunks  of  trees  and  rus 
scrollwork  stems  terminated  in  flow 
cups  for  candle  nozzles.  The  Fren 
rococo  was  the  consummation  of  e 
gance  and  finesse  when  carried  out 
the  artists  of  the  period  in  the  spi 
of  the  day.

and  tubes  and  hung-  with  pendants  and 
interlacing  garlands — the  lustre  a 
lace ;  the  other  with  a  bronze  frame 
ornamented  more  or  less  elaborately 
with  pendants,  festoons,  and  pyramids 
— lustre  a  tige  decouverte.  Like  the 
metal  chandelier  of  the  day,  the  stem 
was  built  up  of  vase  or  urn  forms, 
and  balls,  or  variously  shaped  knobs, 
the  candle  branches  supported  by  a 
reversed  curved  bracket  reaching  tlie 
top  of  the  stem,  producing-  that  lyre- 
shaped  outline  typical  of  the  period. 

The  Itistre  a  console  stood  on  a 
console  side  table,  in  place  of  a  can- 
delabra or  girandole.  The  crystals 
were  either  of  glass,  often  Bohemian, 
or  the  semi-precious  stone,  rock  crys- 
tal. The  variety  of  shapes  in  the  fes- 
toons, pyramids  (stalactites)  and  pen- 
dants were  attractive  elements. 

The  intimate  salon  of  the  day,  the 
bedroom  used  as  a  daytime  reception 
room  for  both  courtiers  and  ladies,  the 
jolly  quality  of  the  work — the  caprice 


and  laugh  behind  it  all — explain  it. 
It  is  as  if  a  master  played  at  work,  to 
please  his  own  whim.  Rut  a  method 
underlay  all  this  seeming  madness. 
Whatever  the  material:  wood;  metal 
— bronze,  copper,  iron,  steel,  tin,  pew- 
ter, silver,  gold;  porcelain  from 
China;  colored  flowers  de  Saxe,  Dres- 
den or  white  blossoms,  even  blue  and 
white  from  Vincennes;  all  yielded  to 
the  design  which  dominated  the  ma- 
terial. Even  iron  abandoned  itself  to 
ribbon  bow  knots  and  was  scalloped 
into  flower  petals  as  tiny  as  any 
twisted  by  a  little  French  milliner.  It 
was  colored  too,  like  a  flower  garden, 
but  delicately,  not  crudely.  The  style 
was  the  thing.  Artists  and  craftsmen 
alike  snapped  their  fingers  in  the  face 
of  the  most  stubborn  material  and 
forced  it  into  line  with  the  style, 
while  they  laughed  at  both  tradition 
and  difficulties, and  produced  excellent 
lighting  fixtures  that  are  in  them- 
selves real  objets  d'art.

However  deficient  the  furnishing  of 
some  of  their  minds,  their  bodies  were 
adorned  in  the  finest  fabrics,  and 
their  houses  were  furnished  attrac- 
ti\ely  where  their  minds  were  not.  And 
the  breakfasts!  At  least  one  of  the 
aristocrats  of  the  Thirties  made  the 
"breakfasts"  in  his  interesting  home  in 
Charleston  second  in  fame  only  to 
those  of  the  poet  Rogers  in  London.  The 
"Poinsett  breakfasts"  are  still  a  gay 
reminiscence.  (The  host  was  the  Poin- 
sett who  gave  us  the  Poinsettia,  bring- 
ing it  from  Mexico  for  our  gardens, 
and  he  had  scorned  the  privilege  and 
the  profit  of  being  the  favorite  of  a 
Russian  czar.)  The  sideboard  was  im- 
portant, as  was  the  card  table  at  which 
many  a  fine  lady,  as  well  as  the  gentle- 
man, lost  heavily — and  then,  there  was 
the  dance. 

In  those  days,  through  almost  all  of 
the  forty  years,  the  Assembly  dances 
were  the  thing  in  most  of  the  cities, 
but  only  the  elect  were  eligible.  In 
not  a  few  of  the  communities  the  pret- 
tiest girl  whose  father  was  "in  trade" 
was  taboo.  Many  a  Virginia  girl  made 
regular  pilgrimages  to  Annapolis,  that 
little  city  of  imposing  mansions,  to 
the  Assembly  there  to  dance,  as  they 
danced  everywhere  until  the  dawn, 
under  the  lamplight  and  the  drip- 
ping candles.  Stately  dances  they  were 
at  first,  and  then,  about  the  time  the 
widow  of  Alexander  Hamilton  was 
introducing  ice  cream  to  the  Wash- 
ington of  Jackson's  day,  some  one  in- 
troduced the  waltz  to  the  jammed 
houses  of  the  country  town  capital, 
while  the  old  dowagers  with  rheu- 
matic pains  looked  with  disapproval 
upon  the  "immorality"  of  the  thing 
and  backwoods  statesmen  were  re- 
minded that  Rome's  fall  followed 
closely  upon  a  laxity  of  morals. 

And  after  the  dance,  the  play.  In 
Philadelphia  and  New  York  there 
were  companies  that  could  pass  muster 
with  the  half-discriminating  critics, 
and  in  the  former  a  theatre  had  been 
built,  patterned  after  that  at  Bath,  in 


wiiich  the  sister  of  the  immortal  Sid- 
dons  played,  and  played  so  acceptably 
that  grandiloquent  critics  were  quite 
sure  that  the  great  Sarah  had  nothing 
on  her  sister.  Actors  and  actresses  were 
cultivated  by  society,  and  society  had 
its  privileges  at  the  play — thanks  to 
graduated  prices.  And  these  were  play- 
ers roaming  through  the  provinces  pre- 
senting, in  crude,  dark,  crowded  play- 
houses, farces  and  some  classics  that 
turned  out  to  be  farces  too.  But  so- 
ciety went  to  the  play  as  it  went  to 
dinners  and  breakfasts,  to  races  and 
balloon  ascensions,  to  see,  and  more 
especially  to  be  seen  and  admired. 
For  more  than  fifty  years  Washington 
kept  a  diary  and  attended  innumerable 
plays,  but  it  never  once  occured  to  him 
to  mention  the  play  or  the  players! 

A  pretty  gay  little  world,  this  of 
the  early  aristocracy,  with  its  night 
life  dissipations,  for  did  not  old  Fox 
the  British  Minister  at  Washington 
look  puzzling  at  the  wife  of  the 
Spanish  Minister  at  a  funeral  and  ex- 
plain his  stare  with  the  exclamation, 
"How  queer  we  all  look  by  daylight!" 
And  an  expensive  world,  too,  as  mon- 
ey was  then  counted,  with  its  imported 
gowns  and  hats  and  its  hair  dressers 
from  Paris — a  Vanity  Fair  in  the 
Wilderness.  But  it  was  not  all  frivol- 
ity, light  as  air.  In  the  larger  towns 
milady  could  drive  to  the  book  stalls 
and  get  the  latest  "pretty  novel"  they 
were  reading  in  England,  and  the 
more  substantial  and  sober-minded 
of  the  men  had  with  their  book  deal- 
er in  London  a  standing  order  for  all 
the  worth-while  publications,  and  in 
the  best  homes  the  English  magazines 
could  be  found  on  the  library  table. 

Adornment  for  the  mind,  and  adorn- 
ment for  milady's  body,  but  most 
important  in  determining  social  status 
was  the  home  and  its  adornment.  No 
one  can  contemplate  the  period  rooms  in 
the  Metropolitan  Museum  without 
a  realization  that  furniture  and  fur- 
nishings meant  much  to  this  aristoc- 
racy of  the  earlier  days.

WORTHY      WHITE      FLOWERS 

(Conlinned  from  page  117) 


shining  Star-of -Bethlehem,  so  often 
neglected  today  but  always  charming 
seen  in  clumps  in  some  half-shaded 
place  among  the  unfolding  fronds  of 
Ferns.  The  white-flowered  checkered 
Fritillary,  (FritHlaria  ?neleagris  alba) 
is  one  of  the  most  engaging  of  spring 
bulbous  flowers.  Its  large,  drooping, 
pale  flower  faintly  checkered  over 
with  green  is  most  quaint  and  attrac- 
tive. It  likes  a  partially  shaded  place, 
not  too  dry. 

Many  of  our  most  charming  native 
woodland  flowers  are  white.  Among 
these  are  the  Wood  Anemone  and  its 
almost  invariable  companion  the  Rue 
Anemone;  the  Bloodroot,  with  its 
pearly  buds  and  starry  flowers;  the 
quaint  Dutchman's  -  breeches;  tiie 
sprightly  little  Canada  Mayflower 
(Maiantliemum  canadense)  ;  Trillium 
grandifloriim,  which  shows  in  green 
glades  like  a  shy  wood  nymph ;  the 
Foamflower  (Tiarella  cordifolia),  so 
lovely  when  seen  flowing  down  a 
rocky  declivity;  and  among  many 
others,  the  Violets,  of  which  none  is 
so  cherished  as  the  white  ones.  There 
are  V.  blanda  with  its  fine  fragrance; 
V .  canadensis,  that  blossoms  all  the 
season  until  frost;  V.  lanceolata, 
sprightly  and  for  a  dampish  place, 
and  V.  striata,  creamy  flowers  etched 
with  dusky  color.  This  is  a  most 
floriferous  and  delightful  sort.  Rare 
and  exquisite  among  white-flowered 
Violets  is  the  albino  form  of  the 
Birdsfoot.  Like  its  purple  prototype 
this  scarce  treasure  must  be  given 
acid  soil  (rotted  Oak  leaves.  Pine  or 
Hemlock  needles,  rotted  material 
from  old  stumps  or  logs  and  white 
sand  in  mixture)  in  which  alone  it 
will  thrive. 

The  mention  of  acid  soil  reminds 
me  that  a  bed  of  it  will  enable  us  to 
grow  still  other  lovely  natives  that 
we  should  be  sad  to  do  without.  Make 
this  bed  in  a  half-shaded  situation, 
putting  the  acid  soil  mixture  in  at 
least  8"  deep,  and  enjoy  the  beauty 
of  Shortia  galacifolia  whose  thick  and 
shining  foliage  and  lovely  five-cleft 
bells  are  found  very  locally  in  the 
high  mountains  of  Carolina.  They  are 
usually    found    in    the    company    of 


Galax  ap/iylla,  Pyrolas  and  Chima- 
philas,  all  of  which  may  be  grown 
happily  in  a  rock  garden  if  the  ac- 
customed soil  be  faithfully  repro- 
duced. 

Among  exotic  plants  with  white 
flowers,  some  of  the  most  conspicuous 
and  easily  grown  belong  to  the  tribes 
of  Arabis,  Iberis,  Phlox,  and  Cerastium, 
but  a  danger  signal  should  be  set  be- 
side each  one  of  them  especially  where 
a  small  rock  garden  is  under  consider- 
ation. Beautiful  they  are,  to  be  sure, 
and  ready  to  spread  great  drifts  of 
snowy  whiteness  wherever  they  are 
given  a  foothold;  indestructible, 
willing,  or  perhaps  one  should  say 
insistent,  they  soon  take  possession  of 
the  entire  rock  garden  advancing  in- 
exorably each  after  the  manner  of  its 
kind — by  recklessly  flung  seeds,  by 
sneaking  underground  tentacles,  by 
quick-rooting  branches,  until  wide 
areas  are  within  their  grasp.  If  splurge 
and  splash  are  all  that  are  wanted 
these  plants  with  the  Golden  Alyssum 
and  one  or  two  other  such  depreda- 
tions— I  trust  the  word  is  in  the  dic- 
tionary— spirits  will  give  it  in  full 
measure.  But  if  you  cherish  at  heart 
the  ideal  that  a  rock  garden  should  be 
a  treasure-house  of  choice  and  re- 
strained beauties,  grow  these  others  by 
all  means,  but  give  them  a  mountain 
to  themselves,  or  make  up  your  mind 
to  spend  much  time  and  back-breaking 
labor  in  keeping  them  within  bounds. 
The  white  Deadnettle,  Lamium  album, 
is  another  that  will  bear  watching, 
though  not  so  great  a  spreader  as  the 
blue  form  than  which  it  is  far  more 
beautiful.  Indeed  its  spikes  of  creamy 
blossoms  are  among  the  favorites  of 
the  summer,  but  I  am  able  to  enjoy 
them  only  by  so  placing  the  plant  that 
it  can  do  no  harm. 

On  the  other  hand  there  are  many 
conspicuously  beautiful  white  flow- 
ered plants  that  will  give  no  trouble 
at  all.  A  very  fine  and  useful  one  is 
Veronica  rupestris  alba.  It  is  easy  to 
grow,  gracious  in  its  response  to 
kindly  treatment,  and  of  a  most  ex- 
quisite whiteness;  but  within  reason, 
it  remains  where  it  is  put,  and  no

small  treasure  is  ever  endangered  be- 
cause of  it. 

Arenaria  montana  also  stands  forth 
as  one  of  the  showy  white-flowered 
plants  which  yet  does  not  constitute  a 
peril  to  smaller  loves.  It  makes  a 
tangle  of  lax  branches  set  off  by 
grayish  leaves  and  a  wild  profusion 
in  May  of  large  white  flowers.  Raise 
it  from  seed  if  you  can  get  it  in 
no  other  way.  Arenaria  caesfitosa  is 
like  a  little  moss  that  once  a  year,  in 
spring,  forgets  its  green  tradition  and 
becomes  a  mist  of  tiny  white  stars.  A 
fine  little  plant  for  a  shaded  place 
where  it  may  spread  over  and  among 
stones,  or  line  the  joints  of  steps  or  old 
walls  (in  shade)  with  its  emerald 
verdure. 

FOR  SUNNY  SPOTS 

Achillea  and  Anthemis  both  offer 
attractive  and  easily  grown  plants 
with  silvery  or  hoary  foliage  and 
white,  cream  or  yellow  flowers.  They 
like  a  sunny  situation  and  a  soil  that 
is  thorouglily  well-drained.  Like  most 
gray-leaved  plants  they  detest  standing 
moisture  whether  in  the  earth  or  sat- 
urating the  air.  Achillea  serbica  is 
satisfactory  and  easy.  Its  narrow, 
hoary  leaves  are  pretty  and  its  many 
white  Daisy-like  blossoms  are  attrac- 
tive in  the  early  summer.  The  foliage 
of  A.  imibellata  is  silvery  and  finely 
cut.  It  is  a  desirable  sort.  AntJiertiis 
montana  makes  a  fine  spread  of  gray 
lace  leafage  out  of  which  arise  creamy 
Daisies  on  long,  lax  stems.  A.  aizoon 
is  a  smaller  and  choicer  plant  worth 
supplying  with  a  comfortable  niciie 
between  stones  where  its  feet  will  be 
dry  and  its  head  in  the  sun.  These 
plants,  though  spreading  in  luibit,  are 
all  quite  dwarf  in  stature. 

Potentilla  alba  is  flowery  the  season 
through,  though  it  is  one  of  the  first 
rock  plants  to  venture  its  blossoms. 
Any  situation  will  suit  it.  Niereniber- 
gla  rividaris,  from  the  Plate  River, 
makes  thickets  of  soft  leaves  among 
whicli  are  borne  exquisite  white  cups 
over  a  long  season.  This  is  a  lovely 
thing.  The  white-flowered  Thyme, 
Thymus  serfyllum  albus,  weaves  a 
close-fitting  mantle  over  earth  and 
stones  and  presently,  almost  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye,  changes  it  to 
one  of  tiny  white  blossoms.  This  is 
one  of  the  most  precious  of  plants, 
delightful  for  spreading  over  the 
lower  reaches  of  the  rock  garden,  and 
its  sharp  fragrance  is  invigorating. 
The  creeping  Chalkplant,  Gyfsophila 
repens,  is  happily  well  known,  and 
may  be  easily  grown  in  any  sunny,  dry 
situation,  though  it  prefers  one 
where  lime  is  present  in  the  soil.  It 
is  seldom  wholly  out  of  bloom  and 
so  its  value  is  great.  A  good  clipping 
in  spring  or  fall  will  keep  it  tidy.  Not 
so  often  seen  is  a  little  species  from 
the  mountains  of  Kashmir  and  Sik- 
kim.  This  is  Gyfsophila  cerastioides 
with  thickish,  hairy  leaves  and  lovely 
large  white  blossoms  etched  with  pur- 
ple. It  is  not  a  rapid  grower  but  in  a 
year  or  so  makes  nice  little  compact 
mats  that  are  ornamental  in  or  out 
of  bloom. 

Very  pretty,  too,  and  kindly  is 
Blue-eyed  Mary's  pale  sister,  0??!pha- 
lodes  verna  alba.   In   half   shade   and 


a  nice  vegetable  soil  it  spreads  into 
close  mats  and  many  round-eyed 
snowv  blossoms  appear  in  April 
amidst  its  pleasant  greenery.  In  the 
same  situation  might  grow  Epime- 
diums,  of  which  the  white-flowered 
ones  are  especially  dainty  and  pleas- 
ing, and  their  airy  and  fluttering 
leafage  give  added  beauty  anywhere. 
Asperula  odor  at  a,  the  Sweet  Wood- 
ruff, would  be  delightful  for  later 
bloom  among  these  two. 

The  blossoms  of  the  greater  num- 
b.T  of  the  Saxifrages  are  white  but 
they  are  usually  enlivened  by  flecks 
or  spots  of  red  or  other  color.  These 
are  among  the  rock  garden's  most 
glorious  furnishings;  indeed,  accord- 
ing to  the  late  Mr.  Farrer,  who  was 
their  most  ardent  admirer,  without 
them  a  rock  garden  can  boast  no  glory 
at  all.  Here  in  America  it  is  not  easy 
as  yet  tp  obtain  any  but  a  few  of 
the  vast  number  of  species.  Gardeners 
and  nurserymen  alike  seem  imbued 
with  the  notion  that  they  are  all  of 
a  like  ungraciousness  and  per\'ersity. 
jVs  a  matter  of  fact  many  of  them 
grow  far  more  easily  and  with  less 
consideration  and  attention  than  many 
a  plant  we  attempt  without  a  thought,  j. 
A  great  many  of  what  are  known  as  | 
the  silver  or  encrusted  Saxifrages  are 
perfectly  amiable  and  enduring,  and 
given  only  fair  conditions  will  grow 
into  supremely  gratifying  hummocks 
of  beautiful  gray  or  bluish,  thick- 
leaved  rosettes  from  which  arise  in 
due  time  the  perfectly  airy  and  ex- 
quisite sprays  of  starry  flowers  on 
graceful,  swaying  stems.  These  en- 
crusted Saxifrages  love  sunshine,  but 
I  have  found  in  our  climate  where, 
while  giving  them  plenty  of  sun- 
shine, we  also  treat  them  to  long  spells 
of  drought,  it  is  well  to  put  a  rock 
between  them  and  the  afternoon  sun. 
Thus  considered  there  is  no  trouble 
in  growing  many  of  them  in  the 
gritty,  loamy  soil  among  the  stones 
of  the  rock  garden  with  or  without 
lime.  They  do  require,  however,  to 
be  occasionally  top-dressed  with  loam 
and  sand  where  they  have  worked 
themselves  out  of  the  soil.  Of  these 
encrusted  Saxifrages,  some  that  I  have 
found  to  be  easily  grown  are  the 
following:  several  forms  of  Saxi- 
jraga  aizoon,  including  lagaveana, 
Ititea,  rosea  and  others;  S.  cochlearis, 
with  heavily  silvered  blue-green 
rosettes;  5.  cotyledon,  with  huge  green 
rosettes,  S.  lingtilata,  leaves  long  and 
narrow,  and  well-silvered ;  longi- 
folia;  macnabiana,  one  of  tlie  easiest; 
and    several    others. 

THE    MOSSY    SAXIFRAGES 

The  Mossy  Saxifrages  make  en- 
chanting hills  and  hummocks  (a  few 
inches  high)  of  the  most  perfect 
emerald  green  little  rosettes  which  in 
May  are  almost  lost  beneath  a  forest 
of  fragile  stems  carrying  exquisite 
blossoms,  white,  pink,  rosy.  S.  ival- 
lacei  is  one  of  the  loveliest;  S.  hyp- 
noides,  a  delightful  white-flowered 
species;  5'.  dicipens  has  white  flowers 
and  rosettes  that  turn  a  nice  crimson 
in   winter.   These  are  but  a   few.

brown.  Sometimes  a  little  good  soil 
worked  in  among  the  growths  will 
stop  the  trouble;  again,  a  stone- 
dropped  in  among  them  seems  to 
have  a  heartening  effect,  causing  the 
green  rosettes  to  huddle  against  it  and 
cease  their  pining  and  dying.  And 
often  it  is  best  to  dig  up  the  plant 
and  pull  it  gently  to  pieces,  replant- 
ing the  little  growths  in  moist  gritty 
soil  in  a  half-shaded  place  until  they 
are  well  rooted.  Mossies  seem 
to  delight  to  grow  among  larg- 
ish stones  between  which  they  hump 
their  green  mounds  in  apparent  coin- 
fort.  S.  ceratophylla  is  also  a  Mossy 
and  of  the  easiest  culture — a  plant  for 
any  rock  garden  not  hopelessly  sour 
or  overliung  by  trees.  London  Pride, 
Saxifraga  ttmbrosa,  requires  a  cool 
and  damp  situation.  There  is  no 
reason  why  a  careful  gardener  cannot 
grow  a  collection  of  Saxifrages.

C.  viticella,  which  is  a  native  of 
southern  Europe  and  has  been  grown 
in  gardens  since  the  16th  Century. 
This  has  bluish  to  rosy-purple  flowers, 
solitary  on  long  stalks  and  each  about 
13^"  in  diameter.  There  is  a  nearly 
white-flowered  form  {alba)  and  an 
ugly  double-flowered  one  also.  But 
C.  viticella  and  C.  Hendersonii's  best 
claims  to  fame  are  as  part  parents 
of  C.  Jackmanii.  The  other  parent 
is  said  to  be  the  Oriental  C.  lanugi- 
nosa. 

The  Jackmanii  race  of  Clematis, 
with  flowers  of  varying  shades  of 
purple  and  each  from  4"  to  S"  across, 
has  been   a  prime  favorite   for  more

than  half  a  century.  Where  happy 
they  are  vigorous  growers,  delight- 
ing in  sunshine,  blossoming  freely 
from  July  to  October  on  the  current 
season's  shoots.  The  part-parent  C.I  ■■ 
lanuginosa  is  native  of  China,  and 
to  that  land  and  also  Japan  we  owe: 
C.  fatens  and  C.  florida,  both  with 
large  flowers.  Hybrids  and  seminal 
forms  of  these  three  species  with 
flowers  of  white,  pale  lilac  and  blue 
to  deep  violet-purple  in  color,  each 
from  4"  to  8"  in  diameter,  have  been 
raised  in  gardens.

blossoms  produced  in  rich  abundance 
from  midsummer  to  late  September, 
x^mong-  the  named  sorts  listed  by  our 
nurserymen  are  Henryi  with  white 
flowers  8"  broad,  Duchess  of  Edin- 
burg-h  with  large  double  white  blos- 
soms, Ramona  with  light  blue  and 
Mme.  Edouard  Andre  with  dark 
crimson  flowers.  Altogether  there  are 
a  score  or  more  of  these  named  va- 
rieties, but  many  are  difficult  to  ob- 
tain in  this  country. 

A  vigorous  climber  producing  lux- 
uriant fascicles  of  white  flowers  in 
spring  is  C.  montana,  widespread  in 
China  and  on  the  Himalayas.  It  is 
scarcely  hardy  north  of  Rhode  Is- 
land, but  south  to  Washington  it 
ought  to  be  widely  grown.  There  is 
a  summer-blooming  sort  (var.  Wd- 
sonii)  and  another  (var.  rubens)  with 
lovely  deep  pink  blossoms  and  dark 
foliag-e.  These  two  varieties  were 
discovered  and  introduced  from  China 
some  twenty-five  years  ago  and  ex- 
perts acclaim  them  to  be  among  the 
most  notable  additions*  to  gardens  in 
recent  times.  The  type  and  its  vari- 
eties are  sturdy  growing  vines  with 
3-foliolate  leaves  and  blossoms  in 
great  plenty.  The  variety  rubens  is 
hardier  than  the  typical  C.  montana, 
flowers  regularly  every  season,  and  is 
readily  increased  by  cuttings.  Two 
closely  related  species  are  C.  chryso- 
coma  with  white  flushed  pink  and 
C.  Spooneri  with  white  blossoms.  Both 
have  soft  silky  leaves  and  are  free- 
flowering'.  Already  the  French  hy- 
bridists have  been  busy  with  these 
Clematises  and  the  future  will  see  a  fine 
race  of  spring  and  early-summer 
blooming  vines  evolved  from  these 
orientals.  Somewhat  resembling  these 
is  C.  Fargesii,  a  hardy  species  with 
many  foliolate  leaves  and  ternate, 
clustered  masses  of  2"-broad  flowers 
produced  freely  about  midsummer. 

REPRESENTATIVE    KINDS 

There  is  a  prominent  group  of 
Clematis  represented  by  species  in 
many  parts  of  the  northern  hemis- 
phere which  flower  in  August  and 
September.  In  this  part  of  the  world 
it  is  featured  by  C.  virginiana  and  in 
western  North  America  by  C.  ligus- 
ticifoLia.  In  Europe  C.  flamjnula  and 
C.  vitalba  represent  this  group,  whilst 
in  the  Orient  there  are  C.  apiifolia, 
C.  grata,  C.  Gonriana,  and  several 
others.  In  general  appearance  all  are 
i7)uch  alike  with  white  or  cream- 
colored  fragrant  flowers  and  vari- 
ously incised  leaflets.  The  individual 
flowers  are  small  but  the  wealth  of 
blossom  completely  hides  the  foliage. 
Allowed  to  ramble  freely,  these  vines 
drape  and  garland  bush,  tree  and 
trellis  in  billows  of  white  and  are 
conspicuous  from  afar.  After  the 
flowers  are  over  the  feathery  heads  of 
fruit  are  singularly  pleasing.  The 
most  hardy  and  satisfactory  of  these 
is  C.  apiifolia,  and  in  the  Arnold  Ar- 
boretum, where  on  walls  and  gate- 
pillars  it  is  freely  used,  it  never  fails 
to  excite  the  admiration  of  Septem- 
ber visitors. 

More  beautiful  than  any  of  this 
particular  group,  however,  is  the  fa- 
vorite C.  paniculata  with  pure  white 
fragrant    blossoms    and    dark    green, 


almost  lustrous  foliage.  So  well 
known  is  this  charming  vine  that  de- 
scription is  superfluous,  but  of  the 
thousands  who  love  this  plant  few 
know  that,  like  Thunberg's  Barberry, 
it  is  a  gift  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum 
to  American  gardens.  In  18  77  seeds  of 
C.  paniculata  were  received  from 
Russia  by  the  Arnold  Arboretum. 
They  germinated  freely  and  later 
plants  were  distributed.  Nurserymen 
soon  realized  the  value  of  this  useful 
climber  and  it  has  been  propagated 
and  distributed  by  the  million. 

A  closely  related,  but  not  woody 
species  of  Clematis  is  the  European  C. 
recta  of  which  a  superior  form  ( man- 
shurica)  is  wide-spread  in  eastern 
Asia.  Both  may  be  regarded  as  herba- 
ceous plants  which,  dying  down  each 
autumn,  give  rise  in  the  spring  to  vig- 
orous shoots  that  grow  4'  to  5'  tall, 
and  form  tangled,  balloon-like  masses 
of  white  blossoms  in  July  and  August. 
They  are  easily  accommodated  in  the 
flower    border    and    are    very    hardy 

YELLOW  CLEMATIS 

There  are  lialf  a  dozen  different 
species  of  Clematis  that  have  yellow 
flowers,  all  of  them  native  of  differ- 
ent parts  of  temperate  Asia.  In  these 
the  flowers  are  nodding,  more  or  less 
urn-like  and  slightly  spreading  at  the 
apex.  The  oldest  known  is  C.  or'ient- 
alis,  which  is  found  from  the  Cauca- 
sus to  central  Asia  and  has  been  known 
in  gardens  since  173  1.  Much  more 
beautiful,  however,  is  C.  tangutica, 
native  of  northwestern  China  and  ad- 
jacent Turkestan  and  introduced  into 
gardens  as  recently  as  1898.  This  is  a 
very  hardy  plant,  quite  happy  around 
Montreal,  growing  some  10' to  I  2' tall 
with  grayish  green  foliage,  raggedly 
cut  and  lobed,  and  rich  yellow,  top- 
shaped,  long  pointed  flowers  born 
singly  on  6"-long  stalks.  The  flowers 
arise  from  the  leaf  axil  of  the  cur- 
rent season  shoots  in  June  and  July 
and  are  followed  by  large  feathery 
heads  of  fruit  of  singular  beauty. 
Topping-  a  wall,  clothing  a  trellis  or 
sprawling  over  boulders  this  plant  is 
exquisite.  An  equally  good  plant  is 
the  variety  obtusiuscula,  distinguished 
by  having  short  pointed  flowers,  which 
came  to  our  gardens  from  western 
China  in  1910.  A  related  species  with 
smaller  flowers  freely  produced  in 
August  and  September  is  C.  serrati- 
folia,  a  native  of  Korea. 

Common  in  bleak  arid  parts  of  Si- 
beria and  northern  China  is  C.  glauca 
with  glaucous  green  leaves  and  yellow 
or  bronzy  yellow  flowers  produced  in 
axillary  clusters.  This  is  a  variable 
plant  of  which  several  forms  have  re- 
ceived names.  The  best  of  all  is  var. 
akebioides,  plentiful  on  the  margins  of 
subalpine  thickets  and  on  rocks  and 
screes  in  western  China.  It  produces  in 
August  bronzy  yellow  urn-shaped 
flowers  in  quantity,  and  is  a  very 
worthy  plant  which  I  am  pleased  to 
have  discovered  and  introduced  into 
gardens  in  190+.  If  planted  at  the  base 
of  boulders  or  low  walls  and  allowed 
to  ramble  it  will  form  a  fine  drapery 
crowded  with  attractive  blossoms  at 
the  off  season.  All  these  yellow-flow-

ered  forms  of  Clematis  grow  where 
snow  abounds  in  winter  and  relish  its 
protection. 

Native  of  Texas  is  the  lovely  C. 
texensis,  a  slender  vine  with  urn- 
shaped,  almost  closed,  thick  fleshy 
flowers,  carmine  to  scarlet  in  color. 
Better  known  in  gardens  as  C.  coc:t"/»«a, 
there  is  no  more  brilliant  bit  of  color 
among  the  entire  Clematis  tribe  than 
the  bright  scarlet  flowers  of  the  form 
major  of  this  Texan  species.  This 
plant  rarely  exceeds  6'  in  height  and 
produces  its  blossoms  singly  from  the 
leaf  axils.  It  has  been  crossed  with 
C.  Jackmanii  and  the  hybrid  named 
C.  fseiidococcinea.  Here  belong  the  new 
creations,  Countess  of  York,  Countess 
of  Onslow  and  Countess  of  Albany, 
much  in  vogue  across  the  Atlantic. 
Similar  in  form  of  flower  is  C.  Viorna 
(Leather  Flower)  and  C.  Simsii,  both 
natives  of  eastern  North  America. 
These  have  purple  flowers,  and  have 
been  known  to  gardens  for  more 
than  a  century.  The  last-named  lacks 
the  feathery  fruits  so  characteristic  a 
feature  of  most  Clematis. 

Another  very  distinct  set  of  Clema- 
tis is  represented  by  C.  alfina  and  a 
few  cognate  species  which  are  char- 
acterized by  more  or  less  bell-shaped 
flowers,  usually  violet-blue  to  rich 
violet-purple  in  color.  The  typical  C. 
alfina  is  native  to  Europe  and  north- 
ern Asia ;  a  variety  (sibirica)  has 
cream-colored  flowers.  In  north  China 
and  Siberia  grows  C.  macrofetala,  re- 
markable for  the  large  size  of  its  rich 
violet-colored  flowers.  In  Colorado, 
Utah  and  New  Mexico  C.  fseudoal- 
fina  represents  the  group.  All  are 
slender  vines,  rarely  6'  tall,  which 
ought  to  be  more  extensively  grown  in 
gardens.  The  structure  of  the  flower 
is  rather  different  from  that  of  Clema- 
tis proper  and  for  this  reason  some 
would  place  them  in  another  genus 
under  the  name  of  Atragene.  All  are 
happiest  among  rocks  in  association- 
ship  with  low  shrubs  over  which  they 
delight  to  ramble,  displaying  their 
blossoms  in  late  spring. 

A  partly  shrubby  non-climbing 
plant  is  C.  Iieraclei folia  with  blue  tu- 
bular flowers.  This  grows  about  a  yard 
tall  and  has  broad,  rather  coarse 
leaves.  A  much  better  garden  plant 
is    C.    Davidiaiia    with    large    indigo- 


blue  fragrant  flowers,  tubular  in  form 
with  the  upper  half  spreading.  Anoth- 
er but  less  woody  species  is  the  Japan- 
ese C.  stans  with  lavender-colored, 
smaller  flowers.  Bearing  axillary  and 
terminal  flower  clusters,  these  form 
an  interesting  and  very  hardy  little 
group,  which  can  be  accommodated  in 
the  flower  border  but  are  most  ef- 
fective under  a  wall  or  among  rocks. 

Since  more  than  2  30  different  species 
of  Clematis  are  known  it  is  obvious 
that  only  a  cursory  survey  of  the 
genus  is  possible.  So  far  attention  has 
been  directed  to  the  sorts  which  lose 
their  leaves  at  the  approach  of  winter. 
In  conclusion  a  few  words  may  be 
devoted  to  a  couple  of  species  repre- 
sentative of  a  considerable  group  that 
retains  its  leaves  through  the  winter. 

In  central  China  as  spring  bursts  the 
first  vine  with  conspicuous  blossoms 
to  enliven  thickets  and  margins  of 
woods  is  C.  Armandi.  This  is  a  strong 
grower  with  stems  often  30'  long 
clad  with  dark,  glossy  green,  leathery 
3-foliolate  leaves  from  the  axils  of 
which  arise  clusters  of  white  or  pink, 
or  white  changing  to  pink,  slightly 
fragrant  blossoms,  each  from  2"  to 
ly!/'  across.  The  individual  clusters 
are  3-flowered  but  many  arise  from 
the  same  leaf-axil  and  often  a  score 
or  more  blossoms  are  bunched  to- 
gether. I  have  seen  ropes  of  stems 
bearing  hundreds  of  axillary  clusters 
numbering  in  all  thousands  of  flowers, 
and  have  marvelled  at  the  beauty  pre- 
sented. It  was  my  good  fortune  to  in- 
troduce this  plant  into  gardens  in 
1900.  Unfortunately  it  is  not  hardy 
in  Massachusetts,  but  from  Philadel- 
phia south  it  ought  to  succeed  and 
around  San  Francisco  it  should  lux- 
uriate. This  and  C.  tnonlana  var. 
rubens  I  count  among  the  finest  climb- 
ing plants  it  has  been  my  privilege  to 
add  to  gardens. 

The  most  beautiful  vine  that  New 
Zealand  has  contributed  to  gardens 
is  the  evergreen  C.  indivisa,  which  has 
shining,  leathery,  dark  green,  3-folio- 
late leaves  and  axillary  panicled 
masses  of  milk-white  fragrant  flowers, 
A  strong  grower,  its  stems  will  attain 
a  length  of  40'  to  50'  and  in  season 
produce  myriad  blossoms.  It  is  a 
greenhouse  plant  for  all  but  Califor- 
nia and  other  warm  sections.

Proper  plant- 
ings soften  foundation  lines  bringing 
the  house  as  a  whole  more  into  char- 
acter with  its  surroundings.

IN  the  beauty-wise  18th  Century  red 
lacquer  pieces  direct  from  the 
Orient — or  simulated  by  English  crafts- 
men— enriched  the  boudoirs  and  rooms 
of  state  in  the  great  houses  of  Eng- 
land. In  the  early  days  of  this  coun- 
try, brought  back  to  their  Salem  parlors 
by  sea  captains  and  wealthy  ship  own- 
ers, Chinese  lacquer  took  its  place  with 
the  stately  mahogany  and  walnut  pieces 
brought  over  by  the  Colonists.  And 
today,  owing  to  a  renewed  interest  in 
color  and  an  appreciation  of  China's 
art,  we  find  a  steadily  growing  de- 
mand for  this  type  of  furniture,  its 
popularity  due  to  its  adaptability  to 
varied  types  of  decoration. 

Good  pieces  of  genuine  Chinese  red 
lacquer  furniture  are  not  only  hard  to 
obtain  but  quite  expensive.  The 
cost  of  reproductions  is  not  low  either, 
and  the  supply  is  limited.  So  if  you 
want  a  table  in  Chinese  red  lacquer, 
a  pair  of  chairs,  a  desk,  or  a  chest  of 
drawers — one  piece  large  or  small,  or 
a  whole  group — you  can  have  it  by 
painting  it  yourself. 

PROPER  COLOR  MIXTURE 

The  two  things  to  achieve  in  paint- 
ing furniture  to  obtain  the  effect  of 
red  Chinese  lacquer,  are  color  and 
finish.  Two  sorts  of  paints  are  used 
— enamels,  or  coach  colors.  Two  or 
three  coats  of  varnish  finish  the  surface. 

If  you  are  using  enamels,  buy  ver- 
milion enamel  of  the  best  quality,  a 
very  small  can  of  white  enamel  and  a 
tube  of  artists'  oil  colors  in  chrome 
yellow  light,  or  No.  1,  as  it  is  some- 
times designated.  Stir  the  vermilion 
enamel  thoroughly  and  pour  it  into 
a  large  pan  or  pail.  Now  squeeze 
some  yellow  into  a  small  pan  and  thin 
it  with  turpentine  to  a  creamy  con- 
sistency. There  can  be  no  set  rule 
for  the  amount  of  yellow  to  use  as 
some  makes  of  vermilion  are  deeper 
and  stronger  than  others. 

In  mixing  colors  it  is  always  neces- 
sary to  add  only  a  little  color  at  a 
time,  mixing  it  through  the  founda- 
tion color  thoroughly.  Then  test  it 
on  a  piece  of  wood  or  heavy  card- 
board until  the  desired  shade  is 
achieved.  When  the  color  matches 
your  shade  of  Chinese  lacquer,  let  it 
dry  for  four  or  five  hours  at  least 
before  going  on  to  the  actual  paint- 
ing, as  colors  change  in  drying,  usually 
becoming  a  little  lighter.  If  the  color 
seems  too  heavy  in  tone  add  a  very 
little  of  the  white  enamel,  and  stir 
it  in  well. 

The  method  of  mixing  Chinese  red 
using  coach  colors  is  practically  the 
same.  Coach  colors  are  very  fine  pig- 
ments ground  in  Japan — not  in  oil. 
Do  not  make  any  mistake  in  buying 
them — the  cans  look  exactly  the  same 
as  colors  ground  in  oil,  but  the  labels 
read  "coach  colors  ground  in  Japan." 

Unless  you  are  doing  something  very 
small,  like  a  box,  buy  a  pound  can  of 
American  Vermilion,  a  quarter-pound 
tube  of  zinc  white  and  a  quarter- 
pound  tube  of  chrome  yellow  light — 
all  in  coach  colors.  If  you  cannot  get 
the  yellow  in  coach,  get  it  In  a  tube 
of  artists'  oil  colors. 

The  coach  colors  are  in  paste  form. 
Dig  this  paste  out  of  the  can  and  thin 


with  turpentine  to  a  painting  consis 
ency.  The  other  two  colors  in  tub. 
will  have  to  be  thinned  also.  Thi 
proceed  with  the  mixing  as  you  di 
with  the  enamels. 

Coach  colors  give  a  flat  or  nearl 
flat  finish,  so  they  have  to  be  coate 
with  varnish.  In  testing  colors  let  thj  i 
paint  dry  for  an  hour,  before  puttin] 
on  the  coat  of  varnish,  then  you  wil 
be  sure  as  to  how  the  finished  colo 
will  later  appear. 

In  mixing  any  color  it  is  alway 
well  to  hold  back  a  little  of  the  foun 
dation  color  in  a  separate  can.  Thai 
if  you  make  a  mistake  by  adding  to( 
much  of  the  modifying  colors,  yoi 
will  have  something  to  fall  back  ot 
for  the  original  shade.  Always  keej 
the  paint  well  stirred  from  the  bottoir 
as  you  work. 

As  to  materials :  have  plenty  of  tur. 
pentine,  a  supply  of  soft  cloths,  several 
cans  or  pans  large  and  small,  okj 
gloves  and  a  supply  of  good  brushes. 
For  the  enamel  either  fitch  or  bristle 
brushes  will  do,  for  the  coach  colorsj 
camel's  hair  or  badger,  and  for  thd 
varnish,  a  bristle  brush.  If  you  arS 
doing  large  work  and  small  work,  iti 
is  well  to  have  two  brushes  for  the 
paints — a  one  inch  and  a  two-and-a 
half  or  three-inch  brush. 

Before  beginning  work  dip  youri 
brushes  in  turpentine,  press  this  out, 
then  dip  them  in  the  paint  and  brushi 
back  and  forth  on  a  board  to  work  out! 
some  of  the  loose  hairs  that  even  a. 
good  brush  has. 

PREPARING    FURNITURE 


All  furniture  that  is  to  be  painted 
must  be  washed  clean  and  free  from 
grease.  If  it  is  new  furniture  in  the! 
raw  wood,  it  should  first  oe  sandpa- 
pered, then  shellacked,  and  when  the 
shellac  is  dry,  sanded  with  0  and  00 
sandpaper.  Denatured  alcohol  is  neces- 
sary for  cleaning  shellac  brushes.  If 
the  furniture  is  old  and  varnished,  the  I 
finish  should  be  removed  by  scraping, 
or  with  a  varnish-remover.  The  latter  ' 
is  less  tedious  and  all  directions  are  ' 
given  on  the  can.  When  this  is  accom. 
plished  the  surface  should  be  thor- 
oughly sandpapered  with  No.  ^  and 
then  No.  0  sandpaper. 

When,  however,  furniture  is  so 
thickly  coated  with  heavy  paint  and 
varnish  that  it  would  be  too  laborious 
to  remove  it,  another  treatment  may  be 
used.  First  wash  it  with  ammonia  and 
water  or  a  strong  soap  powder  and 
water.  Rinse  it  and  dry  it.  Then 
sandpaper  it  carefully  all  over — not  to 
get  down  to  the  wood,  but  to  make  a  ' 
uniform  and  not  a  glossy  surface 
upon  which  the  paint  can  grip. 

To  produce  a  lacquered  effect  and  a 
depth  of  color  I  have  found  it  neces- 
sary to  use  more  coats  of  paint  than 
I  would  use  in  ordinary  painting. 
There  is  no  iron-clad  rule  about  it, 
as  paints  vary  as  well  as  the  method  of 
application.  For  surfacing  one  under 
coat  of  flat  and  at  least  three  coats 
of  enamel  are  sufficent.  For  the  coach 
colors,  use  at  least  three  coats  of  color 
and  two  of  varnish.  The  results  of 
the  various  coats  and  the  effect  of  the 
rubbing  down  between  coats  will  de-

termine  whether  another  coat  is  neces- 
sary. 

In  enamelling-,  one  or  two  body 
coats  of  flat  paint  are  necessary.  These 
should  be  in  the  same  color  as  the 
enamel  or  as  near  to  it  as  possible — and 
lighter  rather  than  darker.  Get  your 
painter  to  mix  this  for  you  if  possible. 
If  you  are  so  situated  that  you  cannot 
get  any  sort  of  flat  paint  nearly  the 
same  shade  as  lacquer  red,  flat  white, 
or  vermilion  coach  may  be  used.  The 
undercoats  must  be  sandpapered 
smooth  with  No.  00  sandpaper. 

All  work  done  between  coats  must 
done  after  each  coat  is  absolutely  dry. 

The  order  of  the  work  for  enamels  is : 

1 .  Body  coat  of  flat  color 

Smooth  with  No.  0  sandpaper. 

2.  Second  body  coat 

Sandpaper. 
).   First  coat  of  enamel 

Rub  down  with  powdered  pum- 
ice stone  and  water. 

4.  Second  coat  of  enamel 

Rub  down  with  pumice  and 
water. 

5.  Third  coat  of  enamel 

Rub  down  with  powdered  pumice 
stone  and  crude  oil.  Wash  with 
warm  water  and  mild  soap  and 
rub  dry  with  soft  cloths. 
The  order  of  the  work  for  coach 
colors   is: 

1.  First  coat  of  coach 

Sandpaper  with  No.  00  sand- 
paper. 

2.  Second  coat  of  coach 

Rub  down  with  pumice  and 
water. 

3.  Third  coat  of  coach 

Rub  down  with  pumice  and 
water. 

4.  First    coat    of    varnish    with    best 
waterproof  rubbing  varnish. 

Rub  down  with  pumice  and 
water. 

5.  Second  coat  of  varnish 

Rub  down  with  powdered  pum- 
ice stone  and  crude  oil. 

These  are  bare  directions,  in  which 
the  fact  stands  out  that  smoothness  of 
finish  in  each  coat  is  important. 

In  applying  paint,  never  overload 
the  brush  with  paint,  as  you  are  apt 
then  to  have  runs  or  sags,  and  uneven 
drying.  The  general  rule  is  to  use  as 
little  paint  as  possible  and  still  cover 
nicely  the  under  surface.  With  enamel 
and  varnish  the  brush  must  carry 
enough  to  allow  a  smooth  flow.  You 
cannot  go  back  later  and  brush  out 
mistakes  in  enamel  or  varnish,  or  catch 
up  sags  or  runs.  At  best,  they  can  only 
be  sandpapered  away  when  the  paint 
has  dried. 

When  sandpapering  is  to  be  done, 
allow  twenty-four  hours  for  the  paint 
to  dry.  But  when  rubbing  down  is  to 
be     done,     fortv-eight     hours     should 


elapse  between  coats,  and  seventy-tw<; 
hours  before  the  final  rubbing  down 
with  pumice  and  oil. 

Between  coats,  brushes  must  be  cared 
for.  They  may  be  washed  clean  in  tur- 
pentine, or  hung  suspended  in  water 
to  keep  them  soft.  If  the  paint  has 
become  lumpy  or  has  specks  or  parti- 
cles of  any  sort  in  it,  it  may  be  nec- 
essary to  strain  it  through  cheese  cloth 
into  a  clean  can. 

Before  explaining  how  to  do  the 
all-important  rubbing  down,  a  word 
about  sandpapering.  Often  when  paint 
is  dry,  imperfections  are  noticeable — 
the  paint  may  have  been  put  on  un- 
evenly or  there  may  be  sags  or  runs,  or 
speck  or  little  lumps.  These  bad  places 
can  be.  smoothed  out  by  doing  more 
sandpapering  in  these  spots  than  where 
it  is  fairly  even.  On  edges,  beading^s, 
corners,  etc.,  use  a  very  light  pressure 
with  the  sandpaper,  or  omit  it  entirely 
as  there  is  danger  of  sandpapering 
througli  to  the  wood. 

Rubbing-down  is  done  with  pow- 
dered pumice  stone  and  water  or  crude 
oil.  Use  pumice  and  water  for  the  be- 
tween rubbings,  and  pumice  and  oil  for 
the  final  rubbing,  in  this  way  there 
is  no  danger  of  any  oil  remaining  to 
interfere  with  the  adhesiveness  of  the 
succeeding  coat  of  paint.  Have  three 
pans  or  bowls — one  containing  the 
powdered  pumice,  one  the  water,  and 
one  the  crude  oil.  Have  plenty  of  old 
soft  cloths.  Bunch  one  of  these  up  into 
a  good  big  handful,  dip  it  into  the 
water,  then  into  the  powdered  pumice 
stone  letting  the  dampness  pick  up  as 
much  pumice  stone  as  it  will.  Then, 
confining  yourself  to  one  section,  rub 
with  a  firm  even  pressure  back  and 
forth  with  the  grain  of  the  wood. 
Experiment  with  about  ten  strokes 
until  you  know  how  much  rubbing  is 
needed.  Now  move  to  the  next  small 
section.  Repeat  this  until  you  have 
rubbed  the  whole  surface  perfectly 
smooth.  Then  every  particle  of  pum- 
ice must  he  wiped  or  washed  off  and 
the  furniture  thoroughly  dried. 

Try  to  work  always  on  the  horizon- 
tal, even  if  you  have  to  turn  your  fur- 
niture about  to  do  it.  Exercise  the 
greatest  care  in  rubbing  corners,  edges, 
and  even  rounded  surfaces.  It  is  only 
too  easy  to  rub  straight  through  the 
paint  to  the  wood,  but  a  slight  pres- 
sure and  vigilance  will  prevent  this. 

When  you  reach  the  final  coat,  the 
rubbing  with  crude  oil  and  pumice  is 
done  in  exactly  the  same  way.  When 
it  is  finished,  and  all  the  oil  and  pum- 
ice rcm.oved,  rub  up  the  whole  piece 
\ery  thoroughly  with  soft  dry  cloths. 
If  the  finished  piece  at  any  time  needs 
cleaning,  wash  it  with  warm  water 
and  castile  or  some  other  mild  soap, 
and  rub  dry  with  soft  cloths.

rion  of  the  work  done  in  that  period, 
but  because  of  what  that  period  meant 
as  a  symbol  of  civilization  and  to  the 
young  Republic.  Then,  too,  Roman 
architecture  could  easily  be  copied. 

Of  course,  this  sort  of  thing  is 
less  architecture  than  sentimental  ar- 
cheology, but  it  is  bound  to  occur  when 
laste  becomes  capricious;  and  taste  was 
becoming  more  and  more  capricious  as 
the  19th  Century  gathered  speed.  If 
Benjamin  could  have  hung  on  to  his 
century  he  would  hav'e  watched  it  go 
architecturally  insane.  No  one  seems  to 
know  just  how  long  he  did  hang  on, 
for  there  seems  to  be  no  record  of  his 
death.  But  there  are  two  more  books, 
published  in  18  32  0)  and  1833  (?), 
in  Boston,  which  indicate  his  activity 
up  to  that  time  at  least.  And  these  two 
books,  T/ie  Practical  House  Carpenter 
and  Practice  of  Architecture  indicate 
also  a  still  changing,  still  retrograding 
taste  in  this  country.  In  the  preface  to 
the  first  he  says:  "Since  my  last  publi- 
cation, the  Roman  School  of  Architec- 
ture has  been  completely  changed  for 
the  Grecian.  Very  few  things  of  the 
same  nature  differ  more  than  the  Greek 
and  Roman  creeds  of  the  Orders.  The 
Roman  Orders  are  chiefly  composed 
of  small  and  ungraceful  parts  (what 
a  turn-coat),  and  the  mouldings  are 
made  up  of  parts  of  a  circle,  which  do 
not  produce  that  beautiful  light  and 
shade,  so  happily  effected  by  the 
Greek  mouldings."  Then  in  his  final 
volume  he  tells  us  that  "the  text  is 
taken  from  the  Grecian  system,  which 
is  now  universally  adopted  by  the  first 
professors  of  the  art,  both  in  Europe 
and  America:  and  whose  economical 
plan,  and  plain  massive  features,  are 
peculiarly  adapted  to  the  republican 
habits  of  this  country." 

As  if  an  architecture  were  some- 
thing to  be  chosen  for  what  it  ever 
so  romantically  seems  to  symbolize ! 
But  Benjamin  should  not  be  blametl 
for  those  sentiments.  They  weren't 
his.  He  was  a  shrewd,  skilful  Yankee, 
and  his  business  was  to  build  houses 
and  sell  books  about  them,  and  to 
keep  up  as  well  as  he  could  with  the 
styles  of  the  time. 

Fortunately    for    his    bewilderment 


he  didn't  live  to  take  part  in  a  fur- 
ther change.  Not  that  his  Greek  Re- 
vival was  bad  except  in  })rinciple. 
Many  of  its  houses  were  accidentally 
charming;  but  it  had  just  about  as 
little  to  do  with  art  and  architecure 
as  any  style  of  building  could  have, 
Benjamin's  own  houses  of  the  time 
must  have  been  among  the  best, 
though  it  is  doubtful  if  they  were  as 
fine  as  those  of  his  neighbor,  Ellas 
Carter,  who  was  an  architect-builder 
in  Worcester.  Actually,  he  was  a 
mild  revivalist,  compared  with 
Minard  Lafever,  whose  period  dove^ 
tailed  his  own  and  carried  on  beyond 
it  far  into  the  Fifties. 

Lafever  was  a  New  York  City 
carpenter  who  turned  "architect." 
He  lived  and  worked  while  the 
Greek  Revival  was  at  its  height,  and 
the  houses  built  by  him  and  built  from 
his  books  of  plans  were  typical  of 
the  period.  They  were  strange  transla- 
tions of  Greek  architecture,  full  of 
awkward  charm  and  rather  eccentric 
beauty;  but  they  were  what  the 
people  wanted,  and  they  deserved  their 
popularity.  He,  too,  swam  with  the 
current,  and  while  his  first  books:  T/ie 
Young  Builder's  General  Instructor 
(Newark,  1829)  and  the  Modern 
Builder's  Guide  (New  York,  18  33), 
were  imbued  with  the  "Greek"  idea, 
his  last  one  (and  a  most  impressive 
one  it  was)  :  The  Architectural  In- 
structor, published  in  New  York  in 
1856,  was  a  frank  concession  to  the 
wave  of  Victorianism  which  by  this 
time  was  carrying  the  whole  country 
on  its  crest.  Here  at  the  end  the 
"Greek"  idea  was  gone,  and  all  was 
"Tuscan,"  "Italian"  and  "Gothic"; 
as  quaint  and  queer  a  collection  of 
architectural  designs  as  you  will  ever 
discover — unless  you  examine  almost 
any  other  "plan  book"  of  the  period. 

It  had  tak.'n  just  fifty  years  to  ac- 
complish this  feat,  to  wander  from  a 
tradition  of  splendid  houses  to  a 
romantic  notion  that  had  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  architecture.  But 
it  was  an  interesting  metamorphosis, 
and  is  well  worth  the  attention  of 
anyone  who  wonders  about  the  whys 
and  wherefores  of  fashions. 


WAR      ON      PLANT      ENEMIES 
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MOST  amateur  gardeners  face 
each  new  season  with  the  hope 
that  the  various  bugs,  worms  and 
blights  of  yester-year  will  not  put  ni 
an  appearance.  The  commercial  grower 
soon  learns  not  to  lay  that  flattering 
unction  to  his  soul.  He  takes  it  for 
granted  that  everything  will  appear — 
and  prepares  for  the  worst!  And  the 
fact  that  he  is  prepared  makes  his  suc- 
cess in  combating  them  fairly  certain. 
Of  course,  not  every  insect  and  dis- 
ease attacking  every  plant  will  appear 
in  any  one  season.  But  there  is  no 
way  of  telling  in  advance  which  ones 
are  going  to  come.  The  only  logical 
course,  therefore,  is  to  be  ready  for 
them  all.  And  right  at  this  point 
emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the  fact 
that  the  one  all  important  thing  in 
fighting  both  insects  and  disease  is  to 
be  readv  in  advance.    If  vou  wait  until 


they  appear  you  will  usually  be  too 
late.  A  delay  of  twenty-four  hours 
may  mean  all  the  difference  between 
failure  and  success. 

"But  how,"  you  may  ask,  "is  one 
going  to  be  ready  to  fight  anything 
and  everything  which  may  come 
along?  That's  the  kind  of  advice  that 
may  sound  well  in  a  magazine,  but  is 
not  at  all  practical  in  real  life!" 

On  the  contrary,  it  is  entirely  prac- 
tical to  be  ready  for  all  the  standard 
troubles  which  are  likely  to  appear. 
Once  in  a  while  some  new  thing,  like 
the  European  corn  borer,  the  Oriental 
fruit  moth,  or  the  Japanese  beetle, 
will  appear  suddenly  in  limited  areas 
— but  that  is  the  big  exception  to  the 
general  rule. 

To  the  average  amateur  the  whole 
subject  of  insect  and  disease  control

WAR      ON      PLANT      ENEMIES 
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is  a  good  deal  of  a  mystery — and  ic 
is  not  made  less  so  by  the  large  and 
constantly  increasing  number  of  reme- 
dies, sprays  and  dusts  which  the  seed 
stores  and  garden  catalogs  offer  for 
sale.  Most  of  these  preparations  are 
good,  but  in  their  numbers  there  is 
confusion  for  the  beginner. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  there  should 
be  any  mystery  about  the  control  of 
insects.  All  but  an  insignificant  few 
of  them  may  be  held  in  check  with  cer- 
tainty if  taken  in  time.  With  the  di.s- 
eases,  we  have  not  progressed  quite  so 
far,  but  fortunately  there  are  fewer 
of  them  likely  to  disturb  the  amateur's 
garden;  and  the  methods  of  control- 
ling them  are  constantly  improving. 
Even  the  dreaded  "damping  off"  dis- 
ease, for  instance,  which  attacks  seed- 
lings and  cuttings  in  the  seed-bed, 
coldframe  and  cutting  bench,  has  at 
last  been  conquered. 

The  development  of  dust  spraying 
with  dry  inaterials  infinitely  finer  in 
mechanical  texture  than  those  avail- 
able a  few  years  ago  has  opened  up 
new  possibilites  in  waging  successful 
war  against  both  insects  and  diseases. 
And  they  have  the  great  advantage  of 
always  being  ready  for  instant  use. 

The  point  has  been  reached,  in  fact, 
where  it  may  be  claimed  without  ex- 
aggeration that  the  home  gardener  can 
adequately  protect  his  garden,  his 
flowers,  and  his  fruits  against  probably 
ninety-five  percent  of  the  troubles 
likely  to  attack  them,  if  he  will  devote 
to  this  important  subject  a  reasonable 
amount  of  time — say  a  single  evening 
— and  thus  enable  himself  to  provide, 
in  advance,  fairly  complete  equipment 
for  garden  warfare. 

"Complete  equipment"  does  not 
mean  a  supply  of  every  kind  of  in- 
secticide and  fungicide  offered  for 
sale.  It  does  mean,  however,  a  suffi- 
cient number  so  that  there  will  be 
something  suitable  to  employ  against 
any  and  every  type  of  insect  and  dis- 


ease    which     is     likely     to     appear. 

The  secret  of  simplifying  the  whole 
problem  of  garden  warfare  lies  in  the 
fact  that  there  are  types  or  groups  of 
insects  and  of  disease,  each  member  of 
which  will  yield  to  the  same  method 
of  treatment.  The  first  step  is  to  learn 
what  these  groups  are,  and  then  the 
problem  of  fighting  them  is  changed 
at  once  from  an  endlessly  compli- 
cated to  a  comparatively  simple  one. 

The  first  distinction  to  make  is  be- 
tween insects  and  diseases.  It  may  seem 
self-evident  that  the  two  are  of  an 
entirely  different  character,  and  would 
requii-e  different  treatment.  Yet  the 
number  of  gardeners  who  will  try 
to  cure  a  disease  by  spraying  a  plant 
with  some  insecticide  such  as  nicotine, 
or  who  will  try  to  kill  bugs  or  worms 
by  spraying  them  with  a  fungicide 
such  as  Bordeaux  mixture,  is  quite 
astonishing. 

Insects,  for  practical  garden  pur- 
poses, may  be  treated  as  belonging  to 
four  distinct  classes: 

Those  which  chew,  actually  con- 
suming portions   of   the   leaf,   stem 

or  fruit  of  the  plant. 

Those  which  suck  the  plant  juices 

from  beneath  the  surface  of  leaves 

or  stems. 

Those     which     bore     inside     the 

plant,   usually  in   the  main  stem   or 

stems. 

Those  which  burrow,  or  live  be- 
neath the  soil,  outside  or  inside  of 

the  plant  itself. 

This  is  not  a  biological  classifica- 
tion such  as  the  scientific  entomologists 
make,  but  it  will  answer  for  practical 
purposes. 

To  the  chewing  group  belong  such 
familiar  old  friends  as  the  potato-bug, 
the  green  cabbage  worm  and  the 
rose-bug. 

In  the  sucking  group  are  numbered 

such   cute   little   pets   as   the   common 

green   aphis,   or   plant   louse,   and   its

several  black,  brown,  and  pink  cousins, 
and  the  San  Jose,  oyster  shell  and 
other  scales.  Also  a  few  larger  things, 
such  as  the  obnoxious  black  "stink- 
bug"  which  almost  invariably  at- 
tacks  Squash   and   Pumpkins. 

The  boring  insects  include  two 
quite  different  types;  the  regular  big 
boys,  such  as  the  squash  borer  and 
the  dahlia  borer,  usually  an  inch  or 
more  in  length,  and  the  minute  leaf- 
miners,  so  tiny  that  they  can  eat,  live 
and  have  their  being  between  the 
upper  and  the  lower  surfaces  of  a 
leaf. 

The  burrowing  or  under-the-soil 
group  includes  representatives  from 
all  the  other  groups— such  as  the  root 
aphis,  attacking  Asters;  the  cabbage, 
onion  and  squash  maggots,  feeding 
inside  the  roots;  and  the  common 
white  grub  and  wire  worm,  which 
eat   off   plant   roots. 

METHODS   OK   ATTACK 

In  some  cases,  an  insect  belongs,  at 
different  stages  of  its  existence,  to 
different  ones  of  the  above  groups. 
The  pernicious  striped  cucumber 
beetle,  for  instance,  with  whom  any- 
one who  has  ever  attempted  to  grow 
Cucumbers,  Melons  or  Squash  is  in- 
timately acquainted,  not  only  chews 
the  young  leaves  and  blossoms  of  the 
plant  above  ground,  but  lays  its  eggs 
just  at  the  base  of  the  stem,  where  they 
hatch  into  tiny  but  greedy  worms 
which  burrow  into  the  stem,  working 
down  and  often  killing  the  plant. 

The  insects  mentioned  above,  of 
course,  are  but  a  few  of  the  number 
which  may  be  encountered  even  on  a 
small  place  during  the  season;  but 
they  are  sufficient  to  enable  you  to 
classify  the  others.  For  practical  pur- 
poses, it  is  much  more  important  to 
know  how  an  insect  lives — whether 
he  chews,  sucks  the  plant  juices,  bores 
inside  of  it,  or  conceals  himself  in  or 
about  the  roots — than  it  is  to  know 
his  name.  When  you  meet  him,  don't 
wait  for  any  formal  introduction — 
start  proceedings  at  once! 

And  now  as  to  the  type  of  pro- 
ceedings to  start. 

The  chewing  insects  may  be  killed 
by  a  poison  which  they  swallow —  a 
stomach  poison,  as  it  is  called.  If 
such  a  poison  is  placed  on  the  foliage 
where  they  are  feeding,  they  will 
quickly  consume  enough  of  it,  in  al- 
most all  cases,  to  finish  them. 

Arsenate  of  lead  (or  lead  arsenate) 
in  dry  or  dusting  form  is  the  poison 
for  chewing  insects  which  I  prefer  to 
all  others.  It  will  keep  a  long  time  in 
perfect  condition ;  it  can  be  used  in- 
stantly as  it  is  for  dusting;  or,  by 
merely  mixing  with  cold  water  for 
spraying.  The  paste  lead  arsenate  in 
small  quantities  is  always  drying  out 
and  is  more  trouble  to  mix,  even  for 
wet  spraving. 

Hellebore  powder  is  not  so  strong 
a  poison  as  lead  arsenate  and  washes 
off  easily.  It  is,  therefore,  used  in 
place  of  lead  arsenate  for  currant 
worms,  cabbage  worms,  when  the 
heads  are  forming,  and  under  other 
conditions  when  one  might  hesitate  to 
use  arsenate.  It  may  be  used  when  it 
is  dry  for  dusting  or  as  a  wet  spray. 

With  a  supply  of  these  two  stom- 


ach poisons  on  hand,  you  can  control 
the  great  majority  of  chewing  insects 
— bugs,  beetles  or  worms. 

The  sucking  insects  must  be  got 
at  another  way.  As  the  beaks  through 
which  they  suck  their  food  are  thru.st 
into  the  interior  of  the  plant,  any 
poison  placed  on  the  surface  has  no 
effect.  Therefore,  they  must  be  killed 
by  a  contact  spray,  which  will  poison 
them  through  the  skin,  suffocate  them, 
or  both. 

Nicotine  I  consider  the  most  satis- 
factory all-round  contact  poison  for 
home  garden  use.  It  is  the  active  in- 
gredient in  many  of  the  sprays  put  out 
under  varous  trade  names.  The  fonn 
I  use  is  a  40%  nicotine  sulphate, 
known  as  Black-Leaf  40.  I  find  it 
more  convenient  to  use  than  any  kero- 
sene, soap  or  oil  emulsion  for  sum- 
mer spraying,  for  all  forms  of  aphis 
(above  ground)  and  for  various 
scales.  It  may  be  combined  with  lead 
arsenate,  in  one  spray,  for  both  chew- 
ing and  sucking  insects. 

On  flowers  for  cutting,  or  where  a 
strong  nicotine  odor  is  objectionab'e, 
one  of  the  several  weaker  but  pleas- 
anter  smelling  sprays  which  contain 
nicotine  and  other  oils  may  be  used. 
But  keep  the  strong  stuff  on  hand  for 
general  purposes,  and  ready  to  use  at 
the  first  sign  of  aphis,  for  they  in- 
crease more  rapidly  than  you  would 
believe  possible,  and  if  allowed  lo 
become  so  numerous  that  the  leaves 
begin  to  curl  it  will  be  almost  impossi- 
ble to  reach  them  with  the  spray. 

The  various  scales  which  attack 
many  fruit  trees,  ornamental  trees 
and  shrubs,  and  which  all  belong  to 
the  sucking  group,  may  be  fought 
most  effectively  when  the  foliage  is 
off  and  growth  dormant.  For  this 
purpose,  a  spreading,  emulsifying  oil 
is  used.  Nicotine,  or  a  soap  or  kero- 
sene emulsion  spray,  may  be  used 
against  them   in  summer. 

TREATING    FOR    BORERS 

The  borers,  fortunately,  are  very 
few  in  numbers.  The  squash-vine 
borer  in  the  vegetable  garden ;  the 
dahlia  borer  and  the  iris  borer  in 
the  flower  borders;  and  the  peach 
borer  at  the  base  of  Peach  trees,  are 
the  only  ones  likely  to  be  encountered. 

The  wilting  of  the  affected  part, 
with  wet  or  gummy  sawdust  at  the 
opening  of  the  hole,  are  the  warning 
signals  of  their  presence.  Squash 
vines  or  Dahlia  stalks  mav  be  slit  open 
carefully  with  a  thin  knife  blade,  and 
the  borer  killed.  The  iris  borer  works 
along  the  root  stocks,  which  should 
be  removed  and  burned. 

The  peach  borer  may  be  dug  out 
with  a  knife  or  a  stiff  wire,  in  fall  or 
early  spring.  Paradichlorobenzen.?, 
used  at  the  rate  of  one  ounce  per  tree, 
covered  with  soil,  will  help  keep  them 
away — but  don't  use  it  on  trees  under 
three  years  old. 

The  leaf-miners  seldom  cause  seri- 
ous damage.  Strong  nicotine  spray 
will  control  some  of  them ;  or,  in  the 
case  of  the  Boxwood  miner,  spray 
under  surface  of  leaves  with  plain 
molasses,  diluted  with  water,  one  to 
three.

WAR-    ON      PLANT       ENEMIES 

{Continued  from  page  20  2) 


insects,  is  the  liardest  of  all  to  g'et 
at.  There  are  several  preparations 
made  especially  for  them,  but  I  have 
never  found  anything'  more  effective 
than  carbon  disulphide  emulsion.  For 
several  years  past,  however,  I  have 
tried  the  following  simple  preventa- 
tive, and  have  had  no  root  insects  to 
bother  with.  I  merely  sow,  in  the 
rows  where  I  am  going  to  sow  or  set 
out  Radishes,  Onions,  Ca.bbag'o, 
Cauliflowers,  Asters,  etc.,  a  generous 
amount  of  tobacco  fertilizer,  or  plain 
tobacco  dust.  The  smell  of  tobacco 
rejiels  practically  all  insects  and,  used 
in  this  way,  it  seems  to  prevent  their 
attempting  to   locate  near  the  plants. 

PLANT    DISEASES 

There  are  two  general  types  of 
plant  disease:  those  fungous  diseases, 
from  outside,  which  attack  healthy 
plants  at  first  only  in  spots,  such  as 
the  various  blights,  rusts,  and  mil- 
dews; and  those  which  appear  to  be 
within  the  plant  and  affect  its  gen- 
eral health  such  as  the  yellows  of 
Asters  and  Cabbage,  lettuce  wilt,  and 
a  few  others.  These  are  known  as 
physiological  diseases,  and  little  can 
be  done  except  to  burn  at  once  all  in- 
fected plants. 

The  fungous  diseases  spread  by 
means  of  spores — something  like  the 
seeds  of  ordinary  plants — which  light 
upon  the  surface  of  the  leaves  or 
stems  of  the  plants  attacked,  sprout 
and  thrive,  sending  their  roots  into 
the  tissues  of  the  host  plant  upon 
which  they  grow.  Once  the  roots 
have  penetrated  into  these  tissues,  they 
are  safe.  Nothing  which  will  destroy 
them  without  killing  the  plant  has 
ever  been  discovered.  Therefore,  the 
only  way  to  fight  fung-ous  diseases  is 
to  prevent  their  getting  a  foothold. 
This  can  be  done  by  covering  the 
foliage  with  some  material  which  will 
kill  the  spores  when  they  alight,  and 
keeping  it  covered  as  long-  as  they  are 
likely  to  put  in  an  appearance. 

The  two  materials  most  effective 
for  this  purpose  are  copper  and  sul- 
phur. They  are  prepared  in  various 
forms,  Bordeaux  mixture  being  the 
most  common  for  copper,  and  lime- 
sulphur  for  sulphur.  There  are  forms 
of  each  which  may  be  applied  dry  as 
well  as  in  liquid  sprays.  As  copper  is 
more  effective  against  some  diseases 
and  sulphur  against  others,  it  is  well 
to  have  both  on  hand. 

In  addition  to  the  insecticides  and 
fungicides  mentioned  above,  it  is  ad- 
visable to  provide  also  a  trade-named 
form  of  casein  which  is  used  to  mix 
with  any  wet  spray  to  make  it  spread 
and  stick  more  thoroughly.  It  should 
be  used  when  spraying  very  smooth 
foliage,  such  as  Cabbages,  Peas  or 
Onions,  where  the  ordinary  spray  will 
collect  in  drops  and  run  off. 

The  effectiveness  of  any  spray, 
liquid  or  dust,  depends  upon  thor- 
oug-h,  even  distribution  of  the  mate- 
rial. In  my  own  "armory"  I  have 
four  sprayers:  a  very  small  hand  dust 
gun,  costing  $1.25,  and  a  larger  one 
of  much  greater  capacity  which  cost, 
when    I    bought    it,     $7.50;     also    a 


small,  all-brass  hand  sprayer  for 
liquids,  costing  $2.00;  and  a  com- 
pressed air  knapsack  type  with  brass 
tank,  costing  $8.00.  The  two  smaller 
for  a  small  garden,  or  the  two  latter 
for  a  large  one,  would  do  without  the 
others;  but  it  is  a  convenience  to  have 
both  sizes.  Whatever  type  you  buy, 
get  brass;  it  is  much  cheaper,  even 
though  costing  more. 

With  a  fairly  complete  outfit,  such 
as  suggested  above,  learn  to  look  upon 
your  spraying  as  an  all-year-round 
program.  Not  that  you  have  to  keep 
at  it  every  week,  but  there  is  some 
spraying  to  do  each  season. 

In  fall  and  winter,  for  instance,  is 
the  best  time  to  attack  the  tree  and 
shrub  scales,  using  strong  lime-sulphur 
or  miscible  oil.  This  may  be  done  at 
any  time  until  the  leaf  buds  start. 

Early  in  the  spring — before  the 
flower  buds  open — spray  fruits  with 
lead  arsenate  and  nicotine  to  kill 
worms  a,nd  aphis,  and  again  after 
blossoms  fall  (never  spray  fruit  trees 
while    blossoms   are   open). 

Spray  with  Bordeaux  or  lime-sul- 
phur the  early  growth  of  Hollyhock, 
Larkspur,  Iris,  Phlox  and  other  hardy 
plants  likely  to  be  attacked  by  disease. 
Repeat  every  ten  to  fourteen  days 
until    plants   flower. 

HOT   WEATHER   DANGERS 

Later  in  spring,  watch  particularly 
for  various  kinds  of  aphis  on  vege- 
tables, flowers  and  fruit  trees.  Spray 
promptly  with  nicotine.  For  fungous 
diseases,  spray  with  Bordeaux  or  lime- 
sulphur,  wet  or  dry,  often  enough  to 
keep  new  growth  co\ered. 

During  summer,  especially  in  dry, 
hot  weather,  be  on  the  alert  for  the 
first  appearance  of  the  general  run 
of  worms  and  bugs  attacking  flowers, 
vegetables  and  fruits.  Spray  in  ad- 
vance all  plants  likely  to  be  attacked, 
such  as  Potatoes,  for  early  and  late 
blight;  Melons  for  blight  and  mil- 
dew; Celery  for  blight,  etc. 

Also  use  tobacco  dust  freely  in  veg- 
etable and  flower  garden  as  a  repel- 
lant,  around  plants  especially  likely  to 
be  attacked  by  insects,  such  as  Melons, 
Cucumbers,  Tomatoes,  Eggplants, 
Asters,   etc. 

With  the  coming-  of  autumn,  guard 
against  the  late  diseases,  such  as  blight 
of  celery  and  potatoes;  and  carry  out 
a  clean-up  campaign  so  that  diseased 
leaves  and  plants — such  as  the  rust  of 
strawberries  and  raspberries,  the 
black  rot  of  grapes,  etc. — will  not  be 
carried  over  through  the  winter.  Cut 
back  to  the  ground  and  burn  the  tops 
of  diseased  perennials;  clean  up  and 
burn  all  vegetable  garden  refuse; 
and  prune  out  any  wood  in  fruit 
trees  which  does  not  look  perfectly 
healthy. 

As  a  general  thing,  a  spraying- 
program  such  as  outlined  above  will 
keep  the  averag-e  sized  home  grounds 
in  excellent  condition,  and  the  cost 
will  be  negligible.  The  one  big  thing 
to  keep  in  mind  is  to  be  prepared  to 
act  immediately  whenever  and  wher- 
ever a  plant  pest  shows  its  head.

Early  American  Wall  Paintings, 
17  10-1850.  By  Edward  B.  Allen, 
New  Haven :  Yale  University  Press. 

EVERY  fact  in  relation  to  our 
early  American  ancestors  is  of 
real  interest  to  all  of  us.  A  study  of 
the  architecture  and  the  various  arts 
of  the  Colonies  and  the  early  Repub- 
lic gives  to  us  an  idea  of  the  ability, 
culture  and  refinement  of  our  fore- 
fathers. Througli  \arious  sources  of 
information  our  understanding  of 
these  first  white  Americans  increases. 

Mr.  Allen's  book  is  devoted  to  a 
discussion  of  the  wall  paintings 
which  brightened  the  rooms  of  early 
America.  Many  of  these  have  only 
recently  come  to  light,  while  houses 
which  stood  during  the  18th  and  early 
1 9th  Centuries  w^ere  being  renovated 
or  demolished.  A  great  number  of 
these  old  paintings  are  excellent  in 
design,  execution  antl  coloring,  al- 
though some  are  crude,  obviously 
amateur,  efforts.  Because  of  their 
associations,  however,  we  treasure 
them  all. 

While  the  great  majority  of  the 
paintings  are  landscapes,  the  subjects 
vary.  Pastoral  scenes,  ships  under 
full  sail,  classic  ruins  and  even  char- 
acters from  mythology  are  repre- 
sented. Stenciled  designs,  as  in  the 
Grant  house  at  Saco,  Maine,  and  the 
Coolidge  house  at  Plymouth,  Ver- 
mont, also  were  in  considerable  favor. 

Their  names  and  anecdotes  in  ref- 
erence to  many  authors  of  these  paint- 
ings are  given,  making  the  book 
more  than  a  dry  reference  tome  and 
rather  an  interesting,  profusely  illus- 
trated collection  of  Americana.

Cottages:  Their  Planning,  Design 
and  Materials.  By  Sir  Lawrence 
Weaver,  K.  B.  E.,  F.  S.  T.,  etc.  Lon- 
don: Country  Life.  New  York: 
Charles  Scribner's  Sons. 

THIS  \olume,  which  is  the  third 
edition  of  the  "Country  Life  Book 
of  Cottages,"  first  published  in  1913 
and  now  brought  thoroughly  up  to 
date  in  this  edition  by  the  addition  of 
material  relating  to  the  post-war  pe- 
riod, is  a  most  comprehensive  survey 
of  the  small  house  situation  through- 
out England,  with  special  attention 
to  the  suburbs  of  London.  It  con- 
tains, in  addition,  much  interesting 
information  and  many  photographs 
regarding  the  proper  grouping  of 
houses  and  the  planning  of  small  vil- 
lages  and   housing    developments. 

Much  space  is  devoted  to  the  dis- 
cussion of  workingmen's  houses  of  six 
rooms  or  less.  And  in  this  relation 
the  most  striking  fact,  which  cannot 
but  stand  out,  is  the  amount  of 
thought,  planning  and  design  which 
must  ha\'e  been  expended  by  English 
architects  on  such  small  homes.  Here 
in  this  country,  because  of  the  dis- 
proportionate amount  of  money  to  be 
spent  on  similar  houses,  they  are  given 
very  little  consideration,  except  by  the 
speculative  house  builder  who,  nine 
times  out  of  ten,  is  out  to  take  all 
possible  advantage  of  the  man  with 
little   means. 

New  types  of  construction,  steel 
framing,  concrete  walls,  types  of  in- 
sulation, in  fact  all  the  factors  which 
enter  into  the  architects'  and  the  con- 


tractors' field   are   discussed.     Costs  c| 
houses  built  both  before  and  after  tl| 
the  war  are  given,  and  from  these 
would  seem  that  England  has  undej 
gone  the  same  inflation  of   values 
the  building  game  as  has  this  countrj 
However,    a    comparison    of    costs   il 
England    both    before    and    after   th| 
war  with  costs  which  were  current 
this  country,  show  that  there  materiaill 
and     labor     were    at    all     times    fa| 
cheaper. 

England's  problems  along  housind 
lines  are  so  closely  related  to  our  owil 
that  Sir  Lawrence  Weaver's  book  will 
make  a  very  worth-while  addition  t(|| 
the  library  not  only  of  the  architectjl 
and  the  architectural  student,  but  of  I 
anyone  at  all  interested  in  the  buildingjl 
situation  or  domestic  architecture  in! 
general.  Over  450  illustrations  in  thel 
form  of  photographs  and  plans  makefl 
the  book  far  more  interesting  to  thel 
laynian  than  most  \-ohimes  of  a  similar! 
nature.

A  Simple  Guide  to  Rock  Garden- BE't 
ING.  By  Sir  James  L.  Cotter,  NewlBjil 
York:    The  Macmillan  Company. 


THE  advent  of  a  new  book  on 
rock  gardening  is  always  of  in 
tcrest  to  those  in  the  thrall  of  this  , 
most  intriguing  phase  of  the  craft.  | 
The  latest  of  them  lies  before  me,  a 
small  volume  without  illustrations, 
entitled  "A  Simple  Guide  to  Rock 
Gardening."  The  effort  of  the  au- 
thor. Sir  James  L.  Cotter,  has  been  to 
make  it  a  book  of  ready  reference  for 
those  interested  in  growing  Alpine 
plants.  Though  there  are  but  124 
pages  in  the  book  no  phase  of  the 
subject  has  been  neglected  and  the  in- 
formation is  offered  in  a  manner  con- 
cise to  the  last  degree,  but  clear  and 
illuminating. 

The  first  half  dozen  or  so  chap- 
ters have  to  do  with  Alpine  plants  in 
their  native  haunts;  the  construction 
of  various  types  of  rock  gardens,  in- 
cluding the  moraine  and  the  bog,  be- 
sides walls,  pavements  and  steps  as 
designed  for  homes  for  this  class  of 
plants;  the  best  stones  and  soils  to 
use;  and  the  planting,  culture  and 
general  care  at  all  seasons  of  Alpine 
plants.  Next  are  several  chapters  de- 
voted to  the  various  races  of  plants 
thought  by  the  author  to  be  the  most 
important  for  the  rock  garden;  Anem- 
ones, Androsaces,  Dianthuses,  Gen- 
tians, Phloxes,  Primulas,  Saxifrages, 
as  well  as  selections  of  bulbs.

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upkeep  of  a  rock  garden  after  the 
initial  expenditure,  and  makes  light 
of  the  labor  necessary  to  maintain 
it  in   good  order. 

The  absence  of  illustrations  may  be 
considered  a  drawback,  for  we  do  like 
to  be  shown  as  well  as  told.  But  the 
gay  representation  of  a  rock  garden 
(on  its  best  behavior)  that  decorates 
the  jacket  of  the  book,  somewhat  miti- 
gates this  omission. 

It  is  too  bad  that  the  proof-reading 
has  been  so  carelessly  done  that  the 
spelling  of  plant  names  throughout 
the  book,  but  especially  in  the  lists  of 
plants  for  special  purposes,  is  so  faulty 
that  in  certain  cases  it  is  not  possible 
to  guess  what  species  is  indicated.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  this  blemish  will 
be  removed  if  there  are  subsequent 
editions.  There  is  also  a  complete  dis- 
regard of  any  system  or  usage  in  the 
capitalizing  of  descriptive  plant-names 
which  appears  very  amateurish. 

Nevertheless  the  price  of  the  book 
is  alluring  and  it  is  of  a  pleasant  size 
to  be  taken  into  the  garden  for  quick 
reference.  That  its  origin  is  English 
impairs  its  usefulness  very  little.  We 
hardly  need  to  be  reminded  that  in 
our  dry  country  it  is  not  necessary  to 
excavate  four  feet  at  the  start  of  build- 
ing a  rock  garden  to  insure  drainage. 
And  Alpine  plants  are,  for  the  most 
part,  hardy  enough  to  stand  the  worst 
our  climate  can  do.  Only  a  few  ten- 
der things,  such  as  the  shrubby  Veron- 
icas and  Fuchsias,  must  be  foregone.

Manual  of  Gardening.  By  L.  H. 
Bailey.  New  York:  The  Macmillan 
Company. 

IT  is  hard  to  imagine  that  more 
garden  wisdom  will  ever  be  put 
into  smaller  compass  than  is  found  in 
the  less  than  500  pages  of  this  wonder- 
ful book.  Professor  Bailey  had  already 
learned  much,  by  study  and  experience, 
before  he  wrote  his  Garden  Making 
and  his  Practical  Garden  Book.  It 
was  these  that,  in  1910,  he  used  as 
the  foundation  of  the  present  work.  A 
revision  made  six  years  later,  and  now 
this  new  and  revised  edition,  have 
since  embodied  the  growth  and  prog- 
ress of  the  subject  and  of  the  author, 
a  man  who,  with  his  technical  knowl- 
edge and  skill  and  good  sense,  com- 
bines the  happy  faculty  of  poetic 
imagination  and  sensitive  esthetic 
appreciation.  It  is  a  veritable  ency- 
clopedia in  compact  form,  not  for  the 
general  farmer,  to  be  sure,  nor  for 
the  growing  of  grain;  but  it  does  give 
nearly  all  that  one  needs  to  know  in 
order  to  be  a  successful  orchardist,  or 
to  manage  a  truck  patch,  large  or 
small,  or  to  make  the  best  use  of 
flowering  and  ornamental  plants 
indoors  or  out.  The  index  is  full  and 
satisfactory  and  does  not  make  the 
common  mistake  of  driving  the 
searcher  concerning  a  particular  topic 
to   many  pages   upon   most   of  which 


there  is  scarcely  more  than  a  mention, 
The  3 1 8  drawings  are  not  allowei 
to  take  up  much  room  and  yet  are! 
sufficiently  clear;  not  one  of  them  is 
without  meaning.  The  full-page 
plates,  of  which  there  are  3  2,  also 
teach,  each  one,  a  great  deal. 

In  addition  to  amazing  compre- 
hensiveness and  condensation  there  is 
found  general  accuracy  also.  The 
revision  is  not  up  to  date  in  just  a  few 
matters,  as  the  price  of  wooden  tree 
labels  and  the  cost  of  commercial 
fertilizers;  nor  is  there  agreement 
with  the  prevailing  modern  practices 
in  advocating  that  in  the  north  the 
Peony  would  better  be  planted  in  the 
spring  and  the  Tulips  as  early  as 
September,  and  that  foliage  of  the 
Gladiolus  should,  at  the  time  of  the 
digging,  be  left  on  until  it  shrivels. 
A  most  captious  critic  could  cite  but 
few  points  like  the  discrepancy  in 
allowing  the  tall-bearded  Iris  a  height 
of  only, twelve  to  fifteen  inches  while 
to  the  Oriental  Poppy  is  given  from 
two  to  four  feet,  and  he  might  ask 
for  a  more  considerate  treatment  of 
flowering  shrubs  than  is  implied  in 
merely  directing  that  they  be  headed 
back  when  they  are  moved.

Ornamental  Trees  for  Amateurs. 
By  W.  J.  Bean.  New  York:  Charles 
Scribner's  Sons. 

THIS  is  a  small  book  which  has 
been  intended  by  its  author,  who 
is  Curator  of  the  Royal  Botanic  Gar- 
dens at  Kew,  England,  to  be  used 
both  as  a  text  and  handbook  on  the 
subject  of  trees,  for  the  beginner 
along  the  paths  of  horticulture. 

It  presents  in  a  concise  yet  interest- 
ing way  all  the  necessary  information 
which  will  enable  the  amateur  to  make 
an  intelligent  selection  of  the  proper 
trees  for  any  purpose  desired.  The 
names,  both  common  and  botanical,  of 
all  the  trees  in  which  such  a  person 
is  likely  to  become  interested  are 
given  together  with  the  salient  facts 
concerning  each. 

One  of  the  purposes  for  which  this 
book  has  been  intended  is  to  wean 
the  public  from  a  selection  for  a  gar- 
den from  the  few  trees  to  which  they 
have  become  accustomed  in  the  past 
and  to  make  them  realize  the  infinite 
variety  of  trees  which  can  be  easily 
and  successfully  grown,  adding  va- 
riety to  their  landscapes  and  gardens. 

Chapters  are  devoted  to  general  sub- 
jects of  interest  to  tree  growers,  such 
as  tree  cultivation,  transplanting, 
pruning,  diseases  and  treatments,  etc. 
Much  space  is  given  to  discussing  the 
particular  suitability  of  various  trees. 

This  book,  although  not  an  ex- 
haustive treatise  on  trees  and  their 
growth,  will  be  a  useful  addition  to 
the  library  of  anyone  interested  in 
horticultural   subjects.

•WILDFLOWERS  FOR  SHADE 

THE  answer  to  the  question  of  what  to  plant  in  heavy  shade, 
whether  the  lack  of  sunlight  is  caused  by  trees  or  buildings, 
may  frequently  be  found  in  woodland  wildflowers,  both  herba- 
ceous and  woody.  There  is  plenty  of  color  and  variety  in  such 
material  and,  in  the  main,  there  is  little  difficulty  in  succeeding 
with  the  plants  if  the  conditions  of  their  natural  habitats  are  com- 
plied with.  Without  such  duplication  of  normal  conditions  many 
of  the  most  desirable  wildings  will  make  but  a  poor  showing, 
though  a  few  are  adaptable  enough  to  thrive  almost  anywhere. 

Except  with  kinds  that  are  locally  so  common  as  to  justify  dig- 
ging them  in  the  wild,  native  plants  had  better  be  secured  from 
one  of  the  several  growers  who  offer  them  for  sale.  Such  a  plan 
often  means  more  satisfactory  results  and  is,  of  course,  a  good 
conservation  policy. 

WILDFLOWER    VANDALISM 

IN  APRIL,  and  increasingly  as  spring  advances,  troublous 
times  come  to  some  of  our  showier  wildflowers.  An  army  of 
sometimes  thoughtless,  sometimes  deliberately  destructive  motor- 
ists now  begins  to  invade  the  countryside  within  a  radius  of  a 
hundred  miles  or  so  of  our  larger  communities,  seeking  what  floral 
beauties  it  may  pluck,  uproot  or  break  down.  Every  Sunday  eve- 
ning sees  the  cityward  return  of  thousands  of  cars  bearing  the 
wilted  remains  of  what  was  loveliness  a  few  hours  before. 

There  is  nothing  new  in  this  situation  or  in  the  necessity  of 
giving  publicity  to  it.  It  has  been  going  on  long  enough  to  have  had 
serious  results  in  many  regions  through  the  practical  extinction  of 
certain  wildflowers.  Coupled  with  the  clearing  of  the  land  it  has

wiped  out  the  Trailing  Arbutus  from  sections  where  this  delight- 
ful plant  used  to  flourish,  wrecked  thousands  of  Dogwood  trees 
in  the  East,  and  made  severe  inroads  into  the  ranks  of  the  Wild 
Columbine,  Ladyslipper,  Laurel  and  other  treasures  of  the  spring 
and  early  summer.  To  combat  it  there  must  be  aroused  a  wide- 
spread public  spirit  of  protection. 

The  garden  clubs  and  various  conser\'ation  and  wildflower 
prescr\'ation  organizations  have  done  much  to  discourage  this 
vandalism,  but  the  task  is  a  stupendous  one.  It  calls  for  the  definite 
personal  efforts  of  individuals  as  well  as  societies — a  sort  of 
volunteer  national  wildflower  police  force  that  functions  con- 
stantly and  everywhere.  There  is  educational  work  here  for  every 
communit}',  for  the  campaign  of  protection  is  a  vital  need. 

NITROGEN   FOR  THE  ORCH.ARD 

WHEN  the  conditions  leading  to  lack  of  thriftiness  in  the 
orchard  are  correctly  analyzed  the  ti'ouble  is  frequently 
found  to  lie  in  an  insufficient  amount  of  nitrogen  in  tiie  soil.  This 
chemical  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  fertilizers  that  can  be  applied 
to  Apple  and  Peach  trees,  especially  during  the  spring.  Among  its 
benefits  are  larger  fruits,  a  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  the  crop 
that  falls  long  before  maturity,  and  a  greater  number  of  the  small 
spurs  of  wood  which  carry  the  blossoms. 

The  usual  form  in  which  nitrogen  is  furnisheil  to  trees  is  nitrate 
of  soda.  Tin's  is  scattered  over  the  ground  about  a  week  before  the 
buds  open  and  left  to  be  carried  into  the  soil  by  the  rains.  The 
greatest  benefit  is  derived  from  applications  made  at  a  distance 
from  the  trunks  equal  to  the  branch  spread.  This  is  normally  the 
point  at  which  the  small  feeding  roots  are  most  active.  Applica- 
tions close  to  the  trunks  do  little  or  no  good.

LAWN    RENOVATION 

ACCORDING  to  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College, 
.  run-down  lawns  can  be  greatly  improved  by  successive  top- 
dressings  of  good  garden  loam  during  the  spring,  together  with 
several  nitrate  of  soda  treatments.  A  single  season  of  this  should 
make  a  real  difference  in  the  thickness,  vigor  and  general  appear- 
ance of  the  turf. 

The  plan  as  outlined  by  the  College  calls  for  application  of  the 
best  obtainable  compost  or  loam  every  twenty  days,  each  layer  to 
be  from  3^"  to  1"  deep,  worked  evenly  into  the  grass  with  the 
back  of  a  rake.  Between  these  top-dressings,  and  at  equal  intervals, 
the  nitrate  of  soda  is  rather  sparingly  applied.  Thus,  each  ten  days 
sees  a  fresh  supply  of  either  the  loam  or  the  chemical  stimulus. 

GARDEN  SOIL  CONSISTENCY 

NONE  of  the  fundamental  matters  connected  with  gardening 
is  more  often  overlooked  by  the  inexperienced,  and  few  are 
of  greater  importance  in  the  production  of  satisfactory  results, 
than  remedying  the  physical  defects  of  the  soil.  For  the  majority 
of  flower  or  vegetable  plantings  a  fairly  light,  friable  loam  is  by 
far  the  best. 

The  production  of  such  a  soil  by  one's  own  efforts  involves  one 
of  two  principles.  If  the  area  to  be  improved  contains  enough  clay 
to  make  it  heavy  and  inclined  to  cake  in  hot,  dry  weather  it  should 
be  lightened  by  digging  in  sand  or  coal  ashes  until  the  right  con- 
sistency is  obtained.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  so  sandy  that  it  acts 
almost  like  a  sieve  and  retains  little  or  no  moisture,  the  materials 
to  add  are  leafmold,  clay  or  both.  In  both  cases  tiie  aim  is  to  build 
a  soil  which  will  absorb  and  hold  a  fair  percentage  of  the  rainfall, 
remain  fairly  porous  and  easily  penetrable  by  the  plants'  roots,  and 
of  such  chemical  contents  as  will  encourage  vigorous  growth.

Rust  continually  forms  inside  iron  or  steel 
pipe  and  is  carried  along  in  the  water. 

4      What   are  the   disadvantages  of 
•   rusty  water? 

It  stains  washtubs,  sinks  and  bathtubs,  ruins 
clothes  in  the  laundry,  and  is  disagreeable  to 
drink  or  use  for  bathing. 

5      Why  does  the  flow  of  water  from 
•   iron  or  steel  pipe  gradually  di- 
minish? 

When  l/40  of  the  thickness  of  iron  or  steel 
pipe  is  changed  to  rust  it  will  form  a  mass

large  enough  to  clog  the  inside  completely. 
Much  less  rust  will  reduce  the  flow  to  a 
trickle.

•   sizes  of  hrass  pipe? 

With  brass  it  is  unnecessary  to  allow  for 
reduced  flow  of  water  caused  by  internal 
rust  deposits.  The  internal  diameter  of  the 
pipe  remains  unchanged.

Do    hot  water  lines  fail    before 
cold  water  lines? 

Yes,  when  iron  or  steel  is  used.  Heat  in- 
creases the  amount  of  oxygen  liberated  from 
water,  and  oxygen  in  contact  with  iron 
forms  rust. 

8      Should  brass  pipe  be  used  for  cold 
•   water  lines? 

Yes.  The  life  of  any  iron  or  steel  pipe  is 
limited  and  must  eventually  be  replaced  at 
considerable  expense. 


9     What  kind  of  fittings  should  he 
•  used  with  brass  pipe? 

Heavy  beaded  brass  fittings  of  approximately 
the  same  composition  as  the  pipe. 

•r  r\  How  does  the  cost  of  brass  pipe 
J-^»  compare  with  iron  or  steel? 
Brass  pipe  costs  slightly  more  in  the  first 
place— about  $75  more  for  the  average  $15,000 
house.  The  cost  of  replacing  iron  or  steel  pipe 
once  can  easily  amount  to  more  than  twice  the 
difference.

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[CHNESS  of  architectural  detail 
lat  vies  even  with  the  flamboyant 
of  France."

By  ROBERT  S.  LEMMON 

IT  IS  an  old  and  true  axiom  that  blood  will  tell,  whether 
it  is  in  the  veins  of  man,  horse  or  dog. 
Good  breeding  does  not,  in  this  connection,  necessarily 
imply  a  dog  that  is  a  potential  winner  at  some  bench  show. 
It  may  mean  nothing  more  than  that  the  pup  is  of  regis- 
tered, pedigreed  parents  and  that  he  himself  is  a  good, 
average,  typical  specimen  of  his  particular  breed.  With 
such  a  dog,  you  can  be  practically  certain  that  he  will  ex- 
Jiibit  the  special  traits  which  attracted  you  to  his  breed. 
Another  aclvantage  is  the  fact  that  the  well-bred  dog  has 
usually  received  intelligent  care  from  earliest  puppy-hood, 
and  is  therefore  likely  to  be  in  good  condition.  As  a  rule, 
too,  he  is  well  formed  and  possesses  a  sound  constitution. 
A  good  dog  justifies  its  price,  because  he's  worth  it — to 
his  new  owner,  and  to  the  breeder  who  offers  to  sell  him. 
One  does  not  have  to  be  an  out-and-out  fancier  to  get  far 
more  than  fifty  or  a  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  satisfaction 
out  of  a  good  pup  in  the  six  to  ten  years  of  his  lifetime. 
A  price  like  that  is  not  putting  a  hundred  percent  profit 
into  the  kennel  man's  hands,  popular  belief  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding.  It  costs  real  money  to  raise  real  dogs. 
Take,  for  example,  a  kennel  raising  terriers.

Adding  these  figures  to  the  original  cost  of  the  breed- 
ing female  shows  $1600  as  the  cost  of  producing  and 
selling  the  thirty-five  pups  for  $2250,  without  counting 
interest  on  the  investment,  upkeep  and  repairs  to  buildings, 
ad\'ertising,  taxes,  general  overhead  and  other  incidentals. 
In  other  words,  a  profit  of  $650  in  eight  years  from  each 
breeding  female — $81.25  as  a  yearly  average.  Supposing 
there  are  ten  breeding  dogs,  they  max  net  their  owner 
$812.50  a  year  if  everything  goes  just  right.

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IT  WAS  probably  the  publicity 
taiiipaigri  of  a  certain  well- 
known  restaurant  chain  that  first 
[lojiularized  the  balanced  diet  idea. 
At  any  rate,  the  country  is  flooded 
at  the  present  moment  with  tables 
showing'  the  essential  content  of 
foods  of  all  kinds,  so  that  efficient 
citizens  with  an  eye  to  their  bodily 
well-being' are  able — if  they  choose — 
to  make  a  selection  of  food  com- 
binations calculated  to  maintain  in 
them  a  state  of  constant  digestive 
perfection. 

It  is  a  pity  that  a  similar  table  for 
the  proper  nourishment  of  the  mind 
has  not  been  undertaken  by  some 
enterprising  publishing  house.  It 
should  be  simple  enough;  surely  the 
same  rules  that  apply  to  the  body 
are  also  applicable,  in  a  greater  or 
less  degree,  to  the  mind.  A  man 
cannot  retain  his  mental  balance  for 
any  great  length  of  time  on  an  un- 
\arying  program  of  work,  any  more 
than  he  can  live  on  a  steady  fare 
of  lamb  stew.  By  the  same  process 
of  reasoning,  a  daily  diet  of  tea 
dances  would  be  about  as  palatable 
at  the  end  of  a  week  as  seven  con- 
secutive cream-puff  dinners. 

Nor  would  a  combination  of  mut- 
ton and  French  pastry  constitute  a 
satisfactorily  balanced  diet.  In  be- 
tween these  two  stand  the  humbler 
foodstuffs,  those  products  of  the  soil 
from  among  which  one  must  choose 
the  combination  best  suited  to  his 
own  individual  needs.  The  mental 
equivalent  of  this  interjacent  nour- 
ishment— one's  hobby  or  avocation 
— is,  we  think,  of  even  greater  com- 
parative importance.  It  must  be  suf- 
ficiently   stimulating   to    the    imagi- 
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nation  to  offset  any  heaviness  imposed 
by  mental  fare  of  greater  substance; 
but  it  should  at  the  same  time  require 
less  digestive  effort. 

Professional  and  recreational 
fields  are  limited,  so  that  choice  of 
these  is  necessarily  simple.  But  the 
difficulty  of  selecting'  the  right  hobby 
has  brought  us  to  the  point  of  fa- 
naticism on  the  subject  of  tables  and 
charts  for  individual  mental  needs. 
We  might  even  go  so  far  as  to  sug- 
gest separate  schedules  for  work  and 
play,  with  a  special  table  on  hobbies. 
It  is,  after  all,  no  more  preposterous 
to  think  of  dictating  a  routine  for 
the  mind  than  for  the  digestive 
system.  And  the  possibilities  em- 
bodied in  the  thought  are  really 
rather  inspiring. 

It  might,  for  instance,  be  done  by 
season.  The  composer  of  a  recrea- 
tional schedule,  one  eye  on  the  cal- 
endar, would  find  his  task  simplified 
by  the  definite  relation  of  activities 
to  certain  months  of  the  year.  What 
a  triumph  would  be  his  if  he  might 
prove  that  those  indefinable  yearnings 
stirred  by  the  first  warm  days  are 
translatable  in  terms  of  gardening! 

There  remain  summer  and  fall, 
with  all  their  outdoor  divertisse- 
ments to  draw  upon,  leaving  the 
long,  dark  months  of  winter  to  the 
collector,  that  he  may  indulge  his 
passion  for  pewter,  old  coins,  little 
boxes.  Or  stamps. 

In  the  absence  of  such  suggestive 
guides,  House  &  Garden  achieves  a 
new  significance.

FRESH  home  from  an  extended  swing  down 
the  Pacific  Coast  and  through  the  Southwest, 
our  notebooks  filled  with  odd  junk  about  this 
place  and  that,  we  are  tempted  to  write  what  we 
actually  feel  about  some  of  the  cities  and  towns 
we  visited.

In  others,  civic 
consciousness  had  not  yet  been  awakened.  In  still 
Others  it  was  being  throttled  by  boodling  poli- 
ticians or  the  movements  for  civic  betterment 
t— were  in  the  wrong  hands. 
B  From  time  to  time  on  this  page  we  plan  to 
Ret  down  some  of  our  thoughts  about  San  Fran- 
J  cisco,  Monterey,  Santa  Barbara,  Los  Angeles,  Santa 
'  Fe,  San  Antonio  and  New  Orleans. 
In  each  of  these  cities  a  different  problem  is 
apparently  being  faced  and  yet  practically  all 
of  them  fall  into  one  error — they  boast  the  wrong 
thing.  Size,  money  and  the  speed  of  growth  seem 
to  be  tlie  only  measures  applied.  "Look  how  fast 
we  grow!  Lock  how  big  we  are!  Look  how  much 
money  is  being  made  here!" 


L\TE  one  afternoon,  having  plowed  through 
^the  mud  washed  down  into  Santa  Monica 
Boulevard  by  the  floods,  we  arrived  at  the  con- 
fusion of  a  movie  studio  and  from  this  confusion 
(typical  of  the  hectic  Hollywood  life.)  sought 
refuge  in  the  comparati\-e  calm  of  a  star's  bun- 
galow. The  bungalow  was  set  in  the  "lot,"  and 
the  star  was  Mary  Pickford.  The  purpose  of  our 
search  was  to  satisfy  a  curiosity.  We  had  read  an 
address  Miss  Pickford  made  to  the  architects  of 
Los  Angeles,  and  another  to  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  we  wanted  to  know  just  how  it 
was  that  a  woman  as  busy  as  she  could  find  time 
to  prepare  sucii  brilliant,  helpful  and  pointed  re- 
niarks  on  civic  betterment.

resources  and  to  make  our  cities  beautiful. 

We  asked  her,  "Why  are  you  so  interested  in 
Town  Betterment:  Why  are  you  taking  all  this 
valuable  time  to  study  the  problems  of  Los 
Angeles?" 

"Because  this  is  my  city." 

If  we  were  asked  for  a  slogan  to  give  civic 
societies,  it  would  be  that — "This  Is  My  City."

For  True  Rural  Freedom  Try  Remodeling  An  Old  Btini  Into  A 

Picturesque  Home  for  Living  and  Play

WHEN  Alan'c  Antoinette  anil  lu-r  so- 
phisticated friends  wearied  of  life 
in  the  luxurious  palaces  at  Versailles,  they 
retired  to  the  Hamlet,  a  little  Swiss 
chalet.  There,  garbed  as  peasants,  they 
whiled  away  much  of  their  time  in  pastoral 
enjo)'ments. 

The  Hamlet  and  its  dependencies  still 
stand,  "^'ou  hnd  them  in  a  secluded  spot  of 
the  jx'ilace  grounds,  hedged  with  trees,  and 


mirrorctl  in  the  placid  waters  of  a  mill- 
pond.  An  abandoned  movie  set,  they  appear 
today.  The  sparkle  of  their  romance  has 
tarnished  like  an  old  buckle.  Dust  lies  thick 
on  tlic  memory  of  the  pretty  doings  in  this 
spot.  Gazing  at  these  quaint  buildings,  you 
realize  that  people  who  lived  in  them  had 
merely  busied  themselves  with  the  tissue  of 
dreams.  They  were  a  make-believe  people. 
The  chalet  stands  today  as  a  faint  symbol 


of  those  who  tried  to  flee  the  realities  of 
an  exacting  life — and  failed. 

In  our  generation  the  exactions  of  life 
may  differ  somewhat  in  kind  from  those 
tiiat  made  life  at  the  court  of  Loins  XVI 
unbearable,  but  they  Ao  not  differ  in  (]uan- 
tity.  Especially  do  those  who  live  in  cities 
feel  the  pressiu'e  of  conxentions — the 
necessity  for  being  constantlv  garbed  in 
one's  best  clothes  and  best  manners.  Sooner

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or  later  we  grow  awfully  tired  of  being  polite.  And  when  that 
weariness  comes,  invariably  we  long  for  the  things  Marie  Antoin- 
ette dreamed  about — something  rural,  something  bucolic,  some- 
thing that  we  can  share  with  straw-chewing  country  yokels,  with 
bland-faced  cows,  with  gentle  sheep,  with  clucking  hens.  We  dream 
that  the  noise  of  the  street  traffic  is  only  the  soft  music  of  water 
spilling  over  a  mill  dam.  We  dream  of  a  house  that  has  no  sophisti- 
cated furnishing  taken  out  of  magazines  or  a  decorator's  head.  We 
hope  for  a  place  where  we  can  do  most  of  our  own  housework — 
and  enjoy  doing  it. 

This  revolt  against  the  social  exactions  of  cities  and  towns  is 
what  makes  people  take  to  hayloft  homes.  Going  through  the 
countryside  you  encounter  them  here  and  there — old  barns  remod- 
eled into  studios  and  houses  for  summer  living.  You  envy  the  owners 
their  courage,  and,  even  more,  you  envy  them  their  life. 

If  some  of  that  same  spirit  of  revolt  has  seized  you,  how  do  you 
go  about  satisfying  it?  First  you  catch  your  barn.  This  may  mean 
weeks  of  searching.  Through  the  rural  sections  of  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board and  the  Middle  West  arc  to  be  found  farms  that  are  partially

They  should  be  stained  a 
color  to  match  the  timbering 


abandoned,  whose  owners  are  willing  to  sell  off  a  strip  of  land  and 
to  part  with  some  of  their  buildings.  Search  out  the  desirable  local- 
ities. Consider  the  proximity  to  good  roads,  to  a  town  where  sup- 
plies are  available.  Look  into  the  problems  of  lighting  facilities  and 
water.  These  are  essentials.  Then,  having  caught  your  barn,  you 
start  dickering  with  the  owner.  In  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the  price 
is  amazingly  low.  For  a  relatively  small  turn-over  of  cash,  you 
become  the  proud  owner  of  a  potential  Hamlet  of  Versailles! 

At  this  point  it  will  be  decided  whether  or  not  you  are  going  to 
make  Marie  Antoinette's  mistake.  The  chalet  in  the  Versailles 
woods  was  a  dismal  failure  because  its  occupants  made  only  a  pre- 
tense at  rural  living.  The  same  sort  of  things  that  had  gone  on  at 
the  palace  went  on  here  at  the  chalet.  It  was  all  a  pose — and  the 
posers  soon  wearied.  If  you  want  this  hayloft  home  to  be  a  real  and 
constant  joy,  avoid  city  mannerisms  and  tastes  and,  above  all,  avoid 
sophistication  as  you  would  a  plague. 

In  order  to  make  the  barn  livable,  some  structural  changes  may 
be  necessary — the  installation  of  plumbing,  bathrooms  and  kitchen, 
the  putting  in  of  windows  and  doors,  and  perhaps  the  laying  of  a 
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brick  or  stone-paved  terrace  or  the  building 
of  a  porch.  A  wing  might  be  added  for  a 
garage,  and  if  this  wing  is  attached  to  the 
barn,  it  often  furnishes  a  corner  for  a 
little  garden.  It  might,  if  the  space  be  re- 
quired, be  balanced  by  another  wing  to 
hold  the  kitchen,  with  the  porch  or  terrace 
spread  between  these  two  wings.  Such  mat- 
ters will  depend  on  the  type  of  barn  and  its 
site.  Study  your  barn  for  a  long  time  be- 
fore you  start  alterations.  And  whatever 
alterations  you  make  to  the  outside,  keep 
them  in  character  with  the  original  build- 
ing. Don't  try  to  graft  a  Spanish  patio  onto 
a  New  England  haybarn.  Avoid  being 
"arty."  If  the  barn  was  painted  red,  keep 
it  red.  Old  red  barns  are  delightful. 

In  Pennsylvania  and  New  England 
many  of  the  barns  were  built  on  a  slope, 
with  the  stalls  on  the  first  floor  and  the 
hayloft  on  the  second,  reached  by  a  ramp 
from  the  other  side.  This  first  floor  can 
often  be  turned  into  a  sunny  dining  room 
and  kitchen  with  a  paved  terrace  of  brick 
or  flaijstones  laid  in  front  of  it.

The  hayloft  floor  offers  opportunity  for 
one  large  living  room.  If  you  are  so  for- 
tunate as  to  find  a  barn  with  hand-adzed 
timbers  pegged  together,  keep  these  ex- 
posed. The  usual  style  of  timbering  pro- 
vided a  longish  middle  section  into  which 
the  hay  wagon  was  driven,  and  the  hay  was 
piled  on  each  side.  This  middle  section  is 
marked  off  with  supporting  timbers  run- 
ning from  the  floor  to  the  roof.  Midway 
there  are  lateral  beams  running  from  side 
to  side,  and  often  they  are  high  enough  to 
support  the  floor  beams  of  a  gallery  at  one 
end.  Here  bedrooms  and  bath  can  be  built, 
leaving  the  whole  of  the  hayfloor  for  one 
big  room.  It  is  advisable  not  to  cut  up  this 
main  floor  into  too  many  little  rooms — ■ 
keep  your  barn  spacious. 

Wall  board  is  the  cheapest  and  most  ser- 
viceable material  for  making  these  rooms 


and  for  lining  the  inside  of  the  walls,  but 
unless  you  plan  to  panel  and  paint  the  wall 
board,  it  can  be  covered  still  further.  In 
many  country  localities  there  is  a  saw  mill 
at  which,  for  an  insignificant  sum,  may  be 
purchased  any  amount  of  rough  slabs — the 
outside  cut  of  logs  with  the  bark  still  on. 
Having  divided  off  your  rooms,  use  these 
slabs  to  cover  the  wall  board  on  the  walls 
that  face  the  hayloft.  The  lower  part  of 
the  loft  can  also  be  finished  with  slab  sid- 
ing. Or  you  may  use  ordinary  cheap  wide 
yellow  pine  boards  that  can  be  stained  to 
match  the  time-aged  tone  of  the  timbers. 
For  a  year  or  so  let  your  barn  be  a  catch- 
all for  furniture  pariahs.  That  abandoned 
Louis  XVI  chair,  for  which  you  have  no 
more  use  in  town,  may  appear  very  giddy 
in  a  barn,  but  it  will  serve  for  the  time 
being.  It  will  be  like  one  of  these  old 
worn-out  and  retired  fire-engine  horses 
that  are  sent  to  the  country  to  prance  around 
the  meadows.  After  a  while,  when  you 
have  come  to  know  your  neighborhood  and 
have  attended  a  number  of  country  auc- 
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tions,  your  hayloft  home  will  begin  to  fill 
up  with  real  country  furniture.  Then  the 
Louis  XV^I  chair  and  an}'  other  incongruous 
or  makeshift  pieces  can  be  discarded. 

The  question  of  rugs  and  curtains  is 
very  much  a  matter  of  personal  inclination, 
but  let's  hope  your  inclination  is  simple. 
Heaw  rag  rugging  in  browns  and  gra\s 
and  reds  comes  in  long  strips  and  can  be 
sewed  together  for  carpetry.  Or  the  lighter 
grades  of  rag  rugs  can  be  lined  with  felt- 
ing to  make  them  lie  flat.  Old-fashioned 
ingrain  carpet  will  pro\e  both  inexpensi\'e 
and  serviceable.  Hooked  rugs  can  be  de- 
pended upon  to  give  spots  of  color.  Fibre 
ru^s  also  are  a\ailnhle  in  a  lar^e  number

of    good    colors    and    color    combinations. 

Gay  calico  curtains  in  large  figures 
would  be  much  better  than  the  smaller- 
pattern  fabrics  that  are  appropriate  for 
houses  but  not  for  barns.  "Loud"  colors 
can  be  used  here  with  the  greatest  freedom 
as  the  general  proportions  are  big.  Avoid 
the  use  of  thin  textures. 

If  wicker  furniture  is  used,  rather  than 
paint  it,  stain  it  a  wood  tone,  and  it  will 
blend  into  the  backjroimd.   Let  the  color 


come  from  curtains  and  occasional  pillows, 
lamps  and  flowers.  Li  short,  the  decoration 
of  these  hayloft  homes  should  be  simple 
and  substantial. 

If  one  has  a  country  place  on  which 
there  is  a  barn  that  is  not  being  used,  why 
not  dc\elop  it,  at  small  expense,  into  a  party 
house?  Downstairs  the  stalls  can  be  used 
for  supper  parties  and  the  hayloft  can  have 
a  pine  flooring  for  dancing.  Treat  this  pine 
with  a  coat  of  asphalt  thinned  out^ — -which 
will  stain  it — and  then  wax  it  thoroughly. 
Old  sleigh  seats,  painted  and  decorated,  can 
be  used  for  small  occasional  tables  and  the 
lighting  fixtures  can  easily  be  made  from 
old  carriage  lamps.

COLLECTING. 


SMOKE 


A    Diverting    Custom  for    Those    Who    Would    Put    to     Use 
One    of  the    Neglected    Senses 


ASTERN  parent  got  me  into  the  habit.  He  had  come  to  wit- 
ness my  folly  in  spending  vast  sums  on  the  rehabilitation  of 
an  old  country  house.  Late  one  night — an  August  night  after  a 
long  drought  that  left  the  countryside  bone-parched — there 
drifted  down  breeze  the  smell  of  smoke — a  penetrating,  persistent 
smoke.  It  blew  in  the  bedroom  window  where  I  lay  reading.  With 
it  came  the  terror  of  fire.  Lc»st  I  should  waken  the  household,  I 
crept  noiselessly  down  stairs.  No  sign  of  fire  in  the  house.  To  the 
barn.  No  sign  of  fire  there.  No  glow  of  fire  showed  on  the 
liorizon. 

The  next  morninir  the  breakfast  conversation  went  somethins; 
like  this:  "I  thought  I  gave  you  a  good  pair  of  nostrils,"  said  he; 
and  I,  "I  tliought  you  did."  Then  he,  with  mild  scorn,  "I  heard 
you  go  downstairs  to  search  for  that  fire  last  night.  Had  you  as 
good  nostrils  as  I  thought,  you'd  have  known  it  was  Cedar  smoke 
from  more  than  two  miles  away." 

KIPLING  once  wrote  an  essay  on  traveling  with  smells — the 
odors  of  foreign  places  and  peoples — but  collecting  smoke  is 
even  more  poignant  and  fascinating.  For  most  smokes  have  the 
quality  of  incense,  a  statement  not  true  of  all  smells.  There  is, 
for  example,  the  smoke  that  comes  from  cannel  coal.  It  is  omni- 
present in  London,  now  and  again  you  sniff  it  in  the  Beacon  Hill 
section  of  lioston  and  even  along  Park  Avenue  in  New  York.  The 
soft  coal  smoke  that  curls  out  of  house  chimneys  in  St.  Louis  is 
akin  to  it.  Hard  coal  smoke  is  unpleasant.  It  has  a  metallic  quality, 
in  contrast  to  the  soft  dirtiness  of  cannel  coal.  When  you  smell 
liard  coal  smoke  you  think  of  factories;  when  you  smell  the  smoke 
of  cannel  coal,  you  think  of  pleasant  morning  rooms  in  Mayfair 
and  of  chilly  countryhouse  bedchambers  in  Surrey. 

Of  wood  smokes  the  variety  is  legion.  Start  with  a  French 
Canadian  town  in  late  September.  From  the  chimneys  issue  the 
plumes  of  Birchwood  smoke,  an  unforgetable  incense.  Apple- 
wood,  which  is  often  burned  in  New  England  fireplaces,  makes  a 
spitty  fire,  but  its  smoke  is  not  distinctive.  Cedar,  on  the  other 
hand,  seems  to  vary  according  to  localities  and  kinds.  Red  Cedar 
smoke  in  Connecticut  strikes  my  nostrils  quite  differently  from 
Red  Cedar  smoke  in  Santa  Fe.  The  dryness  or  dampness  of  the 
air  definitely  affects  both  the  quality  of  smoke  and  its  movements. 

The  Deodar,  which  you  find  burned  occasionally  in  California, 
has  a  rare  fragrance,  and  so  does  the  Eucalyptus — a  hard,  smoul- 
dery  wood.  Palmwood  and  Bamboo  give  off  a  pungent  dry  smoke, 
reminiscent  of  Chinese  laundries  and  the  odor  that  hangs  over 
Chinese  inland  towns.  In  Arizona  and  the  Southwest  you  find  the 
smoke  of  the  Cottonwood  Tree.  A  lady  sort  of  tree,  this,  with 


feathery  foliage  and  a  noble  head.  Its  smoke  smells  as  though 
there  had  been  scattered  onto  the  coals  fragrant  knobs  of  gum 
Olibanum  and  the  flowers  of  dried  Lavender.  The  smoke  of 
Magnolia,  too,  is  unforgetable.  I  collected  this  recently  on  the 
roof  of  a  restored  plantation  house  in  Louisiana.  It  has  a  saltiness 
to  the  nostrils,  the  same  saltiness  that  Louisiana  sorghum  leaves 
on  the  palate. 

The  peat  fires  of  Ireland  and  the  dung  fires  of  Egypt  both  pro- 
vide dry  smokes.  So  do  the  fires  of  burning  autumn  leaves  swept 
up  by  profligate  and  too-cleanly  suburbanites.  In  California,  in- 
stead of  these  little  leaves,  you  encounter  on  side  streets  the  fires 
of  huge  dried  palm  branches  which  give  off  a  fragrance  quite 
distinctive.  And  who  of  us  can  forget  or  mistake  the  smoke  of  an 
abandoned  burning  Christmas  tree? 

LIKE  most  fragrances,  smoke  must  be  fresh  to  catch  its  full 
■>  bouquet.  Nor  should  you  have  too  much  of  it.  There  is  only 
one  exception  to  this  statement,  and  that  is  in  the  case  of  stale 
incense  in  an  old  church.  It  is  usually  tinctured  with  the  acrid 
odor  of  gutted  candles  and  the  miasma  of  unwashed  humanity, 
kept  damp  by  stone  walls  and  pavements.  Stale  incense  in  a  house 
lacks  this  quality;  in  fact,  incense  seems  out  of  place  in  a  house, 
however  Bohemian  its  occupants  may  be.  Besides  church  incense, 
being  made  mainly  of  fragrant  gums,  has  much  more  body  to  it 
than  the  punk  sticks  and  pastels  supplied  by  the  Orient  to  Green- 
wich Village.  On  the  other  hand,  this  same  punk  incense  smoke 
gone  stale  in  a  Chinese  temple  has  a  "body"  of  its  own  because, 
here  again,  the  unwashed  East  flavors  it. 

For  an  amusing  diversion  let  me  recommend  this  collecting  of 
smokes.  Most  of  us,  when  we  travel,  use  only  one  sense — sight. 
Now  and  again  touch  is  tried,  when  we  feel  the  patina  of  old 
paneling,  and  taste  when  we  drink  the  wine  of  the  country.  But 
the  sense  of  smell  is  mainly  used  for  turning  up  our  noses  at  the 
primitive  sanitation  of  other  lands. 

Collecting  smoke  brings  you  into  strange  places.  There  was 
that  afternoon,  not  so  long  ago,  when  we  climbed  ladders  and 
finally  stood  on  the  topmost  roof  of  an  Indian  pueblo  in  Taos. 
With  me  was  the  learned  dean  of  a  woman's  college,  fresh  in- 
itiated into  the  custom.  From  chimney-pot  to  chimney-pot  we 
went  sniffing.  Leaned  against  the  wall,  sunning  themselves,  two 
aged  toothless  Indians  watched  us  closely.  When  we  had  diagnosed 
the  smoke  they  broke  into  a  merry  cackle — for  what  we  pro- 
nounced as  burning  Mesquite  Bush  proved  to  be  only  one  of  Mr. 
Armour's  ham  boxes!

Even  After  the  Revolution  the  Influence  of 
Chippendale  Was  Shown  Here 

EDWARD  STRATTON  HOLLOW  AY 


WE  MUST  all  feel  a  sense  of  fatigue 
at  the  constant  exploitation  of  prim- 
itive American  furniture.  For  though  the 
na'if  may  have  its  charm,  wo  are  living  in 
an  age  very  grown  up  indeed,  and  our  sur- 
roundings should  possess  intrinsic  beauty, 
refinement,  romance, — and  even  sophis- 
tication, j 

The  furniture  and  decoration  of  the  j 
early  days  of  the  Republic  are,  of  all  { 
the  good  periods,  nearest  to  us:  they  were  j 
those  of  "our  sisters,  our  cousins,  and  j 
our  aunts"  of — do  we  realise  how  few  ; 
generations  ago?  ; 

Mr.  Bower's  article  in  the  last  number 
of  this  magazine  has  shown  us  what  the 
life  of  those  ancestors  was  like;  let  us 
now  see  some  of  the  loveliness  and  en- 
during charm  with  which  they  sur- 
rounded themselves. 

Before  and  during  the  stormy  years 
of  the  Revolution  the  prevailing  fur- 
niture was  Chippendale,  and  so  it  re- 
mained for  several  years  thereafter. 
Even  when  our  craftsmen  had  turned 
their  attention  to  later  styles  this  hand- 
some Chippendale  furniture,  of  course,  ; 
long  remained  in  actual  use. 

In  decoration  we  wish  very  much  to 
know  not  only  what  it  was  at  a  given 
period,  but  also — in  our  modern  par- 
lance— "how  it  got  that  way." 

The  long-current  traditions  regarding 
the  man  who  lifted  furniture 
design  and  furniture  making 
from  the  level  of  mere  trades- 
manship  to  that  of  a  recog- 
nized art  have  at  last  been 
relegated  to  the  limbo  of  fable 
by  positive  public  records. 

Thomas  Chippendale  was 
baptised  at  Otley,  Yorkshire, 
England,  on  June  5th,  1718; 
his  father  was  a  joiner  of  that 
town  by  the  name  of  John, 
and  not  Thomas  as  formerly 
believed.  In  1748,  when  he 
was  thirty  years  of  age,  he 
established  himself  in  business 
(and  witliout  his  father)  and 
by  175  5  was  occupying  three 
houses  in  St.  Martin's  Lane, 
was  prosperous,  working  for 
the  nobility  and  gentry,  and 
was  doing  some  of  his  finest 
work.  In  1754  he  had  pub- 
lished "The  Gentleman  and 
Cabinet  Maker's  Director", 
and  his  fame  was  established. 


Previous  to  that  publication  what  is 
familiar  to  everyone  as  the  Chippendale 
chair  had  been  developed  from  the  deco- 
rated style  of  Queen  Anne.  This  develop- 
ment was  formerly  ascribed  to  Chippendale,

or  his  father,  but  now  that  we  know  our 
dates  it  is  evident  that  the  credit  for  a  large 
part  of  it  must  go  to  his  predecessors. 
Nevertheless,  these  chairs  continued  to  be 
made  by  Chippendale,  in  connection 
with  his  other  styles,  till  his  death  in 
1779,  and  so  no  harm  is  done  in  retain- 
ing his  name  for  the  type. 

The  Chippendale  style  of  furniture 
was  widely  employed  in  America,  the 
finest  examples  being  made  between 
1762  and    1785. 

By  the  term  pre-"Director"  style  is 
meant  the  furniture  that,  at  whatever 
date  constructed  here,  was  seemingly  not 
influenced  by  this  publication.  We  can 
best  explain  this  by  reference  to  definite 
examples  in  the  illustrations. 

On  page  148  are  shown  two  typi- 
cal chairs — those  with  Cupid's  bow  top- 
rail,  interlaced  splat,  cabriole  leg,  and 
claw-and-ball  foot.  Frequently  this  same 
type  of  chair  was  made  in  later  years 
with  the  straight  leg.  The  small  oval 
ornament  in  the  centre  of  the  top- 
rail  of  the  chair  to  the  right  was 
frequently  employed  hy  Philadelphia 
makers. 

American  Chippendale  chairs  usually 
closely  copied  those  made  in  England — 
so  closely  indeed  that  a  meticulous  ex- 
amination by  experts  is  often  necessary 
to  distinguish  them;   but  there  are  two 
points  in  particular  that  will 
frequently  help  us.  In  British- 
made   Chippendale   chairs  the 
seat-rails  are  almost  invariably 
straight     and     narrow:     our 
craftsmen  often  widened  these 
rails  and  hollowed   them   out 
into   a    flat   arch.    The    other 
feature  which,  when  it  occurs, 
almost     stamps     a     chair     as 
American  is  the  rounded  back 
leg.  The  flattened  form  of  a 
claw-and-ball  foot  is  a  Phila- 
delphia characteristic. 

The  chest  of  drawers  illus- 
trated at  the  top  of  page  148  is 
of  double  interest:  it  is  the  la- 
belled work  of  a  cabinet-maker 
{C ontinucd,  on  fagr  146)

LIGHTING      FIXTURES      OF      LOUIS      SEIZE 

Excavations  at  Pompeii  and  Herculaiieufn  During  the  i8th  Century 
Revived  Interest  in  the  Classic  Forms

THINGS  in  "quiet  taste"  followed  the 
riot  and  extravagance  of  rococo  orna- 
ment even  before  the  end  of  the  long  reign 
of  Louis  XV.  For  excavators  had  started 
to  dig  up  Herculaneum  and  Pompeii  and 
had  brought  out  into  the  Italian  sunlight 
those  exquisite  household  objects  of  ancient 
days,  so  full  of  repose  and  quiet  loveliness 
that  artists  forgot  self-expression  and 
caprice,  and  refreshed  their  spirits  at 
the  open  spring  of  classic  beauty.  An- 
other Renaissance  spread  over  Europe 
and,  by  way  of  England,  reached  us  in 
America,  here  inspiring  those  stately 
homes  of  pseudo-classic  mold  so  typi- 
cal of  our  early  Republic. 

France,  already  secure  in  her  posi- 
tion of  dictator  as  to  the  etiquette  of 
the  world,  took  the  lead  as  advocate  of 
this  new  fashion  in  art.  Approved  by 
the  Court  the  new  classic — neo-classic 
style — is  known  to  us  as  le  style  Louts 
5^;z^  (1774-1  793)— althoughneither 
Louis  nor  his  queen  Marie-Antoinette 
did  more  than  accept,  albeit  with  some 
o-raciousness,  that  which  the  artists  of- 
fered  them.  The  restless  caprices  of 
the  later  rococo  interiors  grew  stately 
and  calm  under  this  new  inspiration, 
and  with  the  straightening  and  balanc- 
ing of  chair  legs  and  table  legs,  light- 
ing fixtures  also  fell  into  alignment 
and  took  on  classic  form  and  ornament. 
But  far  from  the  splendor  and  splurge 
of  Renaissance  forms  in  the  days  of 
Francois  I  and  of  Henri  II,  they  glori- 
fucl  the  beauty  of  minutia  and  detail. 

Candlesticks,  candelabra,  girandoles, 


chandeliers,  wall  brackets,  all  conformed 
to  classic  type  and  bore  none  but  classic 
ornament.  Bronze  dore — gilt  bronze — was 
still  the  popular  material  and  characteristic 
of  the  period.  Ormolu  was  metal  gilded  by 
the  mercury  process  of  brush  work,  produc- 
ing a  heavier  coat  of  gold  than  in  either 
bronze  dore  or  cuivre  dore.  The  process  was 
used  from  the  days  of  Louis  XIV  to  those 


of  the  Empire.  It  was  a  hazardous  process 
but  the  result  was  lasting  and  sumptuous. 
Silver  and  gold,  copper  and  bronze,  iron, 
pewter,  and  tin,  glass  and  porcelain,  enam- 
el and  delicate  colorings,  all  were  pressed 
into  service  in  modeling  the  new  forms. 

It  is  a  point  of  some  interest  to  see  how 
the  metal  workers  held  to  what  the  French 
call  the  moral  rule  which  dictated  that  gold 
should  be  worked  with  very  great 
finesse,  silver  with  somewhat  less 
finesse  and  more  vigor,  and  bronze 
with  force  as  well  as  vigor  and  splen- 
did action.  These  rules  held  through- 
out all  France  as  an  established  tradi- 
tion until  the  Empire  period,  when 
the  actual  metal  ceased  to  dictate  the 
character  of  its  workmanship  and 
silver  was  as  finely  worked  as  gold. 
There  were  over  600  goldsmiths  at 
the  time  of  the  French  Revolution, 
not  including  those  enjoying  special 
privilege  or  attached  to  the  Court. 
But  so  general  was  the  Revolutionary 
destruction  of  gold  and  silver  plate 
that  candlesticks  and  candelabra  of  the 
preceding  periods  are  of  great  rarity 
and  exceedingly  difficult  to  obtain. 

Lighting  fixtures  remained  as  in- 
tegral a  part  of  the  decorative  scheme 
during  the  reign  of  Louis  Seize  as  in

le  style  Louis  Qtinizr.  Cliamleliers 
were  indispensable.  Wall  lights  flanked 
overmantels.  But  the  movable  lights 
became  veritable  bijoux — little  gems,  as 
precious  as  jewels  because  of  their  fine- 
ness of  design  and  execution.  Oil  and 
its  possibilities  tantalized  the  thoughts 
of  men;  for  the  resources  of  multi- 
plied candle-light  had  been  exhausted 
as  long  ago  as  the  davs  of  Louis 
XIV.  While  the  oil  lamp  was  not  vet 
admitted  to  high  society,  Argand  had 
invented  his  burner  which,  to  increase 
combustion,  made  use  of  a  double  air 
current  and  produced  a  light  for  which 
students  and  night  workers  were  t.) 
bless  his  name  during  nearly  a  himdred 
years,  luitil  gas  and  electricity  exceeded 
all  men's  expectations.  Lamps  were 
still  somewhat  ungainly  things,  en-

and  vase   forms  into  their  necessarily 
mechanical   structure. 

Flambeaux — candlesticks — were  the 
intimate  tilings  of  life,  and  as  beautiful 
and  chaste  as  the  lines  of  classic  column 
and  other  symmetrical  baluster  forms 
could  make  them,  in  silver,  bronze 
(lore  or  argente^  marble,  alabaster,  and 
especially  in  faience — porcelain- — - 
which  was  much  in  fashion  because  of 
the  increasing  vogue  for  Chinese 
things.  The  monstre  was  a  low  candle- 
stick with  socket  in  the  form  of  a 
classic  urn  set  upon  an  abruptly  cut 
column  which  rested  upon  a  round  or 
a  square  base.  Sometimes  the  column 
was  surmounted  by  its  capital  upon 
which  the  candle  socket  was  placed; 
the  column  itself  often  was  nicely- 
fluted,  each  fluting  in  a  marble  column

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TABLE        STANDS        OF-      YESTERDAY 

Among  the  Colkctihle  Rarities  of  Old  Furniture 
Are  These  Small  Occasional  Tables 

GARDNER  TEALL 


TUP'  furniture-makers  of  the  18th 
Century  and  of  the  19th  must  have 
produced  thousands,  perhaps  millions  of 
those  diminuitive  tables  of  riie  sort  which 
we  call  stands.  But,  like  the  millions  of 
pins  which  commerce  brings  into  the  world, 
these  little  table  stands  seem,  after  their 
season  of  immediate  usefulness,  after  their 
brief  triumphs  as  notes  in  decoration, 
mysteriously  to  disappear,  uncannily  to 
vanish  out  of  those  decades  into  which 
fashion  leads  them,  until  comparatively 
few  that  are  not  contemporary  witli  one's 
own  generation  remain,  and  one  is  left 
to  wonder  what  has  become  of  all  the 
others. 

These  little  stands,  no  matter  how  sturdy 
their  construction,  are  less  durable  than 
their  grown-up  prototype,  the  table  proper. 
Once  damaged,  they  cannot  so  easily  and 
satisfactorily  be  repaired  as  can  the  larger 
tables.  Perhaps  this  fact  gave  wings  to  the 
disappearance  of  so  many  of  the  table 
stands  of  earlier  days.  While  human 
patience  can  endure  a  wobbly  table  with 
something  of  prolonged  fortitude,  a  wob- 
bly stand  is  unendurable,  annihilates 
patience,   evokes   no    fortitude.    A  decrepit

table  stand  is,  therefore,  usually  doomed 
to  one  of  the  several  routes  to  ob- 
livion known  by  thrifty  housewives.  The 
second-hand  man,  however,  seldom  comes 
to  its  rescue,  at  least  as  a  separate  bargain, 
seldom  offers  it  sanctuary  on  any  terms. 
Likewise  it  tempts  not  the  junkman.  And 
so,  to  all  appearances,  it  vanishes  mysteri- 
ously and  is  not  often  to  re-appear  in  the 
lumber-room.  I  say  mysteriously,  although 
a  rickety  stand,  a  hatchet  and,  later,  a  neat 
pile  of  kindling  wood  may  not  seem  much 
of  a  mystery,  liut  to  later  generations, 
when  all  has  gone  up  in  smoke,  adequate 
processes  seem  forgotten,  and  it  seems  hard 
in  one  century  to  account  for  the  general 
disappearances  of  so  many  articles  in  com- 
mon use  during  the  century  before  it. 

The  table  stands  of  yesterday  are  eagerly 
sought  by  lovers  of  antique  furniture. 
I  cannot  disclose  to  the  gentle  reader  any 
vast  hoard  of  these  useful  and  interesting 
relics,  but  despite  what  I  have  said  about 
their  scarcity,  there  are  stands,  genuine  old 
pieces,  continually  coming  back  to  earth, 
now  disclosing  themselves  in  some  repu- 
table antique  shop,  now  in  some  auction 
sale,  and  now  and  aizain  to  be  found  where

Another  version  of  the  Chippen- 
dale piecrust  table  stand  in  ma- 
hogany is  less  ornate  than  that  at 
the  right,  although  in  general 
outline  and  type  they  are  very

least  expected.  I  ha\'e  known  a  mahogany 
Chippendale  piecrust  stand  to  climb  a  lad- 
der to  the  hayloft  of  a  Somersetshire  barn, 
a  Duncan  Phyfe  stand  to  find  its  way  into 
the  cellar  of  a  Hudson  River  farmhouse. 
It  is  marvelous  how  agile,  independent  and 
adventuresome  neglected  inanimate  objects 
can  be:  treasured,  cared-for,  admired, 
coveted,  they  cling  to  the  places  where 
they  arc  put;  unwanted,  neglected,  for- 
gotten, they  watch  for  their  chance,  and 
presto!  away  they  fly.  Now  it  is  the  collec- 
tors' game  to  find  their  roosting-places. 

I  suppose  the  table  stand  has  a  history 
running  on  from  Antiquity.  I  have  no  doubt 
but  that  eventually  some  patient  mortal 
will  give  us  an  erudite  and  fearfully  ex- 
pensive monograph  on  the  subject.  It  would 
not  be  unwelcome,  for  although  this  article 
of  furniture  has  been  one  of  the  most  popu- 
lar and  most  used  since  the  end  of  the 
16th  Century,  it  has  attracted  less  atten- 
tion from  writers  on  the  history  of  furni- 
ture than  almost  any  other  of  furniture's 
forms.  The  tripod  of  the  ancients  was 
often  practically  a  stand;  when  a  top  was 
placed  upon  it,  it  became  one.  In  ancient 
Greek  houses  and  in  the  Pompeian  villas 
bronze  table  stands  were  to  be  found  and 
likewise  bronze  garden  table  stands  were 
known  to  those  times. 

Generally  speaking,  the  history  of  the 
stand  has  run  parallel  with  the  history  of 
the  table,  although  in  the  Middle  Ages, 
{Continue^/  on  fagc  150) 

An  octagonal  top  inaliogany 
candle  stand  is  shoivn  at  the 
right  above.  It  luas  produced  in 
England  between  1755  and  1770 
and  is  less  elaborate  than  ma)iy 
from  the  same  period 

At  the  left  above  is  an  American 
tripod  stand  of  the  18th  Century. 
Note  its  similarity  to  its  English 
contemporary.

The  massive  tripod  stand  to  the 
right  is  of  English  make  belong- 
ing to  the  first  quarter  of  the 
18th  Century.

THE      THREE      GRACES      OF       THE       GARDEN 

The    Old   Gardens  of  Italy   Are    Give?i   Charm  hy    Their 

Seclusion,    Interest   and   Mystery 

ROBERT  M.  CARRERE 


OLD  gardens  in  Europe,  like  old  pic- 
tures, bear  the  stamp  of  a  "school,"  as 
is  only  natural  in  a  part  of  the  world  where 
tradition  plays  so  fundamental  a  role  in 
life  and  art.  The  English  cottage  garden, 
with  its  worn  flagstones,  herbaceous  bor- 
ders of  tall,  blooming  flowers  and  the  Yew 
hedges  shading  its  walks,  and  its  French 
counterpart  with  tafis  vert,  tiny  clipped 
Box  borders  and  brilliant  flower  beds  set 
about  base  of  tree  and  edge  of  lawn,  both 
conform  to  the  type  established  by  the  great 
gardens  of  both  countries.  So  too  does  the 
small  villa  garden  of  Italy — in  a  simple 
way  and  on  a  more  intimate  scale — follow 
the  models  laid  down  by  the  masters  of 
the  15th  and  16th  Centuries. 

The  small  Italian  garden  shares  with  its 
elaborate  and  famous  ancestors  a  common 
characteristic,  which,  while  seeming  at  first 
unimportant,  is  one  of  the  basic  reasons  for 


the  great  variety  that  exists  in  many  ex- 
amples of  this  kind  of  work  throughout 
Italy.  The  garden  is  adapted  to  the  site 
and  not  the  site  to  the  garden.  This  accep- 
tance of  the  natural  lay  of  the  land,  its 
difficulties  and  advantages,  contributes 
more  than  any  other  one  thing  to  the  amaz- 
ing difference  in  the  arrangement  and  con- 
sequent  effect  of  the  great  Renaissance 
gardens. 

The  garden  of  the  Villa  d'Este  at  Tivoli 
is  built  in  terraces  on  the  downward  slope 
of  a  precipitous  mountainside.  It  is  a  para- 
dise of  green,  alive  with  the  voices  of  hun- 
dreds of  fountains.  At  Verona  there  is  an- 
other garden,  that  of  the  Giusti,  a  secluded 
refuge,  silent  save  for  the  murmur  of  the 
Cypresses  waving  in  the  breeze.  But  this 
garden  is  dramatically  planned,  rising  up- 
wards on  a  hillside,  leaving  the  Villa  far 
below  when  its  uppermost  level  is  reached. 


Continue  to  contrast  more  of  these  gardens 
and  one  finds  the  Villa  Lante  near  Viterbo 
laid  out  on  gently  sloping  ground,  with 
shaded  groves  and  glittering  sunlit  pools, 
while  those  at  Castello  near  Florence, 
which  lies  in  a  plain,  depend  on  their  clever 
plantings  of  hedges,  vistas  and  great  tubs 
of  Lemons  in  scarlet  pots  for  effect.  Again 
Isola  Bella  is  an  island  garden,  a  thing 
apart,  a  flower-laden  galleon  set  afloat 
amongst  clouds  reflected  in  the  lake.  A  joy- 
ful acceptance  of  the  conditions  which  Na- 
ture has  placed  upon  the  land  and  the 
clever  solution  of  the  problem  caused 
thereby,  contributes  very  largely  to  the 
charm  and  variety  that  pervade  them  all. 
One  may  say  that  this  is  all  very  well  and 
good  in  the  case  of  gardens  planned  on  such 
a  vast  scale,  but  what  about  the  small  gar- 
den or  the  suburban  lot?  The  answer  is 
relatively   the   same.   The   solution    of   the

problem  with  respect  to  site,  with  its  con- 
sequent design  or  arrangement,  depends  on 
three  essentials  found  in  every  successful 
Italian  garden,  whether  it  be  large  or 
small.  These  essentials  are  seclusion,  inter- 
est and  mystery.  The  successful  garden 
combines  seclusion  with  interest,  and  the 
whole  is  overlaid  by  mystery. 

In  the  case  of  country  places,  the  dis- 
tance from  the  city  or  the  extent  of  the 
garden  itself  is  sufficient  protection;  but 
the  small  garden  near  town  must  eitlicr 
have  a  high  wall  or  a  thick  hedge,  or  the 
house  must  be  so  placed  in  relation  to  the 
lot  as  to  form  a  shielding  wedge  and  there- 
by create  the  necessary  privacy  so  essential 
to  an  Italian  garden,  that  it  may  become  a 
cloistered  refuge  from  the  humdrum  of 
life,  a  place  wherein  its  owner  mav  have 
his  worlil  of  dreams. 

Creating  interest  in  the  scheme  through 
design,  varied  treatment  of  planting,  con- 
trast in  le\els  and  the  use  of  runnins: 
water,  is  \er\'  much  the  same  problem  in 
the  small  garden  that  it  is  in  a  larger  one. 
It  is  ob\ious  that  in  a  restricted  area,  such 
as  presented  by  a  modern  suburban  house 
and  lot,  it  is  impossible  to  create  Ilex  ave- 
nues, shady  groves,  sparkling  lagoons  and 
mammoth  terraces  such  as  one  finds  at 
Tivoli     or  Lante.  At  the  same  time  it  is 


unnecessary  to  abandon  all  thought  of  the 
advantages  that  the  site  may  have.  A  happy 
emphasis  on  its  very  peculiarities,  as  is  the 
Italian  custom,  might,  with  charming  re- 
sults, bring  about  an  entirely  original  place. 
A  long  shaded  walk  at  one  side  of  the  gar- 
den may  make  a  pleasing  foil  for  brilliant 
sunlight  on  well  kept  lawns;  a  decorative 
clipped  hedge  may  lend  interest  as  a  back- 
ground to  flowers  and  at  the  same  time 
conceal  a  necessary  clothes  line  or  unsightly 
roof;  a  small  pool  may  be  used  in  which 
the  reflection  of  drifting  clouds  simulates 
the  movement  of  a  stream.  Instead  of  a 
straight  flight  of  steps,  from  one  slight 
level  to  another,  a  winding  ramp  might  be 
contrived,  or  a  branching  staircase,  pergola 
shaded,  increasing  in  effect  the  difference 
between  the  levels  thereby. 

An  intangible  factor  is  that  something 
that  adds  to  the  already  beautifully  planned 
garden  the  sense  of  mystery.  It  creates  a 
feeling  that  there  is  something  withheld 
upon  the  first  survey,  to  be  revealed  later; 
that  sense  of  suspense  which  causes  one  to 
embark  upon  a  voyage  of  discovery.  In  the 
Old  World  gardens  of  Italy  a  grove  may 
hide  a  charming  temple,  or  a  beautiful 
cascade  with  stone  gods  and  goddesses  at 
play  amid  the  spray;  a  Laurel  arched  path 
may  lead  to  some  far  corner  garden  seat, 


(U'erlooking  a  distant  view  of  sea  or  siher 
thread  of  stream;  one  may  wander  over 
flowering  parterres,  edged  with  marble  bal- 
ustrades, beyond  which  in  a  ravine  a  foun- 
tain sends  its  crystal  jet  to  dance  among 
the  leaves  of  the  surrounding  glade. 

In  a  garden  of  limited  area  a  tea  house 
might  be  tucked  away  beiiind  tall  Ole- 
anders, seemingly  far  from  the  noise  and 
confusion  of  the  outside  world;  a  long  and 
narrow  pool,  reflecting  urns  filled  with 
changing  blooms  may  be  concealed  behind 
green  clipped  hedges;  or  perhaps  a  walk 
arched  in  Roses  and  Wisteria  might  lead 
to  a  tiny  grotto,  where  one  could  while 
away  the  long  summer  afternoons  in  grate- 
ful shade. 

The  wanderer  in  Florence  may  find,  if 
he  but  knows  the  way,  a  tiny  garden  on  the 
San  Domenico  hillside  that  once,  many, 
many  years  ago,  belonged  to  the  Bishop  of 
Fiesole.  It  is  typical  of  the  beauty  that  may 
be  encompassed  in  a  small  space.  No  larger 
than  the  normal  city  back-yard,  on  a  road 
filled  with  heavy  traffic,  it  yet  offers  the 
seclusion  of  a  cloister.  Behind  a  wall  of 
salmon  pink  plaster,  draped  with  yellow 
Roses  and  Jasamine,  lies  concealed  from 
the  passerby  this  little  bower  of  trimmed 
Box  and  Cypress;  a  pool  mirroring  the  blue

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THE       LANDSCAPING       OF     -WAR       MEMORIALS! 

Space  About  Monumotts  and  Memorials  Should  he  Given 
Over  to  Especially  Appropriate  Planting  Treatment

AN'^'ONE  wlio  has  toured 
-  tlirough  the  smaller  towns 
anil  villages  of  our  country 
will  agree  that  there  is  a ^ won- 
derful opportunity  for  town 
hctterment  in  the  adequate  and 
artistic  planting  of  our  war 
memorials,  honor  rolls,  bulletin 
hoards  and  other  roadside  signs. 
When  effectively  treated  these 
become  adjuncts  rather  than 
detriments  to  the  comeliness  of 
our  towns,  not  to  mention  our 
too  easily  forgotten  duty  par- 
ticularly in  regard  to  the 
monuments  which  we  have  so 
enthusiastically  reared  to  those 
who  went  from  our  midst  to 
answer  the  call  of  the  flag.  It  is 
indeed  a  sad  siglit  to  see  the 
neglected  and  often  ugly  spots 
which  in  reality  mark  but  the 
temporariness  of  our  gratitude 
and  patriotism. 

The  honor  rolls  which  we 
erected  were  mainly  of  tempo- 
rary wooden  construction,  but 
so  long  as  these  remain  they 
sliould  be  kept  in  repair,  and 
there  is  no  reason  why,  if  they 
are  so  located  as  to  allow,  they 
cannot  be  effectively  planted.  A 
backtrround  of  solid  foliage 
made  up  of  small  trees,  ever- 
greens and  the  taller  shrubs 
will  bring  out  the  architectural 
lines  of  the  structure,  and  at 
the  same  time  hide  the  neces- 
sary braces,  wires  and  so  forth 
which  mar  the  rear  view.  In 
front,  sentinel  plants  on  either 
side  and  a  grouping  of  low 
shrubs  or  even  a  few  flowering 
perennials  will  materially  en- 
hance its  beauty.  For  the  back- 
ground use  such  trees  as  the 
White  Pine,  Red  Pine,  Hem- 
lock, White  Spruce,  or  Douglas 
Fir,  together  with  taller  Pin 
Oaks,  Red  Oaks,  or  Norway 
Maples,  and  intersperse  these 
and  edge  them  down  with  Vi- 
burnums, Spireas,  or  Phila- 
delphus.  In  front,  for  the  sen- 
tinel trees,  use  Cedar,  Arbor- 
vitae,  Lombardy  Poplar,  or 
perhaps  Douglas  Fir,  if  the 
structure  is  large  enough.  The 
shrubs  which  <rn  to  mnkc  un  the 


This  memorial  consists  of  a  large  tablet  tzvo  stefs 
off  the  ground,  ixiith  semi-circular  seats  at  each  side. 
It  is  erected  in  a  spot  where  the  intersection  of  tzvo 
roads  makes  a  triangle.  Evergreen  plantings  sug- 
gested are  iininilv  to  conceal  the  rear  of  the  memorial

soften  harsh  foundation  lines.  Tall  trees  accent  the 
height  of  the  shaft  and  low  hedges  frame  the  -vista 


foreground  planting  sliould  be 
chosen  with  regard  to  the  same 
characteristics  we  demand  in 
selecting  plant  material  for 
foundation  plantings  about  our 
homes:  interesting  foliage  and 
habit,  and  a  dwarf  habit  or  else 
a  slowness  of  growth,  so  that 
they  will  not  struggle  to 
achieve  the  heights  and  thus 
predominate  the  scheme  to  the 
detriment  of  that  which  they 
are  intended  to  embellish.  Here 
again  evergreens  are  the  most 
fitting,-  not  only  because  of  the 
richness  which  they  lend,  but 
because  of  their  all  year  effec- 
tiveness. The  Rhododendron 
and  Laurel  and  their  like, 
Taxus,  Dwarf  Juniper,  and 
Dwarf  Arborvitae,  or,  where 
these  do  not  thrive,  Barberry, 
Regels  Privet,  and  Aromatic 
Sumac,  are  among  the  best 
things  to  use.  For  perennials 
the  Siberian  or  German  Iris, 
Phlox,  Veronica,  and  Chrysan- 
themums are  among  the  possi- 
bilities. The  use  of  perennials, 
however,  should  not  be  relied 
upon  other  than  to  lend  a  pleas- 
ing bit  of  detail  which  will 
serve  to  give  accent  to  our  pic- 
ture by  their  pleasing  spots  of 
color  contrasting  with  the  more 
important  masses  of  shrubs  and 
small  trees.  The  flowers  and 
fruits  of  the  shrubs  we  employ 
will  serve  the  same  purpose,  but 
there  are  periods  in  the  year 
when  a  touch  of  brightness  will 
offset  the  green  foliage  to  good 
advantage. 

In  the  case  of  the  permanent 
monuments  we  have  a  some- 
what different  problem,  and 
one  about  which  it  is  less  easy 
to  generalize.  Some  of  these 
monuments  consist  of  a  large 
rough  or  polished  stone  slab  or 
boulder,  into  which  a  bronze 
plate  has  been  set.  These  can 
be  planted  similarly  to  the  hon- 
or rolls.  Where  the  monument 
is  more  architectural,  consisting 
of  shaft  or  pedestal  on  which 
some  sculpture  is  placed,  the 
problem  of  planting  becomes  an

DISTINCTIVENESS     AMONG     THE     SHRUBS 

7V/e  IFay  Is  Open  for  Greater  Individuality  in  Home  Landscapes 
Th  rough  the  Use  of  the  Newer  Varieties  and  Hybrids

OCCASIONALLY'  one 
meets  an  individual 
whose  dissatisfaction  with 
everyone  else  implies  that, 
if  he  could,  he  would  stand- 
ardize the  human  race  in 
clothing,  speech,  manners, 
ideals  and  habits — of  course, 
to  his  ideal  perfection.  His 
desires  are  painfully  compli- 
cated by  the  natural  vari- 
ation in  himianit\".  So  long 
as  some  indi\'i  duals  have 
light  hair  and  some  have 
black  hair,  so  long  as  the 
gleam  of  the  eye  may  be  re- 
flected from  black,  brown, 
blue  or  hazel,  or  their  com- 
binations, so  long  as  one  is 
li\ely  and  another  lazy,  and 
so  long  as  mankind  is  worth 
while  considering  atall,  there 
will  be  that  individuality 
which  tends  to  make  one  doubt 
somewhat  the  complete  ac- 
curacy of  the  Jeffersonian 
phrase  that  all  men  are 
created  equal. 

So  it  is  with  plants,  and 
far  more  so  than  in  human- 
ity. The  flora  of  the  State  in 
which  I  write  and  which  I 
particularly  love,  Pennsyl- 
vania, includes  more  than 
2500    items,    each    differing 


from  the  other.  It  is  one  of 
the  dreams  in  which  I  in- 
dulge that  some  time  there 
may  be  seen  the  plants  of  the 
neighborhood  or  State,  along 
the  great  transcontinental 
highways  which  the  auto- 
mobile is  forcing  us  to  build. 
Thus  in  Massachusetts  or 
New  York,  in  Ohio  or  Ne- 
vada, as  he  passes  along,  the 
traveler  would  enjoy  the 
trees,  shrubs  and  flowers  of 
that  particular  State  and  re- 
gion, displayed  for  him 
under  conditions  as  nearly 
natural  as  possible.  So  far 
the  only  approximation  to 
such  consistent  highway 
planting  is  the  placing  of 
wire-carrying  telegraph 
poles,  and  all  of  these  are 
quite  alike  in  their  monot- 
onous ugliness. 

But  it  is  individuality  in

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INDOOR     COMFORT      FROM      VENTILATION 

In  the  Modern  Devices  for  Humidifying  and  Circulating  Air  Is 
Found  Much  Bodily  Comfort  and  Health 

ETHEL  R.  PEYSER 


THERE  is  no  argument  about  air  be- 
ing the  last  consideration  of  the  house- 
keeper and  a  paramount  point  among 
scientists.  The  subject  of  ventilation  and 
jiumidification,  however,  is  coming  to  the 
fore  and  the  modern  home  owner  is  forced 
to  think  something  about  it — even  if  he  or 
she  only  reads  the  fast  accumulating 
heraldings  in  the  form  of  advertisements. 
As  always  liappens,  the  manufacturers,  suc- 
cessful in  industrial  projects,  have  put  their 
minds  to  adapting  the  larger  uses  to  the 
smaller  (equally  important)  and  have 
arrived  at  various  exceedingly  simple  de- 
vices to  make  the  home  atmosphere  health- 
ier and  at  the  same  time  pleasanter. 

Particularly  interesting  to  housekeepers 
is  the  fact  that  with  proper  air  control  plus 
adequate  humidification  the  life  of  textiles 
and  plants  will  be  longer.  In  winter  es- 
pecially, when  the  air  in  the  room  is  dry, 
the  textiles  suffer  a  drying,  and  the  fibres 
are  prone  to  become  brittle,  break  and 
cause  deterioration  and  dust.  The  plants, 
accustomed  to  outdoor  moisture,  suffer  and 
meet  an  untimely  death  or  become  vitiated. 
Moisture  in  the  air,  too,  lessens  the  flying 
about  of  lint  and  dust,  thus  not  only  de- 
creasing labor,  but  saving  the  throat,  nose 
and  lungs  from  being  reception  halls  for 
diseases  of  these  organs. 

THE  REAL  REQUIREMENTS 

However,  when  all  is  said  and  done, 
what  we  need  in  our  homes  is  plenty  of 
fresh  air  without  drafts;  properly  mois- 
tened air,  and  all  at  a  proper  temperature, 
in  order  to  keep  down  ill  health  ratios  and 
fuel  bills  besides. 

The  plan  of  airing  a  house  by  flinging 
windows  open  while  the  furnace  merrily 
burns  up  hard-earned  fuel  is  a  ghastly 
waste,  and  the  overheated  room,  also  con- 
tributing to  fuel  bills,  is  quite  nonsensical 
in  this  day  and  generation. 

Thus,  we  will  start  from  the  beginning: 
When  building,  we  would  sternly  advise 
some  of  the  many  insulation  systems,  to 
keep  at  home  the  heat  you  pay  for  and  not 
give  it  to  the  great  outdoors  in  winter,  and 
also  to  keep  out  the  heat  in  summer. 
Weatherstrips,  too,  we  advocate  for  many 
and  sundrv  reasons.  The  virtues  of  these 
have  often  been  explained  in  House  & 
Garden.  So,  with  properly  sealed  homes, 
we  can  go  to  the  subject  of  the  proper 
conditioning  of  air.  But  just  because  houses 
are  sealed  and  do  not  permit  of  the  ordi- 


nary air  infiltration,  all  the  more  essential 
is  correct  ventilation. 

Warm  air  can  hold  more  vapor  in  an  in- 
visible state  than  cold  air.  Our  very  great 
discomfort  in  summer  isn't  always  the  heat, 
but  the  humidity.  We  are  just  as  uncom- 
fortable with  too  much  moisture  as  with 
too  little.  For  when  the  air  has  too  much 
humidity,  our  own  moisture  cannot  evapo- 
rate from  our  own  bodies  at  the  proper  rate 
of  povmds  per  day  and  our  sufferings  can 
become  so  great  that  we  actually  die,  and 
when  the  air  doesn't  move  it  is  more  un- 


bearable than  ever.  Hence  you  can  see  why 
the  air  must  change  and  move — and  how 
and  why  ventilation  and  humidity  are,  so 
to  speak,  twin  sisters. 

To  begin  with,  we  will  speak  of  some 
of  the  ventilation  devices  on  the  market 
ready  for  your  use.  One  of  the  simplest  is 
the  disc  fan  (set  in  a  panel)  which  can  be 
put  in  a  room — to  keep  the  air  freshened 
and  in  motion.  Usually  the  fan  is  mounted 
on  a  panel  which  can  be  placed  in  a  win- 
dow or  in  the  wall — near  a  range  flue  to 
take  off  cooking  odors  and  fuel  gases,  or 
any  place  your  reasoning  dictates.  These 
fans  are  driven  by  an  electric  motor  and 
you  control  them  with  an  electric  cord  or 
button  as  you  do  the  electric  light.  They 
require  only  the  ordinary  electric  home  cir- 
cuit  supply.    One    firm    has   contrived    to 


place  the  fan  in  an  aperture  in  the  wall, 
on  which  is  a  glass  cover  always  partly  open, 
which  does  not  interfere  with  the  air 
supply  but  prevents  undue  whirrings  of 
air.  These  are  excellently  made  and  have 
been  found  most  satisfactory. 

The  next  type  is  the  blower  fan  mounted 
on  a  panel  easy  to  install  any  place  and 
accompanied  by  an  air  intake  or  wall  fix- 
ture, fitted  with  shutters  or  louvres,  which 
is  built  into  the  wall  of  the  house  like  a 
small  window  and  permits  the  fresh  air  to 
come  in  and  be  properly  distributed  through 
the  house.  This  wall  device  can  also  be  put 
in  after  building,  but  is  a  little  more 
trouble.  If  such  ventilators  are  put  in  the 
kitchen  or  bathroom  they  have  a  salutary 
effect  on  the  house  in  these  respects:  They 
increase  the  value  of  any  home;  add  to 
the  beauty  and  comfort  of  the  kitchen  or 
bathroom;  carry  away  odors,  grease,  and 
soot  dust  which  soil  walls  and  ceilings; 
bring  in  fresh  outdoor  air.  Besides  all  this, 
they  are  noiseless  and  made  so  well  (if  you 
buy  the  right  ones)  that  servicing  is  prac- 
tically needless. 

OTHER  TYPES 

In  one  type,  a  pull  on  the  switch  cord 
whisks  out  the  stale  air,  regardless  of  air 
currents,  with  no  hurricane  or  drafts.  An- 
other pull  on  the  cord  and  the  ventilator 
reverses  itself,  bringing  in  good  outdoor  air. 

On  the  other  hand  there  is  the  central 
ventilation  plant,  situated  in  the  cellar, 
which  consists  of  the  heating  plant  in  con- 
junction with  fans  or  blowers,  or  blowers 
alone,  whose  duty  it  is  to  force  fresh  air 
through  ducts  leading  to  various  rooms. 

Thus  there  are  systems  ranging  from 
the  rather  expensive  to  the  far  from  costly. 

We  are  all  enjoying  the  modern  theatre 
with  its  cool  air  in  summer  and  warm  air 
in  the  winter,  with  the  air  deodorized, 
"washed and  dried",  to  comfortable  degrees 
— and  we  find  ourselves  delighted  to  enter 
a  playhouse  where  we  know  that  no  one 
needs  breathe  foul  air  which  has  been  in- 
haled and  breathed  out  by  hundreds  of 
people  first. 

These  plants  with  huge  refrigeration 
systems,  heating  systems,  air  blower  sys- 
tems, ducts  and  outlets,  thermometers 
and  hygrometers  are,  of  course,  too  costly 
for  some  residences,  yet  they  are  not  out 
of  bounds  for  many.

LOG      HOUSE 


Many  Importcnit  Cousiderdtious  Which  Enter  Into  the  Successful 
Construction  of  This  Particular  Type  of  Dwelling 

CAPT.  S.  M.  ROBINSON 


IN  SPITE  of  the  fact  that 
log  houses  have  practically 
disappeared,  it  is  surprising  how 
much  information  is  still  ex- 
tant in  regard  to  them  and  how 
many  men  can  be  found  who 
are  capable  of  working  upon 
them.  In  the  first  place  any 
countryman  worthy  the  name  is 
handy  with  an  ax  and,  with 
some  intelligent  direction,  can 
use  it  to  good  advantage  on  this 
type  of  house  construction.  Of 
course  one  does  not  go  to  the 
prairies  for  labor  with  which  to 
build  log  houses,  but  anyone  in 
the  lumber  business  should  be 
able  to  supply  the  men  necessary 
for  log  construction.  For  the 
rest  of  the  work,  any  average 
carpenter  can  do  it. 

A  famous  cook  once  said,  in 
regard  to  making  rabbit  pie, 
"The  first  thing  is  to  catch  the 
rabbit,"  and  so  with  building 
log  houses,  the  first  thing  is  to 
get  the  logs.  Oak  logs  appeal 
to  a  sense  of  everlastingness, 
but  I  believe  that  pine  logs  are 
by  far  the  best  looking,  particu- 
larly if  they  are  properly 
treated,  in  the  manner  I  shall 
describe  later. 

While  first  considering 
building  a  log  house  I  not  only 
consulted  all  the  available  lit- 
erature on  the  subject  but  I 
asked  questions  of  friends,  ac- 
quaintances and  even  of 
strangers  who  were  supposed 
to  know  something  about  trees 
or  logs.  The  information  re- 
ceived ranged  from  "they  make 
the  finest  houses  in  the  world" 
to  "the  borers  ate  up  one  during 
the  first  season  that  I  lived  in 
it."  From  out  of  a  mass  of  in- 
formation and  misinformation 
I  gleaned  much  knowledge 
which  was  of  use  to  me. 

First  of  all,  I  found  that 
logs  must  be  cut  before  the  sap 
began  to  run,  or  I  stood  liable 
to  lose  them  by  rot.  The  time 
for  cutting  depends  upon  the 
locality  of  the  trees  and  it  was 
a  simple  matter  to  find  out  the 
latest  date  before  the  sap 
flowed.  .'Xn  other  important 
point  is  to  peel  the  logs.  If  my

friend  whose  house  was  at- 
tacked by  borers  had  done  this, 
his  home  would  still  be  in  good 
condition.  Peeling  is  a  long, 
tiresome  job,  because  most  of 
the  bark  must  be  taken  off  with 
a  draw-knife.  It  is  certainly 
worth  the  eft'ort,  however. 
Two  months  elapsed  between 
the  cutting  of  the  trees  and  the 
setting  up  of  the  logs  for  my 
house.  This  time  was  sufficient 
to  give  the  logs  a  fair  seasoning, 
and  allowed  them  to  take  on  a 
beautiful  ligh-t-brown  color. 

As  the  logs  were  set  in  place, 
a  coat  of  creosote  was  applied 
to  the  notches,  which  in  all 
cases  were  on  the  under  side. 
After  the  logs  were  set  in  place, 
each  one  was  covered  with  two 
coats  of  a  mixture  of  linseed 
oil,  creosote  and  brown  stain, 
applied  with  a  large  brush.  This 
mixture  was  in  the  proportion 
of  5  gallons  of  raw  linseed  oil, 
1  gallon  of  turpentine,  Y2  gal- 
lon of  creosote  and  y'2  pint  of 
brown  stain.  While  hardly 
changing  the  color  of  the  logs, 
this  coating  prevents  further 
darkening,  and  is  a  preserva- 
tive. Logs  treated  in  such  a 
fashion  last  much  longer  than 
if  not  so  cared  for,  and  they 
also  preserve  the  wonderful 
coloring  which  pine  acquires 
after  it  has  been  peeled  and 
weathered. 

For  chinking  the  cracks  be- 
tween the  logs,  we  first  filled 
up  the  wide  crevices  by  driving 
in  narrow  filling  pieces  of  lum- 
ber which  had  been  studded 
with  shingle  nails.  The  nar- 
row spaces  we  merely  drove 
nails  into,  making  these  go  as 
>'  far  as  possible  into  the  space 
and  leaving  as  much  of  each 
nail  sticking  out  as  was  practi- 
cable. A  plaster  made  up  of  5 
parts  white  sand,  1  part  port- 
land  cement,  1  part  gypsum 
wall  plaster  and  1  ^^  parts  lime 
was  then  troweled  into  all 
spaces  between  logs.  This  gave 
a  smooth  white  finish  which, 
because  of  the  nails,  will  hold 
well.  The  same  mixture  can  be 
applied   in   any   place    where   n 
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finish  is  needed  upon  which  to 
lay  boards  in  order  to  have  a 
p-ood  bearin";  surface.  For  fill- 
ing  in  very  small  cracks  about 
;  window  and  door  frames,  we 
!  discovered  it  was  best  to  use  a 
plastic  compound  which  will 
adhere  to  the  wood  and  not 
become  completely  hard. 

The  foundations  were  built 
before  erecting  the  house,  of 
course,  and  it  was  found  ad- 
visable to  do  most  of  the  clear- 
ing then  as  well.  For  example, 
stumps  and  large  boulders  can 
be  removed  in  a  few  minutes 
by  a  stick  of  dynamite,  whereas 
hours,  or  rather  days,  will  be 
consumed  in  doing  this  work 
by  hand  later  on.  Therefore  it 
is  best  to  go  over  the  site  care- 
, fully,  determine  what  trees,  if 
anv,  are  to  be  cut,  locate  all 
large  stumps  and  major  ob- 
structions, clear  them  out  and 
then  start  the  foundations. 
Concrete  for  these  should  not 
be  poured  in  freezing  weather. 
It  can  be  done  successfully  at 
such  times,  but  mv  advice  is  not 
to  trv  it.  Then  later  you  won't 
have  to  worry  about  crumbling 
foundations.  As  to  the  type  of 
foimdation,  tlie  drawings  show 
pillars  built  of  hollow  tile,  re- 
inforced with  steel  and  filled 
with  concrete.  This  type  of 
foundation  was  used  because 
the  estimates  for  a  complete, 
all-around  stone  foundation 
proved  the  latter  metliod  to  be 
too  expensi\e.  Later  it  was 
found  that  sufficient  routrh 
fieldstone  was  a\'ailable  within 
a  few  hundred  yards  of  the 
house  and,  by  using  the  same 
labor  as  on  the  house  and  chim- 
ney, it  is  believed  that  a  com- 
plete stone  foundation  could 
ha\e  been  built  at  no  additional 
cost.  If  an  all-around  founda- 
tion is  used  for  a  house  of  this 
character  care  must  be  taken  to 
provide  ample  ventilation,  un- 
less an  excavation  is  made  for 
a  basement.  The  foundations 
we  actualh'  built  ha\'e  proved 
thoroughly  satisfactory. 

In  the  erection  of  this  house 
there  are  a  few  points  which 
should  be  carefully  noted.  The 
plan  of  rafters  and  second  floor 
joists,  on  page  178,  shows  two 
short  loiTS  about  three  feet  long 
which  are  spiked  to  the  log 
which  carries  the  rafters.  These 
were  placed  as  shown  to  pre- 
vent any  possibility  of  the  long 
span  of  log  over  the  porch  from

being  pushed  out  in  the  middle 
by  the  side  thrust  of  the  rafters. 
On  the  other  side  of  the  house, 
logs  carrying  the  rafters  are  let 
into  the  chimney  about  3"  for 
the  same  purpose.  If  the  rafters 
had  been  placed  in  position  be- 
fore the  chimney  was  set,  the 
logs  carrying  the  rafters  would 
have  been  temporarily  tied  to 
the  opposite  side  of  the  house. 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  rafters, 
particularly  those  in  the  living 
room,  have  a  long  unsupported 
span;  therefore  we  were  par- 
ticular that  logs  for  these  were 
not  less  than  10"  at  the  butt 
end  and  had  as  slight  a  taper  as 
possible.  Logs  for  rafters,  joists 
and  stair  treads  were  sawn  at  a 
mill.  The  gable  ends  of  the 
house  were  built  well  up  before 
we  began  to  set  the  roof  rafters 
in  place.  This  was  in  order  that 
a  platform  might  be  con- 
structed from  which  to  lay  the 
rafters  more  easily.  AH  roof 
rafters  were  checked  for  cor- 
rectness of  alignment  before 
the  roof  sheathing  was  laid. 
Where  it  was  found  necessary, 
logs  were  wedged  up  so  as  to 
give  a  straight  roof  pitch. 

Floors,  partitions  and  closets 
are  of  tongued-and-grooved 
pine  6"  wide.  Boards  of  a 
smaller  width,  we  believed, 
woidd  not  ha\e  appeared  in 
keeping  with  the  scale  of  the 
logs  and  other  timber.  For  the 
floors  a  rough  flooring  was  laid, 
after  which  a  waterproof  paper 
was  put  down  in  order  to  keep 
out  the  dampness  and  to  provide 
for  better  insulation,  and  then 
the  finish  floor  was  laid  over 
this.  The  laying  of  the  finish 
flooring  we  delayed  as  long  as 
was  feasible,  so  that  it  would 
not  collect  the  dirt  and  wear 
incidental  to  construction. 
After  the  uppi-r  flooring  was 
put  down  a  %"  quarter-round 
molding  was  nailed  around 
each  room  at  the  point  where 
floor  and  wall  meet. 

All  floors  were  given  one 
coat  of  a  linseed  oil  mixture  of 
the  following  proportions:  1 
gallon  of  linseed  oil,  1  quart 
of  turpentine,  and  y^  pint  of 
brown  stain.  This  dried  quickly, 
and  it  was  possible  after  about 
36  hours  to  follow  up  with  a 
coat  of  clear  shellac  for  all 
rooms  except  the  kitchen  and 
bathroom,  which,  to  render 
them    waterproof,    received    a

PLAYGROUNDS     FOR     TOWN      BETTERMENT 

We /I  Planned  Play  Spaces  for  Children  Are 
Essential  to  Every  Community 

Designs  by  WILLIAM  ADAMS  DELANO 


FOR  some  time  past  it  has  gone  without 
saying  that  playgrounds  are  essential 
t<i  every  neighborhood  in  which  there  are 
more  families  than  front  yards,  antl  that 
even  in  uncrowded  communities  they  are 
a  benefit  to  the  public  welfare  and  a  boon 
to  the  youthful  generation.  In  addition  to 
that  well  established  fact  it  is  a  sign  of  their 
necessity  that,  for  their  particular  patrons, 
they  now  rank  in  popularity  with  the 
'movies",  which  is  something  to  consider, 
for  we  know  that  not  since  Spartan  days  has 
the  pursuit  of  physical  exercise  been  so 
eager  as  the  desire  to  indulge  in  the  pleas- 
ures of  art.  And  in  view  of  all  this  it  does 
seem  only  fair  that  they  should  not  be 
blessings  in  disguise,  but  should  be  given 
the  touch  of  beautv  thev  deserve. 

Of  course,  the  plavground  idea  is  no 
longer  new,  and  it  would  hardly  be  bring- 
ing fresh  information  to  this  article  to  tell 
why  it  becomes  each  minute  a  more  vitallv 
important  idea.  Enough  to  sav  that  as  towns 
and  cities  become  saturated  with  people,  and 
roadway    traffic    flashes    back    and    forth, 


faster  and  faster,  like  the  knives  in  a  shred- 
ding machine,  places  must  be  provided  for 
children's  play  or  we  shall  have  to  take  our 
chances  on  the  progress  of  the  race. 

As  there  ha\e  been  written  elsewhere 
thousands  of  pages  on  the  sociological  sig- 
nificance of  playgrounds,  and  almost  as 
many  on  the  practical  aspects  of  their  con- 
struction, equipment  and  maintenance,  and 
as  comparativelv  little  has  ever  been  said, 
or  done,  about  their  beauty,  this  seems  the 
one  side  of  the  question  to  emphasize  here. 

The  designs  shown  here  present  typical 
treatments  for  town  and  country.  They 
show  with  what  simplicity  the  framework 
of  a  playground  may  be  set,  and  with  what 
a  fine  architectural  air  of  completeness  and 
permanence.  How  many  city  playgrounds 
(in  cities  that  find  it  easy  to  spend  vast 
amounts  on  other  projects  of  far  less  im- 
portance) are  enclosed  with  a  high  wire 
fence  and  softened  with  borders  of  shrub- 
bery, thereby  abusing  both  fence  and  shrub- 
bery; for  each  can  be  used  in  cities  only  at 
a  great  disad\'antage.  And  how  many  city 


playgrounds  are  enclosed  that  way  simply 
because  the  cost  of  an  eight  foot  wall  and 
three  or  four  single  or  double  rows  of 
sturdy  trees  brings  a  cry  of  complaint  from 
the  treasury.  In  this  connection  it  must  give 
certain  people  such  a  feeling  of  philan- 
thropy merely  to  pass  upon  an  appropriation 
for  the  barest  possible  playground  that  the 
utter  altruism  in  volume  of  spending  more 
to  make  a  playground  as  self-respecting  in 
appearance  as  a  courthouse  or  city  hall  is 
appalling.  Yet  in  spite  of  this  attitude 
House  and  Garden  feels  that  it  would  be 
foolish  to  further  any  longer  the  kind  of 
compromise  that  playgrounds  have  had  to 
accept  during  the  time  when  their  necessity 
was  becoming  apparent.  This  is  why  Mr. 
Delano,  one  of  the  country's  foremost  ar- 
chitects, was  asked  to  give  them  the  benefit 
of  his  ideas.

new  growth,  and  uniform  density  of 
foliage. 

If  my  choice  was  limited  to  but 
one  kind  of  Grape  vine  I  would,  be- 
cause of  its  delectable  and  all-per- 
vading fragrance,  take  the  Riverbank 
Grape  which  sprawls  over  bushes  and 
low-branched  trees  growing  near 
water,  from  Maine  to  West  Virginia, 
thence  west  to  North  Dakota,  Col- 
orado and  Texas.  It  may  be  distin- 
guished by  its  thin,  bright  green  leaves 
that  are  deeply  and  irregularly 
toothed,  and  its  compact  panicles  of 
flowers.  The  acid  berries,  less  than 
Y2"  in  diameter,  are  blue  with  a 
bloom,  very  juicy,  and  ripen  during 
October  and  November. 

A  frequent  and  very  attiactive 
companion  of  this  species  throughout 
the  Northern  States  is  the  Blue  or 
Summer  Grape,  which  is  characterized 
by  deeply  cut,  smooth  leaves  that, 
early  in  the  season,  are  markedly  blue 
underneath,  but  become  dull  green 
in  late  autumn.  The  leaf-stems  and 
tendrils  are  unusually  long.  The  me- 
dium sized,  purple  fruits  have  a 
pleasant  acid  taste  and  are  ripe  just 
before  frost.  This  is  one  of  the  best 
vines  for  covering  arbors  and  out- 
houses as  it  is  a  strong  and  high- 
climbing  species. 

On  the  banks  of  the  Wabash  and 
along  the  Mississippi  in  southern  Il- 
linois and  Missouri,  thence  less  abun- 
dantly as  far  south  as  Texas,  grows 
the  Red  Grape,  perhaps  the  most  beau- 
tiful of  all.  It  is  also  admirably 
suited  for  planting  about  the  home, 
because  of  its  slender  stems  and  grace- 
ful habit.  This  grape  has  a  striking 
color  scheme  of  its  own;  the  small, 
shining  dark  green  leaves  have  bright 
red  leafstalks,  and  the  same  color 
suffuses    both    foliage    and    stems    on 


new  shoots.  Usually  the  leaves  are 
very  deeply  cut  into  3-5  lobes,  or  even 
entirely  parted.  The  flower  clusters 
are  loosely  constructed  and  open  very 
late.  The  little  black  fruits  also  ripen 
late,  and  are  not  edible.  They  contain 
only  one  seed  each.  While  the  Red 
Grape  is  a  strong  grower,  its  lushness 
can  be  confined  to  reasonable  limits, 
without  difliculty. 

The  Virginia  Creeper  is  so  closely 
akin  to  the  Grape  vine  that  some 
botanists  include  it  in  that  genus  of 
the  vine  family.  But  even  the  most 
casual  observer  can  hardly  fail  to 
see  the  difference,  as  he  comes  across 
them  during  an  outing  in  the  woods 
and  fields.  Indeed,  he  is  far  more 
likely  to  confuse  the  Creeper  with 
the  Poison  Ivy,  although  he  has  doubt- 
less read  and  been  told  a  thousand 
times  that  the  leaflets  of  the  former 
are  always  compounded  in  fives, 
while  those  of  the  latter  are  always 
in  threes.  While  not  so  rampageous 
as  the  Grape,  nor  so  thick  of  stem 
and  coarse  of  foliage,  the  Virginia 
Creeper  is  such  an  exceedingly  vigor- 
ous grower  in  favorable  positions 
that  it  frequently  disputes  with  the 
Grape  possession  of  the  high  tree  tops. 
So  it  must  be  made  to  behave,  when 
used  for  garden  and  house  adorn- 
ment, by  free  use  of  the  pruning 
scissors.  There  is  no  question  of  its 
beauty  at  all  stages  of  growth,  and 
particularly  in  early  autumn  when, 
long  before  frost  comes,  its  ripened 
foliage  turns  to  a  glowing  crimson- 
scarlet,  sets  walls,  fences  and  thickets 
afire,  and  converts  supporting  trees 
and  posts  into  flaming  torches. 

It  is  not  generally  known,  even 
among  gardeners,  that  there  are  two 
distinct  species  of  the  Virginia

OUR  DECORATIVE  NATIVE  CLIMBER; 
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Creeper,  which  often  grow  side  by 
side  in  the  wild  places  all  the  way 
from  the  New  England  States  to  Il- 
linois and  Missouri  and  south  to  the 
Gulf.  The  real  Virginia  Creeper  as 
a  rule  is  equipped  with  adhesive  discs 
at  the  tips  of  its  tendrils  that  f::sten 
to  bark,  stone,  plaster  and  other 
rough-surfaced  material.  The  other 
species,  well-named  the  Thicket 
Creeper  by  Standardized  Plant  Names, 
is  usually  of  lower  growth,  rambles 
over  rocks  and  bushes  and  has  no 
discs.  It  depends  for  support  upon 
its  twining  tendrils  only.  This  species 
has  a  wider  range  than  the  Virginia 
Creeper  and  goes  west  as  far  as  the 
foothills  of  the  Rockies.  Collectors 
will  find  both  easy  to  dig  and  easy 
to  establish  in  good  soil.  Care  should 
be  taken,  however,  to  select  plants 
with  discs  if  a  clinging  vine  is  wanted. 
The  simplest  way  to  be  sure  of  get- 
ting them  is  to  buy  them  from  a  re- 
sponsible nursery.  If  this  is  done,  I 
suggest  ordering  Engelmann's  variety, 
because  it  is  certain  to  be  well  pro- 
\ided  with  discs,  has  smaller  leaves 
and  presents  a  more  attractive  ap- 
pearance than  the  type. 

A    I'AST    C^.ROWER 

In  rural  sections  throughout  the 
eastern  half  of  the  country,  the  Pipe 
Vine,  or  Dutchman's  Pipe,  is  a  fa- 
vorite screen  for  porches.  It  is  a  native 
of  rich  woods  from  Pennsylvania  to 
Georgia  and  west  to  Minnesota  and 
Kansas.  In  its  natural  haunts  its  stems 
twine  about  and  over  trees  to  great 
heights.  The  enormous  heart-shaped 
leaves,  often  16"  across,  overlap  and 
form  a  dense  mat,  almost  impervious 
to  light.  The  flowers  are  oddly 
formed  and  ill-scented.  Because  of  its 
vigor  of  growth  and  its  ability  to 
thrive  in  any  situation  it  is  superior 
to  any  other  climber  for  quickly  cov- 
ering outhouses,  high  fences  and  other 
unsightly   objects. 

There  are  undoubtedly  fifty  or 
more  native  climbers  and  clambcrers 
of  modest  spread  that  have  sufficient 
decorative  value  to  warrant  their  in- 
troduction into  gardens.  The  seven- 
teen distinct  species  that  riot  in  lacy 
festoons  and  garlands  over  and  along 
my  garden  fence  belong  in  this  cate- 
gory, and  I  know  of  a  half  dozen 
others  that  I  am  eagerly  hunting  and 
hope  to  secure  in  the  near  future.  But 
my  assortment  does  not  include  many 
known  varieties  and  forms  of  dis- 
tinctive merit,  nor  the  numerous  an- 
nual vines,  nor  the  unknown  species 
that  are  very  likely  to  be  found  in 
regions  that  are  not  as  yet  fully  ex- 
plored. 

In  the  descriptive  list  which  fol- 
lows, an  effort  has  been  made  to  con- 
sider general  usefulness  as  well  as 
beauty  and  grace,  so  judging  by  this 
standard,  first  place  is  accorded  to  the 
Clematis  tribe,  of  which  there  are  at 
least  half  a  dozen  species  that  make 
themselves  at  home  wherever  located, 
are  always  on  their  good  behavior 
and,  for  beauty  of  foliage,  flower  and 
plumy  fruit,  are  unsurpassed  among 
vines.  There  is  no  lovelier  picture  in 
Nature's  gallery  than  a  coverlet  of 
Virgins-bower,  spreading  widely  over 
bushes,     fences,     walls,     or    whatever 


support  it  can  find  and  cling  to  by  i 
twisting  leaf  stalks.  It  is  charming  , 
all  seasons  and  nothing  short  of  e: 
quisite  in  late  summer,  when  its  clouc 
of  snowy  bloom  appear,  and  whei 
later  on,  there  is  a  like  profusion  ( 
the  silvery  plumes  that  wing  its  rij 
ening  seeds  and  finally  carry  thei 
away  on  every  wandering  breeze. 

The   Virgins-bower    is   one   of    tl 
most  ubiquitous  wild  plants  we  ha\ 
It  frequents  thickets,   riverside  bush 
and   boundaries   of   fields   throughcn 
the   entire   region   east   of   the   Rock 
Mountains.  Its  stems  sometimes  reaci 
a  length  of   1 1' .  There  is  a  closely  nl 
lated    species,    or    form,    named    tl 
Western  Virgins-bower,  of  less  vigoi; 
ous  growth,  with  smaller  leaflets  an| 
even    more    prolific    bloqm,    that 
abundant     in     the    Rocky     Mounta 
region  and  beyond.   I  have  seen  thl 
species    in    cultivation    and    it    appea 
daintier,  if  possible,  than  its  easter 
relative. 

The  Scarlet  Clematis,  a  native 
Texas  but  perfectly  hardy  in  my  gal 
den,  has  the  most  brilliant  flowers 
any.  It  is  of  slender,  restricted  hal 
with  stems  6'  or  less  in  length.  T 
nodding    solitary    blossoms    are    li 
little  carmine  or  scarlet  pitchers,  ar 
they    shine    like    jewels    among    tl 
rather    small    but    well    shaped    atl 
somewhat  leathery  leaflets.  This  is 
vine  fitted  for  airy  wreaths  and  del 
cate  tracery,  an  ornamental  vine  pu; 
and  simple. 

Of  even  smaller  proportions  tha 
the  Texas  species  is  the  Curly  Clt 
matis,  a  miniature  climber  found  onli 
along  the  coast  from  Norfolk,  Yi 
southward.  It  takes  its  name  from  tli 
silky  spirally-twisted  plumes  of  tl| 
seeds.  Its  climbing  limit  is  only  3'  0 
4'.  The  fragrant  and  showy  blue 
purple  blossoms  are  cylindrical  belot 
but  spread  at  the  mouth  to  a  widt 
of  2>^"  to  3".  This  attractive  litt! 
vine  is  not  hardy  north  of  Washinf; 
ton,  out-of-doors;  but  I  fancy  it  coul 
be  grown  in  pots  and  stored  in  sour 
cool  but  frost-proof  place  during  tli 
winter  months. 

ROCK.  CLK MATIS 

No  plant  in  my  garden  is  nior 
highly  treasured  or  exhibited  wit 
greater  satisfaction  than  the  purple 
flowered  Rock  Clematis.  It  is  not  onl

T/ie  Glory  That  Is  Nemes'ia — Each 
year  it  is  a  good  idea  to  try  one  or 
two  annuals  that  haven't  been  tried 
before  and  in  that  way  widen  the 
circle  of  one's  flower  friends.  Among 
those  to  try  is  Nemesia,  a  humble 
little  plant  with  a  glory  all  its  own. 
Some  flowers  show  their  beauty  best 
at  a  distance — Tritomas  and  many  of 
the  Lilies,  for  example — other  flowers 
require  close  inspection.  In  fact,  no 
flower  is  really  understood  until  we 
have  seen  it  both  in  the  mass  and  in- 
dividually, at  a  distance  and  in  the 
hand.  Individual  flowers  of  Nemesia 
reveal  a  shy  beauty  that  can  stand  the 
closest  inspection.  It  is  the  sort  of 
flower  you  love  to  touch.  Its  color 
range  has  now  been  extended  to  in- 
clude a  good  variety  of  tints  and 
tones.  In  the  mass — used  as  an  edg- 
ing— it  rests  on  the  ground  like  a 
delicate  cloud.  A  good  little  flower, 
the  Nemesia,  and  grateful  of  any 
kindness  you  care  to  show  it. 

T/ie  Fuchsias  of  Yesterday — Like 
collectors,  good  gardeners  soon  be- 
come specialists  and  have  their  definite 
lines  of  plants  to  grow.  I  can  im- 
agine no  finer  sport  than  adopting 
for  one's  especial  hobby  the  collecting 
and  propagating  of  old  varieties  of 
a  flower  that  have  passed  out  of  com- 
merce. There  are  fashions  in  flowers 
just  as  there  are  fashions  in  clothes  and 
good  things  disappear  from  catalogs 
rarely  to  be  seen  again.  Fifty  to  sev- 
enty-five years  ago  Fuchsias  were 
raised  in  great  abundance  and  wide 
variety.  Then,  like  the  bustle  and  the 
leg-of-mutton  sleeve,  they  passed  out 
of  favor.  Here  and  there  in  old- 
fashioned  collections  and  gardens  one 
may  find  them.  Recent  catalogs  are 
of  little  help  in  these  searches;  one 
must  go  forth  and  peer  over  old  re- 
mote garden  gates  and  into  the  flower 
windows  of  old-fashioned  houses. 
Never  attempt  to  pay  money  for  such 
plants  or  slips  from  them — trade 
some  of  your  newer  things  for  a 
piece  of  the  old.  Swap  a  new  Del- 
phinium seedling  for  a  cutting  of  an 
old  Fuchsia.  Incidentally,  in  these 
floral  peregrinations  you  are  apt  not 
only  to  meet  some  fine  old  varieties, 
but  you  will  make  some  staunch  gar- 
den friends  who,  like  you,  appreciate 
the  past. 

Taking  It  From  The  Chickens — Be- 
ing conscienceless  where  the  garden  is 
concerned,  a  friend  of  mine  has  re- 
cently been  taking  away  from  her 
chickens  part  of  their  ration  of  crushed 
oyster  shells.  These  she  mixes  with 
peat  and  sand  and  a  little  loam,  and 
makes  up  a  potting  soil  that  is  ideal 
for  many  things.  The  peat  holds  the 
moisture,  the  sand  gives  drainage,  the 


loam   gives  body   to   the   combinat 
and  the  oyster  shells  give  lime  to  i 
lease  the  good  properties  of  each.  Bi 
it  does  more  than  that.  1  urn  out  t,i 
pot  and  around  each  particle  of  shi 
iv.  wrapped  a  tiny  rootlet.  In  the  pa 
lance  of  the  boarding  house,  each  ro 
picks  out   its   favorite   piece   of  shi 
and    puts    out    its    feeding    hooks 
preempt   it.    I   never   saw   better   ro 
growth   than  this  soil  mixture  mad 
The  chickens  will  never  miss  the  fe' 
handfuls  of  shell  you  steal  from  tht 
food  bin.

Rushes  and  Reeds  and  she  makes  th 
quaint  observation  on  their  movi 
ments  in  the  wind:  "They  are  t) 
most  sensitive  to  the  stealthy  breezf 
and  betray  the  passing  of  a  wind  th; 
even  the  tree-tops  knew  not  of.  Soirn 
times  it  is  a  breeze  unfelt,  but  tl 
stiff  sedges  whisper  it  along  a  mi 
of  marsh.  To  the  strong  wind  th< 
bend,  showing  the  silver  of  the 
sombre  little  tassels  as  fish  show  tl 
silver  of  their  sides  turning  in  tl 
pathless  sea.  They  are  unanimous.  ;■ 
field  of  tall  flowers  tosses  many  wa) 
in  one  warm  gale,  like  the  mar 
lovers  of  a  poet  who  have  a  thousar 
reasons  for  their  love;  but  the  rushfj 
more  strongly  tethered,  are  swept  inl 
a  single  attitude,  again  and  again,  f 
every  renewal  of  the  storm.  .  .  Thi 
are  probably  outlaws.  They  are  dwel 
ers  upon  the  thresholds  and  upc 
margins,  as  the  gipsies  make  a  hon 
upon  the  green  edges  of  a  road." 

Tool  Borrowers — I  have  a  distini 
aversion  to  lending  garden  tools,  an 
lest  there  should  be  any  doubt  aboi 
it  and  any  discussion,  all  the  tools  ai 
painted  a  special  color.  Blue  is  nt 
color — the  blue  of  the  French  flaf, 
poles.  In  the  autumn  when  garde 
work  is  over,  the  tools  are  gathere 
into  the  barn  and  subjected  to  a  clear 
ing.

There  are  two  misconceptions  re- 
garding Chippendale's  rococo  style 
that  need  correction.  The  first  is  that 
it  came  late  in  his  career,  whereas  it 
is  a  foremost  characteristic  of  the  very 
first  edition  of  the  "Director",  pub- 
lished but  six  years  after  he  began 
business.  The  second  is  the  derogatory 
or  apologetic  attitude  too  often  taken 
toward  that  ornamental  phase  of  his 
work.  The  simple  fact  is  that  Chip- 
pendale's "ribband-back"  chairs  and 
rococo  commodes  remain  among  the 
most  glorious  productions  of  the 
cabinet-making  art. 

One  hiull\   knows  \\  hethei   most  to 


admire  the  verve,  virility,  and  variet 
of  this  master  craftsman  or  his  ania/f 
ing  ability  in  blending  apparently  ii 
congruous  styles.  In  this  latter  partici 
lar  he  was  faithfully  followed  by  tl 
Philadelphia  group  of  cabinet-maker 
Notwithstanding  the  fruitful  in\c 
tigations  made  during  recent  years, 
is  still  necessary  to  use  the  woi 
"group"  because  it  has  not  yet  bci 
proven  whether  this  remarkable  wm 
is  due  to  one  or  to  several  hands. 

Fine  craftsmanship  was  at  diff^eici 
periods  wonderfully  well  distribute 
through  the  Northern  States,  as  w 
shall  find  in  subsequent  articles,  but  i 
the  Chippendale  style  the  Philadelphi 
craftsmen  are  acknowledgetl  as  si 
preme.

and  in  tlie  earlier  Renaissance  (in  fact 
really  till  the  opening;  of  tlie  1  Sth 
Century)  stands  were  less  common 
tlnn  tables.  One  interesting-  mention 
of  stands  I  chanced  upon  in  Pepys's 
Diary,  under  date  of  February  22nd, 
1661-62:  "At  the  office  all  morning- 
.  .  .  thence  to  buy  a  pair  of  stands  and 
a  hang-ing-  shelf  for  my  wife's  cham- 
ber, and  so  home,  .  .  .  "  And  in  John 
Evelyn's  Diary  (a  book  every  iover 
of  antiques,  old  prints  and  g-ardcns 
ought  to  take  to  his  heart),  Evelyn 
writes,  under  date  of  September  10th, 
1675,  "I  was  casually  shewed  the 
Dutchesse  of  Portsmouth's  splendid 
apartment  at  White-hall,  luxuriously 
furnished,  and  with  ten  times  the  rich- 
nesse  and  glory  beyond  the  Queenes; 
such  massy  pieces  of  plate,  whole 
tables,  &  stands,  of  incredible  value." 
October  4th,  168  3,  Evelyn  again  at 
Court  writes  for  that  day:  "Following 
his  Majesty  (Charles  II.)  this  morn- 
ing thro'  the  galleries,  I   went,   with 


the  few  u  lu)  attended  him,  into  the 
Dutchesse  of  Portsmouth's  dressing 
roome  within  her  bed-chamber,  where 
'lie  was  in  her  morning  loose  gar- 
iiu-nt,  her  maids  combing  her,  newly 
out  of  her  bed,  his  majesty  and  tlie 
gallants  standing  about  her;  but  that 
which  engag'tl  my  curiosity  was  tlie 
rich  and  splendid  furniture  of  this 
woman's  apartment,  now  twice  or 
thrice  puU'd  down  and  rebuilt  to 
satisfie  her  prodigal  and  expensi\e 
pleasures,  whilst  her  Majestvs  dos  not 
exceede  some  gentlemen's  ladies  in 
furniture  and  accomodation.  Here  I 
saw  the  new  fabriq  of  French  tap- 
issry,  for  designe,  tendernesse  of 
worke,  and  incomparable  imitation 
of  the  best  paintings,  beyond  any 
thing  I  ever  beheld.  Some  pieces  haJ 
Versailles,  St.  Germain's,  and  other 
palaces  of  the  French  King,  with 
huntintrs,  figures,  and  landskips,  ex-

otiq  fowls,  and  all  the  life  rarely  ilon. 
Then  for  Japan  cabinets,  screenes, 
pcndule  clocks,  greate  vases  of 
wrought  plate,  tables,  stands,  chimney 
furniture,  sconces,  branches,  braseras, 
&e.  all  of  massive  silver,  and  out  of 
number,  besides  some  of  her  Majesty's 
best  paintings."  From  these  entries  of 
Pepys  and  of  E\'elyn  we  guess  that  tlie 
stand  had  already  come  to  take  place 
in  the  furnishings  of  the  houses  not 
only  of  royalty  and  nobility,  but  also 
in   the  houses  of  the  ■well-to-do. 

The  17th  Century  was  the  centurv 
of  the  (}rand  Tour.  Nobles  and 
gentry  ad\'entureil  from  England 
through  France,  Holland,  Flanders, 
the  German  countries,  Switzerland  on 
into  Italy,  crossing  the  paths  of  inter- 
necine wars,  braving  brigands  antl 
facing  such  perils  as  should  ha\-e  made 
each  traveler  who  succeeded  in  re- 
gaining his  native  shores  to  be  looked 
upon  by  his  compatriots  as  a  hero. 
Samuel  Pepys  longed  to  take  flie 
Grand  Tour;  John  E\elvn  did  take 
it,  and  his  Diary  records  many  thrill- 
ing adventures.  Notwithstanding  ad- 
venture and  the  difficulties  of  tra\el 
and  transport,  the  English  brought 
home  with  them  all  sorts  of  amazing 
mementoes  of  tiieir  travels.  With 
characteristic  competence,  they  did  not 
stop  at  larger  objects,  but  managed  to 
fetch  home  all  sorts  of  unwieldy  art 
treasures  and  curiosities, — everything 
from  marble  busts  to  stuffed  mei-- 
iiiaids.  In  1650  Evelyn  went  to  see  tile 
Samaratiii  at  the  end  of  the  Pont 
Ncuf  in  Pai'is,  anil  was  there  shuwn 
all  sorts  of  art  objects,  antiques  and 
curiosities,  admiring  "an  infinite 
\ariety  of  taille  douche  richly  bound 
in  morocco," — he  was  a' discriminating 
collector  of  engravings — but  ec|ual- 
ly  admiring  some  "stands  richly 
carved."  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  he 
would  ha\e  taken  one  of  these  stands 
back  to  England  with  him,  had  they 
been  purchaseable.  Many  of  tlie  things 
he  did  take  back  undoubtedly  sug- 
gested the  convenience  of  stands  for 
their   agreeable    display. 

TYPES    OF    STANDS 

With  the  de\elopment  of  a  l()\e  for 
having  beautiful  things  within  the 
house,  when  the  acquisition  of  art  ob- 
jects ceased  to  be  confined  to  the  pre- 
rogative of  royalty,  as  it  was  in 
Egyptian  times,  and  to  that  of  royal- 
ty and  the  nobility,  as  it  was  in  later 
centuries,  to  pieces  of  furnituie,  scant 
in  number  and  strictly  utilitarian, 
came  to  be  added  many  new  forms, 
limited  in  number  only  by  industry, 
purse  and  taste.  Of  these  forms  the 
table  stand  came  to  take  a  conspicu- 
ous place,  a  place  it  has  maintained 
into  our  own  day,  when  its  popularity 
is  really  greater  than  ever  before.  In- 
deed, not  only  have  we  our  own  forms 
of  the  table  stand,  but  the  20th  Cen- 
tury manufacturers  of  fine  furniture 
are  giving  us  excellent  copies  of  the 
earlier  pieces  reproduced  in  the  Chip- 
pendale, Hepplewhite,  Adani,  and 
Sheraton   styles. 

In  Queen  Elizabeth's  time,  tables, 
for  the  main  part,  were  of  the  board 
and  of  the  hinged-board  type,  sup- 
ported on  trestles,  sometimes  with 
ornamentation.  These  could  be  taki-n 
apart  in  a  moment  and  placed  out  of 


the   way   of   the   day's  occupations 
doors.  Undoubtedly  at  this  time  tlu 
were   some    few    objects   of    furniti 
corresponding   to    the   stand,    but    t 
Elizabethans   had    little   need   of   sii 
in   their  mode   of   living,   and  sluh 
answered   nearly   all   the   purposes 
the  stand,   as  such   purposes  stood 
those  days.  In  inventories  of  the   ! 
years  of  the  16th  ami  in  the  first  i|li  i 
ter  of  the  17th  Century,  we  find  in- 
tion  of  the  "standing"  and  th(i  "(h 
mant"   type   of    table,    which    \vas 
take  the  place  of  the  trestle  bodrd  n 
of  the  folding-board  table  thel'eat' 
In    this  century   indoor   living   w.i^ 
develop,   and    tliis   brought   about    t 
need  of  the  permanent  table-top.  Al 
the   development   of   printing  had  : 
effect  on  indoor  li\ing.  The  rcadii 
of  bnoks  at  night  required  a  readjui 
ment   of    ligiiting.    One   of   its   resu 
was  the  candle-stand,   and,  later,  t 
lamp-stand.     Indoor     gardening     h 
came  popular  in   the  Eighteenth  Cei 
tury  and  called  for  tlie  flower-stan 

REASONS    FOR    STANDS 

Peter  Kalm,  writing  in  1748  of  } 
tra\els,  refers  to  English  ladies'  lo 
for  "fine  flowers  on  tables."  T 
drinking  brought  about  the  suggestiq 
for  tea-caddy  stantls  and  stands  c, 
which  to  rest  the  teakettle,  both  low 
than  the  candle  stands.  In  fact,  all  t 
increasing  refinements  of  living  w 
reflected  upon  the  pattern  and  tlie  usi 
of  the  table  stand. 

In  such  objects  we  can  trace  tlie  ii 
tluence  of  the  Age  of  Anne  and  of  t 
Early  Georges,  as  in  the  beautiful  lai 
quered  stands  of  their  reigns,  and  c 
tile  later  Georges  and  this,  of  coursr. 
also  applies  to  the  various  Frenc 
Louis  Periods  and  on  througii  tl 
))eriod  of  the  Empire. 

Although  there  \\ere  few  occasion 
tables  used  in  England  until  after  tl 
Restoration,  by  the  second  quarter  c 
the  1  8th  Century  an  enormous  numbi 
of  tiiem  had  come  into  \()gue,  am!  c 
course  stands  formed  a  goodly  propo 
tion  of  these.  Like  their  larger  prot( 
types,  these  stands  were  designed  wit 
jilain  or  cabriole  legs,  having  spade  ( 
claw-and-ball  feet,  plain  or  carve 
knees.  The  tripod  type  was  the  genen 
type  for  the  stand.  In  the  Chippentia 
pieces  we  come  upon  exquisite  stani 
the  edges  of  whose  tops  are  surroun 
ed  by  open-work  "galleries,"  and  ha^ 
ing  "clustered"  legs;  then 
have  "Gothic"  styles  with  Chinei 
fretwork  pattern.  In  1802,  Thoni 
Sheraton  speaks  of  tripods  in  his  Tl 
Cahiiiet-Maker  and  Upholsterer 
Drawing  Book:  "These  are  used  i 
drawing-rooms,  for  the  conv'enience  c 
affording  additional  light  to  sue 
parts  of  tile  room  where  it  wou 
neither  be  ornamental  nor  easy  i 
introduce  any  other  kind.  The  sty 
of  finishing  these  for  noblemen 
drawing-rooms  is  exceedingly  ricl 
Sometimes  they  are  finished  in  whi 
and  gold,  and  sometimes  all  gold,  1 
suit  the  other  furniture.  In  inferic 
drawing-rooms  they  are  japanned  ai 
swerably  to  the  furniture."  This  ma 
also   have   applied   to   his   stands.

face  of  a  city  playground  cannot 
be  turfed,  so,  depending  upon  the  soil 
and  the  climate  of  the  situation,  it 
would  have  to  be  either  loam,  clay, 
sand,  or  gravel,  or  various  combina- 
tions of  these.  In  some  places  it  will 
be  found  necessary  to  lay  the  dust  in 
dry  weather  with  either  water  or  a 
prepared  mixture.  At  any  rate,  the 
pleasure  of  a  playground  will  depend 
to  a  great  extent  upon  the  effectiveness 
with  which  the  blowing  about  of  dust 
clouds  is  prevented.

highboys  had  by  then  been  discontin- 
ued in  England  whereas  our  own 
craftsmen  continued  them,  embellish- 
ing them  with  all  the  wealth  of  Chip- 
pendale ornament,  so  that  these  articles 
of  furniture  might  almost  be  consi- 
dered a  new  creation.

Classic  urns 
and  vases  made  practical  candle 
nozzles;  bases  were  round  or  square, 
solid  or  on  paw  feet.  Classic  motifs 
decorated  all  types  of  fixtures,  swags, 
festoons  or  garlands,  wreaths,  eagles, 
lions,  griffons,  masks,  and  even  the 
sphinx  of  Egypt  appeared  before  the 
Re\olution  and  Napoleon's  Egyptian 
campaign  emphasized  its  use. 

The  boui  de  table — "-able-end 
candlestick  for  extra  light  at  table — 
was  charmingly  conceived.  Some  had 
a  tiny  low  vase-like  socket  on  an  ab- 
breviated bit  of  column  and  tiny  base; 
or,    if   a    little    higher   and    for    two

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a  girandole  three  or  four;  while  the 
candelabre  was  distinguished  from  the 
girandole  either  by  its  larger  size  or 
greater  number  of  candle  branches. 
A  candelabre  was  a  piece  of  some  im- 
portance, often  of  white  marble  and 
bronze  dore,  the  marble  used  as  base 
and  column  or  classic  vase,  and  the 
bronze  for  draped  classic  figures  and 
candle  branches.  Apollo  and  Daphne, 
bacchantes,  and  other  mythological 
figures  were  favorites  either  in  bronze 
or  porcelain.  The  typical  candelabre 
was  that  of  bronze,  brun — brown — 
or  dore  in  the  form  of  a  draped  or 
semi-nude  woman  holding  branches 
which  were  either  natural  sprays  of 
blossoming  Lilies  and  buds,  the  candle 
sockets  embedded  in  the  flowers,  or 
were  cornucopias  with  branches.  The 
cornucopia  or  trumpet  shaped  candle 
socket,  so  popular  during  the  Empire, 
was  often  used  at  this  time.  Some 
candclabres  were  frankly  the  ancient 
tripod  of  Roman  days  supporting  a 
branched  candelabrum.  One  with  hoof 
feet  on  a  triangular  base  terminates 
in  three  eagle's  heads  and  upholds 
nine  candle  branches.  Another  popu- 
lar form  was  a  classic  vase  on  a  square 
pedestal  set  up  on  bun  feet,  the  vase 
filled  with  a  bouquet  of  Tulips,  the 
candle  nozzles  concealed  in  the  blos- 
soms. But  the  figures  of  one  or  two 
women  upholding  a  blossoming  Lily 
branch  with  nine  candle  sockets  are 
possibly  most  typical.  The  figure  was 
occasionally  that  of  a  griffon  sup- 
porting the  candelabrum  on  its  head. 
Some  examples  were  very  fancifully 
designed  with  leaf  scrolling,  glass 
pendants  and  garlands,  mythological 
figures — griffons,  dolphins,  and  other 
classic  favorites. 

Precious  marbles  especially  yellow, 
black,  and  white  were  very  fashion- 
able and  formed  the  pedestals  and 
often  the  ovoid  vases.  The  bronze  fig- 
ures and  ornaments  were  usually 
bronze  dore  or  vert — a  green  finish 
suggesting  the  antique — or  had  the 
ordinarv  brown  finish.  Porcelains,  ex- 


quisitely painted  and  mounted  in 
bronze  dore,  were  used  for  candela-j 
bra  as  well  as  candlesticks.  The  giran- 
dole, so  popular  on  the  mantelpiece, 
also  took  the  tripod  form  with  hoof 
feet  on  a  triangular  base,  and 
mounted  on  the  tripod  was  a  vase  usu- 
ally of  some  rare  marble,  holding  in 
contrast  to  its  formal  outline  a  bou- 
quet of  naturalistic  flowers  in  bronze 
dore,  the  candle  nozzles  secreted  in 
the  blossoms.  Flambeaux  were  simi- 
larly designed.  A  pair  in  the  King's 
bedroom  in  the  Petit-Trianon  is  in  the 
form  of  a  vase  holding  a  bouquet  of 
Carnation  buds,  one  blossom  openiii; 
for  the  candle  socket,  the  flowers  real- 
istically wrought. 

The  cassolette  was  an  ingenious 
contrivance.  It  was  a  mantel  or  con- 
sole ornament  usually  in  the  form  of 
an  ovoid  vase  mounted  on  a  bron/ 
tripod  set  on  hoof  feet  or  griffons. 
These  cassolettes  were  in  pairs  and, 
with  a  clock  and  a  pair  of  flambeaux, 
formed  the  accepted  garniture  de 
che?ninee — the  mantel  garniture  of 
the  day.  When  extra  candle-light  was 
needed  on  festive  occasions,  the  mar- 
ble vase  covers  of  the  cassolettes  were 
taken  off  and  turned  upside  down,  tho 
under  side  of  each  being  fitted  with 
a  candle  nozzle.  Flambeaux  were  sim- 
ilarly made  so  that  a  branched  ar- 
rangement could  be  inserted  in  the 
candle  socket  or  the  socket  removed 
and  multiple  candle  branches  put  in 
its  place,  thus  transforming  a  simple 
candlestick  into  an  elaborate  cande- 
labrum. Such  a  piece  was  usually  of 
silver. 

Appliques,  bras  de  lumieres,  were 
essentials  in  the  interior  decorative 
schemes.  They  abandoned  the  irregu- 
lar forms  of  the  rococo  for  the  pre- 
vailing symmetrical  outline.  The  back 
or  wall  plates  were  elongated  in  vary- 
ing shapes:  the  classic  pedestal  was  a 
favorite;  quivers  filled  with  feathei- 
tipped  arrows  or  classical  motifs  va- 
riously combined;  a  cabochon,  or

LIGHTING  FIXTURES  </ LOUIS  SEIZE

shield,  might  be  topped  by  a  circle 
and  bow-knot  of  ribbon  and  draped 
with  Laurel  festoons.  Vase  forms 
were  not  uncommon  as  finials,  rest- 
ing in  a  nest  of  Acanthus  leaves,  be- 
low which  were  entwined  festoons  or 
an  elaborate  composition  including 
acanthus,  patera — oval  or  disk — mask 
and  drapery.  The  candle  branches 
sprang  in  dignified  curves  from  these 
beautiful  uprights  and  terminated  in 
highly  sophisticated  designs  for  nozzle 
and  bobec/ie,  usually  some  variant  of 
a  classic  urn  unless  the  design  were 
floral  when  great  ingenuity  was  used 
in  secreting  the  candle  sockets  within 
the  blossoms.  Such  conceptions  were 
commonly  worked  out  in  enameled 
metal  with  porcelain  flowers  and 
leaves  in  soft  natural  colorings,  while 
the  more  formal  appliques  were  in 
silvered  or  gilded  bronze  and  might 
make  use  of  any  motif,  even  a  stag's 
head  and  Oak  leaves. 

GL.^SS  AND  CRYST.\L 

Hanging  lights  were  never  more 
beautiful  than  at  this  time.  Glass  or 
crystal  lustres  were  the  favorites. 
These  were  often  slender  and  grace- 
ful in  form  with  long  delicate  pen- 
dants. One  in  a  Fontainebleau  salon  is 
topped  by  a  small  circlet  of  this 
slender  pendant  fringe  below  which 
are  draped  strings  of  oblong  shaped 
bits  of  glass  alternating  with  broader 
ribbon-like  festoons  composed  of 
.small  glass  tubing  set  crosswise.  These 
festoons  spread  to  the  large  circlet 
from  which  the  simple  candle 
branches  curve  outward,  and  below 
\\hich  strings  of  glass  form  a  bowl- 
like bottom  ending  in  the  same  long 
delicate  fringe  of  pendants  as  above, 
with  a  single  long  drop  beneath.  The 
whole  effect  is  simple,  delicate,  and 
charming,  not  fussy  or  involved.  An- 
other Fontainebleau  example  of 
bronze  and  crystal  has  two  tiers  of 
trumpet-like  candle  branches,  and  is 
festooned  gaily  but  delicately,  with 
a  bouquet  effect  above  and  garlands 
below.  Cupids,  flaming  torches,  anil 
other  decorative  motifs  were  incor- 
porated in  the  designs  which  might 
include  large  ornamental  glass  bo- 
beches  or  grease  pans.  At  this  period 
the  grease  pan  was  often  accented  in 
such  a  way  as  to  give  special  charac- 
ter to  the  candle  socket. 

Lanterns  abandoned  the  caprices  of 
the  Louis  XV  style  for  cylindrical  and 
other  simple  rectangular  or  polygonal 
forms  surrounding  a  more  or  less 
elaborate  chandelier  with  close  clus- 
tering branches.  The  metal  frame- 
work and  scrolled  supports  were 
minutely  ornamented  with  the  same 
care  that  characterized  all  the  metal- 
work  of  the  period.  However,  if  of 
tin  the  framework  was  plain.  If  of 
iron  it  was  ornamented  with  natural 
bouquets  of  flowers.  Their  principal 
interior  use  was  in  the  vestibule,  hall, 
or  stairway. 

As  in  le  style  Louis  Oiiinze,  the  fa- 
vorite material  for  the  lighting  fix- 
ture was  bronze  dore,  not  infre- 
quently argente  sometimes  vert  an- 
tique, brun,  or  even  bleui — blued.  Sil- 
ver was  the  mode  for  the  dining  table 
and  in  great  houses  for  other  purposes, 


especially  appliques,  candrlabres,  sur^ 
louts  de  table  and  flambeaux.  The 
cuivre  dore  of  the  so-called  "copper 
age,"  when  the  silver  plate  of  the 
realm  went  into  coinage  for  war,  was 
succeeded  at  this  time  by  a  much  freer 
use  of  silver  in  lighting  fixtures,  but 
the  appropriateness  of  bronze,  and  for 
added  decorative  effect,  rock  crystal, 
glass,  porcelain,  pottery,  and  precious 
marbles,  was  commonly  recognized 
by  both  artists  and  craftsmen.  Bronze 
was  cast  and  then  chiseled — cisele  and 
gilded — dore — so  that  sharp  delicate 
decorative  ornament  could  be  worked 
into  the  design.  The  handling  of  the 
Acanthus  leaf  and  scrolling  is  char- 
acterized by  that  little  bending  of  the 
tips  of  leaves — a  sort  of  wilted  tip — 
which  gives  an  inimitable  softness  and 
suavity  to  the  design. 

The  dccorati\e  motifs  ornamenting 
all  types  of  fixtures  include  the  three 
decorative  influences  of  the  period: 
the  revived  Pompeiian — known  as  the 
neo-classic  or  pseudo-classic — false 
classic;  "the  pastoral  or  bucolic  which 
diverted  the  Court  of  Louis  XVI;  and 
le  mode  cliinoise  which  gained  a  great 
vogue  at  this  time  as  the  cliinoiserie. 
Classic  form  and  ornament  were  evi- 
dent in  all  kinds  of  fixtures,  and,  be- 
sides the  decorative  motifs  noted, 
made  free  use  of  reeding,  fluting, 
gadrooning,  and  other  conventional 
ornament  as  well  as  Ivy  and  Laurel, 
goats'  heads  and  cupids.  Chinese  in- 
fluence was  evident  where  rare  Chi- 
nese porcelains  were  mounted  in  metal- 
work,  or  where  the  metal-work 
itself  showed  Chinese  ornament,  such 
as  figures  and  pagodas  skillfully  in- 
corporated in  a  pastoral  or  rustic  en- 
semble. The  pastoral  influence  was 
most  pronounced  in  the  more  fantastic 
designs  of  floral  bouquets  with  porce- 
lain flowers  for  appliques  and  giran- 
doles and  for  the  inise  en  scene  of 
porcelain  figures  and  fowl. 

INFLUENCING  DECORATION 

The  lure  of  the  out-of-doors  sjiares 
neither  kings  nor  emperors.  Picnicking 
at  the  Petit-Trianon  was  an  artificial 
affair  at  its  best,  with  ribbons  and 
laces,  satins  and  curls.  We  are  re- 
minded of  China's  late  Empress  as 
she  took  the  air  in  her  palace 
grounds.  More  stately  and  less  giddy 
is  the  Chinese  poetical  cult  of  out- 
doors; but  a  chef  with  his  retinue 
must  follow  an  Empress  everywhere 
and  serve  an  appropriate  meal  any- 
where her  Imperial  whim  might  call 
a  halt.  Marie-Antoinette  and  her 
dairymaid's  milk  pail,  swung  non- 
chalantly on  the  very  edge  of  the 
crater  of  the  French  Revolution,  fall 
into  the  picture  with  the  sime  pretty 
irrelevance  as  does  the  Chinese  Em- 
press with  her  suite  ceremoniously 
lunching  in  her  palace  grounds,  re- 
fusing to  admit  that  such  underlings 
as  the  Chinese  populace  could  disturb 
her  honorable  Manchu  Dynasty.

There, 
too,  is  a  pergola  that  serves  as  a 
porch,  covered  with  Wisteria  in  cas- 
cades about  its  top  and  supports;  and, 
finally,  an  old  wooden  gate  set  be- 
tween pilasters  topped  with  Iris-filled 
urns  completes  the  picture.  The  gate, 
made  of  wood  and  carved  to  resem- 
ble a  wrought-iron  grille,  opens  out 
upon  a  view  of  the  hilly  country-side 
clad  in  Olives.  Here,  in  the  retreat, 
of  that  prelate  of  bygone  days,  all 
that  a  garden  can  and  should  mean  is 
realized  and  one  is  loath,  when  the 
time  arrives,  to  depart;  to  leave  be- 
hind him  this  little  spot  which  is  truly 
a  bit  of  heaven  upon  earth.

coat  of  clear  \arnish.  The  shellac 
dried  in  about  an  hour  and  the  var- 
nish in  about  24  hours.  The  upper 
floors  were  done  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  lower,  except  that  deadening 
felt  was  used  between  the  ceiling-  and 
flooring  instead  of  paper,  as  on  the 
lower  floors. 

For  the  sub-flooring  of  the  upper 
floor,  which  also  is  the  ceiling  of  the 
rooms  below,  we  found  that  although 
a  lower  grade  of  lumber  might  be 
used  than  that  employed  for  the  fin- 
ished flooring,  it  was  advisable  that 
this  also  should  be  of  6"  tongued- 
and-grooved  pine.  The  finish  on  the 
second  story  floor  was  the  same  as  for 
the  lower  floor.  All  partitions  and 
ceilings  were  finished  with  two  coats 
of  the  same  mixture  as  was  used  to 
surface  the  floors  of  the  house. 


Sets  of  drawers  built  into  the  attic 
wall  as  shown  on  page  135  are  of 
great  convenience  and  I  wish  to  call 
particular  attention  to  them.  Each 
tier  contains  four  drawers  2'  6"  across 
and  2'  deep. 

Doors  throughout  the  house  are  of 
the  batten  type,  and  are  constructed 
of  6"  pine  boards.  The  doors,  door- 
frames, windows  and  the  inner  side 
of  the  window  frames  are  treated 
with  the  same  finish  as  were  the  par- 
titions. The  outsides  of  window 
frames  are  stained  in  a  forest  green 
color.  Hardware  for  doors  and  win- 
dows were  carefully  chosen  to  ac- 
cord with  the  house;  wrought  iron 
was  selected  as  being  most  suitable 
for   this   type   of   building.

structed  of  rough  fieldstonc;  tlie 
measurements  for  it  are  given  in  the 
first  two  drawings  on  page  134.  The 
dimensions  of  its  foundation  are 
shown  on  the  foundation  plan  page 
I  74.  The  boulders  are  pointed  up  with 
white  mortar  as  giving  the  best  effect. 

For  the  roof,  a  sheathing  of  the 
same  material  as  the  ceiling  (upper 
sub-floor)  was  used.  This  was  really 
necessary,  as  the  sheathing  forms  the 
ceiling  of  the  upper  story  and  we 
found  tongued-and-grooved  lumber 
a  great  improvement  in  appearance 
over  rough  boards.  This  sheathing 
was  finished  on  its  under  side  by  two 
coats  of  the  same  linseed  oil  mixture 
as  was  used  on  the  partitions  and  ceil- 
ing. Over  the  sheathing  was  placed 
a  layer  of  the  same  waterproof  paper 
we  had  used  on  the  lower  floors,  and 
on  this  were  placed  the  shingles, 
which  were  of  a  slate  composition, 
grayish-green  in  color. 

Although  the  floor  plan  shows  a 
tank  in  the  closet  of  one  of  the  up- 
stairs rooms,  it  was  not  found  neces- 
sary to  use  this.  Originally  intendeil 
as  a  reservoir  in  case  of  the  water 
system  failing,  the  possibility  seemed 
too  remote.  The  water  system,  by  the 
way,  is  made  up  of  a  pump  driven 
by  an  electric  motor,  a  storage  tank 
and  a  motor-driven  air  compressor, 
all  operating  on  a  well.  The  house 
drains  are  connected  to  a  septic  tank 
and  field  buried  in  the  ground  below 
the  frost  line  and  quite  near  the 
house.  The  proper  placing  of  plumb- 
ing for  bath,  toilet,  sink,  hot  water 
heater,  etc.,  gave  very  little  trouble, 
as  all  pipes  could  be  placed  close 
together.  Practically  all  the  piping 
was  run  underneath  the  house  and  the 
vent  pipe  was  placed  in  the  kitchen. 


Electric  light  fixtures  were  selected 
which  harmonized  with  the  rougli 
iron  hardware  of  the  house.  Each 
room  has  at  least  one  fixture,  as  have 
the  porches  and  the  inside  balcony. 
Base  plugs  are  situated  in  spots  where 
table  light  and  reading  lamps  may 
be  desired. 

Our  log  house  has  proved  satisfac- 
tory in  every  way.  Like  all  other 
houses,  a  number  of  changes  were 
made  during  the  course  of  construc- 
tion, and  these  as  shown  in  the  plans 
are  identical  with  the  house  as  it 
was  actually  built.  I  can  think  of 
only  one  change  that  I  should  make 
if  I  were  to  build  another  house  of 
this  type.  The  large  upstairs  bedroom 
originally  had  a  closet  at  the  back, 
partitioned  off  in  a  similar  way  to 
the  closet  in  the  other  upstairs  bed- 
room. It  was  decided  that  there  was 
more  room  in  the  attic  than  necessary, 
so  one  end  was  made  into  a  closet  and 
the  original  closet  space  thrown  into 
the  bedroom,  making  it  extremely 
large — about  IS'  by  24'.  A  number 
of  cots  can  be  accommodated  here, 
giving  the  house  a  very  large  emer- 
gency capacity.  However,  the  room  has 
only  one  window,  and  while  that  is 
double,  and  would  doubtless  ha\e 
been  sufficient  for  the  room  as  orig- 
inally designed,  it  is  not  really  satis- 
factory as  it  now  is.  Therefore  I 
should  put  in  either  two  double  win- 
dows, or  a  single  window  on  each  side 
of  the  present  double  window. 

In  order  to  have  the  furniture  in 
keeping  with  the  rustic  nature  of  the 
house  we  have  furnished  it  through- 
out with  unfinished  pieces.  These  were 
given  a  thorough  rubbing  with  raw 
linseed  oil,  which  gave  to  the  surfaces 
a  beautiful  natural  finish.

may  be  obtained  in  any  residence,  if 
the  desire  is  backed  by  a  mind  or 
purse  sufficiently  adaptable — and  there 
are  some  residences  in  America  so 
furnished. 

There  is  still  another  interesting 
type  of  ventilator  which  is  set  on  the 
roof.  The  devices  which  look  like  large 
revolving  mushrooms  are  designed 
to  revohe  in  the  wind  even  when  it 
blows  only  five  miles  per  hour. 
Through  an  interior  louvre  damper 
construction  they  send  down  fresh 
air  through  ducts  into  the  factory  or 
home.  If  there  be  no  wind,  the  mo- 
ment the  air  current  gets  below  a  cer- 
tain point  the  electric  motor  innnedi- 
ately  starts  up.  This  has  been  used  on 
barns,  factories  and  power  houses.  It 
is  being  made  in  small  sizes,  so  we  do 
not  see  why  this  device  is  not  good 
for  certain  homes,  where  roof  space 
is  such  that  the  mushrooms  will  not 
destroy  the  beauty  of   roof  lines. 

DEVICKS    I-OR    VENTILATION 

Tlure  is  another  class  of  devices 
which  fall  under  the  head  of  venti- 
lation, but  which  are  dependent  on  the 
air's  will  rather  than  yours.  It  com- 
prises the  air  admitters,  as  we  call 
them,  which  tend  to  obviate  danger- 
ous draughts.  Some  are  often  made  to 
screen  the  air  at  will.  Generally  speak- 
ing these  devices  are  slabs  or  panels 
made  of  wood,  metal  or  glass  and 
various  combinations  of  these  mate- 
rials. Some  are  built  like  shutters  and 
some  are  flat.  These  slabs  or  panels 
are  set  on  the  window  sill  and  either 
extend  upward  at  an  angle  from  the 
window  itself  with  an  air  gap  between 
the  window  and  the  upper  end  of  the 
panel  or  slab,  or  are  held  in  place  by 
the  window  setting  down  tightly  on 
the  upper  end  of  the  slab.  There  is  no 
fan  or  blower.  They  admit  air  from 
the  street  blowing  your  way,  allow 
air  to  come  in  during  rain  or  storm 
without  admitting  the  elements  them- 
selves, are  without  a  direct  draft  and 
so  are  \ery  excellent  as  far  as  they 
go.  We  use  one  type  because  our  bed 
is  near  a  window  and  we  can  raise  it 
with  impunity  and  know  that  with  this 
device  the  top  of  our  head  will  not 
freeze !  Among  these  air  admitters 
some  are  adjustable  so  that  they  fit 
any  window  and  some  have  to  fit  to 
measure.  One  of  the  most  interesting 
ones  we  have  seen  is  of  glass  fitted 
with  a  screen  attaching  its  top  edge  to 
the  opening  end  of  the  window.  This 
screen  is  of  copper  and  beneath  it  is 
a  louvre  which  can  be  opened  ami 
closed  to  admit  as  much  air  as  is 
needed.  The  screen,  too,  keeps  in- 
sects at  bay,  while  fresh  air  enters 
without  draft  and  the  view  is  not 
obliterated  because  the  glass  permits 
of    perfect   sight-seeing. 

There  is  also  a  class  of  air  condi- 
tioners of  which  no  doubt  you  have 
heard  which  supply  ozone  to  the  air, 
but  these  are  devices  not  yet  perfected 
for  home  use. 

To  be  quite  proper,  however,  fresh 
air  must  also  have  a  certain  moisture 
content  and  for  that  reason  humidi- 
fication  is  necessary.  In  the  average 
lieated  living  quarters  the  air  is 
changed  throughout  the  entire  space 
about   once   every   hour.    This   is   due 


partly    to    the    opening    of    douis    an 
windows,  but  primarily  to  leaka;^.    ( 
infiltration.   Thus  in   the  wintei-   tm 
if  the  air  comes  in  at  a  temperatuir  ( 
22°,  even  with  a  relati\e  humidiiy  i 
X6%,  when  heated  to  70°  it  will  hav 
a    relative    humidity    of    only     15% 
To    condition    this    air    satisfactoril 
there  should  be  added  to  it  approxil 
mately  2    1/3  grains  of  moisture  pe 
cubic  foot  of  air;  or  in  other  word 
for  an  average  room  there  should  b 
evaporated    and    distributed    about 
pint  of  water  per  hour. 

Moisture  in  the  air  is  necessary  fo 
our   membranes'   health.  Relati\e   hu 
midity  is  what  it  is  generally  called; 
and    we    need    from    about    40%    t 
6(1%  to  be  comfortable,  depending  on 
tlie  temperature.  At  68°  F.  a  humidity 
of  60%  may  be  a  little  high,  but  it  i: 
better    sometimes    than     the     U)%     tol 
15%    with    which    we    usually    scrape 
along.  From  42%-  to  45%  is  the  ideal 
for  the  ordinary  dry  bulb  thermometer 
in   our- homes,   but   for   proper   living 
we  should  also  ha\e  a  wet  bulb  ther- 
mometer and  hygroscopes  which  give 
us  an  idea  of  the  moisture  condition.' 

In  winter,  when  the  air  from  the 
outside  is  artificially  heated,  its  per- 
centage of  moisture  is  materially  re-i 
tiuced.  For  example:  even  if  the  out- 
side air  be  completely  saturated  at  a, 
low  temperature  and  this  air  be 
warmed  to  70°  without  increasing  its 
moisture  content,  it  will  result  in  an 
extremely  dry  atmosphere  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  dryness  is  not  mea- 
sured by  moisture  content,  but  by  its 
relative  humidity — in  other  words,  by 
the  ratio  between  the  actual  amount 
of  moisture  contained  in  the  air  and 
rhe  total  amount  of  moisture  the  air 
is  capable  of  retaining  at  any  given 
temperature   and   pressure. 

Saturated  air  at  a  temperature  of 
70°  carries  many  times  as  much  mois- 
ture as  it  does  at  20°,  so  that  the  total 
moisture  content  of  the  cold  air,  even 
if  saturated,  is  but  a  small  fraction  of 
that  required  to  saturate  the  warm  air. 
This  sometimes  results  in  houses  on 
cold  days  having  a  humidity  of  less 
than  10%  of  saturation,  whereas  the 
human  system  does  not  readily  ad- 
just itself  to  a  relati\e  humidity  of 
less  than  40%c. 

HL'MIDirir.RS 

Sprays  and  centrifugal  atomizers 
send  atomized  water  into  the  air  at 
constant  rates,  one  by  spraying,  the 
other  by  breaking  up  water  into  a 
fine  mist.  These  are  ideal  methods 
for  promoting  evaporation,  but  as  the 
moisture  is  emitted  in  the  liquid  and 
not  in  the  gaseous  or  vapor  state, 
unpleasant   dripping   may  occur. 

One  of  the  household  humidifiers 
claims  also  the  advantages  of  the 
centrifugal  and  atomizing  efltect,  ob- 
\iating  the  disadvantages  of  drippy 
ones.  In  this  machine  the  water  vapor 
is  picked  up  by  air  passing  through 
it  which  emerges  practically  saturated 
but  with  no  water  particles  or  spray 
or  mist.  This  is  a  small,  portable  de- 
vice in  which  the  air  passes  through 
a  very  fine  water  spray.  By  this  means 
the  air  is  not  only  thoroughly  washed, 
but  picks  up  water  vapor  and  is

In  this  discussion  I  do 
violence  to  my  preferences  in  keeping 
away  froin  many  lovely  shrubs,  some 
native  and  some  exotic,  that  the  far- 
siglited  enterprise  of  American  plant 
scouts  such  as  the  Arnold  Arboretum, 
the  Brooklyn  Botanic  Garden,  the  Mis- 
souri Botanical  Garden  and  similar 
institutions  has  proved  to  be  available 
for  the  gardens  of  America.  These 
plants  are  just  as  easy  or  easier  to

the  colored  representations  are  rel- 
atively expensi\e,  and  as  the  ag-ents 
who  sell  from  them  arc  not  always 
paraijons  of  intelligence  and  knowl- 
edge, the  whole  tendency  is  to  reduce 
the  assortment,  and  it  is,  of  course, 
easier  to  grow  thousands  of  one  plant 
item  than  hundreds  of  many  items. 

Another  way  of  planting  a  place  is 
that  which  results  from  the  curiosity 
or  interest  or  desire  of  the  planter, 
who  sends  for  catalogs  such  as  he  may 
know  of  or  sees  advertised.  He  se- 
lects from  them  the  things  represented 
as  best,  or  of  which  the  largest  pic- 
tures are  shown,  or  of  which  the  prices 
are  the  lowest.  Some  catalogs  give 
worth-while  advice,  but  most  of  them 
sadly  check  in  with  the  agency-sales- 
man practice  by  pushing  most  vigor- 
ously those  which  are  most  conven- 
tional and  common. 

A  third  methoil  includes  the  plans 
of  a  landscape  architect  who  is  pre- 
sumed to  be  familiar  with  plant  ma- 
terial but  who,  too  often,  tends  to 
imitate  an  accomplished  job  rather 
than  to  develop  a  new  design.  Not 
many  landscape  architects  keep  up 
with  new  plant  material. 

It  is  because  of  this  unfortunate 
state  of  affairs  that  one  sees  such  tire- 
some monotony  in  planting,  and  so 
little  of  interesting  individuality  in 
green  growing  things  about  the  home 
which  usually  makes  acquaintance 
desirable  as  it  is  manifested  in  hu- 
manity. 

What  is  the  average  line  of  shrub- 
bery sold  to  the  prospective  home- 
owner by  either  of  the  first  two  mech- 
anisms above  mentioned?  Its  first 
and  greatest  evidence  is  Hydrangea 
"Peegee,"  which  is  the  shortened  com- 
mon name  for  Hydrangea  fanictilata 


^raitdiflora,  an  excellent  Japanese 
shrub  of  vigor  and  value,  but  not  a 
necessity  in  the  sense  that  it  should 
be  permitted  to  usurp  so  much  of  the 
space   it  now   takes. 

Another  of  these  elements  of  gar- 
den monotony  is  the  Vanhoutte 
Spirea;  another,  the  ordinary  Forsy- 
thia.  Then  there  are  two  or  three 
Deutzias,  two  or  three  Lilacs,  and 
rarely  two  or  three  of  the  lovely 
Mockoranges  or  Philadelphuses. 

There  is  almost  sure  to  be  in  these 
"monkey"  plantings  the  Japanese 
Snowball,  or  Vibttrntiiti  tometitosiiitt 
flicatum,  and  if  the  victim  can  affoni 
it  in  these  days  of  high-priced  ever- 
greens, one  or  more  of  the  Colorado 
Blue   Spruce. 

The  ii7iitation  planters  have  kept 
clear  of  the  uses  of  Roses  as  shrubs, 
and  one  rarely  encounters  anything 
but  an  occasional  Rugosa  or  one  of 
its  hybrids. 

Keeping  entirely  within  the  range 
of  present  nursery  possibilities,  I  ha\e 
in  mind  some  shrubs  which,  used  in- 
telligently, will  provide  individuality 
in  home  planting,  give  opportunity 
for  \-irietv,  for  background  effects, 
and  for  that  real  garden  quality 
which  makes  the  home  outdoors  as 
admirable  as  an  individual  home  in- 
doors usually  is  and  always  ought 
to  be. 

Let  us  begin  with  the  very  earliest 
item,  which  is  the  Forsythia.  The 
common  green-stemmed  variety  is  the 
one  ordinarily  sold.  It  is  not  in  the 
least  easier  to  grow  than  one  which 
has  the  appropriate  common  name  of 
Showy  Border  Forysthia,  and  is 
specifically  F.  inter/nedia  sfectabilis. 
It  is  simply  a  question  of  demanding

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of  the  nurseryiiian  tluit  lie  provide  this 
far  superior  variety,  and  not  the  old 
viridissima,  which  is  about  as  proper 
to  offer  or  to  plant  now  as  would  be 
random  seedling-  apples. 

A  Lilac  is  not  just  a  Lilac,  and 
there  are  no  true  common  Lilacs  in 
the  United  States,  because  the  genus 
Syringa,  in  which  all  Lilacs  are 
classed,  has  no  representative  on  this 
continent.  Several  hundred  years  ago 
there  filtered  through  Western  Europe 
from  Bulgaria  the  plant  which  has 
come  to  be  known  as  the  common 
Lilac,  and  that  either  in  its  ordinary 
lavender  or  white  form  is  exactly 
what  most  of  the  agents  and  some  of 
the  catalogs  are  yet  selling.  The  genius 
of  great  hybridizers  in  France  and  in 
America  has  produced  hybrids  and 
seetllings  which  make  this  common 
Lilac  almost  a  weed,  and  there  are 
available  in  America  in  the  botanic 
gardens  and  arboretums  not  less  than 
four  hundred  improved  varieties. 
From  these  I  should  not  want  to  make 
an  arbitrary  choice,  but  I  can  safely 
say  that  a  lovely  half-dozen  could  in- 
clude Marie  LeGraye  and  Jeanne 
d'Arc,  in  single  and  double  white; 
President  Grevy  as  a  double  lavender, 
with  immense  panicles;  Belle  de 
Nancy  as  an  exquisite  pisikish  double 
sort,  matched  in  a  great  single  by 
Adelaide  Dunbar  (an  American 
sort)  ;  and  Volcan  as  a  dark,  almost 
purple  bloom.  These  may  be  de- 
manded because  tliey  are  all  easily 
obtainable,  and  there  are  other  almost 
precisely  equivalent  named  varieties 
in   commerce. 

Then  coming  on  into  the  season  one 
touches  the  time  of  the  Mockoranges, 
and  here  again  is  encountered  the 
fascinating  work  of  the  hybridist. 
The  commonest  of  the  Mockoranges 
is  P/iiladeip/ius  coroiianns,  and  it  is  a 
beautiful  shrub,  but  if  I  had  to  have 
but  one  kind  it  would  undoubtedly  be 
the  Virginal  variety,  with  very  large 
double  flowers  of  beautiful  form  and 
delightful  fragrance.  I  should  als;) 
want  to  have  the  smaller-flowered 
Avalanche,  because  its  name  describes 
its  bloom  effect,  and  if  I  could  get  it 
for  my  friends  as  I  ha\e  it  for  my- 
self, I  should  particularly  commend 
Belle  Etoile,  which  shows  an  ex- 
<]uisite  single  flower  with  a  purplisli 
blotch  at  the  base  of  each  petal,  and 
with  the  fragrance  of  the  Gardenia  to 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  tliis 
wonderful  Philadelphus  family  pro- 
\ides  \aried  delights  for  the  nostrils 
as  well  as  for  tlie  eyes. 

SHRUBS   OF    DISTINCTION 

If  it  were  proper  to  get  over  into 
the  shrubs  that  ought  to  be  available 
through  the  nurserymen,  I  would 
here  present  a  Mockorange  that  pro- 
\ides  flowers  with  precisely  the  odor 
of  the  Sweet  Pea,  another  of  which 
the  fragrance  is  exactly  that  of  the 
Hyacinth,  and  a  third  delightfully 
reminiscent  of  the  old-fashioned 
Garden    Vanilla,    or   Valerian. 

Before  Quarantine  3  7  closed  the 
doors  of  America  against  many  shrubs 
it  was  possible  to  get  Magnolias,  and 
many  were  sold.  They  are  now  at  a 
prohibitive  price,  but  I  am  assured 
that  very  shortly  there  will  be  avail- 


alile  plants  of  the  earliest  of  all  of 
them,  the  exquisite  Magnolia  stellata, 
with  its  double  white  stars  of  sweetest 
bloom.  There  are  always  available, 
if  the  nurseryman  cares  to  go  to  the 
swamp  for  his  stock,  plants  of  the  old- 
fashioned  Sweet  Bay,  or  Magnolia 
glauca,  each  bloom  of  which,  set  in 
its  green-leaved  decoration,  has  a 
fragrance  never  forgotten  and  a  deli- 
cate creamy  beauty  of  equal  im- 
portance. 

THE  ROSES 

I 

As  those  who  read  my  writings 
know,  I  am  fond  of  Roses,  and  I 
must  therefore  be  quite  restrained 
lest  in  this  more  general  discussion  I 
give  too  much  attention  to  my  fa- 
vorite flower.  I  do  insist  that  Roses 
about  the  home  might  well  include 
the  splendid  but  ill-named  Rugosa 
hybrid  which  is  said  to  have  the 
flowers  of  a  red  Carnation  and  the 
foliage  of  a  Rugosa  Rosj,  and  which 
may  be  easily  purchased  as  F.  J. 
Grootendorst.  It  will  take  its  place  in 
the  shrubbery,  and  may  be  pruned  to 
keep  it  low  and  compact,  with  the 
assurance  that  there  will  be  some 
flowers  from  the  very  earliest  push 
of  Rose  bloom  until  long  after  Jack 
Frost  has  made  his  autumn  entrance. 
Then  the  new  Mary  Wallace  can  be 
so  handled  as  to  make  a  su-perb  shrub, 
and  so  can  Heart  of  Gold  and  Dr. 
E.  M.  Mills,  all  three  of  them  being 
shrub  Roses  sent  out  by  the  American 
Rose  Society  for  what  their  hybridizer, 
Dr.    Van    Fleet,    called    dooryard    use. 

Not  often  does  one  see  the  exquisite 
White  Fringe,  or  C/iioiiant/ius  vir- 
ginica,  well  described  by  its  common 
name.  It  ought  to  be  so  planted  that 
it  may  assume  its  eventual  tree-like 
form  to  a  height  of  15'  or  1  X'.  When 
in  bloom  it  is  of  refined  and  elegant 
appearance. 

I  mentioned  earlier  in  this  article 
the  Japanese  Snowball.  That  o\er- 
planted  shrub  has  an  exquisitely  lovely 
brother  in  Vihnnuiin  to?nentostt)>i, 
which  with  richly  pleated  dark  green 
leaves  shows  in  mid-spring  great, 
long,  almost  horizontal  branches  set 
with  decoratively  beautiful  and 
varied  single  white  flowers,  not  snow- 
balls at  all,  but  far  finer  than  any 
snowballs. 

In  this  same  relationship  I  can  men- 
tion the  better  brother  of  Hydrangea 
Peegee,  for  the  straight  Hydrangea 
paniculata  (and  those  who  order  it 
are  advised  to  be  very  particular  about 
saying  they  do  not  want  "Peegee")  is 
a  most  admirable  shrub  in  its  combina- 
tion of  sterile  and  fertile  flowers  and 
its  real  grace  and  dignity.  As  I  write 
these  words  it  is  upstamlinij  and  out- 
standing in  my  garden. 

With  this  Hydrangea  two  others 
ought  to  be  taken  into  account.  The 
Oakleaved  Hydrangea  (H.  qtierci- 
folia)  is  an  American  shrub,  but  I 
thought  it  had  been  almost  completely 
excluded  from  most  American  gar- 
dens until  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  ! 
.saw  two  long  avenues  of  it  in  the 
season  of  1926.  Its  panicled  blooms, 
made  up  of  both  fertile  and  sterile 
flowers,  are  exceedingly  decorative, 
but  its  foliage  is  its  great  attraction,

delivered  to  the  room  nearly  satu- 
rated. It  will  evaporate  from  a  pouiul 
to  a  pound  and  one-half  of  water  per 
hour  with  a  motor  of  only  1/50  horse 
power  and  costing  about  one  cent  per 
hour  to  operate.  What  water  is  not 
picked  up  by  the  air  falls  back  into 
the  bottom  of  the  container  for  re- 
use. The  container  holds  six  quarts 
of  water — sufficient  for  eight  houi> 
operation   at   maximum   efficiency. 

The  device  is  simple  in  construc- 
tion and  has  only  a  few  parts.  There 
is  a  cylindrical  container  1  l"  in  diam- 
eter by  1 2"  high.  In  this  an  electric 
motor  is  suspended  vertically.  The 
fan  and  centrifugal  pump  are  mounted 
upon  a  common  hub  and  are  carried 
on  the  lower  end  of  the  motor  shaft. 
The  rheostat  or  controller  is  attached 
to  the  cover  plate  of  the  container 
;mJ  is  operated  by  a  knob  on  top,  with 
which  is  obtainable  a  wide  variation 
in  speed.  The  weight  of  this  humitll- 
fier  without  any  water  is  IS  pouiulj, 
and  the  de\ice  is  easily  carried  about 
by  itieans  of  a  convenient  handle  and 
can  be  plugged  into  any  lamp  socket. 
It  is  not  absolutely  noiseless  at  full 
speed,  but  at  times  when  a  slight  hum 
would  be  objectionable  the  speed  may 
be  reduced  and  the  hum  will  be  cut 
down  proportionally.  The  cover  plate 
with  motor  f.nn  and  pump  attached 
is  easily  removed  for  rinsing  the  con- 
tainer.

Humidifying  also  can  be  done  from 
a  central  point  in  the  cellar  by  means 
of  a  humidifying  tank  and  fan  in 
I'on junction  with  the  hot  air  furnace, 
which  sends  properly  moistened  air 
to  rooms  furnished  with  ducts  from 
the   humidifier  and   blower. 

A  \ery  simple  relative  of  this  de- 
\  ice,  made  by  the  same  firm  as  tiie 
above-mentioned  central  plant,  is  the 
smaller  one  which  can  be  put  in  i 
room  to  supply  much  of  the  needed 
moisture    and    fresh    air.    Tliere    is    a 


simple  de\ice  wiiich  consists  of  a  p; 
of  water  in  which  rests  a  cylindric 
casing  which  encloses  a  wheel  of  th 
metal  vanes.  The  force  of  air  fro 
the  fans  makes  the  vanes  revob 
and  lightly  touch  the  water.  The  a 
passes  over  and  evaporates  the  wat 
on  the  vanes  and  moisture  is  disse 
nated  without  spray  or  mist.  A  bl 
+"  wide  by  16"  high  offers  thirty-si 
square  feet  of  moist  surface  for  evap 
oration,  over  which  pass  1,000  cubi 
feet  of  air  per  minute — at  a  cost  o 
U'  for  four  hours'  current.  It  i 
claimed  that  this  de\-ice  pro\  itles 
balmy  air  movement;  almost  auto 
matic  humidity  control;  and  washe 
air  free  of  much  dust.  It  can  be  pu 
on  a  shelf;  it  can  be  attached  to  fl 
electric  light  socket;  the  fan  is  usabk 
witliout  humidifier;  it  is  rust-proof 
no  pijiing  is  necessary;  and  it  is  noise 
less. 

In  such  an  article  as  this  we  have 
been  unable  to  touch  every  ventilation 
and  humidifying  device  and  system. 
Howc\'er,  we  ha\e  striven  to  give  you 
a  bird's-eye  view  and  hope  it  will 
stimulate  you  to  review  your  own 
air  conditions  and  thereby  arrive  at 
better  health  and  happiness — limiting 
the  number  of  headaches,  colds,  and 
flieir  attendant  ills,  and  thereby  per- 
mitting you  greater  efficiency. 

Besides,  a  good  xentilation  system 
will  keej)  the  new  and  ilelightful  kit- 
clien  and  country  house  ginghams 
from  too  much  immersion  in  the 
washing-machine  and  keep  other  fur- 
nishings and  clotjies  from  a  frequent 
\  isit  to  the  cleaners,  because  the  dust 
is  sped  on  its  way  and  is  allowetl  no 
resting  place.  Particularly  is  this  true, 
of  course  with  the  \entilation  systems 
tliat  actually  "wash  and  dry"  and  dust 
tile  air.  Yet  the  small  devices  do  much 
toward  keeping  down  rehabilitation 
costs  of  body  and  jiossessions.  With 
tlie  proper  air  conditioning  cellars  can 
be  as  healthy  as  abi)\e   stairs! 


on  tile  Continent,  there  were  local 
provincial  tyi)es  of  stands  constructed 
in  the  commoner  woods  and  with 
turned  pillars  or  turned  legs  joined  by 
low  stretchers,  or  with  plain  legs, 
tapering  or  not,  nor  was  the  stand  un- 
known to  what  we  call  peasant  furni- 
ture, in  Continental  countries. 

The  table  stand  in  American  Colo- 
nial times  and  through  the  1 9th  Cen- 
tury followed  the  furniture  styles  of 
European  designers,  but  added  to  these 
are  occasional  local  distinctions,  as 
in  the  work  of  Duncan  Phyfe.  The 
tea  stand  in  the  Colonies  was  undoubt- 
edly an  important  adjunct  in  town 
houses  and  must  have  called  upon  the 
ingenuity  of  early  American  crafts- 
men. Perhaps  during  the  high  feeling 
engendered  by  the  hateful  tax  on  tea, 
tea  stands  and  tea-caddy  stands  were 
sent  to  their  doom  by  the  gallant 
spirit  of  the  ladies  of  Massachusetts. 
At  any  rate,  stands  of  the  period  are 
rare  enough  to  be  looked  upon  as 
prizes  by  those  lovers  of  furniture 
who  come  across  them. 


As  to  the  marble-topped  stand,  tliat 
much  derided  center  of  the  Victorian 
parlor,  it  has  a  much  more  notable 
ancestry  than  its  enemies  may  have 
realized.  It  carries  back  to  the  Cx-sars; 
it  consorted  with  the  Medici.  Unfor- 
tunately, the  mid- 19th  Century  de- 
signers of  furniture  in  America  selected 
the  most  tomblike  slabs  for  their 
table-tops,  and  rested  them  on  the  most 
hideous  structures  to  which  walnut 
had  ever  been  forced  to  stoop.  Then 
came  the  "advance"  of  Photography, 
cabinet-size,  that  wild  desire  for  im- 
mortality which  hastened  the  album 
trade,  and  this  combination  of  the 
Quick  and  the  Dead,  the  Photograph 
Album  and  the  marble-top  stand, 
almost  prevented  any  advance  in 
art-culture  so  radical  as  the  Cen- 
tennial Exposition  of  18  76  in  Phil- 
adelphia. However,  that  great  event 
occurred,  slowly  simmering,  at  last 
bubbled,  and  from  this  distillation 
we  have  obtained  the  refreshing 
draught  of  better  taste  in  the  arts 
of  decoration.

individual  one  and  ran  be  solved  only 
with  respect  to  the  particular  monu- 
ment and  situation. 

In  approaching  our  problem  we 
have  to  consider  not  only  the  shape  and 
character  of  the  object  to  be  deco- 
rated, but  also  its  site,  the  soil  con- 
ditions, and  the  kind  of  maintenance 
that  will  fall  to  the  lot  of  our  plant- 
ing. The  site  may  be  shady,  in  which 
case  we  will  have  to  rule  out  the 
White  Pine,  Spruce,  and  Douglas  Fir, 
and  use  more  Hemlock  and  Arbor- 
vitae.  The  Oaks  and  Maples  would 
also  fail  to  thrive  in  such  a  situation 
and  we  would  resort  to  the  Horn- 
beam, Flowering  Dogwood,  and  other 
shade  enduring  things.  If  the  situation 
be   dry  we  can   use  Jack   Pine,   Pitch 


Pine,  Red  Cedar,  Post  Oak,  Black 
Jack  Oak,  Thorns,  Laurel,  the  Dwarf 
Junipers,  and  Japanese  Yew.  If  it  bi' 
moist,  the  Larch,  Hemlock,  Pin  Oak, 
Red  Maple,  Viburnums,  Clethra,  ami 
Azaleas  will  constitute  the  bulk  of  our 
list.  Unfortunately  many  of  our 
memorials  are  placed  in  almost  un- 
plantable  situations,  what  little  soil 
there  is  being  dry  and  arid,  and  so 
surrounded  by  pavements  as  to  re- 
ceive little  water.  Here  only  the 
hardiest  things  will  survive  and  wc 
may  be  forced  to  fall  back  on  the 
despised  Ailanthus,  Box  Elder,  and 
Norway  Spruce  for  trees,  with  Bar- 
berry, Privet,  and  Japanese  Yew  for 
shrubs.  These  things  will  also  thrive

of  Greenland  and  Europe,  but  the 
glaciation  of  these  regions  at  the  end 
of  the  Tertiary  Period  destroyed  them, 
leaving  only  fossil  remains  to  tell 
the  story.  Today  Magnolias  grow 
wild  in  the  eastern  United  States  and 
in  eastern  Asia  from  North  Japan 
south  and  westward  to  the  Sikkim 
Himalayas  with  their  northern  limits 
in  Hokkaido  and  their  southern  in 
Malacca. 

The  American  species  all  flower 
after  the  leaves  are  unfolded.  There 
are  Asiatic  species  that  blossom  in  this 
same  manner  and  others  which  bear 
their  flowers  on  the  naked  shoots.  It 
is  the  latter  group  that  is  the  most 
popular  and  its  members  are  the  most 
conspicuous  spring-flowering  plants 
our  gardens  boast.  All  the  deciduous 
leafed  American  Magnolias,  the  Jap- 


anese and  the  Korean  species  are  hardy 
in  New  England;  so,  too,  are  several 
of  the  Chinese  Magnolias,  but  only 
one  (M.  Camfbellii)  of  the  Indo- 
Malayan  species  can  be  grown  out- 
of-doors  in  North  America.  China  is 
richest  in  these  noble  plants  and  it 
has  been  my  good  fortune  to  introduce 
into  cultivation  from  that  land  no 
fewer  than  six  species  and  three  varie- 
ties of  them. 

The  first  of  all  Magnolias  to  open 
its  flowers  each  spring  is  the  lovely 
M.  stellata  of  Japanese  origin  and  to 
my  mind  the  most  charming  of  all.  It 
is  always  a  broad,  shapely  shrub  from 
10'  to  15'  high  and  more  in  diameter; 
the  star-shaped,  snowy  blossoms  are 
smaller  than  those  of  other  species 
but  are  produced  in  such  profusion  as

to  cover  the  bush  with  white.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  type  there  is  a  pink- 
flowered  form  (var.  rosea)  which 
makes  a  delightful  companion. 

The  typical  white-flowered  Yulan 
(M.  denudata,  more  generally  known 
as  M.  conspiciia)  was  introduced  in- 
to cultivation  in  1789.  It  grows  wild 
in  the  moist  woods  of  central  China, 
though  this  fact  has  only  recently  been 
made  known.  This  form,  however,  is 
comparatively  rare  in  a  wild  state  and 
that  most  usually  found  is  the  var. 
piirfurascens  which  has  flowers  rose- 
red  without,  rosy  to  pink  within.  I 
shall  ever  remember  my  sight  of  the 
first  wild  tree  of  this  Magnolia.  It 
was  a  fine  specimen  fully  60'  tall 
with  a  broad,  more  or  less  pyramidal 
crown  and  was  laden  with  thousands 
of  fully  expanded  blossoms.  Never 
again  did  I  see  such  a  magnificent  ex- 
ample of  this  Magnolia  illumining 
the  woodland  landscapes  of  China. 
Seedlings  raised  from  seeds  I  collected 
from  this  identical  tree  in  1900  have 
flowered  in  an  English  garden,  much 
to  the  delight  of  the  owner  and  my- 
self. In  the  same  year  I  discovered 
and  introduced  a  distinct  white- 
flowered  form  (var.  elongata)  and 
this  has  flowered  sparsely  in  the  Royal 
Gardens  at  Kew.  Both  the  white  and 
colored  varieties  of  the  Yulan  are 
handsome  trees  from  40'  to  60'  tall 
with  a  trunk  often  8'  in  girth  and  a 
crown  of  ascending-s  p  r  e  a  d  i  n  g 
branches. 

In  China  the  Yulan  is  known  to 
have  been  cultivated  for  more  than 
thirteen  centuries.  Its  flowers  are  re- 
garded as  a  symbol  of  candor  and  m 
paintings,  porcelains  and  embroider- 
ies it  has  been  portrayed  by  all  the  best 
artists  of  the  Orient.  A  point  worthy 


of  remembrance  is  that  this  tree  has 
been  propagated  vegetatively  by  layer- 
ing and  grafting  for  we  know  not 
how  many  centuries.  This  does  not 
appear  to  have  impaired  its  consti- 
tution and  accounts  for  plants  less 
than  a  yard  high  flowering  profusely. 

Less  hardy  than  the  white  Yulan 
but  a  great  favorite  in  gardens  is  the 
purple-flowered  Yulan,  commonly 
known  as  M.  obovata,  M.  purpurea 
or  M.  discolor,  but  correctly  as  M. 
lili flora.  It  was  introduced  from  China 
into  England  in  1790  but  has  not  yet 
been  discovered  in  a  wild  state.  It  ap- 
pears to  be  always  a  shrub,  and  its 
handsome  flowers  vary  somewhat  in 
color,  the  finest  flowers  being  a  rich 
wine-red  shade. 

Under  cultivation  several  hybrids 
between  M.  denudata  and  M.  lillflora 
have  originated  and  have  proved 
themselves  hardier  and  even  better 
garden  plants  than  their  parents.  The 
oldest  and  best  known  of  these  hybrids 
is  NI.  Soulangeaiia  which  originated 
near  Paris.  It  is  a  vigorous  growing 
tree  with  flowers  suffused  with  rose- 
color.  Very  similar  to  this  are  forms 
known  in  gardens  as  M.  speciosa,  M. 
superha,  M.  cyal/iiformis,  M.  Alex- 
andrina,  M.  spectabilis  and  M.  trium- 
fhans.  Quite  distinct  is  M.  Lennei  with 
its  large  blossoms,  the  outside  of  the 
petals  of  which  are  port  wine  color 
at  the  base  and  rich  crimson  toward 
the  tip.  Perhaps  the  finest  of  all  these 
hybrids  is  that  known  as  M.  rustica 
rubra,  with  its  large,  cheery,  rose-red 
flowers,  each  petal  of  which  is  edged 
with  white.  It  originated  as  a  chance 
seedling  supposetilv  from  M.  Leini't 
in  a  nursery  at  Boskoop,  Holland, 
about  thirty  years  ago.

The  Japanese  M.  kobns  is  coinmon 
in  the  forests  throughout  the  greater 
part  of  Japan.  The  southern  and  typ- 
ical form  is  a  large  bush  or  low  tree, 
but  the  northern  form  (var.  borealis) 
is  a  fine  tree  from  60'  to  75'  tall, 
broad-pyramidal  in  outline  with  a 
smooth  trunk  6'  in  girth.  This  variety 
is  the  most  northern  of  all  Magnolias 
and  was  introduced  into  America  in 
1876  and  later  sent  to  Europe.  It  has 
proved  to  be  the  most  free  growing  of 
its  group,  and  trees  raised  from  the 
original  seeds  are  now  35'  tall  with 
broad,  pyramidate  crowns.  The  blos- 
soms are  loose-petalled,  white  and 
smaller  than  those  of  the  Yulan. 
Young  trees  flower  sparsely  but  with 
age  they  are  as  floriferous  as  those  of 
any  other  Magnolia. 

FROM    japan's    mountains 

Another  very  charming  member 
of  this  group  is  M.  saiicifolia,  an  in- 
habitant of  mountain  woodlands  of 
Japan  from  the  extreme  south  to 
northern  Hondo  and  was  introduced 
into  cultivation  by  Professor  Sargent 
in  1892.  It  is  a  slender  tree  with 
small,  white  flowers  and  narrow,  thin 
leaves.  The  shoots  when  bruised  emit 
a  strong  sinell  of  camphor. 

Of  the  Asiatic  Magnolias  which 
open  their  flowers  after  the  leaves  un- 
fold six  species  are  in  cultivation. 
Perhaps  the  most  striking  of  these  is 
M.  obovata,  more  generally  known  as 
M.  liypoleuca,  which  in  general  ap- 
pearance resembles  the  American  M. 
tr'ifetala  and  is  widely  distributed  in 
forests  of  Japan  where  it  is  known  as 
the  Honoki.  At  its  best  this  is  a  tree 
80'  tall  and  7'  in  girth  of  trunk  with 
smooth  gray  bark  and  a  shapely  crown 
of  stout  branches.  The  leaves  are 
from  l'  to  1/^'  long  by  half  this 
width  in  the  broadest  part,  which  is 
above  the  middle,  and  are  deep  green 
above  and  silvery  beneath.  Its  flowers 
are  bowl-shape,  6"  to  8"  across,  milk- 
white  fading  to  apricot  with  a  ring  of 
red-purple  anthers  and  are  heavily 
fragrant.  It  has  very  large  cone-like 
fruits  which  are  bright  scarlet  when 
ripe  and  very  conspicuous.  This  Mag- 
nolia is  an  important  timber  tree  in 
the  northern  forests  of  Japan,  and 
with  M.  kobus  var.  borealis  reaches 
the  most  northern  geographical  limits 
of  the  family.  Closely  related  to  the 
Honoki  is  a  Chinese  species  (M.  offici- 
nalis) which  has  flowered  in  England 
from  seeds  which  I  sent  there  in  1900. 
In  China  the  bark  and  dried  flowers  of 
this  Magnolia  are  highly  valued  as 
tonic    medicines. 

A  Magnolia  whose  beauty  fasci- 
nated me  in  the  forests  of  Korea  is  M. 
par-viflora,  which  also  grows  in  south- 
ern Japan.  Its  snow-white  flowers  are 
egg-shaped  in  bud  and  bowl-shape 
with  infolded  petals  when  expanded, 
and  have  scarlet  stamens.  The  speci- 
fic name  is  misleading,  for  the  flowers 
are  from  4"  to  5"  across.  It  is  a  large 
bush  often  20'  high  of  straggling 
habit,  with  ovate  leaves  from  3"  to  6" 
long  by  from  2"  to  4"  wide,  and  is 
remarkably  floriferous.  It  delights  in 
rocky,  granite  country  and  is  espe- 
cially happy  by  the  side  of  forest 
streams.   On  the  Diamond  Mountains 


in  northeast  Korea,  where  the  winter 
temperature  is  severe,  this  lovely  Mag- 
nolia is  a  feature,  and  I  have  hopes  of 
this  Korean  form  being  a  better  gar- 
den plant  than  the  Japanese  one  in 
cultivation.  There  is  also  in  Japan  a 
form  (plena)  with  semi-double 
flowers. 

Related  to  the  above  but  with  nar- 
row leaves  clothed  on  the  under- 
surface  with  pale  brown  silky  hairs 
is  M.  Wilsonii,  native  of  the  mountain 
fastnesses  of  the  Chino-Thibetan  bor- 
derland. This  is  a  wide-branching  bush 
or  small  tree  from  10'  to  25'  tall 
with  pendent,  pure  white,  fragrant, 
saucer-shape  flowers  from  3"  to  5"  in 
diameter.  This  I  discovered  and  in- 
troduced .in  1904  and  it  is  now  grow- 
ing happily  in  several  English  gardens 
where  it  has  flowered  and  won  for  it- 
self a  host  of  friends. 

Of  mysterious-  origin  is  the  rather 
tender  Japanese  M.  Watsonii  with 
leaves  larger  and  thicker  in  texture 
than  those  of  M.  par-viflora.,  and  6" 
broad,  cup-shape  white  flowers  with 
blood-red  stamens  and  a  strong  spicy 
odor. 

Perhaps  the  most  delightful  of 
American  Magnolias  is  the  Sweet  Bay 
(M.  virgiiiiana,  better  known  as  M. 
glauca)  which  grows  in  swamps  from 
Massachusetts  south  to  Louisiana.  In 
its  northern  limits  it  is  never  more 
than  a  large  bush  or  small  tree,  but  in 
Louisiana  it  is  often  quite  a  large  tree 
from  50'  to  70'  tall  and  from 
6'  to  1  O'  in  girth  of  trunk.  It  has  dark 
green  shining  leaves  which  are  silvery- 
white  on  the  underside;  they  are  leath- 
ery in  texture  and  in  moist,  sheltered 
places  the  plant  is  sub-evergreen.  The 
bark  on  the  young  shoots  is  a  rich 
apple-green  and  on  the  older  branches 
it  is  gray.  The  flowers  are  small,  cup- 
shape  with  infolding  petals,  creamy 
white  gradually  acquiring  a  pale  ap- 
ricot hue,  and  are  delightfully  fra- 
grant, scenting  the  whole  neighbor- 
hood. They  continue  to  open  in  suc- 
cession from  about  mid-June  until 
August  when  the  red  fruit-cones  be- 
gin to  show  in  marked  contrast  against 
the  dark,  glossy  green  foliage.  There 
is  not  a  more  delightful  North  Amer- 
ican shrub  to  plant  in  gardens,  nor 
one  that  will  give  larger  returns  in 
beauty  and  fragrance.  It  is  an  old 
garden  plant,  having  been  introduced 
before    the    1 7th   Century. 

A   DWARF   SWEET  BAY 

In  eastern  Florida  there  is  said  to 
grow  a  dwarf  form  of  M.  virginiana 
(var.  pumila)  which  does  not  exceed 
3'  or  4'  in  height.  A  hybrid  (M. 
major,  better  known  as  M .  Thomion- 
iana)  between  the  Sweet  Bay  and  Um- 
brella-tree (M.  tripetala)  has  the 
general  appearance  of  M.  vrginiana, 
but  has  larger  leaves  and  larger 
flowers. 

The  most  stately  of  the  deciduous 
leafed  American  Magnolias  is  M. 
aciuninata,  the  Cucumbertree,  so- 
called  from  the  slight  resemblance 
borne  by  the  young  fruits  to  a  small 
cucumber.  It  is  a  tree  from  70'  to  90' 
tall  with  a  stout  trunk  and  ascending- 
spreading  incurving  branches  forin-

ing  a  bold  broad-pyramidal  crown. 
The  leaves  are  from  6"  to  1  O"  long, 
oblong  and  pointed,  green  on  both 
surfaces  and  slightly  hairy  below. 
The  flowers  are  erect,  glaucous  green 
tinged  with  yellow  and  are  slightly 
fragrant.  It  is  found  wild  from  south- 
ern Ontario  and  western  New  York 
to  Ohio  and  southward.  A  shapely, 
free-growing  tree,  it  is  eminently 
suitable  for  avenue-planting  and  as  a 
specimen  tree  in  parks.  There  is  a 
form  of  the  Cucumbertree  (var. 
aiirea)  with  yellow  leaves  slightly 
streaked  and  mottled  with  green. 

Somewhat  similar  to  M.  aciiiiihhit.i 
is  the  Yellow-flowered  Cucumbertree 
(M.  cordata)  whose  history  is  quite 
romantic.  It  was  originally  discovered 
by  the  French  botanist  and  traveller, 
Michaux,  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Augusta,  Georgia,  some  time  between 
1787  and  1796  and  by  him  (or  his 
son)  immediately  sent  to  France.  All 
the  trees  now  in  gardens  have  been 
derived  from  the  original  introduc- 
tion. Many  efforts  to  rediscover  this 
tree  were  made  but  all  failed  until  a 
few  years  ago  when  Mr.  Louis  A. 
Berckmans  accidentally  happened  up- 
on it  in  a  dry  wood  some  eighteen 
miles  south  of  .'\ugusta,  Georgia. 

ON    THE    LAWN 

As  we  know  it  in  cultivation  Mi- 
chaux's  plant  is  a  medium-sized  tree 
with  a  shapely  crown  and  leaves  more 
or  less  heart-shape  at  the  base  and 
hairy  on  the  underside.  The  cup- 
shape,  faintly  odorous  yellow  flowers 
are  about  4"  across  and  have  the 
inner  petals  frequently  marked  witli 
reddish  lines.  It  flowers  freely  about 
the  beginning  of  June  and  in  wet 
seasons  bears  a  second  crop  of  flowers 
in  late  July  or  August. 

Most  remarkable  is  the  Great-leaf 
Magnolia  {M.  7nacrofhylla)  which 
has  the  largest  undivided  leaves  of 
any  tree  hardy  in  the  gardens  of  the 
north  temperate  regions.  The  leaves 
are  sometimes  as  much  as  lYz  long 
and  from  8"  to  9"  wide  and  are 
obovate-oblong,  narrowed  and  heart- 
shape  at  the  base,  and  hairy  and  white 
on  the  underside.  The  flowers  open 
about  the  end  of  June  and  are  fra- 
grant, from  8"  to  12"  across,  bowl- 
shape,  white  and  with  a  purple  blotch 
at  the  base  of  each  inner  petal.  It  is 
not  a  large  tree,  seldom  exceeding  40' 
in  height  with  a  trunk  about  3'  in 
girth.  It  attains  its  maximum  develop- 
ment in  sheltered  valleys  and  forest 
glades  on  the  limestone  of  North  Caro- 
lina. Naturally  with  such  huge  leaves 
it  requires  protection  from  the  wind 
and  should  be  planted  in  a  cool,  shel- 
tered place.  Be  it  noted  that  this  is  a 
limestone  species  and,  moreover,  a 
much  hardier  plant  than  it  is  generally 
supposed  to  be.  It  is  hardy  in  the  Ar- 
nold Arboretum  and  at  Rochester, 
New  York;  also  there  are  grand  trees 
in  the  old  enclosed  garden  adjoining 
Jussieu's  garden  in  the  Petit  Trianon 
at  Versailles.  Such  a  wonderful  tree  is 
worthy  of  the  widest  recognition 
among  garden  lovers. 

Ranking  next  in  size  to  the  above  is 


the  Umbrella-tree  (M.  trifetala) 
which  has  leaves  from  1  ^'  to  V  long, 
obovate-lance-shape,  tapering  at  both 
ends,  and  clustered  at  the  end  of  the 
shoot.  The  flowers  are  white,  slightly 
scented  and  from  5"  to  8"  across.  The 
Umbrella-tree  seldom  exceeds  40'  in 
height,  and  grows  wild  on  the  Alle- 
ghany Mountains. 

The  first  of  the  .American  Magno- 
lias to  open  the  flowers  each  year  in 
Massachusetts  is  M.  Fraseri,  the  Ear- 
leaf  Umbrella-tree.  It  is  nati\-e  of  the 
south  Appalachian  region  but  is  quite 
hardy  in  the  Arnold  .'Vrboretum.  A 
small  tree,  rarely  more  than  40'  tall, 
it  has  an  open  crown  of  long  branches, 
foot-long  leaves,  oblong-obo\ate  anil 
spatulate  in  shape,  deeply  cleft  at  base, 
green  abo\e  and  glaucous  below.  Its 
flowers,  which  are  very  conspicuous 
by  reason  of  their  standing  well  above 
the  end  of  the  branches,  are  creamv 
white,  sweet-scented  and  from  8"  to 
10"  across;  they  open  about  the  end 
of  May.  Closely  related  to  the  above 
but  smaller  in  all  its  parts  is  M.  pyni- 
mida/a  which  grows  wild  in  the  ex- 
treme southwestern  corner  of  Ala- 
baina  and  adjacent  Florida. 

Of  the  evergreen  Magnolias  the 
only  Asiatic  species  calling  for  mention 
here  is  M.  Delavayi.  This  has  pointeti, 
leathery  leaves,  dull  green  above  and 
pale  below,  and  in  size  larger  than 
those  of  any  other  e\ergreen  tree 
that  can  be  grown  in  cool-temperature 
lands.  The  flowers  are  fragrant, 
white,  cup-shape,  from  6"  to  8" 
across,  and  are  followed  by  large,  red, 
cone-like  fruits.  A  nati\e  of  Yunnan, 
southwest  China,  it  is  a  broad,  much- 
branched  tree  fully  50'  tall.  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  introducing  this  Magno- 
lia into  English  gardens  by  means  of 
seeds  sent  in  the  late  autumn  of  1899. 
Plants  raised  from  them  flowered  for 
ihe  first  time  in  Kew  Gardens  in  1908. 
This  is  a  splendid  e\ergreen  tree  for 
California  and  the  warm  States. 

the    great    bay    LAUREL 

One  of  tlie  noblest  of  all  ever- 
green trees  is  tlie  Bay  Laurel  or  Bull 
Bay  (M.  grandijiora)  native  of  the 
southeastern  United  States.  It  is  worth 
a  journey  to  Louisiana  to  see  this  tree 
luxuriating  on  its  native  heath  where 
it  is  sometimes  lOO'  tall  and  12'  in 
girth  of  trunk.  It  has  many  relatively 
short,  spreading  branches  which  form 
a  bell-shape  crown.  The  leaves  are  of 
good  size,  glossy  green  above,  gray 
to  rust-red  on  the  underside.  The  cup- 
shape  flowers  are  fully  8"  across, 
white  fading  to  cream  with  a  rather 
heavy  spicy  odor.  Like  other  .American 
Magnolias  it  was  early  introduced  in- 
to Europe  where  a  great  many  seed- 
ling forms  have  appeared  differing 
in  trivial  characters,  chiefly  those  of 
the  leaf.  The  most  marked  are  varie- 
ties angiistifoUa,  fernigiiiea,  lance o- 
lata  and  obovata.  This  magnificent 
evergreen  is  scarcely  hardy  nortli 
of  Washington,  D.  C.  It  is  essen- 
tially a  tree  for  California  and  the 
warm  States ;  where  it  flourishes 
there  is  no  grander  evergreen  flower- 
ing tree. 
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NANKING 

CHERRY 

JL/ONG  YEARS  ago  a  royal  visitor,  or  possibly  a  common  sailor,  carried 
Nanking  Cherries  from  their  home  in  China  to  the  picturesque  island 
of  Japan.  They  made  themselves  at  home,  grew,  bloomed,  filled  the  air 
with  fragrance  and  beauty.  Millions  of  flowers,  and  much  of  the  color, 
for  Japan's  cherry-l)lossom  festivals  come  from  the  Nanking  Cherry.

best  of  any  if  the  situation  he  unduly 
smoky  or  dusty.  We  must  remember 
that  a  jiiihlic  planting  is  usually  no- 
body's business  and  seldom  if  ever 
knows  the  solicitude  which  a  garden 
enjoys.  The  plants  may  be  brushed 
against  by  the  passer-by,  coated  with 
dust,  choked  with  smoke  and  gaso- 
line fumes,  seldom  watered,  and  never 
cultivated.  This  may  seem  a  hope- 
lessly harsh  situation,  and  give  us  the 
feeling  that  artificial  plants  of  metal 
or  wood  will  best  suit  our  purpose, 
but  if  we  have  these  things  in  mind 
when  we  are  planning,  we  will  be 
more  likely  to  select  sufficiently  sturdy 
and  robust  plants  and  thereby  prolong 
the  life  and  attractiveness  of  our 
work.  Of  course  any  such  planting 
must,  in  a  certain  sense,  be  considered 
as  a  stage  setting,  for  occasional  re- 
placements are  sure  to  be  required. 

After  we  are  familiar  with  how 
the  solution  of  the  problem  of  beau- 
tifying the  memorial  is  to  be  accom- 
plished the  question  is  who  is  to  see 
to  it  that  it  is  done.  Many  items  of 
civic  improvement  arc  left  undone 
because  of  the  lack  of  initiative. 
There  is  no  person  or  group  of  people 
who  has  sufficient  authority  to  pro- 
ceed with  such  a  venture.  If  the  town 
has  no  park  department,  no  board  of 
trade  or  civic  association  which  can 
be  interested,  there  is  an  opportunity 
for  the  garden  club  to  make  the  im- 
provement. And  fortunately  a  garden 
club,  if  one  does  not  already  exist,  is 
a  very  simple  organization  to  start. 
Nearly  everyone  is  somewhat  inter- 
ested in  gardening,  and  will  be  able 
to  secure  help  for  his  individual 
problems  through  the  experience  of 
other  members  of  such  a  club,  besides 
caring  for  his  civic  duty  in  helping 
to  beautify  the  town. 

The  valuable  example  of  a  pleas- 
ing setting  about  a  war  memorial 
might  easily  lead  to  the  beautifica- 
tion  of  other  signs  in  and  about  the 


town,  which  are  often  more  detri- 
mental than  otherwise  to  the  ap- 
proach. The  speed  warnings,  guidel 
posts,  and  even  some  of  the  large  ad-| 
vertising  boards  might  be  treated  in  I 
a  similar  manner  and  their  glaring! 
obtrusiveness  thus  softened.  In  fact,' 
if  we  strive  to  eradicate  the  unsightly 
from  our  midst  the  leaven  may  even- 
tually work  through  the  countryside. 
This  question  of  landscaping  the 
average  roadside  sign  is  one  which 
has  cropped  up  every  once  in  a  while, 
and  the  few  ventures  which  have  been 
made,  while  meritorious  in  their  sev- 
eral instances,  have  not  been  suffi- 
ciently practical  to  spread  to  the 
majority  of  sign-boards.  Questions  of 
expense,  maintenance,  and  location 
are  detrimental  to  such  a  campaign 
on  a  large  scale.  At  least  alleviation 
of  these  blots  on  our  American  land- 
scape might,  through  the  proper  agi- 
tation, be  brought  about.  Grouped  to- 
gether in  the  least  objectionable,  yet 
still  effective  manner  from  an  adver- 
tising point  of  view,  or  placed  in  less 
dangerous  locations,  they  would  still 
serve  their  purpose  without  destroy- 
ing the  beauty  of  the  countryside. 
There  is  little  that  can  be  done  in  the 
case  of  signs  owned  by  large  cor- 
porations which  are  rented  to  national 
advertisers,  but  fortunately  many  of 
these  signs  are  being  built  with  a 
keener  regard  for  design  and  up- 
keep, and  many  of  the  posters  are  I 
not  really  bad.  The  little  signs,  mostly 
local,  nailed  to  posts,  trees,  and  fences 
and  used  to  call  attention  to  garages, 
tea  rooms,  shops  and  so  forth,  have 
in  several  instances  by  the  erection  of 
a  single  large  bulletin  board  by  the 
chamber  of  commerce  or  some  like 
organization  interested  in  civic  beauty, 
been  done  away  with  along  the  ap- 
proach to  the  town.  Such  boards  are 
usually  in  a  prominent  position  and 
can  be  effectively  planted  to  make 
them  more  pleasing  in  appearance.

are  extremely  attractive,  as  are  the 
characteristic  wavy  plumes  of  the  seeds. 

The  honeysuckle  family  has  rela- 
tively very  few  climbing  members 
that  are  native  to  this  country.  Gray's 
Botany  lists  six  species  in  eastern 
America,  and  there  is  a  handsome  hy- 
brid with  certainly  one  American 
parent  that  is  procurable  from  one 
or  two  dealers.  The  best  known,  but 
not  to  my  notion  the  most  desirable, 
of  these  is  the  high  climbing  Trumpet 
Honeysuckle,  whose  long,  red,  tubu- 
lar blossoms  and  smooth,  grayish,  op- 
posite leaves  were  favored  veranda 
ornaments  in  the  days  of  our  great 
grandmothers.  This  is  one  American 
wilding  that  is  so  common  in  culti- 
vation that  no  nurseryman  fails  to 
do  it  reverence  or  bars  it  from  his 
catalog.  In  the  wild,  it  is  a  frequent 
inhabitant  of  copses,  throughout  the 
region  from  Maine  to  Nebraska  and 
southward.  It  blooms  from  May  to 
October  and  bears  red  or  orange 
berries. 

My  best  beloved  among  the  Honey- 
suckles is  the  yellow  flowering  kind 
that  comes  from  the  Blue  Ridge 
Mountains  and  is  also  found  in  the 
Ozarks.  My  specimens  were  sent  me 
one  spring  from  the  latter  region. 
They  had  good  roots,  but  the  shoots 
were  only  a  few  inches  long.  How- 
f\er,  before  autumn  came  the  stems 
had  grown  to  be  fully  1 0'  long  and 
the  following  spring  were  gay  with 
the  golden  yellow,  sweetly  fragrant 
blossoms  which  were  succeeded  by 
clusters  of  glowing  scarlet  fruits.  The 
leaves  arc  dark  rich  green  above  and 
grayish  underneath,  the  uppermost 
pair  uniting  to  form  a  saucer-like 
disc  from  which  the  dense  flower 
heads  issue,  looking  for  all  the  world 
like  a  tiny  old-fashioned  nosegay,  in 
its  pointed  lace-paper  holder.  There  is 
another  yellow  flowered  native  spe- 
cies, called  the  Grape  Honeysuckle 
in  Standardized  Plant  Names,  that  is 
usually  furnished  when  one  orders  the 
mountain  kind,  but  its  color  is  pallid 
and  its  only  real  display  comes  when 
the  scarlet  berries  are  ripe.  So  be  sure 
you  get  the  right  one. 

The  hybrid  referred  to  above  is 
named  the  Ever-blooming  Honey- 
suckle and,  in  truth,  the  flowers  do 
keep  on  coming  from  June  to  Sep- 
tember. As  they  are  rose-pink  outside 
and  yellow  within,  and  as  both  buds 
and  open  flowers  show  at  the  saitie 
time,  the  effect  is  very  harmonious 
and  charming.  I  call  this  my  Half- 
breed  Honeysuckle  and  am  really  as 
fond  of  it  as  if  it  were  100%  Ainer- 
ican. 

THE  TRUMPET  CREEPER 

The  red-flowered  Trumpet  creeper, 
which  during  August  and  September 
glorifies  river-bottom  copses  and 
thickets  from  New  Jersey  to  Mis- 
souri and  southward,  climbs  to  a 
height  of  15'  to  20',  supports  itself 
by  clinging  aerial  rootlets,  blooms  in 
late  summer,  makes  a  most  brilliant 
display  when  in  blossom  and  is  per- 
fectly hardy  in  the  Northern  States. 
The  large  tubular  flowers  cotne  in 
gay  terminal  clusters  of  five  to  seven, 
that  contrast  strikingly  with  the  dark 
green,    compound,     abundant    leaves. 


Queerly  enough,  dealers  and  wrrs 
on  gardening  usually  recoiiinnd 
growing  this  gorgeous  climber  m 
clothes  posts  and  let  it  go  at  thatAs 
I  have  no  clothes  posts  in  or  ahut 
my  garden  and  don't  want  any,  I  l»e 
ventured  to  train  one  Trumpetcreaer 
on  a  sunny  stucco  wall  and  to  penit 
another  to  ramble  unrestrained  cer 
a  rough  stone  fence,  with  perfeiy 
stunning  effects  in  both  locations,  it- 
pert  advice  to  the  contrary  notw  i- 
standing. 

No  wild  or  woodland  gardener  n 
afford  to  do  without  the  Bitterswt. 
Its  dazzling  clusters  of  orange  .tl 
scarlet  berries  are  indispensable  in  le 
autumn  and  winter  landscapes.  A  I, 
intertwined  with  streamers  of  Groid 
Pine,  it  makes  an  indoor  decoratn 
that  enlivens  the  home  interior  i  •, 
far  into  the  winter.  It  delights  ii 
tumbling  over  bushes,  low  branc'd 
trees,  fences  and  hedge  rows  evi - 
where,  does  as  well  in  shaded  as  n 
sunny  positions,  and  cares  not  whet  r 
the  soil  be  rich  or  poor.  As,  in  e 
wild,  it  is  usually  difficult  to  lift  e 
huge  spreading  roots  of  mature  v  s 
without  injury,  it  would  be  bettii  s 
a  rule  to  buy  potted  })lants  fi  i 
dealers. 

CLIMHING    MONKSHOOD 

Mr.    E.    C.    Robbins,    of   Ashfc  , 
North    Carolina,    sent    me    a    per 
jewel     of    a     vine    one    spring- 
Clambering   Monkshood  of  the  bj 
Ridge  Mountains.  I  planted  it  at  « 
foot   of    a    vigorous    young    henili'; 
and  the  numerous  clusters  of  bri;; 
est    blue,    helmet-like    blossoms,    p 
truding  from  the  dark  evergreen    - 
liage  in  midsummer,  are  worth  wa- 
ing  a  mile  to  see,  they  are  so  love'. 
It  grows  but    3'  or  4'  tall  and  life 
rich,  moist  soil   in  a  shady  situati*. 

The  climbing  Hempweed,  a  pinl- 
flovvered  "lace  worker"  of  the  thi- 
ets,  is  among  the  vines  specially  vah  I 
by  me.  It  belongs  to  the  Bonesct  '• 
Thoroughwort  family  and  is  not  i- 
common  in  congenial  locations,  < 
along  river-banks  and  in  the  margs 
of  swamps,  especially  near  the  :- 
lantic  coast.  It  is  an  admirable  co\r 
for  stumps,  fences  and  stone  wai, 
and  is  strikingly  effective  when  K 
Snow  Thoroughwort  and  the  Bft 
Mistflower,  both  near  relatives,  ■ 
planted  with  it.

DISTINCTIVENESS     IN     SHRUBS

for  its  Oak  leaf,  as  its  name  implies, 
is  large,  solid-looking,  dark  green, 
and  in  fall  turns  to  richest  deep  crim- 
son. Some  nurserymen  are  growing  it 
freely. 

Another  fine  Hydrangea  is  known 
as  Silverleaf,  or  H.  radiata,  because 
the  under  side  of  every  broad  leaf 
is  pure,  soft  silvery  white,  which  as 
it  turns  up  in  the  passing-  breeze  makes 
the  rounded  shrub  which  holds  it  ex- 
ceedingly decorative.  The  blooms  of 
the  Silverleaf  Hydrangea  are  not  im- 
portant,   but   they   are    good-looking. 

An  early-blooming  form  known  as 
Snowhill  Hydrangea  is  H.  arborescens 
sterilis,  which  is  common  enough,  but 
yet  not  overplanted.  It  has  beautiful 
white  heads  of  bloom  which  turn 
eventually  to  light  green  after  they 
have  given  three  or  four  weeks  of 
garden  advantage.  The  form  of  this 
Hydrangea  is  most  attractive,  and  it 
has  the  great  advantage  also  of  being 
quite  happy  in  a  shady  location,  and 
therefore  being  very  desirable  in  those 
corners  of  the  home  yard  not  reached 
by  full  sunshine. 

I  might  discuss  the  little-planted 
Tamarix  varieties  which  provide  pink 
flowers  along  every  twig,  so  arranged 
as  to  look  like  pink  leaves  until  they 
are  really  succeeded  by  the  green 
leaves.  I  might  call  attention  to  the 
charming        Summersweet,        Clethra 


aliiifotia,  common  in  New  Jer-sey 
swamps,  good  in  a  shady  place  in  any 
garden,  exceedingly  sweet,  and  yet 
very  seldom  seen.  I  might  also  urge 
attention  to  the  Sourwood,  Oxyden- 
dron  arboreum,  providing  a  fairly 
large  shrub,  which  eventually  be- 
comes almost  a  small  tree,  with  ex- 
cellent foliage  and  with  fine  white 
flowers,  the  same  foliage  later  be- 
coming so  brilliant  in  color  as  to 
make  a  plant  worth  while  for  that 
alone.  I  might  insist  that  there  are 
newer  Deutzias  with  lovely  pink 
flowers,  and  that  there  are  very  many 
other  evergreens  than  the  tiresomely 
common  Blue  Spruce,  of  which  there 
are  at  least  five  millions  too  many 
now  planted  in  American  home 
grounds.  In  place  of  this  expensive 
evergreen  there  can  well  be  used  the 
lovely  Caroline  Hemlock,  the  softly 
shaded  Concolor  Fir,  and  the  far 
more  stately  Douglas  Fir,  among 
others. 

In  what  I  have  said,  however,  I 
think  there  is  sufficient  food  for 
thought,  investigation  and  trial  so  that 
there  may  be  produced  a  reasonable 
individuality,  not  altogether  with  the 
shrubs  I  have  mentioned  but  in  using 
them  as  a  mere  starting  basis  for  in- 
vestigation into  native  and  exotic 
plants  suitable  for  various  locations 
and  expressing  various  personal  tas'-es.

erably  in  the  mountains,  from  Maine 
to   North  Carolina. 

I  never  hope  to  see  anything  love- 
lier than  the  panoramic  display  along 
the    Lincoln    Highway    made    by    the 
Prairie    Rose    during    late    June    and 
early    July.     From     Zanesville     west 
across  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois  this 
multi-tinted      beauty      festoons      the 
'   fences,  billows  over  posts  and  sprawls 
■   over  banks  in  an   undulating,  almost 
,   unbroken,  surge  of  mingled  crimson, 
i   rose,   pink  and   blush;    for  buds,   un- 
,   folding    blossoms    and    fading    petals 
are     simultaneous     in     every     flower 
cluster.  In  the  wild,  the  Prairie  Rose 
is     essentially     a     boundary     vine — a 
draper    of    fences    and    a    weaver    of 
garlands  in  border  thickets.  But  on  the 
home  grounds  it  has  other  uses,  both 
decorative  and  practical.  For  instance, 
when     entwined     with     the     Virgins- 
bower  and  trained  over  garden  arches, 
trellises   or   seat-arbors,   the   combina- 
tion makes  the  most  charming  picture 
imaginable.     And     there     is     nothing 
more  effi.cient  or  more  beautiful  than 


this  dense  thorny  trailer  as  a  restrain- 
ing cover  for  rough  banks  that  are 
apt  to  gully. 

There  are  several  other  climbers  of 
varying  habit,  mostly  natives  of  the 
South,  that  are  mentioned  only  in  the 
botanies  but  which,  from  the  descrip- 
tions, seem  to  be  at  least  worthy  of 
trial  as  possible  garden  subjects.  They 
include  two  species  of  Wistaria,  with 
blue  or  blue-purple  flowers  in  May, 
and  an  alluring  variety  having  lilac 
flowers  with  a  yellow  spot,  in  clusters 
of  fifty  to  sixty,  that  blooms  in  April; 
also  a  vine  of  the  Dismal  Swamp 
and  southward,  with  shining  leaves 
and  numerous  snowy,  fragrant  flow- 
ers in  June.  This  climber  has  no 
English  name  as  yet  but  is  known, 
botanically,  as  Decumaria  barbara. 
While  I  am  not  personally  acquainted 
with  either  of  these,  I  must  confess  a 
hankering  for  the  gold-spotted  Wis- 
taria; and  if  the  fragrant  one  from 
the  Dismal  Swamp  should  seek  ad- 
mission to  my  wild  garden,  I  would 
not  turn  it  away.

THE  GARDENER'S  SCRAP  BOOK 

WHEN   PLANTING   SHRUBS 

IN  THE  more  northern  sections  of  the  country,  where  spring 
is  hue  in  arriving,  May  is  often  a  perfectly  good  month  for 
planting  deciduous  shrubs.  It  should  be  remembered,  though,  that 
particular  care  needs  to  be  taken  with  stock  set  out  now,  for  even 
along  the  northern  border  the  season  of  active  growth  is  at  hand 
and  its  natural  activities  must  be  interfered  with  as  little  as  pos- 
sible. Attention  to  detail  is  now  more  important  than  ever. 

The  great  majority  of  shrubs  like  a  rather  light,  well  drained 
soil.  Unless  it  is  fairly  rich,  this  should  be  brought  up  by  the 
addition  of  bonemeal  or  a  little  old  manure  dug  in  deeply.  Over- 
stimulation ought  to  be  avoided,  however,  especially  during  the 
first  one  or  two  seasons. 

When  it  comes  to  the  actual  planting,  shrubs  should  be  set  about 
1"  deeper  than  they  were  growing  in  their  former  sites  as  indi- 
cated by  the  earth  marks  on  their  shoots.  Use  young  rather  than 
heavy,  matured  stock  if  you  want  certainty  of  living  rather  than 
immediate  effects,  and  if  you  are  planting  in  exposed,  windy 
situations  take  the  precaution  of  providing  stakes  or  other  suitable 
supports.

fulfill  its  role  as  a  bit  of  luxuriant  mountain  scenery  on  a  tiny  scale. 

To  support  a  majority  of  desirable  Alpine  plants  the  rock 
garden  must  be  well  drained  and  yet  provide  a  deep  root  run  where 
the  soil  will  remain  fairly  cool  and  damp  in  summer.  One  of  the 
best  ways  of  assuring  this  is  to  set  in  large  flattish  rocks  so  that  only 
their  tips  are  above  the  surface.  These  should  be  placed  in  a  slant- 
ing position  in  order  to  catch  the  rainfall  and  carry  it  underground 
rather  than  turn  it  away. 

If  you  plan  to  grow  a  fair  variety  of  rock  plants  it  will  be 
necessary  to  vary  the  soil  in  different  sections  of  the  garden. 
Certain  pockets  should  be  acid,  others  neutral,  still  others  alkaline. 
This  involves  considerable  study  of  the  requirements  of  the  various 
plants,  as  well  as  labor  in  soil  preparation,  but  the  results  wdl 
justify  all  this.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  no  rock  garden  should  be 
started  unless  one  is  willing  to  devote  real  thought  and  effort  to 
its  building.

the  country. 

Another  unusually  successful  object  lesson  was  the  display 
which  pictured  the  ravages  of  the  casual  and  unthinking  picnic 
party  upon  a  bit  of  attractive  woodland.  This  voiced  a  crying 
public  need  which  the  nearby  booth  of  the  wildflower  perservation 
leaders  logically  supplemented.  A  vast  amount  of  good  would  be 
accomplished  if  this  combination  could  be  extended  to  the  other 
and  smaller  shows  which  will  be  put  on  this  year  by  local  garden 
clubs.  Civic  consciousness  needs  developing  and  directing  in  order 
to  counteract  the  growing  menace  of  the  thoughtless  Sunday 
excursionist. 

The  country's  rush  toward  rock  gardening  was  clearly  reflected 
in  the  excellent  competition  sponsored  by  the  Federated  Garden 
Clubs  of  New  York  State.  The  winning  gardens  were  remarkably 
fine  examples  of  design  and  construction,  and  they  contained 
quantities  of  the  newer  plants  which  are  marking  our  American 
advance  from  the  stodgy,  artificial-looking  rockery  of  a  few  years 
ago  to  the  true  miniature  Alpine  garden. 

SAVING  CHANCE  SEEDLINGS 

May  weeding  and  cultivation  in  the  hardy  border  often  brings 
to  light  many  self-sown  seedlings  of  Columbine,  Pinks,  Alyssum, 
Coreopsis  and  other  favorites.  These,  of  course,  are  the  result 
of  seeds  matured  last  season  and  dropped  upon  the  soil  beneath 
the  parent  plants. 

It  is  an  interesting  experiment  to  rescue  some  of  the  sturdiest 
of  these  plantlets  and  set  them  out  where  they  will  have  a  chance 
to  grow  vmcrowded  and  without  molestation.  Not  infrequently, 
in  borders  where  there  are  differently  colored  plants  of  the 
same  species,  the  seedlings  will  develop  oddities  of  hue  which  will 
make  you  very  glad  indeed  that  you  gave  them  a  chance.

First,  an  undercoat, 
either  lighter  or  darker  than  the  finishing  color,  is  painted  on 
the  wall  and  allowed  to  dry.  Then  some  finishing  color  is  poured 


on  a  board,  and  the  flat  side  of  a  sponge  pressed  into  it.  Next 
the  sponge  is  tamped  against  the  wall.  Two  or  more  colors 
may  be  used  for  the  mottling;  though  one  color,  in  addition 
to  the  ground  color,  will  he  found  sufficient  to  produce  a  most 
effective  wall  finish.

A    BIG    DOG    OR    A    SMALL     ONE? 

By  ROBERT  S.  LEMMON 

THE  factor  of  size  as  affecting  the  choice  of  a  dog  is 
often  of  more  importance  than  a  casual  considera- 
tion might  indicate.  It  is  not  just  a  question  of  personal 
inclination  on  the  prospective  owner's  part — of  the  more  or 
less  intuitive  leaning  that  most  of  us  have  toward  a  hig  dog, 
a  small  or  a  medium-sized  one.  There  are  some  entirely 
practical  points  about  the  situation  which  ought  to  be 
thought  of  before  a  final  decision  is  reached. 

First  of  all,  a  dog's  size  should  generally  be  proportioned 
to  the  dimensions  of  the  home  into  which  he  is  to  come. 
To  cramp  a  big  fellow  like  a  Shepherd,  Collie  or  St.  Ber- 
nard in  a  small  city  apartment  is  to  be  at  once  unfair  to 
him  and  creative  of  danger  to  bric-a-brac  and  other  delicate 
objects  within  range  of  his  wagging  tail.  Almost  equally 
inappropriate  would  it  be  to  plan  on  keeping  him  in  a  little 
country  cottage  unless  arrangements  can  be  made  for  him 
to  spend  most  of  his  time  outdoors.  For  both  of  these 
situations  a  breed  smaller  than  an  Airedale  is  best. 

Where  space  is  not  limited,  on  the  other  hand,  there  is 
no  need  of  considering  this  matter.  Big,  little  or 
small — it  makes  no  difference,  for  a  tiny  dog  can  be 
just  as  much  at  home  in  a  mansion  as  can  a  larger  one.

Another  really  practical  consideration  is  the  amount  of 
food  a  dog  consumes,  and  the  resultant  cost  of  keeping  him. 
A  canine  giant  like  a  Great  Dane  will  eat  enough  at  a 
single  meal  to  keep  a  Peke  fat  for  a  week.  The  wise 
owner  who  acts  upon  the  principle  of  providing  first-class 
food  for  his  dog  knows  that  these  variations  in  the  quantity 
consumed  total  up  an  appreciable  number  of  dollars  and 
cents  in  the  course  of  a  jear.  Worth  thinking  about,  too, 
is  the  sort  of  companion  you  want  your  dog  to  be.  Should 
you  wish  for  one  that  you  can  take  anywhere — in  motor- 
car, train,  town  or  country — one  of  the  smaller  breeds 
should  have  the  preference,  generally  speaking. 

There  is  a  rather  widespread  feeling  that  large  dogs  are 
safer  and  better  protectors  of  children  than  s.re  the  breeds 
of  lesser  stature.  The  origin  of  this  belief  perhaps  lies  in 
the  traditional  dependability  of  the  St.  Bernard  and  New- 
foundland— well-based,  to  be  sure,  but  not  to  be  accepted 
to  the  exclusion  of  smaller  types.  Generalizing,  there  may 
be  less  tendency  among  the  big  breeds  to  snap  at  children 
and  adults  whom  they  know,  but  I  am  not  at  all  sure  that 
this  claim  can  be  made  where  strangers  are  concerned.  It 
is  worth  remembering,  too,  that  when  a  hundred-pound 
dog  does  happen  to  have  an  ugly  streak  in  his  nature, 
very  i^w  fifty-pound  children  are  capable  of  controlling 
him. 

This  whole  matter  of  physical  strength  deserves  a  deal 
more  thought  than  is  ordinarily  given  to  it,  especially  in 
its  relation  to  the  public.  One  frequently  sees  powerful, 
unmannerly  dogs  on  the  street  in  charge  of  people  entirely 
incapable  of  managing  them  by  either  voice  or  hand,  and 
the  result  is  an  actual  public  menace.  I  am  not  blaming  the 
dogs  for  this,  for,  although  only  a  fool  would  idealize 
canine  nature  to  the  point  of  asserting  that  it  is  never  at 
fault,  the  owners  of  tliese  animals  are  the  ones  to  blame  in 
the  majority  of  cases.  No  one  has  a  right  to  take  out  in 
public  a  dog  that  cannot  be  safely  controlled  by  command 
or  strength  of  arm. 

As  far  as  bodily  protection  is  concerned,  honors  are  about 
equal  between  tlie  giants  and  the  medium-sized  class.  Some 
of  the  large  fellows  are  excellent  actual  guards,  and  all 
of  them  have  a  salutary  effect  on  evil-doers  just  because  of 
their  size.  An  Irish,  Bull-  or  Scottish  Terrier,  on  the  other 
hand,  can  and  will  furnish  as  adequate  protection  as  is 
likely  to  be  needed. 

In  considering  the  question  of  a  dog  for  protecting  the 
house  against  burglars  and  the  like,  one  should  first  decide 
whether  he  wants  an  animal  that  will  repel  with  actual 
violence,  or  one  merely  to  raise  an  adequate  alariTi.  For  the 
former  purpose  a  powerful  dog  is  preferred,  of  course, 
but  for  the  latter  you  will  do  better  to  pin  your  faith  to 
something  smaller  and  more  high-spirited.  The  claim  has 
been  well  made  that  an  active  little  dog  is  better  able  to 
keep  out  of  an  intruder's  reach  and  continue  raising  a 
racket  than  is  a  big,  relatively  clumsy  animal.  As  to  posses- 
sion of  the  watch-dog  instinct,  it  is  generally  present  in  all 
established  breeds,  regardless  of  size.  The  decree  to  which 
it  is  developed  depends  largely  upon  the  way  the  individual 
dog  is  brought  up  and  trained.

A  year's 
or  a  two  year's  subscription  to  it 
brings  you  to  a  final  destination,  but 
en  route  you  have  a  constant  suc- 
cession of  stop-overs.  Each  month  is 
a  new  station  and  from  each  new 
station  radiate  excursions  to  this 
matter  of  interest  and  that.  All  you 
have  to  do  is  to  buy  your  ticket — 
and  the  editor  is  your  monthly 
guide.  In  this  June  issue,  for  ex- 
ample, you  are  stopping  over  to  see 
many  lovely  gardens  and  their  fur- 
nishing. Next  month  you'll  stop  off 
at  Small  Houses.  In  August  the  stop 
is  made  at  household  equipment. 

This  sort  of  traveling  is  lots  of 
fun  for  a  while,  but  after  a  time 
it  becomes  terribly  confusing  and  tir- 
ing unless  you  have  familiar  faces 
about  you  at  each  excursion.  You 
meet  up  with  people  on  trains, 
sympathetic  people,  and  when  you 
come  to  a  point  of  interest  you  na- 
turally go  along  with  them.

THE  other  day  a  New  York  architect  remarked 
that  one  of  the  hardest  things  to  design  vva« 
a  good  small  house.  A  large  house  gives  him 
elbow  room-;  he  can  spread  his  wings  of  inspira- 
tion— and  expense.  But  a  small  house  reCjuires 
the  greatest  concentration.  It  is  a  problem  set 
within  narrow  limits.  There  are  thousands  of 
small  houses  scattered  over  this  land,  but  the  ones 
that  are  really  good — good  in  architectural  design 
and  good  in  room  arrangement — are  not  so 
numerous.  Out  of  this  select  group  we  have 
ciiosen  six  to  show  in  the  July  number.  One  is 
of  stucco  and  stone,  two  of  clapboard  in  the 
Colonial  style,  one  of  stained  shingles  in  the 
English  cottage  style,  one  in  stucco  and  half 
timber,  and  the  sixth  a  Dutch  Colonial  design  in 
stone. 

Continuing  the  small  house  idea  (for  to  this 
subject  the  issue  is  dedicated)  an  article  will 
demonstrate  the  saving  of  space  in  a  small  house. 
Pages  will  show  doorways.  Color  schemes  are 
suggested  for  small  rooms.  A  little  garden  is 
pictured  and  described,  and  three  pages  show- 
small  garden  corners  in  Victoria,  B.  C.

ROWSIXG  around  here  and  there  in  the  gar- 
ilening  world,  we  pick  up  interesting  bits 
of  news.  The  bulb  situation  in  Holland,  for 
example.  Many  excellent  and  uncommon  kinds 
of  Tulips  that  hitherto  were  high  priced  will 
come  to  us  this  year  at  an  amazing  reduction. 
Here  is  an  excellent  chance  to  plunge  on  Tulips. 
.  .  .  Tlien  there  arc  the  little  thumb  pots  made 
of  compressed  peat  moss.  Put  your  seedling  in  the 
pot,  and  the  roots  penetrate  it.  When  the  plant 
is  big  enough  to  set  out,  you  plant  pot  and  all. 
Gradually  the  pot  disintegrates — and  around  the 
roots  is  an  abundance  of  food  and  moisture- 
holding  peat  moss.  .  .  .  The  third  item  is  the 
plant  forcers  made  of  waxed  paper  that  a  bright 
Californian  discovered.  A  funnel  of  paper,  this, 
and  you  put  it  over  the  plant,  slit  the  sides  for 
ventilation — and  the  heat  of  the  sun  working 
through    the    paper    forces    the    plant. 


A^HGHT'^'  tree  has  fallen — a  tree  whose  roots 
went  deep  into  the  soil  of  America  and  whose 
head  touched  the  skies  and  watched  the  farther 
spaces  of  the  heavens.  Hereafter,  whenever  men 
speak  of  trees  in  this  country,  whenever  they 
search  for  tree  lore,  they  will  remember  this  forest 
giant — Charles  Sprague  Sargeant.  He  lived  to 
stand  under  the  towering  shade  of  trees  that  he 
had  raised  from  se^'d.  From  the  far  corners  of  the 


WE  have  been  wondering,  ever  since  we  re- 
visited it  after  fifteen  years,  just  what 
made  San  Francisco  such  a  sad  city.  She  seems 
like  an  old  woman  who  has  lived  through  a 
glorious  past  and  a  great  tragedy — and  now  sits 
on  her  seven  hills  and  looks  out  upon  the  progress 
going  on  around  her  with  a  strange  gaze  of 
bewilderment. 

There  was  a  time — before  the  earthquake — 
when  San  Francisco  stood  apart  from  the  other 
cities  of  America.  In  those  days,  there  were  three 
cities  where  men  and  women  knew  how  to  play — 
New  York,  New  Orleans  and  San  Francisco.  To- 
day the  laughter  of  the  old  San  Francisco  seems 
to  be  swallowed  up  in  the  noise  of  material 
progress.  Her  gentle  hillsides  are  being  carved 
into  subdivisions — and  very  good  developments 
some  of  them  are.  Her  tall  buildings  reach 
fartlier  and  farther  into  the  sky.  Traffic  clogs 
her  streets  the  way  it  does  in  all  other  American 
cities.  True,  under  John  McLaren,  she  has  fash- 
i(med  parks  that  are  the  envy  of  the  world;  true 
she  has  tamed  her  colorful  wickedness  until 
Pacific  Street  is  like  the  shambles  of  a  forest  after 
a  camp  meeting,  and  Chinatown,  even  during  its 
New  Year,  acts  with  the  stiff  decorum  of  a  re- 
formed drunkard.  San  Francisco  is  clean  and 
orderly  and  prospering — but  at  a  terrific  price, 
for  she  has  lost  her  bloom.  She  has  just  become 
another  efficient,  go-getting  American  town. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  speculate  just  vi'hat 
Prohibition  has  done  to  American  cities.  San 
Francisco  is  an  example.  The  play  that  once  was 
open  and  free  and  light-hearted  is  secretive  now 
and  hid  behind  doors.  Good  eating  has  become  a 
memory  for  the  older  inhabitants  to  tell  their 
grandchildren.  Meantime  material  progress  goes 
on  apace.  The  city  has  acquired  the  wrinkles  that 
come  with  that  sort  of  effort.  Standing  on  her 
liills  and  gazing  down  upon  this  tremendous  striv- 
ing and  urging  toward  material  prosperity,  one 
wonders:  Is  it  worth  it?

tell  \e,  neighbor,  the  garden  wouldn't  never 
be  quite  the  same  place  ag'in,  if  I  ever  hed  to  give 
'em  up.  Somehow,  they  alius  mean  June  to  me — 
fresh  mornin's  with  a  heavy  dew  layin'  on  the 
lawn  an'  the  sun  comin'  level  'tween  the  trunks 
o'  the  trees;  noontimes,  warm  an'  bright  an' 
dancin'  with  butterflies;  still  evenin's  when  the 
robins  an'  wood-thrushes  sing  kind  o'  ca'm-like 
an'  the  smell  o'  fresh  cut  grass  an'  flowers  fills 
all  the  chinks  in  the  air. 

"It's  then  thet  ye  find  out  whether  a  flower 
has  a  soul  into  it  or  not;  an'  the  minute  ye  look 
down  into  the  folds  of  a  Rose's  petals  ye  know 
ye  don't  hev  to  hunt  no  further  to  git  an  answer. 
There's  somethin'  there  thet  sort  o'  spells  home  an' 
contentment  an'  real  friendship.  Mebbe  I'm 
wrong,  but  I  calc'late  them  three  things  is  a  purty 
good  foundation  on  which  to  build  the  kind  o' 
soul  thet  God  meant  human  bein's  to  hev." 


THE  vendor  of  wild  flowers  has  appeared  on 
our  streets  and  the  time  has  come  when 
brigands  go  out  in  motor  cars  to  despoil  our 
forests  and  meadows.  Each  year  we  witness  this, 
and  each  year  the  wild  flowers  grow  scarcer. 
Eventually  our  pageant  of  rare  wild  flowers  will 
be  halted  altogether  by  these  despoilers. 

Some  of  our  flowers  multiply  so  rapidly  that 
they  may  be  picked  freely  such  as  our  common 
blue  Violet,  the  Buttercup,  the  Daisy,  while  to 
pick  the  Trillium  is  almost  certain  death  to  the 
plant.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Pink  Ladyslipper 
or  Moccasin  Flower  and  to  pick  the  Mayflower, 
our  exquisite  Trailing  Arbutus,  with  long  stems 
is  like  cutting  off  the  limbs  of  a  fruit  tree  to 
obtain  the  fruit. 

Some  of  the  more  progressive  States  have  passed 
laws  to  protect  the  wild  flowers.  New  York, 
Connecticut,  Vermont,  Florida,  California  and 
most  recently  Oregon  are  among  the  States  which 
have  passed  legislation  on  the  preservation  of 
plant  life,  almost  as  rigid  as  that  passed  on  the 
protection  of  wild  animals.  If  the  public  could 
be  educated  to  follow  certain  rules  there  would 
be  no  need  for  legislation.  Therefore,  regard  the 
following: 

Pick  flowers  sparingly,  always  leaving  some 
to  mature  their  seeds.  Refrain  from  picking  the 
Mayflower,  the  Trillium,  the  Pink  Ladyslipjier, 
or  Moccasin  Flower  and  all  native  orchids.  Dis- 
courage all  vendors  of  these  flowers  by  refusing 
to  buy  anything  whatever  from  those  who  sell 
them. 


IN  their  search  for  inspiration  American  archi- 
tects have  gone  far  afield  and  plunged  deep 
into  the  past.  Of  these  recent  revivals  one  of  the 
most  interesting  is  the  application  of  Mayan  art 
to  modern  problems.  You  find  it  used  recently  in 
buildings  in  Los  Angeles  and  one  of  its  exjieri- 
menters  is  Stiles  O.  Clements. 

The  Maya  civilization  of  Mexico  and  Central 
.'\merica  is  a  rich  field  that  has  barely  been 
scratched.  It  belongs  essentially  to  a  Stone  Age 
culture.  In  sculpture,  pottery,  painting  and  the 
decoration  of  building,  the  design  is  very  ornate. 
This  civilization  seems  to  have  started  in  what  is 
now  British  Honduras  and  spread  north  into 
Mexico.  For  some  unknown  reason  early  Maya 
culture  met  an  abrupt  end  in  the  4th  Century,  A. 
D.,  and  the  sites  became  deserted.  From  the  re- 
cently uncovered  centers  of  Maya,  Toltec  and 
Aztec  art  is  now  being  drawn  this  vigorous  in- 
spiration. 


LIKE  the  American  Rose  Society,  the  American 
J  Iris  Society  is  advancing  its  work  for  its 
favorite  flower  with  amazing  speed  and  intelli- 
gence. Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  A.  B.  Stout 
of  the  New  York  Botanical  Garden  research  work 
in  Iris  breeding  is  being  pursued.  The  Brooklyn 
Botanical  Garden  is  studying  the  Japanese  Iris. 
The  Missouri  Botanical  Garden  is  putting  in  a 
new  Iris  Test  Garden  and  at  Cornell  this  year 
Dr.  A.  H.  Wright  will  work  on  dwarf  Iris. 
Concentrated  effort  of  this  sort  amply  justifies 
the  existence  of  the  American  Iris  Society  and 
consequently  deserves  the  support  of  all  those  to 
whom  this  flower  is  a  joy  forever.

QUIET      GARDENS      IN      THE      NORTHWEST 

Tivo  Examples  from  Seattle  J T hick  Illusti-ate  IT  hat  Can  Be  Done 
With  Good  Architecture  and  Landscaping

ONE  of  the  most  significant  and  salu- 
tary evidences  of  a  finer  civilization 
in  our  country  today  is  found  in  the  rapidly 
multiplying  number  of  charming  houses 
and  gardens.  Whether  in  the  country  or 
within  the  more  restricted  areas  of  the 
city,  we  can  see  a  growing  appreciation  of 
the  need  and  desire  for  an  open-air  living 
room,  a  place  of  quiet  lieaiit\';  in  other 
words,  a  garden. 

In  Western  Oregon  and  Washington 
the  mild  winters,  combined  with  a  moist 
atmosphere    and     an     absence     of    sudden 


changes  in  temperature  afford  exceptional 
climatic  conditions  for  the  growth  of  a 
great  variety  of  trees,  shrubs,  and  plants. 
Besides  the  noble  evergreens,  Douglas  Firs, 
Cedars  and  Hemlocks,  Holly,  Laurel, 
Yew  and  Box,  belo\'ed  by  gardeners  ever)- 
where,  grow  as  easily  as  Privet  and  Bar- 
berries elsewhere.  In  sheltered  gardens. 
Daphne  odora^  Cholsya  tcrnata  and  Camel- 
lias suggest  sub-tropical  luxuriance;  while 
Roses  gladden  the  gardens  until  Christmas, 
and  the  spring  pageant  gets  an  early  start 
upon  its  radiant  pathway  of  life  and  color. 


Seattle  is  built  upon  land  that  rises  tier 
upon  tier  above  the  waters  of  Elliott  Bay 
and  Puget  Sound ;  the  business  and  resi- 
dential districts  commingle.  Two  large 
lakes,  Union  and  Washington,  cut  into  and 
through  the  broken  elevation  of  the  city. 
In  every  direction  one  may  look  upon  a 
wide  expanse  of  water,  whether  towards 
the  eastern  limits  of  the  city  with  Lake 
Washington  and  the  Cascade  Mountains 
beyond,  or  westward  where  Puget  Sound 
fades  into  the  snowy  peaks  of  the  Olym- 
pics. Dominating  all,  "the  mountain",  Mt.

Wit/ihi  the  ivalh  of  the  Ballinger  garden  is  a  successful  blending  of  formal  design  and  friend- 
liness. The  blue  lining  of  the  central  fool  is  echoed  in  the  fotted  Hydrangeas  and  set  off  by  the 
contrasting  tones  of  the  red  bricked  -jjalks 


Rainier,  lifts  its  majestic  dome  into  the  sk\^ 
where  its  heights  rest  in  the  ethereal  calm 
of  heaven  itself.  Surrounded  with  such 
transcendant  natural  beauty,  how  can  one 
do  less  than  build  gardens  that  shall  be 
worthy  of  such  a  setting! 

I  he  pictures  on  these  pages  represent  a 
garden  in  the  city,  the  residence  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Richard  Dvvight  Merrill;  and  that 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  H.  Ballinger  at 
'The  Highlands",  a  residential  district 
about  ten  miles  outside  the  city. 

The  Merrill  house,  designed  by  Charles 
A.  Piatt,  is  placed  well  back  from  the 
street  on  a  deep  lot  running  east  and  west 
with  a  western  outlook  overlooking  the  city 
and  beyond  to  Puget  Sound  and  snow- 
capped mountains.  A  high  iron  fence 
painted  a  pleasing  shade  of  light  green 
screens  the  unbroken  stretch  of  lawn  Iving 
between  the  street  and  the  house.  A  brick- 


pa\'ed  dri\'e\vay  leads  from  two  entrance 
gates  in  a  sweeping  cur\e  to  the  charming 
doorway  set  in  a  shallow  porch  with  flanking 
columns  and  simple  car\"ing  and  ornamen- 
tation. Two  tall  Irish  Yews  stand  either 
side  the  doors,  beyond  which  the  founda- 
tion planting  of  Rhododendrons,  Laurel, 
Mahonia,  Daphne  and  Box  emphasizes  the 
wise  use  and  architectural  quality  of  ever- 
green shrubs  carefully  selected  for  their 
glistening  surfaces  and  fine  textured  qual- 
ity. Contrast  and  color  are  provided  by 
climbing  Roses  swinging:  their  long  flowery 
canes  to  the  second-story  windows;  and  the 
delicate  tracery  of  Ampelopsis  against  the 
gray  wall  of  the  house,  as  well  as  the 
flower-box  with  its  gay  pink  Geraniums 
and  Marguerites,  and  the  feathery  green 
Rose  sprays  above  the  doorway. 

A  narrow  opening  in  the  shrubber\'  con- 
cealed   by   dense    foliage    discloses   a    path 


that  leads  on  the  left  to  a  small  grass- 
carpeted  terrace,  approached  also  through 
French  doors  from  the  drawing  room. 
What  an  atmosphere  of  gracious  welcome 
such  a  quiet  little  garden  offers!  Here  we 
pause  enjoying  the  beauty  of  the  Roses 
that  toss  their  fragrant  garlands  over  the 
doorway;  and  admire  the  wall  fountain 
against  the  house,  and  the  shaft  with  its 
trailing  creepers,  evidences  of  the  artistic 
treatment  of  details  that  counts  for  so 
much  in  any  carefull)'  planned  garden. 
From  a  narrow  brick-pa\'ed  terrace  ex- 
tending the  entire  width  of  the  house,  fur- 
nished with  benches  and  ornamental  jars, 
and  boxes  filled  with  flowers,  one  enters 
the  garden  lying  at  a  lower  level.  Once 
in  the  garden  one  is  immediately  aware  of 
the  harmonious  blending  of  house  and  gar- 
den;  each  belonging  to  the  other.  The  archi- 
tectural  character  of   the   house  gives   the

restrained  beauty.  Beyond,  the  -view  spreads  far 


key-note  for  the  plan  and  design  of  the 
garden.  Infinite  variety  in  the  planting 
constitutes  the  ornamentation  and  decora- 
tion. But  the  restrained,  restful  beauty  of 
straight  lines,  good  proportion,  balance  and 
rhythm  is  never  confused  or  obliterated. 
A  round  pool  like  a  huge  mirror  lies  in  the 
middle  of  a  square  panel  of  greenest  turf. 
Four  Bo.K-bordered  beds  of  flowers  occupy 
the  space  between  the  house  and  the  colon- 
naded loggia  terminating  the  main  axis. 
The  twelve  beautiful  Oleander  trees  in 
green  painted  tubs,  placed  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  pathways  and  at  the  entrance  to 
the  garden  house,  are  a  dominating  and 
highly  decorative  feature  of  the  garden. 
In  late  July  the  exquisite  deep  pink  buds 
burst  into  bloom  and  flaunt  their  pink 
loveliness  against  the  midsummer  sky,  in 
charming  contrast  to  the  low-lying  clouds 
of  gray  and  la\eiider  Nepcta  beneath  them. 


Here  is  a  garden  of  ever-changing  beauty 
wherein  each  season  brings  life  and  color 
and  fresh  interest. 

A  short  motor  run  from  Seattle  brings 
one  to  the  country  club  and  "The  High- 
lands", that  district  lying  north  of  the  city 
where  on  the  steeply-wooded  slopes  above 
the  Sound  is  situated  a  group  of  country 
houses  in  what  is  virtually  a  private  resi- 
dential park.  It  would  be  hard  to  imagine 
more  delightful  building  sites,  overlooking 
the  water  where  the  bay  merges  into  the 
far  reaches  of  Puget  Sound  with  its  pic- 
turesque distant  islands  bathed  in  misty 
blue  and  green  and  merging  into  the  lower 
slopes  of  the  Olympic  Mountains  whose 
snow-white  peaks  are  outlined  against  the 
horizon.  Let  the  reader  trv  to  visualize  this 
glorious  setting  of  sea  and  mountain  in 
looking  at  the  pictures  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ballinger's  house  and  o-arden. 


Built  in  the  style  of  an  Italian  villa,  the 
house  consists  of  a  main  fagade  with  two 
wings  situated  on  a  steep  hillside  ap- 
proached by  a  short  avenue  at  a  lower  level 
than  the  main  highway,  which  threads  its 
way  along  the  curving  shores  high  above 
the  water  through  the  splendid  forest, 
breathing  the  spirit  of  a  primeval  age  in  its 
towering  Firs  and  Cedars,  "standing  like 
untiring  guardians  of  the  land."  Turning 
off  the  main  highway  one  enters  a  paved 
enclosure  which  leads  to  the  spacious  fore- 
court where  the  drive  divides,  making  a 
wide  sweep  around  a  large  oval  of  turf. 

Either  side  the  entrance  is  a  finely  bal- 
anced grouping  of  evergreen  trees  and 
shrubs.  Ornamental  terra  cotta  pots  are 
placed  on  the  grass  plot  as  well  as  at 
the  approach  to  the  doorway.  The 
beautiful  simplicity  of  the  architec-

To  Those  IV ho  Own  a  House  cnid  u  Garden  Traveling 
Is  a  Necessary  and  Fruitful  Hah  if 


JUST  about  this  time  of  year  we  witness  the  annual  migration 
of  Americans  to  Europe.  Stand  on  any  wharf  anywhere  and 
watch  them  mount  the  gangplank.  All  sorts  and  conditions  of 
people.  All  sorts  of  purposes  in  their  minds.  Off  on  business,  off 
on  a  holiday.  Off  to  visit  the  houses  across  the  way. 

Reduce  the  world  to  the  small  town  it  is,  and  you  find  that 
the  same  reasons  which  cause  people  to  cross  Main  Street  and 
visit  their  neighbors  is  causing  them  to  leave  their  homes  here  and  go 
abroad.  A  change  of  environment,  a  curiosity  to  see  how  those 
neighbors  live  and  work  and  play,  and  to  join  in  that  life  or  that 
labor  or  that  amusement,  to  acquire  some  of  the  neighbors'  tastes 
and  some  of  the  things  they  make  differently  from  us — these,  in 
the  main,  are  why  each  year  thousands  gleefully  mount  the  gang- 
planks of  steamers  or  the  platforms  of  pullmans. 

There  is  a  notion  abroad  that  Americans  travel  to  find  relief 
from  the  repressive  legislation  that  confines  their  personal  habits. 
This  may  be  true  of  some,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases,  the  pur- 
pose of  our  traveling  is  much  more  to  satisfy  our  curiosity  than  to 
satisfy  our  thirst.  Apart  from  the  great  cities  where  hundreds  of 
people  are  swarmed  into  apartments,  Americans  are  a  race  of 
home-owners.  The  majority  of  those  people  who  can  afford  to 
travel  can  also  afford  to  own  their  own  homes,  furnish  them  witli 
taste  and  surround  them  with  gardens  of  which  they  may  be  proud. 
Why  should  such  people  ever  leave  them?  So  that  these  homes  and 
tlieir  ]i\cs  in  them  can  be  richer. 

IF  you  are  a  poetic  soul  or  totally  without  responsibilities  (such 
people  are  rare  indeed)  you  may  be  a  rover,  without  purpose, 
one  to  whom  the  winding  roads  of  the  world  offer  all  the  induce- 
ment needed.  But  if  you  are  like  the  majority  of  us,  you  travel 
with  a  purpose.  You  start  forth  definitely  to  see  and  acquire  certain 
things,  just  as  you  cross  town  to  call  on  Mrs.  So-and-So  who  has 
a  new  dress,  or  a  new  book  or  a  new  house  or  a  new  flower  to  show 
you,  or  who  is  giving  a  party  in  which  she  wants  you  to  join. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  stand  at  the  head  of  a  gangplank  and 
question  the  people  going  aboard.  The  purposes  of  their  travel  are 
vaguely  stated  on  their  passports — business  or  pleasure — but  a  mo- 
ment's chat  would  reveal  that  some  very  definite  purposes  impelled 
these  people.  One  goes  to  buy  frocks  in  Paris,  one  goes  to  see  the 
Tulips  blooming  in  Holland,  one  has  never  seen  the  Alps  and  is 
traveling  to  Switzerland  to  satisfy  that  curiosity.  One  plans  to 
build  a  house,  and  is  going  to  see  what  the  houses  are  like  in  Ens;- 
land  or  France  or  Italy  or  Spain.  One  is  a  collector  and  goes  to 
find  more  chairs  or  more  pictures  to  add  to  that  collection. 

Most  of  us  travel  to  find  a  reflection  of  our  own  tastes.  The 
woman  who  is  interested  in  decoration,  the  man  in  architecture  or 
gardens,  the  collector  in  bibelots — wherever  traveling  leads  them 
each  of  these  is  lured  on  by  the  same  kinds  of  interests  that  delight 


them  at  home.  And  the  greatest  joy  they  acquire  from  traveling, 
the  most  satisfactory  days  of  the  trip,  are  those  in  which  their  own 
interests  are  stimulated  and  broadened. 

IN  the  few  words  allotted  to  this  page,  it  would  be  diflicult  to 
map  out  world  tours  for  people  whose  interests  are  houses  and 
[gardens,  but  we  can  suggest  a  few  hints.  We  have  yet  to  find  a 
house  or  a  garden  into  which  we  could  not  enter  if  we  went 
properly  introduced.  Abroad  these  introductions  are  necessary. 
The  average  tourist  agency  will  lead  you  to  some  points  of  univer- 
sal interest,  but  for  the  special  places  such  as  gardens,  you  make 
special  plans.  Those  eager  to  see  the  great  private  gardens  of  Eng- 
land apply  to  the  English  Speaking  Union,  Trafalgar  Building, 
Charing  Cross,  London;  in  France  application  is  made  to  Bien- 
venue  Frangais,  33  Faubourg  St.  Honore,  Paris;  in  Italy  apply 
to  the  Library  for  American  Studies,  Palazzo  Salviati,  271  Corso 
Umberto,  Rome.  As  each  year  the  various  gardens  change — some 
are  closed  for  the  year  and  others  open — it  is  impossible  to  give 
a  list  that  would  apply  at  all  times,  but  from  these  sources  the 
roving  gardener  will  find  enough  to  fill  his  cup  of  inspiration. 

The  search  for  architecture  is  a  more  diflicult  subject  to  map 
out.  The  intending  traveler  should  read  up  on  the  architecture  of 
the  various  districts  he  is  planning  to  visit,  and  with  this  ground 
work  devote  a  goodly  time  to  each.  "\'ou  can't  appreciate  architec- 
ture if  you  merely  flash  by  it  in  a  car.  Like  the  Celestial  City,  you 
must  walk  around  it  and  mark  its  bulwarks.  It  were  better  to  see 
half  a  dozen  good  English  houses  well  than  to  skim  half  a 
hundred.  This  custom  of  skimming  is  the  habit  of  most  travelers. 
In  their  greed  to  see  everything  of  interest  they  rush  from  point  to 
point,  and  at  the  end  of  the  day  very  little  has  etched  a  definite 
impression  on  the  mind.  To  traveling  one  should  apply  Benjamin 
Franklin's  advice  about  eating  a  meal — so  cat  that  you  will  always 
have  a  little  appetite  left,  so  travel  that  you  will  always  be  able  to 
come  back  to  those  same  places  and  want  to  see  more. 

I^OLLECTORS,  of  course,  resent  being  told  how  and  where  to 
^^-^  go  for  their  finds.  True,  they  appreciate  tips  and  hints,  but  the 
real  collector  is  an  explorer  and  a  lone  explorer  at  that.  There  is 
more  fun  and  pride  in  one  antique  or  curio  happened  upon  or  found 
by  diligent  personal  search  than  a  dozen  bought  in  the  dazzling 
light  of  a  main  and  well-chartered  thoroughfare.  Antique  dealers 
know  this,  and,  with  the  canniness  of  their  kind,  see  to  it  that  the 
collector  has  a  pleasant  search.  Here  again  one  must  restrict  his 
searches.  The  way  to  collect  antiques  is  not  to  collect  everything 
old  or  curious  but  to  have  one  or  two  definite  kinds  of  objects  in 
mind.  Read  up  on  those  objects,  become  something  of  an  authority 
on  them;  then,  armed  with  this  knowledge,  you  are  ready  to  go 
forth  into  the  byways  of  the  world  and  battle  with  antiquarians.

ROCK      GARDENS       IN      THE      SHADE 

Contrary  to  Popuhir  Belief,  the  Absence  of  SN/iIight  Need  Be  No 
Bar  to  Lovely  and  Farted  Plantings 

LOUISE  BEEBE  WILDER 


TO  many  minds  the  idea  of  a  shaded 
rock  garden  seems  to  present  insur- 
mountable difficulties.  Continually  one 
hears  the  plaint,  "We  have  nothing  but 
shade,  so  there  is  no  use  in  trying  to  ha^■e 
a  rock  garden."  And  many,  thereupon,  do 
not  try,  or,  if  they  do,  too  often  confine 
their  efforts  to  the  sun-lo\ing  Alpines 
which,  quite  reasonably,  sicken  and  die 
under  such  conditions,  leaving  discourage- 
ment or  passive  resignation  in  their  wake; 
and  the  shaded  area  is  then,  more  than 
likely,  planted  to  stolid  Rhododendrons  or 
abandoned  to  rank  weeds  that  know  only 
too  well  how  to  take  the  greatest  advantage 
of  its  rich  possibilities. 


Now,  this  seems  quite  too  bad,  as  rich 
possibilities  for  a  very  lovely  and  special 
kind  of  rock  garden  do  lie  in  shade.  Of 
course  the  ideal  rock  garden  boasts  manv 
aspects,  but  perfect  conditions  are  not  al- 
ways at  our  command.  Furthermore,  "Far 
from  the  shaded  rock  garden  being  a  matter 
to  bemoan,"  says  an  English  writer,  "it  is 
an  opportunity  to  be  grasped." 

It  is  unfortunate  that  a  skeptical  atti- 
tude of  mind  towards  shade  in  the  garden 
has  been  unintentionally  fostered  by  the 
compilers  of  catalogs  and  the  writers  of 
garden  books  generally,  particularly  when 
dealing  with  rock  and  Alpine  plants.  Con- 
tinually the  sun-loving  Alpine  is  extolled 


and  presented  while  the  plant  that  loves 
shadow  is  given  scant  if  any  publicity  at 
all.  As  a  matter  of  fact  there  are  a  vast 
number  of  beautiful  and  desirable  plants 
that  will  flourish  in  shaded  places,  many 
of  which  absolutely  demand  such  situations 
if  they  are  to  live  in  health  and  display  the 
full  quality  of  their  beauty. 

For  this  reason  the  work  of  making  a 
successful  rock  garden  in  shade  must  begin 
in  the  mind  of  the  builder.  That  storehouse 
of  visions  must  be  cleared  of  certain  cher- 
ished pictures  before  a  groimdwork  of  suc- 
cess may  be  laid;  pictures  of  siui-baked 
slopes  studded  with  brilliant  small  Pinks, 
heights  misty  with  waving  Alpine  Poppies, 
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One  of  the  advantagei  of  a  s/iady 
garden  is  the  ofportiinity  it  offers 
for  cool  resting  f laces  that  blend 
in  zvith  the  rocks  and  plantings. 
In  Mr.  Wanamaker^s  garden  at 
Philadelphia 

cliffs  veiltil  with  the  fragrant- 
leaved  plants  that  drape  the  hot 
cliffs  above  the  Mediterranean; 
all  these  and  manv  more  he  must 
thrust  out,  and  in  their  places  put 
others  of  quite  different  character 
but  in  no  wise  inferior  in  beauty. 
Let  him  see  instead  green  glades 
presided  over  bv  that  mysterious 
beauty,  the  Pink  Ladyslipper,  little 
umbrageous  dells  radiant  with 
Primroses,  mossy,  meandering 
paths  that  lead  past  forests  of  wav- 
ing Ferns,  or  grass)'  slopes  starred 
with  constellations  of  Quaker 
Ladies;  little  pools  of  English 
Bluebells,  slopes  flecked  all  over 
with  Snowdrops  among  brown 
lea\es,  groups  of  the  rarely  lovely 
Shortia  enthroned  beneath  a  dark 
Hemlock,  many  kinds  of  Orchids, 
Trilliums  and  so  on.  A  sense  of 
mystery  and  of  expectation  may  be 
contrived  in  a  shadowed  garden  if 
it   be   of   some   extent,    and    none

need  fear  a  lack  of  variety  or 
beauty  among  the  plants.  But  these 
must  be,  as  I  have  before  said, 
genuine  shade  lovers  and  not  pa- 
thetic homesick  creatures  that  will 
pine  and  sicken  for  the  light  of  the 
sun  full  upon  them;  though  it 
is  true  that  shade  is  often  the 
equivalent  of  root  moisture  which 
makes  it  possible  sometimes  for  us 
to  keep  contented  a  moisture-lov- 
ing plant  of  the  sun  in  a  half 
shaded  situation. 

There  are,  however,  two  kinds 
of  shade  to  be  considered:  there  is 
that  cool  and  grateful  shade  cast 
by  a  large  rock,  or  a  wall,  or  a 
north  aspect,  or  distant  trees, 
where  the  soil  is  nearly  always 
pleasantly  moist,  but  seldom  acid, 
and  a  free  circulation  of  air  is 
assured;  and  then  there  is  the 
shade  cast  by  directly  overhanging 
branches.  It  must  be  confessed  that

IN  THE  June  issue  of  House  &  Gar- 
den, last  year,  I  described  the  localities 
in  forest,  field  and  swamp  where  the  com- 
moner wild  flowers  and  Ferns  are  most 
likely  to  be  found.  The  plants  were  listed 
in  groups  and  the  soil,  moisture  and  shade 
preferences  of  each  group  were  indicated. 
This  is  information  which  the  novice  at 
wild  gardening  should  acquire  before  start- 
ing on  a  collecting  tour. 

If  the  hunt  is  to  be  within  walking 
distance  of  home  and  the  plants  can  be  put 
in  the  ground  the  same  day,  the  working 
tools  required  are  few.  An  ordinary  market 
basket,  a  twenty-five  cent  all-steel  trowel, 
a  pair  of  old  scissors  and  a  copy  of  the 
morning  paper  will  suflice.  Should  the  col- 
lector, however,  be  one  of  those  unfortu- 
nates who  are  unable  to  tell  one  flower 
from  another,  a  good  wildflower  book,  of 
convenient  pocket  size,  with  accurate  il- 
lustrations, should  be  added  for  identifica- 
tion purposes. 

The  amateur  should  bear  in  mind  that 
the  common  flowers,  those  that  grow  in 
abundance  everywhere,  are  not  only  suffici- 
ent in  themselves  to  make  a  very  beautiful 
wild  garden,  but  are  the  easiest  to  grow. 
So,  if  a  rare  specimen  of  diflncult  culture  is 
encountered,  always  resist  the  temptation 
to  dig  it.  It  is  a  sheer  waste  of  time  and 
energy  to  take  up  such  fastidious  wildings 
as  the  Trailing  Arbutus,  the  Painted  Tril- 
lium, the  Twin-Flower  or  any  of  the 
Orchids,  even  if  found  where  the  ax  and 
plow    are    at    their    work    of    devastation.

The  native  Asters,  too,  respond 
cheerfully  to  the  better  growing 
conditions  of  the  luild  garden  and 
form  sturdy  masses  which  in  auttunn

unless  their  requirements  are  known  and 
provided  for  in  advance.  It  is  far  better 
to  let  them  live  as  long  as  possible  in  their 
natural  surroundings  than  to  watch  them 
perish  miserably  in  some  absolutely  un- 
congenial spot  in  yoiu'  garden. 

Digging  plants  in  the  wild  is  a  simple 
jirocess  if  correctly  done.  The  main  thing 
is  to  get  the  roots  out  as  nearly  intact  as 
possible.  I  generally  clear  other  growth 
and  rubbish  from  the  surface  immediately 
around  the  plant  so  that  the  soil  is  exposed. 
This  I  loosen  to  the  depth  of  a  trowel 
blade,  take  out  any  stones  and  plunge  in 
the  trowel  at  such  an  angle  as  to  get  it  well 
underneath  the  roots.  The  plant  then  lifts 
out  easily  without  injury.  It  is  most  de- 
sirable to  keep  some  soil  on  the  roots,  as 
doing  so  prevents  their  drying  out  and 
helps  the  plant  to  become  quicklv  estab- 
lished in  its  new  home.  ShouUl  the  soil  be 
so  dry  or  sandy  tliat  none  of  it  adheres,  be 
sure  to  dip  the  roots  in  water  as  soon  as  you 
come  to  a  brook  or  pool,  or  even  a  puddle. 

Much  depends  upon  preparing  the  plant 
and  wrapping  it  so  snugly  as  to  keep  it 
fresh  by  avoiding  exposiu'c  to  air  and  lieat 
until  you  are  ready  to  replant  it.  I3y  pre- 
paring, I  mean  cutting  back.  This  is  not 
necessary  with  plants  dug  during  carlv 
spring,  but  during  the  heat  of  summer  it 
is  safer  to  cut  flowering  stems  to  within 
2"  of  the  ground,  and  if  any  of  the  leaves 
begin  to  droop  to  cut  them  in  two.  If  bulbs 
(r  tubers  are  dug  before  the  seed  has

Well  Chosen  (I lid  Properly  Located  Rest  Spots  Are  Inipoj-tant 
Factors  in  Making  the  Garden  Inviting

OF  THE  many  details  comprising  the 
planning  of  the  garden,  let  not  that 
small  hut  important  one — hospitality — he 
overlooked.  Will  the  garden  invite?  Will 
it  have  a  favorite  corner,  shady  or  sunny, 
a  sheltered  retreat  of  some  sort  where  a 
hook,  a  vista  or  c\cn  only  a  dream  may  he 
enjoyed  in  perfect  relaxation? 

Not  after  the  garden  is  finished,  but  be- 
fore it  is  ever  begun,  should  the  detail  of 
seats  and  rest  spots  be  given  consideration. 
The  little  50'  by  100'  city  lot  is  just  as 
available  for  hospitality  as  the  garden 
which  is  located  on  a  large  estate. 

Privacy  and  comfort  are  the  first  de- 
mands of  the  garden  corner  that  will  in- 
vite rest.  Whether  the  spot  will  be  in  the 
way  of   warming  sunshine,  or  imder  the 


protection  of  a  sheltered  nook,  is  a  matter 
of  choice.  If  the  grounds  are  large  enough 
both  warmth  and  protection  from  too 
much  warmth  may  be  assured  by  a  choice 
from  among  many  restful  spots. 

The  one  controlling  factor  in  the  fur- 
nishing of  the  living  room  garden  is  its 
style,  for  the  garden  seat  must  always 
conform  to  the  architecture  of  the  house. 
Take  a  formal  Colonial  house,  and  at  the 
end  of  a  straight  stepping  stone  or  brick 
walkbuildasemi-circular  classic  colonnade, 
with  graceful  classic  columns  and  pergola. 
Then  picture  the  chaste  whiteness  of  this 
poetic  trysting  spot  entwined  with  clamber- 
ing pink  or  red  Roses  which  form  fragrant 
masses  of  color  against  a  background  of 
luxuriant  evergreens,  flowerina:  trees  and 


shrubs,  perhaps  a  classic  urn  here  and  there 
containing  some  choice  flowering  speci- 
men. Docs  it  not  conjure  a  picture  of  by- 
gone days  when  gentlemen  in  satin 
breeches  held  the  yarns  for  demure  white- 
wigged  beauties,  hiding  their  blushes  over 
busily  clicking  needles? 

So  far  as  location  of  garden  seats  is  con- 
cerned, those  of  stationary  character  should 
always  be  placed  in  spots  offering  some 
sort  of  seclusion,  never  in  the  open  lawn, 
where  the  portable  type  of  garden  furni- 
ture is  correct. 

When  the  desired  firmness  of  velvety 
green  lawn  carpeting  has  been  reached, 
then  opportunity  presents  itself  in  bright 
weather  to  deck  the  emerald  surface  with 
gay-hued    awning    striped    furnishings;    a 
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table,  pcrliaps,  shaded  witli  an  iinitiiig  big 
iimbrt'lla  and  surrounded  by  chairs  where 
luncheon  may  be  ser\e(l,  or,  even  more  al- 
lurinLT,  a  colorful  awning-roofed  swing- 
ing davenport  for  an  afternoon  siesta 
tinged  with  warm,  sweet  scented  breezes, 
songs  of  the  birds  and  the  perfumed  fra- 
grance of  many  flowers. 

Portable  garden  furniture  may  be  se- 
lected from  most  interesting  offerings  of 
sturdy  rustic,  split  bamboo,  plain  or  gor- 
geously cretonned  willow, 
reed,  wicker  or  rusli  fiber, 
and  mav  be  appropriately 
placed  for  use  in  anv  part 
of  the  garden*^  -r 

The  informal  garden 
that  blends  naturally  into 
woodsy  surroundings  may 
have  an  in\'iting  seat  of  old 
terra  cotta  breaking  the  line 
of  a  long,  irreguiar  foot- 
path, giving  not  only  an  in- 
vitation to  stop  and  rest 
one's  feet  on  the  thick  car- 
pet of  wildflowers  beneath 
it,  but  also  adding  an  ef- 
fecti\e  touch  of  picturesque 
charm  to  the  entire  garden 
picture. 

For  the  large  estate, 
where  walks  and  by-paths 
lead  into  natural  wood- 
lands,   a    simple,    dignified 


A  seal  built  into  tlie  rockery  is  entirely 
appropriate  provided  it  be  cottstriicted  of 
the  type  of  boulder  that  serves  elsewhere 
in  the  garden.  It  must  alivays  appear  in- 
digenous to  its  situation 


A  feeling  of  unity  should  characterize 
the  artificial  adjuncts  of  a  garden,  includ- 
ing the  furniture.  Thus,  a  severely  plain 
s-^vimming  pool  such  as  this  calls  for 
scats  of  classic  type 


seat  of  decorative  hewn  rock  or  concrete 
possesses  harmonious  grace.  Such  a  seat  is 
displayed  in  full  charm  where  the  natural 
woods  have  been  disturbed  as  little  as  pos- 
sible— or  perhaps  not  at  all,  except  by  little 
paths  winding  in  and  out  of  the  lux- 
uriance of  trees  and  ferns,  or  additional 
wildflowers  spattered  about.  And  if  a  few 
mossy  rocks  have  been  carefully  placed  as 
a  natural  refuge  for  characteristic  wild 
plants,  one  who  finds  repose  here  will  feel 
not  the  slightest  conscious- 
ness of  mother  Nature 
having  been  thwarted. 

Every  garden  lias  its 
"loveliest  corner,"  where 
an  appropriate  seat  of  the 
permanently  built  type  in- 
\'ites  one  to  linger  and 
while  away  spare  moments 
in  peaceful  relaxation.  Per- 
haps it's  only  a  charming 
view  site,  perhaps  a  beloved 
grouping  of  favorite  per- 
ennial flowers  and  ever- 
green shrubbery  in  your 
own  garden  or  a  natural- 
looking  pond  afloat  with 
Waterlilies  and  alive  with 
goldfish;  but  there's  always 
opportunity — at  the  outer 
borders  of  the  main  lawn 
— for  the  building  of  a

Since  this  is  a  hybrid  garden,  a  diary  of 
travel,  the  walls  of  an  old  white  barn  serve 
as  background  for  Lucca  della  Robbia 
flaques  set  in  Ivy-framed  fanels.  Tiny  tiled

COTONEASTER  is  an- Old  World 
group  of  shrubs  which  recent  plant 
hunting:  work  in  the  Orient  has  sjreatly  en- 
riched.  It  is  a  genus  in  which  I  am  par- 
ticularly interested  and  I  take  pardonable 
pride  in  the  fact  that  of  the  thirty-eight 
species  and  varieties  listed  in  Standardi-zed 
Plant  Names  I  am  responsible  for  nineteen. 
Of  the  more  complete  list  given  in  Rchiler's 
Manual  of  Cultivated  Trees  and  Shrubs  it 
has  been  my  good  fortune  to  have  intro- 
duced into  gardens  thirty-four  of  the 
seventy-seven  kinds  enumerated. 

As  a  group  the  Cotoneasters  possess  vir- 
tues of  outstanding  merit.  In  point  of  fact 
they  rank  with  the  indispensables  in  garden 
making.  Moreover,  their  uses  are  not  re- 
stricted to  any  one  part  of  the  country,  for 
among  them  are  sorts  for  the  Northeastern 
States,  for  the  Middle  States,  for  Cali- 
fornia and  the  warm  South.  They  are 
closely  related  to  the  Hawthorns  but  have 
entire  leaves  and  bear  no  thorns.  The  flow-

ers  are  uniform  in  shape  and  size;  in  color 
they  are  either  white  or  pinkish  and  they 
are  borne  few  or  many  together  in  clusters 
along  the  branches.  Occasionally  they  are 
solitary.  The  plants  are  in  blossom  from 
May  to  the  end  of  June;   in  the  fall  they 


are  heavily  burdened  with  red  or  black, 
rarely  brown-purple,  fruits  that  are  either 
globose,  oval  or  egg-shape.  In  many  sorts 
these  remain  on  the  bushes  with  little  loss 
of  brilliancy  far  into  the  winter.  Some  of 
the  deciduous  species  boast  fine  autiunn 
coloring,  while  the  evergreen  kinds  are  al- 
ways an  attractive  green. 

Uniformity  may  in  general  characterize 
their  flowers  and  fruit,  but  Cotoneasters 
are  remarkably  rich  in  diversity  of  form 
and  habit  of  growth,  in  size,  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  their  branches  and  in  the  tracery 
of  their  branchlets.  Some  like  C.  Damnier't 
are  prostrate  ground-covers,  rooting  as  they 
trail  over  the  soil;  others  like  C.  frlgida 
are  trees  of  moderate  size.  Some  (C.  m'lcro- 
phylla,  C.  horizontalis,  C.  adpressa)  are 
especially  well  suited  for  the  rockery  or  for 
planting  on  or  against  walls  and  stonework. 
A  majority,  however,  are  best  as  specimens 
on  lawn  and  border  where  they  have  room

UNDOUBTEDLY  the  Greeks 
and  the  f^rench  knew  much 
more  than  we  shall  ever  learn  of  the 
value  of  garden  effects  after  night- 
fall; but  they  talked  a  great  deal 
more  than  we  do  today,  and  to  them 
light  was  not  as  essential.  They  de- 
liberately designed  gardens  for  fetes 
and  night  effects  and  used  them  ex- 
tensively after  nightfall.  The  modern 
era  ahliors  darkness,  at  least  within 
town  limits,  and  we  must  have  light 
to  tempt  us  if  we  are  to  spend  much 
time  away  from  the  book,  the  radio 
or  the  phonograph. 

Therefore,  it  is  becoming  more 
and  more  common  to  design  garden 
lighting  features  that  will  afford  en- 
joyment during  the  niglit  liours  and 
gi\'e  spectacular  effects  which  cannot 
be  obtained  in  the  bright  daylight 
glare.  Such  lighting  is  comparatively 
easy  and  not  overly  expensive,  if  in- 
stalled at  ttie  time  of  the  garden's 
construction.  Where  freedom  from 
frost  permits,  outdoor  conduits  can  be 
installed  in  very  shallow  trenches. 
All  that  is  required  of  the  designer  is 
ingenuity  in  installation  and  a  rea- 
sonable knowledge  of  what  happens 
to  plants  and  architectural  features 
when  lighted  at  night  from  fixed 
positions.  Also,  good  taste  demands 
that,  insofar  as  may  be  possible,  gar- 
den lighting  features  be  either  very 
inconspicuous  or  entirely  hidden. 

The  two  principal  effects  to  be  ob- 


tained at  night  are  broad  scale 
illuminations  and  the  lighting  of 
individual  features  which  are  de- 
signed to  stand  alone  out  of  the 
darkness.  There  is  also  the  question 
nf  pathfinder  lights,  to  guide  the  foot- 
steps of  those  who  travel  from  one 
position  to  another  in  the  out-of- 
door  area — at  the  head  or  foot  of 
stairways,  over  bridges,  and  in  alleys 
where  sudden  turns  are  to  be  encoun- 
tered, or  at  entrances  to  walks  and 
drives.  These  do  not  require  a  high 
degree  of  illumination  but  rather  a 
careful  placing  of  the  light  used. 

For  lighting  general  spaces  we  may 
use  ground  lights  in  corners  of  the 
bed  areas;  but  as  a  rule  this  is  not  a 
satisfactory  S)'Stem,  since  it  brings  out 
the  texture  of  the  ground  too  harshly 
and  is  aj^t  to  be  glaring  and  of  a 
spotty  character. 

\\y  direct  ligliting  is  meant  orna- 
mental lanterns  or  otlier  lights  hung 
in  arches,  pergolas  and  tea  houses, 
or  bracketed  out  from  walls  or  build- 
ings. Many  excellent  ornamental 
lanterns  are  on  the  market,  and  if 
special  ones  are  needed,  skillful 
craftsmen  are  available  to  make  them.

economy  is  a  necessity,  or  for  any 
place  where  lights  are  used  in  consid- 
erable quantity,  such  as  in  a  long 
pergola  and  in  several  arches,  the 
V.  H.  type  vapor  lamp,  with  metal 
guard,  is  quite  satisfactory.  It  has  a 
waterproof  connection,  fits  securely 
and  is  most  ornamental,  especially 
when  used  in  numbers.  This  type  of 
light,  as  shown  on  page  162,  ma}'  be 
directly  connected  to  the  electric 
conduit,  which  can  run  the  whole 
length  of  a  vine  strip  on  a  pergola  or 
underneath  a  transverse  beam.  Such 
lights  are  attractive,  and  when  com- 
bined with  an  architectural  feature 
have  none  of  the  spotty  appearance 
of  a  single  light  set  in  the  open. 

Under  the  general  heading  of  in- 
direct lighting  we  have  lights  which, 
while  illuminating  no  particular 
architectural  object,  light  a  general 
area.  Light  from  houses  or  from 
tea  house  windows  also  comes  in  this 
class.  While  such  lighting  is  useful, 
it  is  found  only  in  conjunction  with 
large  features,  is  good  only  for 
'small  areas,  and  has  no  actual  con- 
nection with  the  garden.  It  is  a  hanl 
problem  to  design  a  system  of  indirect 
lighting  to  care  for  large  areas  not 
covered  by  the  direct  lighting  of 
architectural  features. 

The  main  difficulty  is  the  securing 
of  a  standard  which  when  not  in  use 
will  pass  as  something  quite  different. 
One  of  the  best  solutions  is  the  use 
of  bird-houses,  cither  hung  or  built 
in  trees,  or  set  on  poles,  as  is  the  one 
shown  at  the  top  of  this  page.  Under 
the  overhanging  roof  of  the  bird- 
house  are  fixed  two  seventy-five  watt 
lamps  with  a  reflector.  The  lights 
situated  as  they  are,  it  is  impossible 
m  the  daytime  to  recognize  the  use 
to  which  the  bird-house  is  put  at  night. 
As  the  bulbs  are  concealed  and  the 
light  reflected,  we  obtain  diffused 
illumination  over  a  general  area;  and 
as  the  bird  house  is  above  the  light, 
a  black  shadow  against  the  sky  makes 
its  top  invisible.  If  the  house  is  well 
constructed,  not  a  crack  of  light  will 
penetrate  to  the  interior  of  the  struc- 
ture. The  birds  do  not  seem  to  mind 
in  the  least  the  use  of  their  home 
for  a  lighting  fixture. 

Another  workable  system  for  in- 
direct or  special  lighting  is  to  locate 
lamps  along  the  under  side  of  a  bal- 
ustrade coping,  cutting  out  niches  as 
shown  by  the  sketch  in  the  center  of 
the  page  for  the  bulbs'  reception. 

As  we  know,  artificial  lighting  re- 
sults in  a  different  type  of  illu- 
mination than  the  light  of  day.  A  gar- 
den brilliantly  illuminated  at  night 
Would  be  glaring  and  lack  the  interest 
of    which    it    is    capable.    The    ideal 
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effect  of  night  lighting  is  a  soft,  hazy 
illumination  which  softly  brings  out 
general  areas  and  creates  warm  illu- 
sive shadows.  Of  course,  too  much 
of  this  treatment  would  lack  contrast 
and  therefore  we  use  special  lighting 
systems  to  accentuate  important  fea- 
tures  of   the   garden. 

Special  lighting  gives  an  excellent 
chance  for  spectacular  displays  and 
is  of  pronounced  value  in  bringing 
out  the  lines  and  masses  of  niches, 
pools  and  fountains.  There  are  a 
thousand  and  one  variations  to  be 
secured  through  the  illumination  of 
pools  or  sprays  of  water  or  the  re- 
flection of  light  above  water,  so  that 
the  water  itself  is  black  and  mysteri- 
ous in  striking  contrast  to  the  bril- 
liant illumination  above. 

To  illuminate  water  properly, 
lights  must  be  underneath  the  surface. 
At  the  left,  below,  is  a  diagram  of  a 
lighting  fixture  for  this  purpose.  For 
small  ornamental  pools  or  basins  of  a 
shallow  depth,  30  watt  light  bulbs  in 
V.  H.  fittings,  sealed  with  white  lead, 
are  useful;  for  swimming  or  deep 
ornamental  pools,  a  special  light  box 
with  a  screw  cover  works  to  better 
purpose;  or,  if  only  one  light  is 
needed,  a  powerful  one  may  be  in- 
stalled in  a  control  box  or  other 
feature. 

For  niches  and  to  reflect  against 
dark  water,  lights  may  be  concealed 
behind  a  stonework  curtain,  and  if 
water  is  absent  or  some  other  reason 
warrants  the  light  may  be  thrown 
from  below  as  well  as  above. 

The  great  factor  in  lighting  niches 
is  the  question  of  the  effect  given  by 
shadows.  Considerable  study  is  neces- 
sary to  determine  the  proper  placing 
of  lights  to  illuminate  from  the 
front,  side,  top  or  bottom. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  some 
light  might  kill  the  effect  of  mold- 
ings while  another  will  give  only 
shadows.  If  the  work  is  of  real  im- 
portance, careful  drawings  or  scale 
models  should  be  made  before  in- 
stallation. Once  lighting  fixtures  are 
installed  in  permanent  masonry,  the 
force  and  color  of  the  lighting  may 
be  changed,  but  the  direction  is  fixed. 
White  electric  bulbs  are  as  a  rule 
satisfactory  for  all  general  lighting, 
but  for  under-water  illumination 
orange  light  is  both  softer  and 
warmer;  and  if  a  cold  effect  is  ad- 
visable in  niches,  green  lights  are 
quite  spectacular. 

It  is  well  to  remember  that  night 
illumination  should  never  attempt  to 
compete  with  daylight  but  should  be 
for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  general 
illusion  which  will  bring  out  all  the

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CONCERNING      SHADES      AND       BLINDS 

Prcictkcil  Con  side  rations  to  Be  Kept  i)i  Mind  IV hen  Making 
Selections   and  Installations

THE  best  window  shades  today  are 
practically  all  built  on  the  same  basic 
pattern:  there  is  always  a  bracket,  always  a 
shade  roller,  always  shade  cloth  and  the 
cord  to  manipulate  it.  It  has  been  said 
rightl)'  that  a  shade  is  only  as  good  as  its 
roller,  but  we  would  go  farther  and  affirm 
that  it  is  only  as  good  as  the  sum  of  all  its 
parts. 

Logically,  then,  we  will  start  with  the 
brackets  into  which  the  roller  fits.  There 
are  three  different  types  of  these:  First,  the 
inside  bracket,  which  is  placed  on  the  stop 
bead  (inside  the  window  frame).  This  is 
usable  on  certain  types  of  windows  in  har- 
mony with  the-  drapes  and  general  setting. 
Second  comes  the  outside  bracket,  placed 
outside  the  window  frame  on  the  face  of 
the  casing,  so  the  shade  overlaps  at  the  sides. 
The  third  type  is  the  Boston  bracket  or  in- 
side sash  run  bracket,  which  is  placed  inside 
the  sash  run.  Li  this  case  the  shades  fit  very 
close  to  the  window  and  conceal  the  roller. 
The  cloth  rolls  over  the  top  of  the  roller 
barrel,  showing  one  smooth  panel  of  shade 
cloth.  This  kind  naturally  cuts  out  more 
liirht  and  cold  air  than  the  others.  It  is 
estimated  that  any  shade  excludes  about 
15%  of  the  outside  air,  anyhow. 

The  rollers  are  practically  the  same  in 
all  makes — of  course,  with  a  few  changes 
in  accordance  with  favorite  designs.  They 
are  usually  pine  wood  barrels  with  special 
tempered  springs  of  steel.  The  pawls  or 
dogs  are  made  of  brass  and  drop  into  the 
notches  or  spear  end,  usually  of  copper 
plated  metal.  Always  buy  a  rust-proof 
roller  with  the  signature  of  the  firm  thereon. 

There  are  metal  rollers,  of  course,  but 
usually  these  are  used  only  in  fireproof 
buildings  or  for  shades  of  extreme  width. 
The  wooden  rollers  often  last  fifty  years 
or  more.  We  know  one  owner  whose  shade 
rollers  are  sixty  years  old. 

ROLLERS  AND  SHADES 

The  rollers  vary  in  diameter,  but  given 
the  length,  the  makers  will  select  the  proper 
one  for  you.  The  standard  lengths  of 
rollers  can  be  cut  to  the  size  of  your  win- 
dow and  shade  cloth. 

With  the  question  of  rollers  settled,  con- 
sideration of  the  materials  to  go  on  them 
naturalh  follows.  Most  purchasers  give 
shades  scarcely  a  thought,  although  they  are 
an  ever-present  part  of  the  house.  They  add 
to  or  detract  from  the  beauty  of  a  window, 
yet  nine  out  of  ten  homckcepers  leave  the 


shades  to  chance  or  to  the  upholsterer  or  to 
someone  without  taste. 

It  is  a  common  thing  to  hear  a  woman 
say,  "We  have  linen  shades  in  our  home." 
But  she  hasn't — because  there  are  no  linen 
shades.  All  shade  cloth  is  cotton,  variously 
treated. 

Of  the  kinds  of  cotton  shades,  the  first 
is  the  cambric — the  most  durable  of  all 
shade  cloth.  It  is  oil  treated,  damp-proof 
and  resists  weathering.  New  England  seems 
to  lia\'e  a  great  predilection  for  this  shade 
cloth.  Then  there  is  the  Holland  cloth,  with 
its  smooth  lustrous  finish — a  cotton  sized 
with  clay  and  starch.  Linen  Holland  refers 
only  to  the  color,  not  to  the  fabric. 

Certain  firms  make  special  kinds  of 
cloth.  One,  for  example,  is  a  cloth  which 
has  the  durability  of  a  cambric  and  the 
smootli  beauty  of  the  Holland. 

Some  shade  cloth  is  made  in  varying 
special  wea\'es,  corded  or  striped.  There  is 
the  duplex  shade  cloth,  too — one  side  being 
of  a  different  color  from  t'le  other.  This 
permits  a  very  discriminating  person  to 
have  one  side  of  the  shade  match  the  room 
and  the  other,  perhaps,  match  or  tone  in 
with  the  exterior  of  the  building.  Further- 
more, instead  of  two  shades,  this  duplex 
cloth  seems  to  fill  the  double  need. 

VARL'VriONS  TO  SUIT 

The  standard  widths  of  shade  cloth  fit 
practically  any  demand,  but  when  one  of 
them  will  not  do,  the  cloth  can  be  trimmed 
to  suit.  In  addition  to  this,  the  shade  pur- 
\'e\'ors  can  show  you  many,  many  colors. 
So  it  is  not  necessary  to  take  anything  that 
happens  to  be  shown  to  }()u,  for  you  can 
obtain  almost  anything  you  want. 

The  life  of  a  shade  depends  on  your 
treatment  of  it,  for  any  device  having  even 
a  small  spring  demands  a  certain  respect. 
You  should  always  pull  a  shade  up  and 
down  from  the  middle;  never  grab  it  on 
the  side  and  jerk  it  up,  or  your  roller  and 
shade  will  have  their  lives  shortened.  Don't 
wind  up  the  spring  so  that  the  shade  cloth 
will  spring  up  and  lap  five  or  six  times 
around  the  roller.  Leave  the  spring  as  it 
is  installed.  Should  it  run  down,  be  tem- 
perate in  winding.  Do  not  wash  shades; 
clean  them  with  art  gum  for  a  dry  cleanser. 
Keep  them  well  dusted.  The  cambric  shade, 
however,  can  be  cleaned  with  a  moist  rag — 
because  of  its  oil  finish.  Never  oil  a  shade 
roller,  for  one  drop  of  oil  will  gum  up  the 
delicate  pawls  and  forbid  free  play. 


Don't  let  your  shades  blow  out  of  the 
window,  or  get  wet.  The  life  of  shade 
cloth  is  not  everlasting,  but  with  proper 
treatment  it  should  last  ten  years  or  more. 
A  certain  amoiuit  of  fading  is  bound  to 
occur,  even  in  the  fadeless  colors,  over  a 
long  period  of  time.  Furthermore,  dust  will 
make  its  ravages  in  the  best  of  fabrics. 

VENETL-VN   BLINDS 

On  the  decoration  side  of  shade  lore, 
thf  re  is  much  to  say  and  many  have  already 
said  it.  Hence  we  leave  this  topic  here  for 
another:  the  so-called  Venetian  blind. 

We  have  not  as  yet  discovered  the  reason 
for  this  name.  We  find  the  blinds  in  the 
West  Indies,  some  300  years  ago — but 
Venice  doesn't  seem  to  ha\e  originated 
them.  However,  in  the  last  two  years,  the 
business  of  manufacturing  them  has  fairly 
leaped  into  prosperity.  Last  year  alone  some 
5,000,000  square  feet  of  blinds  were  used. 

Venetian  blinds  are  window  aperture 
co\'erings  which  will  admit  light  and  air  as 
you  will,  or  refuse  to  admit  them.  Briefly, 
they  are  made  of  a  series  of  wooden  slats 
with  open  spaces  between  them,  bound  to- 
gether with  cord  antl  tape  and  raised,  low- 
ered and  tilted  with  cords  provided  for  the 
purpose,  operating  on  pulleys  or  rollers. 
They  can  be  used  inside  or  outside  of  the 
window,  on  doors  and  on  porches. 

The  particular  valm-  of  the  device  is  that 
it  can  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  awning 
and  shade.  In  very  wind-blown  regions  the 
blind  is  more  practical  than  the  lovely 
awnin<r  which  we  think  makes  a  home  so 
charmin";  from  the  outside.  Under  such 
conditions  it  is  also  an  excellent  and  good 
looking  comfort.  At  its  best  it  will  outlive 
most  awnings  and  shade  cloths.  It  should 
last  forty  to  fifty  years.  Of  course,  there 
may  be  need  for  new  cords  or  new  varnish 
occasionally,  but  not  more  often  than  once 
in  three  to  five  years. 

Besides,  the  Venetian  bli;ul  permits  you 
to  do  a  bit  of  ventilating  by  tilting  the  slats 
at  the  desired  angle  and  thereby  steering  the 
air  as  it  comes  into  \()ur  room.  Thus  you 
may  have  air  without  a  draught  and  light 
as  you  will.  For  you  can  arrange  the  slats 
to  he  open  at  bottom  or  closed  at  top,  or  any 
other  way  you  care  for. 

Being  of  wood,  various  kinds  of  Vene- 
tian blinds  are  used:  white  pine,  linden, 
bass,  yellow  pine,  birch,  oak,  mahogany, 
white  wood  and  cedar.  The  best  are  usually

IT  MIGHT  be  expected  that  a  Revolu- 
tion so  sanguinary  and  awful  as  that  of 
the  rVench  in  the  18th  Century  would  not 
only  disturb  but  would  fairly  uproot  art, 
so  that  it  would  have  to  be  replanted  if  it 
were  to  flourish  at  all.  But  nothing  of  the 
sort  took  place.  There  is  scarcely  a  break  in 
the  quiet,  orderly  development  of  the 
classic  style,  which  appeared  in  the  late 
years  of  the  reign  of  Louis  XV,  and  de- 
veloped into  le  style  Louis  Sri-ze,  only  to 
run  its  course  in  the  Dirrctoire  and  Emfirf. 

Lighting  fixtures  testify  to  this  as  plainly 
as  do  other  objects  that  embellished  the 
home,  so  that  far  from  revealing  any  gap 
in  French  period  styles,  the  products  of  the 
late  18th  and  early  19th  Centuries  would 
have  been  classed  as  Louis  1 7th  had  an 
aristocrat  been  still  in  the  saddle  instead  of 
the  Little  Corporal.  But  under  a  king  there 
would  naturall}'  have  entered  into  the  work 
of  the  Court  artists,  Percier  and  Fontaine, 
a  greater  suavity  and  graciousncss,  with  less 
need  for  the  self-assertion  and  over-em- 
phasis upon  the  force  of  his  imperial  regime 
which  Napoleon  felt  necessary  to  convince 
the  masses.  All  this  appears  in  the  designs 
of  French  lighting  fixtures,  and  in  their 
character  we  may  read  much  of  the  history 
of  the  time. 

Percier  and  Fontaine  were  the  imperial 
architects,  and  to  them  we  owe  the  lighting- 
fixture  designs  wiiich  carried  out  their  in- 


terior schemes  in  strict  conformity  to  a 
coordinated  plan,  as  was  done  by  the  Adam 
Brothers  in  England.  The  term  Dirrctoire 
has  been  given  to  the  style  of  work  pro- 
duced by  Percier,  Fontaine,  and  others, 
during  the  period  when  Napoleon  was  a 
member  of  the  Directorate,  and  for  con- 
\'enience  has  been  used  to  cover  the  short 
term  of  the  Consulate  which  preceded  the 
Empire.  The  splendid  lighting  fixtures 
which  official!)'  added  to  the  pomp  and  cere- 
mony   of    Napoleon's    CoLirt    were    doubt-

less  designed  by  Percier,  as  Fontaine  con- 
fined himself  to  architecture.  In  these  de- 
signs we  detect  little  of  the  ugly  and  the 
crude,  the  over-burdening  of  ornament, 
and  that  blatant  quality  charged  against 
the  Empire  style,  as  a  whole.  This  fact  is 
largely  due  to  the  great  state  of  perfection 
achieved  by  the  metal-workers  of  the  pe- 
riod. Bronze,  cast  and  chiseled  by  the 
cisrleurs,  and  finely  gilded — dore  or  or- 
molu— was  the  lieigb.t  of  their  achieve- 
ment in  this  direction. 

In  Dircctoire  models  there  are  lovely 
classical  fixtures  that  seem  to  have  evolved 
naturally  from  Louis  Seize  types.  Flam- 
bem4Xy  —  candlesticks,  candelabres,  iip- 
fliqueSy  bras  de  liimicre  or  bras  cPappliques 
— wall  brackets,  lustres — chandeliers,  and 
laittertirs  all  are  s}mmetrical  and  graceful 
but  abandon  some  of  the  ease  and  whim  of 
the  Louis  Seize  models,  retain  the  sphinx 
and  eagle,  and  encourage  more  purity  of 
style  in  classic  reproduction.  Directoire 
construction  and  ornament  retained  a  cer- 
tain graciousness,  slender  proportions,  some 
delicacy,  but  added  a  sureness  of  outline, 
.1  clean-cut  efi^ect  whose  emphasis  in  le 
style  Empire  became  more  rigid  and  more 
conventional. 

The  famous  bronze-workers,  Gouthiere 
and  Thomire,  noted  for  their  accomplish- 
ment inider  the  old  regime,  were  logically

BY  about  1  790  America  was  fully  ready      as  the  style  of  Louis  XVI — fourteen  years      office.  He  speedily  became  the  most  famous 
for  the  new  styles  in  furniture  and  dec-      before  the  death  of  the  predecessor  of  that       architect   of   his   time,    with   an    influence 


oration.  Furniture  designed  in  the  Shearer 
and  Hepplewhite  modes  was  made  here  as 
much  as  five  years  earlier,  but  we  can  now 
see  the  full  flowering  of  the  Classic  styles. 

Our  infant  nation  ex- 
perienced the  usual  troubles 
of  childhood  and  with  diffi- 
culty found  its  own  polit- 
ical feet.  Now  it  stood 
alone,  alert  and  vigorous. 
The  Constitution  went  into 
force  in  1789.  In  the  same  ; 
year  Washington  was  in- 
augurated first  President 
and  again  as  leader  was  prov-  . 
ing  himself  both  strong  and 
wise. The  battle  for  Democ- 
racy was  already  on,  but 
society  and  politics  re- 
mained essentially  aristo- 
cratic. Financially  we  were 
fast  recovering  from  the 
exhaustion  of  war;  again 
there  was  money  to  spend 
and  a  desire  for  the  ameni- 
ties and  luxuries  of  life. 

In  the  new  furniture, 
elaboration  was  superseded 
by  quiet  elegance,  the  curve 
by  the  straight  line.  Chip- 
pendale's influence  had 
paled  under  the  classic  on- 
slauglit,  he  himself  had 
died  during  the  Revolution 
(1779)  a^nd,  though  his 
son  carried  on  the  business 
for  a  time,  one  of  the  most 
brilliant  firms  known  to 
the  history  of  furniture- 
making  finally  went  out 
of  existence  in  the  bank- 
ruptcy court  in   1805. 

We  may  very  briefly  see 
how  the  new  styles  came 
into  being.  The  discovery 
of  the  buried  Roman  cities 
of  Herculaneum  and  Pom- 
peii early  in  the  century  had 
caused  a  permanent  sensa- 
tion all  through  Europe, 
resulting  in  the  rebirth  of 
the  Classic  influence  in 
furniture.  In  architecture 
it  had  never  died  out  but 
now  took  a  new  direction. 
By  1760  we  already  find 
in   France   what  we   know

so   great   that   these   years  are   often,   and 

justly,  termed  the  Adam  Period. 

^'et  no  Adam  furniture  was  made  here. 

It  was  through  Shearer,  Hepplewhite,  and 
Sheraton  that  American 
furniture  became  classic. 
The  reason  is  obvious.  All 
three  men  issued  books,  and 
Shearer's  designs  were  in- 
cluded in  still  another 
volume,  but  the  "Works  of 
Robert  and  James  Adam" 
illustrated  their  architec- 
tiu'e  ami  contained  no  de- 
signs of  what  we  term 
"household  furniture".  His 
own  pieces  were  mostly 
elaborate  and  for  palatial 
establishments.  Even  had 
our  craftsmen  had  access 
to  them,  they  would  not 
have  been  apt  to  adopt  fur- 
niture of  this  class. 

Shearer  was  an  excellent 
designer  but  his  reputation 
has  been  smothered  by  those 
of  his  more  eminent  com- 
peers. 

We  do  not  know  when 
George  Hepplewhite  en- 
tered business.  He  died  in 
1786  and  the  establishment 
was  carried  on  by  his 
widow  Alice  under  the 
firm  name  of  A.  Hepple- 
white &  Co.  "The  Cabinet 
Maker's  and  Upholsterer's 
Guide"  was  published  under 
those  auspices  in  1  789.  The 
plates  are  dated  as  being 
published  in  1787,  but 
whether  this  publication 
was  general  or  merely 
formal  I  have  no  means  of 
knowing.  The  preface  to 
that  volume  claims  that  its 
designs  follow  "the  latest 
or  most  prevailing  fashion 
only"  and  we  do  not  know 
how  closely  the  furniture 
previously  made  by  this 
firm  conformed  to  the  de- 
signs shown  in  the  book. 
Communication  with  En- 
gland was  entirely  cut  off 
during  the  Revolution  and

ARCHITECTS  and  those  who  are  planning  to  build  country  houses  here  are' 
^  turning  more  and  more  to  the  French  countryside   for  their  inspiration. 
From  Brittany  to  Pro\ence,  hidden  away  on  well-kept  or  neglected  farms,  are 
to  be  found  rare  gems  of  natiye  architecture  that,  with  but  few  changes,  can 
readily  be  transplanted  to  many  American  suburbs  and  country  districts. 

Whereas  the  English  cottage  and  manor  house  and  the  smaller  Italian  and 
Spanish  villas  have  long  since  been  exploited  for  our  designs,  the  French  farm- 
houses and  manor  houses  in  their  various  aspects  offer  a  refreshing  style  whose 
qualities  are  well  worth  our  appreciation. 

It  has  dignity.  It  has  eminently  livable  aspects.  It  can  afford  inspiration  for 
both  small  house  and  large.  It  can  be  executed  in  many  kinds  of  material — 
wood,  stone,  stucco  and  brick.  And  it  has  a  picturesque  air  that  does  not  fade 
when  carried  to  the  new  environment  of  America.  Perhaps  the  first  and  most 
striking  of  the  details  is  the  roof — noble  and  expansive.  Then  the  orderly  ar- 
rangement of  the  windows  and  doors  and  the  details  of  their  shutters.  Then  the 
texture  of  the  stone  walls,  laid  on  irregularly.  Finally  (for  one  could  set  down 
a  large  catalog  of  fascinating  details)  these  French  farmhouses  call  for  orderly 
little  gardens  set  about  them — prim,  formal,  dignified  and  enclosed  little  pat- 
terns that  come  as  a  relief  to  the  naturalistic  and  informal  landscaping  of  which 
we  have  had  so  much  in  America  of  late. 
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H7//7/'  /lalf -limbered  avails  are  to  most  people  asso- 
ciated ivit/i  English  architecture,  it  is  a  fact  that  in 
France  are  numbers  of  houses  of  half-timber  and 
plaster  construction.  Timbers  on  this  house  were  once 
stained  black  and  notxi  have  r^eathered  to  a  nxarm 
gray  tone.  The  roof  is  of  greenish  slate 


French  architecture  lends  itself  ivell  to  the  design 
of  large  residences.  While  the  typical  French  house 
is  essentially  dignified  and  formal,  yet  it  has  none  of 
the  stiffness  vjhich  a  formal  house  so  often  betrays. 
Built  early  in  the  Uth  Century,  the  house  beloiv  has 
red  brick  walls  and  an  orange  roof

COLLECTING        SWEET         FRAGRANCES 

Perfumes  Have  Always  Charmed  and  Intrigued 
Those  Who  Seek  The  Old  and  Curious 

GARDNER  TEALL 


IN  all   the   phnrmncnpcia  of  wizardry   I 
doubt  if  any  charm  in  power  is  greater 
than  sweet  fragrancy  to  stir  the  mind. 

This  must  always  have  been  so.  The  fra- 
grance of  flowers,  the  perfume  of  meadow, 
field  and  forest,  balsamy  incense,  the  odor 
of  sweet  spices — all  these  must  always  have 
conjured  up  within  the  mind  some  atavistic 
reflection.  "And  because  the  breath  of 
flowers",  says  Francis  Bacon  in  his  essay 
Of  Gardens^  "is  far  sweeter  in  the  air, 
where  it  comes  and  goes,  like  the  warbling 
of  music,  than  in  the  hand,  therefore, 
nothing  is  more  fit  for  that  delight  than  to 
know  what  be  the 
flowers  and  plants 
that  do  best  perfume 
the  air." 

But  long  before 
Elizabethan  times, 
the  virtues  of  sweet 
fragrancy  were  rec- 
ognized, and  indoors 
as  well  as  out  delight 
was  sought  in  them. 
Perhaps  one  of  the 
earliest  uses  of  ar- 
tificial perfumes,  (if, 
indeed,  it  was  not  that 
which  first  brought 
about  thought  of 
their  compounding), 
was  the  counteracting 
by  their  means,  the 
somewhat       nauseous

odors  of  burning  sacrificial  offerings.  Cer- 
tainly the  ancient  priesthood  of  nearly  all 
religions  were  skillful  in  making  incense, 
and  this  perfume  came  naturally  into 
ritual.  Affain,  it  was  believed  that  incense 
had  medicinal  value,  was  more  or  less  of  a 
sure  disinfectant,  and  so  its  use  in  the 
crowded,  ill-ventilated,  unsanitary  churches 
of  centuries  ago  would  have  persisted  in  all 
probability. 

Ancient  writings  contain  frequent  allu- 
sions  to   perfumes   of  all   sorts.   Sophocles 
said     "Thebes     reeks    with     incense."     In 
Horace,  Epistles,  we   read   "   .   .    .    .    (my 
writings)      shall      be 
consigned  to  that  part 
of    the    town    where 
they  sell  incense,  and 
scents,     and     pepper, 
and        whatever        is 
wrapi^cd  up  in  worth- 
less paper." 

Someone  has  said 
(I  do  not  know 
who)  that  the  Lotus 
has  its  roots  in  the 
mud  of  the  Nile  and

France  of  the  ISth  Cen- 
tury ivas  the  source  of  the 
delightful  porcelain  per- 
fume burner  shown  at 
the  left.

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throne  of  God.  When 
Howard  Carter  brought 
forth  from  the  Tomb  of 
Tut-ankh-amen  five  beau- 
tiful  vases  of  alabaster 
which  had  contained 
sweet,  scented  oils  for  the 
daily  anointing  of  the 
king,  those  to  whom  he 
showed  them  are  said  to 
ha\e  detected  a  fragrance 
left  by  the  contents  after 
all  these  thirty-three  hun- 
dred years. 

The  Romans  also 
placed  perfume  in  tombs. 
PI  in)'  writes  of  fashions 
in  perfumes  among  the 
hrnu  moyide  of  Ins  day, 
and  Seutonius  tells  us  tliat 
in  the  dining  hall  of 
Nero's  Golden  Palace 
was  placed  a  mechanism 
of  ivory  and  sihx-r  for 
spraying  the  Emperor  and 
Ins  guests  with  perfumed 
waters  as  they  reclined 
feasting.  At  tiie  funeral 
of  the  Empress  Poppaea 
more  incense,  it  was  said, 
was  consumeti  than  Ara- 
bia could  get  together  in 
ten  }ears  time. 

Mohammed  held  forth 
a  goodly  store  of  perfume 
to  believers  as  one  of  the 
rewards  they  would  re- 
ceive in  Paradise,  and  to 
Avicenna,      an      Araliian

physician  who  flourished 
in  the  1 0th  Century  we 
owe  the  invention  of  Rose- 
water.  This  the  Crusaders 
brought  into  Europe  for 
use  at  the  tables  of  the 
nobility,  whose  guests 
laved  their  hands  in  the 
new  luxury.  Matilda, 
Queen  of  Henry  I.  of 
England  had  sent  her 
from  France  a  wonder- 
fully-wrought peacock  of 
silver,  intended  as  a  re- 
ceptacle for  Rosewater. 
This  reminds  one  of  an 
earlier  use  of  scented 
waters:  A  Chinese  scholar 
and  poet,  Liu  Tsung- 
yilan,  who  lived  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  8th  Cen- 
tury and  in  the  first  quar- 
ter of  the  9th,  said  that 
he  never  ventured  to  open 
the  books  of  the  celebrated 
poet,  Han  Yii,  without 
first  washing  his  hands  in 
scented  water. 

Royalty  has  always 
sought  the  charm  of  sweet 
scents:  Clovis,  the  first 
Christian  King  of  France, 
was  baptized  amid  clouds 
of  incense;  Athelstan, 
grandson  of  Alfred  the 
Great,  the  first  king  to 
unite  England,  received 
as  a  precious  gift  from  the

SHOPS       FOR       TOWN       BETTERMENT 

A  Vast  Improvement  Can  Be  Made  In  The  Shop 
Fronts  of  an  Average  American  Town 


AN  attractive  shop  front  is  proof  of  the 
L  taste  and  enterprise  of  the  proprietor 
within,  and  a  street-full  of  attractive  shop 
fronts  is  a  sign  of  the  taste  and  prosperity 
of  the  community  in  which  it  is  found. 

Within  the  last  ten  years  it  has  become 
increasingly  apparent  tliat  Fifth  Avenue 
and  Main  Street  are  budding  and  blossom- 
ing. Even  the  terrible  effects  that  have  been 
achieved  at  times  are  very 
often  obviously  less  a  move  in 
tlie  old  and  opposite  direction 
than  the  result  of  over-zealous 
attempts  at  beauty  and  pic- 
turesqueness.  The  latter  qual- 
ity is  a  dangerous  one  witli 
which  to  play  and  is  respon- 
sible for  most  of  the  failures, 
giving  as  it  does,  to  a  facade 
actually  composed  of  steel, 
stone  and  brick,  a  feeling  of 
stage  scenery  and  fapier 
mache.  Turrets,  false  gables, 
silly  "antique"  stuccoing, 
"quaintness"  are  all  right  as 
tricks  in  the  movies,  but  for  a 
purpose  in  whiclian  impression 
of  soundness  is  desirable,  it  is 
better  to  design  facades  which 
look  as  though  they  could, 
without  warping  or  shrinking, 
resist  a  stiff  breeze  or  a  sharp 
summer  shower. 

At  the  top  of  the  page  is 
shown  the  contrast  between 
the  haphazard  block  of  the 
speculative  builder  and  a  fa- 
cade of  shop  fronts  in  which 
not    only     the     amenities    of

architecture  have  been  preserved  but  in 
which  some  respect  has  been  paid  to  the 
taste  and  intelligence  of  the  occupants,  the 
patrons  and  the  passers-by.  The  slight  dif- 
ference in  original  cost  between  the  two 
would  soon  vanish  in  the  difference  be- 
tween the  two  up-keeps.  It  would  also 
vanish  in  the  difference  between  the  two 
revenues.  As  a  matter  of   fact,  it  would 


vanish  in  the  town's  self-respect  as  created 
by  the  difference  between  a  feeling  of 
shame  on  the  one  hand  and  one  of  pride  on 
the  other.  Almost  unconsciously  to  offer 
excuses  for  the  higher  cost  of  the  better 
design,  even  on  such  reasonable  grounds  as 
these,  is  an  indication  of  the  attitude  of 
many  builders  towards  buildings.  For  there 
is  a  certain  type  of  builder  whose  utter 
lack  of  feeling  for  architec- 
ture, and  whose  desire  to 
achieve  what  he  considers  the 
greatest  effect  with  the  small- 
est expenditure,  makes  him  a 
menace  to  the  commimity. 
And  as  the  nature  of  business 
buildings  and  shop  fronts  is 
in  a  way  semi-public,  the  com- 
munity should  discover  some 
means  of  persuading  him  to 
build  better  and  with  more 
regard  for  beauty. 

Part  of  the  charm  of  Paris 
streets  is  due,  no  doLiht,  to  the 
shop  fronts,  some  of  which 
are  gems  of  architecture.  The 
one  illustrated  on  the  opposite 
page  may  be  seen  at  the  Met- 
ropolitan Museum,  w^here  it  is 
set  up  just  as  it  stood  in 
the  French  capital.  It  is  full 
of  suggestions  for  shop  fronts 
here  which  do  not  require  an 
expanse  of  plate  glass  for  win- 
dow displays.  It  would  be  ideal 
for  a  small  restaurant  or  a 
book  store.

COLLECTING  SWEET   FRAGRANCES

King  of  Frame  such  pcTfimu's  as  liad 
never  before  been  known  in  Britain; 
Charlemagne  had  the  hangings  of  his 
palace  walls  perfumed;  the  first  alco- 
holic perfumes  were  called  "Hungary 
Water"  in  compliment  to  the  Queen 
who  interested  herself  in  their  dis- 
tillation. Elizabeth  of  Hungary  is 
said  to  have  had  the  secret  from  a 
pious  and  perfume-loving  hermit  in 
the  year  1370.  The  English  Queen, 
Elizabeth,  imported  scented  gloves 
from  Italy,  and  wore  them  when  she 
sat  to  a  painter  for  her  portrait. 
This  fashion  of  perfumed  gloves  was 
still  popular  in  Moliere's  day,  as  we 
may  gather  from  the  perfume  refer- 
ences in  the  scene  between  Mascarelle, 
Madelon  and  Cathos  in  Les  Precieuses 
Ridicules.  Queen  Elizabeth  also  took 
pleasure  in  pomanders,  those  per- 
forated hard-perfume  receptacles, 
shaped  like  an  apple.  These  hard-per- 
fumes were  made  of  different  aroma- 
tic ingredients  incorporated  with  some 
clayey  substance  and  worked  into 
form  with  a  mixture  of  scented 
water.  Their  fragrance  was  believed 
to  ward  off  contagion.  An  old  receipt 
written  in  the  17th  Century  gives  the 
following  directions  for  making  a 
pomander:  "Take  a  quarter  of  an 
ounce  of  Civitt,  a  quarter  and  a  half- 


inces  of  Ben-ji

(piarter  of  an  ounce  of  Ambergreese, 
not  half  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  ye 
Spiritt  of  Roses,  7  ounces  of  Ben-

rose  water  and  with  it  make  up  youi 
Pomander,  with  beads  as  big  as  nut- 
megs and  color  y'"  with  Lamb  black 
(lamp  black)  ;  when  you  make  y"^ 
up  wash  your  hands  with  oyle  of  Jas- 
min to  smooth  y'",  then  make  y° 
have  a  gloss,  this  quantity  will  make 
seven  Braceletes." 

Even  today  the  English  court  is  saici 
to  possess  a  perfume  formula  known 
only  to  the  Court  Perfumer  and  somet 
members  of  the  Royal  Family.  It  isl 
the  formula  of  a  perfume  used  foij 
spraying  the  Palace  apartments. 

But  all  persons  are  not  attracteii 
by  perfumes,  at  least  by  the  same  per- 
fumes. A  story  was  once  related  by 
Dr.  Thomas  Capellini  of  a  lady  whc 
could  not  tolerate  the  perfume  of 
Roses.  She  never  went  near  them  anc 
never  permitted  them  to  be  brought 
to  her.  One  day,  when  visiting  s 
friend,  and  passing  into  a  room,  she 
fainted  at  the  sight  of  a  Rose  which 
was  there  in  a  vase  upon  a  table.  A3 
the  Rose  was  of  the  artificial  va-;

an  intcrcstinn-  subject  for  speculation. 

Leopold  Auer,  in  My  Long  Life  in 
Music  tells  the  following  interesting 
incident  of  the  premiere  in  Hanover 
of  Gounod's  Faust:  ...  I  cannot  for- 
bear mentioning  a  surprise  the  man- 
ager introduced  into  the  third  act, 
in  Marguerite's  garden  scene.  The 
moment  the  curtain  rose  on  this  scene, 
the  agreeable  fragrance  of  flowers 
was  wafted  from  the  stage,  and  filled 
the  entire  house.  The  effect  of  this 
faint  breeze  of  fragrance  was  mag- 
ical. .  .  .  This  scene  assured  the  suc- 
cess of  the  work.  I  have  often  won- 
dered why  so  natural  and  charming 
an  effect  has  not  been  employed  in 
other  similar  scenes:  in  the  balcony 
scene  of  Romeo  et  Jtdiette,  which 
takes  place  in  the  garden  of  the 
Capulets,  for  instance,  or  in  the  sec- 
ond act  of  Parsifal,  where  the 
Flower-Maidens  dance  in  Klingsor's 
enchanted  gardens." 

In  Afoot  in  England,  W.  H.  Hud- 
son writes:  "We  are  all  pretty  familiar 
from  experience  with  the  limitations 
of  the  sense  of  smell  and  the  fact 
that  agreeable  odors  please  us  only 
fitfully;  the  sensation  comes  as  a 
pleasing  shock,  a  surprise,  and  is 
quickly  gone.  If  we  attempt  to  keep 
it  for  some  time  by  deliberately  smell- 
ing a  fragrant  flower  or  any  perfume, 
we  begin  to  have  a  sense  of  failure  as 
if  we  had  exhausted  the  sense,  keen  as 
it  was  a  moment  ago.  There  must  be 
an  interval  of  rest  for  the  nerve  be- 
fore the  sensation  can  be  renewed  in 
its  first  freshness." 

The  Japanese  have  developed  an 
acute  sense  for  detecting  perfumes  and 
also  in  naming  their  flower-proto- 
types, as  displayed  in  their  Kiki-ko, 
or  "Incense-sniffing"  ceremony,  one 
which  they  have  practiced  since  the 
year  1500,  and  which  Basil  Hall 
Chamberlain  describes  as  follows: 
"The  host  produces,  from  among  a 
score  of  different  kinds  of  incense, 
five  kinds,  to  each  of  which  he  affixes 
at  pleasure   a  new  name  founded  on 


some  literary  allusion,  and  c-ich  nam 
receives  a  number.  The  various  I'ind 
are  then  burnt  in  irregular  order 
sometimes  in  combinations  of  two  o 
three  kinds,  and  the  guests  have  tc! 
write  down  the  corresponding  num 
hers  on  slips  of  paper  by  means  of  ceri 
tain  signs  symbolical  of  the  chapten' 
in  a  celebrated  classical  romancij; 
called  Genji  Monoga/ari.  He  whc 
guesses  best  wins  a  prize.  When  the 
nose  gets  jaded  by  much  smelling,  i 
is  restored  to  normal  discriininatior 
by  means  of  vinegar."  And  furthe 
on,  "The  art,  the  science,  the  myster\ 
of  iricense-sniffing  was  practised  b) 
priests,  Daimyos,  and  other  reverent 
seigniors.  The  incense-burners  anc 
other  utensils  employed  were  ran 
works  of  art,  the  meetings  were 
conducted  with  grave  etiquette,  seriou: 
treatises  have  been  written  on  thi 
subject, — in  a  word,  incense-sniffing 
coming  next  to  the  tea  ceremonies  ir. 
the  estimation  of  men  of  taste,  was  : 
pastime  at  once  erudite  and  aristO' 
cratic,  and  one  which  no  Japanese 
would  ever  have  thought  of  joking 
about."  , 

Man's  interest  in  sweet  fragrancyj 
his  cultivation  of  it,  his  use  of  it,  hi; 
adapting  it  to  his  prayer,  pleasure  oi. 
pastime,  as  it  may  happen  to  be,  ha; 
been  accompanied  by  the  need  of 
various  objects  such  as  incense-burn- 
ers, incense  boxes,  perfume  containers.

But  he  has 
wished  to  go  further  than  mere  utility 
in  the  matter  and  has  invested  and 
continues  to  invest  such  objects  with 
the  most  exquisite  skill  which  his  art 
is  capable  of  applying.  The  centuries 
have  bequeathed  to  us  many  of  these 
beautiful  things,  things  well  worth 
seeking  as  objects  of  adornment  in 
the  home.  Both  private  and  public 
collections  are  rich  in  bits  of  such 
ancientry,  and  their  study  brings  to! 
us  much  in  history  that  gives  them 
particular  interest  as  mementos  of  aii 
and  life  in  other  days.

of  cedar  or  linden,  for  these  woods 
are  light,  inexpensive,  strong  and  show 
little  g-rain.  The  slats  are  usually  2" 
or  2^"  wide.  They  should  be  kiln 
dried.  The  best  are  96%  kiln  dried 
and  will  last  for  years.  The  best 
grades  are  lacquered  (sprayed). 

In  each  blind  there  are  ladder  tapes 
which  keep  the  slats  working  together. 
These  are  placed  over  a  cord  threaded 
through  each  slat  which  keeps  them 
together  and  is  part  of  the  mechanism 
of  raising  and  lowering  the  blinds  and 
tilting  the  slats.  The  best  tape  is  made 
of  imported  linen.  Although  some 
makers  say  the  domestic  tape  deterio- 
rates less  rapidly  than  the  imported, 
vet  we  know  of  experiments  having 
been  made  which  seem  to  prove  that 
the  linen  or  imported  brand  is  best. 
You  can  have  buff  tapes,  white  or 
cinnamon,  or  stripes  of  buff  and  white 
or  drab  and  white,  and  so  forth,  (!•'- 
pendent  on  the  scheme  of  your  room. 

THE     DIFFERENT     STYLES 

There  are  three  distinct  types  of 
blinds:  (j)  Those  that  work  by  two 
pulleys  and  are  free  hanging.  (2) 
Those  that  work  by  the  traverse  roller 
and  are  guided  by  a  device  to  fit  close 
to  the  window.  This  roller  travels, 
gathering  up  or  relinquishing  the  cord 
in  one  layer  as  you  pull  the  blind  up 
or  down,  so  that  the  cord  doesn't 
bulge  and  thwart  blind  actions.  (3) 
Those  that  are  combinations — such  as 
a  pulley  type  that  is  not  free  hanging 
but  is  guided  on  the  side  to  keep  it 
tight  fitting  and  straight. 

The  ordinary  blinds  can  be  used 
outside  or  inside  the  window,  if  abso- 
lutely rust-proof  hardware  (such  as 
pulleys,  rollers,  tilting  cord  and  puller 
cord  holders)  and  a  center  cord  may  be 
used.  And  here  it  might  be  well  to  say 
that  the  best  grades  use  bronze  hard- 
ware, even  though  some  quite  good  types 
employ    galvanized     iron,    enameled. 

There  is  a  blind  for  outside  use 
which  is  like  an  awning  in  effect.  It  is 
attached  to  a  sliding  rod.  By  pulling 
the  cord  you  may  lower  this  rod,  which 
projects  2'  and  at  a  right  angle  from 
the  window  sill,  causing  the  blind  to 
follow  in  a  beautiful  curve  from  the 
top  of  the  window.  This  type  can  be 
operated  from  a  cord  either  inside  or 
outside  the  window. 

Every  maker,  of  course,  has  various 
little  devices  all  his  own.  One  has  with 
the  traverse  roller  a  grooved  metal 
piece  to  hold  the  blind  flat  against  the 
roller,  which  obviates  a  blind  going 
crooked.  Most  of  the  past  dissatisfac- 
tion with  the  Venetian  blinds  is  that 
they  didn't  go  up  evenly  or  down 
evenly  and  that  the  cord  became 
twisted.  With  the  traverse  roller — 
costing  a  little  more — and  with  the 
device  to  hold  it  tight,  this  can  never 
possibly  happen. 

Some  makers  only  make  the  traverse 
roller  type  for  windows  over  5'  wide, 
but  we  advise  the  extra  expenditure 
for  the  ordinary  window. 

The  device  to  hold  blinds  flat  and 
also  prevent  them  from  blowing  is 
not  quite  as  satisfactory  in  the  pulley 


type,  for  the  reason  that  there  is  often 
an  uneven  raising  and  lowering  of  th 
screen  and  a  catching  from  side  tc 
side  which  is  not  enviable.  Yet  som 
makers  are  very  fond  of  it,  as  well 
as  some  consumers  who  are  careful 
in  operating  their  blinds. 

Another  useful  part  of  the  Venetian 
blind  is  the  tilting  cord.  This  is  t.h 
cord  on  the  left  of  the  blind  whid 
enables  you  to  tilt  the  slats  at  anj 
angle,  keeping  out  the  light  and  aii 
or  inviting  either  or  both.  .Another  de. 
vice  (in  the  free  hanging  type)  hold 
the  slats  at  any  angle  firmlv — and  it 
this  case  there  need  be  no  holder  fo: 
the  tilting  cord. 

The  center  cord  which  goes  througl 
each  slat  is  made  of  various  materia, 
— just  plain  hollow  cord,  galvanizei 
wire  (20  strands  or  so)  covered  witl 
cloth  and  bronze.  But  the  choices  an 
galvanized  wire  and  hollow  cord. 

In  all  this  long  story,  the  thing] 
to  remember  are: 

That  all  hardware  must  be  absoi 
lutely  non-rusting  and  proof  againi 
( hipping. 

That  blinds  are  valuable  in  al! 
kinds  of  rooms,  porches,  and  for  wini 
dows  or  doorways.  When  there  is 
fail  aperture  abo\e  a  window  or  doo 
the  blind  is  fitted  as  a  fan  but  doi 
not  permit  of  adjustment. 

That  they  may  be  used  instead  of  a) 
awning  and  a  shade,  but  they  do  ni 
actually  take  their  particular  funi 
tions  away  from  either  of  these  value 
accessories. 

That  they  must  be  made  of  the  bes 
material  and  installed  by  someoni 
who    thoroughly   knows   his   businei 

That  you  can  have  your  coli 
scheme  matched  in  the  blinds  if  yi 
send  the  maker  a  sample  of  the  col<wl 
on  wood,  for  a  color  turns  out  on 
wood  quite  differently  from  the  way, 
it  does  on  another  material. 

That  the  blind  is  charged  per  squ; 
foot  of  window  space,  plus  instal 
tion  charge,   plus   freight,   plus  fi 
charge    for    matching    ($2.50). 
best   type  of   blind   comes   to   aro 
$  1 5,    while   second   best   are    betW' 
$10  and  $12.  Of  course  these  figui 
are  subject   to   change   and   modifii 
tion.  We  state  them  only  to  give 
an  idea  of  the  blinds'  cost. 

There  are  other  sorts  of  blinds,  U. 
the  accordian  pleated  shades  of  fabri 
rattan  shades  for  porches  and  thi 
relatives.  All,  in  their  own  ways, 
of  more  or  less  advantage  for  co: 
fort  and  the  solution  of  certaii 
structural   problems. 

THE    NEWEST    THING 

So  that  is  the  outline  history  of: 
blinds  and  shades  and  the  materii 
that  enter  into  them.  To  complete  i1 
and  bring  the  story  down  to  the  mo- 
ment, it  should  be  said  that  there  h 
now  on  the  market  an  enduring  shade 
cloth  that  can  be  washed  with  soaf 
and  water  and  a  brush  without  in- 
jury to  the  fabric,  due  to  its  finish  anc 
special  manufacture.  This,  added  tc 
the  other  materials,  makes  shade  clothi

the  earliest  date  that  we  know  of  any 
Hepplewhite  furniture  being  made  here 
is  1785.  The  new  mode  seems  to  have 
soon  become  popular.  Probably  most 
of  this  furniture,  especially  the  finer 
and  more  important  pieces,  was  likely 
made  after  the  publication  of  the 
"Guide",  that  is  to  say,  from  about 
1790  onward,  when  our  craftsmen 
had  probably  obtained  this  volume  for 
reference  purposes. 

There  is  no  evidence  or  likelihood 
that  Thomas  Sheraton  ever  made  fur- 
niture either  in  his  native  town  Stock- 
ton-on-Tees or  after  he  came  to 
London  as  a  journeyman  cabinet- 
maker in  1790.  He  died  in  destitution 
in  1  806,  yet  he  was  one  of  the  greatest 
designers  of  furniture  that  England  has 
e\er  produced. 

His  "Drawing-Book"  was  published 
in  1791.  It  is  not  probable  that  every 
design  in  that  book  was  original,  and 
it  is  plain  that  he  was  very  free  in 
helping  himself  to  the  ideas  of  Adam, 
Hepplewhite,  and  the  French  design- 
ers. But  he  gave  to  his  borrowings  the 
mark  of  his  own  individuality.  It  is 
quite  possible  that  some  pieces  in 
what  we  know  as  the  "Sheraton  style" 
appeared  here  before  his  advent  in  the 


furniture  world;  but  he  was  an  un- 
known man  wlien  he  published  his 
book  in  1791.  The  designs  shown 
therein  had  to  win  recognition  and 
adoption  by  cabinet-makers  in  En- 
gland and  become  known  in  America. 
While  we  must  be  very  hesitant  in 
dealing  with  such  doubtful  matters, 
I  cannot  help  but  feel  that  strictly 
Sheraton  American  furniture,  and 
especially  that  evidently  based  upon 
his  book,  should  not  be  dated  before 
1793  to  1795.  I  am  somewhat  con- 
firmed in  this  opinion  by  the  recent 
remark  of  one  of  the  most  experienced 
metropolitan  dealers  that  he  "thought) 
almost  all  American  furniture  was 
usually  dated  rather  too  early." 

When  the  last  article  was  written 
(see  May  issue)  I  had  not  yet  seen 
in  Mr.  Reifsnyder's  fine  collection  in' 
Philadelphia  a  Chippendale  high- 
chest-of-drawers  with  date  1793  in 
contemporary  inlay.  This  piece  is 
proof  positive  that  Chippendale  furni- 
ture was  still  made  as  late  as  this  inf 
the  neighborhood  of  Philadelphia, 
whence  it  originated. 

It  may  be  a  relief  to  the  reader  if 
he  is  assured  that  he  need  feel  undei

no  obligation  of  being  able  definitely 
to  term  every  piece  of  the  Americ.in 
furniture  of  this  period  either  Hepple- 
white  or  Sheraton;  in  England  the 
styles  overlapped  quite  sufficiently,  for 
these  men  and  others  were  all  working 
in  the  Neo-classic  manner,  while  our 
American  craftsman  added  his  own 
indi\iduality,  made  choice  of  hi.3  own 
ingredients,  and  often  used  them  as 
he  pleased. 

In  illustrating  this  charming  furni- 
ture it  will  be  well  to  begin  with 
chairs,  for  in  these  there  is  little  coni- 
plication  to  disturb  the  student. 


The  well-known  shield-backs  are, 
of  course,  Hepplewhite.  Among  the 
illustrations  on  page  89  is  seen  a 
transition  chair  retaining  the  Chippen- 
dale back-uprights  but  with  a  back 
composed  of  beautiful  Hepplewhite 
details.

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the  leaders  under  the  Directorate  and 
the  Empire.  Gouthiere  was  what  the 
French  call  a  "ciseleur  delicieux,  spi- 
rituel  et  tendre"  ever  working  with 
the  forms  of  women  and  cupids. 
Thomire  abandoned  such  sweetness  as 
clung  to  the  work  of  Gouthiere  even 
under  the  Empire,  for  the  sharper 
definition  of  classic  Roman  work. 

In  the  cult  of  the  classic,  prevailing 
at  this  period,  we  may  expect  to  find 
a  revival  of  the  Roman  lamp  form 
which  reappears  in  the  metal  chande- 
lier. Napoleon's  Egyptian  campaigns 
lent  an  excuse  for  a  freer  use  of  the 
sphinx,  the  lotus,  and  the  palm.  The 
emphasis  of  his  imperial  power  in- 
clined designers  to  choose  warlike  dec- 
orative motifs — the  Phrygian  helmet, 
saber,  thunderbolt,  shield,  laurel,  bay, 
wreath,  torch,  cornucopia,  wings, 
serpents,  lions'  and  bears'  claws;  to 
these  were  added  the  Greek  fret,  an- 
them ion — the  honey- 
suckle, acanthus,  and 
pineapple;  with  wi- 
verns  and  other  chi- 
merical beasts. 

Flambeaux  were  of 
five  types  —  column 
or  baluster,  classic  or 
Egyptian;  tripod  ; 
f  i  g  u  r  e  —  woman, 
cupid,  satyr,  etc., 
supporting  a  candle 
socket;  classic  ovoid 
vase ;  or  carquois — 
quiver-shaped,  the 
shaft  expanding  to  a 
broader  lip  like  a 
modern  flower  vase. 
Bases  were  molded  in 
\arious  forms,  usu- 
ally round.  Sockets 
were  concealed  in 
shafts  or  vases,  or 
were  individual  clas- 
sic urns  set  on  the 
stems  or  borne  on  the 
heads  of  figures.  A 
baluster  stem  with 
three  or  four  human 
heads  below  a  classic 
urn  and  as  many  pairs 
of  feet  set  on  the 
large  molded  base 
below,  suggesting 
that  the  figures  were 
bound  within  the 
shaft,  was  not  an  un- 
common motif. 


One  of  the  most  significant  ele 
ments  in  Empire  jiambeaux  and  can 
delabres  was  the  use  of  human  figures 
in  the  role  of  servants  or  slaves  hold- 
ing the  lights.  The  candelabre  was 
either  balanced  on  the  head  of  a  hu- 
man figure,  a  satyr,  griffon,  or  other 
chimerical  animal,  or  a  human  figure 
held  a  crown  or  circlet  supporting  the 
lights,  held  a  staff,  a  cornucopia,  or 
the  scrolled  branches  themselves  in 
one  or  both  hands.  In  the  grand  salon 
at  Malmaison  is  a  pair  of  cande- 
labres  each  of  which  has  the  winged 
figure  of  a  woman  poised  on  a  sphere 
upholding  with  both  hands  a  laurel 
wreath  from  which  spring  seven  can- 
dle branches  forming  a  coronet.  These 
candelabres  stand  on  the  mantelpiece,  - 
as  part  of  a  garniture  with  a  pair  of 
porcelain  vases  of  Etruscan  form 
made  at  Sevres  in  1806.  A  pair  of 
figures,  that  of  a  man  and  a  woman, 
might  be  used  for  a  . 
pair  of  candelabres. 
Large  classic  urns 
were  borne  on  the 
heads  of  draped  fig- 
ures. Some  cande- 
labre  shafts  were  of 
reeded  columns  or  the 
Roman  fasces,  em- 
blem of  the  lictors' 
authority.  A  cande- 
labrea.1  Fontainebleau 
has  the  shaft  topped 
by  a  plumed  helmet, 
with  flags  stacked 
below,  two  tiers  of 
candle  branches,  the 
whole  set  on  a  tall 
plinth  with  broader 
base  supported  by 
tortoises  —  truly  a 
worthy  foundation  of 
ancient   days. 

The  bobeclion  — 
candle  socket,  was 
greatly  varied.  Can- 
dlesticks either  con- 
cealed the  socket  or

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emphasized  it  in  tlie  form  of  a  beau- 
tiful rounded  classic  urn,  occasionallv 
polygonal  like  some  examples  at  Fon- 
tainebleau.  In  these  the  bobeche — 
grease  pan — was  seldom  accentuated, 
it  usually  being  the  base  of  the  urn 
itself.  Candelabra  and  chandeliers 
made  even  greater  use  of  the  cornu- 
copia or  trumpet  form  with  or  with- 
out an  extra  socket.  It  often  suggests 
the  lotus  capital  of  Egyptian  columns. 
Occasionally  we  find  one  bent  in  an 
S  or  reversed  curve,  as  in  the  pre- 
ceding periods,  or  springing  abruptly 
outward  and  upward  from  the  shaft 
of  a  candelabrum  or  chandelier.  The 
floral  bobechon  was  also  taken  from 
the  preceding  period.  Bases  varied 
greatly — cut  columns  supported  hu- 
man or  animal  figures  or  were  topped 
by  spheres  or  half  spheres  on  which 
the  figures  were  poised.  The  tri- 
angular classic  plinth  having  cut  cor- 
ners either  with  or  without  feet  was 
popular.  Rectangular  tapering  bases 
were  common.  White  and  dark  mar- 
ble, especially  dark  veined  marble, 
was  favored.  The  marble  bases  were 
often  finely  decorated  with  applied 
metal  ornament— -draped  figures,  fes- 
toons,  wreaths,   etc. 

THE    FRENCH    CANDELABRUM 

As  the  monumental  candelabrum 
was  the  piece  of  greatest  importance 
at  the  time  of  the  Roman  Empire 
and  the  Italian  Renaissance,  so  the 
French  Empire  saw  the  apotheosis  of 
the  candelabrum  in  France.  It  took 
on  majestic  heights  and  became  an 
important  factor  in  decoration, 
whether  standing  on  floor,  table,  man- 
telpiece or  pedestal.  Artists  expended 
as  great  care  in  candelabrum  design- 
ing as  upon  important  sculpture;  and 
the  ciseleurs  were  no  whit  behind 
thein  in  carrying  out  their  designs  in 
the  actual  metal.  Whether  or  not  we 
are  great  admirers  of  le  style  Empire 
we  must  commend  the  splendid  metal- 
work  of  this  period.  It  was,  as  has 
since  been  proved,  the  last  word  in 
the  art  of  the  metal-worker.  What- 
ever finish  was  chosen,  whether  a 
fathie  brun — brown  or  noire — black, 
hleiii — blued,  dore,  or  vet't  antique — • 
antiqued  green,  each  fits  the  subject 
with  the  peculiar  exactitude  of  the 
antiquarian.  There  it  is — a  splendid 
cult  of  the  antique.  The  term  cande- 
labre  was  also  applied  to  the  tall 
carved  and  gilded  wooden  pedestal 
or  torcliere  of  Roman  type,  or  to  an 
elaborate  large  piece  with  branched 
arms  for  the  corner  of  a  salon,  on 
which  a  candelabre  or  girandole  was 
placed. 

Thomire  usually  executed  Percier's 
designs  in  silver  and  bronze.  His 
gilded  metal  was  superb  and  he  was 
noted  for  his  lighting  fixtures  and 
clocks.  Auguste  and  Biennais  domi- 
nated all  the  work  in  silver  plate  dur- 
ing the  imperial  epoch.  Biennais  made 
many  candelabres,  torclieres,  and  gar- 
nitures de  cliejninee.  Auguste  made  the 
noted  surtout  de  table  presented  to 
Xapoleon  by  the  City  of  Paris.  The 
surtout  de  table — table  centerpiece, 
lent  great  state  and  dignity  to  the 
banqueting  table  at  this  time,  and  be- 
came zx\  elaborate  and  ceremonious 
affair.   The  su.rtont  made  by  Auguste 


as  a  gift  to  Napoleon  from  diaries 
IV  of  Spain,  was  of  fierre  dure — 
different  colored  marble,  alabaster, 
agate,  porphyry,  cameo,  etc.,  and 
bronze  dore.  It  consisted  of  thirty-one 
pieces.  Twenty-two  of  these  formed 
candelabres  with  three  or  four  lights 
each.  Nine  of  the  pieces  represented 
temples,  fountains,  and  altars.  They 
were  mounted  on  bronze  dore  and 
were  ornamented  with  statues  and  has 
reliefs. 

One  very  interesting  fixture  which 
came  into  use  during  the  Empire  pe- 
riod, shows  clearly  the  origin  of  the 
modern, lamp  with  its  large  circular 
shade.  It  is  a  candelabre  with  closely 
set  candle  branches  placed  either  liigh 
or  low  on  an  upright;  the  base,  candle 
branches,  and  big  flaring  adjustable 
metal  shade  decorated  with  ornament 
in  the  style  of  the  period.  An  arrow 
or  sort  of  key  adjusts  the  shade.  This 
fixture  was  for  candles,  however,  and 
the  oil  lamp  was  still  an  uncertain 
affair  although  it  took  on  the  classic 
vase  and  urn  foriiis  and  ornament. 
One  highly  sophisticated  type  of 
la>npe  which  appeared,  \ariously 
decorated,  was  a  small  globe  which 
held  a  wick,  the  globs  suspended  from 
a  curved  support  poised  on  the  liead 
of  a  figure— perhaps  a  chimerical 
creature  who  sat  on  a  sort  of  broad 
basin-topped  pedestal — set  on  a  fluted 
stem,  and  with  rectangular  base  on 
j)aw  feet.  This  type  of  lampe  gave 
the  designer  an  opportunity  to  use 
classic  motifs  somewhat  freely  and 
was  a  tiling  of  beauty.  The  term 
lampadaire  was  used  for  the  monu- 
mental cantlelabrum  of  Roman  type, 
\\\x\\  its  standard  composed  of  vase 
and  urn  motifs,  and  ornamented  with' 
lAvags,  eagles'  and  goats'  heads, 
winged  lions,  sphinxes,  acanthus  and 
anthemion.  Percier  and  Fontaine's 
book  of  designs  includes  two  lampG 
in  the  form  of  a  globe,  one  sur- 
mounted by  a  classic  head,  the  other 
by  a  figure;  the  oil  burners  branching 
at  right  angles  from  the  globular  oil 
reservoire,  the  whole  contrivance  be- 
ing set  unon  a  b'autiful  standard  of 
the  classic  type. 

GIRANDOLES  AND  CANDELABRF ^ 

The  term  girandole  was  still  some- 
what confused  with  candelabre,  but 
generally  it  referred  to  a  small  can- 
delabre. Biennais,  the  silversmith,^ 
made  beautiful  three  branched  gir- 
andoles for  Napoleon.  His  cassolettei 
of  silver  were  no  less  handsome.  These 
ornamental  vases  could  be  used  a; 
candle  holders  by  reversing  theil 
covers,  inside  each  of  which  was  a 
socket  for  a  candle  or  for  a  branchec 
candelabre.  He  also  made  grande. 
cliandeliers — great  candlesticks — foi 
the  altar,  employing  the  motif  of  thi 
eagle  or  the  Hapsburg  double-hjatle( 
eagle  at  their  bases. 

Possibly  the  most  noted  change  il 
the  wall  fixtures  was  the  motif  of  th 
arrow  supporting  the  candle  sock*' 
horizontally.  One  example  of  broni. 
cisele  et  dore  has  four  arrows  fixe 
in  a  circular  medallion  as  if  each  ha 
been  shot  into  a  target.  But  not  a 
wall  lights,  brackets — bras  or  a} 
pUques — showed  as  radical  a  chang

lovely  to  look  at  but  a  just  as  appeal- 
ing' invitation  to  enter  the  doorway 
beneath  it. 

One  of  the  shop  fronts  on  a  business 
block  in  a  New  England  town  is 
shown  on  page  109.  It  was  designed 
by  Electus  D.  Litchfield,  and  not  only, 
succeeds  in  preserving  the  architec- 
tural character  of  the  town  but  en- 
courages towards  an  equal  excellence 
subsequent  buildings  of  its  type. 

It  is  a  difficult  and  rather  unfair 
method  of  improving  the  appearance 
of   shop   fronts,   and   thereby   of   im- 


proving the  appearance  of  streets  and 
towns,  by  condemning  and  criticising 
the  bad  ones;  but  it  is  possible,  by 
public  praise  and  approval,  in  one 
form  and  another,  to  encourage  a 
higher  standard.  The  arguments  in 
favor  of  better  designs  are  as  numer- 
ous as  they  are  strong,  and  civic 
societies,  chambers  of  commerce  and 
local  newspapers  can  do  much  in  the 
way  of  presenting  them.  The  results 
would  soon  be  noticeable,  and  the 
j)ublic  as  well  as  the  indi\idual  prO' 
prietors  would  certainly  benefit.

ing a  greater  variety  of  plants,  for  in 
such  a  situation  will  thrive  many  Al- 
pines that  haunt  the  northern  slopes  of 
mountains  and  which,  while  revelling 
in  the  tempered  light,  are  also  depend- 
ent upon  a  free  circulation  of  air  and 
would  perish  where  was  the  least  sug- 
gestion of  dankness. 

Nevertheless  we  in  this  country  need 
not  fear  overhanging  branches  in  the 
same  degree  as  do  British  gardeners; 
the  dread  "drip"  which  for  them  is 
a  matter  for  continual  wailings  and 
warnings  is  not  so  terrible  a  bogie  to 
us.  England's  skies  drip  a  good  deal 
more  than  do  ours  and  mists  and  fogs 
roll  in  from  all  sides,  so  that  a  situ- 
ation beneath  trees  is  sure  to  be  in- 
tolerably dank  and  humid.  But  in  our 
dryer  and  more  sunny  climate  trees 
often  provide  a  gentle  half  light  for 
which  many  a  plant,  that  in  England 
must  be  grown  in  a  fully  exposed 
position,  is  plainly  grateful.  Did  we, 
however,  exclude  from  our  tree- 
shaded  garden  all  the  plants  which, 
while  enjoying  shadow  must  yet  have 
an    abundance    of    light    and    air,    we 


should  still  have  the  whole  realm 
of  beautiful  woodland  plants,  both 
mountain  and  lowland,  to  draw  upon; 
and  of  the  richness  of  this  source  few 
can  have  any  doubt  who  have  made 
even  a  slight  study  of  our  native  wild- 
flowers ;  and  we  should  have,  as  well, 
a  great  number  of  bulbous  plants  that 
find  in  a  half  light  no  detriment  to 
their  health  and  hardiness — many, 
indeed,  thriving  and  spreading  much 
more  luxuriantly  than  they  would  do 
in  'full   sunshine. 

In  planning  a  rock  garden  in  shade 
it  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  as 
important  to  arrange  varying  aspects 
and  conditions  as  it  is  in  the  sunny 
garden.  Bleak  northern  slopes  and  the 
more  genial  southern  exposures  will 
have  their  candidates;  heights  and 
hollows  call  for  different  types  of  in- 
habitants; beds  of  loam  and  leaf  mold, 
dry  stony  places,  dampish  spots  and 
bogs  may  be  provided,  and  soils  rang- 
ing from  sweet  or  limey  to  various 
degrees  of  acidity  to  meet  the  needs 
of  a  wide  variety  of  possible  tenants. 
And  of  course  there  must  be  varying

degrees  of  shade;  some  plants  are 
happy  in  the  gloom  beneath  ever- 
green trees,  but  others  among;  the 
shade-lovers  enjoy  the  lig:ht  of  the 
sun  for  a  few  hours  a  day.  It  is  well 
to  endeavor  to  provide  for  the  needs 
of  all.  Where  trees  stand  too  thickly 
they  may  be  thinned  out  until  there 
is  a  clearing'  in  which  to  build,  and 
low  overhanging"  branches  should  be 
cut  off  in  order  that  air  and  light 
may  penetrate  freely. 

The  rock  garden  shaded  by  trees 
will  undoubtedly  have  to  be  watered 
frequently  in  dry  weather,  for  trees 
are  thirsty  folk  and  absorb  all  avail- 
able moisture;  they  are  hungry,  too, 
and  unless  their  fallen  leaves  he  al- 
lowed to  lie  upon  the  ground  and 
rot,  thus  keeping  up  a  supply  of 
nourishing  food  in  the  form  of  leaf- 
mold,  artificial  feeding  will  have  to 
be  resorted  to.  In  the  case  of  plants 
that  like  a  sweet,  wholesome  soil  a 
mixture  of  loam,  leafmold  and  a  little 
sand  will  do;  the  acid  soil  plants — 
and  there  are  many  for  the  shaded 
rock  garden — will  need  to  be  fed 
with  a  mixture  of  rotted  Oak  leaves. 


hits  of  rotted  wood  and  bark  and  Pine 
or  Hemlock  needles.  The  plants  with 
a  taste  for  acid  soil  should  be  as- 
signed certain  regions  to  themselves, 
some  in  fairly  dense  shade  and  others 
out  in  the  light.  Old  Chestnut  stumps 
or  rotted  logs  well  placed  add  much 
to  the  picturesque  appearance  of  their 
quarters  besides  helping  materially  to 
keep  up  the  acidity  in  the  soil. 

Paths  may  be  mere  woodland  trails 
with  Ferns  and  Violets  and  other 
low  verdure  crowding  their  verges; 
or  stepping  stones  may  be  used  with 
such  little  green  creepers  as  Arenaria 
balearica,  A.  caespitosa  and  Mentha 
requieni  outlining  the  joints.  Steps 
should  be  rugged  and  appear  as  much 
a  part  of  the  construction  as  possible. 
In  their  crevices  many  small  things 
may  be  grown. 

A  wide  and  beautiful  use  of  bulbs 
constitutes  one  of  the  greatest  op- 
portunities of  the  shady  garden.  Tu- 
lips and  most  of  the  Crocus  species 
will  want  sunshine  for  at  least  half 
the  day,  but  the  great  majority  of 
others  thrive  exceedingly.

half  light;  Scillas  of  all  sorts  will 
grow  and  spread  in  shade  even  beneath 
evergreen  trees;  Snowdrops  are  much 
better  in  shade  than  in  sun ;  the  charm- 
ing Checkerlily  loves  a  dampish  spot 
in  light  shade;  the  Spring  and  Summer 
Snowflakes  {Leucojum  venmm  and  L. 
aesthutm)  delight  in  a  light  soil  in 
partial  shade;  Grape  Hyacinths,  Stars 
of  Bethlehem  and  Erythroniums  may 
all  be  enjoyed  to  the  fullest  extent. 
And  for  the  rest  here  is  a  list  of 
plants  suited  for  the  uses  outlined  in 
this  article.  They  will  delight  the 
heart  of  any  rock  gardener.  Plant 
them  in  little  colonies  of  one  kind, 
not  as  specimens,  where  there  is  to  be 
found  space  so  to  do.

Smock)  Biennial  with  white  or  pink 
flowers.  Damp  places.

Soldanella  alpina — Likes  moisture 
in  summer  but  dry  feet  in  winter. 
Soil  of  peat,  leafmold  and  a  little 
sand.  Partial  shade  but  not  beneath 
trees. 

Syndesmon  tlialictroides —  (Rue 
Anemone)  Anywhere  in  shade.  3". 

Tiarella  cordifolia  —  (Foamflow- 
er)  Heads  of  starry  white  flowers, 
creeping  habit,  6".  Divide  occasion- 
ally. T.  unifoliata  sends  out  no  run- 
ners, taller  and  very  handsome.  Good 
woods  soil. 

Trientalis  boreal  is  —  (Starflower) 
Pretty  little  plant  for  cool,  mossy 
situations. 

Trillium — T.  grandiflorum,  T. 
erectum,  T.  sessile,  T.  nivale.  All 
these  grow  best  under  rich,  moist 
woodland    conditions.

matured,  3"  or  4"  of  steins  and  leaves 
should  be  left  until  they  turn  brown, 
when  they  may  be  taken  off  entirely. 

As  soon  as  the  plants  are  lifted 
from  the  g-round  they  should  be 
wrapped  tightly  in  newspaper.  For 
this  use  from  one-quarter  to  a  full 
page  of  a  standard  sized  daily,  ac- 
cording to  the  size  of  the  plant.  Lay 
the  paper  on  a  flat  surface,  place  the 
plant  at  the  lower  left  corner  and 
roll  over  once,  firmly.  Then  fold  in 
the  lower  right  corner  of  the  paper  in 
the  form  of  a  triangle  and  complete 
the  rolling.  The  package  may  be  car- 
ried more  easily  if  tied  with  one 
strand  of  string.  Lay  the  wrapped 
plants  on  their  sides  in  the  basket. 

On  extended  trips  by  train  or  motor, 
particularly  if  plants  have  to  be 
shipped  or  carried  long  distances,  the 
roots,  but  not  the  foliage,  should  be 
covered  with  damp  moss  before  pack- 
ing in  paper.  The  best  moss  for  this 
purpose  will  be  found  in  thin  sheets 
on  rocks  and  rotted  logs,  along  shaded 
streams  and  in  deep,  dark  woodlands. 
Make  sure,  by  squeezing  out  the  sur- 
plus water,  that  it  is  only  damp,  never 
actually  wet.  When  moss  is  used  all 
the  dirt  may  previously  be  washed  off^ 
the  roots,  and,  if  both  roots  and  leaves 
are  first  wrapped  in  waxed  paper  and 
then  in  newspaper,  three  or  four  to- 
gether, they  will  keep  in  perfect  plant- 
ing condition  for  from  two  to  three 
weeks — or  even  longer  if  the  weather 
is  not  too  warm  and  dry. 

Before  setting  plants  permanently 
in  the  garden,  it  is  well  to  consider 
both  their  needs  and  their  arrange- 
ment. First  of  all,  the  conditions  of 
their  natural  haunts  should  be  dupli- 
cated as  closely  as  possible.  Woodsy 
plants  require  woodsy  soil;  sand 
dwellers  should  have  sandy  soil; 
shade  lovers  should  go  in  shady  spots. 
Do  not  imagine  complacently  that 
any  of  them  may  grow  and  thrive 
anywhere.  That  is  courting  disappoint- 
ment and  disaster.  It  is  a  good  plan 
to  make  a  rough  map  of  the  garden 
and  mark  it  off  into  cultural  areas. 
Write  in  each  area  the  character  of  its 
soil  and  its  conditions  as  regards  mois- 
ture and  exposure.  Thus  area  A  may 


have  stoney,  woodsy  soil  and  be  shady 
and  damp,  while  B  may  have  sandy 
soil  and  be  dry  and  sunny — and  so  on. 
With  such  a  map  and  a  knowledge  of 
the  conditions  in  which  the  plants 
were  growing  in  the  wild,  each  one 
can  be  assigned  to  a  congenial  home 
in  which  it  will  thrive  and  bloom. 

Exquisite  effects  may  be  obtained 
by  harmonious  and  tasteful  group- 
ing of  plants  in  the  different  areas. 
The  illustration  at  the  bottom  of 
page  72  is  suggestive  of  my  mean- 
ing. 

This  view  of  a  cozy  nook  among 
the  rocks  was  taken  in  late  April 
and  discloses  a  very  bright  and  cheer- 
ing springtime  display.  Left  to  right, 
as  the  papers  say  under  pictures  of 
well  known  people,  are  the  tiny  but 
tidy  Dog  Violet,  a  Wild  Blue  Phlox, 
a  wild  Geranium  with  lialf-opened 
buds,  a  pink  Corydal,  a  smooth  Yel- 
low Violet,  a  Jack-in-the-Pulpit,  a 
clump  of  Bishopscap,  several  Ferns 
just  developing,  Saxifrage  and  Col- 
umbine on  the  rock  shelves  and  Spring 
Beauties  just  beginning  to  bloom  in 
the  foreground.  The  bare  spot  show- 
ing at  the  left  was  later  carpeted 
with  blue-eyed  Quaker  Ladies  and 
Yellow  Star  Grass. 

I  will  assume  that  you  have  worked 
out  a  number  of  fascinating  combina- 
tions for  different  areas  and  are  ready 
to  set  out  the  new  plants.  Right  here 
is  where  I  go  contrary  to  the  general 
run  of  garden  books  and  other  ac- 
cepted authorities.  I  see  that  the  soil  is 
well  loosened  with  the  trowel,  dig 
the  holes  deep  enough  and  sufficiently 
wide  to  hold  the  roots  without  cramp- 
ing them,  set  the  plants  with  the 
crowns  just  at  the  surface  and  pack 
the  soil  firmly  about  them.  Everybody 
is  supposed  to  do  all  this.  But  I  don't 
drown  the  newcomers.  If  the  soil  in 
the  garden  and  the  roots  of  the  plants 
are  both  moist,  I  use  no  water  at  all. 
Only  when  the  ground  gets  dry  do  I 
resort  to  water,  and  even  then  I  prefer 
to  give  the  area  a  good  soaking  the 
previous  day,  instead  of  pouring 
water  into  the  holes  before  or  upon 
the  surface  after  planting.  Neither  do

I  shade  tlie  plants  by  coverinf^  tluni 
with  flower  pots,  tomato  cans  and 
other  sinotherers.  If  any  begin  to  wilt, 
I  cut  a  few  of  the  larger  leaves  in  two 
and  there  is  a  quick  revival  of  vigor. 
And  as  a  finishing  touch  and  safe- 
guard I  always  mulch  the  surface  of 
every  freshly  planted  area.  The  best 
mulch  for  wild  flowers  and  ferns  is 
half  decayed  leaves  that  crumble  to 
bits  when  crushed  in  the  hand.  Tliis 
should  be  applied  just  thickly  enough 
to  shade  the  surface  and  prevent  rapid 
evaporation.  Lawn  clippings  will  do 
as  a  substitute  if  the  decomposed  leaves 
are  not  available. 

Ferns  require  somewhat  different 
treatment.  For  transplanting  purposes 
they  may  be  divided  into  two  classes 
— one  composed  of  kinds  with  large 
crowns  that  protrude  above  the  sur- 
face, like  the  Christmas  Fern ;  the 
other  kinds  with  slender,  running 
roots  that  creep  Yz"  or  so  beneath  the 
surface,  like  the  Maidenhair.  Set 
plants  of  the  first  class  so  at  least 
half  of  the  crowns  are  exposed.  Lay 
the  roots  of  those  in  the  second  class 
on    loose,    woodsy   soil,    mostly    leaf- 


moki,  press  them  in  with  the  palm 
of  the  hand,  cover  with  \"  of  the 
mold,  firm  the  surface  and  mulch.  As 
nearly  all  Ferns  are  moisture  lovers, 
they  may,  with  two  or  three  excep- 
tions, be  freely  watered  when  planted; 
and  the  mulch  should  be  kept  moist 
until  they  have  become  well  estab- 
lished— say  for  a  month  or  six  weeks. 

The  rule  for  planting  garden  bulbs 
and  tubers  is,  I  believe,  to  set  tlicm 
at  a  depth  equal  to  three  or  four  times 
their  diameter.  This  rule  does  not 
apply  to  wild  bulbs  and  tubers.  The 
liulbs  of  flowering-sized  Troutlilies, 
for  example,  are  often  18  deep  and 
their  diameter  is  less  than  Y2" .  My 
rule,  which  gives  excellent  results,  is 
to  set  bulbs  and  tubers  as  I  find  them 
in  the  wild.  My  notebook  contains 
specific  information  about  each  kind; 
so  will  yours  if  you  keep  one  and  take 
it  with  you  on  your  outings. 

The  after  care  of  transplanted 
wildflowers  and  Ferns  should  consist 
principally  of  hands  off.  It  is  certain 
that  they  do  not  like  cultivation  in 
the  usual  sense,  nor  coddling  of  any

althoug-h  the  downward  pointing: 
arrow  was  a  favorite  device  for  the 
wall  plate  or  back  plate.  In  some  the 
feather  tip  became  a  formal  anthe- 
niion,  below  which  might  be  a  rayed 
mask  of  the  sun,  and  below  this  four 
upward  curving-  trumpets  for  candle 
sockets.  A  flaming-  torch  was  also  a 
favorite  back  plate.  But  the  lyre  form, 
bow  knots,  and  cupids  were  not  aban- 
doned. In  Fontainebleau  is  a  finely 
shaped  back  plate  in  the  form  of  a 
lyre,  the  top  with  two  outcurving 
eagles'  heads  from  whose  beaks  hang 
crystal  festoons.  An  anthemion  crests 
the  piece,  and  festoons  of  small  crys- 
tals drape  it  at  even  intervals,  with  a 
few  delicate  long  pendent  drops  to 
add  grace.  The  entire  form  is  slender 
and  beautiful.  The  five  candle 
branches  are  conventionalized  urns 
with  somewhat  accentuated  bobec/ies. 
A  half  figure  of  a  winged  victory, 
cupid,  or  some  chimerical  creature 
emerging  from  acanthus  ornament 
and  upholding  candle  branches,  was 
a  characteristic  design  for  the  pairs 
of  affliques  which  were  as  integral 
a  part  of  the  interior  decorative 
schemes  as  in  the  preceding  periods. 

The  typical  Empire  lustre — chande- 
lier, was  of  bronze  dore  and  cristal, 
occasionally  cristal  de  roche — rock 
crystal — although  elegant  examples 
were  made  in  iron  or  in  bronze  alone 
variously  finished  and  ornamented 
with  characteristic  period  motifs.  The 
bronze  and  crystal  lustres  were  of 
several  types.  The  most  familiar  has 
a  shallow  bowl-like  bottom  formed 
of  strings  of  small  crystals,  often 
cristaux  de  Bolieme — Bohemian  glass, 
strung  symmetrically — enfiles — or  al- 
ternating with  bands  of  pierced  metal- 
work.  In  others  the  corona  is  hung 
with  festoons  draped  from  the  candle 
branches,  giving  a  lighter  effect.  One 
type  has  three  rings  or  coronas,  de- 
creasing  in   size   as   they   ascend,   the

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whole  structure  draped  with  crystal 
strings  like  a  cascade,  finished  with  a 
crystal  fringe  and  ball  pendant.  Other 
examples  show  the  ornamental  metal 
framework  with  less  glass.  Some  are 
crested  by  a  crown  of  palm  leaves  or 
palmettes,  and  finished  below  by  a 
■pomme  de  pin — pineapple. 

Lanternes  of  bronze  or  iron  were 
equally  rich  and  elegant.  In  bronze 
dore  they  were  essentials  for  halls, 
on  stairways,  and  in  vestibules,  and 
were  also  hung  from  arched  openings 
in  great  houses  or  palaces.  They  were 
rectangular,  many  sided,  or  circular, 
of  Renaissance  or  Louis  XVI  type  but 
with  the  more  austere  decoration  of 
the  Empire  period. 

The  two  points  of  ad\'ancement  in 
lighting  were  an  increasing  use  of 
the  eye-shade  and  the  fixing  of  candle 
branches  for  convenience  to  manv 
articles  of  furniture — small  dressing 
glasses,  long  mirrors,  and  secretaries, 
ink  stands  and  writing  desks  were  so 
outfitted,  a  practical  custom  which 
added  to  the  importance  and  dignity 
of  the  piece.  With  the  short  restora- 
tion of  the  French  monarchy  under 
Louis  XVIII,  less  sophistication  and 
a  lack  of  fine  workmanship  marked 
many  of  the  fixtures.  Lustres  were 
more  sparsely  hung  with  glass,  and 
the  pendants  often  recurred  to  the 
earlier  flat  shapes  suspended  from 
small  cut  stars  or  daisies.  Artists  lacked 
imperial  patronage  under  the  Republic 
and  fixtures  of  the  middle  and  later 
!9th  Century  fell  into  the  mediocre, 
until  the  20th  Century  awakening  to 
the  revaluation  of  the  older  period 
styles  and  the  cult  of  new  art  forms. 

This  is  the  seventh  of  a  series  of  ar- 
ticles dealing  ivith  lighting  fixtures  in 
period  styles.

general  areas  softly  and  leave  the  dull 
and  commonplace  to  darkness  and 
black  shadows.  In  lighting  special 
features  a  chance  is  found  for  the  ex- 
ercising of  unlimited  trickery  and 
playfulness,  which  after  all  satisfies 
the  youthful  spirit  of  the  normal 
mind.  The  opportunity  is  here  present 
to  create  surprises.  In  working  out 
garden  lighting,  remember  that  an 
added  source  of  pleasure  is  given  if 
the  control  is  so  arranged  that  lights 
for  individual  features  may  be  turned 


on  or  off  one  by  one  as  you  progress 
through  the  garden,  or  turned  on  all 
at  once  or  in  large  sections.  Be  able 
to  switch  on  general  lighting  for  the 
different  areas  as  you  approach  each 
section  and  to  light  up  special  features 
as  you  approach  them.  This  may  be 
accomplished  by  master  switches  at 
the  house  or  general  areas  and  two- 
way  switches  concealed  in  such  con- 
venient locations  as,  for  instance,  the 
sides  of  arches  or  underneath  balus- 
trades and  garden  wall  copings.

to  display  to  advantap^e  their  grace- 
ful haliit  of  growth  and  their  beauty 
of  fruit.  For  cold  parts  of  the  coun- 
try such  kinds  as  C.  lucida  and  C. 
acutifolia  are  fine  for  inaking  hedges, 
and  in  warmer  parts  so  is  C  Si??tonsii. 

The  hardiest  sorts  all  lose  their 
leaves  in  the  autumn  but  there  are 
a  large  number  of  evergreen  species 
much  at  home  in  California  and  other 
lands  blessed  with  a  mild  climate. 
Two  of  the  most  popular  shrubs  in 
California  are  Cotoneaster  fannosa 
and  C.  Franchetii,  both  natives  of 
southwestern  China.  The  hardiest  of 
the  evergreen  species  is  C.  salicifoUa, 
closely  followed  by  C.  glabrata,  both 
of  which  flourish  amazingly  from 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  south  to 
Georgia.  All  the  Cotoneasters  are 
handsome  in  fruit  but  the  red-fruited 
group  is  the  most  attractive.  A  limited 
number,  of  which  C.  hupehensis,  C. 
soongorica  and  C.  turbifiata  may  be 
instanced,  are  really  as  beautiful  in 
flower  as  is  any  Spirea. 

Related  to  the  Crabapples  and  Haw- 
thorns, the  Cotoneasters  are  lovers  of 
sun  and  wind  and  demand  full  ex- 
posure to  the  elements.  A  well-drained 
situation  and  a  loamy  soil  are  the 
other  essentials,  and  if  lime  be  present 
so  much  the  better.  A  weak  point  about 
the  family  in  general  is  that  they  do 
not  transplant  readily  from  open 
ground,  especially  the  low-growing 
sorts.  Nurserymen  appreciate  this  fact 
and  are  growing  them  in  pots  and  this 
is  the  type  of  stock  which  should  be 
sought.  Pot-grown  dwarf  Coto- 
neasters can  be  transplanted  with  as- 
sured success  and  at  almost  any  season 
of  the  year.  The  larger  growing  kinds 
are  less  particular  if  they  have  been 
properly  grown  and  transplanted  in 
nurseries  so  as  to  have  them  develop  a 
fibrous    root   svstem. 


Providetl  they  be  planted  where 
they  enjoy  good  air  and  root  drainage, 
few  shrubs  give  returns  in  beauty  of 
form  and  fruit  equal  to  Cotoneas- 
ters. On  poor  soil  they  are  quite  at 
home,  though  naturally  they  relish 
good  food  and  respond  accordingly. 

Seeds  afford  a  ready  means  of  proji- 
agation,  although  the  bulk  of  the 
seeds  may  lie  a  full  year  in  the 
ground  before  germinating.  Cuttings 
of  half-ripe  wood  taken  in  July  and 
of  hard  wood  in  the  winter  will 
root  freely.  Formerly  the  reprehen- 
sible practice  of  grafting  Cotoneas- 
ters on  Hawthorn  and  Mountain  Ash 
stocks  obtained  among  nurserymen. 
7~he  results  were  disastrous  to  the 
purchaser  and  this  indefensible  method 
of  propagation  has  met  with  the 
contumely  it  richly  merited.  Such 
work  today  should  place  a  nursery- 
man beyond  the  pale. 

In  spite  of  the  many  uses  to  which 
Cotoneasters  are  admirably  adapted, 
their  all-round  good  qualities  and 
their  suitability  to  a  wide  climatic 
field,  they  are  little  appreciated  in 
these  United  States.  However,  it  is 
only  a  question  of  time  when  these 
shrubs  of  many  virtues  will  be  among 
the  most  widely  planted  garden  sub- 
jects. At  the  moment  not  more  than 
lialf  a  dozen  sorts  are  properly  known 
among  our  nurserymen  and  the  ama- 
teur has  had  but  little  chance  of 
getting  acquainted  with  the  group  at 
large.  In  well-drained  situations  ex- 
posed to  the  heavens  and  all  the 
winds  that  blow  the  plants  are  thrifty, 
keep  free  of  aphis  and  scale-insects, 
flower  and  fruit  abundantly  and  are 
a  never-failing  source  of  pleasure  to 
the  lover  of  shrubs.

GARDEN    RICHES   IN    COTONEASTERS 


(^Coiitiiineil  from  page  164) 
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to  which  the  applicable  name  of  Rock- 
spray  has  been  given.  This  is  an  ever- 
green species  scarcely  hardy  around 
Boston,  Mass.  which  makes  a  broad, 
uneven  hummock  sometimes  a  yard 
high  on  the  level  ground  but  is  best 
planted  on  top  of  stone  walls  or  banks 
and  allowed  to  trail  curtainwise.  It 
has  small,  glossy,  dark  green  leaves, 
conspicuous  axillary  white  flowers 
with  pink  anthers  and  red  berries  in 
the  fall.  A  variety  with  smaller  leaves 
is  appropriately  named  thymaefolia, 
another  is  var.  glacialis;  both  are  first- 
class  plants  for  the  rockery.  The 
most  prostrate  of  all  is  C.  Datmneri, 
or  C.  /iiimifusa,  as  it  is  commonly 
called.  This  is  a  trailing  plant  which 
roots  as  it  creeps  over  the  ground.  It 
has  more  or  less  oval,  bright  green 
leaves,  white  flowers  and  scarlet  fruits. 
In  central  China,  whence  I  introduced 
it  into  gardens  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago,  it  covers  vast  areas  of  windswept 
mountain  slopes,  and  pheasants — 
Golden,  Reeves'  and  Ringneck — are 
•very  partial  to  its  fruits.  Unfortunate- 
ly we  have  not  been  successful  with  it 
in  the  Arnold  Arboretum,  but  a  friend 
on  Long  Island  rejoices  in  a  magnifi- 
cent carpet  of  this  unique  species. 
For  clothing  banks,  especially  those 
of  a  gravelly  nature,  this  plant  is 
unusually  valuable,  but  it  must  not  be 
allowed  to  suffer  drought.  In  Cali- 
fornia and  elsewhere,  under  the  name 
C.  Wkeeleri,  a  low-growing,  ever- 
green, red-fruited  Cotoneaster  is  cul- 
tivated. The  correct  name  for  this  is 
C.  frostrata.  A  related  trailing  species 
from  the  Nilghiri  Hills  in  southern 
India  is  C.  btixifolia.  The  names  of 
the  Indian  Cotoneasters  are  much  con- 
fused and  the  plants  themselves  are 
tender  in  New  England. 

A    POPULAR    VARIETY 

Deservedly  the  most  popular  of  red- 
fruited  Cotoneasters  is  the  Chinese  C. 
/•orizontalh,  characterized  by  its  flat 
sail-like  or  frondose  branching  habit. 
In  climates  rather  milder  than  that 
of  New  England  it  is  sub-evergreen 
but  it  is  quite  hardy  although  decidu- 
ous well  north  of  Boston,  Mass.  In 
the  open  border  it  makes  broad,  hum- 
mock-like, irregular  masses  a  yard 
high  possessed  of  much  character  in 
habit.  Planted  against  a  wall — stone 
for  preference — it  can  with  little  diffi- 
culty be  trained  to  form  a  close  screen. 
Placed  on  top  of  low  walls  it 
grows  into  an  irregular  thicket  of 
singular  charm.  The  flowers  are  abun- 
dant, pinkish  but  not  conspicuous;  its 
fruits  are  about  the  size  of  a  pea, 
bright  red  to  scarlet,  and  brilliantly 
jewel  the  branches  in  the  dullest  days 
of  winter  and  far  into  the  spring. 
Besides  the  type  there  is  var.  ferfusilla 
with  smaller  leaves,  and  var.  Wihonii 
of  more  even,  although  loose,  habit 
of  growth.  Topping  a  boulder  in  the 
rockery  or  planted  in  a  crevice  and 
allowed  to  spread  itself  at  will  C. 
horizontalis  and  its  forms  rank  among 
the  most  useful,  pleasing  and  decora- 
ti\e  shrubs  gardens  possess. 

Somewhat  similar,  but  of  close- 
tufted  habit,  with  larger,  thinner 
leaves  and  fewer  fruits  is  the  pretty 
C.  adpressa,  also  delightful  as  a  rock- 
ery plant.  Of  taller  habit  and  forming 


neat  mounds  a  yard  high  with  over- 
lapping branches  which  are  studded 
«ith  scarlet  berries  in  the  fall  and 
winter,  is  the  newer  C.  apicidata,  also 
of  Chinese  origin.  Taller  plants  best 
suited  for  planting  in  groups  or  as 
individual  specimens  in  the  open  or 
among  rocks  are  C.  divaricata  and 
C.  rotundifolia,  both  intricately 
branched,  red-fruited  shrubs  from  5' 
to  8'  high  and  broad.  The  first-named 
is  the  hardiest  and  has  bright  red  fruits 
in  clusters,  usually  of  three,  produced 
in  amazing  profusion.  In  C.  rotundi- 
folia the  fruits  are  larger,  usually 
solitary  and  long  retained  on  the 
branches  which  are  flattened  and  sail- 
like in  appearance.  All  three  have 
pinkish,  inconspicuous  flowers  and  are 
sub-evergreen    in    mild    climates. 

WITH  ARCHED  RRANCHES 

A  handsome  shrub  with  arching 
spreading  branches  and  clustered  scar- 
let fruit  is  C.  D'lelsiana,  or  C.  apflan- 
ata,  as  it  is  also  called.  This  will 
grow  fully  lO'  tall  and  as  much 
through  with  branches  arching  over  to 
the  ground.  There  is  a  variety  (major) 
with  larger  leaves  and  another  (ele- 
gans)  with  coral-red  fruits  and  sub- 
evergreen  foliage.  Another  good  sort 
is  C.  Zabelii,  which  has  slender 
branches,  dull  green  leaves  and  bright 
red  hanging  fruits.  This  is  a  broad 
shrub  growing  some  6'  high  and  its 
foliage  turns  bright  yellow  in  the 
autumn.  More  pleasing  than  the  type 
is  var.  miniata  which  has  very  pretty 
orange-scarlet  berries. 

The  great  decorative  value  of 
Cotoneasters  in  general  lies  in  their 
fruit,  but  there  are  several  whose 
beauty  of  blossom  rivals  that  of  the 
Spireas.  Three  of  the  best  of  these 
are  C.  soo7igorica,  C.  Iiupelieyiiis  and 
C.  midtijlora,  all  of  which  have  flat- 
tened clusters  of  white  Hawthorn-like 
flowers,  borne  freely  all  along  the 
stems.  The  first-named  has  rigid 
branches  arranged  to  form  a  broad, 
rounded  bush  from  6'  to  10'  high  and 
more  in  diameter,  with  foliage  that  is 
gray-green  owing  to  the  presence  of  a 
covering  of  hairs,  and  large  coral- 
pink  fruits.  If  the  leaves  do  not  af- 
ford sufficient  contrast  to  show  off  the 
flowers  to  advantage  ample  amends 
are  made  in  September  when  the  whole 
plant  is  necklaced  in  coral-pink.  The 
fruit  is  relatively  large  and  so  abun- 
dantly produced  that  the  stems  appear 
as  ropes  of  beads.  The  fruit  ripens 
early  and  falls  before  the  winter  sets 
in,  but  throughout  September  and 
October  the  bush  is  conspicuous  from 
afar  and  of  exquisite  loveliness.  The 
other  two  (C.  Impehensis  and  C  multi- 
flora)  have  dark  green  leaves  and 
whip-like  arching  and  spreading 
branches  which  form  masses  of  white 
in  early  summer;  in  the  autumn  they 
are  strewn  with  brilliant  crimson 
fruits.  Both  are  very  hardy,  free- 
growing  shrubs  from  8'  to  10'  high 
and  from  10'  to  15'  through.  Com- 
bining the  qualities  of  abundant  blos- 
som and  wealth  of  brilliant  fruits, 
I  count  C.  soongorica  and  C.  Iiupe- 
Jiensts  two  of  the  most  valuable  shrubs 
it  has  been  my  privilege  to  add  to 
northern  gardens.  If  any  doubt  their

usefuhiess  or  beauty  they  have  but  to 
visit  the  Arnold  Arboretum  and  see 
for  themselves. 

A  graceful  shrub  with  slender 
branches,  pink  blossoms  and  red  fruit 
is  C.  rosea,  native  of  remote  Afghan- 
istan but  quite  hardy  in  Massachu- 
setts. Fairly  well-known  are  C.  race- 
miflora,  C.  integerrlnM,  and  C. 
tometitosa,  vigorous  growing  shrubs 
with  rather  large  leaves  and  clustered 
red  fruits.  A  newcomer  from  western 
China  is  C.  bullata  with  its  varieties 
fioribtinda  and  macrofhylla.  These  are 
shrubs  some  10'  tall  with  ascending 
branches  and  relatively  large,  ovate, 
pointed,  deep  green  leaves  much 
wrinkled  above,  and  clustered  berries 
that  shine  like  beads  of  sealing  wax. 
The  largest  of  all  Cotoneasters  is  the 
Himalayan  C.  frigida  which  is  often 
a  tree  growing  some  2  5'  tall  with  a 
broad  rounded  crown.  It  carries 
dull  green,  deciduous  leaves  each 
from  3"  to  5"  long,  more  or  less  oval 
in  shape,  flat  corymbs  of  white  flow- 
ers and  rich  red  fruits.  In  the  fall  and 
early  winter  the  branches  are  wreathed 
in  broad  clusters  of  colored  berries 
and  the  whole  tree  presents  a  brilliant 
spectacle.  Unfortunately  it  is  tender, 
but  for  California  and  gardens  from 
Washington,  D.  C.  southward  there  is 
no  more  beautiful  berried  tree.  Other 
good  Himalayan  species  for  warm 
temperate  climates  are  C.  acuminata 
with  red  fruits,  C.  affinis  and  C.  bacil- 
larh  with  purple-brown  fruits,  all 
large  shrubs  of  good  Irabit. 

The  black-fruited  Cotoneasters 
have  less  garden  merit  than  their 
brethren  with  red  fruit,  but  C.  mou- 
pinensis  and  C.  foveolata  are  worthy 
of  a  place  on  account  of  their  orange 
to  scarlet  autumn-tinted  foliage. 
These  are  hardy,  vigorous  shfubs 
growing  from  lO'  to  12'  tall  and  as 
much  in  diameter,  with  abundant 
clusters  of  black  fruits.  Slender  arch- 
ing stems,  lustrous  leaves  and  jet  black 
fruits  characterize  C.  nhida  and  C. 
tennifes,  also  recent  acquisitions  from 
western  China. 

FOR   CENTRAL   U.    S. 

For  the  Middle  States  and  colder 
parts  of  the  country  in  general  C. 
tnelanocarpa,  C.  aciitifol'ta  and  C. 
liicida  with  clustered  black  fruits  are 
to  be  recommended.  Also  they  have 
much  merit  as  hedge-plants,  for  they 
are  of  shapely  growth,  stand  clipping 
well  and  possess  iron  constitutions. 
For  California  and  warm  temperate 
regions  the  long  known  C.  Simonsii  is 
not  only  a  good  shrub  but  admirable 
for  hedges.  It  has  red  fruits  and  is 
sub-evergreen  in  mild  climates.  In 
New  Zealand  I  often  admired  the 
well-kept  hedges  of  this  useful  shrub. 
Until  the  advent  of  many  attractive 
species  from  China  it  was  the  most 
widely  grown  Cotoneaster. 

Since  the  present  century  dawned 
western     China     has     contributed     to 


gardens  a  host  of  useful  and  beautiful 
shrubs,  noteworthy  among  them  being 
many  evergreen,  red  fruited  Coton- 
easters. California  in  particular  has 
cause  to  be  thankful  for  this  contri- 
bution. Two  of  the  most  prized  shrubs 
grown  in  the  gardens  of  that  favored 
State  today  are  Cotoneaster  fannosa 
and  C.  Franchetii,  natives  of  Yunnan. 
Both  are  free-growing,  slender-stemmed 
shrubs  with  arching  branches  attaining 
a  height  of  from  8'  to  1  5'  and  more 
in  diameter  with  abundance  of  blos- 
som and  fruit.  Superior  to  either, 
with  larger  leathery  leaves,  dark  green 
and  lustrous  above  and  clothed  with  a 
gray  felt  below,  and  broad  clusters  of 
bright  red  fruits,  is  C.  Harrov'iana, 
also  from  Yunnan.  From  the  same 
region  of  China  came  C.  amoena  with 
small  leaves  crowding  stiff  spreading 
branches  and  rich  red  berries  densely 
clustered.  It  is  a  shrub  of  from  5'  to 
8'  high  and  more  in  breadth. 

A  HARDY  TYPE 

The  hardiest  of  the  evergreen  tall- 
growing  Cotoneasters  is  C.  salicifoUa 
of  which  there  are  narrow  (floccosa) 
and  broad-leafed  (rugosa)  varieties. 
These  are  handsome  shrubs  with  leaves 
lustrous  above  and  felted  with  white 
hairs  on  the  underside,  and  clusters  of 
conspicuous  white  flowers  which  are 
followed  by  a  wealth  of  small  bright 
led  fruits.  The  many  arching,  ruddy 
barked  branches  sweep  the  ground  and 
form  fountain-like  masses  of  from  12' 
to  18'  in  height.  From  Newport, 
Rhode  Island,  south  these  plants  are 
perfectly  hardy  and  of  their  class 
there  are  no  more  useful  or  desirable 
shrubs.  Almost  equally  hardy  is  C. 
glahrata  with  oblong  lance-shape 
leaves  some  2"  to  3"  long,  bright 
green  and  wrinkled  above,  smooth  and 
pale  below.  It  is  a  handsome,  vigorous 
shrub  from  12'  to  15'  tall  with 
flowers  and  fruit  like  those  of  C. 
salicifoUa.  Somewhat  similar  and 
equally  beautiful  is  C.  rJiytidofliylla, 
characterized  by  its  strangely  wrinkled 
leaves  heavily  felted  on  the  under 
surface.  One  of  the  most  floriferous 
of  all  is  C.  turbinata,  a  shrub  of  ele- 
gant habit  growing  10'  and  more  tall, 
blossoming  in  July  and  bearing  in 
autumn  clusters  of  pear-shaped  red 
fruits.  I  fear  that  neither  this  nor  the 
very  desirable  C.  serotina  and  C.  glau- 
cofkylla  is  in  cultivation  in  this  coun-  ■ 
try,  but  both  ought  to  be  speedily  i 
added  to  California  gardens.  I 

There  are  other  evergreen  species,  1 
all  of  them  worthy,  but  my  list  shall  i 
end  with  C.  Henryana,  a  tall-growing 
shrub  with  pendulous  branchlets,  large 
leaves,  broad  corymbs  of  white  flow- 
ers followed  by  rich  crimson  fruits. 
It  is  of  lax  habit  and  rather  sparingly 
branched,  and  it  has  the  largest  leaves 
of  any  evergreen  Cotoneaster.  In 
autumn  when  its  pendent  branches  are 
weighted  with  crimson  berries  it  is 
seen  to  great  advantage.

permanent  seat  or  spot  in  which  to  rest. 

The  presence  of  a  pool  of  water 
of  any  size  or  description  warrants  the 
erecting  of  a  hospitable  garden  seat, 
its  material  and  character  being  deter- 
mined by  that  of  the  pool  and  the 
landscape  surrounding  it.  A  concrete 
iiordered  swimming  pool  amid  a 
wealth  of  natural  wild  growth,  will 
be  most  fittingly  adorned  with  a 
classic  stone  or  concrete  seat  at  each 
end  where  the  swimmer  inay  emerge 
for  a  delicious  sun  bath. 

Rock  gardens  contain  a  host  of  in- 
teresting places  for  rest  spots,  as  the 
building  into  the  rockery  of  natural

back  designs  before  Sheraton  ever 
came  to  London  but  I  recognise  only 
two  of  them  as  having  counterparts 
in  America  and  one  of  these  I  have 
traced  from  his  book. 

It  will  at  once  be  seen  how  closely 
the  back  of  the  American-made  chair 
resembles  the  tracing.  The  Hepple- 
white  stretchers  are  retained,  either  as 
a  survival  or  to  increase  the  strength 
of  the  chairs.  American  chairs  of  this 
period  were  frequently  made  stouter 
than  was  deemed  necessary  for  the 
polished   drawing   rooms   of   London. 

Most  of  our  American  chairs  of 
this  period  were  in  these  simple,  chaste 
designs  but  there  were  a  few  elaborate 
ones.  The  handsomest  back  I  have 
seen  is  shown  on  page  88 — owned  by 
a  descendant  of  one  of  the  well-known 
old  families  of  New  York,  where 
this  chair  doubtless  had  its  origin. 

The  Chippendale,  Hepplewhite,  and 
Sheraton  styles  all  embraced  settees 
with  multiple  chair-backs  and  also  up- 
holstered sofas. 

Hepplewhite  sofas  are  extremely 
rare.  I  have  seen  but  one  in  recent 
years  and  there  are  none  in  either  the 
Metropolitan  or  Pennsylvania  Muse- 
ums. Of  the  Sheraton  style,  two  ex- 
amples are  given.  One  is  Sheraton  in 
every  respect  except  that  it  is  especially 
interesting  in  having  the  camel-back, 
surviving  from  the  Chippendale  and 
Hepplewhite  styles.  The  other,  a  typi- 
cal Sheraton  sofa,  was  made  by 
Duncan  Phyfe.  The  triple  ornament 
of  the  back-rail  should  be  noted,  as 
it  is  one  of  the  Phyfe  characteristics 
to  be  mentioned  in  a  future  article. 

The  case  of  sideboards  is  very  dif- 
ferent from  that  of  seating-furniture; 
even  the  attributions  of  well-known 
writers  sometimes  varying  regarding 
certain  types.  The  fact  is  that  there 
is  no  one  criterion  for  distinguishing 
them;  we  must  often  determine  from 
the  general  "look"  of  the  piece  and 
the  weight  of  evidence  furnished  by 
details.  Sometimes  that  evidence  is 
very  evenly  distributed. 


On  page  8  8  is  a  superb  inlaid 
Hepplewhite  Philadelphia-made  side- 
board, with  urns.  Very  beautiful  also 
is  the  New  England  Sheraton  side- 
board pictured  on  page  126.  The  out- 
standing leg — the  "engaged"  column 
of  architecture  transferred  to  furni- 
ture— is  always  Sheraton.  Equally 
characteristic  of  that  style,  in  America, 
is  the  paw-foot  which  is  found  on  so 
many  New  England  sideboards. 

Tea-drinking  was  a  rage  in  London 
and  the  cargo  of  tea  spilled  into  Bos- 
ton Harbor  before  the  Revolution  is 
only  one  indication  of  the  extent  to 
which  the  custom  attained  here.  Tri- 
pod tables  with  classical  detail  and  the 
Pembroke  table  when  accompanied 
by  our  lovely  American  silver  and 
decorative  china,  often  from  the 
Orient,  must  have  been  indeed  inviting 
in  this  later  period  also. 

The  Pembroke  here  shown  is  of 
particular  interest  as  being  a  transition 
between  Chippendale  and  Hepple- 
white. 

Nor  do  we  need  the  numerous  re- 
ferences to  "loo"  and  other  games  of 
chance  to  inform  us  how  widespread 
was  card-playing  here;  the  number 
of  card-tables  and  the  care  lavished 
upon  them  are  a  sufficient  indication. 
Even  staid  New  England  is  famous 
for  the  workmanship  of  its  many  ex- 
ai7iples.  Two  charming  Hepplewhite 
card-tables  are   illustrated. 


Editor's  Note:  This  is  the  second  of  a\ 
series  of  articles  on  Furniture  of  the 
Federal  Era.  In  April  Claude  G. 
Boivers  stated  the  social  background 
of  this  period  in  American  history — 
1790  to  1820.  In  May  Mr.  Hol/oivay 
wrote  on  the  Chippendale  influence 
still  existing  in  furniture  made  at  the 
beginning  of  this  period.  In  July  he 
will  shoiv  the  great  beauty  to  nxihick 
the  cabinet-pieces  and  bedsteads  of  the 
Hepplewhite  and  Sheraton  styles  at- 
tained in  the  skillful  hands  of  our 
American  craftsmen.

Perhaps  without  giving  less  atten- 
tion to  the  practical  and  decorative 
aspects  of  the  building  puzzle,  we 
might  give  at  least  as  much  to  the 
production  of  illusion.  The  architect, 
interior  decorator,  and  landscape  ar- 
chitect should  think  and  see  as  one.  It 
is  not  necessarily  the  great  view  which 
we  are  after.  To  achieve  the  pano- 
ramic, Olympic  outlook  is  simple 
enough.  For  this  one  must  choose  a 
hill-top.  But  far  more  subtle  and  satis- 
fying is  the  surprising,  enrapturing, 
intimate  glimpse  of  the  outside  from 
within.   You   must  see   the   top  of   the 


Apple  tree  from  your  bed  in  the  morn- 
ing, the  dark  points  of  Fir  trees  across 
the  moon  by  the  garden  wall  from  the 
study  at  night;  or  the  painted  trellis 
over  your  newspaper  in  New  York. 
It  is  only  these  things  that  can  make 
us  really  say  to  Keats,  "I  understand" 
when  we  read  the  lines:

kind.  Of  course,  interloping  weeds 
should  l>e  pulled  up,  the  leafniold 
mulch  should  be  replenished  whenever 
it  has  become  so  decomposed  that  it  is 
just  dirt,  and  during  protracted  dry 
weather  the  hose  should  be  used  often 
enough  and  thoroughly  enough  to 
keep  the  soil  moist  to  the  depth  of  l' 
or  more.  Plants  that  are  natural 
spreaders  should  be  cut  back  to  keep 
them  within  bounds,  and  if  any  get 
too  obstreperous,  as  often  happens  in 
my  garden,  it  is  sometimes  best  to  root 
'them  out  entirely  and  replace  them 
with    other   better-behaved    kinds. 

All  wildflowers  and  Ferns,  when 
once  established  to  their  liking  in  the 
wild  garden,  show  marvelous  im- 
provement in  size,  vigor  and  beauty. 
It  seems  as  if  they  do  this  in  apprecia- 
tion of  their  rescue  from  the  strenuous 
struggle  for  existence  which  prevails 
in  their  native  haunts.  They  appar- 
ently rejoice  at  having  more  light, 
more  air,  more  elbow  room.  No  longer 
compelled  to  share  the  meagre  fertility 
and  moisture  of  a  mere  handful  of 
earth  with  tree  roots,  grass  roots  and 
roots  of  crowding  plant  neighbors, 
they  burst  into  laughing  bloom  and 
grow  fat  as  they  laugh. 

Look  at  the  illustrations  of  the  two 
Violet  plants  on  page  73.  Both  are 
the  common  field  Violets  of  our  sandy 
pastures  and  arid  hillsides  (Viola 
frimbriatula).  The  little  one  at  the 
right  was  the  largest  and  finest  of  a 
lot  of  twenty,  dug  this  spring  on  a 
barren  slope  near  my  home.  The  hand- 
some specimen  at  the  left  was  intro- 


duced into  my  garden  summer  before 
last,  when  it  was  a  duplicate  of  its 
insignificant  looking  companion.  Dur- 
ing two  seasons  of  freedom  from 
fierce  competition  it  has  increased  ten- 
fold in  size,  and  on  the  day  the  picture 
was  taken  it  bore  over  one  hundred 
blossoms.  Note  that  both  flowers  and 
foliage  have  enlarged  proportionately 
to  the  development  of  the  plant  itself. 

The  illustration  on  page  72  show- 
ing the  early  hillside  Buttercup  ( Ra- 
uunculns  fascicularis)  presents  another 
striking  example  of  how  a  wildflower 
grows  in  grace  and  beauty  under 
friendly  conditions.  This  plant  is  in 
the  second  year  of  its  emancipation 
and  has  become  so  sturdy  and  vigorous 
that  it  is  already  four  times  the  nor- 
mal size  of  its  still  enslaved  wood- 
land sisters.  It  bore  this  spring  a  score 
or  more  of  brilliant  blossoms  that  a 
silver  quarter  would  barely  cover  and 
many  of  them  had  from  two  to  ten 
extra  petals.  A  wild  plant  rarely  shows 
more  than  three  or  four  flowers. 

Such  marvels  as  these  may  be  seen 
in  my  wildflower  garden  every  day 
from  April  to  October,  Indeed,  the 
display  of  blossoms  on  the  sturdy, 
compact  bushes  of  my  native  Asters 
in  autumn,  their  size  and  their  bril- 
liancy of  color,  are  the  wonder  of 
my  visitors,  who  always  want  to  know 
where  they  can  buy  plants  like  them,

"You  have  to  hunt  them  and  dig  them 
and  plant  them  and  mulch  them  just 
as  I  (lid.  Do  your  part  of  the  work

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GARDEN'S   BOOKSHELF 


The  Flower  Garden  Day  by  Day, 
By  Frances  Yeoman  King,  New  York: 
Frederick  Stokes  Co, 

HERE  is  a  garden  guitle  book  con- 
taining advice  about  what  to  do 
for  and  in  the  garden  every  day  of 
the  year.  The  book  is  arranged  with 
e\ery  other  page  blank  so  that  the  gar- 
dener's own  record  and  comments 
may  be  entered.  An  excellent  book 
for  a  certain  type  of  mind,  a  type, 
moreover,  which  is  very  prevalent  in 
amateur  garden  circles — the  method- 
ical mind  which  accomplishes  its  best 
results  when  given  a  series  of  set  rules 
and  recipes  to  be  followed  in  a  regu- 
lar, systematized  manner. 

Its  wealth  of  information  on  va- 
rious problems  of  maintenance  such  as 
pruning,  seed  sowing,  cultivation, 
spraying,  watering,  and  seed  saving 
should  prove  a  boon  to  all  gardeners 
who  find  it  difficult  to  winnow  such 
facts  from  larger  and  more  verbose 
writings.  Many  deligJitful  details 
and  secrets  of  success  have  been 
offered  in  this  little  volume,  and  the 
author  has  not  overlooked  such  car- 
dinal virtues  in  gardening  as  good 
design,  proper  planning,  and  garden 
note  books.  Her  list  of  books  for  collat- 
eral reading  is  admirably  chosen.  It  is 
unfortunate,  however,  that  we  must  still 
so  frequently  refer  to  English  books, 


which,  due  to  our  dissimilar  conditions, 
may  prove  confusing  to  the  novice. 
There  may  be  a  slight  tang  of 
foreign  flavors  in  some  of  the  plant- 
ing suggestions  and  plant  combi- 
nations, but  American  gardeners,  for 
the  most  part,  are  able  to  translate  such 
things  into  terms  suitable  for  Amer- 
ican climatic  and  soil  conditions.  The 
suggestion  of  rare  and  expensive  items 
has  been  mentioned  in  the  author's 
foreword.  She  has  included  such  things 
along  with  the  less  expensive,  for  she 
believes  in  the  truism  that  people 
obtain  those  things  which  they  most 
desire,  and  as  an  expensive  Iris  root 
can  be  bought  at  the  sacrifice  of  but 
a  few  movies,  she  names  the  Iris  in 
the  hope  that  it  will  receive  the  pref- 
erence. It  is  high  time  that  we  con- 
cern ourselves  with  the  better  and 
newer  varieties  of  plants  instead  of 
meekly  following  on  with  our  train 
of  tried  and  true  favorites.  The  slight 
danger  of  getting  too  many  precious 
combinations  in  our  gardens  will  no 
doubt  be  overcome  by  our  innate  com- 
mon sense.  Mrs.  King,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  an  excellent  guide  among 
these  newer  things  and,  unlike  many 
writers,  she  has  told  us  where  we  can 
obtain  many  of  the  things  she  men- 
tions that  are  not  to  be  found  in  all 
seed  or  nursery  lists.

THE   NEED  OF  INSECT  CONTROL 

IT  is  an  odd  freak  of  nature  that  as  soon  as  one  commences  to 
make  one's  bit  of  land  more  beautiful  with  flowers,  shrubs 
and  trees,  or  more  fruitful  by  means  of  vegetables  and  other 
edible  crops,  there  immediately  arises  the  need  of  combating  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  insect  pests.  It  is  as  though  the  good 
lady  resented  our  efforts  to  help  her  out  by  providing  favorable 
conditions  for  her  plant  children,  and  sent  out  for  reinforcements 
to  halt  our  campaign.

Insect  en- 
emies may  put  up  a  battle,  but  it  is  one  which  can  generally  be 
turned  against  them.  The  victory  will  hinge  upon  knowing  what 
to  do,  when  to  do  it  and,  far  from  least  important,  actually  getting 
it  done. 

At  the  outset,  get  firmly  in  mind  that  there  are  two  general 
classes  of  insect  enemies  that  attack  garden  plants:  those  that  eat 
stems,  leaves  or  flowers  by  actual  chewing,  and  those  which  suck

out  the  plants'  vital  juices  by  means  of  specially  constructed 
mouths  The  first  group  is  best  typified  by  the  caterpillars  with 
their  clipping  jaws,  and  the  second  by  the  aphids  or  plant  lice 
The  chewers  are  controlled  by  various  poisons  which  can  be  applied 
to  the  exterior  of  the  foliage  and  taken  into  the  insects'  stomachs 
along  with  the  scraps  of  plant  tissue  which  they  bite  off  and 
swallow.  Since  their  method  of  feeding  makes  the  suckers  immune 
to  such  control,  it  becomes  necessary  to  apply  directly  to  their  bodies 
some  noxious  preparation  which  will  kill  them  by  direct  contact 
without  injuring  the  plants. 

WHAT  TO  USE 

I  "^HE  old  reliable  stomach  poison  for  chewing  pests  is  arsenate 
1-  of  lead  applied  as  a  liquid  spray.  Where  there  is  likelihood  of 
any  plant  fungous  disease  being  present,  the  lead  may  be  mixed 
with  I^ordeaux  Mixture  (an  excellent  germicide),  thereby  killing 
two  figurati\e  birds  with  a  single  stone.  The  stores  which  sell 
garden  supplies  can  furnish  this  double-purpose  preparation  along 
with  full  directions  for  mixing  it  with  water  to  make  it  ready  for 
use.  It  is  well  to  keep  a  small  box  of  the  powder  on  hand,  ready 
for  adding  water  and  applying  at  any  time.  The  first  sign  of 
marauders  among  the  plants  should  be  the  signal  for  attack. 

During  the  season  of  plant  growth,  a  solution  of  nicotine  is  an 
excellent  remedy  for  the  aphids  and  similar  pests  of  the  sucking 
type.  'J'hese  beasts,  for  the  most  part,  are  soft-bodied,  and  many  of 
them  breathe  through  minute  pores.  The  action  of  the  nicotine 
mixture  is  to  burn  their  unprotected  exterior  and  suspend  breath- 
ing operations.  It  is  strong  stuflF  as  the  supply-man  sells  it  to  you — 
tobacco  essence,  really — and  will  need  a  lot  of  dilution  with 
water.  A  small  bottle  will  go  a  long  way  if  you  follow  the 
directions  printed  on  the  label.

THE  GARDENER'S  SCRAP  BOOK 

DEVICES    FOR   APPLYING    POISONS 

IN  the  actual  application  of  liquid  poisons  or  fungicides  it  is 
important,  first  of  all,  to  cover  the  objective  completely, 
whether  it  be  the  stems  and  foliage  of  the  plants  or  the  bodies  of 
the  enemies  which  are  attacking  them.  This  objective  is  best 
attained  by  reducing  the  liquid  to  a  fine,  mist-like  spray  which 
can  be  directed  exactly  where  you  want  it.  No  watering-can  which 
was  ever  devised  can  do  this.  It  is  necessary  to  provide  a  special 
spraying  device  of  some  sort. 

Where  there  are  only  a  very  few  plants  to  be  protected  a 
hand-operated  syringe  type  of  sprayer  will  do  the  work  adequately, 
besides  being  inexpensive.  The  type  with  a  cyh'ndrical  reservoir 
over  the  top  of  which  a  jet  of  air  passes  under  pressure  is  the  best. 
A  dollar  or  two  buys  one  of  these,  and  it  is  capable  of  really  effec- 
tive work. 

In  a  real  garden,  though — even  one  of  decidedly  moderate  size 
— a  compressed  air  sprayer  is  the  kind  to  have.  This  consists  of  a 
heavy  metal  cylinder  so  made  that  its  liquid  contents  are  put  under 
substantial  air  pressure  by  means  of  an  attached  pump  and  are 
thereby  forced  out  through  a  short  spray  hose  controlled  by  a 
"trigger"  operated  by  one  hand.  A  few  strokes  of  the  pump  raise 
enough  pressure  to  last  for  several  minutes'  spraying.  Perfect  con- 
trol and  uniform  distribution  of  the  liquid  are  prominent  advan- 
tages of  these  sprayers,  and  another  point  is  the  range  of  the  device. 
By  means  of  high  pressure  and  extension  nozzles  it  is  possible  to 
cover  thoroughly  a  tree  as  tall  as  a  standard  Apple.  When  you 
consider  that  the  outfit  can  be  easily  carried  by  a  shoulder  sling, 
that  with  proper  care  it  will  last  for  years  and  handle  all  kinds  of 
liquid  remedies,  and  that  its  initial  cost  is  only  from  $7  to  $10 
or  so  depending  upon  the  size  and  material  of  its  cylinder,  you 
begin  to  realize  what  a  good  investment  it  is.

TDEAL  spraying  weather  is  clear,  windless  and  with  no  pros- 
A  pcct  of  rain  for  several  days.  If  there  is  a  strong  breeze  much 
of  tile  spray  will  be  carried  away  without  ever  reaching  its  des- 
tination, and  of  course  a  shower  coming  before  the  poison  has 
had  time  to  get  in  its  work  will  nullify  your  efforts. 

The  under  as  well  as  the  upper  side  of  the  foliage  should  be 
covered,  and  in  the  case  of  trees  and  shrubs  it  is  well  to  make  a 
complete  circle  so  as  to  be  sure  no  branch  is  overlooked.  No  more 
need  be  applied  than  will  thoroughly  coat  all  surfaces,  for  it  is 
not  necessary  to  try  and  drown  the  enemy. 

In  the  case  of  sucking  insects  it  is  a  wise  plan  to  examine  the 
plants  again  a  week  or  ten  days  after  spraying,  because  by  that 
time  a  new  generation  may  have  hatched  out  from  eggs  that  were 
unharmed  by  the  first  treatment.  In  fact,  periodical  inspection 
throughout  the  spring  and  early  summer  is  an  excellent  idea,  for 
there  is  a  great  advantage  in  routing  insect  enemies  before  they 
have  had  a  chance  to  do  much  damage. 

CONCERNING  PLANT  DISEASES 

AS  far  as  methods  of  application  are  concerned,  the  foregoing 
-*■  ^  suggestions  for  insect  spraying  should  be  carried  out  in  the 
control  of  such  plant  diseases  as  affect  the  above-ground  growth. 

I  he  commoiu^t  of  tiicse  in  the  garden  are  mildew  and  certain 
forms  of  blight  and  spot.  As  a  general  standard  control  is  the 
Hordeaux  mixture  mentioned  on  page  177.  It  can  be  depended 
upon  in  most  cases  of  this  sort  of  trouble.  Where  the  disease  does 
not  yield  to  it,  resource  must  be  had  to  special  remedies  described 
in  the  good  books  on  spraying.
